There is a word in the Bible that the Lord Jesus once said. It says: "You are the light 
of the world". 

Let us refrain for the moment from all consideration of this word, and only ask: To 
whom did the Lord Jesus say this word? 

To his disciples. 

To His poor and then exceedingly weak and unintel 
said the word, "Ye are the light of the world." 

But the Lord did not mean this word only for the disciples whom he had around him 
at that time. No, to all his disciples of all times and places, and also to his poorest, weakest, 
most unintelligent and unlearned disciples, to all, to all his disciples he speaks the word: "Ye 
are the light of the world. 

In the Bible is this word. And when you, who are a Christian and a disciple of Jesus, 
sit with your Bible and read this word, the Lord Jesus stands behind this word of his and 
before you and says to you, "You are the light of the world," that is, you and your fellow 
Christians. And when this word is read or preached in Christian congregation, the Lord JEsus 
is in the midst of the congregation, saying unto them, "Ye are the light of the world."

Now we ask: What does the Lord mean when he says to us, "You are the light of the 
world"? 

The world, my Christ, the faithless world has no light. Jesus is the light of the world. 
But the world does not know Him, the world does not believe in Him, the world turns away 
from Him. Therefore the world has no light. The world is in darkness. The world is in sin, 
death and condemnation. The world walks and gropes; it gropes as the blind grope. It does 
not know where it is going. 

But we, we Christians and disciples of JEsu, we have the light. For we have JEsum, 
who is the light of the world. We know JEsum. We believe in him, the one Saviour, 
Redeemer, and Beatificator of the world. We follow him. Therefore we have the light. We are 
no longer in darkness, no longer in sin, death and condemnation. We have forgiveness of 
sins, righteousness in the sight of God, life and salvation. We no longer grope as the blind 
grope. We see and walk in the way of life. We know the destination. We know where we are 
going. The right light shines upon us. 
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Jesus shines for us, who is the light of the world. And we are the children 
of the light. We are one light in the Lord, in Jesus. 

You do realize that, right? 

Now keep listening. 

Now the dear Lord Jesus would gladly, oh so gladly, that the world 
also should come out of darkness and have the light of life. 

And how is this to be done? How shall this be brought about? What 
is the way and will of the Lord? 

"You are the light of the world," he says to us. What does he mean? 
He means that we are to let our light, which we have in him, shine to the 
world. And so the world should come to the light, to Jesus, through us. 

Do you now understand what the Lord Jesus means when he says 
to us: "You are the light of the world"? 

"Yes," speaks a reader, "| understand that. Only there is one thing 
that seems strange to me." 

Which one? 

"John 8:12 is written that the Lord Jesus said: 'I am the light of the 
world.’ And further He says: 'He that followeth me shall not walk in 
darkness, but shall have the light of life.’ Now when the Lord Jesus says 
here: | am the light of the world,’ which he truly is, and he alone, is it not 
a strange thing that he should say to us poor sinners: "You are the light 
of the world." 

O friend, the Lord Jesus is indeed the only light of the world. But we 
are, as already said, children of the light, we are a light in him, the Lord. 
And so we are to be bearers of the light, of his light, to the world. His light 
is to shine from us to the world. And in this sense he means it when he 
says to us, "Ye are the light of the world." 

It is just like the sun and the moon. The sun is, in the flesh, the light 
of the world, and the only light of the world. But the moon can also be 
called the light of the bet. But the moon does not have its light from itself. 
The moon gets its light from the sun. And the light which it has from the 
sun, it lets shine to the world at night. The moon is the bearer of the 
sunlight to the world - at night. The light of the sun shines from the moon 
to the world. Through the moon, therefore, the sun also shines at night. 

Thus the Lord Jesus wants to shine through us to the world. And 
so, though he be the only light of the wager, as he also saith, "| am the 
light of the world." But he saith unto us, Ye are the light of the world. 

Is that all right? 

3. 

When the Lord Jesus says to us Christians: "You are the light of the 
world", we now know what He means by this. But the same can also be 
expressed in this way: He calls us to the work of mission. 

After all, what does "mission" mean? 

"Mission" means mission. 

And when we speak of "mission" in the church, we mean the divine 
mission that God sends messengers through Jesus Christ to the world to 
bring it the true light of salvation. 


And when the Lord Jesus says to us Christians: "You are the light 
of the world," he is clearly calling us Christians to be such messengers 
who are to bring the true light of salvation to the world. He calls us 
Christians to the work of mission. - 

There are two pieces to a right profession. 

Which one? 

First, the command to do a thing; secondly, the qualification or 
prowess to do a thing. 

In the words of Christ, "Ye are the light of the world," lies, first, his 
command that we should do mission; and, secondly, in this lies our 
qualification or fitness that we may do mission. 

That his command is that we should do mission, no one can doubt. 
We know that he wants to send light to the world. And now he says to us, 
"You are the light of the world.” That is a very clear command that we are 
to bring light to the world, to do mission. 

But also our qualification or ability to do mission is expressed in 
these words of our Saviour. 

"You are the light of the bet," he says. So he calls us "light." And we 
already know what he means. He means that we are one light in him, with 
whom we are joined and one by faith. Well then. If we are a light, we also 
shine. And we shine just where we are. And where are we? We are in the 
Wett. So we shine in the world. But shining in the Wett means nothing else 
than bringing light to the Wett, doing missionary work. There you have it. 
He who is a Christian is for this very reason qualified or capable of carrying 
on missions. 

Being a Christian and doing mission belong together as much as 
being a light and shining. Every light shines. Not every light shines equally 
brightly and strongly, but every light shines. Have you ever seen a light 
that does not shine? Certainly not. It would have to be a light that is only 
painted. A real light shines. And every spiritual light, namely every 
Christian, shines spiritually, spreads spiritual light around him - where? 
Where he is, in the world. So every Christian is a missionary. Every 
Christian does not shine equally brightly and strongly in the world and on 
the race, but every Christian shines. Every Christian has a mission. 

Just as a light cannot help but shine, so a Christian cannot help but 
be a missionary. What does not shine at all is not a light at all; and he who 
does not do mission at all is not a Christian at all. He who is not a 
missionary is a painted Christian, a hypocritical Christian, a Christian in a 
name, a false Christian. A real Christian is always on a mission. Doing 
missions belongs to his new nature and to his new being. Qualified? Yes, 
of course we are qualified to do mission; just as qualified to do mission as 
a light is qualified to shine. 

"Ye are the light of the world,” saith the LORD.

| not nearly as good as it used to be, but this cannot be attributed to the 
rcumstances of the time, we had to leave the Jewis 
working in blessing for three years, for fear of th 
agitated mob, which sought the life of the missionary to the Jews. For this reason, th 
venerable Jewish Missionary Commission decided some time ago to return to the old quarter. 
but unfortunately it was not so easy to find a puffing local in the area. Most of the houses in 
that part of the city belong to the Jews, and it goes without saying that they will not give up 
their houses for the service of the Christian mission to the Jews. But even many so-called 
Christians who own property in the Jewish quarter do not want to rent their houses to th 
Newish mission or to the Jewish missionary himself for fear of disputes. For th 
aforementioned reason, that our present mission locale is too far away from the actual Jewish 
quarter, many of the adult listeners have stayed behind from the regular church services as 
well as many children from Sunday school. 

Nevertheless, to the glory of God and for the encouragement of the work of th

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services, and also that about 20 to 25 Jewish children regularly attended the Saturday and 
Sunday school, despite the long distance and even in the most unfavorable weather. 

It may perhaps be of interest, in order to discern the zeal of a number of Israelites i 
attending the services, to hear the following: 

On the most religious day of the Jews, namely on the great Day of Atonement, o 
which the Jews close their business houses the evening before and remain in th 
synagogues and prayer halls with fasting and praying until the next evening, in order to aton 
for the sins they have committed during the whole year, a service was also held in ou 
mission. The aforementioned Jewish society used all means and spared no effort and no 
money to keep Jews away from our mission, especially on that day, by renting two large halls 
near it, 
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The mission was a very important one, since it was the first time that the Israelites had hired 
important preachers and speakers to hold Jewish services there, mainly for impecunious 
Jews who are not admitted to any synagogue for free on that day and therefore often take 
refuge in the mission. Although it was hardly to be expected that Jews would come to our 
services, some Israelites nevertheless made their zeal and attachment to our mission 
publicly known by coming with their children to our services instead of to the Jews. The 
latter in particular glorified the same by their singing. After a sermon on Is. 59, 1-Il. was 
preached, a catechesis on the fulfillment of the law followed. Some converted Israelites, 
who were also present, joined the Jews after the service and testified about their dear 
Savior. 


The work of the undersigned, however, is not limited to public services; private 
conversations in the homes of the Jews form a not insignificant part of it. Hardly a month 
goes by in which 50 to 60 Jewish families are not visited by him. In some houses the New 
Testament is studied together, in others only the Old Testament, in which case especially 
the Messianic passages are visited and interpreted. In yet another house there is a debate 
as to whether Jesus Christ is the Messiah promised by God through his holy prophets. It 
also happens that tracts that have been distributed free of charge for reading are gone 
through, and things that are difficult to understand are explained. Itis not uncommon for the 
undersigned to return home at 12 o'clock at night, or even later. 

In many houses the conversations take place behind closed doors for fear of the 
fanatical neighbors; for if they were to learn that their fellow believers had anything at all to 


do with a missionary to the Jews, with the Meschumed (apostate), they would 


immediately be denounced as Meschmudim (apostates) and bitterly persecuted. 

If it is already evident from the foregoing that the mission to the Jews is not carried 
on without success, for that alone is a success, that the missionary to the Jews is given the 
opportunity to scatter the seed of the divine Word in so many ways, yet there is also no lack 
of such examples which show that the seed of the divine Word has sprouted in many a one 
and has brought forth glorious fruits. 

Just as the difficult work of the blessed missionary D. Landsmann did not remain 
without fruit in the past, but through his sacrificial service souls were led from the darkness 
of the Talmud to the blessed light of the Gospel, and among these even those who are now 
co-workers in the Kingdom of Jesus Christ, among whom the undersigned is also worthy to 
be counted by God's grace, so today the Gospel of Christ still proves to be "a power of God 
to make blessed all who believe in it". As proof of this, the undersigned would like to present 
a story from recent times to the worthy readers. 

On the first Sunday after Trinity we were allowed to bring a lost sheep from the 
house of Israel to the good shepherd Jesus Christ. Miss Emma Falk, an educated Jewish 
lady, was found three years ago by Fr. 


Uncle and member of the venerable Wisconsin Synod, acquainted with the undersigned. 
She was then employed in Hoboken, N. J., in a genteel house as a governess. There the 
undersigned visited her once a week for some time, and interpreted to her the Old Testament 
prophecies of the Messiah. She soon became fond of the Word of God and also attended 
the services of the local congregation. Eventually she entered public teaching and for some 
time came once a week from Hoboken to Brooklyn to the missionary's home. Suddenly, 
however, she received word from home that her dear mother was deathly ill, and she was 
requested to return home as soon as possible. Asked for advice, the venerable Jewish 
Missionary Commission found itself compelled to let her go in God's name. 

Although she was in constant correspondence with her missionary, her spiritual care 
was very poor, since she had to be very careful of her father, who was still a fanatical Jew, 
so that he would not find out about her plans. For the same reason, she could not attend 
church in Germany, especially since there was no orthodox pastor in the area to whom she 
could turn. The sick mother, on the other hand, knew of her intention, but her last words 
were: "Emma, my dear daughter, oh, stay with the religion of your fathers, and it shall go 
well with you. 
After the mother had died and the daughter now wanted to return to America, she 
could not under any circumstances obtain the father's consent. At last, when a year and 
some months had passed, and no more letters had arrived, and the undersigned was already 
carrying the devastating thought that his work on Miss Falk would probably have been in 
vain - then one fine evening his former foster-mate surprised him with her visit. The seed of 
the divine word had sprouted in her heart, and she gave her father no peace until he granted 
her permission to return to America. After spending a few days in the missionary's house, 
she obtained a good position with a wealthy family in Brooklyn, and now thought to continue 
the lessons she had begun in order to reach her blessed goal. Unfortunately, however, her 
hope soon turned to water, in that she had to move with this family to the country. The 
undersigned tried to persuade the young Christian to give up her job until she had finished 
her catechism lessons and had received the sacrament of Holy Baptism, but since she did 
not have enough means at hand and did not want to be a burden to anyone, she preferred 
to acquire the necessary means first. But God arranged it differently. The new Christian was 
soon to learn to carry the cross of Christ. For it was not long before she had to give up her 
good job because the Lord afflicted her with a serious illness. She spent several months in 
the house of the undersigned in a sick condition, and it seemed as if it would not get any 
better. She was already about to go back to Germany on the doctor's advice. But she 
preferred to accept the words of comfort and the advice of her pastor and decided to stay 
here. And God was merciful to her and let her recover from her illness. Out of gratitude 
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In return for his gracious help, she made a good resolution not to leave 
the undersigned's house until she had completed her baptismal training 
and reached the glorious goal. 

On the evening of June 17, at half past seven o'clock, she was finally 
able to publicly confess her faith in the Savior who had also died for her 
and risen from the dead, and to be received into the community of God's 
children by receiving Holy Baptism. The Immanuel Church in Brooklyn 
(Fr. Kérner), where the solemn act took place, was numerously attended 
that evening. Visitator P. A. E. Frey preached the sermon on Apost. 4, 12: 
"And there is salvation in no other, neither is there any other name given 
unto men, wherein we shall be saved." The subject of his sermon was: 
"Jesus the only Saviour." 

After the excellent sermon, the public examination of the candidate 
for baptism took place. With a bright voice she answered all the questions 
put to her by the undersigned. It was obvious from her answers that this 
daughter of Abraham was very serious about confessing our glorious 
Christian faith. Many brothers and sisters in the faith testified with joy that 
they had seldom heard such a glorious confession as that which came 
from the mouth of this new sister from the house of Israel. After the 
examination had been completed, the act of baptism was to be performed 
by Father F. T. Kérner, who is also a member of the venerable Jewish 
Missionary Commission. Before the sacred act itself was performed, 
however, he read, in place of the baptismal sermon, a document written 
by the uncle of the candidate for baptism, Father F. Wolf of Tacoma, 
Wash. who is himself a converted Israelite and, as already indicated, a 
devout Lutheran pastor, which he had sent to the undersigned for the 
sake of his dear niece, whom he had carried on his praying heart the 
whole time. 

Thereupon Fr. Kérner addressed the usual questions to the 
baptized person according to the baptismal form of our Agenda and, after 
answering them, performed the Sacrament of Holy Baptism. The 
Immanuel Choir then sang "Behold, this is God's Lamb," and the uplifting 
celebration concluded with the congregational hymn No. 174: "Let me be 
and remain thine." 

But the faithful God, who gave his dear and only begotten Son, 
Jesus Christ, to the most painful death of torture on the trunk of the cross 
at Calvary, and thereby clearly revealed that he desires the salvation of 
all men, have mercy also on the poor blinded Jews, so that many may still 
recognize in Jesus Christ, whom their fathers rejected, the true Messiah 
and Savior, believe in him, and be saved. Amen.

If a servant of God has worked faithfully in the church for 48 years, 
we may also remember him to the glory of God. The Epistle to the 
Hebrews Cap. 13, 7. says: "Remember your teachers, who have told you 
the word of God, which is the word of God. 


End look, and follow their faith." We will now tell you a little about such a 
servant of God. 

Blessed Fr. Ottmann was born on 28 April 1829 in Augsburg. There 
he also attended the elementary school. Already early the desire awoke 
in him to become a missionary among the heathen. At the end he let 
himself be admitted to the preparatory school in Nuremberg. How it came 
about that he later changed this intention is not known to us. He was 
destined for America and after passing his exams he was sent to Fort 
Wayne to the practical seminary to prepare himself for the holy preaching 
ministry. In his leaving certificate it is written: "He has shown such 
outstanding teaching and learning gifts that we were able to gain 
complete joy in sending him to America this fall (1849) in agreement with 
other mission friends to the seminary there. This was all the more possible 
for me, as we know him through years of personal contact on the part of 
his character as a reliable, in Christian knowledge and life promoted and 
matured young man." 

After completing his studies and passing his exams, he was called 
as an assistant preacher by Trinity Parish in Cincinnati and ordained by 
Father Wichmann on December 1, 1851. Here he officiated for one year. 
Then he received a call from the congregation in Naperville near Chicago. 
There was a lot to go through. The dwelling was a former cow barn, 
downstairs he lived with his recently married wife, in the hayloft they slept. 
He also had to preach at Downers Grove. This place, seven miles distant, 
he visited on foot in summer and winter, and in bad! Weather he often 
found only One listener. After ministering there two years, he was called 
by the church at New Melle, Mo. Here he ministered in the blessing nine 
years, until the congregations at Sheboygan Falls and Plymouth, Wis. 
chose him as their preacher. There also he officiated in the blessing nine 
years. Here he lost by death a child two years old. This was very near to 
the parents, as he himself said, "It is as if a piece were torn from the heart 
and buried with it"; but they knew how to be patient in Christian patience, 
saying, "The Lord gave, the Lord hath taken away; the name of the Lord 
be praised!" In his last years his wife was also much afflicted, as a 
stomach sickness gave her much trouble. 

After nine years' work in Plymouth, the congregation of Collinsville, 
Ill. called him to be their pastor; he considered this calling a call from God 
and obeyed it. In Collinsville he labored in blessing for 27 years. In gloomy 
days he never lost heart, and was permitted to see many a fruit of his 
labors. On the first Sunday of Advent, 1897, the congregation celebrated 
his 25th anniversary in grateful remembrance and recognition of his 25 
years of faithful work in this place, and gave expression to this gratitude 
by word and deed. 

His marriage to Louise Wichmann God blessed with eight children. 
Three were called away early, five mourn his passing, four daughters and 
one son, Frederick, pastor in Hartford, Conn. He was preceded in death 
by his wife eleven years ago. 

It was granted to our Ottmann to be active in the office until his 
blessed death. Still on the second Sunday after 
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Easter, April 27, 1900, he preached with proof of the Spirit and power, 
and already three days later, on May 2, he was allowed to enter into his 
heavenly rest. His earthly hut became more and more dilapidated during 
the last years, but his spirit remained fresh and lively. A slowly growing 
tumor on the left side of his neck caused him much pain, especially at 
night, but did not prevent him from speaking. The tumor and the pain 
increased during the last months and an operation was considered 
necessary. This was performed on May 1 in the Lutheran Hospital in St. 
Louis. It also went well, and nothing serious was suspected, but toward 
evening of the following day his strength rapidly diminished, a heart attack 
occurred, and under encouragement and consolation of divine word he 
passed away. He attained the age of 71 years and 3 days. The body was 
taken to Collinsville and displayed in the church Sunday morning so that 
everyone in the community might have a glimpse of the dear body. In the 
afternoon the funeral took place. In the house Father L. Dornseif of Troy 
preached a sermon on 2 Kings 2:11, 12: "And as they walked together, 
and he spake, behold, there came a chariot of fire with horses of fire, and 
separated them one from another: and Elijah went up to heaven in the 
weather. And Elisha saw it, and cried, My father, my father, chariot Israel, 
and his horsemen! And saw him no more." Song 376 was sung. In church, 
by W. Dorn of Pleasant Ridge, the text Heb. 4:9: "Therefore there is yet a 
rest unto the: People of God" was used as the basis for the sermon. The 
hymns 397 and 403, 5 were sung. The church choir and the confirmands, 
under the direction of teacher Burkhardt, also contributed to increase the 
devotion and solemnity. Father Dornseif officiated in the churchyard. 
Ottmann's remains now rest there at the side of his wife, who preceded 
him, until the day of the happy resurrection.

To Michigan District communities and anyone else who may care. 


Dear Brethren! At our synodal meeting in Detroit last June, we were 
informed that the fund for the support of poor pastors' and teachers' 
widows and orphans and sick pastors and teachers still had an oppressive 
debt, but that it had been significantly reduced. We hoped that this 
information would awaken the congregations to all the more lively zeal to 
pay off the remaining debt in a short time and to put us in a position to 
regularly pay the poor people in need of support what they need. 
Unfortunately, this expectation has not yet been fulfilled. In the five 
months following the Synod, $119.16 has been received in congregational 
collections and contributions from individual members, while we need 
about $90.00 each month for current expenses. In our District 10 families 
of 33 souls (counting only the unconfirmed children) are in need of regular 
support, and two families have received occasional support here and 
there. Even counting the $220.00 which has been contributed by pastors 
and teachers during this time, it is 


our debt to this treasury has grown larger, not smaller. 

When we inquire why Christian charity is not as active in the matter 
of support as it should be, we hear that in many congregations it is still 
thought that it is a matter of support in the manner of secular support 
societies and death funds. Although it has been said many times, it seems 
to have to be repeated that this is a completely wrong opinion. No, this is 
real support, support for those in need, and therefore a work of Christian 
love and mercy. For support is only given where there is need, and the 
amount of it is measured according to the circumstances. By no means all 
surviving dependents of pastors and teachers and by no means all sick 
and infirm pastors and teachers receive support; in: On the contrary, we 
have in our district quite a number of such who have never received 
anything, and others who have only occasionally received a small sum. 
We support only where there is need. But where there is need, brethren, 
should not love also gladly help again and again? They are the poor of the 
Church; should not every member of the Church be willing to give them 
what they need? No more need be said to Christians. We only want to 
remind you that what you give to this treasury should not be taken away 
from others. Let us consider it a blessing of God, which he pours into our 
laps, and a grace, which he shows us, that with the ever-increasing 
expansion of our ecclesiastical work ever greater demands are made on 
our willingness to sacrifice. For thereby God gives us opportunity to "sow 
in blessing," that we may also "reap in blessing." "For a cheerful giver God 
loveth." 2 Cor. 9:6-11. 

At the same time we would like to take this opportunity to remind 
you that the English Mission in our state is also in great need and cannot 
prosper without our strong support. Let us not forget this work with our 
prayers and gifts, in addition to our other works. 

But the Lord Jesus, who was made poor for our sakes, that we 
through his poverty might be made rich, may make us rich also in all good 
works.

In the home service we also have pieces 
of such a service, because there is also singing, praying, giving God's 
word, and so on. 


read and learned. But all this is not done in public, but in our own home. So by home worship 
we mean the service we render to God in the home, whether it be at morning and evening 
prayer with our children, at grace or other prayer, or at singing, praying, reading and 
explaining the Bible, when we hold home devotions. The fact that we call all these activities 
home worship needs some explanation. It is the good Lord who actually serves us to talk. For 
if we wish to speak exactly, we must bear in mind that nothing can be given to or taken from 
the eternal, blessed God by our works. But all salvation is given to us through worship; for 
God reveals to us in his Word himself, his nature and will, and his eternal thoughts of salvation 
concerning us, by which we are saved. Therefore, when the good Lord permits us to use his 
word, it is precisely in this that he continues to serve us. Nevertheless, we call this handling 
of God's word our divine service, and if it happens in the house, our domestic service. 
Inasmuch as the good Lord commanded in the third commandment that we should need, 
love, and value his word, and we now take and use it before us in household worship, such 
obedience may justly be called a service of God." Yes, this is the blessed service of 
Christians, that we serve God by letting God serve and give us. F.B.

Missionary Prospects in the Sandwich Islands. The report of the California and Nevada 
District says: "The San Francisco Conference had long thought of serving that field, and was 
doubly convinced of its importance by our new relations with Asia. It had therefore addressed 
the matter to the General Synod. The Synod, however, placed the matter entirely in the hands 
of our District. So the Mission Commission first tried to inform itself about the state of affairs 
there through some Lutheran travelers who were staying in Hawaii. Two letters from there 
were presented to the Synod, one from Mr. Constant Meese and one from Mr. Treffer, from 
which it emerged that many Germans were in Honolulu and that a certain Pastor Isenberg 
had preached there on the last Reformation festival before about 280 souls. These people 
had then attempted the formation of a congregation, but the matter had probably come to a 
standstill because a plague had broken out and quarantine had to be imposed on the island 
It was also noted that a large German business house had made a donation of $50,000 for 4 
German church there. The Synod received the letters of the gentlemen mentioned with 
thanks, and resolved to encourage the Mission Commission to keep an eye on that field, and 
to act promptly, if necessary, as the situation required. " F.B.

The "Benedictus Missionary Calendar for the Year 1901" contains the following about her, 
which we take from the "Freimund": Already as a four-year-old child she had an apparition 
of the Boy Jesus, who spoke to her the words, "Now | have espoused you to me; you are 
mine and | am yours; your heart and my heart shall be One Heart." The guardian angel also 
made frequent visits to the little girl in the guise of a youth; he showed her the habit of St. 
Francis, saying, "Behold, my child, the garment is prepared for thee." But when the maiden 
wished to enter the convent at Kaufbeuren, they refused her in spite of her visions, because 
she came without money. Then a wooden crucifix in the nuns’ choir aisle opened its mouth 
and said to her, "Here will be thy dwelling place," and the "BenedictusMission Calendar for 
1901" adds to this: "The mouth of Crucifix, through which she heard these words, has 
remained open to this hour as if to speak." In order to reach her goal, however, Crescentia 
had to enlist the help of the Protestant mayor, and he might think it best to place the 
hysterical woman in the convent. Here, however, the apparitions really began, and now, as 
usual, the devil also presented himself. "He stalked her virtue and holiness wherever he 
could." He tormented her most in the hours of the night. He threw her down the stairs, 
dragged her out of the house, plunged her m the brook, and then buried her under a 
woodpile. "This was done amid a hellish din of whistling, wagon rattling, and whip cracking." 
At last, however, the Virgin Mary appeared and charged Crescentia to make a pilgrimage, 
after which Satan's torments ceased. Thus the maiden's life went on among the greatest 
miraculous deeds. Once she fetched water in a sieve, dried snowballs in a hot oven. When 
she finally died in 1744, the angel Raphael stood by her in the hour of death, and her corpse 
filled the whole monastery with fragrance. - Such silly fables and fairy tales are served up to 
the Roman Catholic people as truth, and are more or less believed to be true. And even if 
more sensible Catholics do not approve of this and do not believe it, they do not dare to 
speak out against such nonsense and superstition. The saints’ stories of the Roman Church 
are at once impious and ridiculous. L. F.

The son of the church historian D'Aubign,6 who is a French preacher, described the 
situation in France in a speech given in New York. He said, among other things, that public 
morals in France were very bad. He said that the people had given up the enjoyment of light 
wine, and that the deadly poison, absynth, had become the regular drink. With regard to 
intemperance, France now ranks with Belgium. There are more than 500,000 public houses 
in the country, one for every 78 people, and immorality continues to spread. Immoral 
literature circulates throughout the country and is accessible to everyone. Crime is now three 
times as frequent as it was fifty years ago. 
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the bad influences on the youth were perceptible everywhere. He then 
pointed out the great power that the Catholic Church wielded in France. 
It owns a tenth of all the land in the country, and 20 new monasteries are 
built every year on average, although the faith of the people is in a very 
bad state. The people did not live according to the teachings of their 
religion, and in many parts of the country the rural population had 
completely renounced Catholicism. The Jesuit Order, however, is a 
strong power in France. However, in recent years, a number of Catholic 
clergy in France have converted to Protestantism; they exert their 
influence on the people and strive to fight vice with the other Protestants.

Little instructive tales from Luther's writings. 


It is known that Luther praised the historians very much and 
considered them "the most useful and best teachers", "that they can 
never be honored, praised, or thanked enough", as we read in his 
"Preface to Galeatius Capella Historie vom Herzog zu Mailand. 
Wittenberg, 1538," we read. He introduces the aforementioned preface 
with a statement by the "highly famous Roman Varro," which reads thus: 
"The very best way to teach is to give examples to the word. Otherwise, 
when speech is heard without examples, however just and good it may 
be, it does not move the heart so much, is not so clear, and is not so firmly 
retained. For what philosophy, wise men, and all reason can teach or 
conceive that is useful to honest living, the Historia gives with examples 
and stories mightily, and puts it as it were) before the eyes, as if one were 
there, and thus saw it happen, all that before the words by the teaching 
carried into the ears." (St. Louis ed., XIV, 376 f.) 

What Luther says in this preface, he himself practiced quite 
diligently in his doctrinal and controversial writings and in his sermons. 
There we find many little instructive stories with which he "put the doctrine 
powerfully into the ears and before the eyes. And some of these stories 
are herewith presented in the "Lutheran" for the benefit and piety of our 
dear Christian people.

A tale that contains a fine lesson for those who always accuse 
others, never beating their own breast. Luther tells: "In one place, an 
example of a monk is told that | particularly like. For when he had allowed 
himself to overcome his obstinacy and impatience, and had left the 
monastery and gone into the desert, where he was to live quietly and 
peacefully, without all anger and sin, it is said to have happened that he 
went out of the desert to a well to fetch water in a pitcher, and, having 
poured too much water into it, overturned the pitcher unawares: They say 
he was angry, took the pitcher, threw it against the ground, and broke it. 
But when he came to himself again, he perceived that it was not the fault 
of the people with whom he had dealt, but of his corrupt nature and sinful 
flesh, which was always inclined to anger by himself. Therefore he came 
again to the monastery, and learned to moderate his affections and 
desires, and to be patient with others.” (Walch, II, 2202 f.) 


The well-known physician Dr. Hufeland, 

died in Berlin on August 25, 1836, as personal physician to King Frederick 
William III, wrote among other things in his will: "| wish that when my body 
is lowered into the grave, the song be sung: For his epitaph he chose the 
words of Jesus: "| am the resurrection and the life. He that believeth in me, 
though he die, yet shall he live," and at the foot of the black cross the 
tombstone was to read, "| know in whom | believe." At the end of the 
Testament it says: "But the most precious of all earthly goods is this, my 
beloved children: love one another! Never allow distrust, dissension, and 
strife to arise among you. Be firm in your faith in God, in his Word, and in 
his Son, Jesus Christ. Live in God; let everything you do be done in him. 
Constantly have him in your thoughts and in your hearts. Pray and work, 
and for the rest leave yourselves to the providence of God, which careth 
for you. This is how your father lived; through this faith God led him through 
the sufferings and struggles of life to the required goal. Thanks to this faith 
he can now, at the end of his days, look forward with joy and confidence 
to the eternity that awaits him. By this faith worthily honor my memory."

On the western seacoast of England rises a steep rock, which is 
known in the country by the name of Dragon Rock. When the sea goes 
high, it is half covered with water all around, and the waves rush with fury 
against this dangerous cliff.

Rippling waves had cut her off 
from the land, and were already spraying their foam over the sand to her 
feet. She saw nothing before her but certain death; for the sea was rising 
rapidly, and already the mighty surf was foaming along. Behind her rose 
the steep cliff, which even the fishermen's boys, skilled in climbing, could 
only climb with difficulty, with the help of ladders, in order to take out the 
nests of the sea-birds. It seemed impossible for her to escape. A crowd of 
participating people gathered on the shore, but no boat was allowed to 
venture through the wild sea. As the waves came nearer and nearer, the 
poor woman wrung her hands in despair, and cried, "Can't | be saved?" 

Again the voice of the coast-keeper came over to her, "You must 
climb the rock! There is no other means of rescue!" The lady looked up. It 
hung above her, jagged, steep, and slippery. How could she get up there? 
As she still stood hesitating, a wave rose and crashed over the spot where 
she had just stood, and just below her the waters raged and foamed. Then 
the unfortunate woman clung to the rock and climbed up with the fear of 
despair. Trembling, she climbed higher and higher, and at last reached a 
projecting ledge, from whence she looked down with a shudder upon the 
wild element. Higher and higher the waves rose, already lapping at the 
feet of the fugitive. "Climb farther up!" sounded from 
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a hundred throats from the shore. She gathered up the last of her strength, and with bleeding 
hands scrambled up the slippery rock until she caught hold of a tuft of grass, by which she 
pulled herself fully up out of the domain of the waves. But her strength was exhausted ; 
fainting, she sank upon the soft grass, while the excited crowd cried exultantly, "She is 
saved, praise God, she is saved!" 

At the turn of the year we are reminded more than usual of the hastening of time. Not 
just slowly, no, quickly the sea of time rises to drive us away from all the resting places 
where we have settled comfortably. The waves are rising. If we look back, we see how they 
have driven us from day to day, from year to year. Do we perceive it, this most certain of all 
consciences? O, let us save ourselves, while there is still time, on the rock that alone offers 
us safe refuge. We know that rock. It is Jesus Christ. 

On this rock alone we are safe. Here we find the evergreen pastures that grant us 
both rest and refreshment. On this rock we are saved, praise God, saved forever.

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As it happened in the days of Lot. 


Gen. 18:20, 21. We read that the LORD said to Abraham, "There is a cry in Sodom 
and Gomorrah, which is great, and their sins are almost grievous. Therefore will | go down, 
and see whether they have done all, according to the cry that is come before me." Now what 
were the grievous sins that were going on in those cities in those days, in the days of Lot? 
They were the most heinous vices against the sixth commandment. The inhabitants of these 
cities not only committed fornication, but also lived in an unnatural and shameful manner, so 
that man with man committed shame, or one alone without fellowship with another person 
indulged in sensual pleasures. These abominations cried out to God toward heaven for 
vengeance, and so "the LORD rained down brimstone and fire from the LORD out of heaven 
upon Sodom and Gomorrah. And he turned back the cities, all the region, and all the 
inhabitants of the cities," Gen. 19:24, 25. God did this partly to give the fornicators of Sodom 
their reward, and partly to set an example of punishment for the wicked who would come 
after, 2 Pet. 2:6. All, therefore, who live in dumb sins, defiling their own bodies with self- 
abuse, or performing the lusts of the flesh in other unnatural ways, and think that this is not 
as bad as fornication, should know that they have reached the last stage of depravity, and 
learn from Sodom, that God is a holy and zealous God, and a consuming fire to all them that 
pervert his holy ordinances, and so abominably defile their bodies, which God's hand hath 
$0 finely and artificially formed. 
Now has the world taken to heart the example of punishment that God set for all time in 
Sodom and Gomorrah? The answer to this is: Pure. Read the prophets and apostles (Is. 3, 
9. Ezek. 10, 48-50. Rom. 1, 24-32. 2 Petr. 2. Jude 7. 8.), and you will realize that with 
Sodom's under 


Sodom's sin has not ceased. Yes, our Saviour describes the last days of the world as a 
sodomitical one. His words are these: "The same shall be as it was in the days of Lot. In like 
manner shall it be in the day when the Son of man shall be revealed," Luke 17:28, 30. 

Presently are the last days of the world. We live shortly before the return of Jesus 
Christ. And therefore, according to the prophecy of our Saviour, the generation of our days 
is a sodomitical one. Unnatural sins of all kinds are running rampant in a frightening manner, 
corrupting thousands of young men and virgins, so that they become like wormy fruit that 
falls off early. What a terrible devastation to body and soul the vice of self-abuse is wreaking, 
especially in our day, may be inferred from the fact that remedies for the consequences of 
this sin are advertised almost in all the newspapers and at the secret oerterns in hostels and 
on railway trains. 

Among this sodomitical race our churches, as once Lot, must set their tabernacles. 
Our Christians come into closer contact with the children of the world, hear from them how 
they do it, and are provoked and enticed to such sins by the evil example. Or where this 
does not happen, the devil himself is all the busier in stirring up the evil flesh, so that the 
young people fall into all kinds of folly of their own accord. The old, evil enemy knows that 
he has but little time left, and so he has every intention of turning the whole world into Sodom 
and Gomorrah. O, on what shame and vice must the all-seeing, holy eyes of God look down 
at present; how is there even now a cry so great, and the sins of the world almost heavy! 
God can bear it no longer. Very soon he will descend to the final judgment and condemn 
the unclean, sodomitical world. And oh, sodomitism has already penetrated into our 
churches. Of this pestilence that creeps in darkness, and this plague, 
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which perish at noon, some of us are already afflicted, having lost faith, a 
good conscience, and sonship with God, and have also undermined the 
health of their bodies, and are now like dead trees, which, if God's Spirit 
does not renew them, are good for nothing but to be cut down and thrown 
into the infernal fire. 

Unfortunately, the danger that threatens from this side, especially 
our youth, is too little recognized. Many parents imagine that there is 
nothing to fear from their children, or are ashamed to talk about it with their 
sons and daughters. What irresponsible shortsightedness, since our 
Saviour tells us that in our time it is just as it was in the days of Lot in 
Sodom and Gomorrah! What wonder that many a victim of self-abuse 
complains: "Oh, if | had been warned in time, | would have refrained from 
sin; but neither my parents nor my preacher called my attention to it, and 
so | have sunk from step to step, and only now, when it is too late, do | 
realize what abominations | have committed! Would that all those whom 
God has appointed as guardians and custodians of young people, and 
who will one day have to give an account of them, would recognize the 
seriousness of the times! Would that all preachers, teachers, and 
especially all parents would attend to their office, so that, as much as is up 
to us, our youth may lead a chaste, modest life and keep body and soul 
undefiled! 

We have so much opportunity to warn and teach: The preachers in 
confirmation classes, in the pulpit, and in confessions; the teachers in 
school; and the parents in home devotions when reading many a scripture 
reading and in daily intercourse with their children. Admittedly, this 
requires great wisdom, which we do not have of ourselves, but which God 
wants to give us in answer to our prayers. Jacobus writes Cap. 1, 5: "But 
if any of you lack wisdom, let him ask of God, who giveth it plainly to every 
man, and putteth it not on any man; and it shall be given unto him." 

To the question now, what do we have to say to the adolescent 
youth in this! play, the answer would be threefold. First, we are to tell them 
that their hearts are also evil by nature and inclined to all impurity, and that 
they live in a sodomitical world in which all kinds of abominations are 
brazenly and shamelessly practiced. Without watchfulness, supplication, 
and prayer, they would therefore soon fall into temptation and snares. 
Secondly, we are to show them the wrath of the holy God against all 
uncleanness and his abhorrence of all self-abuse. The Lord looks with his 
great eyes into the most hidden corners and sees what is being done 
there. And he "is a right judge, and a God that daily watches. He hath 
sharpened his sword, he hath bent his bow, he hath aimed, he hath laid 
deadly projectiles thereon, he hath prepared his arrows to destroy," Ps. 
7:12-14. The lot of all the unclean is the lake that burneth with brimstone, 
because their worm dieth not, and their fire is not quenched. Third, of 
course, the threats of the law will not make our children godly. The wrath 
of God only keeps the members of the body in outer restraints to some 
extent, but does not give a chaste and chastened heart. Only the gospel, 
the power of God, can do this: it makes all who sin fearful. 


believe in it. For this reason we are to show our children first of all God's 
love in Christ Jesus and his great riches and remind them again and again 
what rich, noble, blessed people they have become in holy baptism. Father 
and mother, say to your son or daughter: My dear child, do not forget that 
your body is a temple of God, a beautiful, glorious house of God in which 
the Holy Spirit dwells. O therefore do not defile this temple and do not 
deceive the Holy Spirit. Behold, my child, thy Saviour hath shed his heart's 
blood for thee, and redeemed thee from all uncleanness. Therefore, fight 
the good fight of faith; seize eternal life, to which you have also been 
called. 

If we thus often admonish our dear children in a truly evangelical 
manner and call upon God to give strength and emphasis to our words, 
they may well live chastely and modestly in the midst of Sodom and flee 
the lusts of youth; indeed, if they are already entangled in the vice of self- 
abuse, they may be saved again and recover in body and soul. The apostle 
Paul writes to the Corinthians in the first epistle in chapter 6: "Know ye not 
that the unrighteous shall not inherit the kingdom of God? Be not deceived: 
neither fornicators, . nor adulterers, nor effeminate, nor adulterers of 
children ... shall inherit the kingdom of God. . . . And such were some of 
you: but ye are washed, ye are sanctified, ye are justified by the name of 
the Lord JEsu, and by the Spirit of our God." As then the Word of God 
made fine, holy children of God out of lowly slaves of vice, so even now 
the faithful Saviour wants to set free by His Spirit all those entangled in 
Satan's net. His blood even now, as it once did at Corinth, washes away 
all the filth of sin, and His good Spirit is still able to penetrate into those 
entangled by: Vice of self-abuse to work holy resolutions to a: chaste, 
chastened life, and set their feet on the narrow way that leads to life. Let 
none of these unfortunates, who have come to the realization of their error, 
despair of salvation, but trust in Jesus, this great physician, that he can 
also heal them. For he is sent to preach deliverance to the captives, and 
opening to them that are bound. 

JEsu, thou faithful Saviour, have mercy on us and on our children, 
and help that we may not be condemned with the unbelieving world, but 
may save our souls as Lot once did! 


Take hold of us, O sweet JEsu, Lead us through the

When the devil provokes us to sin, let us remember the example of 
Jude; when we fall into sin through weakness, let us consider the example 
of Peter. The example of Jude shall keep us from safety; the example of 
Peter from despair. The example of Jude is to subdue our outward man, 
that we follow not the evil lusts to sin; the example of Peter is to establish 
our inward man, that we despair not in temptation because of sin.

Let's talk about old men now. 

From what circles? 

Of the circles in which the missionary activity of Christians should move. 

We will name three of them: the narrowest, the widest, and the widest circle. 

The closest circle in which we are to do mission is the place where we live. 

It goes without saying that we should do missionary work there, and there above all. 
Where does a light shine first and brightest? Where it stands, in its immediate surroundings. 
So our light should shine first and brightest where we live. There before all: we are to 
remember our missionary calling, there before all: we are to be the light of the world. Or do 
you think that there is no faithless world? Oh, look around you! 

The Lord says to us, "Ye are the light of the world." 

We speak: Lord, where there? 

Then the finger of the LORD lifted up, and pointed us to the place, and described a 
circle round about the place where we dwell, and live, and are. And the mouth of the LORD 
saith, Declare how great a mercy the LORD hath done unto thee, and how he hath had 
mercy on thee. Marc. 5, Ill. Luc. 8, 39. 

Where we are, then, above all, we are to be the light of the world. There we are to 
confess, speak, and proclaim the word of Christ, each according to his profession and 
position, according to the occasion, according to the need. In every way and in all manner 
we will show the power of the word and our faith in the sight of all by holy conduct and good 
works. There we are to do missionary work. - 

The wider circle in which we are to do mission is our country. 

Yes, our country in which we live, the people to whom we belong, must be the second and 
wider circle of our missionary activity. When the Lord Jesus was about to go to heaven after 
the work of redemption was completed and took leave of His disciples on the Mount of Olives 
near Jerusalem, He spoke these words to them: "You will receive the power of the Holy 
Spirit, which will come upon you; and you will be My witnesses in Jerusalem, and in all Judea 
and Samaria, and to the ends of the earth. 1, 8. There the Lord Jesus describes the three 
circles of their missionary activity. The first and narrowest circle was the city of Jerusalem, 
where they were and would stay for the time being. The second and wider circle was all 
Judea and Samaria, and where else their people dwelt. The third and widest circle - well, 
we'll talk about that in a minute. The same is true of us. We want to be JEsu's witnesses first 
in the place where we live. This is the first and narrowest circle of our missionary activity. 
But by no means the only one. We also want to be JEsu's witnesses in the whole country 
where we live in the midst of our people. This is 


according to the will of the Lord, the next, the second, the wider circle in which we are to let 
our light shine, in which we are to do mission. 

If we are good citizens, we not only care for the welfare of the city or town where we 
live, but we also care for the welfare of the whole country to the best of our ability. That 
would be a wrong fellow, who would care for the welfare of his town, but not for that of his 
whole country, would it not? This is what is meant by physical and temporal welfare. 

Much more, if we are true Christians, we should care for the spiritual and eternal 
welfare not only of the place where we live, but of our whole country and of those who live 
with us in the same country. 

But, as we shall speak of this second and further circle of our missionary activity in 
more detail in a special section, let it be enough at this point with what has been said of it. - 

The widest circle in which we are to do mission is the whole earth. 

"And to the end of the earth", said the Lord Jesus to His disciples in the words of 
farewell mentioned above. To the ends of the earth they were to be his witnesses. At the 
same time he said to them, "Go into all the world and preach the gospel to every creature," 
Marc. 16:15. 

And, dear reader, we want to tell you one more JEsus word. 

The word of Jesus which we are about to tell you was not spoken by the Saviour in 
the days of his flesh, when he walked the earth as a servant of the Lord; but it was spoken 
in the days of the Old Testament, when he was not yet born of a woman: Woman. This is 
what he, the eternal Son of God, spoke through the prophet Isaiah, whom he heard by the 
power of the Holy Spirit and recorded in the 49th chapter of his prophecies. 

What then does the Lord Jesus say through the prophet Isaiah? He says that God 
the Father spoke to him. What did he say? This: "It is a small thing that thou art my servant 
to raise up the tribes of Jacob, and to bring again that which is broken down in Israel: but | 
have made thee also a light of the Gentiles, that thou shouldest be my salvation unto the 
end of the world," Isa. 49:6. 

In these words In these words, the entire holy Trinity actually speaks and 
communicates its meaning and will to us. The first speaker here is God the Father, for he 
originally spoke the words. The second speaker is God the Son, for he tells us that God the 
Father spoke and speaks these words to him. And the third speaker is God the Holy Spirit, 
who opened the ears of the prophets: The Holy Spirit opened the prophet's ear to hear these 
words, and moved him to record them. 

What then does the precious Triune God, Father, Son and Holy Spirit, say and want 
in these words? 

He says and wants Jesus Christ to be a Saviour for his people Israel, who are the 
closest people to him, raising them up from all their fall and bringing them back from all their 
lostness. But not this alone, not this alone. Not 
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Israel alone will God help through Jesus Christ. This, he says, "is a small 
thing." God wants more, much more. God wants Jesus Christ also to be 
the light of the Gentiles and the salvation and the Savior of God until the 
end of the world. 

From this expressed will of God, the Lord JEsus, in the days of his 
flesh, answered with the words, "I am the light of the world." 

And accordingly he says to us who are his disciples and Christians 
and bearers of his light - to us he says the word, "Ye are the light of the 
world." 

And with this he points us beyond the narrowest circle of our 
missionary activity, beyond our place of residence; he also points us 
beyond the wider circle of our missionary activity, beyond our country and 
people; and he points us over into the widest circle in which we are to 
carry out mission - and this circle is the world, the world circle, the whole 
earth with all its peoples. 

As far as he is the light of the world, so far shall we also be the light 
of the world. As far as he shall and will let his light shine, so far shall and 
- God help us! - we also want to let our light shine. He is the light of the 
whole world: so shall we also be the light of the whole world, bearers of 
his light unto the whole world. 

We shall, shall, shall do the mission to the Gentiles. To the distant 
Gentiles we Christians and disciples of JEsu are to bring the gospel. - 

"You are the light of the world," says the Lord. We are to carry out 
our mission in three circles: where we live, in our own country, and among 
the distant nations of the world. 


e. 

And now, dear and worthy Christians, let it please you, let it please 
you from the heart, that we exhort you to be quite diligent and zealous in 
the work of the mission commanded by God. 

Whether it is necessary to admonish? 

Yes, if we Christians were without sin, then admonition would 
certainly not be necessary; then admonition would even be highly 
superfluous and inadmissible. If we were without sin, we would obey 
every, even the slightest, hint of our God with the greatest love and in the 
most perfect manner. If we were without sin, and if we heard the word of 
Jesus, "Ye are the light of the world," we would let our light shine in the 
purest and brightest rays, and with the most powerful zeal we would shine 
here and there, wherever any darkness appeared. That is quite certain. 

But sin, sin - it always sticks to us and makes us sluggish. 

And it dims our light. 

But there is one thing we Christians and disciples of Jesus have, in 
spite of all sin. This is the new heart, in which the Holy Spirit dwells and 
reigns. And we are God's children and have a childlike spirit. And 
therefore we Christians have no need that the law should drive us to 
obedience with cursing compulsion and urgency. Only exhortation is 
necessary to us, and we obey it, because we have a new heart. 


because the Holy Spirit dwells in us and rules us, and because we are 
God's children and have a childlike spirit. 

But this admonition - we need it, we cannot do without it. 

For it is through sin that the new heart and the childlike spirit lie 
dormant in us, as it were: this the exhortation awakens. It is through sin 
that our obedience to the faith is often like an idly smoldering fire of coals: 
then exhortation is like a divine breath, which makes the coals glow and 
burn and come to life, and we become eager and joyful to do God's will. 

It is so with Christians and children of God. And only to them do we 
speak now and exhort them in God's name to be diligent and zealous in 
the work of the mission commanded by God. 

By the mercy of God, dear Christians, we exhort you to be diligent 
and diligent in the work of the mission. Look, God has done much to make 
us what we are, children of God and heirs of eternal life. He gave his Son 
for us in misery and death on the cross, to redeem us from all sin, from 
death, and from the power of the devil, and to purchase for us heaven. And 
he sent us his Holy Spirit, and he with infinite patience brought us to faith 
through the gospel, and kept us in the faith. And now and always we must 
esteem the patience of our God for our blessedness; for if God were not 
patient, infinitely patient with us, we should all perish. Wouldn't we? - And 
now this merciful God makes known to us that his Son has not only 
redeemed us, but the whole world, and that he also wants to bring the 
world to faith and salvation through our service. We are to bring the saving 
gospel to the faithless world, we are to be the light of the world, we are to 
do missionary work. 

Shall we not do this? Shall we not be diligent and zealous in the 
work of the mission which God sets before us? Oh yes! For the mercy of 
God: Yes! 

O come, Christians, let us let our light shine, let us be diligent in 
mission!

Our mission in London, England. 


Certainly it will please the dear "Lutheran" readers to once again 
hear something about the above mission.

He has always blessed my little work, often done with great despondency, 
and has driven a soul here and there into the net of his holy gospel, so that 
now, with our preaching place in South Tottenham, there are over 150 
souls who adhere to us. Our services here in London are regularly 
attended by 40 to 60 listeners, among whom there are almost always quite 
a few strangers. That these people come and come again is certainly 
gratifying, especially as we know that it is nothing external that attracts 
them to us. 
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search. Our church hall is certainly not the next sight in London after the 
great St. Paul's Cathedral. Pauls Cathedral certainly not the nearest sight 
in London. The space of the hall has been reduced to 20X34 feet by our 
present landlord. You have to come through a long, hollow alley, there is 
no other way in. The interior could hardly be simpler. The hall receives the 
daylight, so necessary in London, but seldom unclouded, through a 
skylight. And that is good, otherwise it would have none at all.- Next door, 
separated only by a board wall, is a plating workshop. How we need a 
friendly, inviting little church here, too. But despite all our searching we 
could not find anything better. With five to ten thousand dollars it would be 
all right. But where would we get it? But God is rich, his is both silver and 
gold, not only that which the rich Bank of England holds, but all that is on 
and in the earth. Even our plight must serve us for the best. We are to 
learn by this to remain humble, and to pay all the more diligent attention to 
the most holy gospel, as the true protection of the church. And itis, praise 
God, possible to perceive in many a trait according to God's motto. This is 
evidenced not only by the church service, which is almost always well 
attended, but also by our Christian teaching. In addition to the more mature 
children, those adults who are able to attend also participate, especially 
the young people in the congregation, but also men and women, mothers 
and daughters, old men and old women, and answer the questions from 
the catechism in turn..... After the Christian lesson, those whose way home 
is too far come with me to my home. Once we have refreshed ourselves a 
little here - my bakers provide the necessary things in the best possible 
way - we spend the remaining time reading ‘Luther's People's Library’, the 
‘Lutheran’, etc. together. Soon the time for the evening service 
approaches. In addition to the Sunday sermon and Christian teaching, 
there is a teaching meeting every Wednesday evening in my apartment. 
There are usually 25 adults present.... . Furthermore, we also seek to bring 
our books and writings to the people wherever there is an opportunity to 
do so..... So we try to bring God's word to the people in many different 
ways. And through the Word, many are always won. 

"But where the Word of God has opened hearts, hands do not 
remain closed. We have also experienced this. For more than two years 
my congregation has been providing me and mine with earthly necessities. 
Even though the income in money is not great - for rent and food are 
expensive - God gives us all the more proof of love from our church 
members..... Apart from my salary, the congregation also pays the high 
rent for our two church halls" (London and South Tottenham) "and a 
schoolroom. All in all, the expenses for our parish budget amount to more 
than $800.00 per year. In addition, from now on we also want to take on 
the care of our teacher. This will significantly increase our expenses, but 
with God's help we hope to be able to pay for it..... It is true that the 
demands are considerable in view of our small number - 20 members with 
voting rights. But to the glory of God | must confess it of my fellow 
Christians that they give abundantly in all simplicity and according to all 
understanding. 


Most pay their gifts regularly, 
some giving fifty cents, some a dollar, some two, some also two and a half 
dollars, and this not monthly, but week by week. 

"Yes, so are rich Londoners, some might like to think. Not so, then. 
Our parishioners do not belong to them, but most of them are only bakers 
and journeymen bakers, cobblers and tailors, maids and the like. Only four 
of the bakers have their own shops. The largest part of the community 
consists of young people. Oh how God has glorified his grace, which 
chooses what is foolish and weak before the world, and what is base and 
despised, even in these young members of his kingdom, who are still 
untrained in battle, that he has gathered them together in this seductive 
worldly city to form a faithful congregation! May none of us ever forget this! 

"Now | have to tell you about two special days of joy. The first was 
the celebration of our mission festival this year. This time we had a very 
well-traveled festival preacher. This was Father Schlerf from Milwaukee, 
Wis. who was just here visiting with his wife. The mission collection was a 
little over H45.00. - The other day of joy was the day when God provided 
me with a dear brother minister in the person of Candidate Bruno Poch. 
On the 13th Sunday after Trinity he was ordained by me with the 
assistance of Father Gerh. Kihnert (pastor in Omaha, Nebr.) and 
introduced into his office as city missionary for the preaching place South 
Tottenham - a suburb of London - which | had served up to then..... This 
was the same Sunday of the church year on which | had preached my first 
sermon here four years ago in front of 8 listeners in my study. Therefore | 
had a special reason to thank God on this day. How often have | 
experienced on my lonely post that it is not good for man to be alone. My 
closest "faithful neighbor" to the east was Father Michael in Hamburg and 
to the west the brothers on the other side of the Atlantic Ocean. And now 
| have a faithful co-worker beside me - oh, how much different it is! May 
God help us to always be a true comfort to one another (Col. 4, 11.), and 
may He bless our cooperation for the glory of His name! 

"And now a brief word about our mission school at South 
Tottenham. This is presided over by Teacher Vornsand with fidelity and 
skill. The number of pupils has increased from 7 to 27. There are still quite 
a few children in prospect for the school, but we fear that we will not be 
able to accommodate them, as our schoolroom, which is rented in a 
residential building, can hardly hold any more. Unfortunately, we have not 
yet been able to begin with the construction of the school building to be 
built there, which will also serve as a preaching hall. London is a 
expensive place. That also applies to building. In addition, it is not allowed 
to build with wood here, as over there, but only with bricks or iron. But 
although we want to raise the money for the piece of land ourselves and 
build as simply as possible - we will present the plan to you beforehand - 
the money raised so far for our school will not be sufficient. We need a 
second one as well 
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ample collecte. But will this be granted to us? | certainly believe so. Our 
young people in the congregations, as well as the many confirmands and 
schoolchildren, will certainly be ready for it when they are told. They will 
certainly not leave halfway the work begun, to which the last Synod of 
Delegates encouraged. Especially we would like to ask our dear brethren 
in the teaching and preaching ministry once again for their kind 
assistance, so that this common tax may soon be collected for the poor 
saints here. (Rom. 15, 26.) God reward all! 

"This is, in outline, a picture of our little community. It is not 
complete. It's missing the downsides. But only here - not in reality. Those 
are drawn by the old infernal black artist. Here, too, we have to make 
many a dismal experience, especially of those who say they are 
Christians and are not. But what harm is it that those go out from us who 
were not of us? God does not ask of a church whether it is a great 
multitude, but whether it is great or small, whether it has kept the small 
power, his word. - May the faithful Lord keep us, so that his kingdom may 
come to us in the future!" 

So far P. Schulze. Does this report not make your heart laugh, dear 
reader? Must you not join with us in praising and glorifying God for all that 
His Word, through His grace, has so far done for our faithful, faithful and 
sacrificial brothers in faith in far-off London? Let us diligently include their 
work, which is also our work, in our intercession!

(Conclusion.) 

After we have briefly described the life of our blessed Ottmann, we 
want to add something about his attitude and activity. We have already 
mentioned that he was converted as a young man; this explained his 
desire to become a missionary and to serve the Lord in His kingdom. This 
desire came to fruition. Faithfully he proved himself as a Christian, as a 
householder and. He was a faithful and tender father and pastor. He was 
a faithful and tender spouse and knew how to apply all the honorific titles 
of Scripture to the married state. Among other things, his practical 
marriage sermons testified to this. He was also a loving father, far from 
sinister, legal strictness, but also from characterless laxity and 
indulgence; rather, the children were raised in fear and admonition to the 
Lord. 

He also proved his faithfulness in the preaching ministry. Carefully 
he prepared himself for his sermons. One met him 


often about your reading Luther's Church Postil or the Gospel Harmony 
of Chemnitz, Leyser, and Gerhard. He possessed a quick perception and 
yet he was not superficial, rather he processed the divine truths; but once 
he had become clear about his goal, he worked out his sermons in a short 
time. One was often surprised at the variety of his topics and the richness 
of his thoughts. The law became in his hand spears and nails and fiery 
coals; when he preached the law, every sincere person had to confess: 
Yes, it is so, and could not withhold his assent. But he also knew how to 
bring the Gospel so sweetly, so convincingly into the heart, that the grace- 
hungry sinner rejoiced and was assured of forgiveness through faith. In 
addition, he did not forget sanctification, the Christian walk; he was able 
to stimulate, entice and strongly encourage. And this was also the nature 
of his confessions and funeral sermons. In all situations of life he knew 
how to draw old and new things from the treasure of the divine word and 
his deep Christian experience. His words of encouragement at the 
bedsides of the sick and the dying were also refreshing and edifying for 
all attentive bystanders. But if he had to punish and warn, he always kept 
to the facts, never became personal, and in all seriousness in his penal 
office he sought only the salvation of souls. He carried his confessors on 
his heart, caring and praying. He was also on brotherly terms with his 
fellow ministers. In small and large company he was quiet and withdrawn; 
but when the one thing that was needed was the subject of conversation, 
and the building, growth and prosperity of the Kingdom of God were 
discussed, then his heart, warm in Christ, glowed. Therefore he was 
seldom absent from conferences and synods, and all the reports were 
read by him. He lived what he believed and preached and led the 
congregation and family with godly zeal. 

A friend and co-worker of many years wrote about him: "The dear 
Fr Ottmann belonged, so to speak, to the quiet ones in the country. And 
yet, how eloquent he was in the pulpit! How sharply he could drill the law 
of God into the heart, and again, how sweetly he spoke of the grace of 
God in Christ Jesus, so that one had to say with the prophet: 'How lovely 
on the mountains are the feet of the messengers who proclaim peace’/ 
And certainly many a Siind's heart has often cried out rejoicing with the 
poet: 'So come my end today or tomorrow, | know that it will be happy for 
me with Jesus’/ Yes, the Lord has heard the prayer of his faithful servant: 
‘And if in my! And if in my ministry | should and must speak, then give the 
words strength and emphasis without displeasure/ Back then, when | had 
the good fortune to have Father Ottmann as my pastor! pastor, the 
parishes in Pl. and in Sh.

In the meantime there were 
reading services. Confirmation was one year in F., the other in PI. And 
yet the dear Ottmann worked in greater blessing. The congregations grew 
and strengthened especially in the inner man. And when I, a young 
hothead, often looked for fruits where hardly any had been sown, dear 
Ottmann would say: -The seed must first germinate in secret and take 
root, then it will begin to sprout, but one does not yet know what will 
become of it. But hope is there. 
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and the fruit will not fail to come/ On the Sundays and feast days on which 
?. Ottmann was with us, a large number of parishioners gathered almost 
regularly in the pastor's quarters, so that there was often a lack of space. 
These were also happy hours for us, when the blessed man was often 
quite cheerful and in good spirits in pleasant conversations. He was on 
good terms with his teachers. They were not too lowly for him, but he liked 
to associate with them as co-workers in the vineyard of the Lord. And 
when dear Ottmann left us and followed the call to Collinsville, many 
Christian hearts were quite sad. His memory is still in blessing in Pl. And 
how sincerely glad | am when now and then | go to PI. for a visit, and they 
still remember the faithful Qttmann there with love." This memory he left 
with all Christians in all places of his activity. How many blessings he 
bestowed, eternity will make manifest, where the teachers shall shine as 
the brightness of heaven, and they that have taught many to 
righteousness as the stars for ever and ever, Dan. 12:3.

Foundation and maintenance of Lutheran hospitals. Recently, the 
"Lutheraner" received submissions from several places in which the 
founding of Lutheran hospitals was reported and contributions for this 
purpose were requested. After careful deliberation, the editorial staff 
believed that these submissions should not be printed. For the following 
reasons: We now have more than twenty so-called charitable institutions 
in the Synod, and we will occasionally publish reports on them which, in 
our judgment, are of general interest to the Synod as a whole. But we 
cannot include the detailed annual reports, the constitutions of new 
institutions to be founded, the requests for contributions for new buildings, 
etc., because we would lack the space to do so. However, to make the 
"Lutheran" available to some institutions before others is not a good idea; 
for what is right for one is right for another. Hospitals, orphanages, homes 
for the aged, etc., are first of all local institutions, and their foundation and 
maintenance is therefore naturally left to the local congregations and local 
organizations, especially since the Synod has now become so large. This 
does not exclude, as already mentioned, that the "Lutheran" does not also 
continually report such things from the local institutions that are instructive 
and interesting for all Christians in the synod. Concerning the importance 
of Lutheran hospitals in particular, one must, in my opinion, keep in mind 
two things: 1. Do not underestimate them. It is certainly an exceedingly 
great blessing that can be done to Lutheran sick people if, in case they 
need to use a hospital, they can be given shelter in a Lutheran hospital, 
where they have God's pure word in tribulation and distress. Why should 
especially our wealthy Christians not willingly sacrifice something of their 
earthly goods for this purpose? It is a misery when Lutheran Christians, 
for example, have to seek lodging in papist hospitals. (2) Do not 
overestimate Lutheran hospitals as to the extent of missionary work. Even 
if we have millions of 


If we were able to spend our money on the founding of hospitals, we 
would only be able to admit a very small percentage of the sick. In St. 
Louis, for example, we have an important and very well equipped 
Lutheran hospital. There are always some sick people there on whom we 
can do missionary work, because the sick, who do not ask for another 
pastor, are of course told God's word by our pastor. But we reach ten or 
twenty times more sick people with God's Word through our pastors and 
our hospital missionary in the city hospital. We do not say this to belittle 
the importance of Lutheran hospitals for mission. Who would call that 
small, when we have opportunity to speak God's Word continually to even 
a few souls who would not otherwise have it! But we say this to point out 
that we do not forget, above the mission in our own hospitals, already 
existing or yet to be founded, the incomparably greater mission in the 
public hospitals. Perhaps in other places the Lutheran pastors are not so 
willingly allowed into the city hospitals as here in St. Louis. But in general 
it is so, that by regular attendance at public hospitals, where we are 
admitted, we can continually bring the saving Word of God to many 
thousands of sick people. Let us make every effort to take advantage of 
these opportunities for mission. Time is short. The night will soon come 
when no one will be able to work. Let us carry the precious heavenly light 
of the beatific Gospel into all the corners that are still dark in our 
immediate surroundings, even into the darkness of the hospitals. F. P.

"As God leads me, so will | go!" This is the watchword of every true Christian. He has 
so wholly entrusted himself to the grace-guidance of his dear heavenly Father, that instead 
of wishing to go his own way, he rather says to his God, "| may not go alone, not one step!" 
And so long as he walks in the ways which God leads him, he also keeps a good conscience 
and fresh, cheerful courage, even when his paths are rough and arduous; for he knows, 
"The Lord is with me to protect and bless me." But if he goes his own way, not only will he 
not be blessed, but his courage will soon fail him, for he will not be able to take comfort in 
the presence of grace and the help of the Lord. 

This is a truth that applies to the whole Christian life in general. But it is especially 
applicable to the Christian as a worker in the vineyard of the Lord, in his church. If the pastor, 
teacher, and congregation are to carry on the work of the Lord with joy, love, and cheerful 
courage, in spite of all hindrances and adversities, each in his own part and in his own 
position; if, above all, the right relationship is to exist between them, as between shepherd 
and flock, then above all this one thing is necessary, that both have the cheerful certainty: 
"We have not come together of our own will, but God has brought us together. 

The pastor or the teacher must be able to say to himself with a clear conscience: "| 
have not imposed myself here, but the good Lord has placed me in this position. So | will 
faithfully serve Him here as long as it fills Him. And | doubt not, he who led me hither will 
now also be with me, and bless my little work; for it is not my work, but his, that | do."

The congregation, however, must have the joyful assurance: "The good Lord has 
given us this very man to be the pastor or teacher of our little children. Therefore, let us 
honor him as a messenger of God and willingly entrust ourselves to his pastoral care." 

But how can they attain to this joyful certainty? Answer: Only by following the wise 
guidance of God. It is therefore important that both on the part of the pastor or teacher called 
and on the part of the congregation calling, everything has been done honestly and properly 
according to God's Word; that no coarse or subtle "humanity" has been involved, by which 
men have tried to interfere with the dear Lord and to force certain desired results upon 
Himself. This can happen in many different ways. In the following, only one such point will 
be referred to, which often brings evil, deplorable consequences. 

It is certainly not "honest and orderly" if, for example, a congregation, or individual 
members of a congregation who want to call a pastor, secretly, behind the back of his 
present congregation, inquire of a pastor whom they would like to have, or have others 
inquire whether he would accept a call to their congregation. The congregation counts so 
and so many members, pays so much salary; so and so is the church, the school, the 
parsonage, etc., provided. In case of an affirmative answer from him, they would see to it 
that he was appointed, etc. 

In order to justify this course of action, itis argued that the situation of the appointing 
congregation demands that the vacancy be filled as quickly as possible. In this way, 
therefore, one only wants to prevent an unnecessary amount of time from being wasted 
through futile appointments. Or, one does not want to unnecessarily disturb the congregation 
where the person in question stands, and the like. At first sight such excuses may seem 
quite good and fine.

But if we look at them a little more closely in the light of the divine Word, we will find that it 
does not justify this way of acting. For example, let us take a closer look at the first of these 


eXxCuses. 


Christians believe and confess: "What God does is well done. Even when God's 
ways and ways seem dark and mysterious to them, they are firmly convinced that he directs 
everything in such a way that it must be for his glory and for the salvation of his people. 
What shall we call this, if we consider it an unnecessary and harmful waste of time for the 
church, if a calling issued under fervent invocation of God cannot be recognized by the called 
pastor and his congregation, who have also seriously considered it under heartfelt prayer 
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But this way of acting is not only a grave sin against God and against the sister 
church, but also against the pastor to whom such requests are addressed. He, whose flesh 


and blood is as weak and frail as that of other Christians, is thereby led into great temptations 


and temptations. Secretly, without the knowledge of his congregation, has now: addressed 
these inquiries to him. Nor do they want him to tell his congregation about them, otherwise 
they would simply have sent a proper appeal and enclosed a brotherly letter to the 
congregation. No, that is precisely the intention: without the knowledge of the congregation, 
he alone, on his own initiative, is to make the promise that he will accept the later profession. 
But this is a grave temptation to untruthfulness. For let us suppose that he is induced to make

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("Law and Gospel," 1897, p. 196), this place should be the most precious, beautiful, and 
delectable in all the earth. No kingdom should he wish to exchange for it. He should not 
desire to go anywhere else at all, unless God Himself expressly calls him there. But if secret, 
tempting proposals are now made to him to come to another place, he is greatly tempted to 
grow cold in love and faithfulness toward his church, and to direct his longing and desiring 
there now. This is not only harmful to himself, but also to his congregation, which is obviously 
suffering as a result. 
And if the pastor should succumb to temptation and follow a call that has reached 
him in such an untidy manner, he may thereby find himself in the most terrible distress of 
conscience. If trouble, sorrow, and heartache come to the new congregation; if, instead of 
going forward, things go backward; if even bitter opposition arises against him and his 
conduct of the ministry, his conscience will say to him: "This is the punishment for your 
dishonesty, your unfaithfulness. Your conscience and your confreres testified to you that 
you should stay there, but you went away anyway. God did not call you, but you acted 
according to your own caprice." It is undoubtedly one of the most terrible things that can 
happen to a man, when, instead of being able to take comfort in the grace and help of his 
God in distress and adversity, he must rather apply to himself the word of the Lord: "It is the 
fault of thy wickedness that thou art thus beaten, and of thy disobedience that thou art thus 
punished. Therefore thou shalt know and know the sorrow and heartache of forsaking the 
Lord thy God, and shalt not fear him. 2:19; and woe to him who by his temptations became 
the cause of his fellow-brother's entering into such terrible distress of conscience! 

But even if the pastor, by God's grace, overcomes the temptation to untruthfulness 

and unfaithfulness, even then he can often fall into great temptations through such secret 
proposals, especially if in his present congregation he has to struggle with lack or other 
unpleasantness, such as hard work or other unpleasant circumstances, while in the new 
congregation, according to the description given, all this, or at least much of it, would be 
omitted. If it is already very difficult to endure faithfully under the above circumstances, it is 
doubly difficult when there is a prospect of getting away from them, but for the sake of 
conscience one should not and must not give way. Even the old flesh of the Christian is only 
too much inclined to flee from the cross, and would gladly be willing to give up God's cause 
and one's own duty, if good days, honor, rest, and abundance could thereby be attained. 
This should be well "considered," and a poor fellow-Christian should not have his cross 
added to by such heavy temptations. 
But how should a vacant congregation act so that everything will be done "honestly 
and properly" according to God's word? In a nutshell, this is how it should be: Above all, 
seek to discern the will of the Lord in this matter of calling. Pray, as the holy apostles once 
prayed at the calling of Matthias: "O Lord, rescuer of all hearts, show us whom thou hast 
chosen. 1, 24. If one has 


If you have agreed on a number of candidates, do not forget to seriously consider the 
circumstances in the congregations where these men stand. And if it is found that by the 
removal of this or that man the work of the Lord would suffer any harm there, then remove 
this name from the list, even if it were the very man whom one would most like. For it is 
certainly not the way of the Lord to build up his church here by tearing down its walls there. 
And then selfishness is always a sin, even when it is found in a church. 
Once the election has been duly carried out according to the existing congregational 
order, with God's invocation, send the letter of appointment confidently to the person 
concerned in God's name and with faithful trust in Him, but do not forget to enclose a 
heartfelt, fraternal accompanying letter to the sister congregation, in which the reasons for 
the appointment of their pastor are explained in detail. This in itself demands the reverence 
which we owe to the Bride of Christ. 
Leave all the rest to the Lord our God, and to his wisdom and omnipotence. He will 
do it well. And even if the call should be rejected, even if the church should have to call 
three or four times in vain, this is not an unnecessary, harmful loss of time, but God has his 
wise intentions. In this way he wants to provide her with the right man, to make his will 
known to her. 
Nor should one congregation seek to force its pastor from another by sending him 
the rejected calling again and again, unless it is able to add to its previous reasons more 
cogent ones not yet refuted. 
lf everything has been done honestly and properly according to God's word in love, 
then the congregation and also the pastor will keep a good conscience, and God's richest 
blessing will rest on them. Peace and Christian harmony will be preserved in the church, 
and God's glory will be promoted thereby. For

The Misston in the Parry Sound district, Ontario. 
(Sent in by resolution of the Western District Conference of the Canada District). 


According to the resolution of the honorable District Synod, the mission field in the 

Parry Sound District is to be visited by a member of our ministry every two months until a 
pastor is stationed there again, and the necessary pastoral care is to be practiced as well 
as possible. And so | was commissioned by the Honorable Mission Committee to go out for 
the above purpose, and at the same time the Honorable District Praeses commissioned me 
to visit the mission field in his stead. This gave me the opportunity to preach once again to 
my former confessionals, who were under my pastoral care from 1885 to 1888, the one who 
was made for us by God for wisdom, righteousness, sanctification and salvation. So on 
Thursday, November 16, | arrived at the Burksfalls railroad station at eight o'clock in the 
evening, and three hours later at Chapman township. The next day | visited several church 
e 


members in Chapman and Magnetawan, from which visit | did not return until nine o'clock in 
the evening. The following day, Saturday, the sleigh was ready early at seven o'clock to tak 
me to the congregation seventeen miles distant, where | was first to preach, in th 
congregation of 

Deer Lake. Here | visited 7 members and preached in the afternoon at four o'clock. 
The service was connected, as everywhere, with confession and holy communion. 
Notwithstanding that Saturday afternoon is not a proper time for holding the service, yet the 
little church once dedicated by me was quite filled. Deer Lake is the largest congregation in 
the field, containing 81 souls, 45 communicant and 17 voting members, and 19 school-age 
children. Here is also a congregation of the Methodist Albrecht people, and the preacher of 
this fanatical sect has been prowling about in all the houses of our parishioners, after the 
manner of all Rottirers, to invite the people to his false-believing services. 
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Fortunately our people are so far advanced in knowledge by God's grace that they cannot 
easily be duped; also they have in their midst an educated and discerning man who does 
what he can to edify the congregation by reading services and Sunday school. | then left my 
dear Deer Lakers in the evening, and preached the next morning, at ten o'clock Sunday 
morning, in the main congregation, at 

Chapman Township, to which service also the members of Ryerson, the preaching 
place eight miles from here, were invited. Although it rained all day, the church was very well 
attended. The congregation consists of 70 souls, 41 communicating and 15 voting members, 
as well as 15 school-age children. The congregation owns a very nice little church, a 
parsonage and a stable building. | have committed to the congregation to have Sunday 
school and reading services, especially since the congregation has an excellent reader in its 
midst. The branched off preaching place in 

Ryerson Township consists of 60 souls, 13 communicating, 6 voting members and 
18 school children. 

From the main parish | drove in the afternoon to 

Magnetawan, a village with daily mail service, steamboat service to Burksfalls in 
summer, telegraph station, etc. Here | preached in a little church built on a high mountain 
and baptized a child. The congregation has 26 souls, 14 communicating members, 4 voting 
members and 4 school-age children. After the service and the next day | visited all the other 
members of the congregations of Chapman and Magnetawan and on Tuesday morning | 
drove to the preaching place 30 miles away. 

Sprucedale. There | arrived, drenched by the rain, at one o'clock noon, drove five 
miles further in the afternoon with fresh horses and preached in a farmhouse. The preaching 
place numbers 13 souls, 8 communicating and 5 voting members, and 3 school-age children. 
Sprucedale is a Village and station on the Ottawa-Parry Sound railroad. After th 
service | returned to Sprucedale, spent the night there, and intended to lead back t 
Chapman early next day, but thunder and lightning, accompanied with heavy rain, prevented 
me from doing so. About ten o'clock the weather cleared up, and we drove away; but only 
an hour later it rained as if in torrents, and my dear waggoner and | arrived at Chapman in 
the evening soaked. The next morning | drove to the preaching place, 28 miles away, with a 
hearty farewell from the parishioners who had come. 
Ferry Township. Here | preached in the evening. There are 12 souls living here, 5 
communicating, 4 voting members and 4 school children. The next morning we started for 
Commando, 20 miles distant. How beautiful this journey was can be seen from the fact that, 
including the three hours needed to repair the broken sledge on the way, it took me ten hours 
to cover these 20 miles. In 

Commanda | visited almost all the parishioners on Saturdays and preached at ten 
o'clock on Sunday morning in the church there. Almost all the adults of the congregation 
were present. The congregation counts 54 souls, 30 communicating 
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and 9 voting members, and 17 school-age children. Here also resides a 
former member of a congregation of the Canada Synod belonging to the 
General Convention, his former pastor having written that if the Missouri 
Synod did not send a pastor soon, he would see that the mission field 
could get a pastor from the Canada Synod. After the service | drove, 
accompanied by two members of the congregation who wanted to hear 
another sermon, to the preaching place eight miles away. 

Alsace. Here | preached in the house of a member of the 
congregation. There are 30 souls living here, 11 communicating, 6 voting 
members and 7 school children. The latter belong for the most part to a 
family which has recently converted from the Roman church to us, but 
whose teaching is interrupted by the removal of the pastor. The next 
morning | drove to the Powassen railway station and from there home. 

The whole mission field thus consists of 346 souls, 147 
communicating, 66 voting members, and 92 school-age children. The 
people are willing to pay the travel expenses for the Vacation Preacher 
(about $20.00) every two months, but urge that one of the candidates 
who will take the exam in 1901 be reserved for them. 

After hearing this report, the Conference decided to publish it in the 
"Lutheran," and unanimously declared that it considered it necessary to 
occupy the mission field as soon as possible.

(Compiled by C. A. Mennicke at the request of his survivors). 


P. Gottlieb Traub was born on August 2, 1842 in Heiningen, 
Oberamt Géppingen, Kingdom of Wirttemberg. His parents were Gottlieb 
Traub and Friederike, a née Wiedmann; they were simple but pious and 
God-fearing people who were serious about raising their children - 
Gottlieb was the eldest among eight siblings - in discipline and admonition 
to the Lord. Our Gottlieb received his first lessons in the elementary 
school of his home village. Already as a small boy he showed the desire 
to become a preacher; still as a schoolboy he often preached to his 
brothers and sisters, using his grandfather's chair as a pulpit. After he had 
gone through elementary school and had been confirmed, he told his 
parents that he wanted to become a preacher of the gospel. But his desire 
was not immediately satisfied. When he was seventeen years old, 
however, he applied for admission to the missionary institute at Basel, 
but to his deep sadness he was rejected for the time being because of 
his youth. But he did not want to wait any longer and applied for admission 
to the directorate of the missionary institute St. Chrischona near Basel, 
and the admission was willingly granted to him. He now moved into the 
school there. His heart's desire was now fulfilled, he was allowed to study. 
But he soon noticed that the Lutheran doctrine was not presented in this 
institution, but that an unsound nature prevailed, which made his studies 
at St. Chrischona unpleasant. He realized that he was not in the right 
place.

and decided to leave the institution again, which decision he carried out. 

In 1861 Fr. F. Brunn founded the Steeden Institute for the training 
of young men for the service of the orthodox church in North America. As 
soon as the young Traub heard about this, he immediately applied for 
admission. He was one of the first students to enter this institution. Here 
he found what he was looking for, the right Lutheran doctrine. He 
remained in this institution for almost three years. And with the good talent 
and the diligence with which he studied, as well as with the excellent 
teaching of the blessed Father Brunn, he gathered a treasure of beautiful 
knowledge. 

Toward the close of the year 1863, he was sent by Brunn, with still 
other pupils, to America, to attend the Concordia Seminary of the Missouri 
Synod, here at St. Louis, Mo. to complete his studies. With great 
earnestness and diligence, and to the entire satisfaction of his teachers, 
he pursued his studies in St. Louis. Unfortunately, he was not long able 
to devote himself to them. The shortage of preachers was so great at that 
time that the professors felt compelled, in order to control the distress only 
to acertain extent, to admit the well-talented students to the examination 
and to send them into the preaching ministry even before the end of their 
studies. Traub was also examined in the spring of 1864 and 
recommended for the preaching ministry with good references. He 
received a call from St. John's Lutheran congregation at Allen and Adams 
Counties, Ind. accepted the same and was ordained in the midst of the 
congregation on Palm Sunday, 1864, byG. H. Jabker and ordained. From 
here he regularly attended the Conferences, which were then mostly held 
at Fort Wayne. He often told of these Conferences with great joy, and 
extolled the blessings he had had from them. He especially praised Dr. 
Sihler, who especially took care of the young pastors with fatherly love, 
and reported how he returned to his congregation newly strengthened 
after each visit to the conference. 

But he did not remain long in his first congregation. The 
congregation in Crete, Will Co., Ill, whose pastor had accepted another 
profession, was made aware of Traub and called him to be their pastor. 
He accepted this calling on the advice of older pastors and was installed 
on the 5th Sunday after Trinity in 1866 in the Evangelical Lutheran Trinity 
congregation at Crete by Father G. Polack. 

E. Brauer describes Fr. Traub's ministry in Crete in the history of the 
Crete congregation as follows: "Since Mr. G. Traub, who was seriously ill 
with dropsy, was unable to send the undersigned a written report of his 
ministry here - July 1866 to August 1878 - | visited him in Aurora, Ill, in 
order to obtain some oral information." "Several instances of sin 
unfortunately occurred in the community: Contempt of Word and 
Sacrament, drunkenness, wild worldliness, and the like. Since the 
congregation had come so far in their knowledge that they had recognized 
the necessity of church discipline, the public sinners were also dealt with 
according to the command of Jesus Christ, Matt. 18. The sinners were 
first admonished privately, taught with great patience, then summoned 
before the congregation, and with all love their sin was held up to them 
by the pastor and the members. 
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and showed what a terrible way they had taken, which would lead them 
to eternal destruction if they did not repent (2 Tim. 4, 2.); as the protocols 
of the church from that time prove. Some listened to the admonitions, 
refrained from evil and repented to the greatest joy of the church and the 
angels of God (Luc. 15); others, however, had to be condemned by the 
church as stubborn, public and unrepentant sinners, according to Matth. 
18, 17. and 1 Cor. 5, 13. Not only did the church grow under the faithful 
care of the divine word, which? Trank richly preached to her, but also the 
number of school children increased." 

lInser Traub, however, also missioned outside the congregation with 
good success during his tenure in Crete. In the history of the first 
congregation it says: "Not only did our beautiful annual mission festivals 
in fellowship with the sister congregations become quite popular, but 
Father Traub also founded preaching places in several places near and 
far away, which were served by him with Word and Sacrament for a 
shorter or longer time. Such places included: Crown Point, Woodworth, 
Ash Grove, Mattison, and Joliet. Every fourth Sunday the congregation 
gave their pastor free time for missionary work. What great blessings 
flowed from this! The Word of God preached in all these places has not 
returned empty, but has produced fruit for eternal life. How much? the last 
day will reveal it all the more. A pious poet sings: 

Oh, God, how happy it must be to be the saviour of a soul! 
And this church God has counted worthy to be the Saviour, not of one, 
but of many souls unto eternal life, by her (resp, Fr. Traub's) missionary 
activity." 

"After your victory your people will willingly sacrifice to you in holy 
adornment/ This word of the Scriptures, Pf. Ill), 3., also proved true in this 
congregation by God's grace the longer the more. The Holy Spirit made 
the members of the congregation joyful givers through the clear gospel of 
God's grace in Christ Jesus, which Traub preached abundantly in the 
congregation. They wanted to show their gratitude to their God and Savior 
for the blessings they had received from Him and therefore willingly 
sacrificed their earthly goods, some more, others less. The congregation 
not only took care of its own household, church and schools, preachers 
and teachers, but also of God's kingdom in the outside world. Not only 
were collections raised for this purpose at the mission festivals for the 
various missions, but collections were also made during the year, as is 
still done today, sometimes for the higher educational institutions of our 
dear synod, for our colleges and seminaries, sometimes for the support 
of poor pupils and students or needy congregations or for the orphanage 
in Addison, and so on. Charity was orderly in the congregation. "In the 
annual meeting of 1862 the congregation passed the laudable resolution 
which is still in force today: 'Resolved, that the proceeds of the bell-bag 
shall no longer go to the congregation, but the same shall be used for 
charitable purposes in our synod, namely for the support of poor pupils 
and students of our institutions.’ - Was the support then sufficient 


If the money was not sufficient, collectors were appointed who collected 
for poor students in the congregation. It was also decided that every year, 
at the best discretion of the pastor, two collections should be made for the 
preacher's and teacher's widows' and orphans' funds, since most of these 
widows and orphans also become homeless at the same time through the 
death of their fathers. 

Thus, Traub's effectiveness at Crete was a blessed one. He was 
also a zealous member of the Northern Illinois Pastoral Conference. Only 
sickness could keep him from attending the Conferences. And his 
intercourse with all his brethren was a cordial one. (To be 
continued.)

What is the task of the Church? Concerning this question, the Synodal 
Report of the Middle District writes: "Does it consist in using all the means 
at our disposal to create a large and influential community which, as it is 
said, commands the respect of the world and of other ecclesial 
communities? Or is our task to use all our powers to influence the external 
life and activities of our country? Or is our task, finally, to arrange our 
synodal system in such a way that everything in it is artificially joined 
together externally and well-ordered down to the smallest detail? - | 
answer: No. For Christ's kingdom is not of this world, and the kingdom of 
God does not come with outward gestures. Our task is a completely 
different one, a much higher and more important one, namely: the 
salvation and beatification of immortal souls, bought at a high price by the 
blood of God. We are to seek the souls lying under the wrath and curse 
of God and lead them to Jesus, the Saviour of sinners, to keep souls with 
Jesus, to make souls blessed: this and only this is our task. All that we do 
in this world, which does not serve this work, is lost labor and toil, however 
much it glitters before the world and is marveled at and admired by it. For 
with clear words the Holy Spirit says to the Christians, the church of God 
on earth: 'Know ye not that ye are the temple of God, and that the Spirit 
of God dwelleth in you?' 1 Cor. 3:16, and in another place: 'Ye are the 
temple of the living God; as God saith, | will dwell in them, and walk in 
them, and will be their God, and they shall be my people,’ 2 Cor. 6:16. 
True Christians are a throne and chair of the high majesty of the triune 
God. They are the people through whom, as Luther once says, God 
speaks, lives, and works what he speaks, lives, and does. They are the 
saviors of the world, through whom the triune God works out his good and 
gracious will in the world." - This important truth, that the proper purposes 
of the church are not secular, but spiritual, has been almost entirely lost, 
especially to the sects in our country.

The Lutheran Children's Friendship Society of Wisconsin held its fourth annual 
meeting some time ago, and from the recently published annual report we take occasion to 
refer once again to the undoubtedly very beneficial work of this society. Its purpose, as is 
well known, is to adopt orphaned and neglected children, without distinction of nationality or 
religion, and to give them up for adoption to Lutheran parents, but in such a way that the 
children will remain under a certain supervision of the Society for years to come, so that 
every care will be taken to see that such poor children are really given a Christian home 
suitable to their purpose. What success has the Society had in the four years of its 
existence? The little paper published by it, "Der ev.-luth. Kinderfreund" (The Lutheran Friend 
of Children), has brought news of this from month to month. We would like to highlight a few 
overall figures that provide a good insight. In these four years the Society has cared for 240 
children, 188 of whom are still under its supervision. In the past year alone, it has offered a 
helping hand to no less than 66 children, 35 male and 31 female. According to age, there 
were 12 infants, 16 children between the ages of 2 and 6, 30 children between the ages of 
6 and 12, and 8 children between the ages of 12 and 16. From the Lutheran circles of the 
Synodal Conference came 38 children, and from false-believing and unchurched circles 28 
children. Especially this last number clearly shows how rich an opportunity is offered by this 
work to do mission in the true sense of the word. For all these children have now not only 
been assigned a good home, but above all a Christian Lutheran education has been 
secured. And does it cause great difficulty to find families who will take in such a poor 
orphaned or neglected child for the sake of Christ? No, on the contrary. No less than 116 
applications for children were received last year, of which only 82 could be considered. So 
there is still ample opportunity to expand the work. For this reason, branch societies have 
already been formed in Michigan and Minnesota, and in Kansas, too, there was talk at the 
last District Synod of bringing such a society into being. And we have written this also with 
the intention that this matter may be considered elsewhere. For the best institution for poor 
orphans, founded by God Himself, is and remains the Christian family. Matth. 18, 5. L. F. 

How often we hear it said in this country that we are a Christian people. How much 
we are inclined to be appalled by the religious indifference of European cities, which is often 
reported. But we must not conceal from ourselves the fact that in our country, too, especially 
in the large cities, there is such a frightful indifference to the church that one can hardly form 
a true conception of it.

Memorial Church at Speyer. At Speyer, where, as is known, in 1529 the Lutheran 
members of the Reichstag preserved their freedom of conscience by protesting against the 
papist majority, a large and beautiful memorial church is presently being built. A letter sent 
from New York now asks the Lutherans of America to send contributions for the decoration 
of the church (namely for the erection of a statue of Luther in the entrance hall). One is almost 
sorry that one has to say no here. The church is really very beautiful, and the confession of 
1529 could well be commemorated by a monument. But all beautiful churches and the most 
precious outward adornment of them are - to speak with Luther - vain "fool's work and 
monkey play" if the beatific Gospel is not preached in the churches. The gospel alone can 
make blessed, not beautiful churches. Since there is not the slightest guarantee, but rather 
the opposite, that God's Word will be preached in the new church at Speyer, one cannot 
participate in the building and decoration of the church. Dr. Albert Beyschlag, who traveled 
in America in the interest of the church building, made a visit primarily to the Unirten and the 
General Synodists.

cases are provided for. There are exhortations to repentance and preparation for a 

blessed death, to the denial of the world and its lust, to complete surrender to God's 

will, to the fight against all sins, etc., comforting verses for those ready to repent, 
for all kinds of challenged people, for those who fear death, judgment and eternity, 
for those who are anxiously worried about their relatives, for those who long for the 
salvation of their bodies in protracted suffering, etc. The last verses are a few 
prayers for the sick and dying. The book ends with a few prayers and sighs. We 
recommend this diligently compiled booklet, which has been tried and tested in 
many years of pastoral experience, not only to our pastors, but also to 
"parishioners" who are often at a loss as to what to say when visiting their sick 
fellow Christians. How much better it is for them to recite a saying and a verse to 
them in a heartfelt manner than to indulge in all kinds of general and all too often 
quite inappropriate speeches.

The holy season of Passion. 


We are entering a most profound time with this week. Since ancient times, the days between 
now and Easter have been marked by the Christian Church in a very special way. The usual 
weekly services were given a very special character. Where weekly services were not 
necessary, they were arranged by the Christian congregations, if at all possible. The quiet 
and withdrawn life of the 


Christians became even more silent. Distracting festivities, especially weddings, were 
avoided. Even the sound of the bells and the roar of the organs and the hallelujah of the 
antiphons had fallen silent. The altars and pulpits, usually resplendent in joyful colors, were 
shrouded in mourning. Passiontide had become a time of retreat, of gathering. One thought 
dominated the hearts: the bitter suffering and death of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

We too, in many places, have adopted this beautiful custom of our godly ancestors 
in right Christian liberty. In most of our congregations Passion services are held weekly, and 
in many daily during the silent week. And the one object which forms the content of every 
sermon, every hymn, every prayer, is the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

In these services the suffering Christ is to be painted before the eyes. If during the 
whole year, it is even more so in this time that our preachers say: "I did not think that | knew 
anything among you, except Jesus Christ crucified", 1 Cor. 2:2. 

Christ's suffering is a bright mirror of the burning wrath of God against the sin of 
men. For behold him who suffers there: he is not only the holy Son of man, innocent, 
undefiled, set apart from sinners, but he is the eternal Son of God, the only begotten of the 
Father, the true God. But now the righteous stands in the place of the unrighteous; his 
holiness is altogether covered by the sin of the world laid upon him; he is made sin for 
sinners. He is an ungodly man in God's sight. Therefore God punishes and martyres him; 
therefore he gives him into the hands of the unrighteous, has the furrows drawn long on his 
back, has him condemned to the ignominious death of the cross. God sees in Christ the 
sinfulness of the apostate world, therefore he seizes him in his sins, withdraws all divine 
love and favor from him, abandons him, curses him (Gal. 3:13) and in anger puts him to 
death. 
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Dust. If God, for the sake of sin, for the sake of someone else's sin, can judge his beloved 
Son in this way, how terrible the sin of the world must be in God's eyes, what an abomination 
sinful men must be before the holy face of God! If he does not spare his own Son, but empties 
upon him all the bowls of his fierce wrath, if he rejects him from his presence without any 
mercy, what an abhorrence God must have for sin, what a holy earnestness against all 
unrighteousness! The suffering of Christ is the result of the divine wrath against sin. By 
Christ's suffering learn how God is angry with your sin, that God in his holiness is a consuming 
fire, which seeks out iniquity, which can and will condemn to the lowest hell. Christ's suffering 
should bring us to the knowledge of our own sin. For if this be done in the green wood, what 
shall become of the dry? 
In the services of the Passion, the suffering Christ is to be painted before the eyes. 
Christ's suffering is meant to show the infinite love, the inconceivable mercy of God, with 
which he inclines toward the apostate, hostile world of sinners. Greater love hath no man 
than this, that, at the best, he lay down his life for his friends. But God glorifies his love toward 
us in that Christ died for us when we were still enemies, when not only we, in our love for sin 
earnestly hated God, but when God also, according to his righteousness, earnestly hated us. 
What a whimsical game: to satisfy his justice, God's mercy sacrifices the only begotten child! 
O what a divine love toward man! "| cannot reach it with my senses." That men might desire 
to live, God gives Himself to die for them. To pay man's debt of sin, the great God becomes 
aman and uses his blood of God as man's ransom. To free the damned from the eternal 
curse, the Only Begotten becomes a cursed man. In order that the dead may wish to live, life 
goes to death. Verily, there is seen the kindness and the goodness of God our Saviour. Not 
for the works of righteousness which we have done, but according to his mercy he maketh 
us blessed. By the suffering of Christ let us learn to recognize the free mercy, the heartfelt 
compassion of God toward sinners. 

In the services of the Passion, the suffering Christ is to be brought before the eyes. 
The preaching of the merciful, redeeming love of God in Christ is not a dead sound; it is living 
and powerful; it brings the Holy Spirit with it; it is the Holy Spirit's instrument. "We preach 
Christ crucified - divine power." The gospel of Christ is a power of God that makes blessed. 
The preaching of the cross of Christ leads to faith in Him crucified. It draws the frightened, 
despondent sinner to the Savior. It shows him who is able to save, who has saved, who has 
taken away the power of death and redeemed those who are oppressed by the fear of death. 
When the sermon of the slain Prince of Life resounds, it penetrates the night of spiritual death 
and kindles a spark of new life. It gives strength to the powerless, trembling sinner to turn to 
the Saviour, to grasp the Saviour's hand, and has thus already converted him to the Lord, 
kindled faith in Christ. The preaching of the suffering Christ creates new creatures, works 
willing and accomplishing. 
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In the Passion services the suffering Christ is to be painted before the eyes. Where 
the preaching of Christ has come alive in the heart, the Holy Spirit moves in with it. The Holy 
Spirit is not idle in his temple, but drives the children of God to bear the fruits of faith. Through 
the preaching of salvation, the Holy Spirit disciplines us to deny ungodliness and worldly 
lusts, to crucify the flesh with its lusts and desires, and to live chastely, righteously, and godly 
in this world. As the word of the cross creates new hearts, so it also creates new obedience. 
Only the image of the suffering Savior drives God's children to the declaration: 

The one on the cross is my love; 

Sin, thou los'st the tempest. Woe is me 
if | deceive him who became a worm 
instead of me! Do | not crucify the Son 
of God? Do | not drink his blood in 
scorn? He that was crucified is my love, 
Because | have exercised my faith. 


The celebration of the Passion season should serve these purposes: It should lead 


” to the recognition of sin, to living faith in Christ, to serious sanctification. 


This is what a faithful servant of Christ has in mind when he designs the annual series 
of his Passion sermons; with such! Searches a faithful congregation hastens to the house of 
the Lord at this time. Experience teaches that the Passion season in particular has become 
a source of revival and spiritual blessing for individuals and for whole congregations. Thus 
Passion services are mission services in the true sense of the word. 

Shall the coming Passion season also be a blessing for our congregations this year? 
According to God's intention, certainly! And first of all for you. How? In such a way that you 
resolve in the Lord not only to occupy yourself daily in your home with your suffering of Christ, 
but also to attend all the Passion services that are now beginning with fervent supplication 
for spiritual goods. 

But thou shalt not only be blessed, but thou shalt be a blessing unto others. Behold, 
there are thy householders, thy children growing up, thy servants, thy kinsmen; there dwe 
thy neighbour, yonder a countryman, in that lane an acquaintance: they alll, like thee, have 
once learned God's word, but how seldom thou seest them in the house of God! Yes, how 
many you know who have grown up without any Christian instruction: heathens in the midst 
of Christendom! Has not Christ given himself also for them to be a gift and a sacrifice? 
Become a Cornelius to them (Acts 10)! Call them together, invite them cordially, urgently, to 
attend with you the Passion services! Boast to them what Christ has done for you! Urge them 
to come in! Perhaps now the hour of their conversion has struck. Perhaps through you a soul 
shall be helped from death! 

You say you've loaded them many times, but always in vain? Yes, | have! But hath 
not God also long sought thee? Then arm thyself for the love of Christ with the same mind, 
and do as God hath so graciously done unto thee. Behold, to whom nothing has been 
declared, they will see it with joy; 
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And they that have not heard of it shall know it," Isa. 52:15. 
Bless you, O God, and all who gather with you under the cross of Christ. In the Lord 

you have righteousness and strength. 
Prange, world, with thy knowledge, That now thou hast 
brought so high; 
| can miss thy wisdom, Which the wise God despiseth. My

How then is a congregation to ensure that the work of the Inner Mission is carried out 

by itin a right and proper way? 
Intentionally, we ask the question just like that. How should a congregation do this, 
we ask? 
For we do not consider ourselves called to say how our Synod, as an ecclesiastical 
body, should carry on the work of the Inner Mission. Other people understand that better 
than we do. Our Synod has its Inner Mission Committees. Each individual District has its 
Inner Mission Committee. There is also a General Inner Mission Committee. And these 
committees keep their eyes open. They see to it that missionaries are sent where they are 
needed; but unfortunately they do not have enough missionaries. They distribute the money 
that is given to them, but unfortunately they are not given enough money. They promote the 
work assigned to them as much as they can, but unfortunately their hands are too often tied 
by a lack of missionaries and money. God bless and strengthen them, and help that we, we 
may go to their assistance! 

There is only one thing we would like to say here, which is not exactly part of the 
question we asked above. It concerns the Pastoral Conferences. It would undoubtedly be 
good if the individual pastoral conferences in the various districts of our Synod would 
investigate their areas and see where inner mission could be carried out. And if such a place 
were found, the pastoral conference concerned should visit it and have it preached there. 
And if a field opened up in that place, the pastoral conference should contact the Inner 
Mission Committee of their district and ask for a missionary for that place. Wouldn't that be 
good? 

But now we turn to our question: How should a congregation go about ensuring that 
the work of the Inner Mission is carried out by it in a right and proper way? 

In a nutshell, let us say what we have to say in response to this question. 

First of all, then, we say with great certainty that the work of the inner mission is given by 
God to the whole congregation, and not only to individual Christians in it. What God has 
done by each individual Christian 
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he wills that the whole congregation should do likewise. For what is a congregation? It is a 
group of Christians who have come together to do together and strengthen one another to do 
what God commands every Christian to do. Every Christian is to use God's word, that he may 
hear it, learn it, believe it, keep it: a congregation is to use God's word by the ministry of public 
preaching, that it may hear it, learn it, believe it, keep it. Every Christian shall use the 
sacraments: a congregation, by reason of fellowship, through the ministry of public preaching 
shall administer the sacraments in their midst. Every Christian shall ask, pray, praise, give 
thanks: a congregation shall collectively ask, pray, praise, give thanks in its public worship 
services, and so provoke one another to ask, pray, praise, give thanks. Every Christian shall 
do good works, works of faith and filial obedience: a congregation shall 
The churches are to be aware of one another, so that good works, works of faith and fili 
obedience, may be done. Every Christian should do mission and also inner mission: 
congregation should join hands and strengthen one another to do mission and also inner 
mission. Let us therefore firmly remember that the inner mission is a matter for the 
congregation. 

First of all, therefore, there must be in a congregation an impulse and a movement, 
a zeal and a desire for the work of the Inner Mission. 

Where this does not yet exist, it is the pastor's business to bring it about through the 
evangelical proclamation of the divine will. If a pastor truly and faithfully does his part in this 
way, it will certainly not be in vain. His call to the work of the inner mission will find resonance, 
if not in the hearts of all, then at least in the hearts of those of whom God says: "These are 
the church. God's will and commandment, if faithfully and persistently proclaimed, will not go 
unheard in the hearts of His children. 

Where in the hearts of individuals there is already a stirring and movement, a zeal 
and a desire for the work of the Inner Mission, these individuals should help the pastor so that 
a stirring and movement, a zeal and a desire for the work of the Inner Mission come into the 
whole congregation. Help how? By a right word spoken privately to the left and right, by a right 
word spoken in the congregational meeting; and both with patience and perseverance. 

If, through God's grace, there is an impulse and movement in a congregation, a zeal 
and desire for the work of the inner mission, it must be nourished and kept alive. By what? 
What keeps an iron hot? By the same fire by which it has become hot. Thus the impulse and 
movement, the zeal and desire, which is worked and caused by God's Word and by the 
proclamation of the Divine Will, must be nourished and kept alive by God's Word and by the 
proclamation of the Divine Will. Again and again it must be presented to the congregation that 
God has entrusted the inner mission to His dear Christians and children. - At the same time, 
however, the congregation should also be made acquainted with the work that is being carried 
out in the circle of 
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of our Synod has already been started and is really being carried out. The 
"Lutheran" should bring more and more regular reports from the field of 
the Inner Mission *) - and the "Lutheran" should be kept and read more 
and more generally in the congregations. The pastor should now and then 
tell and report from the pulpit and in the congregational meeting how 
things are going in the field of the Inner Mission. Mission festivals should 
be sacredly attended, and thus be places and hours where the right 
mission spirit is nurtured and cultivated. And "Lutherans" and pastors and 
preachers of mission festivals should also - that we may say so - practice 
the text which the Lord Jesus spoke twice and had written twice in the 
Bible, the text: "The harvest is great, but the labourers are few. Help God, 
shall not this stir a Christian heart? The text is true also in our time, also 
in our country. The Lord Jesus also looketh upon our people, and he 
mourneth for them: for they are faint and scattered, as sheep that have 
no shepherd. And the LORD JEsus looketh on us; on us, his disciples and 
Christians, he looketh, and saith unto us, "The harvest is great; but the 
labourers are few." O dear Lord JEsus, why dost thou say this to us? What 
dost thou want of us? Do you want us to do a better inner mission? - Yes, 
most assuredly, that is what the dear Lord wants. 

If you read Matth. 9, 35-38. and Luc. 10, 1-3. you will find this text. 
Only do not forget that the Lord Jesus also looks at you. C. M. Z. 


The Lutheran Pilgrim House and its mission in 1900. 


Under God's rule, our work among the strangers and wanderers has 
progressed quite blessedly. On all sides there has been a change for the 
better. More letters with orders and inquiries of all kinds, more guests in 
the Pilgrims' House, a greater cash turnover, more business profit, more 
abundant collections from our congregations than for years: this is what | 
can report with thanksgiving to God. Our cash receipts amounted to $143, 
608.06; 3675 guests stayed at the Pilgrims' House, among them 1343 
Scandinavians, brought to us by Father Petersen; 4505 letters, cards and 
telegrams came in, 3406 went out. The mission treasury received in 
collections, from our congregations $1491.01, from the synod treasury 
$2226. 46. With the latter sum, the perennial deficit of our Emigrant 
Mission Coffee is finally covered, in accordance with the resolution of the 
General Synod in Fort Wayne 1896 in this regard. The debt of the Pilgrim 
House amounts to §8249. 25, but is still covered by non-interest bearing 
loans. For this, to all our dear benefactors, we hereby acknowledge the 


*The "Lutheran" would like to do this only too gladly. But reports are not sent 
to him as diligently as he would like.

Thanks were also given publicly. For the support of the hungry and 
homeless §281.04 was spent, for which 455 meals, 228 night camps, food 
or a small allowance for the onward journey were supplied. Nothing was 
contributed to this sum from outside, but it was again taken from the 
business profits of the Pilgrims' House. 

The total immigration increased again in comparison with the 
previous year; it amounted to 403, 491 between-deck and 137, 852 cabin 
passengers, including the Americans who had returned from abroad. Of 
these, from Hamburg, 23, 279 in cabin, 65, 384 in steerage; from Bremen, 
23, 350 in cabin, 64, 698 in steerage. Actual immigrants were only 371, 
699, of whom 17, 020 were Germans, 23, 200 Scandinavians. Since 1892 
the last year was the strongest immigration year. The eighth part of the 
immigrants was made up of the Jewish race from Russia. Most of the 
immigrants came from Italy and from the Austrian and Balkan countries. 
But where do our Germans remain? They remain at home, where trade 
and commerce have flourished until now, or they migrate to South 
America, South Africa or Turkey. In Turkey, along the railway from Scutari 
to Baghdad, which was built with German money, 8000 German families 
are said to have settled from 1897 to 1899, and since then certainly many 
more. Despite the relatively small number of German immigrants, we 
have had a lot to do, especially because of the unusually large number of 
Americans who have traveled to Germany through the Pilgrims' House. 
The Pilgrims' House was so overcrowded with guests on several 
occasions that we were not able to accommodate them all, but had to take 
them elsewhere. 

At the beginning of last year the Pilgrims' House underwent a 
number of innovations and improvements, from the cellar to the roof, 
which were particularly necessary in the interest of cabin passengers and 
those travelling to Germany. We now have the most necessary 
conveniences in the house and more smaller rooms, which are light, airy 
and well furnished. As the number of immigrants decreases, the number 
of those travelling abroad increases, which is very pleasing, and we must 
try to make their stay in the Pilgrims' House as pleasant as possible by 
further improvements. That this pays off has already been shown last 
year. Wealthy, even rich people stayed at the Pilgrims' House and left 
satisfied. The lowest price, which immigrants also pay, is §1.00 for three 
meals and sleeping. Those who want a special room pay 25 cents, 50 
cents, or 75 cents extra, depending on the size, location, and furnishings 
of the same. A visitor to the Pilgrim House recently published the 
following, "If you want to feel quite at home in New York, logire at the 
Pilgrim House. It would have to be a spoiled gourmet, who was not 
satisfied by the simple, but strong and tasty food. Time does not grow 
long there. Dear fellow believers are always coming and going. One often 
meets an old acquaintance there whom one would otherwise hardly have 
seen again. Here one pilgrim finds another whom he can confidently join 
on the common journey. In the whole house there is a friendly and 
Christian brotherly spirit, and there are no hardships and embarrassments 
in which one is not willingly helped with sympathetic advice and action: 
Advice and with the deed is helped."

If, in spite of this, individual complaints have been made about the 
house and its employees, this is to be regretted, but it is not to be 
wondered at and can hardly be avoided; for it is not possible to please all 
guests. Nevertheless, | hope that any complaints will be reported so that 
they can be investigated, remedied or refuted. It should be the endeavour 
of all of us to maintain, increase and spread the good reputation of the 
Pilgrims' House, and to this end everyone helps who makes a complaint, 
verbally or in writing, at the right time, in the right place, in the right way 
and with the honest intention of making amends. It should not be forgotten 
that the management of the pilgrims' house has its own special difficulties, 
first of all because of the different living situations of our guests, their 
habits and demands; and secondly because of the constant coming and 
going of them by day and by night. It is difficult to satisfy all our guests, 
especially those who are whimsical and demanding. As a rule, in every 
institution one knows beforehand quite exactly for how many persons one 
has to cook and set the table. But this is almost never possible in the 
Pilgrims' Home. Either shortly before, during, or after the table, more or 
fewer persons from our congregations or from Germany come and want 
a meal; then we have to prepare head over heels; or it also happens that 
we have cooked and laid the table for so and so many, and when it comes 
to the meeting, a number do not want to eat. The latter happens, for 
instance, when a Pomeranian or Mecklenburg peasant with his family 
learns that a meal costs 25 cents. He thinks, that's too expensive; at home 
I can live with the whole family for 25 cents. But it is the servants who 
cause us the most trouble. You wouldn't believe how hard it is, even here 
at the main gate of immigration, to get the right people for the kitchen and 
the house. How often our much-troubled housemother had to fill the gap 
of an unfit cook or parlour maid, and that just when the house was 
crowded with guests. No wonder that she finally broke down under the 
burden of her responsible, worrying and laborious job and thought she 
had to submit her resignation, which, however, was not accepted by the 
Commission, but she was promised a longer holiday to recover and more 
help. 

At this point | must also pay tribute to our bookkeeper, who has been 
conscientiously carrying out his responsible and busy post for twelve 
years, keeping the books and accounts in exemplary order and faithfully 
assisting me in the administration of the large sums of money that pass 
through my hands every year. He is also chiefly responsible for the 
distribution of the books of our Concordia Publishing House, which, as you 
know, we have had in stock at Pilgrim House for many years. We 
undertake this "secondary work voluntarily and without personal gain, and 
let all the profits go to the Pilgrims’ Home. All pastors, teachers and 
parishioners in the area of the Pilgrims' Home who purchase books for 
church, school and home, as well as coupons from our publishing house 
through us, receive them at St. Louis prices and thereby support the 
Pilgrims' Home and its mission at the same time. We wish only punctual 
payment of the bills as compensation for our work. 

Since the end of last year, the landing of all interim 


deckspaffagiere will again take place at Ellis Island. This is inconvenient 
and time-consuming for us, and in many respects inconvenient and 
burdensome for the immigrants; for the new building, though colossal and 
massive, is yet on the whole most impracticably furnished. 

So that one does not get the wrong idea that everything is business 
in the pilgrims’ house, that only the body and the temporal well-being of 
the people is taken care of there, it remains for me to briefly report that 
and how the immortal souls are also remembered, namely by holding 
house devotions, which is mainly done by Fr. Petersen, because he lives 
in the house; furthermore, by leading our Sunday guests to the services 
in St. Matthew's Church; furthermore, by distributing 1,000 calendars and 
over 4,000 ecclesiastical sheets, tracts, sermons and other writings, also 
by referring to our pastors and congregations at the place of their 
destination or by providing work in the midst of one of our congregations 
near or far. If we did not have the promise that God would bless for time 
and eternity the seed of His Word that has been scattered so sparsely, we 
might sometimes become discouraged and think that this work was in 
vain. God also sometimes lets us see fruit, and here again he encourages 
and comforts us. Thus it says in a letter received last year: "I still 
remember with gratitude the time of my arrival twelve years ago, your 
friendly welcome and help. You also contributed to my coming to our dear 
Synod and thus to the true faith. Your work there is also a blessed one, 
as the Lord has proven through me and through many, many more; for 
you and the Pilgrims' House were used as instruments so that we might 
be preserved for the Lutheran Church. The above confession comes from 
a humble and grateful heart and will surely be a comfort to you as well." 

Mr. Rechnungsrath Jahnke has sent us a favorable report on the 
status of our aid stations in Bremen and Hamburg. As is well known, the 
regulation and supervision of these is now in the hands of a commission 
appointed by the Synod of the Evangelical Lutheran Free Church in 
Saxony and other states. It is very regrettable that Father Michael left this 
commission when he was called away from Hamburg to Denmark. He 
recognized with a clear eye the importance and difficulty of the home 
emigrant mission and was especially qualified to supervise the two posts 
and to intervene everywhere with counsel and action. His successor in 
office, Father Knippenberg, is also his successor in the Commission. In 
the Bremen Pilgrim House 1030 guests stayed, mostly Americans. Mr. 
Schmidt felt compelled to dismiss the innkeeper who had been employed 
a year ago and to take over the innkeeping again himself. It is high time 
that change be created in the operation of the Pilgrims' House there, 
otherwise the mission here and over there will suffer. Mr. Schmidt's cash 
turnover amounted to $1,134.01 Marks, the number of letters received to 
1159 and the number of letters sent to 1309. He also has to promote the 
one thing that is needed by holding house devotions with his guests, as 
well as by distributing 24 wills, 30 psalters, more than 100 calendars and 
other good writings to the best of his ability, as in general of his laborious 
profession. 
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faithfully. This recognition is also due to Mr. Vopel in Hamburg. Although 
he is free from the worries and troubles of running a Christian inn - he 
accommodates his people in a well-run secular inn - he has not been 
lacking in work, so that at times he has hardly been able to cope with it. 
Above all, he is responsible for the transportation of the travelers over 
and across; then he attends the embarkations on the steamships that are 
dispatched three and not infrequently four times a week, tries to 
personally approach the people, to find out the Protestants and Lutherans 
among them and to explain to them the importance of our mission over 
there and on the other side, and in this way has obliged many a foreigner 
to his gratitude. His correspondence consisted of 1143 letters received 
and 1465 letters sent, and his cash receipts amounted to 123,965.60 
marks. God has blessed his work so much in pecuniary terms that he has 
fully earned his salary together with expenses. The same is also partly 
the case with Mr. Schmidt. Our treasurer has entered the profit thus 
achieved in Hamburg and Bremen into the commission account. 

In addition, | would like to mention that in our Emigrant Commission, 
in place of Mr. W. F. Piel Jr, who was unable to attend our meetings due 
to lack of time and therefore felt he had to resign, Mr. Julius Zibel from Fr. 
Nenz's congregation has been elected as treasurer, | would finally like to 
urge all our pastors, teachers and congregation members in the cities and 
in the countryside, and especially our dear traveling preachers, not to 
miss any opportunity to call attention to our Pilgrims' House and its 
mission, and thus to help that possibly all immigrants who move into our 
circles, as well as all those who travel from our congregations to 
Germany, have their ship's chariots, money and other travel matters 
taken care of by the Pilgrims' House. If this were done generally, we 
would need little or no more collections, but our work would maintain itself. 
A good way to make our Pilgrims' House and its mission known in wide 
circles is to distribute our calendar, which should be found in every 
Lutheran family. 

May the Lord our God, who has helped us until now, continue to 
support our missionary work and make it a blessing for the souls of many 
wanderers. Our time is in his hands. May he also give in the new year a 
cheerful courage of faith and that which he seeks in all his stewards - 
faithfulness. S. Keyl.

Emergency response to an Ohioan attack. 


In an article with the headline: "From Spokane, Wash. Woe to the 
man who causes trouble", the Ohio District Presbyter P. Groschupf, in the 
"Lutheran Church Newspaper" of 29 December last year, attacks 
Missouri in general and P. Behrens, Presbyter Paul and the undersigned 
in particular, and does not hesitate to call Lutheran pastors coarse 
names, namely P. Paul 


(presumably because he is District Praeses) the title: "Missourian leader", 
to the undersigned, with twisting of his name, the title: "hireling", and to 
him as well as at the same time to Fr. Bohrens the title: "hole plugger”; 
claims that the undersigned "rode into" an Ohio parish on the back of a 
Catholic, accuses Fr. Paul of "swindling" and "lying" ("lying 
representations"), speaks with horror of "Missouri goings-on," "clean 
Missouri," calls our church in Spokane a "stain of German Lutheranism," 
a "temple of sin," and the forthcoming dedication of this church a "terrible 
blasphemy." 

We have hitherto been silent on similar articles of Ohio against 
Missouri; but this outpouring of a district president, because of its 
intemperate distortion of all the facts, requires a brief rebuttal, in which we 
confine ourselves to the main points in a factual manner. 

The undersigned gives the following to Ohio District Praeses 
Groschupf, who wants to accuse other people of lying: 

1. itis an untruth that the parish in Jdaho - Genesee is meant by k 
Groschupf - called an Ohio pastor before the arrival of the Missouri pastor 
from Tacoma lodge; rather, the Ohio pastor was sent there by the Ohio 
pastor, without solicitation from the Genesee congregation. 

It is a falsehood that a Catholic living in the vicinity (of Genesee) 
used the opportunity of that vacation to report to Missourians; it was rather 
a whole committee chosen by the congregation to which that so-called 
Catholic belonged and through whose (the committee's) efforts the pastor 
of Tacoma, duly called, came there. It should be especially noted that the 
person referred to by Father Groschupf as a Catholic has not been a 
Catholic for more than fifty years, was considered a good Lutheran in the 
Ohio congregation prior to that vacancy, and often presided at the Ohio 
congregational meeting. 

3) It is a falsehood that the undersigned (or any other Missouri 
pastor) rode into an Ohio congregation on the back of a Catholic; rather, 
he was duly called by that part of the former Ohio congregation which had 
broken away from Ohio, not "hired," much less "hired for a year," as he 
"endured" there not merely one year, but nearly two years. 

It is a falsehood that the undersigned has served out his year in 
Jdaho "at Synod expense. He has not drawn one cent from the synodical 
treasury, either for salary or for traveling expenses, as the books of our 
district treasurer show.

The word "membership" is intended to give the 
impression that it is an affiliated (voting) member of the Ohio congregation.

Costly "Liebesthatigkeit". The Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows of the 
State of Texas held its 61st annual meeting in Dallas during the first week 
of February. In the annual report of Grand Master Anderson, the following 
information can be found, which caused a sensation among the 
assembled lodge brothers and shed a strange light on the much-vaunted 
loving activity of this order in particular. The Grand Lodge paid out $134, 
393. 46 to the Local Lodges during the past year. Of this sum, only §28, 
362. 48 was used to support sick brethren, to help widows, to educate 
orphans, to bury lodge members and their wives, to maintain orphanages 
and to intervene in special cases of need. Of the remaining §106, 028. 
98, exactly §100, 225.07 was needed to defray administrative and other 
expenses; the balance in the amount of §5803. 91 is in the treasury. "That 
is," said the Grand Master, "in other words, it cost us §100, 225.07, to 
pay out $28, 362. 48, and to visit the sick, help the homebound, bury the 
dead, and educate the orphans." The Order is making the experience 
which is no longer rare in other lodges: the individual members must pay 
diligently and efficiently so that the officers and administrators can draw 
large salaries. The supposed support money flows largely not into the 
pockets of the needy, but into the pockets of those who have the least 
need of support. LiF; 


Abroad. 


The accession of the new King of England, Ed wards VII, is also a 
reminder that the Episcopal State Church of England and Scotland has 
thus acquired a new head. The right of the English monarch as head of 
the Church is shown above all in the fact that he has to appoint the new 
bishops of the Episcopal Church in England when vacancies occur. But 
there is a steadily growing party in this church which is dissatisfied with 
the fact that the church does not have the full right to elect bishops, but 
that the secular arm intervenes very decisively in the election of bishops 
in church affairs. And the present king, especially, is justly regarded as a 
quite unsuitable personage to make ecclesiastical decisions, and it is 
therefore expected that the insistence on complete freedom for the 
Church will become more and more widespread, especially in the State 
Church. The real reason, of course, why Church and State should be 
separate is not duly brought to the fore, the Scriptural reason that both 
are, according to the divine order, quite distinct kingdoms, and therefore 
the one must not encroach upon the affairs of the other. L. F. 

Marian cult. Peter Rosegger, a well-known papist writer, writes: "As 
religious history teaches, men have a special predilection for female 
deities." "The Blessed Virgin, the goddess of heaven, is a revelation we 
owe less to the evangelists than to the papal Church." "Just in the 
Catholic mind lies the idea of a sort of marriage between the heavenly 
Father and Mary of Nazareth; our Lord God and our dear Lady-the 
highest couple in heaven-he is a stern man, she a good woman-that's the 
way it is in the Catholic people." "Unreasonable to the point of pity," he 
calls the effort to eliminate the cult of women, which is deeply rooted in 
Germanicism. He also puts up with the fact that that shepherd boy, when 
asked who our dear Lady actually was, was not at all wrong in his answer: 
"Our dear Lady? Well, that's just 


to whom God is his wife." - At the "Marian Congress" held at Lyons from 
September 5 to 8 of last year, Mary was praised as "Queen of the Rosary,” 
“our helpful Mother," "Christ's Coredemptrix," and "woman powerful in the 
highest sense." - Of this antichristian idolatry it is said in the Schmalkaldic 
Articles: "To call upon the angels and saints, to worship them, to fast, to 
celebrate, to say mass, to offer sacrifices, to endow churches, altars, 
divine services, and to serve them in other ways, and to hold them to be 
helpers in need, and to divide all kinds of help among them, and to 
appropriate to each one a special one.... this is idolatry, and such honor 
belongs to God alone. " F. B. 

The Pope closed the holy year on December 24 with the ceremony of 
the closing of the holy gate of St. Peter's Church. "Much luck" - so writes 
the A. E. L. K. - "has not been had with the Jubilee Year. At first the thing 
would not draw at all. Yes, the railway authorities threatened to cancel the 
contract with the organizers of the pilgrimage because the minimum 
number of pilgrims did not seem to be reached. Then the enormous 
organization of the hierarchy was mobilized, ordres flew on the wire all 
over the world, and every bishop who had his career at heart became 
aware that he had to bring a decent band of pilgrims to the great world 
show in Rome. From then on things worked better. However, only insofar 
as organizational committees for the arrangement of pilgrimages were 
now formed in all German dioceses under the protectorate of the bishops, 
and the ultramontane papers now tell us how the German Catholics saved 
the honor of Rome. The number of 250,000 pilgrims stipulated by the 
railway authorities was reached, indeed, considerably exceeded, for 
according to preliminary estimates the number fluctuates between 
300,000 and 600,000. But what is that compared to the participation in 
the pre-Reformation jubilees! At the first Jubilee in 1300 there were said 
to be 200,000 pilgrims in Rome permanently, and at Christmas two million 
at once. At the second in 1350, at Christmas and during Lent up to Easter, 
more than a million were continually present, and from then until 
Ascension and Pentecost more than 800,000. Even St. Peter's pence is 
not said to have been received to a greater extent in the Jubilee year 1900 
than in ordinary times, for since it was usually delivered in person, it was 
often reduced by a portion of the travel expenses. The bad censure which 
the pope has given to the Jubilee Year with his 'pretty much according to 
the expectations of the Church’ is not even properly deserved according 
to this." - Luther writes of the "holy year" thus: "Since such - the 
indulgence - began to carry money, and the bull market became good, he 
devised the golden year and placed it in Rome; he called it the forgiveness 
of all chastisement and guilt. Then the people ran to him, for everyone 
would have liked to be free of the heavy, unimpeachable burden. This 
meant finding and raising the treasures of the earth. Quickly the pope 
hurried on and made many years of gold on each other; but the more he 
devoured money, the wider his mouth became F 

Roman Orders. How pernicious the influence of the Roman monastic 
orders is, especially on the civil welfare of a people, has been repeatedly 
taught by history and is now again clearly evident, especially in Catholic 
countries: Spain, France and the Philippines. In France the various orders 
own about $600,000,000 in property, run large businesses, including 
distilleries, avoid paying taxes to the state, control several daily 
newspapers, and are zealous in politics. The monks in the Philippines, 
however, have suffered particularly horribly, as the report of the Philippine 
Commission to the Senate shows. As priests in the parishes, the monks 
have arrogated to themselves absolute control over the souls, bodies and 
property of the natives. Apart from the large property in the cities, the 
monks own 
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more than 400,000 acres of the best cultivated land. Already repeatedly 
the rage of the Filipinos has been directed against their heartless 
oppressors. Also the revolutions of 1896 and 1898 had their reason in the 
extortions and injustices of the monks. While the number of monks in 1896 
was 1124, at present there are only 479 left in the islands. The rest have 
been partly killed and partly driven away by the natives. The charges 
brought against the monks from all sides are tyranny, greed and 
fornication. As is well known, monks take the threefold vow of poverty, 
chastity and obedience. The vow of poverty the monks have kept in such 
a way that they have greedily usurped everything and made beggars of 
the natives, the vow of chastity in such a way that they have given 
themselves up to the most shameless fornication, and the vow of 
obedience in such a way that they have enslaved and raped the helpless 
people in every way. The Apology says of the monasteries: "In the 
beginning the monasteries were not such dungeons or eternal prisons, but 
schools in which the youth and others were educated in the holy 
Scriptures. Now such noble gold has become dung. Almost all the greatest 
monasteries and convents are full of lazy, useless, idle monks who, under 
the pretense of holiness, live on common alms in all splendor and lust 


Position of the woman in marriage. On February 7, the 
marriage of Queen Wilhelmina of Holland to Duke Henry of Mecklenburg 
took place: In the marriage form also occurred the words, which 
Wilhelmina answered in the affirmative, "Do you, Wilhelmina, promise to 
obey, serve, and stand by him whom you have taken for your lawful 
husband?"

Women in 
our country who rebel against the divine order and consider the vow of 
obedience dishonorable, but also for the preachers who mutilate the 
marriage form for the sake of human whims! F.B.

The Weimar Bible Work. 


The "Lutheran" gladly complies with the request to introduce the following 
"Invitation to Subscribe to the Weimar Bible Work" with a few words to the younger 
readers of this newspaper. His older readers probably still remember with what 
warm, recommending words he announced the appearance of the first edition of the 
new edition of this excellent work in 1877. (Cf. Volume 33, page 75.) 

Among all German Bible explanations of the older times, the so-called Weimar 
or Nuremberg Bible has gained the widest circulation and rightly enjoys high fame 
to this day. It first appeared in the sad time of the Thirty Years' War. There the pious 
Duke Ernst of Gotha, who was also called the Prayer-Ernst, decided to heal in his 
country the deep wounds that the war had inflicted. And it was especially close to 
his heart to make the precious Word of God accessible to his people again and to 
give them a thorough and at the same time edifying interpretation of the Scriptures. 
He himself drew up the plan according to which the theologians commissioned by 
him were to work out the work, and in doing so had the good fortune to win for the 
supreme direction of the entire work the man who was the greatest theologian of 
his time and one of the most important theologians of the entire Lutheran Church, 
the equally learned and godly D. Johann Gerhard in Jena. More than 20 
theologians, most of them from Thuringia, including well-known men such as Joh. 
Major and Joh. Himmel in Jena, Salomo Glassius, then in Sondershausen, and 
Michael Dillherr in Nuremberg, shared with Gerhard in the interpretation of the 
individual biblical books. When the work was completed in print for the first time 
(1640), some pious preachers held a special thanksgiving service; and a hundred 
years later (1740), jubilee celebrations were held in many places to commemorate 
this event, for the Bible had become very dear and valuable to the Lutherans. It was 
adorned with splendid pictures, became established in the homes as a true family 
book, and, in spite of being such a large and costly work, went through fourteen 
editions in a period of about 130 years. 

Far greater and more glorious than the external decoration, however, and the 
actual reason for its wide dissemination, was the internal decoration of pure 
Lutheran doctrine that adorned the work in all its parts. Lutheran doctrine does not 
need to be carried into Scripture, and thus it could not be the purpose of the Weimar 
Interpretation of Scripture to do so; rather, it wants to show, and does show, how 
Lutheran doctrine is taken from Scripture and can be seen in it by anyone who has 
eyes to see. In doing this, it does not trouble itself much with the refutation of false 
opinions, but its aim is the exposition of the 
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Honesty. Their doctrinal purity does not resemble, as the "Wissenschaftliche 
Beilage der Leipziger Zeitung" (Scientific Supplement of the Leipzig Newspaper) 
said when the new edition appeared in 1877, "the bare battle armor, but the clean, 
white festive dress of peace. And the skilful form of interpretation (clear division of 
the contents, insertion of the explanation in the individual verses, but in different 
print, at the end of each chapter the brief yield of what has been read in terms of 
teaching, admonition, warning and consolation) - this skilful form of interpretation 
made the Bible work so suitable for making the truth of the whole Scripture 
accessible and usable even to the most unlearned reader. This is why Blessed D. 
Walther said in the preface to this new edition of the excellent work: "We are far 
from claiming that through this Weimar Bible Work the precious written Word of God 
has already been so completely opened up that there is now no need for further 
research in the Holy Scriptures. Nor do we claim that the interpretation of every 
single passage contained in this work has always been in accordance with the actual 
meaning intended by the Holy Spirit in the words He has given us. But this we 
declare most definitely and confidently, on the basis of many years’ use of the work| 
with a large choir of the most enlightened theologians of our Church, that the reader 
has in this work an interpretation of Scripture that is thoroughly similar to the faith 
(Rom. 12:7), gold-pure in doctrine, and in addition the core and marrow of the pure 
and clear understanding of Scripture given to our orthodox Church, and thus a 
treasure against which all the treasures of this world are nothing. For two centuries| 
already, this work of the Bible, as a household treasure inherited by thousands upon 
thousands of families, from generation to generation, to children, grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren, has produced and preserved a pure and healthy understanding 
of Scripture in the German Lutheran Christian people, and has taught and 
accustomed this Christian people to reject all "their own interpretation" (2 Petr. 1:20) 
as a poison of eternal death.) as a poison of eternal death, and to accept only such 
an interpretation, in which Scripture is explained from Scripture, and thus brought 
about a blessing that is quite incalculable; We therefore praise it as an unspeakable 
grace that God has allowed this incomparably precious inheritance of our truly 
scripturally learned fathers to be distributed to us, their children, now anew, in this 
our last afflicted time, where, under the weighty slogan of progress and deeper’ 
penetration into the whole of Scripture, the German Lutheran Christian people have 
their old faith in the Bible partly shaken, partly completely robbed." 

This is the work of which a new display is now being prepared and will probably’ 
be completed by next Christmas. We want to rejoice over it with all our hearts and 
regard it as a precious gift of God. We say already now: The Weimar Bible Work is| 
an exceedingly suitable gift for preachers, teachers, students of theology, for every 
Christian family. May many hands reach for it!

Luther therefore rightly complains in the preface 
to the Small Catechism: "Help, dear God! how many a pity | have seen that the common 
man knows nothing at all of Christian doctrine, especially in the villages; . ...know neither 
Our Father, nor the faith, nor the Ten Commandments." But we must not be surprised that 
this was the state of the schools in the time before the Reformation: the school was corrupt 
because the church was corrupt. 

But the school system was completely different when, by the grace of God, Dr. Martin 
Luther brought the pure teaching of the Gospel back on the scene. If Luther had done nothing 
more than cleanse the church of false teachings and preach the pure Word of God, this 
would have been an incalculable blessing for the school. But Luther did even more for the 
school: he took care of it in particular. During his visitations he had recognized the necessity 
of a school reformation. Just as he did not stop at preaching the Gospel in general, defending 
the truth and punishing false doctrines, but applied the Word of God to all circumstances of 
life with wonderful skill, so he also pointed out in all his writings the urgent need for Christian 
school instruction. In special writings Luther called upon the authorities and citizens to 
establish Christian elementary schools, and in doing so he also showed the way in which 
this purpose could best be achieved. He did still more. He also published the three most 
splendid schoolbooks, namely the German Bible, the Small Catechism and the first Lutheran 
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there were only few teachers, so the pastors put their own hands to the work. Wherever they 
founded a congregation, they also established a congregational school and did not neglect 
to teach the children themselves. The fact that our synod took the school under its care from 
the beginning has now borne the richest fruit. If we look around us today, we see how 
thousands of children in hundreds of schools within the boundaries of our synod are 
receiving truly Christian instruction from men who are competent to do so. Most of the 
members of our congregations annually make great sacrifices to maintain their local 
Christian schools. Yes, with thanksgiving to God we must confess that the school system, 
both high and low, is in great flourishing in our Synod. 

However, if the school system in our Synod is to remain in such bloom, our zeal for 
it must not flag. We must not stand still or even go backwards. But we must also not think 
that our zeal for our parochial school needs no encouragement. Just now the danger that 
we might become cold and lukewarm in our zeal for our Christian school is not so far away. 
The fathers and founders of our older congregations, who by God's grace helped our school 
system to flourish so much, are gradually passing away. They were for the most part men 
who were born in Germany and had received their youth instruction there. This instruction 
may have been good in every other respect, but the religious instruction was almost entirely 
eaten through with rationalism. For until the middle of the nineteenth century rationalism, 
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they also possessed the necessary knowledge and abilities to teach good school lessons.

When 
they compared the schooling of their children there with the instruction they had received in 
their youth, they thanked God that he was doing so well with their children. With great zeal 
and sacrifice, they worked to build and maintain the Christian community school. They 
appreciated a Christian school. They were like people who have been starving for a long 
time and are then led to a rich table. These know how to appreciate the superior food at its 
best. 


Now, on the other hand, our congregations, at least the older ones, consist almost 
entirely of those who have sat at the richly laden table in their youth, and to whom from 
childhood only the best and most delicious food has been set before them. Then it is easy 
to be like the children of Israel in the wilderness, who said even of the delicious manna of 
heaven, "We are disgusted with this loose food." In other words: Because we have come so 
easily to the knowledge of pure doctrine, and because we have had the Word of God in 
abundance from childhood in our church schools, we are in great danger of losing sight of 
the Christian

Now we come to the answer to the question we already asked last 
time. If a church is eager to do what Jesus wants, if a church is eager to do 
the inner mission, how should they attack it? 

Is it the will of the Lord Jesus that the members of the church should 
gather together and go through the land and preach? 

Not that. 

Yeah, how? What shall a church do? What does the Lord Jesus want 
it to do? 

If we look at two passages that we have already mentioned, we wil 
find what the Lord Jesus wants a church to do in order to do inner mission 
in the right way. 

The first passage is Matth. 9, 35-33, which reads: "And Jesus went 
about all the cities and villages, teaching in their synagogues, and 
preaching the gospel of the kingdom, and healing all manner of sickness 
and all manner of disease among the people. And when he saw the people 
he was grieved of them: for they were faint, and scattered abroad, as sheep 
that have no shepherd. Then said he unto his disciples, The harvest is 
plenteous, but the labourers are few. Therefore pray ye the Lord of the 
harvest, that he would send forth laborers into his harvest." 

Here we have the first thing that a church should do: it should ask the 
Lord of the harvest to send laborers into his harvest. 

The Lord of the harvest is God. He certainly has the most burning 
desire that the souls, so dearly bought by the blood and death of his dear 
Son, be gathered into the heavenly treasuries. He alone has the power to 
bring them to faith through the gospel and thus to salvation. The 
congregation should ask and implore him and pray to him with heartfelt 
prayer. 


labourer is few: pray the Lord of the harvest, that he will send forth 
labourers into his harvest. Go ye." And here we will at once adduce 
another passage of Scripture, which we have not yet mentioned. We 
mean Apost. 13:1-3, where it is said, "Now there were in Antioch in the 
congregation prophets and teachers; namely, Barnabas, and Simon 
called Niger, and Lucius of Cyrene, and Manahen, brought up with Herod 
the tetrarch, and Saul. Now "as they" (the church) "ministered" 
(worshipped) to the Lord, "and fasted, the Holy Ghost spake” (by one of 
the prophets just mentioned): "Set apart unto me Barnabam and Saulum 
for the work whereunto | have called them. Then they fasted, and prayed, 
and laid hands on them, and let them go." 

What do we learn for our question from these scriptural passages ? 

We learn in what way a congregation itself should lend a hand to 
the work of the Inner Mission, which it would like to carry out and for which 
it pleads and prays to God. It should send out workers for the wide, large 
field of the inner mission, and it should send these workers and let them 
go. 

Do you understand what is meant? 

Not quite? 

Let's be very clear. 

Every congregation to which God has given the work of the inner 
mission - and it is given to every congregation - should select workers for 
the inner mission from among its members and send them and let them 
go into the field of the inner mission. 

Yes, what is there to explain? It is so clear and plain! That's why, 
when we wanted to explain, we used the same words, almost the same 
words, as those we wanted to explain. 

But we still want to say something. We want to say how, in our time 
and in the circumstances in which we live, we should carry out what we 
have said. 

Every church is to look in its midst for godly young people who are 
fit and able and capable to become laborers in God's harvest in this land. 
And when it has found such - 

"You can't find those in our community." 

Don't talk like that! 
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"No, certainly not! You cannot find such in our community." 

Well, then things are not quite right in your congregation. Then the 
impulse and movement, the zeal and desire for the work of the Inner 
Mission, of which we spoke above, must first be aroused in your 
congregation! And the pleading and imploring for the Inner Mission must 
begin in your congregation. Go and see to it that this is done. And then 
you will see that someone will be found in your congregation who is 
suitable and fit and capable, yes, and happy and willing to become a 
laborer in God's harvest in this land. 

Now when a church has found such, it should send them to college 
and have them properly trained. For he who is to preach God's word must 
have learned God's word properly. And the church should pray for these 
college students. And provide for their maintenance. 

"But if the parents pay the cost?" 

Then let the parents bear the cost. But then the congregation should 
not keep the money thus saved in their pockets, but give it to the Inner 
Mission. But there are often poor young people who would like to become 
workers in God's harvest. A congregation should regard them as its future 
sends and provide for their upkeep with great joy. 

And when the young people are now trained and begin their 
beautiful profession to which the Holy Spirit has called them, then the 
church is to continue to pray for them and provide for their sustenance. 

"That's going to cost a lot of money!" 

Yes, it costs a lot of money. But a congregation that has a zeal for 
the work of the inner mission does not let itself be sorry about the money. 
- We will talk about money in a moment. All we want to say now is that if 
every congregation gives what it can in such zeal for God, then it will be 
all right. 

"But if every church sends one or even more laborers into God's 
harvest, as you say, then yes, there are far too many laborers!" 

O forgetful man! Have you forgotten that the Lord Jesus says: "The 
harvest is great, but the labourers are few. Therefore pray ye the Lord of 
the harvest, that he will send forth labourers into his harvest"? And now 
you say, "Then there are far too many labourers"! You are ashamed, 
aren't you? 

We didn't want to talk about the money. 

When a congregation sends out workers to the field of inner mission 
- and that is what a congregation is supposed to do according to God's 
will, and that is what a true congregation wants with all its heart - then it 
must also give them wages and sustenance. That goes without saying. 
That lies in the concept of sending. God commands this explicitly when 
He says: "A worker is worthy of his wages", 1 Tim. 5, 18. 

And if God so blesses the work of the laborers sent out, that new 
churches are gathered, and that they say to the missionaries, "Now ye 
shall be our pastors, and we will give you wages and maintenance"-well, 
then the church sends out other laborers again on an 


The church has to give them their part of the great field of the Inner 
Mission and then it has to give them wages and maintenance again. The 
giving of money does not stop. 

O, we know well that it is not usually so that a single congregation 
can say, "Such and such a missionary is sent out by us, and we provide 
for his maintenance." It is the rule and the Christian order that the work of 
the Inner Mission should be carried on collectively by the congregations 
of a district, and that all the money should go into a common treasury. But 
yet each individual congregation is to say thus, "We have missionaries to 
send out, and we have their maintenance to provide for." Only when an 
each congregation says so, and says so from the heart, and only when 
the hand is in harmony with the heart and mouth, only then does God's 
will come to pass. But if the individual congregation becomes lax and lazy, 
and relies on what other congregations give, God's will is not done, and 
the whole work of the Inner Mission will soon come to decline. 

Money belongs to the work of the Inner Mission. And God wants 
every congregation to do its duty in this matter with willingness, desire, 
zeal and joy. 

Every congregation, therefore, if it really wants to do God's will, 
should consider giving to the inner mission just as important and 
necessary as giving to its own church budget. "Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself" - this also applies here, and here especially. 

And since we know - ah, the word is hard to say, but it must be said 
- that in our synod far, far too little is given to the Inner Mission; since we 
know that in many places the work of the Inner Mission is virtually at a 
standstill because of lack of money: let every congregation examine itself 
to see whether it has done its duty, and let it beat its breast and say, "God, 
forgive!" and let it mend its ways. And this just as if through their fault their 
own church budget had come to a standstill. 

Each congregation should give money to the Inner Mission as 
regularly as it gives money to its own church budget. 

Someone says, "Yes, we have our annual mission feasts. There we 
also collect for the Inner Mission." 

Oh, | almost believe the devil is trying to fool us. - Yes, friend, the 
mission feasts in all honor. But do you really believe that a congregation 
fulfills its duty by what it does at the mission feast? Oh, friend, let's talk 
honestly and truthfully with each other. Tell me, are the congregations 
always fully assembled at the mission feasts? In larger cities, that is 
seldom the case. And in many places, doesn't amusement and 
merrymaking begin to play a large role at mission festivals? And what is 
given there once a year - please, think how much that is - is it really to 
feed our dear Lord, "the Lord of the harvest"? Has a congregation really 
done its inner mission if it celebrates or participates in a mission festival 
once a year and collects for the inner mission among other things? 
Mission festivals are meant to stimulate and encourage people to do inner 
mission. And because they do that, they are good. But now one should 
also speak of 
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If one were to do this, one would really be fooled by the devil. If one were 
to do that, if one were to leave it at that, one would really be fooled by the 
devil. 

No, we repeat: Every congregation should give money for the Inner 
Mission just as regularly as it gives money for its own church budget. The 
collections for the Inner Mission should be included in the regular order of 
the congregational budget. In the church calendar, certain Sundays 
should be marked in red, when the church collects for the inner mission. 
These are to be holy collections, offerings made in the name of Jesus 
Christ, who says: "You are the light of the world"; who says: "The harvest 
is great, but the laborers are few. Therefore pray ye the Lord of the 
harvest, that he will send forth laborers into his harvest." 

Where such collections do not take place in a congregation, the 
pastor, as bishop and overseer of the congregation, is to work with all his 
might through the evangelical word so that such collections are made. 

Where the pastor forgets this, let such and such a one stand up in 
the congregational meeting and raise his voice, and with all kindness and 
modesty, but with all power, work through the evangelical word to have 
such collections raised. - "Where the pastor forgets this," we have said. 
The writer of this is also a pastor. And for this very reason he may well 
say that pastors can also forget the will of God. But let no one think, "If 
the pastor says nothing, | say nothing; if the pastor does nothing, | do 
nothing." No, stand up and do remembrance of what God wants! And God 
wants the work of the Inner Mission to be carried out righteously by a 
congregation and to be given regularly and properly. And every righteous 
pastor will rejoice and thank God when out of his congregation such work 
is done for what is right and pleasing to God. He will rejoice and thank 
God-even if he has to go home and fall on his knees and say, "God, 
forgive me! | should have done that long ago." - Yes, it is just through 
such things that the relationship between pastor and congregation is only 
strengthened. 

By praying and laying hands, a congregation drives the work of the 
inner mission. When Christians pray for a God-willed work, they will also 
lend a hand to the work; and when Christians lend a hand to a God-willed 
work, they will also pray. It is the same with the work of the Inner Mission. 

Why, since we are talking about mission, have we taken so much 
space for inner mission? 

Because inner mission is certainly the primary missionary work to 
which God has called the American Lutheran Church. 

Why does God let us live in this world at all? 

That we may be the light of the world, especially in our! Land. 

May God help us in grace to know and fulfill this purpose of our lives!

From Brazil. 


Sanct Pedro, in the State of Rio Grande do Sul, 
December 27, 1900. 
Dear "Lutheran" Reader! 

The sounds of Christmas may have faded away, it may be too late 
to send you a Christmas greeting, but it will not be too late to tell you about 
a Christmas celebration such as the one held by your fellow believers here 
under the "Southern Cross". 

You have already heard that God has committed Himself to our work 
in Brazil, that the Saviour has placed His blessing on the Christian gifts 
collected for the mission in Brazil, and that we were able to dedicate a 
house of worship to the Triune God in the month of August. How our 
congregation celebrated Christmas, | want to report to you today. 

In the congregational meeting held in November - that is, not just a 
decision by the board - it was decided that a children's service would be 
held at Christmas according to Lutheran custom, in which the children, 
through their answers, through their singing of Christmas carols, through 
their recitation of Christmas poems, would make known what the pastor 
was doing with them in school. The number of little ones is large, 72; 32 of 
them attend the school. On the following Sunday - we preach every 
Sunday and not every three weeks - the decision was announced to the 
whole congregation. About 70 Milreis, according to your money about 
$14.00, were collected for the Christmas presents. How gladly | would 
have used this collected money - | hoped in vain for the arrival of the newly 
called pastor from North America - to introduce Dr. Schwan's catechism, 
our Bible story and our hymnal into our school.

Among the other proceedings, the discussion of the Inner Mission 
took first place. The reports of our commissions were generally very 
encouraging. At a few individual mission places, however, there seems to 
have been a temporary standstill in growth, as a result of lodge fights, 
departures, etc., but in most mission areas there has been gratifying 
progress. The number of listeners has increased, new promising areas 
could be tackled, several of the mission congregations became 
independent, others built themselves a house of worship. The desire for 
more frequent service with the preaching of the divine Word was 
expressed in many places, as well as urgent requests to serve with 
Christian school instruction. These are certainly clear signs that by God's 
grace the work of the mission is progressing. Although our itinerant 
preachers work with all fidelity and use all their strength to do justice to 
their calling, the Synod could not ignore the necessity of dividing up some 
of our itinerant preachers' areas in such a way that a new missionary to 
be appointed should take over some of their mission places. This will, of 
course, increase the expenses of our missionary treasury. But did our 
District dare to do this; was it right and wise to appoint even more workers 
as traveling preachers, since we have to record a deficit of more than 
$1200.00 in the treasury of the Inner Mission, despite our honest efforts? 
But it was clearly a question of either limiting the missionary work and 
thus, through our fault, letting souls bought dearly by Christ be lost, or 
else, in accordance with God's command, to go forward fresh, to work 
while it is day, and, as much as is in us, to save souls by the preaching of 
the gospel. Certainly, in the same situation, every Christian would have 
voted to join the 24 traveling preachers already active in: Southern 
District, since no one could deny that their appointment was necessary if 
the missionary work was not to be harmed. This was done in the 
conviction that when it is said: The Lord also needs your gifts for the work 
of the mission, they will be given to him willingly. 

Eight pastors and three teachers were admitted to the District. 
Among the former was also Fr. Brutschin in Neu-Hamburg, Brazil. Thus a 
large part of South America is now included in the mission area of the 
Southern District. Certainly no reader of the "Lutheran" will object to such 
an annexation. 

The negro missionaries present at the synod also encouraged the 
synod members not to forget the work of the negro mission. It was shown 
how unfounded the various prejudices against the Negro mission were, 
and examples were given to show that our Lutheran fellow Christians 
among the Negroes firmly hold to their Lutheran faith and also have a 
lively missionary zeal. - Our orphan father from New Orleans also gave 
an account of the life and work in the orphanage and encouraged the 
continued support of the institution, since it was still necessary. 
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The session of the Texas Synodal Assembly was moved to the 
period from mid-July to mid-August. - A petition concerning missionary 
teachers was discussed, but the decision was postponed until the next 
synod. In other respects, too, many questions, falling chiefly within the field 
of missions, were deliberated upon and answered. Therefore, no one who 
cares about the advancement of knowledge and faith, and who is 
interested in the spread of the Kingdom of God, will regret if he later 
acquires the synodal report. 

With heartfelt thanks to God, who has given us blessed and 
enjoyable hours, and with thanks to the congregation, who have taken the 
best care to entertain their guests, the Synod closed on February 12. C. F.

On June 16, 1878, Father Traub received a call from Trinity Parish 
at Peoria, Ill, which he recognized and accepted as a divine one. He was 
installed in his office there on the 10th Sunday after Trinity. And God 
blessed his labors in Peoria also. Not only did the congregation grow from 
year to year, but a branch, St. Paul's congregation, was soon established 
next to his city congregation, which also built its own little church; he also 
established a preaching place, and a mission school was built in the 
southern part of the city, which soon numbered over 100 children. But 
when the congregation celebrated its 25th anniversary in 1883, Traub 
wrote: "We can only praise and extol that God, in spite of our sin and 
weakness, has so graciously presided over us. We must ask with the 
Psalmist: 'How shall | repay the Lord for all his good works which he hath 
done for me?' But we also want to answer from the bottom of our hearts: 
"| will take the cup of salvation and preach the name of the Lord. | will pay 
my vows unto the Lord, before all his people." And in his jubilant sermon 
on this occasion he said, "We would be shameful and unholy people if we 
were to take the 25 years of existence, growth, and prosperity of our 
church to our account and therefore boast today before everyone of all we 
have done, sacrificed, and accomplished. If such thoughts filled our hearts 
today, then our feast today would be the most despicable idolatrous 
abomination before God; the Lord would then not be able to look upon us 
in grace today, but would have to reject and cast us out in His wrath. But 
our rejoicing feast to-day has quite another motive. We recognize in 
humility and also confess it aloud before God and His whole holy Christian 
Church that no glory at all is due to us, but rather that all glory is due to 
God alone. When we look at ourselves, at what we have done, we would 
rather celebrate today not a day of rejoicing but a day of repentance. For 
in view of our part in the existence of our church, we must pray today with 
deep shame: "Oh, Lord, do not judge your servants and maidens!" 
Therefore, our jubilee celebration today should be for God alone, 
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today."

Roman abuse of baptism. Every student of the Catechism knows that only living 
people are to be baptized, not those who have already died. For Christ commands only the 
living to be baptized when he says Matth. 28, 19: "Go and teach all nations. 
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and baptize them in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost." And 
only to the living is the effect and promise of holy baptism, as Christ saith Marc. 16:16: "He 
that believeth and is baptized shall be saved." But all this does not prevent the Papists from 
baptizing even the dead. Thus (according to the Neue Lutherische Kirchenzeitung) the latest 
issue of the missionary journal of the Brethren Church brings the news that last year in 
Southern California, where the Brethren Church is doing missionary work among the 
Indians, a Catholic priest baptized the body of a young man, a member of the Brethren 
Church in Potrero, who had died the day before, and then also sprinkled baptismal water on 
the pagan mother of this man and on two underage children who were nearby, and spoke 
the words that belong to the Catholic act of baptism. - The same paper reports other Papist 
abuses in this regard. Thus the Catholic Abbé Desgodins (now apostolic vicar in Hong Kong 
relates that he and his colleagues in eastern Tibet often made sick children and adults, 
whom they could not make Christians but whom they could get close to, into citizens of 
heaven by stealthily sprinkling them with water and murmuring words to them, that is, by 
baptizing them without the knowledge of the person being baptized. A French consul of 
many years’ standing in China, whose book on China has gone through many editions, 
relates in it, among other things, that Chinese midwives, too, are commissioned and 
authorized by the priests to baptize small (heathen) seriously ill children entrusted to their 
care by sprinkling them with water and murmuring certain words at them, and that they 
receive a Chinese coin, worth about 5 cents, for each dying infant thus treated. And in a 
lecture given in Breslau, a Catholic missionary boasted that in a South African village he 
had lured the children to him by means of sugar bread, and then sprinkled consecrated 
baptismal water from a bottle over the whole crowd, with the words, "I baptize you in the 
name," etc. He then went on his way, for he had not yet baptized them. Then he went on, 
because the Holy Spirit, with whom the children were now baptized, would do his part.

Pictures of Mary to be eaten - so the E. K. Z. reports - are now spread by the Jesuits. 
Mary more and more, Christ less and less! That has become the course of development of 
Catholic piety. Up to now at least one point seemed untouched by this development, namely 
the Sacrament of the Altar. Distorted as it is in the Roman Church, the veneration of the 
Host seemed to be a remnant of the veneration of Christ. Recently, however, one is well on 
the way to introducing a Marian sacrament. In Galicia, the Jesuits, on their missions, 
distribute small images of the Virgin Mary, printed on thin paper in the size of postage 
stamps, to be eaten. It is especially noteworthy that this aping of the Sacrament of the Altar 
is supported by the bishops. Like Bishop Puzina of Krakow, Bishop Lucas Solecki of 
Przemysl has approved it. With his seal and signature he authenticated a booklet which 
states the following: "The miniature images of the Mother of God from Campo Cavallo, which 
are to be swallowed daily at prayers, have, according to numerous reports we have received, 
such an effect that truly believing people are granted various graces through them. At home, 
and not in church, one should swallow these images. An image of the Mother of God from 
Campo Cavallo costs 1 Kr. " F.B. 
Aterrible sect has been going about its business in Russia for some years. Its members are 
fattening themselves up to kill themselves as a sacrifice pleasing to God by burying 
themselves alive. The founder of this sect, Kovaloff, has been banished to a monastery for 
life, but recent investigations have proved that in one place not 
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less than 28 of its deluded followers have thus eliminated themselves from the world. On 
their corpses were found "holy" pictures and writings of this horrible sect. Thus the devil, the 
father of all lies and all delusion, shows himself to be a murderer even in the flesh. Joh. 8,

Testimony of a secular writer against the theater. The well-known American writer W. 
D. Howells said some time ago in a widely circulated weekly: "The theatre has often been 
called a school of morality, but far more often it is a school of immorality. It is the fault, the 
shame, the crime of the State, that the theatre has ever and ever been a school for 
immorality. If the pure and noble were mocked and ridiculed in the pulpits, as they always 
are on the stage; if lies were inculcated there and passion were placed before duty; if 
revenge were taught as something noble, murder and manslaughter glorified, and 
fornication treated as something ridiculous - the law would certainly find ways and means to 
control such pulpit whoredom, although the State pretends to stand in no relation to the 
church. In the same way the law would deal with a private school or institution if a 
professorship were established in such an institute for the study of such writers whose works 
defile literature, although it might be regarded as a socialist interference in private affairs. 
The theatre, on the other hand, is left unmolested in almost all excesses. Ideas are 
presented there, if not uttered, which are downright abominable. We all know it, we can 
prove it at any time, it cannot be denied. " C.R.

and at that moment it was to me as if the current of my inner life must pour itself fully into 
the holy words, which thereupon, like a faint echo, coming from quivering lips at my side, 
struck my ear again. | came to the fifth 
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Request. "And forgive us our trespasses," | heard clearly from her lips. 
"As we forgive our debtors,” | continued with warmth. 

But then she sprang to her feet, and a deathly pallor covered her 
features; with her hand she beckoned me to rise. "| cannot speak this 
request, never, never!" she whispered in a voice almost choked with 
agitation, and at the same moment a stream of tears of despair poured 
from her eyes. 

"Then you won't find the peace of God either!" | replied gravely, but 
mildly. 

"Can't find it?! Then | am lost!" And coming close to me, and clasping 
my hand with icy cold fingers, she continued, "| know a woman-what she 
has sinned against me, that | can, that | will never forgive her, and whether 
my soul should perish over it!" 

Shuddering, | gazed into such a bottomless abyss of human hatred. 
All persuasion was in vain; she was also in too much turmoil to pay the 
necessary attention to my words. 

The following day | visited her. Her husband begged me to do 
everything in my power to reconcile his wife, otherwise their family 
happiness would be destroyed forever. But it was all of no avail with the 
poor woman. She never got past the first half of the fifth request. 

| am a man, and have learned to bear many a heavy burden with 
manly strength; but a hot tear presses to my eye as often as | think of the 
struggles | have fought through with this poor soul. On the cliff of 
unforgiveness she suffered eternal shipwreck. Little by little the 'night of 
madness settled over her spirit. The word of forgiveness for that other 
woman was never spoken. 


Little instructive tales from Luther's writings.

How one should comfort a challenged person who complains that 
he cannot believe is illustrated by this account by Luther: "Perhaps you 
will say, 'l cannot believe,’ just as there are many who are plagued with 
this challenge. And | remember that at Torgau a poor woman came to me 
and complained with bitter tears that she could not believe. As | recited 
the articles of faith one after another, and asked her about each article, 
whether she believed that all these things were true and had therefore 
come to pass, or not? she answered me, saying, "I do believe that all 
these things are true, but | cannot believe them. That was a devilish 
deception. Therefore | said unto her, If thou thinkest all these things to be 
true, thou shalt not complain of thy unbelief: for if thou dost not doubt that 
the Son of God died for thee, thou dost certainly believe. For to believe is 
nothing else than to hold this to be the certain undoubted truth" (namely, 
that the Son of God died for us). "God saith unto thee, Behold, thou hast 
my Son, hear him, and receive him: if thou do this, thou art now already 
assured of thy faith and of thy salvation." (Walch, II, 262.)

preserve ourselves at our! Studio wish to preserve, has also met. For at 
the time when the feast of the Nativity is kept in the church, we used to go 
about in the villages from one house to another, singing in four voices the 
ordinary psalms of the infant Jesus born in Bethlehem, and it happened 
about that time that we came before a farmer's farm, which was situated 
in a place by itself and at the end of the village, and when the farmer heard 
us singing, he came out and asked with coarse rustic words where we 
were, and said, Where are you boys? and at the same time brought some 
sausages with him, which he wanted to give us. But we were very much 
frightened at these words, so that we all ran away from each other, though 
we knew no real cause why we should have been frightened, and the 
farmer presented the sausages to us with a good will and was willing to 
give them to us, except that perhaps our hearts had been fearful from the 
daily harassment and tyranny which the schoolmasters were wont to 
practise at that time with the poor pupils, and so much the more easily 
became frightened by such sudden fright. At last, however, when we were 
in fear, the farmer called us again, and we laid aside our fear, and ran to 
him, and received from him the party, as he handed it to us. In like manner 
we are wont to tremble and flee when our conscience is guilty and 
frightened: there we are afraid even of a sausage, and of those who are 
our friends and grant us all good. Therefore let us beware with all diligence 
of sins that wound the conscience, and let us learn to trust God, and to 
receive with a tender, quiet, peaceable, believing heart, whatsoever is sent 
unto us of God, whether it be good or bad. Ps. 112, 7. Prov. 28, 1." (Il, 
2347 f.)

The Christian does not pursue his earthly occupation for his 
own benefit and advantage, but because God has commanded him to do so and to 
serve his neighbour. He works faithfully, diligently, and conscientiously, but he does 
not attribute all the success of his work to himself, but only to God's blessing. But 
because Christians are to be aware of themselves among one another with

These points are now treated in such 
a clear, popular, convincing, and, above all, thoroughly scriptural manner that we can 
only thank the author for them. He does not scold, but proceeds in an entirely matter- 
of-fact manner, listening to the objections, and desiring to instruct and convince the 
reader. Wherever this treatise is distributed and read, many will certainly come to the 
right conclusion about today's worldly dancing. But it is important that this tract does 
not remain in the corner, but is distributed, read, and studied. Will our pastors and 
congregations and Christians see to it that it comes into the right hands? —_L.

Is the world getting better? 


In recent weeks and months, at the beginning of the new century, the question has 
been raised especially often: "Is the world getting better?" And by the vast majority it has 
also been answered with a decisive "Yes!" But the wonderful joy with which this "yes" is 
exclaimed is drawn from a comparison of the past century with earlier centuries. There one 
says: "Every century has progress to record in comparison with its predecessor; and 
especially in the 19th century the world has become much, much better. Therefore, we must 
not doubt that the world will be better in the future. The past offers us a sure guarantee for 
the future. Yes, the world is visibly getting better from year to year!" 

What is a Christian's position on this question? In order to arrive at a correct position, 
itis first of all necessary to be quite clear about what it actually means: "The world is getting 
better. The meaning of this speech is by no means that the world is making progress in art, 
in science, and in industry. Who would want to deny this? Who would deny, for example, 
that the fifteenth century, before the fourteenth and all preceding centuries, was greatly 
advanced by the invention of the printing press? Who would deny that in the study of the 
forces of nature and their useful application the nineteenth century ranks first? One has only 
to look at the smoking chimneys of the factories, the railways, the steamships, the electric 
tramways, the telephone and telegraph wires, and a hundred other things, and one must 
grasp with one's hands the progress of the 19th century in this respect. If, therefore, as will 
be shown, we Christians must answer the question, "Is the world getting better?" in the 
negative, and answer it in the negative, this is in no way to deny the above-mentioned 
progress of the world. 


But the question, "Is the world getting better?" does not mean, and should not mean 
in the mouths of the worldlings, whether the world is making progress in all kinds of fields of 
human knowledge and ability; on the contrary, according to the wording of the question, the 
meaning cannot be any other, and is not understood by the worldlings, as their answers 
show, otherwise than in the sense of a moral improvement. The question, "Is the world 
getting better?" therefore means: Is the world getting out of the mire of sin, out of the 
darkness of superstition and unbelief? Is the world now less hostile to God than before? Is 
it now in less sharp contrast with God's holy law than before? Is the world becoming more 
noble? Is it increasing in Christian virtues? in true love to God and neighbor? In a word, is 
the world on the way to true piety, on the way to becoming a Christian world? This is the 
generally admitted meaning of the question, and therefore we Christians must answer it in 
the negative. 

For what is the world to which one wants to ascribe a becoming more noble, more 
pious, and better? The Holy Scriptures describe the world as the kingdom of the devil. It 
calls the devil the "prince of this world," John 12:31, 14:30, 16:11, Ephesians 6:12. If he is 
its prince, then it must be his kingdom or principality. And this kingdom is further described 
to us as a kingdom of darkness, sin, unbelief, ungodliness, death and damnation. See Eph. 
2, 1-3. 2, 12. 1 Cor. 11, 32. 1 Joh. 5, 19. How can such a kingdom be better? "Can even a 
Moor change his skin, or a Parder his spots?" Jer. 13, 23. Can even darkness turn to light, 
sin to virtue, ungodliness to godliness, death to life, hell to a kingdom of righteousness? How 
can this kingdom become better, since it is and remains the kingdom of the devil? Or, in the 
end, has the devil himself been on the path of moral improvement for a few centuries? 
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But one will perhaps object: "Is it not a fact, after all, that the world has now become 
more civilized, less cruel and intolerant, more humane in general, than it was before? What 
a barbarous system of justice prevailed in former times, as is evident from the old codes, in 
which the death penalty is often inflicted for the most trivial offences! How the common 
people were once kept in ignorance and enslaved by the higher classes! What blossoms 
superstition flourished in the ghastly witch trials! What nameless shamefulness was in the 
wake of widespread slavery! What lawlessness was not revealed in the robber barons of 
old! These and many other things are now abolished and done away with for the good of 
mankind; and does not this show a moral improvement of the world?" 

We answer: The world has not really become better by discarding this or that piece 
of former crudeness, any more than the crude pugilist has become better by leaving the 
battlefield, building a house with his blood-money, and buying fine clothes, and now moving 
in the "best" society. And then, too, it would be necessary to examine whether the pieces of 
depravity newly taken on the part of the world do not abundantly outweigh those pieces 
which it may have outwardly discarded; whether, further, the increase in one kind of old sin 
does not far outweigh the apparent improvement in sins of another kind. If a drunkard gives 
up drinking, and now saves the money he formerly squandered, but becomes a ruthless, 
blood-sucking usurer, there can be no question of improvement. Perhaps it is the same with 
the world. Perhaps it has put a bridle on itself in ten pieces of ungodliness, while in a hundred 
other pieces of ungodliness it is doing all the more madly. If this were the case, there could 
be no question of a real improvement of the world for the sake of a few - and that only 
outwardly - discarded pieces. 

How about that? 

Let us examine the world for signs of improvement. What improvement, for instance, 
can be felt in the position of peoples in relation to one another? In the last decades of the 
nineteenth century, has not the world been transformed, one might almost say, into one 
great arsenal? Are not the "Christian" nations offering all their strength to outstrip each other 
in cannons, warships, soldiers, and many other armaments of war? Obviously, the nations 
do not trust each other to improve quickly, otherwise they would not be continually facing 
each other armed to the teeth. 
And what atrocities are committed in the much-vaunted humane warfare of the present time! 
How badly did the Spaniards live in Cuba at that time! What dreadful rumors reach us about 
the warfare of England in South Africa! What barbarity the "Christian" armies, or at least a 
part of them, are guilty of in China! When one reads that a wide river of that country was so 
filled with the corpses of those who had been massacred by "Christian" soldiers, without 
distinction of age or sex, then 
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that smaller boats could hardly make a way. - where is the betterment of the world? 
Pyres?-are there no more such now? What kind of fires are these around which, just 
at the beginning of the new century, a large crowd of the "best" citizens of the villages 
concerned gathered? The pen is reluctant to report the details; after all, they are more than 
sufficiently known from the daily newspapers. And here the objection cannot be made that

especially in the larger cities, is true, then there is truly 


more than one Sodom. By mentioning the ever-increasing number of frivolous divorces, as 
well as marriages that are not entered into and conducted for their intended purpose, and by 
passing over many other things that belong in this chapter, we will only refer to today's 


theater. 
One can rightly regard the 


theatre as a weather glass that provides information about 


the moral state of the world's children. Does this weather glass show a rise or a fall? 
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Do the world's morals fall? What is being played today? What are the plays 
that dominate the stage today? The theatrical poems of the German and 
English classics are, with very few exceptions, abundantly peppered with 
obscenities, but nevertheless they are still far too "tame" for the sex of 
today. The plays which now pass over the stages are for the most part 
veritable abysses of filth from beginning to end; and at the same time 
usually so ludicrous that one should not think that "better" society in 
particular could be attracted by them. But they "draw." Day after day, 
young and old from all walks of life - even "clerical" gentlemen are not 
absent - stream into the halls and parks to feast their eyes on the 
shamelessly lewd movements of the ballet dancers, to feast their ears on 
the bawdy songs of a celebrated actress. 

If we wanted to cite still more signs of "improvement," we could also 
point to the mass thefts of many higher and lower officials; to the 
outrageous rapes of which capital is guilty; to the election of convicted 
rascals to the legislative bodies of the country; to the activities of the 
anarchists and socialists, and to many other things. But the above will 
certainly suffice to prove that the world is by no means on the road to moral 
improvement. 

But in order to illustrate quite clearly how the much-vaunted 
improvement of the world actually stands, let us draw a comparison. For 
the purpose of this comparison, let us consider the world, which is actually 
dead in transgression and sin, as sick. 

Let us imagine one of those unfortunate people who have brought 
consumption into the world with them, whether it be real germs of this 
disease or only a physical predisposition to it. About the twentieth year of 
life the first serious signs of this terrible disease appear. All sorts of home 
remedies are now applied. As it seems, they do not remain without the 
desired effect. One says, and one says it to another, "The sick man is 
better now!" But soon the old symptoms of the disease reappear, and now 
to a greater extent. Now physicians are called in for advice. They try their 
art; and soon it is said again, "The sick man is better!" It is not long, 
however, before the preceding process is repeated. Now resort is had to 
baths, to changes of climate, and, where there is no mind and no 
conscience, even to all sorts of miracle doctors. Again they say, "The sick 
man is better!" Thus it goes on for a while. Then comes a day when the 
patient, after having been confined to bed once more, perhaps for weeks, 
asserts with particular emphasis that he is now really better. The cough 
has completely subsided; there is no pain in his limbs; in particular, he 
feels lighter in the chest than he has for years. Oh, how happy his 
unsuspecting housemates are! Today, for the first time in a long time, the 
patient ate a proper meal with a real appetite. He also speaks with such a 
clear voice, 


is indulging in such far-sighted plans that now there is least to fear a fatal 
outcome of the disease. But what is this? What is this strange expression 
which the patient's face suddenly assumes? Probably only a temporary 
weakness! But no! Look how his chest rises and falls! There - a stream of 
blood flows from his mouth; the sick man lies back in the boxes, gasping, 
and is - dead. 

Now, in all the years of 'his suffering, has this sick man ever in truth 
become better? No! On the contrary, no matter how his external condition 
might be, inwardly his illness grew steadily worse; and in spite of all the 
doctors and medicines, his end hastened inexorably with giant strides. 

This is exactly how it is with the world getting better. The world has 
a terrible hereditary defect, sin. This deepest corruption of the whole 
human nature is constantly increasing in the world. No ointment or plaster 
can cure it. All the art of world-famous miracle doctors is lost. And how 
many such miracle doctors there are who want to help the poor world! 
There's Dr. Education. He looks at the sick world and says: "The heart is 
healthy. The sick man has only a head ailment - it can be cured!" The sick 
man now undergoes the ten- to fifteen-year school course prescribed by 
this doctor. But it soon becomes too evident that mere knowledge will do 
little to improve the world. Now vi-. Morals. As the condition of the great 
patient is already quite alarming, this doctor makes his moral injections in 
rather diluted doses. But even the little drink from the bottle of virtue 
doesn't quite have the desired effect. Then Dr. Staat takes pity on the sick 
man. He prescribes a strict diet. His that-you-should and that-you- 
shouldn't with accompanying punishment fills many a volume. Dr. Loge 
also comes hurrying here. He thinks that calmness of mind and suitable 
clothing would help the sick man to recover. In the end, he hands him a 
life insurance policy, sews bright buttons on his skirt and puts a helmet on 
his head. The health councillor also. hears about the 

precarious 
He is now firmly convinced that help can be found through rest and a 
change of climate. Therefore he provides for a "quiet Sunday," eagerly 
brings the police to their feet, so that they purify the air as much as possible 
from the fumes of strong drinks. And so many a doctor tries his art. 

Is the world now helped by all these yours? Will it be better? It is said 
everywhere. And there is no denying it, the patient, the world, occasionally 
looks a little healthier. Some symptoms of disease are diminishing, others, 
admittedly, are increasing in the greater degree. But since these 
increasing symptoms are less noticed, partly because they are less 
conspicuous, partly because people soon get used to chronic symptoms 
of disease and are not very alarmed by them, it often happens that even 
people who ought to know better often come to the conclusion that the 
world has become better. But it is nothing but a delusion. Let the 
symptoms be what they may, the world is not getting better, but is 
becoming, as the Scriptures say, and the 


The evil, which daily experience can teach anyone, is getting worse every day. They are 


becoming more and more wicked in their wickedness, more and more nefarious in their th 


commerce and in their dealings, more and more sacrilegious in their thoughts and poems. 
The race of theoretical, and especially of practical atheists or deniers of God, of Epicurean 
swine, as the blessed Dr. Sihler used to say, is in constant growth. Less and less do men 
want to be punished by the Spirit of God, less and less do they want to be brought to their 
senses even by the most terrible judgments of punishment, such as we have just 
experienced again in the last few months. The world penetrates more and more powerfully 
into the church and corrupts what it can only corrupt, to its own greater ruin. 

And just as itis a most alarming sign for a knowledgeable person when a consumptive 
talks especially much about being better and becoming better, so also the talk about the 
world becoming better, which is now ringing in our ears from all sides, even from some 
pulpits, is a sure sign of the approaching end of the world. 

But this nefarious world, hurrying toward eternal death, God loved and still loves. He 
gave his Son to it and continues to give him to it in the word of grace. And even if he cannot 
help the whole wor 
nevertheless snatches someone out of the damned world through his beatific gospel, brings 
him to the knowledge of his Savior Jesus Christ, forgives his sins, heals his infirmities, and 
thus works a true improvement in him and in him. H. Spd. 


From our East Indian mission. 


Pagan preaching in and around Krishnagiri. 

In response to a request made to him, Missionary Nather reports in a most 
interesting manner on the preaching of the Gentiles in and around Krischnagiri. 
Unfortunately, however, his report is so detailed that we would have to take up at least nine 
issues of the "Lutheran" in order to present it in its entirety. We can therefore only make a 
few excerpts from it. 

First, the missionary shows where he preaches: in his home, in his school and on 
the streets. In the house and in the school they preach regularly on Sundays, and in the 
streets every day. 

Then the missionary shows when he preaches: especially in the early morning. 
There he can find the people first. Before the sun rises, the missionary is already far from 
home in some village of his district, bringing the message of Christ to the heathen. 

After he has dealt with these questions on 17 closely written pages - what a pity that 
we cannot share them! - he now comes to the main question: how and what he preaches 
to the Gentiles. 

Here we will let him speak for himself. He writes: 

"In the Acts of the Apostles we read how the evangelist Philip came near the 
homeward-bound chamberlain from Mohren- 
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And how the Holy Ghost said unto him, Go thy way, and get thee to this chariot; and how he 
ereupon spoke kindly to the stranger who was reading the Scriptures, saying, Understandest 
thou what thou readest? So also we go to the people, and approach those whom we find. We 
speak to them in a friendly way, and we do not speak of things that are foreign and distant to 
them, but rather we refer to their doings and activities, to the circumstances and opportunities 
as they present themselves. Before they know it, we have transferred the conversation to the 
spiritual realm and - "preach". It was not only Philip who did this. Above all, the Lord Jesus 
Himself is our model. With the Samaritan woman, for example, he begins by asking her for 
water for his thirst and then offers her the water of life. Yes, he then waters her with it in 
abundance. 

That which usually occupies the great multitude, that which fills their thoughts, is their 
work. We often meet them at their work, or when they are about to go to their work, or when 
they return from it. Or they sit together early in the morning to discuss the work ahead with 
each other, or to divide it among themselves. We come along and mingle in their conversation 
and ask something like: What are you working for? The answer is usually: "To eat!" We ask 


d, because it absolutely does not want to be helped by him, he further: "What do you eat for? This question requires more thought to answer. It is answered, 


for instance, "In order to be able to work!" "Where else would we get strength to work if we did 
not eat?" is perhaps added. Thus for them the cycle of all things consists in working, eating, 
working, eating, etc. We admit what is to be admitted, and say, Yes, we work to eat, and eat 
to work. He that will not work, neither shall he eat, says God. And the power to 

He gives work through food. But say what would happen if we did not eat (whether we work 
or not)? "How would we endure hunger! We would die!" So - we eat to live. Especially clever 
people give us this answer immediately in other cases. We now answer them with a new 
question: "What do you live for? They smile at this question, which is again connected with 
what has gone before, and touches on things that are similar and yet never considered. The 
nswer is usually, "We live like other people." Or, "We'll live as long as we can." We reply that 
we asked not how they lived, or how long, but what for? Some confess that they do not know, 
and we, on the other hand, express our amazement that they are on earth for decades without 
nowing what for? Others think that they live in order to marry, to have children, and to acquire 
great deal of money. Some simply say, "We live to die." We also go into these answers to 
show from them how vain their purpose in life is - if we are given time at all. For usually some 
one now rises and asks us, "For what purpose do you live?" And our answer from this does 
not take time: We Christians live to go to God in heaven. Then it is as if a light dawns on 
people, and in some cases they reply that this is also their purpose in life, which we, the 
previous conversation 
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according to it. We show how they, since they admittedly live only for food, 
for their bellies, or for the acquisition of money and goods, yes, even only 
for death, but not for God and the kingdom of heaven, in fact live for the 
devil and hell, how they are therefore born in vain, toil in vain, spend their 
lives in vain and uselessly, and finally exhibit the theme: What must we 
do to live for God? or, How do we get to God in the kingdom of heaven? 
Let us, for instance, again be given an answer by ropes of the Gentiles 
(instead of proceeding at once in connected speech), | promise that it will 
be something like this: "We must think of God," or: "We must praise God," 
"We must perform the anointing" (viz. of the idol), or: "We must feed four 
men" (or "ten men"), "pour water on the feet of the pilgrims," etc. And now 
we may be told of an army of "good" works which are supposed to be 
meritorious, yea, all of which they think they have already performed, in 
order that they may in fact claim the kingdom of heaven. Then follows a 
sermon on the sinfulness and futility of works-righteousness, and a praise 
of Christ's righteousness, which one should take hold of in faith, and in 
whose name one should run. Another way of answering the main question 
is this: We come to God, 1st, not by our sins, 2nd, nor by our own 
righteousness, but 3rd, by Christ's atonement for sin and merit, by his 
active and suffering obedience. The narratives of Christ's life, which are 
here brought, excite great interest in most cases. Again, another way of 
carrying out the theme is this: He that would enter into the kingdom of 
heaven must J. repent, 2. believe on Christ, and 3. be baptized. 

In another link to their work, we ask people what they work with? 
The answer we soon get is: "With your hands!" What do you do, we reply, 
with your ears? Some do not in the least know for what purpose God has 
given them two ears. Some think they are there to be adorned with all 
manner of earrings and jewels. Others say, "To hear!" To hear what? we 
ask. "O, when someone calls or tells us something!" Good! But do we 
really need two ears to hear another's call and speech? Is not the speech 
of men generally either idle, useless gossip, or lies, or full of strife, 
contention, strife, and mischief? This question usually meets with lively 
approval: "God did not give us our two ears for this! What then is the use 
of them? Whose speech is without falsehood, nothing but truth, full of 
holiness, full of love, etc.? That is God's word. That is what | want you to 
hear. - Here a comparison is often made between laboring and learning 
the divine word, inasmuch as people seek either to get around the one or 
the other, as their further discourses prove. As heathen they want, nay, 
must work, but not learn God's word. If they are to become Christians, 
they desire to learn God's word, but - no longer to work. Thus we declare: 
We are to work with our hands for our bodies, for the preservation of 
earthly life, for wife and child. We are to hear God's word with both ears 
and let it sink into our hearts, so that our soul may live and we may attain 
blessedness in that world - for God's sake. He who does not want to work 
is 


a Sohmbohri (idler) and Pohkri (pavement treaders). He that learneth not 
the word of God is an akkijahni (unwise, heathen). O then learn God's 
word! Its content - so we now preach - is twofold: 1. law and 2. gospel. Or: 
It reveals 1. God's holiness and 2. his love, 1. our sin and 2. God's grace, 
1. our ruin and 2. our Saviour. Or: The short summa of God's word, the 
holy scripture, is, Christ JEsus is come into the world to save sinners (1. 
We are sinners, not righteous ; 2. Christ is come to save us). - Sometimes 
one meets wiser people who answer the question, for what purpose God 
has given us two ears, thus: "To hear of sin and virtue (meritorious virtue)" 
(to receive instruction about these two things). We reply: "This is what | 
wanted to talk to you about. Then follows a sermon on the utter sinfulness 
of man and the futility of human virtue, human merit, in order to describe 
Christ as the Savior of sins and the Lord who is our righteousness. 

Another connection with the labor of men, by which they must so 
laboriously gain their subsistence to last the earthly life, and which 
therefore elicits from them so many complaints, such as, "Nay, this toil! 
this incessant torment!" leads us to consider what is the cause of it. From 
the story of the fall of man, which we relate, the cause becomes apparent, 
whereupon we raise and answer the question: Who can and will comfort 
us in our toil and labor on earth, which the LORD hath cursed? - Or we 
may also show in what manner men, on the other hand, make it their 
business, yea, how they labor to obtain the kingdom of heaven, eternal 
life, but how all human labor and toil is in vain and lost, how the true God, 
the Lord Christ, rather says, "Yea, thou hast made me labor in thy sins, 
and hast made me toil in thy iniquities. |, | blot out thy transgression for 
mine own sake, and remember not thy sins." - Often people whom we 
invite to listen or invite to stay excuse themselves by saying, "We have 
work," "We are very busy," probably use a word ("aluwel") for it which can 
also mean "trouble," "worry." "Twelve labors (twelve cares) have |," replied 
one to me lately, who was in a hurry, but yet listened when | told and 
interpreted to him the story of Mary and Martha, in which the Lord says, 
"Martha, Martha, thou hast much care and trouble; but one thing is 
needful."

(Conclusion.) 
In the summer of 1891,? Traub a call from St. Paul's Lutheran 
congregation at Aurora, Ill, and after his congregation realized the 


importance of this call, he accepted it. On November 29, he was installed 
in his office in Aurora by Praeses H. Succop. 
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There was much work to be done in Aurora, but Fr Traub did not shy 
away from it. He put the main emphasis on good and instructive preaching, 
through which souls were won. Unfortunately, however, he was a sick man 
when he came to Aurora. Though it seemed as if the change of climate 
had done him good, it did not last. In addition, he was stricken with the 
insidious flu in Aurora. And since he could not allow himself the necessary 
rest and care with all the work he had to do, the evil consequences of this 
disease could not be avoided, which manifested themselves in a complete 
debilitation and left behind a nervous and heart ailment. 

In March 1894 his congregation appointed the son of their pastor as 
his assistant, and our Traub was able to allow himself some rest, take a 
bath, and then resume his duties. Yes, in the spring of 1895 he seemed to 
be completely restored, so that he now wanted to take care of his office 
again alone and Traub followed another profession. But already in the 
following winter his old ailment began again. He could only perform his 
official duties with great pain and extreme exertion. On Mondays and often 
also on Tuesdays and Wednesdays he had to stay in bed because of the 
strain of Sunday work. This went on for about two years, and he could only 
do the most necessary work. Therefore, his congregation again felt 
compelled to give help to their sick pastor, and in 1898 appointed the 
candidate A. M. Loth as assistant pastor. But in spite of the assistant, 
Traub still preached as often as he could, attended the congregational 
meetings, held board meetings and confessions, and helped wherever he 
could. But his suffering grew and grew, and in the spring of 1900 it would 
not go with him at all. Already in the summer of 1899 dropsy had set in. 
Often the water rose so high that he could not lie in bed for several weeks, 
even ten to fourteen weeks, but had to spend day and night in a real worry 
chair. Then came times when the water disappeared completely. From 
that time on he had to endure unspeakable pain and often suffered from 
severe choking attacks. 

On June 1, 1900 our sick Traub resigned from his office on the 
advice of his president and shortly thereafter moved into another 
apartment. When he had to say goodbye to his dear congregation, his 
dear church and study, his heart almost wanted to break. In the following 
weeks his condition worsened, he became visibly weaker, and on July 1, 
while his children sang to him hymn No. 403 and the last verses of No. 84, 
he gently slumbered and passed away to the joy of his Lord. 

His last sickbed became a school of the Holy Spirit for him, in which 
he prepared himself with all seriousness for a blessed end. Even then he 
was still much occupied with his congregation, which had grown close to 
his heart. Their condition caused him many tears, sighs and prayers. But 
he consoled himself with the certainty that the Lord, who is obedient to the 
wind and the sea, would not let his little ship sink in Aurora. He let it be 
known to the members of his congregation that he was very ill and felt that 
he would soon pass away. He therefore asks everyone who is 


He also forgave everyone who had offended and grieved him. He then 
encouraged everyone to be faithful, so that he would one day see them 
again in heaven. - More and more mighty came the waters of affliction, 
great pains, bitter heartaches, heavy struggles. But heavy as his suffering 
was, he did not grumble at God's leading. He acknowledged and 
confessed without hesitation that with the many sins of his life he had only 
earned curse and condemnation. Bruised and sorrowful, he lay at the feet 
of his highly praised Saviour, whom he held tightly with his arms of faith 
until he came and carried him home to the blessed dwellings of his Father. 
- It is therefore not our task to go into the details of the weaknesses and 
infirmities of the deceased, as they were also evident in his conduct of the 
ministry in Aurora. But that no one should draw the conclusion from the 
fact that such things are not mentioned here, as if we wanted to treat such 
things lightly or even approve of them, does not need any special 
emphasis. - 

When the mourning news of the blessed departure of Father Traub 
became known in Crete, the congregation there decided to transfer the 
body to Crete and to bury it there with all solemnity, as well as to pay all 
expenses. But the decision, made out of love for their former pastor, could 
not be carried out, because two years before his death a member of the 
congregation in Aurora had taken a promise from Traub that if he should 
die in Aurora he would have his body buried in his grave, which was done. 
On the afternoon of July 5, the earthly remains of the now completed ? 
Traub were laid to rest in the bosom of the earth with great participation. 
J. Strikter, the long-time confessor of the deceased, presided over the 
funeral service in the house and gave a consoling address on the opening 
words of the Holy Prayer of the Father. In the church, which was draped 
in black, Father L. Lochner of Chicago preached on the text of Romans 
1:16, which the deceased had chosen for himself, saying that one should 
praise God's grace at his coffin, which he had received so abundantly and 
undeservedly, and not make a fuss about him, for only God's grace was 
his comfort. On the basis of the words of the text ? Lochner dealt with the 
following topic: The confession of the apostle: "| am not ashamed of the 
gospel of Christ. He mainly emphasized the grace that had been granted 
to the deceased, that he had been allowed to preach the Word of God for 
36 years, and that he had never been ashamed of the Gospel. 

May the memory of this servant, who in his 36 years of service to 
the Church directed many to righteousness, remain in blessing. 


It's missing! 


You ask, dear "Lutheran" reader: What's missing? Answer: Money! 
| thought so at once, you say. You ask: Where is there a lack of money? 
Answer: In the treasury for the General Inner Mission. | did not think so, 
you may say. Let me briefly explain this in the following and conclude with 
a heartfelt request. 
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It is well known that our dear Synod has established a treasury for the General Inner 
Mission and has appointed a commission to administer the funds flowing into this treasury, 
or to distribute them to those Synodal districts that are not able to raise the funds necessary 
to carry out the work of the Inner Mission in their own district. Each district has its own 
treasury for the Inner Mission, from which it supplies its traveling preachers. When these are 
provided for, the district, if there is money left over, delivers it to the treasury for the General 
Inner Mission, so that its surplus may serve the lack of the others (2 Cor. 8:14). If one looks 
carefully at the receipts for gifts received for the Inner Mission that appeared in last year's 
Lutheran, one will find that more has been given for the Inner Mission than usual. But the 
districts have also used more for themselves than usual. And both are pleasing and cause 
for praise and thanksgiving to God. But because the individual districts have had much need 
for themselves, there were only two districts that were able to deliver money to the General 
Mission Fund. Therefore the Commission, when it came to the distribution of the funds 
received into its treasury, was often in great embarrassment, and the question of the dear 
apostles was close to its heart Joh. 6, 9. The distribution takes place quarterly. There are 
five districts in need of support. In order to give you, dear reader, an insight into the 
embarrassment of the Commission at each quarterly distribution, the undersigned takes the 
liberty, for example, of giving a brief account of the last distribution, which took place in 
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January of this year. Five districts have reported their needs to the Commission and aske 
for support. The total demands amounted to $6901.<>7, and the Commission had on 
$2309. 99 to distribute; there was therefore a shortfall of $4591. 68. Let it be testified thal 
each of these five districts is making a valiant effort to raise as much as possible in his own 
district for the work of the Inner Mission. Since the needs of the reporting districts could only 
be partially satisfied, the inevitable consequence was that each district had to carry over 
debts from one quarter to the next. 

Isn't it true, dear reader, that with this information, which the Commission dutifully 
gives you, the two words of the heading are sufficiently explained and substantiated? If you 
now consider that the work of the Inner Mission is one of the main tasks of the Auwrican 
Lutheran Zion; if you consider how richly the Lord of the harvest has so far blessed this very 
work; if you consider that the Lord asks you to help promote this delicious work with your 
prayers and with your gifts, would you let him ask in vain? How couldst thou? And how, 
should not the approaching Easter feast give you a quite desirable opportunity to let your 
gifts flow to the work of the Inner Mission?

But the parents are completely unchurched, and the children have become the prey of the 
Unrists and Methodists. Our Christians cannot be warned often or earnestly enough against 
making their home ina place where the main thing, the preaching of the true gospel in church 
and school, is not already provided for.

The false prophet and "healer" J. A. Dowie, against whom the "Lutheran" has already 
repeatedly warned, persistently continues his mischief in Chicago and the surrounding area 
and seduces many simple-minded souls. He sends his blasphemous, pernicious writings 
also to members of our congregations, and just when a follower of his false doctrine is being 
traded with in the congregation, and public testimony is being given against his error. We 
are also informed that his followers work with special zeal for their sect and prefer to 
"convert" to Dowie those who are already members of a church community and are under 
the pastoral care of a pastor. One cannot, however, pick up any of the large "Sheets of 
Healing" published by Dowie, which appear weekly in English and German, without 
encountering gross false teaching and blasphemy. In one of the numbers of this periodical 
before us, for example, he expresses himself thus concerning the Word of God: "The 
revelation of the Father and the revelation of the Son Himself must necessarily take place 
in and through the Holy Spirit. He is the guide. He is the enlightener. He is the Paraclete and 
the Advocate in us. He makes revelations to us. He brings to our remembrance the things 
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which Christ has spoken; the things which God has said at all times, not only the writte 
Word, but the unwritten Word. As high as the written word stands, the unwrittenword is th 
most important." So Dowie is appealing to an unwritten word of God, to direct revelations of 
the Holy Spirit. But every Bible Christian knows that there is no other word of God than the 
word "which is now written," and that all supposed new revelations are nothing but lies and 
deceit of the devil and his messengers, the false prophets, who want to give themselves a 
particularly brilliant appearance and thereby twist the written word according to their 
Opinions. We have one firm prophetic word, one light, and that is the 
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Scripture written by the holy men of God who were driven by the Holy Spirit. 2 Petr. 1, 19. 
ff. From this word one may not do anything, but one may also not do anything to it. Deut. 
4:2, Rev. 22:19. Against all such enthusiasts, who refer to the unwritten word, to new and 
immediate revelations, Luther already gave the right judgment in the Schmalkaldic Articles: 
"And in these matters, which concern the oral, outward word, it is to be firmly adhered to, 
that God gives no one his spirit or grace, without or with the preceding outward word. That 
we may preserve ourselves for the enthusiast, that is, spirits that boast of having the Spirit 
without and before the word, and thereby judge, interpret, and stretch the Scripture or oral 
word to their liking" (just so does Dowie). . . . "For the papacy is also a vain enthusiasm, in 
which the pope boasts that all rights are in the shrine of his heart, and that what he judges 
and says in his churches should be spirit and right, even if it is above and against the 
Scriptures or the oral word. All this is the old devil and the old serpent, which made Adam 
and Heea also enthusiasts, and leadeth from the outward word of God to idolatry and 
conceit, and yet doeth it also by other outward words. Just as our enthusiasts also condemn 
the outward word, and yet they themselves are not silent, but talk and write the world over, 
just as if the Spirit could not come through the writing or oral word of the apostles, but 
through their writing and word he must come. . .. Summa, enthusiasm is in Adam and his 
children from the beginning to the end of the world, instilled and poisoned in them by the 
old dragon, and is the origin, power, and authority of all heresies, including Pabstism and 
Mahomet" (also Dowie's)." (Miller, Symbolische Bucher, p. 321 f.) Our Christians must 
therefore also be faithfully warned against this error. L. F. 
Plain Language. A kind reader sends us the "Monthly Guide" of St. Michaels Catholic 
Parish, Cleveland, O. The paper bears the motto, "He who helps to spread good doctrine is 
an apostle." Among the "Parish Notes" - words addressed by the pastor to his parishioners

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- is the following verbatim: "The year 1901 is given thee of God, that thou shouldest ear 
heaven in the same. If you do not do so, you may never go to heaven. You may die in thi 
year, consider it well!" This is genuine Catholic teaching, quite clearly expressed: man can 
and should earn heaven by his own work, by praying, fasting, almsgiving, especially also 
by sacrifice, etc. In another part of the paper, therefore, it is also urged that it is necessary 
"that each family contribute at least 12 dollars annually. "Those families who do not make 
this sacrifice, although they could, are a burden to the congregation; the members who are 
willing to make sacrifices must then raise the necessary sum of money for the negligent 
ones." With such teaching the priest of this congregation reveals himself as a true priest of 
hell, and he who spreads such doctrine is an apostle, but an apostle of devils. LF: 


Abroad. 

Soldiering is a dangerous profession because of the many temptations that are 
connected with it. It is therefore all the more necessary that the soldiers also be followed 
and that they be made aware of the one thing that is necessary. It is therefore gratifying to 
hear that for a number of years pastoral care has really been practiced for the soldiers of 
the Prussian army. According to the "Kirchenblatt,” a Prussian military preacher testifies 
that every recruit of the Protestant confession is given the military hymn and prayer book 
upon his entry into the military for constant use during his service. 
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during the entire active term of service. Those of the recruits who have not been baptized, 
confirmed, or even married in church, will be asked by their military pastor to make up for 
their church omissions and will then be informed. In 1899, 37 recruits were baptized, 53 
confirmed and 71 married in the Prussian army. Furthermore, in 1900, about 27,000 copies 
of the Holy Scriptures were distributed throughout the German army. LF, 

Sanctity of the oath. Perjury is becoming alarmingly prevalent everywhere. Every one 
who is acquainted with public life in our day knows this. Who can count the false oaths tha 
are sworn in high and low courts and on many other occasions? The main reason for this is 
that people no longer know or think about the meaning of an oath, that they no longer know 
or believe in the second commandment. But one cause of the many perjuries is certainly 
also this, that the oath is so frequently demanded, without any necessity, and then taken in 
such an exceedingly frivolous, quite business-like manner. Our ancestors regarded the 
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taking of an oath as a much more serious and important matter than is now almost universa 
done. The "Freimund" communicates a decree of the council of the city of Nuremberg of th 
year 1623, in which the following admonition to take an oath is prescribed: "Since you are 
intent on taking and executing the oath imposed on you by the court, you should first of all 
be well reminded that such an oath is neither a child's play nor a joke, but such a serious 
matter, that nothing more serious can be done in this world between God and man, for in 
this work the eternal, almighty God and creator of all creatures is personally present, who 
sees into the secrets of your hearts, and discerns and tests your inner thoughts, as it is 
written of him: The great Gort examines hearts and kidneys, and again in the 139th Psalm. 
Psalm: 'O LORD, thou searchest me, and knowest me; | sit, or rise, thou knowest; thou 
understandest my thoughts afar off; | walk, or lie down, thou art about me, and seest all my 
ways; for, behold, there is not a word on my tongue, which thou, O LORD, knowest not all 
things.’ You hereby call this almighty, eternal God and examiner of all men's hearts and 
minds to witness and ask that he may help you and be gracious to you as much as you swear 
rightly and that your pledge, if you swear with an oath, is the thorough truth and no falsehood, 
deceit or guile is hidden behind it, But also bind you up for punishment, and curse you by 
your own judgment, that God may punish you for a time and for ever, and deprive you of his 
mercies, because ye swear falsely and unjustly, and deal in deceit, or know otherwise in 
your hearts, than ye outwardly pray for with words; which indeed is such a dreadful and 
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abominable thing, that a "Christian heart is justly astonished at it. Therefore consider th 
grave and very dangerous matter beforehand, and examine and test yourselves, how yo 
are conscious in your hearts, and whether you can swear to that which you outwardly 
intercede for, with an unharmed and pure conscience, lest for the sake of a small temporal 
thing you should be able to do so, which you may think to obtain by false swearing, and 
thereby to press, you may put all your salvation and eternal blessedness in danger, and be 
deprived not only here of temporal punishments, but also there in eternity of your soul’ 
blessedness, and be cast out from the presence of God. And if perhaps you have not yet 
sufficiently considered this high and important matter, so that you will not be over-hurried, 
we will gladly leave you to consider it until another time, when you may again appear and, 
what you have resolved to do for the sake of the imposed oath, may further explain 
yourselves." L. F.

The author, pastor of our synod, offers herewith a volume of wedding sermons, 
which will be read with benefit and blessing not only by pastors, but certainly also 
by Christian brides and spouses. There are 40 wedding speeches in all, averaging 
about six pages each. Each speech is based on a Bible verse, 29 passages from 
the Old Testament and 11 from the New Testament, and the relevant scriptural 
passages are interpreted and applied to the married life in an instructive way. We 
have read a number of the speeches and will pick out a few topics at random. On 
the basis of Luc. 2, 1. ff. it is shown "what pious married couples should make use 
of from the Christmas story". From Ruth 1, 16. 17. it is shown "with what attitude 
and with what resolutions a Christian bride and groom should enter into holy 
matrimony". According to Eph. 5, 22. ff. it is stated: "Christian spouses should 
always remember that their state is a picture of Christ's high union with His Church." 
The 128th Psalm teaches "which are the congratulations which the Holy Spirit offers 
to bride and bridegroom on their wedding day." The preface closes with the wish, 
in which we concur, "May the Lord of the Church place His divine blessing upon the 
wedding discourses here presented in simple and unpretentious form.” In any 
second edition it might be advisable to change the too general title of "Occasional 
Sermons" to "Wedding Sermons" or "Wedding Sermons," since no other occasions 
than church weddings are referred to.

The content of this book is sufficiently indicated in the title. The 60-page index 
of baptismal names, with 80 to 100 names on each page, is certainly sufficient for 
even the most unfamiliar names. The appendix on the church year is only four pages 
long, but gives the main facts in simple language. The second appendix gives 
especially suitable inscriptions for gravestones, and such a collection is not 
superfluous, since one often finds not only unsuitable, but even unchristian 
inscriptions on Christian graves. Regarding the third appendix, opinions will be 
divided.

But now we must also understand this correctly. We have only one 
Lord Jesus Christ. But in this Jesus Christ there are two natures: the 
divine nature and the human nature. And because he has these two 
natures, he is God and man. Therefore we confess, "| believe that JEsus 
Christ, truly God, born of the Father from eternity, and also truly man, 
born of the Virgin Mary, be my Lord." These two natures in Christ have 
the most sensible communion with each other, not only in their attributes, 
but also in their works. What one nature works, the other nature has the 
closest share in. Each nature not only does the work that is inherently its 
own, but each nature also helps to do the work that the other nature does. 
Why? Because in Christ there is only One Person, and to this One Person 
belong the two natures. 

It is true that in his divine nature the Son of God does not actually 
have blood, for God is a spirit. But in his human nature, the Son of God 
has blood.

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If this is not true, if Christ did not raise himself from the dead, then 
we are not saved. For then Christ cannot be true God! But thanks be to 
God for ever, we have no reason to doubt the resurrection of Christ, which 
is so often testified. This is the loud message of the whole gospel: that 
Christ died for our sins, and that he was buried, and that he rose again 
the third day, 1 Cor. 15:3, 4. Sin and death and hell and devils are 
overcome through him. They could not hold him in death. His resurrection 
by His own power proves that He is not overcome, but that He has 
overcome. Now he asked for the keys of death and hell. 

His resurrection testifies that he is the true God; now we know for 
certain that he came forth from the Father and came into the world, that 
he made known to us the will and counsel of his Father, and that we may 
confidently believe his words. Yea, moreover, because he hath raised 
himself from the dead, we now know assuredly that he can and will also 
raise us up out of the earth in his time, if we have committed our souls 
into his hands in faith. He that believeth on him, both in body and soul, 
shall see the glory of Christ our God for ever and ever.

From our East Indian mission. 


Pagan preaching in and around Krishnagiri. 
(Continued.) 


Missionary Nather has shown in the preceding article how in his 
preaching to the Gentiles he ties in precisely with the work of his Gentile 
hearers. He now continues: 

Another obvious question with regard to work in general is this: 
What kind of work do you do? It is recommended especially when one 
notices that people of different professions are together, or also when, as 
occasionally happens, a listener raises the question why God has let so 
many different castes (= classes, strata of the people, guilds) come into 
being, or again when, as is not seldom the case, a peasant boasts how 
his work, agriculture, is so especially meritorious, meritorious before God 
and men, because otherwise no one would have anything to eat and the 
world (yes, also - God Himself!) could not exist without him.) could not 
exist without it. The missionary shows how not all men can do the same 
work, how rather one is a farmer, another a shepherd, a third a weaver, a 
fourth a carpenter, a fifth a mason, a sixth a shoemaker, etc., how 
therefore one does in his stead what another cannot, 


for his own good. This is followed by a sermon on the vicariousness of 
Christ, on the words "For you!" or on Christ as guarantor. (Cf. "Lutherans" 
1896, p. 166.) 

The field of work is almost inexhaustible, if we now go into the 
various types of profession in particular, or rather if we want to link the 
preaching of the Word to them and thus explain them. 

The main concern of the farmer is the early and late rain. Without it, 
his efforts are mostly in vain. Where rain is absent, hardship is near. Even 
ploughing is impossible without rain and is not worthwhile. For the plough 
is only of wood, at most shod with iron. The oxen and cows used for 
ploughing are not big and strong, but small and weak. The field is too hard. 
Thus the farmer's perennial complaint, "There is no rain," is his almost 
constant question, "When do you think rain will come? Why is there no 
rain?" We have to answer this question because it is the question of life 
for them, especially in our region, which has always been a rainless 
region. But the answer to this question can be found in what the Scriptures 
often say about this. The story of the drought and famine in the time of 
Elijah is used here. Especially the prophets Jeremiah and Ezekiel 
proclaim over and over again how God will visit apostasy from Him, 
idolatry, and all sin with the sword, famine, and pestilence. If the first 
plague, war, has ever been more and more remote from India since the 
English seizure of her possession, the other two plagues have never quite 
left her alone. Only recently, as is well known, a famine has raged 
especially in northern India such as has hardly ever been experienced. 
(Mild gifts for this have also passed through our hands and have brought 
blessings). We have not yet had a famine here, praise God!, but there was 
drought and drought here, too, and lack of rain or delay of the rain, as 
already mentioned, is complained of for weeks every year. Pestilence is 
also no unknown thing here: cholera is a recurring guest, the plague a 
dangerous neighbor. In short, it is in the Biblical sense to refer to the said 
plagues as witnesses of the divine wrath against the idolatry and other 
sins of the country, and thus to cry out to them : "Repent, and believe the 
gospel!" But it is not absent that the heathen ask here whether rain would 
come if they became Christians, or rather whether we who live among 
them do not also suffer from the lack of rain (indeed! even the heat 
becomes greater thereby!), and again whether they, since they have been 
spared from the plague, for example, or have often received sufficient rain 
again afterwards in spite of previous drought, would not thereby be proved 
to be good, excellent, righteous people, etc. Such questions may be 
prevented by emphasizing in a suitable place in the sermon in question, 
or on some other occasion, that even if they had many good days on 
earth, yearly abundant rain and good harvests, money and goods, yet 
death comes at last as the wages of sins, and puts an end to all earthly 
happiness, and is the gateway to hell for all the ungodly; and again, that 
whoever seeks and finds grace and salvation in Christ, even if he himself 
is poor, full of affliction and suffering, in sickness, distress, and death, yet 
he is still a good man. 
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If a man is to have eternal sufficiency, righteousness, life, and 
blessedness, even if he dies, all visitation to such a man is only a salutary 
chastisement of his dear heavenly Father. Very often we have heard the 
complaint, "No rain!" answered with the other, "No God! No Savior! No 
blessedness!" Or we also cry out to them the word, "How then do men 
murmur in life? Let every man murmur at his sin!" and preach to them 
about it. We testify to them our heartfelt pity that they are temporally and 
above all eternally poor, and invite them to seek refuge in the one God 
and Savior Christ, and not in dumb idols. A child does not run to strangers 
when it is hungry, but cries out to its father and mother and laments its 
misery. Nor will anyone ask a poor beggar, who has nothing himself, for 
a gift, but will go to people who can help. 

When at last the rain has fallen, and the people are again breathing 
happily, it is proper to ask them, Who has actually given you such good 
rain, and all other good gifts, such as eyes and ears, etc.? Then one can 
preach to them about the unknown God and about all the bodily and 
spiritual benefits which he has already done for them according to the first 
and second articles and now intends to do for them according to the third. 
Some attribute the rain to their idols or to the sun, which, for the good of 
the people, must not remain without refutation. 

As soon as some rain has fallen, the peasants plough their fields 
with their cattle. If at all possible, not only one yoke of oxen with one 
plough is used to plough a field, but a row of five or six yokes, each with 
one plough at a time. And not only in order to be able to plough, but also 
for other purposes, the Indian farmer raises cattle no less than those in 
other countries. Cow manure is important to him for tilling the fields and 
as a fuel. The cow's milk serves him for various purposes (fresh, boiled, 
for churning butter; the butter is boiled down to fatty oil [ghee], etc.). 
Finally, the cattle also take care of the threshing (more correctly: the 
treading) of the grain. From childhood on, the countryman associates with 
oxen and cows: the boys and girls lead them to the pasture. 

So it is not far-fetched to speak of the cattle. After all, they are a joy 
to the farmer; under certain circumstances they are his main concern. We 
use this, following the example of Scripture, which says, "An ox knoweth 
his master, and an ass his master's crib: but Israel knoweth it not, neither 
do my people hear it." We ask the people, "Do these oxen have 
understanding? Have they wisdom? They answer: "Will they be without 
understanding? They cannot speak as we do; but otherwise they have 
many wits: they pull the plow,’ etc." See, the oxen work, while many men 
walk idly or are lazy. That is a good mind they have there. But still more, 
what happens if | approach your oxen? "There they shun!" But what if 
their master comes? "Then they do nothing!" Why, "thou art new unto 
them; but their master hath brought them up, feedeth them, dealeth with 
them always," etc. Right! Before the stranger the ox shrinks; for he knows 
him not, trusts him not, loves him not, follows not his lure, obeys him not. 
But his master he knows, 
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him he trusts, him he loves and hears, him he follows and obeys, whose 
blows he does not resent. If your oxen are so understanding, why are you 
yourselves so unintelligent, and worship new gods, which you yourselves 
have made with hands? You do not know your Lord in heaven, who 
created you and sustains you. Forget his benefits, do not believe in him, 
do not love him, do not listen to his word, do not obey him, transgress his 
commandments, etc. Another question: what do your cattle eat? "Grass!" 
(Straw is also usually referred to this way in our area, so the expression 
therefore includes this as well). Don't they eat sweepings at all? "Will they 
eat sweepings!" replies one, generally astonished. Now look, let us go on, 
how wise your oxen are: they distinguish exactly between grass and 
refuse, between straw and dirt. They choose this and reject that. How 
foolish you are to do the opposite with regard to your souls! You choose 
only earthly, perishable goods and reject the eternal. Your thoughts and 
aspirations are for money and goods, which thieves dig up and steal, 
which moths and rust devour, and which you cannot take with you when 
you die. All your mind is set on food-quite according to Christ's word, that 
the Gentiles incessantly ask, "What shall we eat, what shall we drink?" - 
to clothes, which will soon be torn and become rags; to houses, which can 
so quickly collapse or burn down; to your belly, which will soon become 
earth and ashes. Why do you not seek the green pasture of the word of 
God, which can satisfy your hearts, satisfy your souls? Why not the true 
good, Christ, and his heavenly benefits: Forgiveness, life, and 
blessedness? But hear still further! Where do your cattle go when evening 
comes? "There they come home from the pasture!" To whose house? Will 
your cattle come to my house? "To your house they will come! To their 
master's house they return!" Now look how wise your oxen are, and how 
foolish you yourselves are. Ye seek not the house of your Lord, the 
kingdom of heaven. You serve the devils and go to hell. Seek ye 
henceforth God and his house. Do you know the way? "Stone." Must your 
oxen also be given a lantern in the evening, and shown the way, that they 
may not miss your house? "Why, they know the way already!" Now see, 
the oxen's wits are again greater than yours. You know not the good way 
that leads to heaven. You walk in the evil way of hell. - There follows a 
sermon on Christ as the way, the truth, and the life, or on Christianity as 
the good way (the true religion), or on repentance as turning back to God. 

Ploughing and fertilizing go hand in hand. The manure conditions 
are very primordial. Every morning the stables are swept: the sweepings 
are essentially the manure. (Otherwise they use only ashes and leaves 
from the trees and bushes, or scrawny fallen leaves). The rubbish is 
carried in baskets on the head, as already mentioned, out to the field to 
its place and from there in its time again in the same way to the places of 
the field, which appear to be in need of fertilizing. The people, as they 
pass us, point to the heavy burden on their heads, and we speak of 
another burden, which they still 
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not feel it, because they do not see it, from a burden that would become heavier to them 
than all the rocky mountains lying around could become together, if they recognized it rightly: 
from the burden of their sins, but also from the burden-bearer, Christ, who has had mercy 
on us. 

Plowing is followed by sowing. This can also be used for the sermon. The heathen 
hear with interest Christ's parable of the sower and the fourfold field. If they themselves 
present to us the futility of our efforts to instruct them in God's Word and to make them 
Christians, we may well answer with the similitude and warn them that the faultis then theirs, 
not that of the sower and the seed. Or we again point to the surrounding mountains, some 
of which consist of one huge rock each, and some of which look like cyclopean walls or huge 
heaps of stones. We ask them by what means such rocks split and become great cairns? 
Not least by little seeds falling on them, germinating, taking root, and bursting them with their 
feeble strength! Thus, we declare, God's Word is a seed which, even without your doing 
anything to it, can, by God's power, take root in your hearts and break them and create in 
them faith in the true God and one Saviour. In such hope we labor with you. 

When people talk about their upcoming sowing work or are about to do it, we also 
ask: What are you sowing? Suppose they say: "Neis", we ask: And what then do you reap? 
Of course they answer, "Neis, what else?" We reply, "Can't you reap corn if you sow neis? 
They shake their heads in the negative. And now we give other examples, such as the fact 
that a beautiful mango tree does not grow from the seed of a briar. In short, the theme we 
have reached is: Like seed, like harvest, or: Like seed, like tree. We show how the heathen 
sow to the flesh, and reap corruption from the flesh, instead of sowing to the Spirit, and 
reaping eternal life. Or we set forth how all sin can only be followed by hell-poison, but how 
perfect righteousness is necessary if any one would enter into life, and how Christ is our 
righteousness, and his word the good seed which they are to let spring up in their hearts by 
true faith. The example of the seed, and of the tree springing up from it, leads us then, | 
suppose, to a new subject, which is, As the tree, so the fruit. A rotten tree cannot bring forth 
good fruit. Can grapes also be gathered from thorns, or figs from thistles? Rotten trees and 
thorn bushes (such are rampant in this country in a way that often cannot be prevented) are 
cut down and thrown into the fire. This is a very necessary sermon against the opinion that 
sinners can still work righteousness, yes, even earn merit, as all heathens and Turks think. 
When we have thus made clear to them their inward depravity, and stripped their "good" 
works of all their goodness, we then show them Christ, the utterly sinless, the righteous, and 
exhort them to take hold of him in faith and be baptized in his name, that they may thus 
become trees planted by the rivers of water, the joy of God and the delight of angels.

tis the custom in some of our congregations for the bells to be rung when someone 
has passed from time to eternity. When on December 24 of last year, on Monday morning, 
the members of St. John's congregation in Racine, Wis. heard their bells ringing and asked, 
"Who may have died?" they learned to their great consternation that our pastor had died. At 
first they could not believe it, since they had seen their dear pastor in the pulpit on Sunday, 
December 23, and had listened to his sermon. But it was the sad truth: their dear pastor had 
suddenly been called away. On Sunday evening he had been happily and cheerfully 
engaged in the preparations of his family for the dear Christmas feast until about eleven 
o'clock, when he suddenly began to complain of indisposition, and after a few hours he was 
snatched away from his family and congregation. He had suffered from asthma for years, 
and as a result had once had to take a long leave of absence, but had then recovered to 
such an extent that he was able to carry out the work of his rather large congregation - at 
present it counts 225 voting members - alone. That night, however, his old ailment suddenly 
came on with the greatest vehemence, a stroke was added, and so he was called away to 
the blessed end of the day, to the Christmas feast of eternal life. He brought his age to 59 
years, 7 months and 18 days. On Thursday afternoon, the 27th, his disembodied body was 
buried in the ground with great Christian congregation and next to that of his predecessor, 
Father W. Engelbert, who died blessedly on December 30, 1878. In the house of mourning 
Father C. Jager, pastor of the congregation belonging to the Honorable Wisconsin Synod in 
Racine, spoke in the church the undersigned and Father H. Sieck (English); also the 
undersigned officiated at the grave. 
P. Keller, whose death is mourned by his widow, who is survived by eleven grown 
children, was born at Liverpool, Medina Co., Ohio, May 6, 1841. His parents, farmers, were 
Jakob Keller, of Gross-Ingersheim, Wuerttemberg, and Christine Ezel, of Sersheim, 
Wuerttemberg. He completed his studies at the seminary in Fort Wayne under the 
unforgettable Professor Cramer, whom he used to praise: "He drove us into our studies, but 
even more than his encouraging words we were influenced by his own constant, self- 
denying faithfulness. In 1861, when he was thus only twenty years old, he overcame the 
ministry preaching reconciliation. From 1861 to 1867 he served the congregation at 
Reedsville, Manitowoc Co, Wis. from 1867 to 1872 the congregation at Annayne, Kewaunee 
Co, Wis. These were very miserable conditions and circumstances, which severely tested 
the courage and enthusiasm of the lonely pioneer. From 1872 to 1879 he served the 
congregation at Mequon, Wis. and finally, from 1879 to December 24, 1900, the 
congregation at Racine, Wis. 

The deceased was a right Israelite, in whom there was no falsehood, a straight, 
honest, sincere character, an enemy of all manufactured being, a man who set out for his 
goal without circumlocutions and dodges, firm and persevering in what he had recognized 
as the right thing to do, who, though now and again 
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He was a faithful servant of his Lord, who meant the honor of his Lord and 
the salvation of the souls entrusted to him. He was a faithful servant of his 
Lord, who meant the honor of his Lord and the salvation of the souls 
entrusted to him with all his heart. He did not seek his own in his ministry, 
but was gladly willing to forego earthly advantages and comforts for the 
sake of his dear Lord Christ. His aim was to win souls for the kingdom of 
heaven, and in this he recognized his life's task. Firmly founded in pure 
doctrine, it was at the same time his precious treasure and jewel. He 
proclaimed the pure doctrine to his congregations with a joyful opening of 
his mouth, and as one who had become certain of his cause through 
grace, he confessed it without wavering or wavering. And because he 
himself was so firmly grounded in God's Word and had experienced the 
saving and sanctifying power of the Word in himself, he was also so vividly 
convinced that he could successfully carry out his cause and ministry 
through the Word alone. He therefore did not want to know anything about 
measures and institutions by which one wants to help the Word a little; it 
meant to him: Only that is true, real success for my congregation, which 
is a fruit and consequence of the Word. For this reason he studied 
diligently and prepared himself with great diligence for his sermons, but 
he did not put private pastoral care on the back burner, but both went 
hand in hand. 

Because he was such a faithful servant of his Lord and did not do 
his ministry in such a superficial way, he also received plenty from the cup 
of the cross and experienced how hostile the devil is to the righteous 
preaching ministry and its righteous servants. | have often admired our 
dear Keller because of his resolute, strong, fearless three-strikes and 
defiantly courageous lashing out where he thought it necessary, but he 
has also served many a sorrowful hour when the evil one caused all kinds 
of turmoil, when he did not want to move forward here and there, when 
resistance arose against the Word and therefore also against the minister 
of the Word. Deep, painful wounds have been inflicted on him too, he has 
had to make bitter, very bitter experiences, but to break off the tip of the 
word and to become lax in practice in order to have less ministerial cross, 
that did not occur to him. His successor, therefore, is also overtaken by a 
congregation that knows no other way than that a pastor in doctrine and 
practice, in good days and bad, is constantly guided by the law and 
testimony. 

Our dear Keller was a very faithful, constant friend of our Synod. He 
therefore attended the conferences and synodal meetings with great 
diligence and took an active part in the negotiations from beginning to 
end. When he spoke, he spoke for the cause and for the sake of the cause 
and not for the benefit of this or that person in order to make friends. In 
short, the deceased, with all the weaknesses and infirmities of a sinner in 
Adam, was a justified man by faith in Christ, a faithful servant of his Lord, 
whose name he preached for nearly forty years, a faithful friend of 
Lutheran Zion, a sincere brother to his brethren in the ministry, a godly 
husband and father. Now his Lord and Saviour has harnessed him and 
delivered him from all evil, and that after only a short time. 


Kamps; after a few hours it was over and a pious and faithful servant was 
received more to his Lord's joy. 

The loss of the dear ones is great. The so unexpected, quick 
passing away of the beloved husband and father was a downright 
devastating blow and came upon them like a bolt from the blue. May God 
and the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of mercy and God of 
all comfort, comfort them abundantly with the knowledge of His good and 
gracious will and heal in the best possible way the wounds that He has 
inflicted.

Our Esthen and Letteumisfion. 


In October 1899, the Lutheran readers were first informed about the 
mission mentioned in the Ueberschrist, the latest in our missionary synod. 
Some may have waited since then for further news of the progress of this 
work. In the following, we will share in a few words what we know about 
t. 


First of all, we bring the certainly joyful news that the faithful God 
has so far kept our only Estonian and Latvian missionary in good health, 
in spite of his exhausting work, so that he can regularly serve the small 
groups of sharks he has been commanded to serve. In addition, there is 
above all the second joyful news, that God has crowned his work with 
blessing. The work is not less, but more; the circle is not diminished, but 
enlarged. Though the old evil enemy in Boston and elsewhere, by his 
instruments, has caused the dear missionary much trouble and struggle, 
yet God's word has proved mightier than the weapons of darkness. The 
last year was a time of sifting, but also of blessing for our Latvian and 
Estonian congregations; unfaithful elements were eliminated, those who 
obeyed the Word were strengthened in their faith. 

In the course of the past summer, our missionary once again made 
a long journey across the continent to visit or revisit his scattered 
compatriots and fellow believers and to proclaim to them the holy Word of 
God in their mother tongue. From all places he could report that he was 
received with joy and that his countrymen received and accepted the holy 
gospel with grateful hearts. This time the journey extended to San 
Francisco, Cal. (which was not paid for out of the missionary treasury, but 
by the various groups to whom the missionary preached on his journey) 
and took three months. It is a promising field in the West, especially in the 
Northwest; but it proves to be unprofitable to burden a single man with this 
work, on the one hand, because it is beyond the strength of a single man 
to cope with such a workload, on the other hand, because such journeys 
are made too seldom. 
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to be accompanied by lasting good consequences for the mission. The Commission would 
therefore gladly divide the large area into an eastern and a western half; there is also a 
second worker ready to put his forces at the service of this mission, a young leader who will 
emerge this spring from one of our seminaries; but (and now we come to the less joyful thing 
that we also have to report) may we dare to put a second force at the service of the mission 
if we cannot meet the certainly modest demands of our one missionary? 

Our treasurer's report shows that we closed last year with a deficit, and the beginning 
months of this year are nothing less than promising. Will our dear Christians abandon us 
with the Esthen and Latvian missions, which they, not we, have decided to carry out? Or will 
the reference to our plight fill our hands again, so that we can continue with cheerful 
courage? 

These are questions that come to us as often as we meet as a Commission. The 
answer must be given by the Christians of our Synod, in whose service we stand. 

We believe that when the fact of our need comes to their ears, our fellow Christians 
will respond: A work of God, begun in God's name and hitherto accompanied by God's 
blessing, should not and must not perish for lack of support.

Annual Report on the Lutheran Institution for the Deaf and Dumb at North 
Detroit, Mich. 


As we look back today on another year of work for the benefit of deaf and mute 
children, we give thanks first and foremost to our God and Father for the goodness and 
faithfulness shown to us once again, for the long-suffering and patience with which He has 
borne our wicked ways. To him be glory now and forever! 

In the year that has just passed, our institution was still in the process of 
transformation. The new director moved in. Further steps were taken in the introduction of 
the English language as a medium of teaching. The formation of a society of congregations 
for the administration of our institution and the transfer of the latter to it was and is before us. 
It was inevitable that all the work in and for the institution would be more or less insecure as 
a result. But there can be no doubt that in spite of this impeding circumstance, the result of 
the year's work deserves to be called satisfactory. 

Life in the asylum showed the following picture in the main: serious efforts were made to 
promote Christian discipline and 


The days begin and end with communal devotions. The days are begun and ended with 
communal devotions. The Sundays are properly sanctified by giving the deaf and dumb 
appropriate exercises in the Word of God and in Christian doctrine. On five days of the week, 
from eight o'clock in the morning until one o'clock in the afternoon, lessons are given in 
earnest, especially in religion and also in languages and other subjects. After lunch and on 
Saturdays, the boys are taught gardening, shoemaking, painting, and the use of all kinds of 
carpenter's tools, while the girls are taught domestic chores and female handicrafts until the 
next school day is ready. In the reading-room the children will find opportunity for the proper 
application of their leisure time by reading and playing. In the course of time we hope to see 
our institution blossom into something as beneficial as possible for our pupils. 

There are a number of grievances to be deplored, the remedy of which is beyond our 
reach. For so many deaf-mute children of Lutheran parents are still being handed over to the 
state schools and thus deprived of a truly Christian education. In particular, the day schools 
for the deaf and dumb that have recently been established in many places seem to be a great 
temptation. Therefore the number of our pupils is smaller than it should be. Furthermore, it 
is a great hindrance to us and very detrimental to the children that early confirmation is often 
demanded. The pastors in question should strongly support us in these matters. 

The funds necessary for the management of the cause have also been provided this 
year. It is true that the treasury has often been low. But in the last few months, thanks to the 
willing acceptance of a number of petitions sent out, and thanks to a number of bequests left 
to us by Christians who have now departed from this life, the status of our caste has improved 
in a gratifying way. We also owe a not inconsiderable increase in our assets to the generous 
generosity of individual donors, who gave us considerable gifts of articles of daily use. The 
local Women's Association for the Deaf and Dumb also participated in the work in this regard 
with great zeal. We would like to express our heartfelt thanks to all donors and to the guide 
of hearts who created the willingness in them. We continue to pray for our institution: "Give 
us this day our daily bread." 

Our present meeting is expected to be our last annual meeting. The necessary law 
has been passed by our state legislature, which makes it possible to found an association of 
communities for the purpose of continuing our work. In the next few months, the necessary 
steps will be taken to carry out this plan, so that we will be able to complete the transfer at 
the end of the school year. We are confident that this will promote the welfare of our 
institution, and in this respect we gladly resign from the work that has become dear to us. 
We wish the new society the richest blessings of God and the best success. 

May the faithful God continue to hold His hand over the Lutheran School for the Deaf 
and Dumb, shielding and blessing them.

Luther's Anger Against the Papacy. As is well known, when Luther left 
Schmalkalden in 1537 in deathly illness, i.e. in the face of death, he called 
out to the bystanders, among other things, the words: "May the Lord fill 
you with his blessing and with hatred against 
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the pope." The latter words have recently been quoted by the Roman 
press as proof of a hateful, unchristian attitude. But the matter stands 
thus: He who knows the pope and yet does not hate him cannot love 
Christ, because the pope is the greatest enemy of Christ and His Church. 
The pope does not want Christians to be saved through Christ's merit and 
does not want Christians to abide in Christ's word. The pope even now 
annually curses the gospel of Christ and all who believe that gospel. In 
short, he that is Christ's friend must be the pope's enemy. F. P.

War and Mission. We read in a German missionary journal: "The 
pressure of the protracted war in South Africa weighs more and more 
heavily on the Hermannsburg Betschuan Mission. The communication 
between the mission leadership and the missionaries is very difficult. Only 
sparse news reaches us from the Transvaal stations. And once a Brie 
comes, he reports many sad things. The young missionary Kaiser had 
happily reached his home in the Transvaal in 1899, but hardly had he 
begun to support his 72-year-old father in Hebron when a fever epidemic 
put him on the sick bed, and hardly had he recovered when he and his 
old father were taken away as prisoners of war to Capstadt. There they 
now sit with many other German missionary sons and members of the 
German congregations, eating bread of tears. Others are in Ceylon or St. 
Helena. - A letter recently received in Hermannsburg from the young 
missionary W. Behrens, formerly in Bethania, now a prisoner in Pretoria, 
brings the sad news that three Hermannsburg missionaries have again 
been captured by the English, despite their strictly neutral conduct, and 
this time taken away to Pretoria, so that six Hermannsburg missionaries 
in all are now prisoners. Our missionary work,' he writes, ‘is now 
completely over. There was much weeping in my congregation when | 
had to leave them..... O how we long for peace, and pray God to give it 
to this poor land; pray the Lord to be gracious to us.'" 

The successes of the mission to the Gentiles are sometimes considered 
insignificant. In order to prove this, one picks out a missionary field where 
the basic work is still to be done and points to the small number of 
converts. In order to arrive at a just judgment, however, one must place 
beside the new territory, which is only just being cultivated, such regions 
where the harvest is in full swing. This is the case at present with the 
Rhenish Mission in Dutch India. The German missionaries working there 
can hardly cope with the blessings flowing to them. They baptized 2465 
newly converted heathens from the island of Sumatra in a single year, so 
that the number of souls in the mission congregations there now amounts 
to 43,883. This fine success is all the more creditable because among 
the new Christians are many former Muhammedans. Islam, as is well 
known, presents the greatest difficulties to Christian missions elsewhere.

On the island of Mas, which has become sadly famous because of the 
notorious headhunters, quite unexpected progress has also been made 
recently. The missionaries there have never had so much to do as now. 
They are asked from all sides for teachers, so that they cannot satisfy all 
areas. The missionary Momeyer in Sogae-adu sees himself forced to 
build a meeting house, which should hold at least 1000 people, only one 
year after occupying this station. The heathens willingly provide the 
building materials. When Momeyer was still busy with the construction of 
his house, they already besieged him with the request for baptismal 
instruction. He could have baptized hundreds in the first year if he had 
not been careful with the preparation. In view of the unusually rich harvest 
time there, the Rhenish Mission had some young missionaries, who could 
get away in China, go over to this field of work as quickly as possible.

This famous and so richly blessed communion hymn, whose melody 
reflects the incomparable intimacy of the text quite splendidly, comes 
from the mayor Johann Frank in Guben, who is one of our most important 
hymn writers and comes quite close to Paul Gerhardt, whose 
contemporary he also was (he died on June 18, 1677). Duke Bernhard of 
Meiningen (at the beginning of the last century) ordered every time he 
wanted to go to Holy Communion that this song should be sung, which is 
why it was soon called among the people only "the duke's song” or "the 
prince's song". 

Before Emperor Joseph II's edict of tolerance, Protestants in Austria 
were forbidden to live their faith and to gather to practice it. One day a 
large number of peasants had the strange idea of meeting in a tavern 
under the pretense of drinking a jug of beer and celebrating Holy 
Communion. A Protestant countess, who had just passed through the 
village on a journey and stopped at the inn, joined them; to her 
astonishment she heard the peasants singing the hymn, "Adorn thyself, 
O dear soul," and she sat down with them and joined in the singing and 
celebrating.

The Christian's hope. 


Some years ago two coffins were unearthed near Thessalonica, one from the pagan 
period, the other from the Christian period. The coffin from the pagan period had the 
inscription, "In death no hope!" On the coffin from the Christian era, on the other hand, we 
read, "Christ is my life!"

The sad story which Luther tells in the sermon on the fifteenth Sunday after 
Trinity with the following words happened in the year 1534. "Now our Lord God not only lets 
us know by His word that He is displeased with our avarice, and that the oppressors of their 
goods should not enjoy it, but He also proves it by daily 
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Example. | want to say one thing as a warning, which happened the other day, if some would 
take offense at it: There was a farmer not far from Wittenberg, who also maltreated his life 
nthe marketplace and translated the people, as they are all wont to do now, who went to 
his ground and wanted to look at his grain; then the devil made a ghost before his eyes, so 
that he found the ground empty and could not see any grain on it. The wretched miser is 
rightened and thinks that the grain has been secretly stolen from the ground, and goes 
down with great weeping and wailing and says that all his grain has been stolen from the 
ground; because the wife and the servants run out to see about it, the wretched man hangs 
himself underneath and strangles himself by the rope before they come to him again; And 
yet he was deceived by the devil, because all the grain was still lying on the ground 
unharmed; but the devil heard him, because of God's decree, so that he could not see a 
grain." 

Luther adds: "This, | say, has happened to us at the door to frighten and warn us: for 
although all will not be so punished as this man, yet every one who despises the admonition 
of Christ will find his damnation at the last day." (Walch, XI, 823.)

In Luther's "Interpretation of the Ten Commandments, Preached to the People at 
Wittenberg," we find the story of the two Cardinals. Let us hear what the story is and what it 
teaches. 

"Nor is it to be despised that | have said that one should begin from bodily goods to 
recognize God's good deeds. For we read in history that at the time of the Concilii at 
Costnitz, when two cardinals were riding to the Concilium, they saw a shepherd in the field 
who was weeping. But one of them was moved to compassion and said: | cannot ride by, 
for | have heard and comforted the man before. And when he came to him, he asked him 
why he wept? And when the shepherd would not tell him, and was grieved, the cardinal 
stopped and forced him to confess it to him. At last he began and said: "When | look at this 
animal (he meant a toad that lay before him) and consider that God created me into such a 
noble creature, an erect, graceful, and sensible man, and | have never thanked him that he 
did not also create me into such an abominable toad, and | bitterly weep for that. When the 
Cardinal saw the unusual remorse in the man, he was frightened, immediately struck 
himself, and thought that he had received much greater favors from God than the shepherd, 
and yet had been much more ungrateful to him, fell from the mule as if he were dead. At 
last, when his servants had picked him up and brought him into the city, he cried out all the 
way: O holy Augustine, how true is thy saying: The unlearned rise up and snatch heaven to 
themselves, and we with our art and doctrine roll in flesh and blood. (Walch, Ill, 1809 f.)

Why is a Lutheran congregation, despite the sacrifices required, a 
faithful caretaker of the Christian 
Community school? 


Looking at the school system in our Synod, we must confess that our dear 
congregations are generally compelled to make great sacrifices in order to establish and 
maintain a Christian school in their midst. Let us bring this before our eyes by an example. 
There is the congregation at Schulheim. About thirty years ago the first settlers came to this 
region. They were Lutherans who had just moved to Germany after America. There were 
only a few families and they were very poor in earthly money and goods. They settled in the 
middle of the bush. It took hard work and sour sweat to clear the forest. But soon they had

their daily bread. And now that they could call the soil under their feet their own, they wer 
content with their earthly lot, despite all the hard work. But there was one thing they sore 
missed, and that was the good word of God for themselves and their children. When they 
met together, they often talked about their church and their school in the old country. But 
their longing for the word of God was soon to be satisfied. The Lord, who provided them with 
earthly bread, also gave them the bread of life. 

A Lutheran traveling preacher heard about the new settlement and sought them out. Every 
fourteen days he preached the Word of God in their homes. The settlement grew, and the 
traveling preacher was soon able to establish a Lutheran congregation. Although the 
members of the congregation were all still struggling with the greatest poverty, they 
nevertheless decided to build a little church. The joy was great when the congregation was 
able to move into it for the first time. They were now provided with the preaching of the Word 
of God for the adults. But almost nothing had been done so far for the

Christian school lessons for the children, of which there was no lack in any family. The 
traveling preacher had not completely overlooked the children, but had also taught them the 
Word of God as much as his time allowed. But he could not do much, since he had to hurry 
from place to place. 

Encouraged by the traveling preacher, the congregation appointed its own preacher 
who, in addition to his work as a preacher, could also devote himself especially to the school. 
Since the church was not suitable to hold school in, the congregation built its own school 
building on a newly purchased piece of land. The pastor was passionate about his work in 
the school and devoted himself to it with all his zeal. By God's grace, the school grew and 
flourished under his diligent work, and with the school also the congregation. In order to make 
room for all the listeners, the congregation had to build a new, spacious church building. The 
old church was torn down and a large, beautiful church was putin its place. The congregation 
and school grew, but so did the work for the pastor. The congregation realized that their 
faithful preacher, who was zealous in the church as well as in the school, would have to 
collapse under the burden of work if no remedy was found soon. They therefore unanimously 
decided to appoint a teacher for their school. 

The new teacher was an efficient schoolmaster. His greatest joy was to be in the 
school and to teach the children God's Word and other useful knowledge. God's blessing 
could therefore not fail to come. The school soon filled up so much that the children almost 
pushed out the walls. If the congregation did not want to spill God's blessing on the school, 
they had no choice but to build a new, large schoolhouse in which all the children who wanted 
to enter could find room. This was done. A splendid school building, which met its purpose 
in every respect, was erected by the congregation and dedicated with thanksgiving to the 
good Lord. 
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But what great sacrifices the establishment and maintenance of 
their Christian school had now already demanded of the congregation! 
The congregation had now grown to about seventy families; but there 
were no rich people among them. Some were wealthy; most had just their 
good earthly living. And yet, in the course of about twenty years, besides 
the two church buildings and the parsonage, they had built two schools 
and a teacher's residence, and had bought the land on which the buildings 
stood. Besides the pastor, they had also paid the teacher out of the parish 
treasury. In addition to this, the same members of the congregation who 
maintained their Christian school with great sacrifices also had to maintain 
the state school as citizens with their taxes. Truly, a great willingness to 
sacrifice! 

But as in Schulheim the congregation had to make, and still has to 
make, great sacrifices for its Christian school, so it is with all the 
congregations of our Synod where a Christian school exists. The 
establishment and maintenance of a Christian school demands sacrifices 
from every congregation. Without great willingness to sacrifice, a 
Christian school can neither be established nor maintained in a 
congregation. And the sacrifices required are precisely one reason why 
most church communities do not have Christian schools. 

But why, in spite of all the sacrifices and expenses, is a Lutheran 
congregation a faithful caretaker of the Christian school? Why do we 
Lutherans gladly give away our money only to establish and maintain our 
own parochial schools in addition to the state schools? Why do we 
willingly and gladly support our Christian schools? 

Every Lutheran is a follower of the old prophet Samuel. Just as 
Samuel once said to God: "Speak, Lord, for your servant hears,” so does 
every Lutheran Christian. Even when he wants the above questions 
answered, the Lutheran says: "Speak, Lord, for your servant hears,” that 
is, he looks into the Word of God and seeks to learn from it what the good 
Lord has to say about the instruction and education of children. And when 
he has heard what the good Lord wants, he does it gladly, even though it 
may impose some sacrifice on him, and he does it willingly because his 
good Lord demands it of him. If we now look at the Old Testament, we 
see how the Lord commands in many places that the children should be 
instructed in his words. Already in Exodus 12 we read that the children 
were to be instructed in the meaning of the church Passover. For so it is 
said there vv. 24-27. "Therefore keep this manner for you and for your 
children for ever. And when ye come into the land which the LORD shall 
give you, as he hath spoken, keep this service. And when your children 
shall say unto you, What manner of service have ye? ye shall say, It is the 
passover sacrifice of the LORD, which passed over before the children of 
Israel in Egypt, when he afflicted the Egyptians, and delivered our 
fathers." Further, Deut. 6:6, 7: "And these words, which | command thee 
this day, shalt thou take to thine heart. And thou shalt sharpen them unto 
thy children, and speak of them when thou sittest in thine house, or 
walkest in the way, when thou liest down, or risest up." And in the prophet 
Isaiah the Lord saith, "Instruct my children, and the work of mine 


Hands to me", Is. 45, 11. The believers in the old testament faithfully 
followed this command of God to instruct their children in the word of God. 
This testimony is given by the Lord Himself. For example, the Lord says 
of Abraham, "For | know that he will command his children, and his 
household after him, to keep the ways of the Lord, and to do that which is 
right and good," Gen. 18:19. And how the fathers of the Old Testament 
so diligently practiced Bible history, of which the whole 78th Psalm is a 
resounding proof. If we look to the New Testament, we find Eph. 6:4. the 
emphatic exhortation, "Fathers, provoke not your children to anger, but 
bring them up in discipline and admonition unto the Lord." 

From this and the previous passages we can see most clearly that 
it is God's will that even the children should learn the Word of God, so 
that they may know how to serve God. But someone might say, "No one 
denies this, except the gross blasphemers. All readily admit that children 
need Christian instruction. But this instruction is to be given to the children 
by their fathers, their parents, as it was in the Old Testament. The parents 
themselves should instruct their children in God's Word and bring them 
up in a Christian way. The parents' homes are to be the Christian schools. 
According to God's order and command, parents are not only to take care 
of their children with fatherly concern, love and benevolence, to feed them 
and defend them, but they are also to instruct them faithfully in the Lord 
and to set before them the blameless example of pure faith, righteous 
living and good morals. But how then, if the parents did not instruct their 
children in the word of God, did not faithfully instruct them in the Lord, and 
did not inculcate in them the word of God? Is this none of your business? 
Can you, as a Lutheran Christian, say, "Shall | be my brother's keeper?" 
And that in many, yea, in most homes, the children do not receive daily 
instruction in God's Word, we all know. It is true that this happens in 
Christian homes, that mothers recite prayers to their little children, and tell 
them a Bible story now and then; but in most homes the instruction goes 
no further. 

But the fact that nothing else happens has various causes. With 
some parents it is indifference. They lack the right understanding. They 
think that the instruction of their children in the Word of God is not so 
necessary. Others, and this is probably the greatest number, are too 
unskilful to teach their children; either they lack the necessary knowledge 
or the gift of teaching. There are then also many parents who would be 
sufficiently skilful and capable to teach their children the Word of God. But 
they lack the time. The father must go about his daily business, whether 
he be a farmer, a merchant, a craftsman, or a day laborer. From early in 
the morning until late in the evening he must be active in his profession, 
and so finds no time to teach his children. It is the same with the 
housemother. As a rule, she is so overloaded with housework that she 
often only manages to recite a little verse to her little ones with little effort. 
The rest of her time is taken up with cooking, baking, washing, sewing, 
mending and cleaning the house. Only to 
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often our housemothers have to complain that the day is not long enough 
to do all the work. 

Now, of course, parents could appoint home teachers to teach their 
children, as was often done in Germany in the past. But how many 
families would be able to hire home teachers? In our congregations only 
very few. For most of our members are not in such a position in the world 
that they could afford such an expense. 

Who, then, is to enter into the means of making the children receive 
the Christian instruction commanded and required by God? Certainly the 
Christian community itself. It has a divine command to do so. It would not 
be fulfilling its high missionary calling if it did not do so. This will become 
quite clear to us when we consider the words of the Savior, which are 
found in Matt. 28. For after the Lord had said to His disciples in the 19th 
verse of this chapter, "Go ye therefore into all the world, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost," He continues in the 20th verse, saying, "And teach them 
to observe all things whatsoever | have commanded you." According to 
these words of our Lord JEsu, then, all nations are to be made his 
disciples by baptism, and taught to keep all that he has commanded. But 
among the nations we also count the children, and every Lutheran 
congregation takes care of this and sees to it that all its children are 
baptized. A Lutheran congregation would exclude such parents from its 
fellowship who did not have their children baptized. Now if a Lutheran 
congregation sees to it that the children belonging to it are baptized, it 
must also be obedient to the second part of the saying, which is, "And 
teach them to observe all things whatsoever | have commanded you." 

Here, then, a Lutheran congregation must repeat after Samuel: 
Thou hast spoken, O Lord, we will hear. We want to teach those whom 
we offered to you in baptism everything you have commanded. This is the 
high missionary calling that every Lutheran congregation has. For the 
Lord has given the command to baptize and to teach not only to the 
disciples, but to the whole of Christendom, to every single congregation. 
Every Christian congregation, therefore, has the sacred missionary duty 
to provide for the Christian instruction of the children, so that they may be 
instructed in all matters of Christian doctrine. But how could this 
instruction be done better than by establishing and maintaining Christian 
schools? The sectarian churches also know this when they go out into the 
heathen countries. They, who have no Christian schools for their own 
children at home, immediately remember the command of the Lord when 
they come to the heathen. Not only do they address the adults and preach 
the gospel to them, but they also immediately establish Christian schools, 
gather the children in and teach them the Word of God. And our 
missionaries in the East Indies do likewise. Should we then want to be 
obedient to the divine command when we go to the heathen, and on the 
other hand neglect our own children, our flesh and blood, our children 
whom we have brought to baptism according to the divine command? 
Verily, if we did so, we should come under the apostle's judgment. 


But if any man provide not for his own, especially for his own household, 
he hath denied the faith, and is worse than a heathen. What we would do 
for the children of the Gentiles, we should certainly not neglect to do for 
our own children. 

"Yes," you say, "in our church we also teach our children to keep all 
that the Lord Christ has commanded, but it is not exactly done in a 
Christian school, the preservation of which would burden us with too great 
a sacrifice. We do it differently. When our children have grown to the point 
where they are to be confirmed, we send them to our pastor for 
confirmation classes for five or ten months, and he teaches them 
catechism and Bible history so that they learn everything. Now it is 
certainly true that a child gifted with a good memory can memorize the 
main parts of the catechism and the most necessary Bible verses in a 
short time. But do you really believe that such things become as it were 
flesh and blood with the child, that the child really learns to grasp, 
understand, and apply everything? Do you believe that in so short a time 
such a foundation of doctrine and faith can be laid in the child that he will 
later not only know how to distinguish the true from the false and the good 
from the evil, but will also be able to stand firm against the many 
temptations and dangers, against the many enticements and persuasions 
of unbelievers and false believers? In such children, who have had but 
brief, and therefore usually insufficient, Christian instruction, the word of 
the Lord is in many cases fulfilled, "They have no root; for a time they 
believe, and in ‘the time of temptation they fall away." As the hothouse 
plants lack sap and vigor, so also in the spiritual the children who have 
been hurriedly brought through the catechism. 

And even if the teaching of Confirmation were a fruitful teaching, | 
ask you, where did the good Lord say that a Christian congregation should 
not have its children taught in His Word until they have already reached 
the age of thirteen or fourteen? We read in Scripture that the Lord Christ 
says to the apostle Peter, "Feed my lambs." Surely the lambs of the 
church do not include only the children of thirteen or fourteen. The duty of 
a Christian congregation toward the children in regard to the instruction 
of God's Word certainly begins as soon as the children are able to follow 
Christian instruction: Christian instruction. Therefore the apostle Paul 
praises it and mentions it praisingly that the grandmother Loide and the 
mother Eunice had already instructed Timothy in the Scriptures from 
childhood, 2 Tim. 1, 5. Therefore that church in whose midst only the 
confirmands are instructed in God's Word certainly does not do its duty 
and obligation to all its children. 

Another says: "We have a Sunday school because we cannot afford 
to establish a Christian church school. In our Sunday school, however, 
the children are instructed in the Word of God every Sunday from an early 
age. We therefore do not even need a church school." Now we readily 
admit that the seed of the divine Word scattered in the Sunday School is 
not entirely without fruit. 
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but the Sunday school will never be sufficient for a Lutheran congregation. 
For one thing, in most cases there is a lack of puffing teachers. On the 
other hand, it will only seldom be possible in Sunday school for all the few 
to memorize the catechism and the Bible verses. For there is usually not 
enough time to listen to the children properly. Also, it is not a good idea to 
help the children's diligence with a rod during Sunday school. Very often 
everything will only be a more or less superficial work. How little the hearts 
and minds of the children are generally grasped in the Sunday schools 
can be seen from the tremendous efforts that must be made to bring the 
children into them and to keep them in them. Picture sheets, premiums, 
cards, and little cards must often be distributed in order to lure and hold 
the children. All this need not be done in the Christian schools, which are 
attended by children who are, or have been, pupils in our Christian 
schools. No, the Sunday school can never be a substitute for the Christian 
church school, any more than one meal on Sunday is sufficient for the 
whole week, however excellent it may be. 

So we see that only then does a Lutheran congregation fully comply 
with Christ's command: "Teach them," namely also the children, "keep all 
that | have commanded you," if it establishes a Christian school in which 
the children are instructed in the truths of salvation on a daily basis, with 
all seriousness and zeal, so that they can believe rightly, live a Christian 
life, and die blessed. For only then, when they have learned this rightly 
and thoroughly, will they know what Christ has commanded us. 

That reading and singing are taught in the Christian school, in 
addition to instruction in the catechism and in biblical history, is probably 
self-evident according to the words of Scripture: "Continue reading" and: 
"Teach and admonish yourselves with psalms and hymns. But our children 
also need knowledge for this life, for their later earthly occupation, such 
as writing, arithmetic, English, geography and history. But since it is very 
important that the children also receive the right Christian view in these 
worldly subjects and that these subjects are taught in the right Christian 
spirit and sense, the Christian parents in the congregation will see to it that 
these are also taught in the Christian school. Then the parents will know 
that their children are receiving a truly Christian education in every 
respect. And the congregation as a congregation will itself see to it that 
even in the secular subjects of instruction something is not taught that is 
contrary to the guidance of the Word of God. The congregation will see to 
it that its school is and remains a Christian school, that is, that the teaching 
and discipline in the school is a discipline and admonition to the Lord. It 
will be their constant task to see to it that their church school not only bears 
the name "Christian," but that it is so in reality. In other words, a Lutheran 
congregation will never allow its school to degenerate into a mere school 
of writing or arithmetic, and that the 


Word of God is only done as a sideline. Rather, they will take great care 
that the Word of God always takes first place in their school and that all 
other subjects are subordinated to it, so that everyone can recognize that 
the school of this Lutheran congregation is a Christian school in which the 
Word of God is sharpened for the children and they are to be educated in 
discipline and admonition to the Lord. 

This also gives all Christians in the congregation the opportunity to 
support and promote the missionary work in their own midst. In every 
community there are families who are either childless or have no school- 
age children. If there is no Christian school in a community, they cannot 
participate in missionary work among the children of their own community. 
All opportunity is cut off from them. But if there is a Christian school, they 
can support it with their money and their gifts, so that the children of poor 
people have an opportunity to learn the Word of God and to receive a 
Christian education. And such people are often able to do much in this 
respect. The poor day laborer or pensioner, who has six or seven children, 
often finds it hard enough to feed them with earthly bread. It is often 
impossible for him to raise the thalers which he should pay for the upkeep 
of the Christian school. Then the wealthy Christian neighbor can step in 
and say: "Because of your poverty the Christian school should not be 
closed. | will fulfill my missionary calling in your children; | will provide what 
you are not able to do." 

Yes, you Lutheran Christian! You dear Lutheran congregation! 
Promote, support, in spite of all the sacrifices demanded, with joy the 
Christian school! You have a divine command to do so. It is your sacred 
missionary calling! Thou Lutheran congregation, be ever a faithful nurse of

Pagan preaching in and around Krishnagiri. 
(Continued.) 


In his description of how he ties in with the daily occupational work 
of his heathen listeners in his sermon to the heathen, Missionary Rath now 
goes on to say: "Drawing water and irrigating the fields is one of the main 
jobs of the Indian arable farmers, as already mentioned. Two men stand 
at a ditch and hold one of the two ropes to which a basket-like net is tied, 
with which they draw water and pour it out on the field next door. Or a yoke 
of oxen pulls the load of water, with which a large iron bucket has been 
filled, up from the depth of the well on a rope running over a wooden pulley. 
The ox-driver then lets the water run off through a leather hose, which is 
fastened to the discharge hole of the bucket, into the water channel and 
pulls the oxen backwards until the bucket reaches the bottom again and is 
filled anew. The most common way of pulling water is the one already 
described: the triple manned hoist. Sometimes there are 
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two or three lifting beams close together to speed up the work.

From the lifting tree, | suppose, someone calls out to me, "Well, 
climb up!" | reply that | have not come to water the fields, but they 
themselves: Ye yourselves are my field. The channel of water goes from 
my mouth to your ears. The water shall fall into your hearts. Nor is it so 
filthy as the water in this waterhole, but pure, holy. Yes, this water here 
that you draw dries up. My water is never-ending water of life: God's Word. 
Where there is no water, all is desolate and barren, only briars grow there; 
so also, where God's Word is not, men are like the briars that prick us when 
we come too near them, and are cut down and thrown into the fire. But 
where the land is watered, there are beautiful rice-fields, or vegetable- 
gardens, or pepper-gardens (for we are here "where the pepper grows"), 
or mango trees, or tamarinds, or palm-trees of all kinds, in which eye and 
heart delight. Thus the people who have God's Word and from it recognize 
Christ and find forgiveness with Him and attain righteousness are plants of 
the heavenly Father, trees in whose fruit He delights and whom He 
transfers to His heavenly garden. 

For where is it not the case that the women (and also many men and 
children) carry water from the well or from the village pond in earthenware 
and brass pots on their heads or on their hips? Then one simply asks: 
What do you need the water for? Thereupon they instruct you about the 
various uses of water. If necessary, one helps them by asking all kinds of 
questions, in order to make them think and explain the details themselves. 
In short, we preach more briefly or more extensively about the three main 
uses of water: drinking, washing, watering. In drinking we may also touch 
upon eating. Both are done, we are told by the people themselves, with the 
mouth. We ask: Why don't you also eat and drink with your ears? This| 
again excites astonished shaking of the head and incredulous smiles, until 
we have told them of the bread and water of life. Washing and bathing play 
a great part, in spite of all the dirt that is inapplicable in India. The higher 
castes, like the Muhammadans, spend much time daily in ablutions in the 
Jewish manner. They consider the same meritorious and sin-redeeming. 
The low Pariah population also devotes more or less of the Saturday to 


"Off to Kasi!" your mouth calls, "Run your feet off. 
Do you bathe right away with all diligence: does such black 
ever turn white?" 

Thus reads a well-known verse of a pagan poet after the translation 
of a former friend. The verse often works wonderfully against the defense 
of bathing and pilgrimages as meritorious things. 

Another important task of the farmer is the transplanting of the young 
rice plants from the seedbeds into the large rice fields. We also use this 
process on suitable occasions to make it clear to the people that the earth 
cannot and must not be made into the kingdom of heaven, as they usually 
wish, but that it is rather only the seed field. Whichever plants please the 
Lord, he transfers to his heavenly garden. But whichever plants have 
declined or withered away, yea, whatever is manifest as tares, he will burn 
them all with everlasting fire. Seek the things that are above, not the things 
that are on earth; seek first the kingdom of God and his righteousness. 
These are often discussed topics, which belong here and are directed 
against the earthly sense of the Gentiles. 

Here in the Orient it is according to the proverb, "This one sows, that 
one reaps." Plowing, sowing, watering, transplanting, reaping - all this 
often takes place at the same time, in the various fields lying side by side. 
We come to a field where they are cutting the crops with a sickle (there are 
no scythes). There is also a sickle in the hands of almost every child, for 
cutting and collecting the grass every day. We also meet country people 
at the simple village smithy under a big tree, who are waiting for the smith 
to sharpen their sickles. Who wouldn't remember the song from all this? 

There's a reaper, called Death, who has power from the 
highest God. Today he sharpens the knife, It cuts already 
much better. 

Soon he'll cut it, we'll just have to suffer it. Beware, fair flower!

ian Who had fallen asleep. He was in his twenty-second year near Elberfeld. One day, when he 
was alone in the room, he took down arifle hanging on the wall, not knowing that it was loaded. 
Suddenly it went off. The charge grazed his forehead and punched holes in the ceiling. The 
terrible shock and the apparent danger of death were the outward cause of the complete 
transformation which God's Word now wrought upon him. Now the self-made consolation 
would no longer hold. He did not know how to cope with the anguish of his soul. Even the true 
comfort of the gospel would not stick in his heart. Everything wavered for him. Doubts about 
the truth of the Bible, even about the existence of God, filled his heart. In this dark time God 
let him find the right light through letters from an older brother. He pointed him to Christ's merit, 
and so his troubled heart came to the certainty of God's grace. 

This brother was then in the "Evangelist School" of the well-known Dr. De Valenti in 
Bern. God arranged it so that the deceased also entered there in 1843. De Valenti's idea was 
to train young people who would assist the pastors of populous churches, especially by visiting 
the sick, doing missionary work, caring for the poor and the like. Until the year 1850 the

He was born on 9 August 1818 in Calw, a town in Wirttemberg. In the parental house lived

he took up a position in his home country of Wurttemberg. In 1854 he was 
called to be the head or house father and teacher of an orphanage in 
Mannheim, which mainly took care of neglected and poor girls. The 
deceased worked in this profession for twenty-seven years, first in 
Mannheim, then in Tullingen in Baden. The deceased took this profession 
with great seriousness. It was important to him not only to make the 
children entrusted to him into well-mannered people, but above all to 
make them children of God and heirs of heaven. His own children were 
kept quite equal in education with the others. He was a strict father; but 
out of strictness there was love. Whole parcels of letters that came to him 
every year from former fosterlings bear witness to the faithful work of the 
deceased. His mild, gentle wife faithfully assisted him in this work. In 1857 
he married the widowed Mrs. P. Marie Heyer, née Huber, who bore him 
two children from her first marriage. Of the five children she gave him, 
three died in tender infancy, one son is pleading in our synod in the 
preaching ministry and one daughter is married to Father H. Schwarzkopf. 

God assigned him yet another field of work. For he wanted to work 
and was tirelessly active for God's kingdom. On Sunday afternoons, the 
services held in the Rescue House by those who had fallen asleep were 
also attended by visitors from outside the house; they came regularly; 
there were more and more of them; in short, the house soon became a 
gathering place for those who sought an answer to the question, "What 
shall | do that | may be saved?" but who found no answer where it should 
have been given to them, namely in their churches. Among the many 
preachers in the city of Mannheim there was not one who clearly and 
distinctly showed the way to salvation. Here, however, the testimony of 
Christ, the Savior of sinners, was heard simply, clearly, and forcefully. 
This attracted people. But it also aroused Satan's anger. The reproach of 
the cross of Christ was not long in coming. He who had fallen asleep had 
to taste a good part of it for the sake of the name of Jesus. 

And yet the hardest struggle was still ahead of him. The longer, the 
more it became clear to him that he could no longer remain in the 
unchurched national church with a clear conscience, yes, that not only he 
himself had to leave, but also those who regarded him as their spiritual 
father had to take the same step. He therefore sought to work in his 
environment for the unification of a true-believing congregation on the 
basis of the Lutheran confession. But he found no understanding for this. 
His written and oral testimony was in vain as far as outward success was 
concerned. He stood alone. Thus, after long and difficult struggles, the 
decision matured in him to move to America, and he carried it out in 1882. 
In a "Farewell Greeting to his Friends", which he published before his 
departure, he wrote the following about it: "The reason for this change are 
above all the ecclesiastical conditions of our German fatherland, the 
increasing disruption of the state church. For years | have been praying 
with the prophet Jeremiah: /Oh that | had water enough in my head, and 
that my eyes were fountains of tears, that | might have water enough in 
my head, and that | might have tears in my eyes. 


daughter of my people is so horribly afflicted and miserably broken/ But 
alas, | had to see that the damage is desperately wicked and becomes 
more and more incurable. A church in which the eternal Deity of JEsu 
Christ may be denied unhindered in pulpit and chair, faith and unbelief are 
tolerated as two equal directions, is not the true church of God. For thus 
the sole authority of the sacred Scriptures is overthrown. In the "Verein fur 
Innere Mission Augsburgischen Bekenntnisses" (Association for the Inner 
Mission of the Augsburg Confession), of which | was an active member 
for more than 26 years, | have endeavored to bear witness against this 
apostasy and to introduce God's Word and the symbols of the Lutheran 
Church into my heart and life, but | have found no understanding for this. 
| want to place myself exclusively under God's Word and say with the 
highly enlightened Dr. M. Luther: 'A saying of holy Scripture is so mighty 
that it makes the world too narrow for me’. Therefore the opposing 
objections are too weak to convince my conscience, which is bound in 
God's Word, and to take over the defense of the State Church. Thus my 
resettlement in America, which at the same time coincides with my 
resignation from the state church, is due to the distress of conscience and 
is the answer to a longstanding longing to be in church and communion 
with confessors of pure doctrine, to belong to the orthodox church 
outwardly as well, and to have the pure Word and the unadulterated 
sacraments in it, which cannot happen in the Union." 

The departed man found fully in our Synod what he had longed for 
years to find, a fellowship which in all things simply bowed under God's 
Word. "Like Lot in Zoar," he wrote at that time, "| seem now to be snatched 
from thy rain of fire and brimstone of the evil world.” While it is usually the 
experience of old people that they find it difficult to settle into the 
completely new American conditions, he, although now 64 years old, soon 
felt as much at home here as if he had always belonged to us. 

But God had even more in store for him. He was not only to hear 
the pure Word, but also to preach it to others in a proper profession. At 
the urging of various pastors and synodal officials, he finally decided to 
apply for a colloquium. After passing the same to his entire satisfaction, 
he followed a call made to him to Bremen, Randolph Co, Ill. Here he was 
ordained on Whit Monday, 1883. He spent eleven happy and busy years 
in this small congregation, where, in addition to his preaching ministry, he 
willingly and faithfully taught school, and where many a heavy house cross 
fell upon him. The congregation was well aware of how their shepherd 
carried each and every one of the sheep entrusted to him on his heart, 
how no way was too far and no weather too bad for him when it was 
necessary to visit a sick person, to straighten out an erring person, to 
admonish a deaf person, to comfort a sad person or to do missionary work. 
She therefore carried him on her hands with heartfelt love. While working 
outside, he did not miss his private studies. He usually sat at his study 
table until after midnight. With great diligence he worked out his sermons. 
But he loved to study the history and the writings of the fathers, both the 
old and the new. 
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Church as well as the time of the Reformation. He was also so at home there that he knew 
how to share many interesting and instructive things from it at social gatherings. Even in the 
last two weeks of his life, when he complained a lot about tiredness of body and mind, he 
worked through more than two hundred lines of the just published fifteenth volume of our 
Luther edition with his pen in his hand. This eagerness to learn also made him so fond of the 
conferences that he hardly missed one of them. 
lf he had thought to end his life in Bremen, God had prepared another place for him 
for his old age. When the congregation of his son in Frankenmuth, Mich., heard that the 
deceased would be a suitable person for their vacant position of assistant preacher, they 
called him in the summer of 1994. He also accepted this appointment, "if he was not thereby 
condemned to inactivity, for he was still too strong to eat the bread of grace. There was no 
lack of work here either. In public preaching, in confession, in his dealings with individuals, 
here too he sowed many a seed whose fruit remains for eternal life. And here again the bond 
of heartfelt love and reverence united the congregation and its assistant preacher, and father 
and son worked in perfect harmony. 
Two wishes, which the deceased often expressed in view of his end, God also 
granted him. One was that he remain able to work until his death, the other that his wife, who 
had now shared suffering and joy with him for 44 years, may close his eyes. He stood at 
work to the last. Although the infirmities of old age were beginning to make themselves quite 
felt, he still preached very vigorously, indeed, he seemed to become quite young again in 
the pulpit. On the afternoon of January 21, 1900, he preached his last sermon on the seventh 
petition of the Holy Lord's Prayer. For February 4 he prepared to preach a sermon on the 
swan song of Simeon. But he was to experience for himself beforehand what the aged 
Simeon said of himself. He was allowed to go in peace. Thursday afternoon he was struck 
with a stroke that robbed him of speech and consciousness, and on Saturday, February 4, 
at six o'clock in the morning, the ringing of the bells announced to the largely unsuspecting 
congregation that their dear old pastor had passed away. His faithful wife was allowed to 
turn a blind eye to him. In the meantime she too has followed him into the eternal grave. 

On Tuesday, February 6, the funeral took place with numerous participants from near 
and far. At the grave Father E. Heinecke of Frankentrost held a memorial sermon on Ps. 1, 
4. and described the life and work of the deceased in a lovely way. In the black draped 
church Fr. H. Speckhard of Saginaw preached the funeral sermon on Joh. 4, 46-38. 

So then this labourer in the harvest of the Lord was himself a fruit in the field of God, 
ripened in the storms of life, covered by the word of God, shone upon by the sunlight of 
God's grace, and now taken home into the barns of eternal life. And let us cherish his 
memory, contemplate his end, and follow his faith.

Confirmation in most of our congregations is now over again, and probably about 
20,000 young Christians in our circles have again pledged allegiance to the Lord until death. 
But so that the blessed impressions of the Confirmation celebration are not soon erased again 
and the holy resolutions do not fall to the ground in a short time, it is necessary that the newly 
confirmed now also diligently adhere to God's Word and Sacrament, regularly attend the 
church services, read the Bible and other good writings, and do not become sluggish in 
prayer. Only a faithful, diligent use of the means of grace will save them from the apostasy 
into which so many confirmed Christian children have fallen. And so it is up to the parents to 
exhort their children to goodness by word and deed and to set a godly example for them. 
Where there is a lack of the fear of God and Christian earnestness, of discipline and 
exhortation to the Lord, ofa right example in a home, the children will soon become indifferent.

Among those confirmed on Palm Sunday there is certainly a large number of pious 
and talented boys who are suitable for study. It is then a sacred duty of parents to consider 
before God whether their son is not also suited for this, and to gladly give their consent that 
he prepare himself for service in church or school. And pastors, teachers, congregations and 
individual Christians should advise and help so that any obstacles are removed and many 
new students enter our institutions in the coming fall. The need of the church requires it. 
Already at the distribution of candidates last May, a serious shortage of candidates for the 
preaching ministry became apparent, and since then, of course, the need has not diminished, 
but rather grown from month to month. From everywhere comes the news that congregations 
and important mission fields are vacant. It is no wonder when one considers that the majority 
of the candidates must be used to fill existing gaps; only the smaller portion can take up new 
fields. In 1900 we had 80 candidates at our disposal; but in the same year no less than 69 
pastors left office, partly through a blessed death (22), partly because of old age, illness or 
other causes (47). And although 4 of the pastors who died had already resigned some time 
ago and 10 of the sick pastors have in the meantime been able to take up a pastorate again, 
there still remains an actual loss of 55 workers. This is also felt by our local institution in these: 
School years. Since no more vicars could be obtained from the seminary in Springfield since 
September, 9 of our students have suspended their studies for the whole year and 26 have 
interrupted their studies for weeks and months in order to do temporary work - a very great 
inconvenience, as is obvious. Next month the distribution of candidates will take place again. 
The number of candidates will probably not be larger, but rather smaller than last year. Two 
candidates have already been sent from faraway Australia; probably two candidates will have 
to be sent to Brazil; our English sister synod, as well as the deaf-mute and negro missions, 
need some new workers. In one area of the Inner Mission, the need was so dire that, with the 
consent of all presidents, two candidates have already been examined and sent out. From 
another mission district, we receive a letter these days: "Now, again, requests for ever larger 
numbers of evangelists are coming from all directions. 
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So we ask the Lord to go out again soon to hire laborers into his vineyard. Hopefully you will 
have many and good ones! Therefore we say again: The need of the church requires that 
our educational institutions be supplied in large numbers in the coming school year. And 
now is the time to recruit pupils and to ask for the necessary means for poor boys to study.

To further substantiate what has been said in the foregoing, we would like to point out 

two circumstances. One is the now vast territory of our Synod. At present it has pastors in 
41 states and territories of our confederation, to which must be added the District of 
Columbia. Only in the following States is it not yet represented: Maine, Vermont, South 
Carolina, West Virginia, Arizona, New Mexico, and in the Indian Territory. But there is a 
suffering pastor residing in New Mexico, who ministers to a larger house church; in the near 
future missionary journeys will be made to Maine and Vermont, as is reported from our 
Eastern District, and Indian Territory is also expected soon to become a missionary field. In 
addition to this, our Synod has gained a foothold outside the United States, especially in the 
Canadian provinces of Ontario, Quebec, Manitoba, Assiniboia, Saskatchewan, Alberta, and 
British Columbia; also in Brazil, in London, and recently Hawai'i has been seriously 
considered from California. How many preachers and teachers will be needed in the years 
to come to continue to supply this large area with churchmen! - Secondly, it should be noted 
that the number of students has by no means always kept pace with the growth of the Synod, 
but was not much smaller ten years ago than it is now. For the sake of clarity, we present 
the figures in five-year intervals: in 1885, 1012 pupils and students studied at our higher 
educational institutions; in 1890, 1088; in 1895, 1146; in 1900, 1068. The growth of the 
Synod, on the other hand, is illustrated by the following figures: in 1885 it had 488, 556 souls 
and 224, 924 communicants; in 1890: 551, 557 souls and 505, 185 communicants; in 1895: 
650, 107 souls and 570, 246 communicants; in 1900: 728, 240 souls and 422, 565 
communicants. The shortage of teachers would have been much more noticeable if there 
had not been a considerable increase in the number of students in the years 1890-1895. In 
1891 the number rose to 1155, in 1892 to 1222, in 1895 to 1255, in 1894 even to 1507. 
Since 1895 there has been a steady decrease down to the number of ten years ago, and 
only in the past year has there been a small increase again. If one now keeps in mind that 
he period of preliminary training for preachers lasts nine years, it is also evident that just in 
the next few years the number of candidates for the office of preacher will not be greater, 
but smaller than in recent years. eR,

And such 
enthusiasts, who do not correctly recognize the essence of our church and do not soberly 
view the future of our church, unfortunately have a big say in our church. | am not speaking 
of the future of our German Lutheran Church, but of the future of our Lutheran Church in 
this country in general. One of our most faithful, sober pastors, the pastor of the largest 
English Lutheran congregation in our synod, has said to me not once but repeatedly: "Our 
church has no future here in this country; it is perishing in the public schools, because a 
spirit is blowing through the public schools in which sectarianism can exist, but not 
Lutheranism. Unfortunately, this realization has not only not yet dawned on our English co- 
igionists as a whole, but it has also been lost in wide circles among our German co- 
igionists. This applies mainly to the East of our country; in the West, thank God, things 
are much better. | do not speak a word against the public schools. ..... The state must have 
public schools for those who need them. But just as certainly the church must have its 
church schools. And for the church school, parochial school, parochial school, | speak." 
After the necessity of a thorough, careful religious education has been proved, it is further 
said: "But how do we come to such a thorough religious instruction and education of the 
youth? Itis impossible to obtain it from the religionless state school. A school which excludes 
and must exclude religious instruction can never promote religiousness; it even indirectly 
weakens the religious consciousness of the pupils. For if religion does not openly and 
honestly permeate all teaching, the thought is nourished that religion is something 
accidental, secondary; at any rate, the thought is not nourished ... that man's chief duty is 
to be a Christian and to become blessed. How parents who are not indifferent to religion 
can be satisfied for their children with a passage from the Bible being read every day in the 
public schools, and that is not even the case everywhere, is not at all comprehensible. There 
is little left to sit on, and that little is far from being understood by the children, and therefore 
of no value." Itis to be regretted that such testimonies are given only by the German pastors 
of the General Council, and make little impression on the great mass of the English 
members of the said church body.

One of the sweetest stories of the whole New Testament is that 
which the evangelist St. Marcus tells us in the tenth chapter of his Gospel. 
Our Lord Christ had begun a long journey through the Jewish land. When 
He had come beyond the Jordan, He had first of all told the people, who 
were 


had gathered around him, preached a long sermon. Then the Pharisees 
engaged him in a long discussion about the question of whether it was 
right for a man to divorce his wife. After he had given this answer, he went 
into a house and then continued his journey. Now he was sitting in the 
circle of his disciples, and they were still talking with him about the matter 
which the Pharisees had suggested. The disciples were glad that they 
could have him to themselves again. But now they also wanted to enjoy 
this togetherness with their Lord and Master undisturbed. 

But what happened? Many women in the village wanted to use this 
opportunity to bring their children to the Lord Jesus. They therefore 
hurriedly set out with them and hurried toward the house where Jesus was 
staying. Here they pressed upon him, and uttered the wish that he would 
bless their children. The disciples became indignant at this disturbance; 
they therefore drove hard at the women and wanted to shoo them back 
with their children. But what did Jesus do? He called out to the women 
that they should approach with their children. Then he took one child after 
another in his arms, embraced and blessed each one, and, rebuking his 
disciples, spoke the words: "Let the little children come to me, and do not 
hinder them; for such is the kingdom of God." From His conduct towards 
the women and the children, and from His words, one thing is clearly 
evident, namely, that a hearty love for the children burned in the heart of 
our Saviour. 

Because his heart was filled with such great love for the children, he 
was also most concerned about their spiritual welfare and their salvation. 
His deepest concern, born of his love for them, was that the children 
should also be blessed and have a share in heaven. How much this 
moved his heart we can see from many words and actions of our Saviour. 
On one occasion, as St. Matthew tells us in the eighteenth chapter of his 
Gospel, the 
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The disciples disputed among themselves about who was the greatest in 
the kingdom of heaven. The Lord settled this dispute by calling a child, 
placing him among the disciples, and saying to them, "Verily | say unto 
you, Except ye be converted, and become as little children, ye shall not 
enter into the kingdom of heaven." But then he added the words, from 
which his great concern for the salvation of the children shines forth most 
clearly, "But whosoever shall offend one of the least of these that believe 
on me, it were better for him that a millstone were hanged about his neck, 
and that he were drowned in the deepest part of the sea." And a few 
verses after this he says, "Take heed that ye despise not one of these 
little ones. For | say unto you, that their angels which are in heaven do 
always behold the face of my Father which is in heaven." To these words 
he adds the following, referring especially to children: "For the Son of man 
is come to save that which was lost." Yes, how much He cared for the 
salvation and blessedness of even the children, becomes quite clear to 
us from the parable told in Matth. 18, 12-14. Jesus said to his disciples: 
"What do you think? If any man have an hundred sheep, and one of them 
go astray, doth he not leave the ninety and nine upon the mountains, and 
go and seek that which is strayed? And if it come to pass that he find it, 
verily | say unto you, he rejoiceth more over it, than over the ninety and 
nine that are not gone astray." Now to whom does the Lord apply this 
similitude? He applies it to the children. For he continues, "Neither is it 
your Father's will in heaven that any of these little ones should perish." 
That the children also may be saved and go to heaven is the heartfelt 
concern of our faithful Savior. 

The concern for the spiritual welfare of the children filled the heart 
of the Lord even after His resurrection. We learn this from the 
conversation the Lord had with the apostle Peter shortly before His 
ascension. It was the third time that the Lord Christ had revealed Himself 
to His disciples. Once more He had eaten and drunk with them before He 
departed from them. It was a simple meal that they had shared with each 
other: Bread and fish were the only foods that had been served. When 
the meal was ended, Christ turned in particular to the apostle Peter, and 
asked him the question, "Simon Johanna, lovest thou me better than 
these have me?" Peter saith, "Yea, Lord, thou knowest that | love thee." 
Says JEsus unto him, "Feed my lambs." By these words Christ means to 
say, "O Peter, see in thy ministry not only that thou save the great and the 
grown-up with thy preaching, but take care especially of the children also. 
Feed especially the children in the green pastures of the gospel. May their 
salvation always be on your heart. Let your first care in your ministry be 
to bring the children to heaven." The concern for the spiritual welfare and 
the salvation of the children is the first thing that the Lord Christ instructs 
the apostle Peter to do. 

Now when a Christian congregation hears that our dear Saviour, the 
Duke of our souls, has come into this world also for the children, to seek 
them and to make them blessed; that He 


that shortly before his ascension he gave the command to pasture them 
in the green pastures of the gospel out of a genuine concern for their 
salvation, and that he left the care for the spiritual welfare of his children 
as a sacred legacy to his church: must not every Christian congregation 
then also be moved by the same concern? Must not then the salvation of 
her children impel her to take immediate steps to have them instructed in 
the word of God, that they may one day inherit eternal blessedness? Or 
may she then consider the cost and sacrifice which such instruction of her 
children in the Word of God would impose upon her? If our Lord Christ has 
bought the souls of our children with his blood, they are truly worth more 
than all the money we have to spend to make them partakers of the fruit 
of salvation. But where could such instruction of our children in the truths 
of salvation take place better than in a Christian school? Concern for the 
spiritual welfare of the children is thus, in addition to the command of God, 
another reason why a Lutheran congregation, in spite of all the sacrifices 
required, should be a faithful caretaker of the Christian school. Only by 
establishing and maintaining a Christian school, in which the children are 
diligently and carefully instructed in God's Word and led to Jesus, their 
only Savior, does it show that the salvation of the children is close to its 
heart. This shows that she, like her Lord Jesus, is filled with heartfelt love 
for the children. 

In the Christian schools of our Synod, besides the Word of God, 
some other things are taught which do not relate to the salvation of the 
children, but are only useful for earthly life. These are the so-called secular 
subjects, such as writing, arithmetic, drawing, geography, world history, 
and the English language. These subjects are taught in all the well- 
established schools of our synod, and they are also taught with all 
diligence and zeal. The teachers who preside over our schools have 
already been taught and trained in these secular subjects at the seminary. 
And they have not only learned them for themselves, but they have also 
received special instructions as to how they should later teach and 
practice these subjects in their schools. Well equipped, therefore, with 
worldly knowledge, they enter the school office, and there is no lack of 
zeal to teach to others what they have learned. There will probably be few 
teachers in the synod who did not instruct the children entrusted to them 
in the secular subjects of instruction with love and enthusiasm. Our 
teachers can be attested to the fact that they strive to promote their 
schoolchildren in secular knowledge as well. They are always anxious to 
treat the real subjects in their schools according to the best teaching 
methods, and make every effort to bring their pupils as far as possible in 
writing, arithmetic, English and other subjects. Even when they have 
already entered upon their duties, their studies do not cease, but they seek 
to educate themselves still further, and to accumulate still more 
knowledge, that they may become the more efficient and skilful teachers. 
They meet in conferences, where they also discuss the teaching of real 
subjects. Our

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Should a Lutheran congregation be inclined, because of possible 
expenses and sacrifices, to withdraw from the care for the souls of its children, 
which the Saviour Himself has so urgently placed on its heart, and to push it 
away from itself? How concerned people are about the earthly welfare of their 
children! How many sacrifices parents make - that we should name them first 
- in order to provide for the physical well-being of their children! If the father 
is a merchant, he is in his business every day, marketing and trading, and 
does not waste any effort to increase his possessions for the sake of his 
children. If he is a craftsman, he is active from early morning until late in the 
evening in his hard work, in order to provide a good livelihood for his children. 
If he is a farmer, he toils in his fields in the heat and cold and undauntedly 
performs the hardest work in order to leave his children a possession. If he is 
a scholar, he writes books deep into the night so as not to leave his children 
penniless in the world. And the mother, too, takes care of herself all day long 
in order to satisfy the earthly needs of the children. Yes, to provide for the 
earthly upkeep of their children, to secure them a good progress in the body, 
the parents spare no trouble and no work and let no sacrifice seem too great. 
The love for their children drives them to care for their earthly well-being 
unceasingly and diligently. But should not this love drive parents even more 
to see to it that, as much as is in their power, their children will one day be 
gathered with them to the right hand of Jesus? For what is the use of all this 
care for the bodily and earthly welfare of the children, if it is not connected 
with care for their eternal welfare? For the Saviour says: "What would it profit 
aman, if he should gain the whole world, and yet suffer loss of soul?" 

If we look further at the state, we find how it too makes the greatest 
sacrifices to promote the physical welfare of the children. In order to enrich 
the children with earthly knowledge, spacious and costly school buildings 
are erected and maintained. The best facilities are made and the most 
excellent teaching aids are purchased. High salaries are paid to good 
teachers. And yet in these schools, built and maintained by the State at 
great sacrifice, only things are taught which are to serve the future citizen 
only for this life. 

If parents, if the state already provides for the physical well-being of the 
children with all its efforts and sacrifices, should a Lutheran congregation, 
which, like its dear Lord Jesus, also loves the children dearly, provide less for 
their spiritual well-being? Certainly not! The concern for the salvation of the 
children should move and impel them to establish and maintain a Christian 
school, in spite of all the sacrifices required. For she knows that her children 
have not only a temporal but also an eternal profit from it. She knows that in 
the Christian school the children receive a treasure which thieves cannot take 
from them and which moths and rust cannot eat. She knows that children are 
taught to keep the covenant which the Triune God made with them in baptism.

Therefore, you Lutheran Christian, you Lutheran congregation, cultivate the 
Christian school, promote it, support it! Remember, your Saviour already had a 
heartfelt concern for the salvation of children.

From our East India Mission. 


Pagan preaching in and around Krishnagiri. 
(Continued.) 


Missionary Nather now shows in his article how he connects with 
shepherds, merchants, tax collectors, policemen, weavers, fishermen, carpenters. 
- Again we must regret that we cannot bring everything. It would be a very 
attractive and edifying lecture. Then he goes on like this: 

How do people relate to this proclamation of the Word of God? First of all, 
there are people who completely avoid it or try to avoid it. In the past, when the 
missionary was new, they listened to him once or twice. They know he preaches 
a new religion. But the old wine tastes better, especially as it is cheaper. They 
consider themselves too learned and too wise to be able to learn anything from 
the missionary. If he comes near them, they withdraw and disappear, or they pay 
no attention to him and surround themselves with aloof majesty. These are mostly 
educated, wealthy, high-ranking Brahmins. For them Christianity is the pariah 
religion. Full stop. If the missionary nevertheless succeeds in getting into 
conversation with them, they soon point to the American Colonel Olcott and the 
English Mrs. Besant as apostles of their noble philosophy and religious doctrine, 
and tell how the Indian "God" Wiwehchananda has won numerous disciples of 
Indian wisdom even in far-off America (especially at the religious parliament in 
Chicago). They accuse the missionaries of ignorance of their Indian scriptures and 
accuse them of intending only the destruction of the Indian caste, of the Indian 
people. 

Secondly, there are people who do not think as far as the foregoing and 
may listen to us for a little while if we are able to stop them and they cannot get 
away with the excuse of hurried work and other things - but they are indifferent to 
everything, saying no won as the most: 

"Akkargj illej" or: "Parawehj illej", which means as much as: 

"What's wrong with it?" "It doesn't matter." "Leave us in peace." "Why do you 
disturb our peace?" "It's all one - whether we go to heaven or hell!" They leave us 
standing rudely like silly boys, or speak seemingly deferentially, "Be so good" (to 
wit: to shirk)!

For what reason they listen to us, of course, is not so easily determined. In many cases it 
remains hidden. Only the Proclaimer of the heart knows this always and everywhere, and 
we trust Him that where God's Word is preached, there are also God's people, that there 
also children of God are born. Whether we do not recognize them, whether they are not 
revealed to us, whether they do not yet publicly confess our faith, yet it is true: "The Lord 
knoweth them that are his." Remember the seven thousand in Elijah's day. Elijah did not 
know them. God knew them as His own. 

Judging by appearances, there are certainly many people among these listeners who 
are indifferent: Comrades of Pontius Pilate, who, as we know, asked, "What is repentance?!" 
They may have listened with great attention to all we said, only to pour cold water on us by 
asking, "Who saw it?" "Do you know it for certain?" "After death we shall know if it is true." 
They demand signs and wonders. Especially do they always recommend the ordeal by fire. 
Or they say, "Show us your God!" We ask them to lay their souls or their minds on our palms. 
How wicked they would be if we were to deny them their understanding, because it cannot 
be seen with eyes and grasped with hands! If they would look directly into the sun, they 
would be blinded. God must be "seen," recognized, with the ears and the heart. He that 
heareth his word here, and believeth on him, shall see him there face to face, and so be 
blessed. But to all impenitent sinners he will be a consuming fire as soon as he appears to 
them visibly. 
Many, very many, even in spite of all listening, sooner or later, more quietly or more loudly, 
reveal their earthly sense by calling out to us: "How much do you give us?" "Will you give us 
fo much" (indicating the measure of what is demanded with their hands at the same time)? 
"Will we" (as Christians) "sit down and eat" (that is, without needing to work)? Or they at 
once set certain prices for which they are to be had, for which, so to speak, they want to sell 
themselves to us. Prices which range from 10 to 1000 rupees (a rupee is about 30 cents) or 
even more. Or they determine the monthly salary for which they want to - serve us. They 
may also simply ask: "What is the benefit" (namely of becoming a Christian, and of course 
in earthly terms)? All this the missionary must more or less include in his answer or in his 
further speech, if he wants to keep the people as listeners and try to win them over. He can 
answer briefly with the Tamulian saying: "Are there also wages (pay) for eating sugar cane?" 
Or he points to the obvious example of the questioners: to their idols of the oil, who always 
do nothing but sit and sleep. Food is also served to them, but they let others eat for them, at 
any rate out of laziness. The true God neither sleeps nor slumbers, but works day and night: 
he sustains and guards and protects the whole world, has daily millions of boarders to 
provide for, causes fewer to be born, etc., than the true God. For this very reason those who 
are devoted to him are not idlers, thieves, or pavement-surfers, but work with their eyes, 
hands, feet, etc., with all their bodily strength. 


sit down all the time! The missionary also often preaches with reference to the heathen's 
desire for wages, or, when he is asked about his wages and the amount of them, about the 
word: "Death is the wages of sin; but the gift of God is eternal life in Christ our Lord. This is 
the wages that every one receives who asks for wages and despises God's gift of grace. - 
Or he also tells the Gentiles that he has not come to buy slaves, but to make them God's 
children. The relation of children to parents is a subject already touched on, and may be 
treated here from another point of view, for instance, in the form of a story: A father had ten 
children, all of whom became unruly to him and ran away, one here and the other there. He 
went out to look for them, seeking them with pain. He also sent out his friends and workers 
to help search for them. The one child they met said, "Will my father also give me wages?" 
The second said, "Will | also be able to sit down and eat without having to work?" The third 
said, "Will he also give me beautiful clothes and jewels?" and so on. But the father was 
grieved that they did not love him at all, but desired only money, food, clothes, etc. He called 
out to each child, or he called out to each of them. He called out to each child or had him 
say, "What is mine is yours." But they all did not believe him, or let themselves be satisfied 
with what he had, but went away to seek riches and good days in other ways, and fell into 
misery. But when they had to turn back to look for their father, yes, he was gone, disappeared 
- there was no helper left! See to it that it does not happen to you in the end! 

In a similar way the missionary speaks to people who have evidently or apparently 
been convinced of the truth of his sermon, and who freely admit and confirm it, often in a 
surprising, even delightful way. But they bring all sorts of excuses, most of which are serious 
enough: "How can | become a Christian alone? | shall be cast out to the caste! None of my 
relatives and fellow-countrymen will then eat with me, none will rejoice with me, none will 
mourn with me. Then | will no longer be allowed to stay in the village, | will no longer be 
allowed to draw water from the communal well, | will lose my house and field. No one will 
give me his daughter in marriage for my son. My daughters won't get husbands. Or what if | 
wanted to, but my wife didn't want to and my children were against it? Can a man leave his 
wife and children? Yes, if four men were to become Christians with each other, then it would 
be a different matter. | suppose | could venture to join in that. Or better still, if the government 
should command all, O, we would all obey. Yes, if the whole world becomes Christian, then 
| will certainly not be absent!" etc. 

Now many things can be preached, for example, the parable of the great supper, 
since the invited guests also had such excuses. Or we may recount the parable we have just 
used, and continue in this way: One of the ten children heard how the father was so glad to 
receive him, 
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.. if it would but return to him, got thereby some longing for home, for the 
loving father. But what said it? He said: "How can | return to my father 
alone? My brothers would then be angry with me, scold me and beat me, 
yes, threaten my life, and in any case want nothing more to do with me! 
No, | cannot come, unless all my brothers, or at least four of them, decide 
to do so: then | could follow their example." But where in the world would 
such a child be, who would gladly go to his father, to his mother, but would 
let his brothers and sisters prevent him from hastening to them, who loved, 
honored, and feared other people more than his faithful parents? What 
would be impossible in the natural, earthly sphere, or would remain 
incomprehensible, is constantly happening in the spiritual, divine sphere. 
God must continually complain: "Hear, ye heavens, and earth, give ear; 
for the Lord speaketh: | have raised up children, and exalted" (created 
men, preserved them, redeemed them, etc.), "and they are fallen away 
from me" (and remain apostates).... . "O woe unto the sinful people, the 
people of great iniquity, the wicked seed, the hurtful children that forsake 
the LORD. ... What more shall they smite upon you, if ye do but the more 
transgress?" Isa. 1, 2. ff.

The 16th chapter of the Epistle to the Romans 


contains, besides a recommendation of the bearer of the letter, the 
deaconess Phoebe, to the church at Rome, v. 1. 2. a warning against 
divisions, v. 17-20. and a praise of God at the end, v. 25-27. all greetings 
to individual persons named and briefly described, v. 3-16. This is natural, 
since it is a letter; and that the Epistle to the Romans contains more such 
greetings than other epistles is easily explained by the fact that it is a letter 
from a great commercial city (Corinth) to the capital of the world at that 
time (Rome). There was lively traffic between the two places, and in Rome 
people and therefore also Christians from all regions flocked together. 
These greetings give us a vivid picture of the intercourse and relationship 
of the Christians and Christian congregations of that time; we see how 
they were connected with each other in unity of faith and in willingly 
serving and thankfully receiving love, how the true visible church of that 
time held together and how one member strengthened itself on the other. 

And this is instructive and comforting for all times. The Bible is 
written for all times as the Word of God inspired by the Holy Spirit. The 
sixteenth chapter of the Epistle to the Romans was also inspired by the 
Holy Spirit. It has been said, of course, that it is too "human", too 
"personal" for that. But if the Holy Spirit condescends to us in such a way 
that he speaks to us through human persons, and through their mediation 
bears witness to us and to all the world of the saving truth, why should he 
not also have inspired St. Paul to add these personal greetings to his 
epistle, which is so rich in content and contains the summa of Christian 
faith and life? And it is not difficult to understand the intention 


to recognize which the Holy Spirit has had in this. If all that is written before 
is written for our learning, that we through patience and comfort of the 
Scriptures may have hope, then this picture of the true visible church of 
God from the beginning of the church should especially encourage us 
Christians of the last time to persevere in brotherly love until the end. It is 
now the time before the end, the time when love will grow cold in many. It 
is therefore necessary that we warm our cold hearts with the fire of love 
that we see burning in the first Christians through these greetings. We 
know that we are to love one another, but when space and time interpose 
themselves between those who are of one faith, the right zeal of love is 
often lacking. 

The true visible church of the last days is still further separated by 
space and time than that of the beginning, as far as we at least know the 
latter. There the main congregations were scattered in the principal towns 
on the Mediterranean. And though the traffic was slow, as there were no 
steamships or railways, the distances to be covered were not very great. 
Now the church is spread over different parts of the earth. And the number 
of Christians of the pure confession is much greater than it was then. So it 
is no wonder that personal contact between Christians living in different 
parts of the world is less frequent. But it is still possible and actually exists. 
And the 16th chapter of the Epistle to the Romans can serve to encourage 
us to cultivate fellowship. 

This cultivation of fellowship can take place on two occasions, on 
visiting trips and on relocation from one country or part of the world to 
another country or part of the world. In both cases | would like to ask in the 
name of our Free Church in Germany that our American fellow believers 
remember our congregations and, if possible, visit them, or rather seek 
them out and stand by them. It may be impossible for some to touch our 
congregations during short visits. And we are far from seeing this as 
neglect. But some people's way leads them through a town or close to 
where we hold services, and they would perhaps like to call on our people 
and attend such services, but they have no idea that their fellow believers 
are so near, or when they hear about it they can no longer stand it because 
it is too late. Therefore it should be thought of at the very time of making 
the itinerary. It is of immense value for the preservation of unity in the spirit 
and for the strengthening of brotherly love if personal acquaintances are 
made and cultivated. Of course, we members of the Free Church in 
Germany will be the main recipients. We are few in number, stand on our 
own, need material help from our fellow believers, and are often severely 
challenged precisely because we are so poor and desolate and have so 
little outward success. For this reason, in addition to the material help 
which we receive in abundance and for which | would like to express my 
heartfelt thanks, we also need such strengthening through visits and 
brotherly encouragement.

A right-wing Fleifche religion. 


A short time ago, a terrible and sad event took place in a small 
western town. A banker was exposed as a forger of notes, a shameful 
thief, and a swindler. Fearing disgrace and cowardice to bear what he had 
been guilty of, he resolved in a deliberate and conscious manner to put 
an end to his life. He then carried out this resolution by putting a bullet 
through his own head. 

After the evil deed one was curious on many sides what would be 
written about it now. Much has been written about it. But the reports had 
nothing to say about the disgracefulness of the theft and fraud and the 
terrible nature of the suicide. It was only mentioned that the man in 
question had been a respected, popular man and had finally gone out as 
a hero. What he had done atrociously was put down as a minor fault, as 
easily forgivable human weakness. Thus the newspapers. 

And more. It was also often thought that the suicide would now be 
buried as quickly and unnoticed as possible. But far from it. For several 
days he was still kept in the house, so that friends and relatives would 
have the opportunity to come from afar, to see him and to attend the 
funeral ceremony. The suicide belonged to the Freemasons and Pythias- 
Nitters, and these wanted to prepare an honest, stately funeral for their 
"brother". But the funeral was also to be an ecclesiastical one; a pastor 
was to be present and hold a speech. Now it was believed that no 
congregation would give up its church building for this purpose, and even 
less that a preacher would be willing to give a speech on this occasion. 


Speech. But what was incredible to some has happened. 

Some of what the preacher said on this occasion is given here. The 
passage is translated from the English. "When our friends depart from us 
to a land which no mortal eye has yet beheld, it is natural for us to feel a 
fresh impulse of love towards them and regret for them. The faults they 
had are instantly forgotten. Their virtues, on the contrary, are glorified in 
our esteem. Far be it that it should be otherwise. It is well that death 
silences the voice of censure and condemnation, and loosens the tongue 
of praise. Who, on such an occasion as the present, would stoop so low 
as to nourish bitter thoughts and speak harsh words? Here at least the 
mystery of existence should make all that is harsh and rude in our nature 
gentle and sweet. The coffin should be surrounded by everything that can 
instill tenderness and respect for the dead or win the living for virtue. An 
expression of disgust or horror is not appropriate here, but manifestations 
of sadness and reflection are in place. Our poor brother fought and fell in 
the battle of life. The burden became too heavy, and he longed for the 
solemn silence and repose of the grave. He enjoyed the confidence of all 
who knew him, the friendship of many, and of the best. He valued your 
friendship more than his life; he took his life in the hope that when you 
saw his poor crossed hands and his silent corpse, you would forgive his 
faults and remember them no more. He felt his faults deeply, and lost clear 
sight when he thought how those whom he loved would suffer, and 
preferred the merciful judgment of God to the unmerciful judgment of men. 
Let him who committed no fault hurl the first stone at his memory. Let us 
who loved him cry out: Ah, my brother! and gently lay him down, Where 
the clods of earth in the valley Will be sweet to his decaying body, The 
forget-me-nots will bloom on the grave, And the gossamer-blowing west 
winds Will sing the lament and the mass of his soul. To his loved ones 
belongs our pity, we mean with them, and commend them to the great 
Comforter." 

This is a true religion of the flesh; for it is of the flesh, and pleasing 
to the flesh. This is the religion of those who are dead in sins and 
transgressions, who are estranged from the life that is of God, who are 
vain in their imaginations, whose hearts are darkened with understanding, 
who think themselves wise, and yet are fools, who know nothing of God 
and divine things, and will know nothing. This is the religion of those who 
sit in darkness and in the shadow of death, and whose works are 
unpunished works of darkness. This is the religion of the enemies of God 
and his word, the children of unbelief, whose minds are blinded by the 
devil, the prince and god of this world, and in whom he has his being. This 
is the religion of those who do evil and hate the light, who love darkness 
more than light and ask nothing of conscience, of God, of God's 
commandment, of religion, of heaven and hell. Woe to a preacher who 
preaches this filthy religion, and woe to all who believe it. 
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And they will live according to it if they do not still repent by God's grace 
and come to the knowledge of the truth. For this carnal religion leads both 
its preachers and its followers to the place where its worm shall not die, 
and its fire shall not be quenched, and the smoke of its torment shall 
ascend for ever and ever. 

Dear reader, therefore, gratefully acknowledge the great grace of 
God that you have a preacher who shows you from the holy ten 
commandments what sin is and how heavy sin weighs in God's scale; 
who freely proclaims to you the curse of the divine law on every sin and 
God's wrath from heaven on all ungodly beings and all unrighteousness 
of men, without any fear of man and complacency toward man, so that 
you may rightly recognize your sin and learn to fear the wrath of the holy 
and righteous God. For the right, righteous knowledge of sin, which can 
only be obtained from the ten commandments, is the first part of true 
repentance. Furthermore, gratefully acknowledge the grace of God in that 
you have a preacher who, after you have come to a living knowledge of 
your sinfulness through the action of the Holy Spirit, and have been 
grieved and frightened by it from the heart, then calls to you the sweet 
gospel: Believe on the Lord Jehovah Christ, who calleth unto him all 
sinners that labour and are heavy laden, that he may refresh them, and 
that they may find rest in him for their souls; and thou shalt not perish, but 
have everlasting life: hold fast to him in faith, and thou shalt have a 
gracious God and a reconciled Father in heaven for Christ's sake. Finally, 
gratefully acknowledge the grace of God that you have a preacher who, 
as a believer in Christ, continues to exhort you by the mercy of God to 
walk willingly and cheerfully in the way of God's commandments and to 
live chastely, righteously, and godly in this world out of gratitude for the 
grace you have received.

The other day a pastor of the Protestant or Uniate Synod in Colorado came 
out quite clearly with the language. A pastor of our synod in that state had 
justly refused to officiate with a lodge at a funeral. Thereupon, as often 
happens, he had been bitterly and spitefully attacked in a secular paper 
for his intolerance cor intolerance, and his action had been called almost 
incredible in our "enlightened" age. Into this matter also mingled a pastor 
of the Unirte Synod, inveighing in the same paper, in the well-known 
manner and "love of peace" of evangelicals, against the whole Missouri 
Synod, to which “all fraternization of Christians among themselves is an 
abomination," and which "alone is hostile to progress in thought and 
research," and whose rigidity "reminds one of the petrifactions in Arizona, 
or of the fossil discoveries in Wyoming." The whole outpouring concludes 
by saying, "There is an important practical side to this matter for Colorado 
Christians. For in planting churches in smaller towns, great care should 
be taken to create such congregations to which lodge brethren, if they 
desire, may belong. Since the ‘Missourians’ absolutely reject the lodges, 
and since the German Methodists have also thrown themselves skin and 
hair into the jaws of the Temperance Singers, the only missionary church 
left for the Germans in the West is the daughter church of the German 
national church, and that is the 'German Evangelical Synod of North 
America’. G. A. Schmidt, pastor at Salem, Denver, Colo." Yes, this is also 
the unholy practice of the Unirte elsewhere, that they say to the people, 
"Do not go to Missouri, come to us, with us you can belong to the Lodge 
without hindrance," and thereby trample under foot the testimony of the 
divine Word against the Lodges. For this, too, they will one day have to 
give an account. But let all Christians be most earnestly warned against 
these unrighteous men, who want to unite truth and error, Lutheran and 
Reformed doctrine, church and lodge.

The Seventh Day Adventists, who strictly celebrate Saturday in the 
Jewish manner, held their great biennial general conference at Battle 
Creek, Mich. their center, which was very numerously attended, even 
from Sweden, New Zealand and other distant countries. Mrs. Ellen G. 
White, the prophetess of this sect, on whose visions great weight is laid, 
and whose "revelations" are accepted as the Word of God, came from 
Australia, in spite of her advanced age, and delivered an address on the 
life of a true Adventist. The membership of these Adventists has increased 
by 12,054 during the past two years, and now amounts to 75,763 
throughout the world. In the Jewish manner they have also instituted the 
giving of tithes, and have thereby collected $1,000, 915 during the period 
mentioned, an increase of 8205, 341. They have also.otherwise 
maintained Old Testament precepts, recommending, for example, the 
strict abstinence from swine- 
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meat, likewise of tea, coffee, etc., and probably carry out these and other regulations about 
the way of life in their ten sanitariums. With their doctrine they stand outside of Christianity, 
as they reject the article of the Holy Trinity. They also assert the mortality of the soul and the 
utter destruction of the ungodly. With regard to the Advent, or the return of Christ, from which 
they take their name, they have strange opinions, and expect this return soon, but they do 
not determine the time of it, as other Adventists have repeatedly done, and have become 
ery disgraced. As is well known, these people are especially zealous in the distribution of 
their books, magazines, and tracts, and know how to give themselves a beautiful appearance 
and to beguile simple-minded Christians. We have repeatedly found in good Lutheran homes 
he life account of Mrs. White, and blatant and savage interpretations, or rather distortions, 
of the visions of Daniel and the Revelation. In fourteen different languages her errors are 
spread, and warnings against them will not be superfluous in some quarters. LF.

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The Protestant or "Los von Rom" movement in Austria is still showing success, and hardly 
a week goes by without a number of persons leaving the Roman Church in a number of 
localities. This movement is now in its third year, and has altogether detached about 20,000 
souls from the Roman Catholic Church. Of course, not all of them have become Protestants, 
but about 4000 have converted to Old Catholicism. And of those who remain, only about half 
have become Lutheran; the others have joined the Reformed Church or the sects, and some 
have not joined any church community at all. Nevertheless, the Gospel is celebrating 
triumphs in the Catholic provinces of Lower and Upper Austria, Bohemia, Moravia, etc., 
which in our time are not to be found anywhere else. Triumphs which are unique in our time. 
In the beginning, as is well known, the whole movement was at the same time strongly 
political. The Germans in Austria, who are under manifold pressure from the other nations 
in that empire, sought through this movement to save German customs, language, and 
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folklore. But this political current is on the wane, while the resignations continue and in som 
places grow stronger. Many a one who in his time left the Roman Church not for religiou 
but for German-national reasons has heard the Protestant sermon that resounds in the 
country and has now become of a different opinion. Thus, some time ago, a young man, a 
general secretary, said to the well-known court preacher Stocker from Berlin: "When | 
converted five months ago, | was not yet a believing Protestant. Now, however, the Gospel 
has grown on me, and | never thought that there could be a faith that could win one's heart 
so completely." A beautiful word was also spoken recently in the Austrian Reichstag by Dr. 
Eisenkolb, a member of the Lutheran congregation at Karbitz, when the Protestant 
movement was brought up there. He said: "We have joined the new confession out of inner 
conviction; we do not want to deceive our new confession, we have taken up the catechism, 
we have learned to pray again after a long time, our inner being has opened up to the 
Christian faith again, our heart belongs to Jesus Christ, the Saviour. We do not tolerate 
anyone, even a clergyman, to stand between us and our God, our Saviour. We are happy to 
fight the battle for true Christianity, for the Gospel, because we are devoted to our Savior 
with all our hearts." Particularly in Bohemia, people think back to the past, to the time of the 
Reformation, when their ancestors were Hussite, later Protestant, until they were 
suppressed and enslaved by the Pabst Church, and want to return to the confession of the 
fathers. In the past two years 40 new preaching places have been founded in Roman 
Catholic regions and 21 Protestant churches have been built, 18 are now being built, and 43 
new pastorates have been established. The latest issue of the “Allgemeine ev.-luth. 
Kirchenzeitung" reports the following about the most recent events and at the same time 
gives an insight into the spread of the movement: "The conversion movement is now making 
such rapid progress in Bohemia and Moravia that it is difficult to keep a clear overview. 
Sunday, March 3, brought significant growth to both the Protestant and Old Catholic 
Churches in many places. In Woratschen, where the movement has spread from Dekau, 19 
became Protestants, and many conversions are imminent; in Mahrisch-Triibau 9 persons 
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were received into the Protestant Church. In the German language island of Wischa 
(Moravia) over 150 have left the Roman Church. In Gablonz it was stated at th 
congregational meeting on March 3 that it had gained 156 members by accession in 1900, 
and over 450 since 1899. 4 were received into the Old Catholic Church in Reitendorf on 
March 3 (mass conversions are pending).

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Ascension. 


Forty days Christ tarried among His disciples after His victorious 
resurrection from the dead. Those were heart-warming, blessed days! It 
is true that the Lord no longer dwelt with them in the same earthly manner 
as before, but nevertheless he had the most sensible visible intercourse 
with them. Because they were to be witnesses of the truthfulness of his 
resurrection, he showed himself to them alive through various 
manifestations: he allowed himself to be touched and felt, ate and drank 
with them, and spoke much from the Scriptures about his suffering and 
the glory that followed. Thus he gradually overcame all the unbelief with 
which they faced his bodily resurrection, and filled their hearts with the 
joyful certainty: "The Lord lives! 

But now also this time had passed. Therefore on the last day he led 
his disciples to the Mount of Olives near Bethany. There they had beheld 
him in his great lowliness as he wrestled with death, and there they were 
also to be witnesses of the glory with which the Father transfigured him. - 
As Christ loved his own who were in the world, so he loved them to the 
end. If sweet speeches had flowed from His blissful lips when He began 
the sour walk to the Father in the great night of suffering, how much more 
in this hour when He prepared to complete the walk! As Elisha of old would 
not leave the departing Elijah, so to-day the disciples pressed closer than 
ever to their Master, to catch every sound of this most beautiful of the 
children of men. Their hearts were full of melancholy, and yet full of great 
joy, Luc. 24, 52. It was good for them that he should go. And while he 
talked with them and blessed them, he departed from them. With 
outstretched hands he left them his divine peace. And he ascended into 
heaven. The disciples looked steadfastly at the departing Lord in 
adoration. Finally acloud came and took him away from before their eyes. 
But the disciples were not sad. Full of praise and glory to God they 
returned to Jerusalem. 


But is not this parting of Christ a cause for mourning rather than 
rejoicing? No! If we understand Christ's Ascension correctly, it will become 
for us a source of richest consolation. 

Christ's ascension was a real ascension. He did not just hide 
Himself, as He did when the Jews wanted to stone Him. Much less was 
his ascension a jiggery-pokery aimed at deceiving the disciples. Rather, 
as a bird soars higher and higher through the air toward the sun, so also 
the body of Christ was taken more and more from the earth, until a cloud 
caught Him up high in the air from the sight of the disciples. Then the Lord, 
with all the holy angels shouting a thousand hallelujahs, took His body, 
crowned with glory and adornment, into Paradise. 

And in this, first of all, there is sweet consolation for us. For it is our 
Mediator who has so gloriously ascended into heaven. His very ascension 
testifies loudly that through him heaven has been opened to men again, 
that access to the Father's heart has been opened again, and that 
therefore also the body of all the faithful in Christ shall one day continue 
in this way to eternal life. As Christ says, "Where | am, there shall My 
servant be also," John 12:26; and, "Father, | will that where | am, they also 
which Thou hast given Me may be with Me, that they may behold My glory 
which Thou hast given Me," John 17:24. 

But we have to look at Christ's ascension from another point of view. 
The Scripture says: "He was raised up to heaven, and sitteth at the right 
hand of God," Marc. 16:19; "God hath set Christ at his right hand in 
heaven,” Eph. 1:20. What may this mean? Does it mean that God the 
Father has given his Son Christ a royal seat in heaven, so that one can 
say: Here sits God the Father, and there sits God the Son? Does it mean 
that Christ now sits up there in the heavenly chamber, and therefore is not 
here on earth, just as we men here on earth are ina 
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and therefore are not in heaven? Let that be far off! That would be childish thoughts about 
divine things! "He sitteth on the right hand of God: God hath set Christ our Saviour, our 
brother, our flesh and bones, on the throne of divine majesty; so that the man Jesus also 
ruleth and reigneth with God over all things in heaven, and in earth, and under the earth, 
present and mighty, Philippians 2:9, 10; yea, that only through Christ our brother doth God 
exercise his divine government in all places, 1 Corinthians 15:25. God hath made Christ 
Lord over the work of his hands, and hath put all things under his feet, Ps. 8:7. There is 
nothing that is not subject to Christ, not only in this world, but also in that which is to come, 
Eph. 1:21. Because it was God's good pleasure that in Christ all the fullness of the Godhead 
should dwell bodily, Col. 2:9, therefore after the ascension of Christ there is absolutely no 
more work of God, except through the human nature of our Lord united eternally with the 
Son of God. "All things consist in him," Col. 1:17; wherefore Peter saith, "Know ye therefore 
all the house of Israel assuredly, that God hath made this Jesus, whom ye have crucified, 
both Lord and Christ," Acts 2:36. 2:36. And Paul saith, Let every tongue confess that Jesus 
Christ is the Lord, to the glory of God the Father, Phil 2:11. 

But you must not understand this as if Jesus had not been Lord before, or as if he 
had only now become Lord again. After his divinity he was always in glory, and at all times, 
even at the lowest stage of his humiliation, he had and used his divine majesty. According 
to his humanity, from the first moment of his conception he was in the perfect possession of 
glory through the impartation of attributes, and had, but did not always use, his divine 
majesty. This is what the Scriptures call the humiliation of Christ, Phil. 2:7. At His resurrection 
He took again the use of His divine majesty after His humanity, but He did not proceed to its 
constant, unrestricted, and complete exercise until He sat down at the right hand of the 
Father in His ascension. This is what the Scriptures call the exaltation of Christ, Phil. 2, 9. 
Therefore, the Ascension is at the same time Christ's ascension to the throne, the beginning 
of His divine reign over the whole Kingdom of God. The right of God is not a special place in 
heaven, but God's eternal power and majesty, Matth. 26, 64. Hebr. 1, 4. 
Now notice! It is precisely because Christ is seated at the right hand of God after his 
humanity that we can heartily rejoice in his ascension. In the state of humiliation he did not 
always use his omnipresence; exalted at the right hand of God, he always uses it. Wherever 
a child of God dwells in the wide world, he can take comfort in the fact that his Saviour, God 
and man, is with him. In the state of humiliation Christ did not always use his omniscience; 
exalted at the right hand of God, he always uses it. Wherever a child of God dwells in the 
vastness of the earth, he can take comfort in the fact that his Savior, God and man, knows 
all his sorrows, even the most secret desire of his heart. In the state of humiliation Christ did 
not always use his omnipotence; exalted at the right hand of God, he always uses it. Where 
on the wide earth 
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round a child of God dwells, he may take comfort that his Saviour, God and man, can and 
will dispel all dangers, and help above supplication and understanding. 

And finally, Christ's sitting at the right hand of God gives constant comfort in all 
distress of sin. In the days of his flesh he, as the true high priest, sacrificed himself for the 
sins of the race, and with his holy, precious blood, and with his innocent suffering and death 
for eternity, he has satisfied the iniquity of all men. But Christ is still high priest today. He 
remains a priest forever. He entered heaven to appear before the face of God for us, Heb. 
9:24. Now he no longer wants to make atonement for us, for he did that once, but he wants 
to give us the atonement he has earned. He is a merciful high priest, who has been tempted 
in every way as we have been tempted; he can have compassion on us in our weakness. 
He can help those who are tempted. He ever liveth and prayeth for us. Now let no one 
despair even in the most grievous guilt of sin! We have an advocate with the Father, Jesus 
Christ, who is righteous. His blood speaks better than Abel's blood. Who will condemn? 
"Christ is here, who died; yea, rather, who was also raised from the dead; who is at the right 
hand of God, representing us," Rom. 8:34. 

But of course, out of love and thanksgiving we should now also purify ourselves from 
our former sins, and strive for that which is above, where Christ is. Our mind should no 
longer be earthly. As Christ, our Head, is in heaven, so also we in Him are translated into 
the heavenly being. So shall our walk be in heaven. How long it will be before Christ, our 
life, is revealedin his glory! Oh, that we should not then be ashamed before him in his future! 
He that overcometh shall inherit all things with Christ. This is the promise: "To him that 
overcometh will | give to sit with me in my throne; as | overcame, and sat with my Father in 
his throne," Revelation 3:21. 

"Behold, | am coming soon!"

Why is a Lutheran congregation, despite the sacrifices required, a 
faithful caretaker of the Christian 
Community school? 


3. 

In the thirteenth chapter of the Gospel of St. Matthew, the Lord Christ wanted to 
teach the people and His disciples about the future of the Kingdom of God here on earth. 
He gave this instruction in the form of a parable. For He said, "The kingdom of heaven is 
like unto a grain of mustard seed, which a man took and sowed in his field, which is the least 
of all seeds: but when it groweth up, it is the greatest of cabbages, and becometh a tree, 
that the fowls of the air may come and dwell under the branches thereof." What the Lord 
JEsus meant by this similitude of the mustard seed is easy to say. It was evidently this: The 
beginning of the kingdom of God will be everywhere first a small, little, and un- 


will be more apparent. But through the power of the living and powerful Word of God, as the 
mustard seed through the dew and rain from heaven, it will increase and grow, so that at last 
the branches of the kingdom of God will extend over the whole earth. The kingdom of God 
will increase and expand everywhere. 

What Jesus says here about the Christian church in general, namely that it will 
increase and grow, also applies to the true visible church of God here on earth, to our 
Evangelical Lutheran Church. Yes, the Lord also paints a picture of that part of our Lutheran 
Church which has found its home here in America. What a small seed our Lutheran Church 
was here in America fifty years ago, and what a large tree it has grown into since then. 
Almost all over America her branches and twigs extend, and in the shade of this mighty tree 
many, many souls now find refreshment. But all this, by God's grace, is only the fruit of the 
faithful sowing of the divine seed. 

In describing the growth of his church, the Lord does not promise any church 

community that it will increase and grow if it does not use the seed of the divine Word to 
scatter it with untiring diligence. Instead of growth, there will be atrophy, even withering. How 
many a church fellowship has not flourished like a glorious tree for a long time; but when it 
became sluggish and slothful in sowing and tilling the field, it ceased to grow and flourish, 
nay, at last disappeared altogether, so that its place can no longer be found. Let us only think 
of the glorious Asia Minor churches! These flourished beautifully for a time; but when the 
Christians became indifferent to the Word of God, and no longer cared for the propagation 
of it, they disappeared from the face of the earth. A similar fate would now befall our Lutheran 
Church here in America, as soon as we no longer wanted to care about its continued 
existence. It would and must then also perish. 
The only means, of course, by which we can ensure the continued existence of our church 
is the living and powerful Word of God. For the gospel alone is "the power of God, which 
causeth all to be saved that believe. Now what are the occasions which the church should 
use to scatter the seed of the divine word, and so secure its continuance? One is, that by 
preaching, adults who have not listened to it from childhood, may be brought in and enrolled 
init. For this purpose our church is engaged in missionary work. The other opportunity is that 
the children who are already born in the bosom of our church, that is, who already have 
Lutheran parents, are preserved to it through Christian instruction in God's Word. In order 
that our church may endure to the end of days, we should not only bring in adults, but above 
all increase and strengthen its ranks through the children who are already born within its 
borders. It would be a great folly if we worked diligently to make adult Jews and Gentiles 
Lutheran Christians, but did not care for our baptized Lutheran Christian children. 
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nothing, or at least only a little! We are to do both: lead adult Jews and Gentiles into the 
Lutheran Church through missionary preaching, and preserve the Lutheran children of 
Christians through good and diligent instruction in God's Word. 
lf, however, our Lutheran Church did not possess the pure Word of God and the 
unadulterated sacraments, it would be wrong and sinful for us to desire its continued 
existence. We should then rather separate ourselves from her and cherish the earnest desire 
that she should soon collapse into ruins. We should then wish that no new members were 
added to it. We should then also keep our children from joining it. But since just the opposite 
is the case: since our Lutheran church alone among all visible church communities here on 
earth has the Word of God pure and pure and the sacraments unadulterated; since it alone 
offers the consolation of the Gospel to poor sinners unadulterated; since it alone neither 
adds to nor subtracts from the Word of God; since it alone is free from the poison of any 
false doctrine; since it alone seeks to honor God in all things: must it not be our deepest 
concern and our most heartfelt wish that our Lutheran Church may continue to exist until the 
end of time, that it may extend its boundaries ever further and that the number of its members 
may increase ever more? But should it not especially be our deepest concern and our most 
heartfelt wish that at least all the children of Lutheran parents should remain in their church? 
Yes, certainly! If we are faithful sons and daughters of our Lutheran Zion, our love for our 
church must drive us to preserve the treasure of pure Lutheran doctrine for our children. 
But if this is to be accomplished, nothing better can be done on the part of a Lutheran 
congregation than to establish, found, and maintain a Christian school in its midst, in which 
its children are thoroughly taught and instructed in the pure Lutheran doctrine. Love for her 
dear Lutheran church is therefore also an important reason why a Lutheran congregation is 
a faithful caretaker of the Christian school, despite the sacrifices required. The Christian 
school is a Lutheran congregation's planting ground for the Lutheran church. 
History teaches us that if the school in a church community is not in good order, the 
whole community already falls into disrepair. This is clearly shown by the picture of the firs' 
Lutheran church here in America. The first Lutheran preachers who came to America 
established Christian parochial schools everywhere in fellowship with their congregations 
out of love for the Word of God. Where possible, special teachers were employed in the 
schools; and where this was not possible, the preachers themselves put their hands to the 
work and stood in the school day after day. The blessing of such zealous, God-pleasing

work was not lacking. The Lutheran church flourished. But all too soon this zeal for th 
Christian schools waned. Some preachers soon found the school work too tedious, and th 
members of the congregation soon found it too much to maintain their own schools with their 
own money,

Oh, how wonderfully our children are prepared for life in our Christian schools! What 
ne armor they are given in them for their later life! Even if they are surrounded by false 
ievers and unbelievers, they will be able to use their weapons properly by God's power 
d fight and contend bravely for their Lutheran Zion, which they have come to love. They 
prove to be faithful members of our Lutheran Church and, with God's help, will cling to it 
| their blessed hour of death. Our church will grow and increase through them. Love for 
dear Lutheran Church should therefore drive us to be faithful caretakers of our Christian 
ool, so that future members and fighters may arise from it. 
But some will say here and there, "Do we not learn that every year such as have 
enjoyed good Christian instruction in our schools fall away, and either fall into error, or 
altogether into unbelief?" To this we must unfortunately answer in the affirmative. 
Nevertheless, we maintain that this objection to our schools, if it is to say that our schools 
are not fulfilling their purpose, is not valid. If for this reason we should allow our schools to 
close because not all the students remain faithful to the Lutheran Church, we should also 
close our churches. For does it not also happen that those who have lived for years under 
the sound of pure preaching become disparaging? But this reproach also reminds us of a 
story. A ship departed from New York for Bremen. On the ship were five hundred 
passengers. On the way a terrible storm arose, and of the passengers five fell overboard 
and perished in the waves. For the next few days there was no talk on the ship of anything 
but the terrible end of the five who perished; of the four hundred and ninety-five who were 
saved there was no talk. Hast thou, who speakest of the apostates, ever counted those who 
remain faithful? remain faithful by God's grace in the temptations and dangers so great in 
our land? Do we not know that there are already whole congregations in our synod 
composed almost entirely of those who have attended our church schools? Surely, every 
one will have to admit: By establishing and maintaining a Christian school, a congregation 
best provides for its own continuance and thus for the continuance of our Lutheran Church. 
But if we recognize this, the sacrifice we must make for the planting places of our Lutheran 
church must not be too great. Let us consider what great sacrifices the citizens of a state 
make in order to preserve it for themselves and their descendants. Not only do they sacrifice 
their money and property, but they also lay down their lives for the preservation of their state. 
Tirelessly they fight for years. Even if they are driven from their homes and farms, they 
regard this as insignificant compared to what their fatherland is worth to them and their 
children. If the citizens of a state are willing to sacrifice goods and blood, life and limb for 
their fatherland, should we Christians not be even more willing for the sake of our Lutheran 
Zion? 
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Therefore, you Lutheran Christian, you Lutheran congregation, cultivate your 
Christian school. From it you will gain members for your Lutheran church. Do not repent of 
the sacrifice you make for it. It will sustain you and your children 
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abundant interest for time and once for blessed eternity. Yes, obedience to God's command, 
concern for the salvation of your children, and love for your Lutheran Church make you willing 
to nurture, encourage, support, and maintain your Christian school! Bro. St. 


From our East Indian mission. 


Pagan preaching in and around Krishnagiri. 
(Continued.) 

Missionary Nather has shown in the previous article how very differently the heathen 
relate to the preaching of the gospel: Some do not even want to listen to it; others listen well, 
but remain quite indifferent; still others listen only from an earthly sense, etc. He now goes 
on to describe: 

Other people, who are personally very friendly to us and our sermon, who at any rate 
do not transgress the bounds of decency, do not actually become rough with us, but rather 
let our sermon pass, listen to it calmly or even with interest, seek to defend their false religion, 
their idolatry, etc., which we condemn as sin, and which is directly or at least indirectly 
attacked by our sermon. They say, "Oho, your God is the highest? Your god is the highest 
to you, our god is the highest to us!" "Other countries, other gods!" "Every caste has its 
(patron) god." "Your god has created you. Our God created us," etc. Only strange, replies 
the missionary, that, apart from the colour of our skin, we all have two legs, two arms, one 
head, two eyes, two ears, etc., eat, drink, sleep, etc., in the same way! And it is equally 
strange that only one sun shines on all of us, and that the moon shines not only in Brahmin 
Street but also in the Pariah Quarter, and that all of us breathe the same air and are wetted 
by one and the same rain! Thus there is only One God, the Creator of heaven and earth, the 
Father of us all. This God became man in order to redeem us all from sin, death and the 
devil through suffering and death. And He now calls all, even you: Return, return, you 
apostate children! 

Or they say: "What is to be done? From the beginning, from ancient times, all our 
forefathers have worshipped the gods to which we adhere! Now come ye in the midst of 
time, and preach of a new god." "Mother (and) Father (are our) God." "Mother (and) Father 
(are our) teachers." "As our fathers and grandfathers walked, so do we. Where they went, 
we also will go," etc. We retort something like: An old lie never becomes truth. A harlot child 
may not excuse his adultery with that of his mother. He who has stolen for twenty years, his 
thievery will not be declared honest in his twenty-first year. Age is no excuse for foolishness. 
Idolatry, born of apostasy from the true God, and of earthly sense, remains, notwithstanding 
its age, nothing but foolishness, Rom. 1:22. never becomes a matter of wisdom. Nor are the 
parents gods, but only mortal, fallible men. They are not gods, but only God's 
representatives, who are to guide their children according to God's commandments and not 
according to their own discretion. 
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lf parents teach their children lies, if they command them to sin, such as lying, stealing, 
idolatry, the children should obey God more than their parents, these sinful people. By the 
way, in your grandfathers’ time there were no railroads either. Why then do you long for a 
railroad? If the white man's railroad is so good in spite of its novelty, why do you reject our 
religion from the start? Come and see: it is the railway to the true God, to the kingdom of 
heaven. Christ is the way, the truth, and the life. 
Again they say: "God is but One. Itis only a matter of differences in names. They call 
God ‘Christ’, we call Him 'Vishnu’, or 'Siwen’, etc. All is One. All religions lead to heaven." 
We reply: "God is certainly only One. Only you do not know Him. A false rupee never 
becomes a good one; a false idol never becomes the true God. Tin and silver, dirt and gold, 
brick and diamond are not one thing, nor of equal value. Between my God and your idols 
there is more difference than between day and night. The true God is holy. Your idols are 
sinners. Burma has lied and therefore has no temples; Vishnu and Siwen, even according 
to your own writings, are adulterers, etc.; Mariammen, according to the same source, is 
nothing but a devil, as are Jellammen, Pldahri, Eijenar, and others, all of whom are said to 
be the subjects of the blood-thirsty, nay, blood-loving Kahli, the wife of Siwen. Look at your 
idols: they are nothing but dead stones, they have mouths and do not speak, they have ears 
and do not hear, they have eyes and do not see, and so on. The true God is the living Lord 
of heaven and earth, the Creator of all things, who dwells not in temples made with men's 
hands, neither hath need of any man's care. This God is holy and righteous. His enemy and 
adversary is the devil, who is full of sin and shame, the murderer from the beginning, the 
father of all lies. The devil has made men apostate from God, and now apes them with idols 
which, like himself, lie, murder, steal, fornicate, etc., and encourage you in all these sins. 
What you sacrifice to idols, you sacrifice to devils. There is no peace between God and th 
devil, your devils. God has redeemed us from the devil's slavery: Christ has crushed th 
devil's head. He that worshippeth the devil goeth to the devil in hell. He that accepteth Chris 
hath the kingdom of heaven. By the way, your religion says the exact opposite of what ours 
says; therefore they will never become one. Yours flatters you as virtuous men; ours 
declares us to be utterly wretched sinners. Yours says: "Kirijej" (work), ours: "Kirubej" 
(grace). Yours says, If you do good works, you will go to heaven; ours says, All your works 
are in vain; trust in what Christ has done for you, and you will be saved. 
The pagans also say: "God is everywhere, omnipresent. So he also dwells in this 
stone. So shall we also worship this stone!" "All is God! the earth is God, the sun is God," 
etc. "Even in the devil is God. So also the devil will assist us if we turn to him." The 
missionaries counter: Because God is omnipresent, therefore 
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And especially he must not be worshipped as dwelling in this and in that stone or tree or 
image: for in so doing you cut up the One, omnipresent God! Again, it is folly to say that the 
builder and his building, the householder and his house, are one and the same. A man came 
toa friend, but did not look at him at all, did not speak to him, did not greet him, did not even 
act as if he were there. But he looked at the floor and (putting his hand to his forehead and 
bowing) made him a "Salaam" (- "Peace!" "Peace be with you!"); then he looked at the walls, 
looked at the door, raised his eyes to the roof, went also to the lamp and to all the household 
utensils - to each of these things he made "Salaam" and went home again. The master of 
the house had tried to talk to him. His servants had also spoken to him. But he acted as if 
he did not hear or see them, so that everyone thought he had gone mad. So God, the one, 
true, living God, built a house: the world you see. He built it for us, that we should dwell in i 
as his children, enjoying his grace and honoring him. But you look at the floor and call it 
"Puhmahdehwi" (Earth Goddess), look at the ceiling, the sky, and call it "Indiren", look up at 
the sun, our luminary, our lamp, and say: "Machahsangirahndi" ("Great Solstice!"), go to the 
household utensils, to stones, trees, etc., and call them "Swahmi" (God) and serve them all, 
worship them all as if the house and the householder were one and the same. And though 
the master of the house calls you, though his servants, namely we, his preachers, admonish 
you, yet you do not hear and are deaf, deaf as all the idols you worship. But the master of 
the house saith of you in his word, "Thinking themselves wise, they became fools; and 
changed the glory of the incorruptible God into an image, like unto corruptible man, and to 
birds, and fourfooted beasts, and creeping things . . . and have honored and served the 
creature rather than the Creator." And now, of course, if you think that everything is God, 
then the devilis also God, so sin is also pure righteousness, so hell will also be your kingdom 
of heaven - a beautiful kingdom of heaven: full of weeping and gnashing of teeth! Why do 
you run so fast to destruction? 
Sometimes the heathen also make this objection: "God Himself commanded this idolatry of 
our forefathers, and through them of us, that we might remember Him in every end and 
corner, and He will reward all the reverence which we pay to these stones and images, as 
being due to Him." "The idols themselves, indeed, are nothing - but they are signs by which 
we ignorant people are to know and find God." | reply: | will tell you a little story: There was 
a boy whom his parents loved, cherished, and cared for. As long as he was little, he was 
well behaved. But later things changed. He ran away one day, and went into the heath: there 
he took a stone, and said, "Thou art my father that begat me," and another, and said, "Thou 
art my mother that begat me," etc. The parents sought him with pains, found him also. But 
he knew them not, or would not know them. Those stones were, he thought, his father and 
mother. To other people who saw this and called him a fool because he spoke in this way, 
he replied: "These stones only feast.

Signs, whereby he would remember his father and mother at home! But he did not want to 
return to them, to obey their voice, to serve them, no matter how much he was admonished. 
On the contrary, he crowned the matter by saying that his parents had just ordered him to 
go and erect and venerate such stones in memory of them! The parents lamented, "Our 
child has lost his mind," and the other people now called him not only a fool, but also an 
ingrate and a liar. - The interpretation of the story is often superfluous, since the people 
themselves interpret it to one another, and quite correctly. Here it is also appropriate to 
explain the first commandment (including the prohibition of images). 

That idols do not serve to make us know God, but rather to alienate us from Him, 
even to rob Him from us, must also be shown to the people. Perhaps there is a tract or a 
booklet with a small picture at the top in the missionary's pocket. He shows it to the people 
and asks them what it reminds them of, what they recognize from it? Of course, they usually 
answer, "Nothing, nothing at all!" But whoever now reads the tract or booklet, let us say, can 
recognize the picture and its opinion. Every picture, then, is in itself nothing if its meaning is 
not known. A picture is therefore of no importance at all to the ignorant, who does not 
understand what it represents, but is of use only to the knowing, who knows what the picture 
represents, can be reminded by it of things or persons previously seen, is able to read the 
explanation given, etc. Now | will explain to you the images you have erected, and show 
how absurd they are, yea, how they signify the very opposite of the true God, and thus do 
not let you recognize the true God. Look at the image of the idol Ganehsa, whose father 
Siwen cut off his head in anger, and in drunkenness put on an elephant's head for it. What 
then is the meaning but that when ye thought yourselves wise ye became fools? And what 
a fat belly of pain has the idol! The opinion of him is this: Your real god is your belly, and 
your end, if you do not repent, is destruction. This idol is blind, deaf, dumb, dead. So you 
are spiritually blind, deaf, dumb, lame, dead: walking corpses, without knowledge of the true 
God, without hearing and believing his word, without praise of his benefits, without spiritual, 
divine, heavenly, blessed life. You are without God and without hope in the world. God is 
spirit. He does not have flesh and bone like us humans who can be portrayed. Can a potter 
also form an image of my soul out of clay ? 

In order to know God correctly, one must proceed in the same way as if one wanted 
to get to know a hitherto unknown person. It is not enough to look at any picture. Nor is it 
advisable to ask other people about him, for otherwise they might make you believe 
something. One must observe the doings and burdens of the person in question, and, as 
one cannot by himself guess why he does this and does not do that, or what he thinks, one 
must, moreover, listen to his speech (or read his letters and writings); thus one will know 
whether he is good or bad, clever or stupid, noble or lowly, etc. That there is a God, and that 
he knoweth his eternal power and Godhead, his wisdom and goodness 
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from his works, from the creation of the world. In his word he speaks even more clearly to 
us, revealing above all his holiness and justice (in the law), his love and mercy (in the 
gospel). You must know God from his word, if you want to know him rightly and not go 
astray. Whoever seeks him in his word will find him. He who seeks him in idols will find the 
devil in the end.

Our emigrant mission to Baltimore in 1900. 


Not quite as many emigrants landed in Baltimore in 1900 as in 1899. A chief cause 


of this was that the German shipping companies had to give up so many ships to carry 


German soldiers to China. North German Lloyd alone put sixteen ships into service for this 


purpose. Of course, these ships were taken away from the regular lines, and thus a number 
of ships less came to Baltimore. Then there was also the terrible fire in New York, in which 
three of the largest ships were rendered unusable, so that for some time it was very uncertain 
when the passengers who had gone out in the spring would be able to return. Many a one 
has had to put the usual conveniences on the ships in the redoubt, just to get back across. 
Those who had secured their places for the return voyage in connection with the outward 
voyage still got off best. Many of my Paffagiers had to come back by way of New York, 
because there were no seats to be had by way of Baltimore. 

As far as my actual work is concerned, namely to help the foreigners to find our dear 
Lutheran Church in the new fatherland, and to assist and serve them in a physical way, | 
took every opportunity to do so. 200 passengers were directed to me. Such | always seek 
out first. 225 German Protestants, who were not directly referred to me, | referred to our 
pastors at the place where they moved. Some accepted this instruction with thanks, others, 
however, were indifferent in the matter. The indifference to God's Word and Church seems 
to be almost increasing among our German immigrants. One of our pastors also experienced 
this with a young girl whom he sought out in response to my advertisement in order to 
persuade her to enter the ministry in his family. As they rode together in the streetcar through 
the city, they also passed by a large building. Quite enthusiastically, the girl asked what kind 
of building it was. The pastor told her it was a theater. She then asked if there were any 
German theaters in the city, but she did not ask about a German Lutheran church. 

Last year | was also able to help some of them to get work, for which they were 
grateful. The most work is sometimes caused by those passengers who travel from America 
to Germany and do not properly indicate beforehand the time at which they will arrive in 
Baltimore or the train by which they will travel. | am already at twelve o'clock at night, yes,

immigration to our country. In all, 448, 512 passengers arrived last year. Among these were 
98, 576 who could neither read nor write, including 1348 Germans and 39, 150 Italians. The 
immigrants brought with them §6, 657, 530.00, of which the Germans §847,062.00. In 1885 
came 124, 443 Germans and 27, 309 from Austria-Hungary, in last year 18, 507 Germans 
and 114, 847 from Austria-Hungary. The largest number of immigrants came over in 1882, 
namely 788, 992, the smallest number in 1862: 89,007 persons. 

That the emigrant treasury of the Government is not badly off is shown by the 
following figures. In Baltimore there is §104,122.00, in New York $676,768.00 in cash, in the 
whole country § 1,087,069.00. This money is raised by the poll tax on passengers. 

From a business point of view, our emigrant mission here also showed an increase 
over the previous year, although we did not quite cover our expenses. My monetary turnover 
amounted to §4465.25. Commission earned §270.41. Collections received §219.39. Paid to 
the poor §35.00. | received 490 letters, wrote 500. 800 calendars and 1800 tracts, 
"Lutheraner", "Missions-Taube", "Stadtmissionar" and other writings were distributed. 

So we also have to thank God this time for having helped us so graciously. We 
continue to ask for his rich blessing for our little work. May this mission also be ordered to 
him.

How urgently the treasury for the General Inner Mission, from which the 
individual mission districts receive support, needs help, is shown by a message from the 
Southern District in the latest issue of the "Ev.-luth. Blatter", which is published in New 
Orleans, La. It says: "The condition of our Internal Mission Fund has not improved since last 
month. A member of the St. John's congregation here has given $100 for the treasury, and 
some other missionary friends have advanced several hundred dollars, so that our 
missionaries’ salaries could once again be paid. But how will it be in the next few months if 
no further thorough help is forthcoming? But the matter is in the hands of the Lord; he will 
provide as he has done until now! 
Church Building FundS. We live in the age of cities. Philadelphia alone contains 
more than one-fifth of the inhabitants of the whole State of Pennsylvania; Chicago alone 
contains among its inhabitants one-third of all the inhabitants of Illinois, and the population 
of the greater New York is nearly one-half of all the inhabitants of the State of New York. 
From this the church is continually instructed to carry on missions, especially in the cities. 
And an important means of helping to successfully carry out missions in larger cities is the 
Church Extension Fund, which has already been mentioned here several times 
and from which poor mission congregations are supported by non-interest-bearing loans for 
church construction, which is usually expensive in the cities. The Lutheran General 
Convention has about $60,000 in this fund and has recently made a special effort to 
increase the amount. The Lutheran General Synod has more than $300,000, and the 
Presbyterian Church even more than two millions for this purpose. How many of our urban 
mission congregations might be more powerfully helped if our church building funds were 
better thought of. It is probable that at the coming synodical meetings the necessary 
attention will be given to this branch of the missionary work. vk 

As necessary as the English mission in the large cities is, the large cities still offer 
a fertile field for the German mission. An expert on the mission area of the city of New York 
recently delineated a line in the heart of this city in which about 200,000 Germans live. The 
great bulk of these Germans are Catholics and Jews, but certainly thousands of Protestants 
are found there also. Two German Lutheran churches are located in this area. But the 
Presbyterians and Episcopalians are also working there, through German missionaries. 
Now the people on whom these work are certainly not Presbyterians and Episcopalians by 
birth, but probably mostly German Lutherans, who so often become a prey of the sects in 
the cities. It is true that our Synod and the English Missouri Synod are engaged in active 
missionary work in the larger city of New York, but what is that in this city of millions?

Good news is coming from the Indian mission of the Honorable Wisconsin Synod among 
the Apaches in Arizona, where missionaries Mayerhoff, Giinther and teacher Jens are 
working. The former reports in the "Ev.-luth. Gemeindeblatt" about his work in the 
government school in Fort Apache as follows: "In the school | regularly held Sunday school 
and went through the passion story of our Lord with the children.

All those who had a sufficient understanding of the English 
language were attentive. During the repetition it became apparent that the Indian children 
were not inferior to the white children in attention and retention of what was said. My hope 
to God is that the seed scattered by God's grace will germinate and flourish in their hearts." 
Above all, from the other station at San Carlos comes joyful news. There, on February 24, 
the first Indian boy was baptized by Missionary Guenther. "The latest news from there is that 
five Indian girls have signed up for baptismal instruction, with whom instruction has already 
begun. Two are receiving instruction to prepare for Confirmation, and five are receiving 
baptismal instruction. There are 22 children in the school there, none of whom have yet been 
baptized. These poor heathen children are regularly taught by teacher Jens five days a 
week. He is very pleased with these children because they are making good progress. He 
urges the children to dress cleanly. The children enjoy coming to school. They also show 
their ambition just like our children and are happy when they can recite their task well. It is 
also noticeable among the brothers and sisters that when one knows his task, the other is 
happy about it. The songs they learn, they not only like to sing at school, but also when they 
are at home in their huts. How glad one is to think what a blessing such a school brings, as 
the children tell what they hear at home to their heathen parents, and sing our glorious 
hymns to them. In this way every school child becomes a missionary, through whom the 
name of the Lord is made known among the heathen : 

Quakers. While many other church communions in our country are growing and 
expanding, the Quakers have been growing very little for a long time. The main party among 
them, the so-called orthodox Quakers, who strictly adhere to the way of the Fathers and 
number about 90,000 communicating members, have only increased by 224 members in 
the past year, and the other parties of this sect know no increase at all. Thus it is also 
reported from England, the original home of the Quakers, that there can be no question o 
growth, but only of a decrease. But when a community has begun to grow smaller, the 
decline becomes greater from year to year. L. F.

Abroad. 

In Bavaria it is reported that the Roman Catholic Church is steadily advancing in the 
Protestant areas of Franconia and is developing special power in some places. Thus, in the 
old Protestant city of Nuremberg, it now has no less than 18 priests and 7 churches and 
church sites. In the likewise Old Protestant city of Ansbach a settlement of Catholic sisters 
is being prepared. So while in some countries the Catholic Church is losing power, prestige 
and influence, in others it is seeking to strengthen its power all the more.

So 
it would have been great foolishness here (Gen 43:1-5) to abstain from 
the grain or food that was brought from Egypt, because the people there 
were godless and unbelieving. For is not the bread of Egypt a good 
creature of God, even as other meat and meat is?

Echoing the Feast of Pentecost. 


One of the main fruits of the outpouring of the Holy Spirit upon the disciples of Jesus 

was great assurance of faith. At that time, when the Lord departed from His disciples in 
majesty, their hearts were still in a state of ignorance and spiritual blindness. But when the 
Spirit of truth was poured out upon them at Pentecost, He brought them, among other gifts, 
a firm heart in all matters of faith. By miraculous operation of the Spirit of God they became 
Christ's infallible witnesses. While it might have happened to them once that they stumbled 
and came too close to love in their walk, since they received the promised Spirit all 
uncertainty and wavering in the doctrine of faith was completely excluded. For this was the 
promise of Jesus: "When He, the Spirit of truth, comes, He will guide you into all truth", Joh. 
16, 13. 
All the revelations that God wanted to give to the Church of the New Testament until the end 
of days, Christ had already made known to the disciples in the days of his flesh. Therefore 
saith he, "The words which thou gavest me | have given them." "| have given them thy word," 
John 17:8, 14. But the apostles had not grasped all. Many things still lay like a seed, like a 
hidden treasure, in the earth. Therefore Christ still had many things to say, to make what 
was already said even clearer, Joh. 16, 12. But this was the work of the Holy Spirit: He was 
supposed to help the weakness of the apostles, He was supposed to transfigure Christ. The 
Holy Spirit was not to bring new things that went beyond what was preached by Christ. No, 
he was to draw everything from the treasure of Jesus and remind us of all that Jesus had 
said. Thus he was to proclaim what was to come. That is why the Lord says: "He will 
transfigure me, for he will take what is mine and proclaim it to you", Joh. 16, 14. This 
happened at Pentecost and in the following immediate enlightenment. 
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of the holy people of God. Then all the words of the Lord came alive again before the 
disciples in their true sense. All the secrets that God wanted to keep hidden from His church 
onearth until the last day were revealed to their understanding through His Spirit. They knew 
the whole counsel of God unto salvation. Therefore Paul, who was called last of all, says of 
himself, "| have not made any thing known unto you, that I have not declared all the counsel 
of God. And the same Paul testifies of himself and of his fellow apostles, "We speak of the 
secret, hidden wisdom of God, which God hath ordained before the world unto our glory, 
which none of the rulers of this world knoweth. ... But unto us God hath revealed it by his 
Spirit. . .. Now we have received, not the spirit of the world, but the Spirit from God, that we 
might know the things which are given us of God. Which also we speak, not with words 
which man's wisdom can teach, but with words which the Holy Ghost teacheth", 1 Cor. 2:7 
ff. 


Just because the apostles did not speak, but because the spirit of Christ spoke 
through them, they could speak with great certainty, 1 Thess. 1, 5. For this very reason they 
could and had to denounce every preaching that claimed to be the word of God, but did not 
agree with the speech of Christ, as error and warn against it with holy zeal for the name of 
the Lord. For if their gospel was a power of God unto salvation, every other gospel was a 
power of Satan unto damnation. When, for example, the Christian churches in Galatia had 
been confused by false teachers, Paul wrote with apostolic earnestness: "I marvel that ye 
are so soon turned away from him that called you into the grace of Christ unto another 
gospel, when there is none other; without that there be some that confound you, and would 
pervert the gospel of Christ. But if we, or an angel from heaven, preach any other gospel 
unto you than that which we have preached unto you, let him be accursed," Gal. 1:6-8. 
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What the apostles spoke by the impulse of the Holy Spirit was also written by them 
by the impulse of the same Holy Spirit. What they heard from the mouth of Christ, what the 
Holy Spirit taught them, what they preached to the Christian congregations, they wrote down 
in the words given to them by the Holy Spirit and handed down to us. Everything that a 
person needs to know in order to attain to the right faith and eternal blessedness is laid down 
here. Like the oral sermons, the written sermons of the apostles are not the word of men, 
but the word of God. In print also we have "all truth." Therefore saith St. John, What we have 
seen and heard we declare unto you, that ye also may have fellowship with us; and that our 
fellowship may be with the Father, and with his Son, JESUS CHRIST. And these things we 
write unto you, that your joy may be full", 1 John 1:3, 4. 

Thank God that we know this! In every street and alley, in homes and workshops, in 
magazines and pamphlets, from cathedrals and pulpits, all the world is shouting, "We have 
the truth! Follow us!" How should a man be able to find his way through this confusion if God 
had left us in this Babel without a guide, if we were dependent for our faith on the testimony 
of men! Like a moth, we should be attracted sometimes by this light, sometimes by that, and 
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only be more dazzled. The more brilliantly a man could present his ideas, the sooner w 
should fall for him. So today we would adhere to this, tomorrow to that madman. We wou 
always have a restless, divided heart! 

But now no man has a right to say that he cannot know what to believe, whom to join 
in doctrine. The Bible, after all, is in the hands of all! No preacher is excused, for here is 
God's word, and: "Thy word is a right doctrine," Ps. 93:5. No hearer is excused, for here is 
God's word, and: "Thy word is truth," Joh. 17:17. He that learned it not in youth, may learn it 
yet in old age. He who has been led astray from the truth by deceit, may come again from 
error to the truth. He who has fallen into doubt through temptation can come out of doubt to 
a steady heart again. For the same Holy Spirit who led the apostles into great certainty of 
faith is still with his word today and guides into all truth precisely through this means of the 
word. New apostles, who would like to be awakened and equipped by the Holy Spirit to be 
infallible teachers of Christianity, we have not to look for, not to expect. The word of those 
first apostles Christ has certified for all time, to all nations, as his means of salvation, when 
he says: "Go ye therefore, and teach all nations. . . Teach them to observe all things 
whatsoever | have commanded you. And, behold, | am with you always, even unto the end 
of the world," Matth. 28, 19. 20. "I pray not for them (the apostles) only, but also for them 
which shall believe on me through their word," Joh. 17, 20. Therefore the Epistle to the 
Hebrews exhorts: "Let us go with a true heart, in full faith ...; and let us hold fast the 
confession of the hope, and not waver," Cap. 10, 22. 

But as the Spirit of God still today guides into al 
also today he still shows and punishes 


truth through the Word of God, so 


All error. That which is not in harmony with the words of the apostles and prophets is 
therefore false, not only when it is spoken straight against the Scriptures, but also when itis 
spoken without Scripture. And even today JEsu's disciples should have such a firm heart 
that they can say, "This and that is not spoken from the truth; this is not light, but darkness; 
this leads not to life, but to death." JEsu's disciples, by the very word of God, are to have 
exercised senses to separate chaff from wheat, falsehood from truth. And because they 
believe the truth on the basis of the Word of God, therefore they must punish error on the 
basis of the Word of God. Here also it is said, "| believe, therefore | speak." 

Surely this severe punishment of the gainsayers is not pleasing to the false spirits! 
Therefore they blaspheme and revile the faithful confessors of the truth as fanatical and 
jealous people, who are puffed up in their own thoughts and can suffer no one beside them. 
But this is a reproach which the disciples of Jesus gladly bear for the Lord's sake, but which 
the Lord Himself will not leave unrewarded. He who truly confesses the word of Jesus in 
faith, against error, would rather be at peace with all men from the heart. But we cannot 
refrain from speaking what we have seen and heard," Acts 4:20. 4, 20. 

God has given us his whole truth through his Spirit in our dear Evangelical Lutheran 
Church, in our dear Synod. We believe and confess, not because we have inherited it, but 
because we ourselves have believed and recognized it. We know that we possess the whole 
truth, because we have the whole Word. Let others waver and depart, we will abide in that 
which we have learned. But not by our wisdom and strength! No, let him who began the 
good work in us do it. 

Let thy word, O Lord, be the lamp unto our feet. 
Keep it clear and pure with us, Help us to enjoy from it 
strength, counsel, and comfort in all distress, That we may 


trust in it continually in life and in death.

An apostolic greeting of God to all Christians. 
A bit of practical scriptural interpretation. 


This is the scripture we want to interpret: 

"Peter, an apostle of JEsu Christ, to the elect strangers to and fro, in Ponto, Galatia, 
Cappadocia, Asia, and Bithynia, according to the providence of God the Father, by 
sanctification of the Spirit, unto obedience, and sprinkling of the blood of JEsu Christ. God 
grant you much grace and peace." 1 Pet. 1, 1. 2. 


1 This greeting of God applies to us Christians in general. 
That these words are a greeting, a salutatory address, one sees at first sight. 
The apostle Peter wrote this greeting. Cs is an apostolic greeting. But what the 
apostles speak and write, 
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they speak and write "not with words that human wisdom can teach, but with words that the 
Holy Spirit teaches". So this apostolic greeting is a greeting from God. God made the apostle 
Peter greet in this way. Through the apostle Peter, God addresses thus, God greets thus. 

Who? 

First the Christians in Ponto, Galatia, Cappadocia, Asia and Bithynia. To these the 
apostle Peter wrote his letter. These he addresses thus. These he salutes. But it is quite 
certain that the apostle Peter wrote his epistle not only to these Christians, but to all 
Christians of all lines. So he also addresses all Christians of all times with the above words. 
To all Christians in general he greets thus. This apostolic greeting is for me and for you. 

Let us then greet each other with this greeting. Let us accept this greeting. And let 
us contemplate it beautifully. Let us seek to understand it in all its individual words. And let 
us rejoice in this greeting and, by the grace of God, cherish it. 


2. we are "strangers" in this world. 

The apostle Peter calls us Christians "strangers". We Christians, we true Christians 
are strangers in this world. Why? Why? Well, he that hath not his home in a land is a stranger 
in that land. We Christians have not our home in this world. We are therefore strangers in 
this world. 

For what is this world? This world, however, is originally a good and glorious creature 
of God. But since Adam's fall, the whole world has been in ruin. Sin, curse and death have 
entered this world. Sin, curse, and death dominate, cover, consume this whole world. And 
all the people whose whole nature is only the nature of this evil world; all the people who 
have nothing and want nothing but this world; all the people who seek nothing and want 
nothing but this world; all the people who know nothing and want to know nothing but this 
world: all these people are children of the world, children of this world; they are of this world, 
they have their right and proper home in this world. All these people, therefore, are virtually 
called "the world." These are the unbelievers and the unborn. 
But what are we Christians? We Christians are originally, that is, according to our own sinful 
nature and origin, also of this world. But we are born again through faith in our Lord Jesus 
Christ. We now no longer belong to "the world." We are no longer of this world. We are not 
children of this world, not children of the world. We know of something else and want to know 
of something else than this world. We seek something else and want to seek something else 
than this world. We have something else and want to have something else than this world. 
Our kind is other than the kind of this world. We are taken from sin, from the curse, and from 
death through Christ. Our kind is a new kind, a godly kind. We have the righteousness that 
is before God, we have the Holy Spirit, we have eternal life. We seek and we occupy

We are eager to hear what is pleasing to God; we wait with heartfelt longing for eternal 
blessedness. We know of the grace and promise of God; we know of the Saviour Jesus 
Christ, and of all that is given us in Christ. And we rejoice in this with a certain confidence of 
faith. We are children of God. We are "come unto mount Zion, and to the city of the living 
God, and to the heavenly Jerusalem, and to the multitude of many thousand angels, and to 
the congregation of the firstborn which are written in heaven, and to God the judge of all, 
and to the spirits of the perfectly righteous, and to JEsu the mediator of the new testament, 
and to the blood of sprinkling, which speaketh better things than Abel's." Heb. 12:22-24. We 
are of God. We hear God's Word with the inward and spiritual ear of faith. We - in our totality 
- are the church, the church of God. 

And so we certainly do not have our home in this world. We are strangers in this 
world. We still live in this world, we also need this world, and as far as our outward, purely 
human nature and conduct is concerned, there is no difference between us and the world. 
But there is a great spiritual partition between us and the world. Spiritually we are strangers 
to the world, and the world is strangers to us. We rejoice that we have no abiding city here, 
but the city to come we seek. Truly, we do not have our home here. We are strangers here. 


3. we are strangers "back and forth". 


And we are strangers "hither and thither." So says the apostle. 

What does that mean? 

That means: we live here in the diaspora, in the dispersion. Christians, true 
Christians, are scattered, dispersed throughout the world. In eternal life we will all be 
eternally separated from the world and completely together. But here we are not yet so 
together. Here we are scattered to and fro. In this world we are like thinly standing stalks of 
wheat in a field overgrown with weeds. So here we stand scattered to and fro in the midst of 
the children of the world. 

The children of the world have the upper hand and the rule here. This wager is their 
home. And we are only strangers here, only strangers scattered to and fro. Poor strangers 
of the diaspora we are, poor little people scattered to and fro, despised and evil regarded by 
the world. 

Not even in our little groups, which we gather together from time to time - not even 
there are we completely among ourselves. Even in these little groups of ours, the betting 
has penetrated. Hypocrites and the wicked are also found there. Yes, and these are often 
found there in offices and dignities and dominions. So also our outward and visible churches 
and church fellowships are like a net, in which good and bad fish are gathered together. The 
day of selection has not yet come. They are like the ten virgins who took their lamps and 
went out to meet the bridegroom, but five of them were foolish and five were wise. 

Of no place in the Wett can it be said, Behold, here is the church, and she alone. Of 
no visible community 
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In view of the church in the world, one can actually say: Behold, this is the 
church of God. The Church of Antichrist, the Church of the Pabst, which 
falsely claims to be the One Holy General Church of Christ - it is visible, 
countable, outwardly recognizable, gathered and united. But the Church 
of Jesus Christ, the true One Holy Christian Church, is not visible, 
countable, outwardly recognizable, gathered and united. She is rather in 
the Diaspora, scattered to and fro in the world. And their treasure, that 
which makes them Christians, is what Christians carry within themselves. 
And that is the faith through which they have Christ and in Him everything. 
And this faith is only known to God and only to him who carries it in his 
heart. 

Thus Christians are scattered to and fro. In the fullest sense of the 
word, we Christians are scattered to and fro in the world. 

Yes, that does not want to please flesh and blood. But it is not 
otherwise. The apostle says so. And he speaks not with words which 
human wisdom can teach, but with words which the Holy Spirit teaches, 
and judges spiritual things spiritually. Christians are strangers scattered to 
and fro in this world. 


4. we are "chosen" by God. 

But here is a great, a mighty, a divine consolation. The apostle calls 
us Christians "chosen" strangers back and forth. 

What's that? 

We know that God will one day, on the last day, sort us out from the 
world, as wheat is sorted out from the tares, and as good fish are sorted 
out from the rotten; and he will then separate us from the world and take 
us into his beautiful heaven. But this sorting out and separation and 
separation has not yet taken place. We are still scattered to and fro in the 
world. 

And yet we are already here and now chosen by God out of the 
world. Even while we are still strangers scattered to and fro in the world, 
we Christians are nevertheless chosen out of the world by God. Yes, the 
eternal God, with whom there is no yesterday and no tomorrow, but with 
whom there is always One Today, has already chosen and separated 
Christians from the world from eternity and has chosen them to be His 
own. Thus we Christians, who live here in this world, are strangers chosen 
or selected by God out of the world. God has chosen and picked us 
Christians out of the world, out of the flock of unbelieving worldlings. 
"Chosen" and "chosen"-that is the same thing. 

God has a book in heaven. God tells of this book in the Scriptures. 
And God gives this book different names in the scriptures. Once he calls 
it "the book", Dan. 12, 1. Then he calls it "his book which he has written", 
Ex. 32, 32. 33. Further it is called "the book of the living", Ps. 69, 29. It is 
called "the book of life", Phil. 4, 3. Revelation 3, 5. 17, 8. 20, 12. 22, 19. It 
is called "the living book of the Lamb," Rev. 13, 8. 21, 27. This book God 
has, as said, in heaven, Luc. 10, 20. Heb. 12, 23. In this book God has 
inscribed from eternity the names of all his Christians so scattered here 
on earth, Luc. 10, 20. We 


Christians and children of God are inscribed in this book, we alone, Hebr. 
12, 23. This book is the selection and election of God, since He has 
selected and chosen us Christians out of the world. In this book there is 
no one who sins against him, who sins wantonly and thus separates 
himself from God, Ex. 32, 33. In this book there are not the enemies of 
Christ, Ps. 69, 29. In this book there are not those who dwell on earth, 
that is, those who have their true home on earth in unbelief, Revelation 
13, 8. 17, 8. In this book there is no one who does abominations and lies, 
Revelation 21:27. In this book there is no one who wilfully and maliciously 
distorts God's word, or adds to it, or does away with it, Revelation 22:18, 
19. Only we, who are Christians, who are righteous through Jesus Christ 
and are children of God and heirs of eternal life, only we are written in this 
book. And we stand in this book as righteous, as children of God, as heirs 
of eternal life. It is, after all, the book of life, the book of the living. In this 
book of heaven we Christians all stand together. All the children of God 
who have ever lived on earth, who are living now, and who will live yet, 
are in this book. Thus God has already from eternity chosen and selected 
us Christians from the world. God has separated and separated us 
Christians from the world from all eternity. Thus God has already from 
eternity gathered and united us Christians with the very highest summary 
and unification before Him, before His face. What does it matter, then, that 
we are strangers in this world? For our names are written in heaven! And 
what does it matter that we are strangers scattered to and fro in this world? 
We stand neatly together in God's book as God's people and dear 
children! We are strangers to and fro, yes. But we are God's chosen 
strangers to and fro. 

That is our great, mighty, divine comfort. - But now a question 

arises. 

It's this one: 

By what rule and with what plan and purpose has God chosen us 
Christians from eternity? 

Or let's express this question in a little more detail. Like this: 

What did God choose to choose us? What rule did he follow when 
he chose us? And what did he want with us? What did he have in mind 
for us when he chose us? What was his plan and purpose in doing so? 
What did he choose us for? So what is the consequence of election? 

St. Peter answers this by saying that we are chosen "according to 
the providence of God the Father, through sanctification of the Spirit, unto 
obedience and sprinkling of the blood of JEsu Christ." 

We will consider this apostolic description of our election in detail

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From our East India Mission. 


Pagan preaching in and around Krishnagiri. 
(Conclusion.) 

In the previous issue, Missionary Nather gave several examples of how the heathen 
in India defend their idolatry and their adherence to paganism in the face of the preaching 
of our missionaries. He now describes this even further: 
If the heathen know no new way of defending their false religion, if they can find no 
other grounds of excuse at once (we have brought only the principal ones and shown how 
they may be nullified and used for a new attack), they say: "Our happiness would be over if 
we left our gods!" "Mariammen has given us all these children," sometimes "pious" heathens 
tell me, adding, "Our happiness would be over if we left him!" Their hearts are tremendously 
afraid of Mariammen, the original fan of smallpox and intestinal diseases, such as cholera, 
etc. Therefore they say, "Mariammen would kill us if we gave him up. Do not speak against 
him, lest he harm you!" "After all, he has already killed two of your children because of it," 
said a simple pariah once, and a Brahmin another time. "Yes, our luck would be out if we 
gave up mariams!" they talk again and again in very evident earnestness. The inveterate 
fear of the heart for this devil outweighs all the reasons of reason, yes, all the testimonies of 
the Scriptures that may be set up against it, and all the enticements to Christ, the serpent- 
tramp, that may be sounded against it. 

The word for "luck" (Widi), which the heathen use, can also mean "fate", "fatum". And 
so they add: "As the Scripture says on our head, so we go, so we walk and so we do, until 
we die according to its ordinance. What then is the matter? As it is fated, so shall it be with 
us." The writing on the head is the jagged lines formed by the interlocking of the bones of 
the skull. This is supposed to be the handwriting of the god Burma and to determine the 
whole life story of the individual in detail from the very beginning, so that whatever the man 
in question thinks, speaks, does or suffers, happens only because the "writing on the head" 
has so determined and decreed it. In consequence, man is not responsible for his doings 
and burdens: Burma, fate, the "writing on the head," yes, God is responsible for everything. 
Thus, in the last analysis, there is no sin, no crime, no error, no false gods, and no false 
religion; nor does any one need an atonement for sin, a savior, etc. Simple-minded people 
are to be enlightened somewhat here about the bones of the skull, as well as to ask whether 
the thief or robber who breaks into their house, or the murderer who kills one of their 
relatives, or the adulterer who violates their wives, for instance, would also get away from 
them on the basis of the excuse: "We have only done what fate drove us to do, and are 
therefore innocent and not responsible," whether they would not rather mercilessly hand 
such fellows over to punishing justice. And then they are called upon to make the application 
to the clergy. 
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But true, right so-called pantheists, who probably go still further, and not only say: 
"All is God," "God is the originator also of all evil," etc., but also, and quite logically: "| am 
God myself: Tat tam! (He is |; 1am he)," do not seem to have even the trace of a conscience 
any more. For whatever a god does is right. He is self-important. An earnest testimony is of 
little avail there. There the diabolical deception, "Ye shall be as God," is complete. But even 
they must be helped to self-knowledge, and here it is useful simply to turn to the bystanders, 
to ask them to look at the haughty self-idolater, and to ask them whether they believe his 
words, the miserable worm, whether they would not turn to him for rain in times of rain 
shortage, etc. Not infrequently such a loudmouth then withdraws with shame and disgrace, 
or is "stuffed" and quiet after all, while we go on preaching. 

Usually such a self-devotee belongs to the next sort of people who are not content 
with defending their own religion, nay, perhaps do not undertake it at all. They immediately 
go on the attack and put us in the position of defending ourselves. Not as if all those who are 
to be counted here did it equally roughly! Oh no! Some of them say they have all sorts of 
"doubts" that we should clear up. Others think they have all sorts of "questions" from the 
heart, which we ought to answer them, and that without mincing words, briefly and to the 
point! The third, it is true, ask questions, but do not let us answer them, but talk at them 
themselves - preach a sort of counter-sermon. It cannot be said of all these attackers that 
they are driven by mere enmity to express doubts and ask questions. On the contrary, often 
a troubled conscience reveals itself. Many, however, certainly play the part of the Pharisees 
and Sadducees, who asked the Lord questions in order to tempt him, to set traps for him, to 
lead him astray, and to whom he nevertheless answered in great human kindness, although 
he knew their motives, yes, by drawing them out and punishing them. The attacks on 
Christianity often concern distortions of Christianity, such as the Roman Church gives to the 
heathen in mass. Mostly, however, they concern the main truths of our faith and often differ 
little from those of the unbelievers in Europe and America; indeed, they are not infrequently 
imported from there. The fanatics among the Muhammedans, who are abundantly 
represented in the cities of our region, excel in this, along with young men of the higher Hindu 
castes. Here, too, Pontius Pilate and Herod, Pharisees and Sadducees become friends with 
Christ. 


The most attacked points of Christian doctrine continue to be Christ's sonship with 
God (or the Holy Trinity) and his death on the cross. "How can God have a son? Has God 
then a wife?" is asked again and again, especially on the part of the Muhammedans; "Why 
did Christ die at the stake?" is asked again and again, especially on the part of the Hindus, 
naturally in the triumphant tone which asserts, "Christ is only a man, though one of the 
prophets," and, "He died on the cross for the sake of his own infamous deeds." However 
sorry such opponents may be, 
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Usually, with such questions, yes, with such mocking, if not blasphemous 
speeches, they give us special occasion to expound the two main 
doctrines of Christianity, especially when there are some decent men 
among the listeners who help us to get to the words and to keep the main 
criers at rest. In such sermons we do as little as usual to prove our 
doctrines by reason. We appear as witnesses who say in God's name: 
This is how it is, and not otherwise. But we seek to bring the matter home 
to the people by illustrations or examples, using above all what the holy 
Scriptures give us. Scripture gives us. In the first chapter of the Gospel of 
St. John, Christ is once called "the Word," then "the light" that shines in 
the darkness of this world. He is the Word. The Koran (the holy book of 
the Muhammadans or Turks) also calls Christ the Word of God. 
Everything in and about God is God. His word is also God. God (the 
Father) is now hidden and dwells in a light where no one can come. Our 
spirit is similar, and what it thinks is hidden in us from other people. We 
reveal our spirit, our thoughts, by the word we speak. This also would be 
hidden from others, if the breath of our mouth did not let our word reach 
their ear. Christ is the Word (revelation) of the hidden God, who was with 
God in the beginning and is God Himself. Only those who accept this 
word, this revelation of God, know God. Apart from Christ there is no God. 
Only in Christ do we have God. Christ, the eternal Word of God, can only 
be known through the Holy Spirit. He transfigures Christ for us. He brings 
him to us and us to him. God the Father reveals himself through his Word, 
the Son. The Son reveals Himself through His Spirit (breath, wind). 
Father, Son, and Holy Spirit are the three Persons in the one, inseparable, 
eternal Being of God, as inseparably one with each other as the sun is 
inseparably one with the light born of it and the heat produced by it. 

This leads us to the other term "light". Christ is the light of the world, 
light born of light. The light of the natural world is a child of the sun's body, 
which is hidden from our eyes, is born from it, and shines and glows down 
to our earth and dispels all darkness. With the seed scattered in the earth 
it becomes a plant, which grows and ripens, and then is cut off and dies, 
and thereafter serves men for food or as a medicine, so that they live and 
heal through it. Thus Christ is the only child of the hidden Father, shining 
as the light, yes, as the bright morning star, as the sun of righteousness 
into our darkness, driving out the threefold darkness of sin, death, and 
hell. He came to earth and became man, and died on the cross for our 
sins, so that we, believing in him, might recover from our sickness and 
live and not see death forever. - Thus it is revealed in the "Taurat" (Law), 
"Jabur" (Psalms etc.) and "Indschil" (Gospel), which books also the Koran 
praises as God's Word, which it unfortunately contradicts so much else. 
Again and again it is to be emphasized that we do not recognize God's 
nature from our own reason, nor do we imagine it. 


according to our thoughts and dreams or those of other people. But as 
God has revealed Himself in His Word, in the Scriptures of the Old and 
New Testaments, so and not otherwise are we to believe in Him, and to 
bring blind reason, which cannot even explain earthly things, such as the 
nature of sleep, under the obedience of faith. 

The cross of Christ in particular is also spoken of when the spirits in 
question, preparing to defend themselves as well as to attack, speak thus: 
"Yes, we worship stones, you worship wood! To this end they place their 
two forefingers crosswise over each other, thus to remind us of the wood 
of the cross. They also claim to have seen Christians worshipping the 
cross, namely in a "mother temple". Of course they are thinking of the 
Papists, who are also represented in our region, and whose churches are 
generally called "temples of the Mother", namely of Mary. The Papists, as 
already mentioned, are a source of annoyance to the heathen; their 
worship of saints and images serves them as an excuse, as a means of 
perseverance, and as a source of annoyance in their idolatry. Their 
doctrine of works is like theirs as one egg is like another, etc. We do not 
worship the cross, but the crucified and later also the risen Christ. That 
Christ was not crucified for his own sins is easily proved from evangelical 
history. That he died and rose again "for us" we are witnesses of on the 
basis of the true Word of God. We may well put the question to our 
hearers, whence it comes that they are enemies of the cross of Christ, 
and of course give the answer ourselves. They are enemies to the cross 
of Christ, first, because it shows what punishment they may expect, if God 
will punish their sins with severity: for if this be done to the green wood, 
what shall become of the dry? Secondly, because it shows that their own 
righteousness and good works are of no avail to them, and that they must 
put their trust in Christ alone if they wish to be saved. All this is not 
tolerated by pride. Thirdly, the cross of Christ shows that his followers 
must also take up their cross, and this is too heavy, too uncomfortable for 
the adversaries, while it is an easy yoke for all who believe. - 

Now, enough has been said concerning the attitude of the heathen 
in individual cases to our preaching, to their excuses, their speeches of 
defense and attack, their objections and questions, as well as with regard 
to our efforts to fortify their unbelievably great perversity, in so far as it 
hinders our invitation to the kingdom of heaven, whereby we seek ever 
new opportunities to present the word of God quite clearly and to bring it 
to the man. The missionary must fare as we are told of his Lord Christ: He 
"went out and saw the great multitude; and he was grieved of them, 
because they were as sheep having no shepherd; and he sang a long 
sermon." The messenger of God must not lose his joy because some do 
not want to listen to him and many others do listen, but without spiritual 
desire, or because some seem too stupid and others too clever, or 
because here some mock and there some blaspheme. 
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The mercy of these indeed "poor" Gentiles, who go the way of perdition without God, without 
Saviour, without consolation, without hope, without blessedness; the command of Christ to 
preach his gospel to every creature; God's promise that his word will not return empty, but 
will accomplish that for which it was sent; Faith in the living power of the Word of God, which 
is sharper than any two-edged sword, which is a hammer that breaks in pieces rocks, which 
sprouts and grows as a seed that the sower does not know; and constant supplication for 
God's blessing to direct his own cause-these are the roots of the strength, courage, joy, 
zeal, which the missionary needs for preaching to the Gentiles in the face of all obstacles, 
difficulties, and disappointments that may come in his way. 


Synodical Assembly of the California and Nevada Districts. 


The said District held its meetings from April 18 to 24, in the new St. John's Church 
of the Rev. J. Schroeder, San Francisco. The opening service was held on the evening of 
April 17. The Reverend General Praeses showed in a convincing and heart-warming manner 
that the task of the Church in the new century was still exactly the same as before, namely, 
to preach repentance and forgiveness of sins, in spite of all that has been accomplished in 
the fields of invention, art and science. 

The next day in the morning the synod was organized, to which 20 pastors, 4 
teachers and 8 delegates of the congregation had agreed to attend. Seven pastors from the 
Norwegian Synod were welcomed as guests. In the synodal address of the district president, 
Father Biihler, it was stated that we are especially concerned with doctrinal negotiations in 
the meetings of our synod and that in all the doctrines that we deal with, we always want to 
let that be our goal, to recognize more and more and to testify more clearly to the doctrine 
of the gospel as the main doctrine, the only doctrine for salvation. 

In the morning sessions the theses on repentance written by Runkel were discussed. 
n the introduction, reference was made to the connection of the doctrine of repentance with 
the Synod's previous year's deliberations on the work of the Holy Spirit. While there the work 
of grace of the Holy Spirit, the bestowal of salvation, was spoken of, here the inner processes 
in the hearts of men are spoken of: Knowledge, repentance, and faith. 

The theses themselves read, as follows: "1st Thesis. After man has been separated from 
blessed fellowship with God through Adam's fall, and has fallen into sin, misery, death, and 
damnation, there is no more important doctrine for him than the doctrine of the way in which 
he can and should be reunited with his God. Thesis 2. For such a reunion of man with God, 
God has accomplished the work of grace of our redemption, and in it has brought about the 
way to the return of blessed fellowship, and this way is repentance, which consists in 
repentance of sin and faith in God. 


JEsum Christum consists. Thesis 3. Because God earnestly desires that the sinner should 
turn to repentance and live, he has, according to the abundant riches of his grace in Christ, 
the Saviour of all the world, also ordained the means by which he works repentance without 
man's help. Thesis 4. Repentance is to be followed by correction, and the remission of sins, 
for these are the fruits of repentance. Sth Thesis. It is God's good and gracious will that the 
pardoned sinner should make it his highest care to persevere in repentance unto death. For 
"since our Lord and Master, Jesus Christ, saith, Repent," etc., he wills that the whole life of 
his faithful on earth should be a continual or perpetual repentance." 6. Thesis. ‘The end and 
aim of repentance is the righteousness and blessedness of the sinner for the glorification of 
the Triune God for ever and ever." 

P. Schréder had prepared a paper for the afternoon sessions on the following topic: 
"The Care of a Christian Community for its Members in Need of Help. What the actual and 
main task or concern of a Christian congregation is, was first explained. It does not consist 
in solving social questions and the like, but rather in the fact that the congregation seeks 
and promotes the spiritual welfare and salvation of those entrusted to it by establishing and 
maintaining the holy ministry of preaching. A congregation is a spiritual institution for the 
care of immortal souls. It follows, then, that earthly provision should not be the motive for 
joining a congregation, nor should it be used by it as a lure to attract people. A Christian 
congregation is not to be regarded as a support society. But if the commandment to love 
one's neighbor obligates all men to care for their fellow men, how much more do Christians 
have the duty to serve their fellow Christians in times of need, since they are bound to one 
another by sacred bonds of faith and love in Christ. Love, after all, is the special 
distinguishing mark of Christ's disciples. Although a congregation is a spiritual institution, it 
also cares for those in need in the flesh. 

The natural man is also able to recognize that love for one's neighbor is a duty, but 
he lacks the proper ability to fulfill this duty. Now the means which enable us to exercise our 
duty of love in the right way, and which awaken the right holy desire to do so, are not all 
kinds of external events, but the gospel alone. This suffers no other motive beside itself. - 
But how a congregation is to exercise or carry out this care for its needy members is not 
expressly determined in God's Word. However, since everything in a congregation is to be 
done honestly and properly, it must make provisions for the way in which it will care for its 
needy members. In doing so, it will follow the apostolic example and act according to need 
and circumstances. 

As far as business is concerned, one of the main topics of our Synod is, of course, 
the work of the Inner Mission. Written and oral reports were given by 10 missionaries. All 
reports indicated a blessed progress of this work. Yes, consultations could be held, new 
fields could be tackled, and new 
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Missionaries, four in number. More details will be given in the synodal 
report, which will appear later. It should be mentioned in passing that on 
the occasion of the synod a free general assembly of the congregations 
of San Francisco and the neighboring towns was held, in which the synod 
members were given the opportunity to participate. In this meeting, an 
important subject was discussed, namely, the necessity and blessing of 
Christian parochial schools, and how such schools might be established 
under various circumstances. This was followed, after an intermission on 
Sunday evening, by a mission service, at which, after the sermon, three 
missionaries gave shorter addresses. 

At the close of the sessions, the Honorable General Presbyter 
addressed some words of encouragement to the Synodicals, saying that 
this District need not feel closed and lonely, for it has the same rich word 
of God which all have. A blessing was also given him for the Oregon and 
Washington District of our Synod, which held its sessions a week after 
ours. 

May the grace of the great God fulfill more and more in our district 
what was prayed for in the final hymn, that Christ may remain with us with 
his grace, the Redeemer with his word, the light with his splendor, the rich 
Lord with his blessing. God help it! M. C.

Inner Mission in the Synodal Districts on the Pacifice Coast. In both 
districts, efforts have been made to provide the Word of God to those who 
have been abandoned by the church. In the California and Neoada 
Districts, in two places for which missionaries were called last year, 
congregations have sprung up which are now already self-supporting their 
pastors and no longer depend on the support of the Mission Commission. 
The Oregon and Washington Districts, newly formed in 1899, at present 
number 13 pastors, 14 churches, and 12 preaching stations. There is a 
scarcity of laborers in both districts. The supply of each place by what is 
known as traveling preaching is a puny makeshift. As many pastors as 
possible should be settled. The ministry of preaching, which was founded 
by God, only comes into its own when the pastors live in the place, take 
care of the individual souls and especially also supply the youth with God's 
Word. Therefore we already read about the first missionary journey of the 
apostle Paul, Apost. 14, 23: "They appointed them elders" (that means 
pastors) "in the churches 


The congregations in and around San Franrisco associated with our Synod 
have the laudable custom of discussing such matters of concern to all 
congregations in congregational meetings. One such congregational 
meeting was held during this year's California and Nevada District Synod. 
Discussed at the meeting, at which the undersigned was present, was the 
necessity of establishing and maintaining parochial schools. At the next 
congregational meeting, one of the subjects to be discussed is. 
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how a parochial school must be constituted, if it is to serve Christian 
parents and the church properly.

The so-called distribution commission of our Synod, which consists of 
the presidents of the individual districts and has to distribute the received 
callings to this year's preaching and school office candidates, met here in 
St. Louis on May 14 and 15. In all, 108 callings for preachers had come 
in, but the number of available candidates was only 73, 60 in St. Louis 
and 13 in Springfield, after two candidates each had been released from 
both institutions at Easter and had accepted callings. So there were 35 
candidates short to fill the vacancies and new mission posts now available 
in May, and it will now be another full year before we have new forces 
available. The school board candidates were also insufficient, as probably 
47 callings were received, but only 36 seminarians are taking their exams 
in Addison this year. These numbers say clearly enough that in the 
coming years there will be a greater need for preachers and teachers and 
that many things will be missed for lack of workers, especially since the 
coming gaps here in St. Louis will not be larger, but smaller from the next 
few years on. In this lies at the same time the urgent admonition that in 
the coming autumn and in the future our educational institutions should 
be more numerous, so that the shortage will be controlled as soon as 
possible. - We will communicate the names and fields of work of the new 
workers later, when they have been examined and released from the 
institutions.

Union Seminary in New York, a theological seminary of the 
Presbyterian Church, has repeatedly attracted attention in recent years 
because it defended its professors, especially the well-known Dr. Briggs, 
when they were to be disciplined for gross heresy. Though these false 
teachers left the Presbyterian fellowship, yet they were permitted to 
remain in office at the Seminary, and to scatter unhindered the tares of 
false doctrine. The fruit of this is plainly manifest. Four candidates of the 
seminary have recently been denied ordination to the preaching ministry 
because they held quite liberal views of the Scriptures and their 
teachings. One of these young people said quite boldly that he would not 
hesitate to depart from the teachings of Christ and Paul if his convictions 
moved him to do so. It is right that these young heretics should not be 
allowed into the preaching ministry, for no one should teach in the church 
who does not hold the Word of God to be the infallible truth and who does 
not want to proclaim the doctrines of Scripture. "Our congregations, 
however, may gratefully recognize this as a gift of God, that only such 
young people are allowed into the ministry from our seminaries who have 
been instructed and tested in the teachings of the Word of God and who 
profess the biblical Lutheran truth.

and at the same time have come to know and believe in Jesus Christ as 
the Son of God and Savior of lost sinners. Such occurrences, of course, 
are rare. As a rule, such unbelievers and scoffers die as they lived. The 
bonds with which Satanas has bound them to sin and to himself are firm 
and strong. Though their conscience awakens, yet the heart seldom 
grasps the consolation of the divine word in the last days and hours; 
despair assails them, and the soul is eternally lost. They perish and come 
to an end in terror.

A physician 
also recognized this and observed it at deathbeds. He says about it in his 
testament: "Nothing has made a deeper impression on me in matters of 
faith, after my youth, than the act of dying. At the death of an unbeliever, 
desolation and despair are the predominant phenomena, which has been 
particularly striking to me in the case of some dying Jews. Unusually 
strong spirits also die with cold resignation, but only Christians die with a 
certain joyfulness

Fr Fritz Fliedner died in the Spanish capital Madrid on 25 
April. He was the son of the deacon father Theodor Fliedner and born in 
1845 in Kaiserswerth. He lived in Spain for more than thirty years and 
worked for the Protestant confession in this stock Catholic country, 
through which his name became known throughout the world. He not only 
preached and lectured a great deal, but also founded churches, schools, 
grammar schools, bookshops, orphanages, hospitals, etc., trained native 
preachers and teachers, and was untiringly active for the Protestant 
movement in Spain. As a result, he went through many dangers and 
persecutions, experienced many struggles and challenges, which have 
often been reported in this paper. Unfortunately, his stand was not that of 
a confessing Lutheran. L. F. 

Roman Work Justice. Under this heading the "Freimund” 
reports the following according to political papers: "Those Brussels 
residents who had to go out into the street at an early hour of the morning 
recently experienced a touching and yet embarrassing spectacle. A 
woman who had just lost two children by death, and whose third was 
dying, had vowed to slide on her knees from her home in the far suburbs 
to the cathedral of St. Gudule. Thus reconciled, the saint was to have a 
mercy on her last child. And the thirty-year-old woman carried out her vow. 
Supported by neighbor women, she began her pilgrimage on her knees 
at four o'clock in the morning. At half-past eight she arrived in the same 
attitude before the church of St. Gudule. Here she collapsed, exhausted 
to death. Her knees formed almost nothing but a bloody pulp. Instead of 
going to church, poor Bethérte was immediately carried to the hospital." 
This incident recalls the well-known incident in Luther's life when he was 
in Rome and slid up the holy stairs, the Pilate stairs, on his knees to 
propitiate God, the one offended and angered by his sins. But as he 
climbed the steps, he felt as if a voice of thunder were calling to him the 
sentence that would soon show him the right way to life: "The righteous 
lives by faith." If only the bright light of the Gospel would shine everywhere 
into the darkness and misbelief of the papacy! L. F. 
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Count Leo Tolstoy and the Greek Catholic Church. The 
famous Russian writer Leo Tolstoy has been excluded from ecclesiastical 
communion by the highest ecclesiastical authority of the Greek Catholic 
Church, the "Holy Synod". This has given rise to people in wide circles 
taking sides either with Tolstoy or with the ‘holy synod. ' Both are 
unseemly. Count Tolstoy, if he must be considered sane, is a manifestly 
godless man. A Christian who read Tolstoy's article in this year's April 
issue of the North American Review 
must be appalled by Tolstoy's fanatical hatred of Christianity. Tolstoy 
says, for example, that the Christian doctrine that God's Son became man 
and that one can only be saved through faith in Christ is the real cause of 
all evils in the world. On the other hand, the "Holy Synod" quite correctly 
declares that a man like Tolstoy had ceased to be a member of the 
Christian Church, and Antony, Metropolitan of St. Petersburg, in a public 
letter to the Countess Tolstoy, also quite correctly says that Count Tolstoy, 
by renouncing faith in Christ, had renounced beatitude. But even in the 
"holy Synod" it is very weak in regard to faith in Christ. Even the "holy 
synod," if it really shares the faith of the Greek Catholic Church, does not 
believe in Christ. To believe in Christ, in the sense of Holy Scripture, is 
not merely to believe that God's Son became man, and that Christ is God 
and man in one person. But to believe in Christ means first of all to believe 
that one is saved by grace for Christ's sake, and not also by his own 
works. He who wants to be saved by his own works, even if only in part, 
thereby renounces Christ, if he also confesses that Christ is true God and 
man. As St. Paul declares in Gal. 5:4, "Ye have forsaken Christ, who 
would be justified by the law, and are fallen from grace." Now the Greek 
Catholic Church, in her confession, teaches that a man is not justified and 
saved by faith alone in Christ's merit, but also by his own works. If the 
"holy Synod" shares this belief of its Church, it has thereby renounced 
Christ and the Christian Church. The Metropolitan of St. Petersburg says 
that Tolstoy renounced the source of life. That is true. But the same is the 
case with the "holy Synod” when it shares the doctrine of the works of its 
Church. The "holy Synod" calls Tolstoy a "false teacher." But even the 
"holy synod" is a college of dangerous false teachers. For anyone who 
teaches men to trust even in their own works, as much as there is in him, 
leads men to eternal damnation. As the apostle Paul declares in Gal. 3:10: 
"They that deal in the works of the law are under the curse." The apostle 
Paul pronounces a curse on such teachers of works as those of the "holy 
synod." Gal. 1:8. He calls such work-teachers Phil. 3, 2. "evil workers," 
and against such work-teachers he breaks out Gal. 5, 12. into the words, 
"Would to God that they also were cut off who disturb you." It is true: Count 
Tolstoy is worthy of banishment. But the "holy Synod" should first of all 
repent itself and cease to confess and defend false doctrine that brings 
eternal death. It should also be borne in mind that the "holy Synod" is also 
behind the in part quite frightening oppression and persecution of the 
Lutherans in Russia. F. P.

In an old street of a German town there is a house built in 1706, as indicated by the 
anchors on its gable. Above the door of the house there is a sign painted in bright ole colours, 
which is provided with a protective strip and with old-fashioned iron ornaments. The picture 
has now become very dark and indistinct; it shows a landscape at the river and above it, 
floating in the clouds, God the Father, surrounded by angels. The only explanation is the 
signature, "The Providence of God." From this shield the house has received the name, "In 
Providence," or, "In the Golden Providence." 

Through oral tradition, the memorable event, of which this account shall remind, has 
come down to our days. About the year 1774, a girl served on a farm not far from the city, 
who had the full satisfaction of her lordship; thus, during her absence, the entire house was 
entrusted to her. One evening she was cleaning all the silverware in the kitchen and forgot to 
close the window.

Shortly afterwards the servant was called to devotion; but he replied, "Now shall | 
sing and pray with the ruffian again? Nevermore!" - "Hark," said the master, "hitherto we could 
have left it sooner, but not to-day. Only come in." Hesitatingly the servant came. Now when 
the Lord confessed and repented of his own sin in prayer, and asked forgiveness for it from 
his upper Lord, the servant afterwards gave him his hand movedly. And this devotion was 
afterwards richly blessed to them both. 


A buried confession. 


On 21 December 1776, an old building in Kleinbasel, which had once belonged to 
the Carthusian monastery, was demolished. On this occasion, the workers noticed that there 
was a wooden drawer in a hole in the wall. In it lay the following document: "O merciful God! 
| know that | cannot be saved in any other way than through the merit, the innocent suffering, 
and the death of your beloved Son. Pious Jesus! All my salvation is in thy hands. Thou canst 
not turn the hands of thy love from me, for they have made me, formed me, purchased me. 
Thou hast written my name with an iron pen, with great mercy, and indelibly upon thy page, 
in thy hands, and in thy feet. If | cannot confess this aloud, yet | confess it in my heart and 
with my pen." 

The writer of these lines was most probably a monk of the Carthusian monastery who 
lived in the 14th or 15th century. The light of truth had shone into his lonely cell and shown 
him the way of life, which in the 16th century the Augustinian monk Luther came to know by 
divine providence. He knew, 
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in whom he should believe and how he could become blessed. But he 
lacked the divine courage of confession that despised even death. He only 
dared to confide his secret to a parchment, which he anxiously guarded. 
"Buried confessions" still exist, not only behind monastery walls, but 
everywhere. Out of fear of man, so many bury their faith in the depths of 
their hearts. But it is written, "| believe, therefore | speak," Ps. 116:10. 
Therefore St. Paul says, "Because we have the same spirit of faith (since 
it is written, | believe, therefore | speak), we also believe; therefore we 
also speak," 2 Cor. 4:12. And in the hymn it is said: 
If my flesh and blood be despondent, If the world will bind 
my tongue, | shall be chased to and fro, Like a light reed by 
winds, If persecution, upon me stoops, Ah, make me 
confident. 
If | be asked the reason of that which | hope and believe, 
Open my mouth myself, that it may abide in the truth, And 
make a good confession; Give me strength and courage for 
this. 


Little instructive tales from Luther's writings. 


14. 


A story that contains a necessary lesson for our time, when people 
want to serve God with self-chosen devotions and works, "that Gort does 
not want and cannot suffer his own to do anything that he has not 
commanded, no matter how good it may be. For obedience is the nobility 
of all works, and goodness to him that holdeth fast the words of God." (St. 
L. ed., XIV, 7.) 

Luther's account reads as follows: "In the book of the Holy Lives, 
called Vitae Patrum, there is a story of a hermit who went into the desert 
with his only son and thus wanted to leave the world. When the boy cried 
there, he wanted to throw him into the nearest water and drown him. Such 
a work the monks praise very highly, and almost exalt it, and compare it 
with the work which Abraham did; but it is really like the work of the devil, 
which he did in Paradise: and if the hermit had killed his son, he would 
have been a death-slayer, and all those who ever followed his example, 
or put up with it. And this is the cause, that without the word no obedience 
can please God. - So Ahaz did a great work, but all against God and his 
word. Therefore in the prophet Micah, in the 6th chapter, v. 7, it is rightly 
said, ‘Or shall | give my first son for my transgression? or the fruit of my 
body for the sin of my soul?’ No, saith the prophet [thou shalt not do this], 
for it is not commanded or enjoined unto thee. Abraham had a special 
commandment of God concerning this, which the others had not. For God 
saith not in general thus, Whosoever shall offer his son unto God, in him 
hath he pleasure." 

(Walch, I, 2285 f.)

In matters of faith and religion, it is not numbers and high and 
learned men who decide, but God's word alone. Very often scholars make 
whimsical decisions and, what is even worse, decisions that are flatly 
contrary to the word of God. From 


Luther tells us in the following instructive story about a man who was filled 
with the spirit of God's Word and dared to speak out against the decision 
of an entire council, in which there were undoubtedly many scholars: 

"Therefore it is a foolish thing that the Conciliar Churches should 
decide and establish what is to be believed, when there is often no man 
there who has tasted the divine Spirit a little. And when it came to pass in 
the Council of Nicaea, they went about to make laws concerning the 
spiritual estate, that they should not be married; and all this was false, 
because it had no foundation in the divine Scriptures. Then one man alone 
stood up, named Paphnutius, and put all this down, and said, Not so; this 
is not Christian. Then the whole council, which undoubtedly included many 
excellent and learned men, had to renounce their decision and give way 
to this simple-minded but pious man. For God is partial to high titles and 
human wisdom, and therefore at times he lets them run roughshod over 
them, and puts them to shame in their attempts, so that it may be seen 
how true the saying is: 'The learned, the perverse/ So we must remain free 
judges, that we have power to judge and to judge, to accept and to 
condemn all that the pope sets and the concilia decide. If we accept 
something, we should accept it in such a way that it compares with 
Scripture, Rom. 12, 7." (St. L. ed., XI, 308.) 

Open your Bible, dear Christian, and read the two passages: 1 Tim. 
4, 1-3. and Dan. 11, 37. and ask yourself if the pope with his prohibition of 
priestly marriages does not prove to be a right antichrist.

An apostolic greeting to all Christians. 


A bit of practical scriptural interpretation. 


"Peter, an apostle of JEsu Christ, to the elect strangers to and fro, in Ponto, 
Galatia, Cappadocia, Asia, and Bithynia, according to the providence of God the Father, 
by sanctification of the Spirit, unto obedience, and sprinkling of the blood of JEsu Christ. 
God grant you much grace and peace." 1 Pet. 1, 1. 2. 


5. we are chosen "according to the providence of God the Father". 


We have seen last time that we are "strangers to and fro" chosen of 
God. Now we hear further from the apostolic greeting of God, that we are 
chosen "according to the disposition of God the Father". 

What does that mean? 

In these words we are told what rule God followed in choosing us 
out of the world, what he chose for us. And we learn that the rule according 
to which God has judged this selection is solely his providence. His 
providence alone determined him to choose us. 

What then is the "provision" of God the Father? What is it that God 
the Father has "provided" for us? 

The "provision" of God, as we see from the original Greek text, is as 
much as the recognition, the foreknowledge of God. That God has 
provided for us is as much as that God has known us, known us in 
advance or from eternity. - So to recognize his foreknowledge, that he has 
known us in advance and from eternity, that, and that alone, has 
determined God to choose us of all people. 

But, dear reader, this knowing and foreknowing God, that God has 
known us and known us from eternity,

That is a very strange recognition. You must understand this well, or you 
will get all the wrong ideas. 

For when we say that God has known us from eternity, it does not 
mean that God has known us from eternity. Certainly God has known us 
from eternity. He knows all things from eternity. He knows us and all men 
from eternity. But that God has known us from eternity has a far different 
opinion and meaning. The Scriptures, the Word of God, attach a very 
different meaning to this knowledge. 

Which one? 

It will be best that we take a likeness. - A young man knows many 
virgins. But he not only knows one, but he recognizes her as the one God 
has chosen and ordained for him, as the one God has given him as his 
own. This recognition of his, which goes to this One, is therefore by no 
means a mere knowing, but it is a - well, it is precisely a recognition: a 
loving recognition; a recognition in which his whole heart lies and beats 
towards this One; a recognition by virtue of which he recognizes and 
acknowledges this One above all others as his own; a recognition by 
which he bears and beholds the image of this One in his own heart;-a 
powerful and effective recognition it is; a recognition which leads him to 
this One and makes him take her, take her as his faithful wife; which binds 
him to her in love and sorrow, in good and evil days; which makes him 
faithful to her even unto death. This recognition is, in a word, a powerful, 
loving recognition and seeing of this One. 

Thus - we ask you to look only at the point of comparison - the 
recognition with which 'God has recognized us Christians from eternity 
and recognizes us today and always, is by no means a mere knowing, but 
it is such a recognition that he recognizes and acknowledges us as his 
own, as his dear children. It is a loving recognition, in which the whole of

No - "my bridegroom has chosen me" is the humble but joyfu 
firm answer of a true bride when she is asked how it is that her bridegroom has chosen her 
and no one else. She does not know of any other answer and does not want to know it. She 
does not place her glory in her own worth, but only in the fact that her bridegroom has chosen 
her. 


Now how is it that God has known and provided and chosen us above all others? 

We, too, know - and here and hereon is our similitude to be drawn - of no other 
answer than this alone: "God hath known us, and provided us, and chosen us." 

That God has so powerfully loved us as his own, we find no reason for it in ourselves: 
it is only the good pleasure of his will; only his glorious grace is to be praised for it. We know 
of no reason why he should have chosen us above all others. We are no better in ourselves 
than any other. We are not better than all the others in a single respect. There is no difference 
here; they are all sinners, and lack the glory which they ought to have in God. All men lack 
all and every glory which they ought to have in God. 


No man has any glory in God, not even the slightest, so that he could say, "For this cause 
God hath known me, and provided me, and chosen me." When we are asked, and when we 
ask ourselves, "Why has God provided us?" we can only answer, "God has provided us." 
We mean nothing else and want to mean nothing else. We say nothing else and want to say 
nothing else. In all humility we say only, "God has provided." But also in high joy we say, 
"God has provided." With great certainty, and with pride rooted in God's sure love for us, we 
say, "God has provided." What else shall we say? If we would say anything else; if we would 
think ourselves better than all other men; If we should think ourselves better than all other 
men, even in one little thing, and if we should think that God had known us, and provided 
us, and chosen us, above all other men, for the sake of that one little thing, we should be 
deceiving ourselves in vanity; we should be arrogating to ourselves a glory of our own, 
contrary to God's word; we should be denying grace; we should be adorning ourselves with 
our own merit; we should be making ourselves unworthy of God, and of his good pleasure, 
and of his glorious grace. No - "God has provided for us" is the humble but joyfully firm 
answer of all true Christians when asked how it is that God has chosen them and no others. 
Of any other answer they do not know, and do not wish to know. They place their glory not 
in their own worth or merit, but solely in that their God has provided and chosen them.

What does our Indian mission actually do? 


Many a "Lutheran" reader may have asked himself this question, and it is a natural 
one. After all, almost a year has passed since we last heard about the mission in this 
newspaper. Since the undersigned, who as founder of the Indian Mission was intimately 
connected with it, is now following a call to Australia, he would like to publish a short report 
on the state of the Mission before his departure and warmly recommend it to all dear 
Christians. 

Our Indian mission has had to struggle with many difficulties during the past year. It 
was about May of last year when Father Larsen, our former missionary, told us that he had 
to resign because of his weak health. This was a hard blow for us. For Father Larsen had 
hardly been among the Indians for nine months, and they were attached to him with great 
love. Also, the building of a parsonage, which we had been forced to build for his sake, had 
caused us great expense. What was to happen now? It was too late to call a candidate. The 
vocations had already been distributed and there was no candidate left. Since the 
undersigned was not able to carry out the mission from Shawano, the Commission turned 
to the Faculty in St. Louis with the request to send them a student to fill the vacancy. This 
was done.

There are probably 
only a few houses in which there is not a Bible or a New Testament and 
in which it is read. With some Indians | have found a very good knowledge. 
For example, the Indians themselves noticed the difference between two 
funeral sermons, one of which was delivered at the corpse of a baptized 
man, the other a few days later at the funeral of an unbaptized child. When 
| visited the reservation some time ago, after the service, an old Indian 
said to me, and to an officemate who had preached there, "Well, now we 
can go home again with confidence, knowing that we have forgiveness of 
our sins." And an old mother squeezed the pastor's hand, and said, "That 
made me glad that you have rightly punished sin, and shown that our 
righteousness is nothing at all." 

As long as the mission has been carried on by us, all who have 
served it have repeatedly pointed out the necessity of baptism. People 
have been taught, both publicly and privately, that whoever wants to be a 
Christian and follow the Word of God must be baptized for the forgiveness 
of his sins. The people also realize this, and they not only come 
themselves and ask for baptism, but they exhort one another to be 
baptized. Thus, since the year 1898, no less than 79 have been baptized, 
51 of them, as | said, this year. It was on the Sunday after Easter that | 
went with our student to the reservation to baptize a number of Indians 
who had come forward to be baptized. There were their seven adults and 
nine children. The service was so well attended that both rooms could not 
hold all who were present. After the student's sermon, | gave a short talk 
in which | spoke about the nature and benefits of baptism. | had, of course, 
previously consulted with the individuals, though briefly, on the principal 
articles of the Christian faith. They all confessed their faith and expressed 
their joy at being allowed to be baptized. On May 15, | was out again, 
accompanied by our student and two officemates. This time there were 32 
who desired holy baptism; 19 had come to the rectory, namely 8 adults 
and 11 children. Among them was a young man who had not attended 
services very diligently in my day, but has been completely blind for the 
past year and is now absent from any service. An aged man of 73 had 
also come forward to be baptized, but he was prevented by illness from 
coming. Although it was a normal working day, almost the entire 
congregation had come to take part in the baptism ceremony. We sang a 
few songs, after which | gave a short speech, asked the necessary 
questions, and then performed the baptism. After the ceremony | had to 
go to a sick woman who was longing to be baptized. There were 6 adults 
and 5 children in her home who wanted to be baptized with her. | read a 
passage of Scripture, Tit. 3:5-7. and explained it and then asked some 
questions, after which | performed the sacred act. From here we went to 
an Indian woman who was baptizing with her little child. 
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had baptized. Father Naumann took the place of godparent for the latter. 
After the baptismal ceremony in the parish house, | admonished the 
Indians, since it was probably the last time that | would come out to them, 
that they all remain faithful to their Savior, so that we would all meet again 
one day in heaven. Then they asked me to come to them once more with 
my wife to celebrate their farewell. That is what we did. On May 22, my 
wife and | went to the reservation. Although the weather was very 
unfavorable and it rained heavily from time to time, about 100 people had 
come. Tables were laid and the finest cake and ice cream were prepared, 
of which no white woman should have been ashamed. The dear people 
had made it worth their while to give their old pastor a nice farewell. After 
the Estonian, music was played and a proper little concert was given. 


Then we all sang the songs: "Jesus, Lover of My Soul”, "Rock of Ages" 


and "Just As | Am", after which | expressed our heartfelt thanks to the 
Indians for their love in a few words and asked them to keep their Lord 
Jesus dear and to remain faithful to their faith. Then every one of them 
came to us and shook hands with tears in their eyes and wished us God's 
blessing. "What would have become of us," said an old Indian woman to 
me, "if you had not come to us. No one cared for us. But you brought 
God's word to us and gathered the church again. We will never forget you 
for that." Another asked me, "Why does your church let you go to Australia 
now and would not allow you to come to us?" 

Our Indians are now firmly convinced that our Synod will not leave 
them. They have learned that we seek not their money, but their souls, 
and spare no pains or labor for Christ's sake. Now the Commission had 
sent a profession to St. Louis, asking that one of this year's candidates 
might be given to our dear Indian Mission; this seemed to us the surest 
way to get another missionary for our Mission soon. Unfortunately, 
however, the number of candidates was not large enough for a long time. 
About 35 professions had to remain unconsidered, and our mission was 
among them. The Commission considered that it would be much more 
advisable to appoint an older, experienced, married missionary for this 
position, who would also be a role model for the Indians in his family life. 
She also drew attention to a man who was quite suitable for the mission. 
He has now also been called, and it is our heartfelt prayer that God will 
give him the right joy to accept the calling. Should the congregation again 
be without a pastor for a year and have to be served by another student, 
who would first have to work his way in and win the trust of the people, 
only to leave again after a year, the mission would undoubtedly suffer 
greatly. In addition, the Commission felt compelled to build a small church, 
because the parsonage is not large enough to accommodate all the 
people, and we cannot justify people going home again or staying at 
home, simply because there is no room. The building of the church has 
already begun. The foundation is ready, and in these days the carpenters 
will be working on the 
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actual construction. The building will be about 30X50X18 feet with a small addition, 15X26 
feet, for the school. So far we have not been able to establish a school among the children. 
But since the Indians themselves have expressed the wish that we should open a school, 
they would also send their children, and since our mission can only exist in the long run if it 
has youth, our new missionary will above all have to direct his attention to establishing a 
good school. 
The mission among the Menominee Indians could have been started long ago if we 
had had a missionary on the spot. The agent is friendly to our mission and has promised to 
help us as much as he can if we want to hold church services among these Indians. They 
have also repeatedly expressed the wish that we should take care of them. So now the good 
Lord has blessed his work, which was begun and continued in great weakness among the 
Indians, beyond all expectation. For this we should all thank the Lord from the bottom of our 
hearts. Then all Christians should also ask God diligently and sincerely to continue to 
promote the work among the poor Indians and to send them a faithful, capable missionary. 
Finally, we also need money, both for the missionary and for the building of the church, and 
so the Commission asks all dear Christians to remember our Indians at their mission 
celebrations this year. 

Wishing the dear, dear Missouri Synod God's richest blessings for all its work and 
especially for the Indian mission so dear to him, the undersigned hereby bids farewell to all 
his dear friends and asks them to remember him and his family in prayer.

Oregon and Washington District Assembly. 


The Oregon and Washington District of our Synod met this year from May 1 to 7 in 
Portland in the congregation of Father Fleckenstein. In the opening service the Reverend 
General Presbyter Prof. F. Pieper preached on Luc. 24, 46. 47. The service was well 
attended. The synod members had all come. 

On Thursday morning at nine o'clock the first meeting took place. After the synod 
had organized itself, Praeses Paul read his synodal address, in which he showed how our 
doctrine of conversion is Lutheran. From the third article, as well as from the second and 
third petition of our Small Catechism, it was explained how the doctrine of our synod is 
Luther's doctrine and how we are therefore Luther's children. God's word and Luther's 
teaching now and never perish. 

Admitted to the synodal association were 2 pastors, 2 teachers and 3 congregations. 
The Synod had before it a detailed work by Father Paul on the Scriptural doctrine of 
conversion. In seven theses it was shown that conversion is necessary, that it is what it is, 
that a man cannot be converted to Christ by his own strength, that it is God alone who 
appropriates grace to us, takes away all reluctance, and gives us the strength to do what is 
required of us. 


to accept the salvation commanded in Christ. In the fifth thesis it was explained how God 
converts men, that God uses his word for this purpose, but that he does not work in the 
establishment of his kingdom of grace with a compelling omnipotence, but in the 
omnipotence that lies in the word of God. The sixth proposition is concerned with the 
question how itcomes about that, in view of the equality of sinful destruction, the universality 
of grace, and the use of the same means of grace, some are converted and others are not. 
This is a mystery which we cannot puzzle out. We know only this one thing from God's 
Word, and this we must hold fast: the cause of conversion is God's grace, the cause of non- 
conversion is man's own fault, as it is written, "Israel, thou bringest thyself to trouble: for thy 
salvation standeth with me alone,” Hos. 13:3. In the last thesis the speaker showed what 
man ought to do in order to come to true conversion, namely, to hear God's word, and that 
in order to be preserved in conversion we ought to use the means of grace diligently and 
devoutly, and earnestly ask God to give us his grace to the end. The Synod confessed the 
theses together with their execution. Certainly the discussion of the doctrine of conversion 
was of great blessing to all and served to edify us in our most holy faith. 

During the afternoon sessions, business negotiations were held. Especially the work 
of the mission occupied our interest. The Mission Commission gave a report on the various 
fields in Oregon, Washington and Idaho, after which the missionaries gave oral accounts of 
their work and success. The work of the mission is going forward, the mission fields are 
mostly prospering, and new ones are being added. God has given his blessing, as he 
promised Isa. 55, 10. 11. The Synod recognized the necessity of filling several new places, 
and instructed the Mission Commission to appoint two new missionaries. It was also 
recognized that a church building is needed in Seattle and that we as a synod strongly 
support the petition of the congregation there. 

The communities were also urged to provide community schools as soon as it was 
at all possible. Also, as many students as possible should be sent to our teaching 
institutions. We do not have enough by far, and a shortage of preachers will probably occur 
in the next few years. 

A letter from Fr. Obermeyer concerning our negro mission was read, and the Synod 
recognized that God is with us also in this work for the glory of His name. Father Ebeling of 
Snohomish was elected to represent the negro mission in this district. 

The next Synod will be held, God willing, at Blooming, Oreg. in July, 1903. 

On Synod Sunday, Fr. Ko8 from Camas Prairie preached on the Sunday Gospel in 
the morning. In the evening, Bohl from Seattle preached on Matth. 5, 14-16 in the mission 
service. In the closing service, Fr. Ebeling held the confessional and Fr. Behrens the 
pastoral sermon.

From the 1st to the 7th of May the Eastern District of our Synod met 
in St. Marcus Church in Brooklyn, N.')), (?. A. E. Frey), and richly blessed 
days they were, which the Synod members were allowed to enjoy. 
Numerous people from near and far had again come to edify and 
strengthen themselves in God's Word, to encourage one another not to 
grow weary and lax in the work of the Lord, but to do it ever more faithfully 
and zealously. The mere sight of such a numerous assembly, working 
hand in hand in the work of the Lord in unity of faith, is something 
heartrending. It is, after all, a loud testimony to the fact that the Lord has 
confessed his work and has bestowed his blessing upon it. Yes, even in 
the East of this great country, so richly blessed by God, the Lord has given 
our Synod a great field of work. 

According to the old custom the opening of the Synod took place by 
a solemn service, in which the Honorable Vice-President of the General 
Synod, P. P. Brand of Pittsburg, Pa. preached on Matth. 2. 6, 16-20. Then 
at the first afternoon session, the Hon. President of the District, Rev. H. 
Walker, read his synodal address. 

This year's teaching sessions were based on four theses by P. A. 
Biewend on "The End of the World". This was not only a very interesting 
subject, but also an extremely timely one. We live - who could deny it? - 
In the last afflicted time of the world. But though the great day of the Lord, 
when he shall make up his mind to terrify the earth, draws nearer and 
nearer, yet the human race of our day, on the whole, lives along as 
securely and carelessly and unconcerned about its eternal salvation, as if 
the world would stand forever and man would remain upon it forever. 
Christians, too, are easily entangled in the ways and doings of the children 
of this world, and therefore, especially in the last days of the world, they 
need the admonition and warning that the apostle Peter already called out 
to the first Christians: "If all these things shall pass away, how then shall 
ye be skillful in holy conversation and godly conduct, waiting and 
hastening unto the future of the day of the Lord, in the which the heavens 
shall pass away with fire, and the elements shall melt with fervent heat", 
2 Pet. 3, 11. 12. God has revealed to us in His Word that the last times of 
the world will be especially dangerous for Christians, that false teaching 
and ungodly living will prevail. Therefore the Saviour exhorts his faithful to 
constant watchfulness, so that his day will not overtake us unprepared. 
Oh, that we would all consider that the end of the world is near, and that 
we would be prepared for it at all hours! - But there is not enough space 
here to write more about the doctrinal negotiations. In the not too distant 
future the synodal report will appear in print and give a detailed account 
of everything. It would certainly be a great blessing if it were read by many. 

This time, too, the Synod had before it a great deal of business. Only 
the most important of them is reported here. Right at the beginning of the 
Synod a new secretary had to be elected, since the previous one, Fr. 
GroB, had resigned during the last year. 


had been called away by God by a blessed death. The choice fell on k F. 
Brand of Pittsburg, Pa. 

The report on the status of the Hutlfsfonds, from which poor 
congregations receive interest-free loans for church construction, was quite 
gratifying. The fund shows a current balance of H12, 201. 29, an increase 
of K145. 2. 22 over the previous year. 

The most important subject in the business negotiations this year 
was once again the cause of the Mission, and especially the Inner Mission. 
How great this work is here in the East can be seen to some extent from 
the fact that more than K6000,00 are needed annually in order to be able 
to continue it as before. The Mission Commission has therefore made an 
urgent request that this caste should be "considered" very soon and 
generously. About 20 small communities are supported from this. 

Following the report of the Negro Mission Commission, the 
missionaries Schooff and Schiitz, who were present, gave the Synod 
graphic descriptions of the conditions among the 'Negroes of the South and 
of the difficulty of the work among them. Here, too, it is true that much more 
could be done if more forces and means were available. Mention was also 
made of the successful progress of the Slovak mission and the mission to 
the Jews. 

It was a special joy for the Synod to see Fr. 'Michael from Denmark 
n their midst, who brought the Synod the greetings of the Danish Free 
Church and gave a short description of the conditions there. After 
expressing his heartfelt thanks for all the support he had given so far, he 
added a request to continue to remember our fellow believers there with 
ove and gifts in the future. 

A petition from the New York and New England Pastoral 

Conferences concerning the division of the District was discussed at length. 
The reasons given for this were that with the steady increase it was 
becoming more and more difficult to accommodate the synodical members, 
and that a division of the district would probably have the effect of 
stimulating greater zeal in the mission. The result of the discussion, 
however, was that it was felt that the time had not yet come for a division. 
The invitation of the congregation of P. W. Bréckers in Pittsburg to 
the Synod to meet next time in their midst was accepted; and so, God 
willing, the Synod will meet there in 1903. 
‘With prayer and singing of the verse: "Praise, honour and glory be 
to God" the adjournment took place. To the Lord alone be praise and 
thanksgiving for all blessings hitherto. May He continue in grace to bless 
us. F.V. 


Martin Hyller. 
A life portrait from the time of the Thirty Years' War. 


Blessed Martin Hyller was born at Striegau in Silesia on September 
26, 1575. He is therefore not to be confused with the Wurttemberg 
songwriter P. Philipp Friedrich Hiller, who died in 1769. 
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Our Hyller's parents were pious people who raised him in discipline and admonition 
to the Lord. After he had been prepared academically at the grammar school in Breslau, he 
went to the universities of Leipzig and Wittenberg, where he studied theology under faithful 
teachers with zeal and good success and already there found frequent opportunities to 
prepare himself practically for his important profession in life. From 1599 to 1601 he was a 
tutor and was then appointed pastor in Pilgramsdorf near Schweidnitz; in 1602 he came to 
Amsdorf and in 1607 as deacon to Striegau, in 1616 as first deacon to Jauer and in 1617 to 
Reichenbach. 

During the Thirty Years' War, which raged throughout Germany at that time, Silesia 
suffered particularly, and Hyller, as a faithful Protestant preacher, along with many other 
children of God, especially. Thus, among other things, the city of Reichenbach was forced 
by the imperial forces to renounce the Protestant doctrine in January 1629, and Hyller had 
to leave the city and all his property on the spot and go into exile. It is true that in 1631, after 
the Lord had given the Protestant princes victory again, he was called back to GroB- 
Wandritsch near Liegnitz as pastor and senior, and in 1632 he was able to return to his 
office in Reichenbach. But already on February 2, 1633, the imperial forces conquered 
Neichenbach again, and only by God's gracious providence was Hyller able to escape the 
great bloodbath with his wife and children, but with the loss of all his possessions and under 
great hardships from the enemy soldiers. The enemies soon departed, and Hyller was able 
to return to his distraught and grieving community; but already on May 31, 1634, the cruel 
enemies came again and plundered for seven whole days, whereby the pious Hyller was 
spared the least and had to flee to Breslau. Not long after his return to Reichenbach, the 
imperial order appeared that all Protestant churches should be closed and the preachers 
expelled, and with many other faithful servants of God, our Hyller had to go into exile again 
until 1638. In the latter year he was appointed provost of Oels and pastor of the neighboring 
Déberle, but soon after his arrival there he was plundered again by robbing warriors. He 
remained in this office until his blessed death, which took place in the 76th year of his age, 
August 14, 1651, after he had been particularly hard hit by illness during the last three years 
of his life. 
18 Advent reflections, which he held during the Advent season in the daily masses 
or morning prayer hours, give evidence of his evangelical spirit and faith and his graceful 
preaching. They were known for many years as manuscripts and appeared in print only in 
1733. His other writings, fruits of his faith and his tribulations, appeared during his lifetime 
and were published more often because of their value. 

It should also be noted that the foregoing is mostly taken verbatim by the author from 
the short biography printed in advance of the devotions.

During the month of May, a whole series of church meetings took place, among 
which the one of the Presbyterians, which was held in Philadelphia, probably caused the 
s 
y 
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most stir and aroused the most tension. For years the question had been discussed in thi 
church community whether the old reformed confession of this sect, the thorough 


Calvinistic "Westminster Confession", should be retained or changed or abolished. 
Most of the presbyteries having previously declared themselves in favour of action in this 
matter, the matter was discussed for four days. Three different views prevailed in the debate: 
the conservative, which wished to leave the confession unchanged; the moderate, which 
proposed some changes by which the harsh Calvinism should be removed; the radical, 
which wished to have the confession abolished altogether. The result of the long negotiation 
was that the Confession was retained unchanged, but that a committee was appointed to 


submit a short reformed Confession, possibly avoiding all technical expressions, to the 
next General Assembly. This result was to be expected, considering the unionist sentiment 
that is spreading more and more in the Presbyterian Church. One did not have the courage 
to strictly uphold the old confession, because many in the church no longer believe in it and 
would then probably have separated; one also did not have the courage to completely 
abolish the old confession, because others would not have tolerated this. And so, out of a 
false love of peace, one resorts to a general, colorless formula of union, to which people of 
all persuasions can confess and behind which every false teacher can hide. L. F. 


The United Presbyterian Church also held its General Assembly last month, 
in Des Moines, lowa. This wing of the Pres- 
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byterian, which arose from a fusion of several smaller parties, is strictly Calvinistic, also 
professes the Westminster Confession, but has added to it to express the strict Scottish

gen. In their services they sing only psalms. From their negotiations this year, it is 
particularly noteworthy that, after heated debate, they want to adhere to their old principle of 
not admitting members of secret societies into their community. During the discussion, the 
reason given for this rule was quite correctly that the lodges, especially the Freemasons, 
have a religion other than the Christian religion, an anti-Christian, pagan religion. _L. F. 
The Reformed Brethren in Christ, also called the Otterbein People after their 
founder, W. Otterbein, have been Methodist from the beginning and still are today. At their 
General Conference just held in Frederick, Maryland, they decided, after heated debate, that 
in the future no preacher of their church should use tobacco in any form, and that all who 
have hitherto indulged in this pleasure must cease to do so. Thus in matters of means they 
restrict Christian liberty by miserable commandments of men. In matters of faith, however, 
they are by no means so fearful, or they would not have resolved to delete the word "hell" 
from the Apostles' Creed, and to say instead, "descended into Hades," that is, into the 
kingdom of death. In this way they leave everyone free to believe in Christ's descent into 
hell, which is clearly taught in Scripture (1 Pet. 3:19).

Offensive Advertisements. A well-known and respected Methodist editor, Rev. Dr. 
J. M. Buckley, the long-time leader of the most influential paper of that church fellowship, 
the "New York Christian Advocate," recently said publicly at a church conference 
that he had rejected advertisements during the past year which had brought his paper 
843,000. The reason he gave was that he could not have considered the objects to be 
advertised worthy of recommendation, e.g. patent medicines which contained harmful 
ngredients. The editor of the Roman Catholic Review, who discusses this, says from his 
own experience that so many of the common advertisements are objectionable for one 
reason or another that a conscientious editor should rather dispense with advertisements 
altogether. He therefore does not put any in his paper. It is already very bad for a secular 
aper to take up dubious or reprehensible advertisements. How much damage may already 
ave been done by this! It is doubly bad, however, when ecclesiastical or ecclesiastically 

irected papers do not keep themselves free from such mischief. L. F.

The Catholic Church and the Welfare of the State. At the Geographers’ Day held some 
time ago in Stuttgart, Prof. Rein of Bonn reported that of the Spanish population, which is 
almost entirely Catholic, 68 percent cannot read and write, and of the Spanish emigrants to 
Argentina, as many as 90 percent are unable to do so. He then added the following, as we 
learn from an exchange sheet: "In spite of the autocracy of the Catholic Church and the 
Inquisition which it has maintained, Spain and Portugal have their anarchists and atheists. 
But they differ from the civilized states of Europe with religious liberty by an exceedingly lazy 
and corrupt administration, by their sinking national credit, by the poverty and ignorance of 
the masts, which can just as easily be misled and fanatized by the illusions of socialist and 
anarchist leaders as by the ignorance of the people. 
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of narrow-minded priests." Truly, a damning judgment is thus passed on the Catholic Church, 
which dominates everything in these countries.

China. The list of the murdered Protestant missionaries in China and those who died 
as a result of the maltreatment they suffered has now been completed and is reported by 
Prof. D. G. Warneck in the latest issue of his "Missions-Zeitschrift’. It amounts to 186 names, 
134 adults and 52 children. According to nationality, the British have 70 adults and 28 
children, the Swedes 40 adults and 16 children, and the Americans 24 adults and 8 children.

Fine fame of the lodges. For some time we have not reported any accidents that 
have occurred during initiations into secret societies. How often, however, such occur may 
be shown by the following compilation. The reports of these occurrences have come to our 
attention quite occasionally and by chance in the last few months, exclusively in secular 
newspapers. William Bausmann of Baltimore has sued the Order of American 


Mechanics for 85,000 in damages. In his complaint he states that he was ordered to go 
through the initiation ceremonies with a man named Dougherty. Both were ordered to 
remove all their clothing. When Bausmann refused, he was allowed to keep his 
undergarments on. Thereupon they had to strap skates to their feet and were now led before 
an assembly of about two hundred masked men. As the narretheia proceeded, Dougherty 
then fell to the ground and struck Bausmann in the chest with one of his skates. As a result 
of this blow and other abuse, Bausmann suffered from frequent spitting of blood and internal 
pain. 2. the lodge of the "Knights of the Royal Arch" at Carbondale, Ill 

been ordered by jury verdict to pay 81000 damages to the widow of K. O. Deason for the 
death of her husband. Deason had himself admitted to the order'some months ago, and at 
the initiation was accidentally so wounded by a bullet that he died of blood poisoning after a 
few days. The widow sued the Order for damages and was awarded the sum mentioned as 
compensation. The case understandably caused such a stir that the Order felt compelled to 
change its secret ritual. In Clinton, lowa, Jos. Burke was awarded 81,000 after suing the 
Lodge of the Modern Woodmen of America for 810,000 in damages. He had been 
tied by a rope to his feet and dragged across the floor during initiation ceremonies, injuring 
his knee. This necessitated surgery and put him out of work for six months. 4th In Guthrie, 
Okla, Aurelius A. Harvey sued the Lodge "Royal Tribe of Joseph" for 810,000 
damages. Upon his admission to that order, he was strapped to what was called a "Cameo!" 
a large wheel, and driven about the lodge room rapidly and forcibly on it. Through the 
negligence of the "Brethren" he was evilly wounded and battered in the process. 5th At 
Glendive, Montana, the Methodist minister, H. Warman, has been sued against 16 members 
of the "Knights of the Maccabees." When he joined the lodge a few months ago, the 
defendants treated him so badly that he received a serious and permanent injury. 6. At

Mark Gillson, was knocked unconscious during his introduction to the 
mysteries of the Modem Woodmen. The physicians who examined him 
put his condition to the account of the anxiety he had endured when, 
stretched on a wheel, he was spun round and round at a great speed.

Natural science and faith in God. Today's representatives of natural 
science are mostly deniers of God and do not want to acknowledge what 
is written in Romans 1:19, 20: "It is evident to them that God is known, for 
God has revealed it to them that God's invisible being, that is, His eternal 
power and divinity, is seen when it is perceived in the works, that is, in the 
creation of the world. Yes, they even claim to have become mistaken 
about the existence of God through their researches in the realm of nature. 
But there has been more than one among the great and the pioneers of 
natural science who has expressly confessed that through his 
investigation of nature he has been strengthened in his faith in the all-wise 
Creator and Sustainer God; and he has actually agreed with the words of 
the Psalm, which sings the praises of God from the book of nature like no 
other (104:24): "O Lord, how great and many are thy works! Thou hast 
wisely ordered them all, and the earth is full of thy goods." We leave to 
follow some sayings recently compiled in the "Proof of Faith." From the 
famous astronomer Johannes Kepler (+ 1630) comes the saying, "In 
creation | grasp God as it were with my hands." Agassiz (t 1873), the 
distinguished fifch scientist and earth expert, called natural science "a 
translation of the Creator's thoughts into human language." The 
meritorious astronomer Madler (t 1874) protested: "A true naturalist 
cannot be a denier of God. For he who looks so deeply into God's 
workshop, and, as we do, has occasion to admire his all-wisdom and 
eternal order, must, after all, thereby bend his knees to the rule of a higher 
spirit." The founder of geographical science, Karl Ritter (¢ 1859), wrote as 
the summa of his world view in an album the words of the 19th Psalm: 
"The heavens tell the glory of God, and the firmament proclaims the work 
of His hands." And in the entrance to the famous "Chemical Letters” of the 
great chemist Justus v. Liebig (t 1873) are the following sentences: "The 
world is the story of the omnipotence and wisdom of an infinitely higher 
Being. The knowledge of nature is the way to admire the greatness of the 
Creator; it provides us with the right means of visualizing the majesty of 
God. Without knowledge of the laws of nature and natural phenomena, the 
human spirit fails in the attempt to form an idea of the greatness and 
unfathomable wisdom of the Creator; for everything that the richest 
imagination and highest spiritual formation are able to conceive appears, 
when held up against reality, like a colorful, iridescent soap bubble." The 
Book of Nature does not speak of the Redeemer and Saviour God. He has 
made himself known in the book of Scripture, 


in the gospel of Jesus Christ, "by which is revealed the mystery which was 
hid from the world, but is now made manifest, being also made known by 
the scriptures of the prophets, by commandment of the eternal God, to 
establish the obedience of faith," Rom. 16, 25. 26. L. F. 


The Silent Superior. 


"Touch not mine anointed, and do no harm 

to my prophets." 1 Chron. 17, 22. 

In a small town there was a Christian congregation which had 
enjoyed true peace and unity for several years. No internal struggles were 


d tearing it apart, and it was able to muster all its strength in the struggle 


with external enemies. But even in this little paradise a serpent sought to 
creep in. The devil sent a troublemaker among them to scatter and corrupt 
them. 

This troublemaker, W., spoke of the oppressive yoke that the 
congregation had put on itself, thinking of the congregational order that 
was in accordance with the Holy Scriptures, and he also succeeded in 
drawing some of the more simple-minded and weaker members to 
himself. When he perceived that his sowing had taken root, he became 
more courageous and sought to draw near to the older ones. He did not 
turn to the pastor of the congregation, because he thought that he would 
soon be put out of the way if he opposed his plans. He saw it as especially 
necessary to win L., an old Christian who had belonged to the 
congregation since its organization, and who was respected by all. L. was 
a very quiet man, who seldom said anything except when he found 
occasion to work and speak for the cause of the Lord, but he was 
universally respected and beloved for his kindness and sincerity. 

W. entered the old man's simple but friendly apartment and was led 
into a room to await L.'s return from the field. W.'s very troubled mind felt 
almost constricted by the solemn silence that reigned in the house. At last 
L. came home. After the usual greeting and a short, awkward silence, the 
visitor began to lament the low state of the community, and that, taken as 
a whole, there was so much lukewarmness and indolence there, and then 
continued, "What do you think, Mr. L., can be the cause of this?" 

After some thought, L. frankly admitted, "I really don't quite know 
what it can be." 

"Do you think the community is right about its duties?" 

"No! | don't think so." 

"Do you think the preacher fully feels the weight and responsibility 
of his office?" 

"No! | don't think so." 

A smile of satisfaction slid across the guest's face, and he 
continued, "Do you think our preacher is a particularly gifted man?" 

"No! | don't think so." 

With a sweet smile and flattering voice, he replied, "Don't you think 
it would be best to take this one away and look for another?" 

The old man jumped up from the chair as if he had been struck by 
an arrow, and called out in a stronger voice than usual: 

"No! | don't think so." 

"What!" cried the astonished guest. "You agree with me, after all, in 
all | have said; don't you?" 
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"No! | am not at all." 

"You are so taciturn," continued the stranger, somewhat embarrassed, "that no one 
can get to the bottom of your thoughts." 

"Once | was loquacious enough," answered the old man, rising; "but thirty years ago 
my heart was humbled, and a bridle put upon my tongue, and since then | have learned 
better to walk cautiously before my God. | gave him solemn vows; come not to tempt me to 
break them." 

Startled at the hitherto taciturn man's eagerness, the stranger asked, "What did you 
encounter thirty years ago?" 

| will tell you. - | was deceived into taking partin such a plan as you have just revealed, 
to drive one of the servants of the Lord out of the field of labor where God had placed him. 
In my blindness | imagined that it was a small thing to get out of the way one of the "stars" 
which the Lord Jesus holds in "his right hand" (Revelation 2:1) - and | nurtured the hope of 
getting another pastor who could tickle my ears and find more applause from the world. | 
and those from whom | took my lead flattered ourselves to be very conscientious. We thought 
we were doing God a service by supplanting his servant. We lamented that we did not see 
a right life - because we ourselves only rebuked and ran down, instead of supporting with 
our prayers and works the instrument of the Lord, from whose hand | demanded the blessing. 
In the end he could not pull the wagon of the gospel alone, because half a dozen of us clung 
to the wheels, always reproaching him for his faults and weaknesses. We hunted him like a 
deer until, wounded and bleeding, he had to flee. Scarcely had he been transferred, when 
God began to visit us with his hand, to show us that he had blessed the work of his servant, 
so much despised. 

Our own hearts were crushed and our children were drawn to the Lord, and | resolved 
to visit my former pastor at the earliest opportunity and confess my sin to him and thank him 
for his efforts on my sons, in whose hearts the long-hidden seed had taken root. | heard that 
he was lying ill and | set out to visit him. It was evening when | arrived at his house, and his 
wife would not allow me to enter the sick room, "for," she said, "he is near death, and the 
sight of your face would surely alarm him." 

"Alas !" said | to myself, "has it come to this, that the man by whose efficacy | have 
been led to Christ, cannot die quietly at the sight of me ? O God ! have mercy on me," | cried, 
"what have | done !"| confessed my sin to his wife, and begged her to allow me, for Christ's 
sake, to enter in and ask his forgiveness before he died. As | stepped into the room where 
this warrior of JEsu Christ was about to lay down his armor, he opened his dull eyes and 
hunted, "Brother L.! Brother L.!" | bent over him and whispered, "My pastor! My pastor!" He 
lifted out his pale, emaciated hand, and said with poignant emphasis, "Touch not mine 
anointed, and do my prophets no harm." | now spoke to him in the most tender manner, 
telling him that | had come to confess my sin, and to show him one of the fruits with which 
the Lord had blessed his efficacy, calling upon my son to come forth and tell him that he had 
found Christ. But he was unconscious; the sight of my face had caused him the last pain on 
earth. | kissed his forehead and told him how dear he was to me, begged his forgiveness, 
and promised to take care of his widow and children. 


Answer which | received, and which he murmured to himself, as it were in a dream, was, 
"Touch not mine anointed, and do no harm to my prophets." | stayed with him all night, and 
at dawn | pressed his eyes shut. 

His last words echoed in my ears again before his grave. Even in my sleep it seemed 
as if Christ stood before me and said, "Do not touch my anointed, and do not harm my 
prophets." These words haunted me until | began to understand how precious Christ 
considers those who have left everything to proclaim his name, and | made a solemn vow 
before God to love them always afterwards, even if they were not perfect in one thing or 
another. Since that time | have spoken less than before, and have supported my pastor, 
though he has not always been a "particularly gifted man." My tongue sticks to the roof of 
my mouth before | dare separate what God has put together. If God no longer wants a 
preacher in a place, | believe He will show it already and move the preacher. | do not 
approve of the plan which you seek to carry out here; nay, still more, if | hear one more word 
from your lips in this direction, | will propose to the congregation to deal with you as with him 
who causes discord and vexation. | would give all | possess to undo what | did thirty years 
ago. Stand still where thou art now, and pray God that thy heart's thoughts may be forgiven. 


This definite answer put an end to W.'s attempts to oust the preacher from his 
congregation.

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An aposiolic greeting of God to all Christians. 


A bit of practical scriptural interpretation. 


"Peter, an apostle of JEsu Christ, to the elect strangers to and fro, in Ponto, Galatia, 
Cappadocia, Asia, and Bithynia, according to the providence of God the Father, by 
sanctification of the Spirit, unto obedience, and sprinkling of the blood of JEsu Christ. God 
grant you much grace and peace." 1 Pet. 1, 1. 2. 


5. we are chosen "according to the providence of God the Father". 

Last time we looked at the words of the above apostolic greeting to God, which is 
also addressed to us, that we are chosen "according to the providence of God the Father," 
and we saw that this "providence" is nothing other than the foreknowledge of God, a powerful, 
effective, loving recognition and election of God. And indeed God has chosen us and lovingly 
recognized us as His own without any merit on our part. In ourselves there has been no 
reason for it. It was solely the good pleasure of his will; only his glorious grace is to be praised 
for it. 
Of course, let us say further, God has not provided for us simply, not without good reason, 
not out of sheer arbitrariness. By his grace, which is in Christ our Lord, that is, for Christ's 
sake, he has provided for us. He has provided for us because of his grace Christ shed his 
blood for us and reconciled us sinners under the wrath of God to him. God's providence, that 
he has provided for us and chosen us from eternity, is therefore a well-founded and dearly 
purchased providence. - But this in no way explains why he has provided for us above others. 
For is not the grace of God a general one, extending over all men? Did not Christ shed his 
blood for the whole world? Did he not reconcile the whole world to God? Yes, 
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and we repeat: "There is no difference here; they are all sinners, and lack the glory which 
they ought to have in God." No man can boast of any little thing by which he has made 
himself worthy of God's providence in the sight of others, or by which it can be in the least 
explained and understood why the providence of God has fallen upon him. 

"So God," says one, "for some reason unknown to us, has passed by many coldly, 

and left them on the left? Is it to be explained in this way that he has provided for us of all 
people?" 
Oh no, it cannot be explained like that. God has passed no man by coldly; God has 
left no man to the left. The generality of God's grace, which is over all men, forbids us to 
think this. To think that forbids us the generality of Christ's reconciliation, which is over all 
the world. Finally, God's own Word forbids us to think this, which says loudly and clearly: "As 
surely as | live, saith the Lord GOD, | have no pleasure in the death of the wicked, but that 
the wicked turn from his way of being, and live. 33:11; and, "God wills that all men be saved, 
and come to the knowledge of the truth," 1 Tim. 2:4; and, "God wills not that any should 
perish, but that every man turn to repentance," 2 Pet. 3:9; and of them that perish 
nevertheless, God's word saith, "Israel, thou bringest thyself into evil: for thy salvation is with 
me alone," Hos. 13:9. And, O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, which killest the prophets, and stonest 
them that are sent unto thee, how often would | have gathered thy children together, as a 
hen gathereth her chickens under her wings, and ye would not," Matt. 23:37; and, Ye 
stiffnecked and uncircumcised in heart and ears, ye always resist the Holy Ghost, as your 
fathers did, so do ye, Apost. 7:51. 7, 51. Truly, then, that God has provided for us is not to 
be explained by the fact that he has chosen us from some unknown source. 
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The Lord has passed many by coldly and has left them on the left. Those who are lost are 
lost only through their own fault, because they have rejected God's grace and Christ's 
reconciliation and the Holy Spirit's call of grace in unbelief. 

"But | have it now!" saith another. "| know how it is that God has known and provided 
for us above all others." 

Well, so say on. 

"God is equally gracious to all men. Christ has reconciled all men equally to God. 
God has no pleasure in the death of any man, even the most ungodly. God does not want 
anyone to be lost. God wants all men to be helped. God wants even the wicked to live and 
be saved. But God wants the wicked to turn from his nature and live. God wants all men to 
be helped and to come to the knowledge of the truth, to the faithful knowledge and 
acceptance of grace and truth. God wants everyone to turn to repentance. For this reason 
the Lord Jesus also says: "God so loved the world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should not perish, but have everlasting life; is it not so?" 

That's right. 

"For this reason God gave his holy gospel, and with it his Holy Spirit. Therefore, by 
his gospel and by his Holy Spirit, he powerfully calls everyone to faith in Jesus Christ, to 
repentance, to the knowledge of the truth that saves, to conversion. Is it not so?" 

Yes, that's also true. 

"But many don't believe. They don't want to, don't want to believe. They do not want 
to turn to repentance. They don't want to have the knowledge of the truth. They do not want 
to be converted. They always and persistently resist the Holy Spirit, who so gladly and 
earnestly wants to convert them through the gospel. Some also fall away from the faith 
through their own fault. They were once enlightened, they have tasted the heavenly gift, 
they have been made partakers of the Holy Spirit, they have tasted the good word of God 
and the powers of the world to come: but they have fallen away, they again crucify to 
themselves the Son of God, and hold him up to ridicule. Is it not so again?" 

Once again, that is the case. 

"And these unbelievers, recalcitrants, and apostates, they are lost through their own 
fault. Aren't they?" 

Yes, they are lost through their own fault. 

"And this hath God known from everlasting. The unbelieving and the rebellious and 
the apostate God has known from eternity; has He not?" 

Certainly. God knows and knows all. 

"God therefore knew from eternity that these would be lost through their own fault." 

I'm sure. What else? 

"But God also hath known from everlasting them that believe not, and that fall not 
away again." 

But who do what? 
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"Egg, they that believe by the grace of God, and continue in the faith unto the end. - 
Did | not say right?" 

What you have said is right in itself. Only those who do not disbelieve and do not fall 
away again, but who believe by the grace of God and continue in faith until the end, these 
are the ones whom God has provided, these are the destined and chosen ones of God. This 
is certainly true. But you have not in the least answered the question you wanted to answer. 

"What question?" 

The question of how it is that God has known and provided for us - and we want to 
add: for us Christians who believe by God's grace and remain steadfast in faith until the end 
- before all others. 

"| didn't answer that question?" 

No. 

"Do you want me to say it all again?" 

And if you were to say what you have said a thousand times, you would not answer 
the question. You have only said and shown who are the oversights and who are the non- 
oversights. But you have not said and shown how it is that God has provided us Christians 
above all others - why, for what cause God has provided us. But answer the question now. 
Why, then, has God provided us Christians in particular? Well? Because. . . 

"Because God has seen from eternity that we of all people, and we alone, will believe 
and abide in the faith." 

There. That's a straight answer. And it's wrong. 

"Wrong?!" 

Yeah, wrong. 

"But why?" 

Because thereby faith is in the last analysis made a work and merit of man. 

"But why?" 

According to your opinion, the matter is briefly as follows: The all-knowing God has 
from eternity the whole lost world of sinners before his eyes, but reconciled to him through 
Christ. He wants to convert them and bring them to faith through his Word and his Holy 
Spirit. Now he sees that there is a great and mighty difference among men. For some of 
them wilfully and persistently resist his word and the Holy Spirit, and will not be converted 
and brought to faith; or, if they are really brought to faith at first, they are not saved in the 
faith, but fall away again. The others, however, are different: they do not resist wilfully and 
persistently, but at least let themselves at last be brought to faith and kept in it. And these 
latter, according to your opinion, God has provided, because he has seen from eternity that 
they and no others will believe and remain steadfast in the faith. - Is not this your opinion? 

"Yes, to be sure. But -" 

But thereby you make faith in the last analysis a work and merit of man. And thereby 
you build 
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So then, in the last analysis, you have based your providence, your righteousness before 
God, and your salvation on your own work and merit. Seest thou not this? That God has 
provided a man from eternity, and that a man may believe in time, and be justified by faith, 
and be eternally saved, you leave all this to depend on what? on man's own conduct toward 
the word of God and the Holy Spirit. He who behaves rightly against God's word and the Holy 
Spirit, or who at least does not behave so badly against them as some and many do, is, in 
your opinion, provided by God, for he and he alone becomes and remains a believer, and he 
and he alone is therefore also righteous before God and eternally blessed. - Then behold. 
Friend, whither thou hast strayed! 

"But yet | have said, and still say, that those who believe by God's grace are provided 
by God!" 

What good does that do? In your opinion, it always depends on how the person 
himself behaves against this grace of God. You are not completely serious about the "by 
God's grace". In the final analysis, it is always man's own behavior that is the deciding factor. 
The one who behaves differently and better against the grace of God than the unbelievers 
and the lost, becomes and remains a believer. This, according to thy exposition, is the 
deepest ground of verse, as well as of the righteousness and blessedness of Christians. Thou 
dost therefore, as we have already said, build up the disposition, and the righteousness, and 
the blessedness of Christians, upon their own work and merit. For in the last resort thou 
makest faith a work and merit of man. For thou causest faith to arise not from the work of 
God's grace alone, but also from man's conduct against the grace of God. - Shall | prove to 
thee from the Scriptures that faith is only God's gift of grace, and not man's work and merit? 

"No, truly, it is not necessary, | know that!" 

Well, then, you have only allowed yourself to be led astray and to speak contrary to 
Scripture by your vain attempts to explain something that cannot be explained. But now say 
no more that God has provided for us because he has seen from eternity that we and we 
alone believe and will remain steadfast in the faith. 

"Yes, but why did God provide us?" 

Because he provided. There is truly no other answer to this question. We can find no 
reason in ourselves, no reason at all, why God has provided for us. It is merely the good 
pleasure of his will. Only his glorious grace is to be praised for it. Without this grace we would 
be just as faithless, just as hardened as everyone else. God has provided for us precisely 
because, O marvelous grace! - He has provided for us. Itis alll, all his grace. - 

And now back to our Peter text: we are chosen “according to the providence of God 

the Father". 
We Christians are strangers in this world to and fro. But we are chosen and selected out of 
the world, chosen and selected by God out of the world. And indeed we are chosen according 
to - well according to what? - According to the providence of God the Father. The rule 
according to which God has chosen us Christians from eternity is none other than His 


eternal providence. That according to which God has judged himself, when he read us out 
of the world and chose us and wrote us in his book, is nothing else than his eternal 
providence, that he has provided us. 

That we are chosen according to the providence of God the Father - do you know 
what that actually means? It really means that we are chosen because God has chosen us. 
God doesn't want us to have any glory at all. He wants glory, all glory, alone. And in truth we 
have no glory, none at all. And we want no glory either. God indeed hath all glory alone. And, 
God willing, let us also give him glory by confessing loudly and joyfully: We are chosen 
according to the purpose of God the Father. 

So says St. Peter. And so says St. Paul. St. Paul writes that God chose us through 
Christ before the foundation of the world, "according to the good pleasure of his will, to the 
praise of his glorious grace", Eph. 1, 5. 6. So also the Lord Jesus says to his disciples: "You 
have not chosen me, but | have chosen you", Joh. 15, 16. 

It is only to the providence, the good pleasure and will, the election of God, that we 
have it to thank that we are chosen out of the world. C.M.Z.

A missionary journey in Brazil. 


"The German diaspora *) in southern Brazil is, as we are convinced, just as much 
worthy of the special brotherly participation of our native co-religionists as it is in need of it. 
And yet, proportionately, only a few know of the ecclesiastical plight of our fellow-catholics 
on the other side of the sea, and very few duly appreciate the importance of the work among 
them... . May the following communications contribute something to the growing and general 
interest in the German brethren of the Protestant faith in the overseas diaspora, first of all i 
Brazil." So wrote one in 1873, at a time when about 70,000 Germans were resident in th 
Brazilian state of Rio Grande do Sul. And today the above applies to an even greater exten 
The dear "Lutheran" readers also have a right to know how our mission work in Brazi 
developing under God's gracious guidance. | therefore ask the gentle reader to accompan 
me on a missionary journey in the Brazilian country. 

On Char Friday afternoon at two o'clock, accompanied by a guide and parishioner 
who knew the way, we set out on the long-planned journey through the territory of Pelotas 
and St. Lourenzo, which the good Lord has opened up to us. Soon St. Pedro, where the 
writer had been ministering for about eight months, was behind us. After we have crossed 
the river Cadria and climbed a steep appendix, a Brazilian valley spreads out before our 
eyes; to the right and left we see meagre huts with thatched roofs. Admiring these open 
barracks, we become involuntary observers.

*) Diaspora is the name given to fellow believers in a foreign land. 
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of the inner workings. It is a hamlet. At four o'clock we reach the Picade (highway) Sanct 
Helena. We ride at a fast trot through an indescribably beautiful Brazilian jungle, a green 
impenetrable wall on both sides of the road shades it, doing a great service to riders and 
riding animals. 

"Must we go over the high mountain?" asked | my guide. "Yes, indeed, but do you 
see in the far distance that mountain reaching into the clouds? Those are the Tres Seras 
(three mountains)! Once we have those happily behind us, we will be close to our goal." 

At eight o'clock we hoped to reach the Picade A., but our "fox," being Brazilian, had 
acquired the word "patience." Gradually it began to darken, but the moon came to our aid, 
and so we landed unharmed at ten o'clock in A. Eight hours in the saddle! After a friendly 
welcome, a warm reception and a hospitable meal, the host informed us that the fire which 
God's Word had lit in St. Pedro was already shining in the A. picade. The congregation had 
commissioned him to ask me to preach a sermon on Easter Monday and to give the 
assembled congregation information about our synod and its missionary activities. "But the 
congregation has a preacher," | replied. "| do not want to reach into another's office; that is 
not what my synod sent me to Brazil to do." 

"That is not true that we have a preacher. We have only established school parishes, 
and at these schools there are only teachers and sextons. Our teacher and sexton used to 
be model riders above Porto Alegre." 

"All right, I'll preach Easter Monday," he received in reply. 

"One more thing, Mr. Preacher. In all of Pelotas and St. Lourenzo you will not find 
any 'studied' preachers; all of these contractually employed teachers and sextons have - at 
least the majority of them - a brilliant and action-packed (?) past behind them." 

Saturday morning at eight o'clock we are ready to ride again. At a gallop we go on, 
crossing the broad and in winter perilous Arroio Grande, which forms the boundary of Pelotas 
and St. Lourenzo County, without accident. We are in the country of the Pomeranians. In this 
area the Portuguese language has not yet taken hold; the Pomeranian holds tenaciously to 
his mother tongue. Everything is German. The well-furnished farms, the beautiful houses, the 
large barns, the well-fed cattle, the rich grasslands betray a prosperity that one encounters 
nowhere else in southern Brazil. Since our coming was announced in . . arrangements were 
made to give the North American preacher a dignified reception. In his honor the church was 
decorated with wreaths, garlands and flowers. The host had taken the trouble to lay an 
especially large table to celebrate the day; everything vied to sweeten the days of the 
preacher's stay, who also knew how to tell of the Pomeranians residing in the state of 
Wisconsin. On frequent Sundays | preached before a large congregation. After the service | 
explained to the Pomeranians in simple language how and why we Lutherans had come to 
Brazil, not for the sake of sordid gain, but for their sake, 


to bring to our countrymen, our fellow believers, our brothers in Brazil, spiritual treasures 
and riches of which they have hitherto been deprived. | then told them about our extensive 
missionary activity, about our institutions, about our publishing house, about our 
missionaries who sacrifice everything and do not ask: "What will we get for it? Finally, | 
encouraged the people to get in touch with the members of our St. Pedro congregation, who 
would be happy to provide information on any matter concerning the congregation. The 
Pomeranians living in St. Pedro also seize every available opportunity to bring God's Word 
to the people; indeed, this congregation, which we brought into being, is not ashamed or 
afraid to show its colors and to show what a brainchild it is. The Pomeranians do not belong 
to the "quiet ones in the country", so the meeting often became quite lively. And how the 
people rejoice when the spiritual tramps who want to be "preachers" are proven from God's 
Word that they are soul murderers; how they laugh when such a spiritual rascal is dealt a 
crude blow (with words). 

"It's six o'clock, preacher, we must be off. We have three full hours to ride," my guide 
whispers in my ear! "Give my best to the Pomeranians in Milwaukee," several voices called 
to me. By nine o'clock we were back at Picade A. Like wildfire the news of my presence had 
spread through all the streets. Here, too, | preached and held church meetings. | would so 
gladly have won this settlement for us, but the thought that we lacked preaching candidates 
always hovered in my mind. After the meeting we visited the teacher who the day before 
had told the people, "I'll cut that North American's throat out!" He left the throat unmolested. 
The adage, "Cobbler, stick to your last," was left for him to say goodbye to. My companion 
again urged, "Preacher, you still want to go to St. C. The 'Fox' is getting impatient too." When 
the sun went to rest, St. C. was before us. This parish, where a stocking-worker was active 
as sexton and teacher, has assigned a vocation to a candidate for the preaching ministry 
this year. The Pomeranians residing there have migrated from the State of St. Catherine to 
Rio Grande do Sul. The congregation at present consists of eighteen families. 

When we arrived in St. C., we were informed that the congregation in A. do P., which 
is wealthy by Brazilian standards, had asked me to preach a sermon to the congregation 
and to give them information about my society in North America. At nine o'clock in the 
evening the meeting at St. C. began, and after midnight the discussions were brought to a 
close. At seven o'clock in the morning we were in the saddle and rode to A. do P. As soon 
as we were seen, express messengers were sent in all directions to inform the people of our 
presence. At ten o'clock the service was to begin, but it was two o'clock before all the 
members appeared in ceremonial oaths. After the sermon the usual speeches were made, 
the same questions asked, the same answers given. The same obstacles that stood in the 
way of our fathers fifty years ago are being repeated in Brazil. Everywhere we are asking 
people to consider our cause.

Truly the field is white for harvest, but few are the laborers. And after we have won 


the people to us, how easy missionary work becomes, after the people have been taught 
from God's Word, how very differently the liver is formed: in the family, in the church. 


1. At Honeoye Falls, N. Y., "the Missouri pastor, K., of Rochester," has "intruded" into 
ithe "mission congregation" of the "ministry," served from West Henriella, during "a change of 
pastors and negotiations for further service," and has attempted to "harness" the congregation 
from the ministry by "holding services for it, and holding out the prospect of a pastor" (from 
the Missouri Synod) "free of charge for the future." -A grave accusation, if true! What is there 
in the same? Last summer, when a missionary committee, of which undersigned was a 
member, came to Honeoye Falls on a circuitous tour, they found that, though a missionary 
congregation of the ministry had formerly existed here, it had not only not been served from 
West Henrietta for a year, but had disbanded on account of neglect and opprobrious treatment 
on the part of the ministry. Yet some people desired the preaching of divine word, and so the 
next pastor, Father K., was asked to take charge of the same. He searched the field anew, 
went from house to house, and established a regular service with the people. So when we 
began to work here, there was neither. 
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a congregation nor preaching service. An "intrusion" and a "distraction" was therefore not 
possible, and it is a slander to blame us for such a thing. For this we have the testimony of 
two presbyters and a member of the congregation, which is at present again served by the 
ministry, the testimony of Christians who are not afraid to give honor to the truth to their 
president: 
"At the time Rev. F. Kroncke of Rochester called on us, we had not only been without 
a preacher, but had disbanded as a congregation. 
"Honeoye Falls, N. 2), May 18, 190t. 
Fritz Christen. F. Steinfeldt. Christian 
Clasen." 


Equally untrue as quite ridiculous is Liebich's more distant assertion that the people 
of ? K. had been promised a pastor of our synod free of charge. 

But how does the community in Honeoye Falls come to be served by the ministry 
now? It came about like this. After Father K. had ministered two months in Honeoye Falls, 
Father Liebich appeared one day, accompanied by a brother Amis, sought out the people 
gathered by Father K., and urged upon them to give him, the Missourian, their leave. When 
their representations proved futile, they fell to the following. The people were invited to an 
evening service, kept back after the sermon, and asked to be served again by the ministry; 
the same would also furnish them with a pastor, and what the congregation could not raise 
for his support would be given to it.*) The plan succeeded, and when K. appeared for the 
next preaching service, he found the wolf in his sheepfold. Who is the "intruder" here who 
has "built on another's ground" and "staked out a congregation"? West?. Liebich and his 
fellow-helpers guilty find, that is what he wants to throw, concealing the true facts, at P. K. - 
Liebich continues in the article referred to: 

In Brockport, N. Y., "the Missouri pastor M. in nearby Hamlin" has "occasionally at 
infant baptisms" "stirred up sentiment for Missouri" among "members of our congregation" 
by holding out the prospect of "more abundant support" for it in Missouri and "then offered 
to preach at vacancy" "without being called upon by anyone to do so. - But Father M. 
declares, "If that is making sentiment for Missouri, that | have borne witness, not only at 
infant baptism," but wherever occasion arose, “against the un-Lutheran practice of the 
ministry, contrary to the Scriptures, then | should be guilty, but not otherwise." And it was 
not with the Brockport congregation that Father M. acted until they notified him in writing, 
according to this letter of January 10, 1901, that "they had taken steps to join the Honorable 
Missouri Synod," and thereupon a committee appeared on behalf of the congregation at a 
meeting of his congregation in Hamlin, and agreed with the latter and its pastor that he would 
preach and hold a meeting in Brockport. Before this

President Liebich was in Brockport and had succeeded in a congregational meeting to have 
the congregation rescind its earlier decision to convert to Missouri. But why does the writer 
of the article in the "Herold" omit these congregational resolutions? Because he considers 
such congregational resolutions to be invalid in the first place, and because he wanted to 
make his slanderous accusation of congregational defection appear to be the truth. This 
double is also evident in the third case, which P. Liebich reports in this way: 
3. In Penfield, N. Y., "drives the missouric. S., formerly pastor of that church for many 

years, and a member of the New PorkMinistry, occasionally, on a visit to his brother (a 
member of the church), drives about with him in the church, which is at present vacant, and 
inquires of a number of the members whether he might not become their pastor." ; then 
preaches to the congregation and, concealing the fact that he had in the meantime become 
a Missourian, has himself called as pastor, so that "the members of the congregation were 
not a little astonished when it was revealed to them after the election had taken place that 
they had elected a Missourian pastor"; "declares himself willing to President Liebich" to 
resign to the New York ministry if the congregation so decided; thereupon "the Missourian 
district presbyter, with tremendous audacity, commissioned a Missourian pastor to install Fr. 
S.," and thus "sanctioned and supported the congregational theft"; P. S. then nevertheless 
"pledged himself to Praeses Liebich to keep completely quiet and not to influence the 
congregation in any way," but then "broke his word," "made propaganda for Missouri," and 
as a result caused a "quarrel in the congregation" "such as could not be more sadly 
imagined," a quarrel that "revolved solely around? S.'s person"; with "serpentine cleverness 
he had "kept Praeses Liebich away" from the congregation, but in a congregational meeting 
on March 25 he had "been opposed by a number of congregation members. March he had 
to be told "by a number of members of the congregation" that "he had been with them" and 
0 
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"had asked if he could not become their pastor’; "towards this the Missouri visitator" had "n 
word of rebuke or regret, rather he still helped to the best of his ability against the ninth an 
tenth commandments if possible to alienate the congregation from the New York ministry. 


As far as the promises of resignation and calm behavior are concerned, which Father 
S. is said to have made to President Liebich in private, it is to be reported that Father S. 
described them before President Liebich in the presence of the undersigned and some of 
his brothers as unmixed lies, but that President Liebich was unable to substantiate his claims 
with anything. According to how this gentleman deals with truth in general, the reader may 
think his own here. 

With regard to the other charges, the congregation itself counters Praeses Liebich 
as a witness. She writes: 

"The Bethlehem Lutheran congregation at Penfield, N. Y., stands, too dear to the 
truth, to reply to a potting article published in the ‘Lutheran Herald’ of April 20, this year: 

"{. When Father Sander visited his old friends living in our midst last year (he had 
been our pastor before), it had long been known to us that he had become a member of the 
MissouriSynod. He could not, therefore, creep in with us as a secret Missourian. He did not 
at all 


He did not try to sneak in, but at our request and insistence preached for 
us in an emergency; whereupon we appointed him as our pastor in his 
absence and without his knowledge. This has been repeatedly testified to 
the writer of the article in the 'Lutheran Herald' and before the assembled 
congregation on March 25 from many sides. Father Sander also acts in 
agreement with us when he asked the Honorable President of the 
Missouri Synod to be introduced into his office among us. 

"The fact that our congregation left the New York Ministry so soon 
is due to the un-Lutheran, Scripture-breaking insistence of President 
Liebich. We had decided to postpone for a year any negotiation on the 
question of whether the congregation should separate from the ministry. 
Praeses Liebich, however, worked with some members to immediately 
discuss this question in a meeting, in spite of the congregation's decision. 
We regarded this as an unauthorized encroachment on our 
congregational rights on the part of President Liebich and decided in an 
ordinary congregational meeting on March 3 to declare our withdrawal 
from the New York Ministry, of which we immediately notified President 
Haas and Liebich in writing. And yet the latter did not let go of the 
rummaging, but ordered a meeting in writing for March 25, in order to 
impose a visitation on the congregation. Here we invited Michel, the 
Missouri visitator, and some of his fellow ministers to this meeting in order 
to confront the intruders of the ministry, President Liebich together with 
several other pastors, and to refute the slanderous accusations that the 
Missouri pastors had "reformed" and that the Missouri Synod had falsified 
Luther's catechism. This the pastors who appeared from the ropes of the 
Missouri Synod did in the clearest and clearest way and proved with God's 
Word and the Confession the wrong position of the ministry, especially its 
rule over the congregations. But President Liebich avoided this matter and 
rather tried to win back the congregation for the ministry or to cause a 
division in it by slandering our pastor. We had to reproach him already 
then, as now again, in view of his article in the 'Lutheran Herald’: "Thou 
shalt not bear false witness! 

"3. It is most astonishing to us that the writer of the article should be 
able to distort known facts in this way, but conceal the truth, and put the 
whole matter down as if our I". H. Sander had started the whole ‘dispute’. 
On the contrary, we testify that Sander stands well in the congregation 
and works in blessing; we only knew of the quarrel through President 
Liebich's unauthorized intrusion and rummaging.

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Why, one wonders again, does President Liebich conceal the fact 
in that article that the congregation had declared its resignation from the 
ministry and had communicated this decision to him in writing? Well, of 
course, so that his slander would have a semblance of truth, as if the 
wicked Missourians had "alienated the congregation from the ministry" on 
March 25, the congregation that was no longer a member of the ministry! 
But more! Such congregational resolutions have no validity nor force for 
him or for the ministry. In spite of the declaration of resignation and the 
renewed resolution of the congregation not to suffer any visitation of 
Father Liebich, he demanded it of them by virtue of his office of president, 
demanded for the same reason, in spite of the protest of the congregation 
and the pastor, to open and preside over the meeting on March 25. When 
he was denied his alleged right to do so, he reproached the congregation 
with the fact that it was still a member of the ministry and could not 
withdraw from it until the ministry had approved and confirmed its wish to 
withdraw by resolution; without this, its resolutions would have no validity 
at all. Yes, Praeses Liebich opened to the congregation that they were 
bound in conscience to obey and be subjects of him, the Praeses of the 
Ministry, since, though the Ministry was a human order, yet it was written, 
"Be subjects of all human order for the Lord's sake." When it was said to 
him that this saying concerned the state and the temporal authorities (1 
Pet. 2:13 ff.), and that to use it here would be a 'misuse of the Scriptures,’ 
he again resorted to the order of the ministry. That such "gagging of the 
congregation", which was traditional in the ministry, was countered with 
God's Word and the confession on our part, and that the same was 
illuminated, is what Father Liebich calls "unchaining congregations from 
the ministry". Would that God would make the New York ministry rightly 
aware of the word of our confession, "Christ giveth the highest and last 
judgment to the church, saying, Tell the church." But, to be sure, the 
ministry still knows a higher authority than the congregation, namely, the 
synod and its order. Without this, with God's word alone, it thinks it cannot 
hold the congregations. That is why it wants to bind the congregations to 
itself and the decisions of the synod, which, according to its doctrinal 
basis, have binding force for the congregations, by means of constitutions 
and synodal affiliation. "With this," exults a writer in the "Lutheran Herald" 
of May 18 of this year, "with this a firm bar is put in the way of all 
Missourian machinations." 

Since the responsible editorial staff of the "Lutheran Herald" finally 
publishes the above-mentioned slanderous article without first inquiring 
of the congregations concerned as to the facts of the case, indeed, takes 
occasion from such an article to speak of "congregational theft," 
"poaching," and "falconry" of the Missouri Synod as a "slander" also apart 
from this article. 

Liebich's proven (?) "undeniable fact,” she is thereby also indulging in 
a way of fighting, namely her old, sufficiently well-known way of fighting, 
and this entire article by President Liebich with the concluding remark of 
the editorial staff of the "Lutheran Herald" is thus only "a new, sad proof 
of the old way of fighting of the New York Ministry.

America. 

At the General Assembly of the Presbyterians, which we alread 
mentioned in the previous issue of this paper, reports were also given o 
the extensive missionary work of this church. We highlight the followin 
from the report on their negro mission: 406 workers are in the field. Of th 
190 pastors, 47 also hold school, and | 1 devote nearly all their time t 
school. 21,000 adult negroes are churched, and 20,000 children and youn 
people attend the Sunday schools. In the 79 other schools 10, 708 pupil 
receive instruction from 263 teachers, so that more than half of all th 
laborers are engaged in school work. The Presbyterian Church thu 
missionizes especially through schools among the Negroes. As is wel 
known, the Lutheran Church does the same. The Negro schools of ou 
Synodal Conference have always proved to be true missionary schools, i 
that the children who attended the schools and became Luthera 
Christians also brought their parents to church with them. But is it not 
blindness to think that Christian schools are necessary for the negroes 
and to erect them, while one's own children go without and are deprived o 
daily religious instruction, as is done among the Presbyterians and al 
sects? L. F. 

Generalconcil. Among the church bodies holding their annual meeting 
these weeks was the General Council's parent synod, the Luthera 
Ministry of Pennsylvania, which has been in existence for more than 15 
years. The convention was held from May 30 to June 5 in Allentown, Pal 
Prof. Dr. Jacobs, of Mount Airy Theological Seminary, near Philadelphia 
preached the opening sermon on John 20:21-23. and spoke of the task o 
the church in bringing the gospel of the forgiveness of sins to the people 
Father Dr. Schantz was elected president for the new synodal year in plac 
of Father Dr. Laird; Father Offermann became German secretary, Fathe 
Dr. Ochsenford English secretary. Doctrinal hearings did not take place; aj 
least nothing is mentioned in the reports we have in the "Lutheran" and th 
"Luth. Kirchenblatt." A rather heated debate took place over the motion o 
the German "Philadelphia Conference" that a candidate for the preachin 
ministry should be ordained only if he had a calling from a congregation 
(In the ministry of Pennsylvania, candidates are ordained at the synodal 
assembly, regardless of whether they have a profession or not, and it ha 
happened that people were ordained who then never served 
congregation, but sold books or did other business as agents). Fathe 
Offermann correctly emphasized that ordination is nothing more than th 
public confirmation of the previous profession, and Father Wischan calle 
it an un-Lutheran practice to ordain a candidate who does not yet have 
profession at the synodal assembly. On the other hand, P. Dr. Seif calle 
the motion of the conference silly and ridiculous, denied that all authorit 
to call a preacher lies more with the local congregation than with a synod 
called the fact that the educational authority approves of the entrance o 
young men into the seminary a profession, and generally showed that h 
does not know and shares the Lutheran doctrine of profession. Jacobs, o 
the other hand, agreed in principle with the resolution of the conference 
holding it to be correct Lutheran practice, therefore, not to ordain 
candidate until he had been called; but it was historical custom in th 
Synod to ordain at the Synodal Assembly, the majority of this year' 
candidates did not yet have vocations to congregations, > and th 
execution of the new proposal was difficult, since the Pres. 
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then had to travel around during the year and carry out the ordination. 
Finally, it was decided by 146 votes to 34 to reject the proposal and to 
remain with the old way. The Lutheran Confession, of course, decides this 
question differently. In the Schmalkaldic Articles it says: "These words (1 
Pet. 2. 9.) actually concern the true churches, which, because they alone 
have the priesthood, must also have the power to elect and ordain church 
ministers. The common custom of the churches also testifies to this; for 
in former times the people elected pastors and bishops; for this purpose 
the bishop came to the same place, or sat near it, and confirmed the 
elected bishop by laying on his hands, and at that time the oreeinatio was 
nothing else than such confirmation." (Symbolic Books, Miller, p. 342.) 
Ordination was thus conferred only on those who had already been 
elected and called. - From the other negotiations of the Ministry, it should 
be noted that 55 missionary congregations were supported with K15, 500 
in the past Synodal year. The necessity of English missions and of a 
better ordered church building fund was emphasized. The office of a 
specially-salaried Mission Superintendent, created some years ago, was 
retained, though many are dissatisfied with it, and think that the officers 
of the Synod could take care of Mission matters. Ls Rs 

The Lodge of the Modern Woodmen of America, which recently 
held its general meeting at St. Paul, Minn. is a secret society, which has 
its being especially in smaller towns and in the country, while it is excluded 
from the large cities, and will remain excluded, according to a new 
resolution at St. Paul. But many of our communities, especially in the 
middle states, have been troubled by this Lodge in recent years, and there 
has been more than one Lodge fight over it. As a public testimony of how 
our congregations stand and fight against the world and lodge system, 
and at the same time as an encouragement to other congregations, the 
following series of theses is sent to us from a town in Illinois. The pastor 
of this congregation accompanies his submission with the words: "It is 
terrible how in our vicinity people rush into the lodges in spite of all 
instruction and warning. God help us in this last afflicted time and give us 
holy courage." It says in the writing, "Since some members of the 
Evangelical Lutheran . . . Gemeinde U. A. C. zu ... had joined the now 
grassroots Lodge of the Modem Woodmen, the congregation held an 
extra meeting in which the Lodge question was discussed with special 
reference to the Modern Woodmen. Five theses had been laid down, 
which were further elaborated and discussed, and unanimously adopted 
by the congregation. Thesis J. An Evangelical Lutheran Christian cannot 
belong to the Lodge of the Modern Woodmen, because in it he has 
fraternal fellowship with unbelievers and false believers, which God 
forbids him in His Word: 'We recognize from the official writings of the 
Modern Woodmen that an evangelical Lutheran Christian who joins them 
has brotherhood with unbelievers and false believers. We see from 
Scripture that God has forbidden such brotherhood, that by it one makes 
himself a partner in other people's sins and denies Christ? Thesis Il. A 
Lutheran Christian cannot belong to the Lodge of Modern Woodmen, 
because this Lodge has a false religion? At this the congregation made 
the statement: "We know from the official writings of the Modern 


Woodmen that they have a religion. We see from the Scriptures that they 
have a false, heathen religion? Thesis III. An Evangelical Lutheran 
Christian cannot belong to the Lodge of the Modern Woodmen because 
they are in the right hand of the Church. 
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of the church? At this the congregation made the statement: 'We perceive 


from the official writings of the Modern Woodmen that their chaplains are 
exercising portions of the public ministry of preaching. We perceive from 
the Scriptures that they thereby interfere with the rights of the church." 
Thesis IV. 'An Evangelical Lutheran Christian cannot belong to the Lodge 


of the Modern Woodmen because they falsely pretend to practice love/ 
At this the congregation made the statement: 'We recognize from the 


official writings of the Modern Woodmen that they pretend to practice 
love. We discern from Scripture that their work is not love, but at best pure 
business? Thesis V. "An Evangelical Lutheran Christian cannot belong to 


the Lodge of the Modern Woodmen because that Lodge has an ungodly 
oath in frivolous and uncertain things? At this the congregation made the 


statement, "We perceive from the official writings of the Modern 


Woodmen that they have oaths. We perceive from the Scriptures that 
God the LORD has forbidden such oaths? "The Evangelical Lutheran . . . 
The Evangelical Lutheran ... congregation of P. A. C. at ... must therefore 
stand by its conviction derived from God's Word, and by the position it has 
already taken, that it cannot tolerate members of secret societies in its 
midst? "Certainly, where such testimonies are given, and the question of 
the lodge is rightly illuminated with God's Word, God will also confess His 
Word and His church, and give them victory after victory. ee: 


Abroad. 

The official statistics for the first quarter of the year 1901 have just 
been published concerning the "Los von Rom" or Protestant movement in the 
German communities of Bohemia, from which it is evident that this 
separation from the Roman Church has not only not yet abated, but is on 
the contrary increasing. The following figures are the highest for any 
quarter since the movement began. No less than 727 persons converted 
to the Lutheran Church in the said country alone, among them 278 men, 
181 women, 183 boys, 82 girls (and 3 Jews). 94 children of converts 
remained Catholic, 61 families became of mixed confession through the 
conversions, 102 families became purely Protestant, 57 entire families 
converted. Only 25 persons left the Protestant Church during the same 
period, mostly as a result of mixed marriages. - From the Austrian capital 
Vienna comes the news that there recently the fourth conversion 
ceremony of this year took place under the direction of Father Dr. von 
Zimmermann in the Lutheran city church of the Augsburg Confession. On 
the whole, 281 persons converted to the Evangelical Lutheran Church in 
Vienna during the first quarter of 1901. This number is only slightly lower 
than in the previous year, in whose first quarter the number of converts 
was 292. The participation in the conversion ceremonies, which always 
immediately follow the church service, is constantly growing. - Would that 
more and more people in other Catholic countries would recognize the 
deceit and tyranny of the papacy. L. F. 


Cremation of corpses. Only a few weeks ago it was reported here how 
much the supporters of cremation are striving to spread this method of 
burial, and how they have already succeeded in some German regional 
churches in allowing preachers to officiate at such funerals. Now comes 
the news that at the last Saxon Synod the motion was adopted with a 
majority bordering on unanimity that from now on preachers may 
participate in such a funeral service, but before the body of the deceased 
is transferred for cremation. This decision has, as the "Allgemeine ev.- 
luth. Kirchenzeitung", which originates from the Saxon regional church, 
says, in further 
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This has caused painful astonishment in many circles of serious-minded 
Christians, and in some cases decisive opposition. Only thirteen years 
ago the request for approval of cremation within the Kingdom of Saxony 
was almost unanimously rejected by the government, and the preachers 
were forbidden by the ecclesiastical authorities to participate officially in 
any form. At that time, the Superintendent of Leipzig, Dr. Pank, in 
particular, stood up against it and, in two verses, placed the pagan and 
Christian methods of burial side by side, raising the question of how it 
should be held in Saxony from now on; whether one wanted to speak with 
the German poet Gdothe in the pagan "Bride of Corinth": 
"Hear, mother, still the last request: 
A pyre you pile; Oefsne my anxious little hut, Bring in flames 
lovers to rest! When the sparks fly, When the ashes glow, We 
hasten to the old gods!" 
or whether one wants to continue singing with the pious Christian poet: 
"Let me depart at my end on Christ's death, Take the soul 
to thee up to thy joys, Grant the body a little room By 
pious Christians' grave, that it may rest 
At her sides | have." (Song 281, 7.) 
Now, on the other hand, one thinks that the supporters of the burning of 
corpses have let the anti-Christian character recede, and it was precisely 
Pank who this year, together with others, put forward the above- 
mentioned motion, which has now also been adopted. With satisfaction 
one will perceive this "progress" in the circles of the supporters of the 
cremation of corpses. And that these strive for an "understanding and 
reconciliation with Christianity" is not apparent, at least in America. On 
the contrary, here, as is well known, it is precisely the radically unbelieving 
and anti-Christian Germans who speak out in favor of the burning of 
corpses. L. F. 

The "Freimund" from Breitenbach in the Kingdom of Saxony reports 
an example of quite nonsensical enthusiasm. A widow and her two adult 
daughters and son imagined that they would go to heaven alive. They 
believed stiffly in this exaltation, for which they prepared themselves by 
fasting and praying. When they thought they were ready for the 
Ascension, they gave away their belongings, cut their hair short, and shut 
themselves up in an attic, awaiting the sign of the Ascension. For several 
days they had left the cattle without food, and, prompted by their incessant 
bellowing, the neighbors went to investigate. They found not only the 
cattle, but also the strange celestials completely exhausted. It was very 
difficult to induce them to return to their work. The neighbors had not 
dared to enter the house for a long time, for a bright glow was said to have 
been seen above it, and superstitious people thought that this was the 
sign that the ascension had taken place. - Such foolishness and delusions 
come to men when they fall away from the written word of the living God.

The latest annual report of the London Society for Inner Mission - so we 
read in the "Luth. Kirchenzeitung" - deplores the alarming increase of 
drunkenness among the women and girls of the working gapes. The same 
thing is reported from all 48 districts of the London missionary activity, 
and if 
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Although in the preceding years a continuing spread of this vice among 
the workers and also among the non-professional women of the workers 
had to be noted, the increase in drunkenness in the last year exceeded 
all measure. Missionaries have made inquiries in workrooms and factories 
with 12 to 200 women workers as to which of them do not drink brandy at 
work and which of them consider it unseemly to visit the public brandy and 
taprooms. They always answered with derisive laughter that not even one 
of them excluded himself from these pleasures. The members of the 
missionary society openly state that the continued general patriotic 
festivities, which were held almost every week since the liberation of 
Kimberley until the return of the volunteers, have increased the 
drunkenness of the entire population proportionately. In particular, 
however, the participation of girls and women in the public parades and 
the victory celebrations has depressed the moral conduct of the female 
population in the most alarming manner. The number of cases of girls 
under twenty years of age being arrested and punished for senseless 
drunkenness has risen from 1300 cases in 1899 to over 4000 cases in 
1900, and everyone knows that the London police display a long-suffering 
in this respect which would be considered incomprehensible in other 
countries of Europe. - Truly, a sad sign of the times | L. F. 


A story from our synodal district from which many things can be 
learned. 


Not quite twenty years ago, the devil had succeeded in destroying 
and causing trouble in a parish that then belonged to the Western District 
of our Synod, so that only a small group of eight families still clung to the 
banner of the pure confession. But it was a brave little group. Trusting in 
God's help, the eight of them, without claiming the help of others, began 
to build a church and then appointed the undersigned as their pastor. All 
the members participated in the building of the church with all their 
strength. "Though they were very poor, yet they gave abundantly in all 
simplicity. This was especially confirmed in the case of one of them, 
named W. This man, probably the poorest of the poor in earthly goods, 
but rich in faith and childlike trust in God, astonished his confreres to the 
point of embarrassment by contributing G100,00 to the building of the 
church. He was not only poor, but also afflicted with a heavy cross! After 
all, the care of his wife, who had been ill for years, took up every cent; 
where would a hundred dollars come from? In the conviction that keeping 
that promise was an impossibility, it seemed to me a duty to make the 
dear Christian understand that even a Christian, in his zeal to do good, 
should not promise more than he would probably be able to keep, and that 
he, W., should therefore rather reduce his contribution to a more modest 
level now, so that he does not run the risk of later having to admit his 
inability to his shame and perhaps even becoming an object of ridicule. 

Smiling, without interrupting me, my W. listened. When | had 
finished, he took the floor: "What you are saying may be all right, but it is 
not true. Don't take it amiss, Mr. 
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Pastor, | would like to ask you a question or two. Do you believe that our 
church building is necessary for the good of our community and for the 
building of the Kingdom of God in our area?" "I certainly do," | said. "Good, 
and don't you think it would please God if every member of our 
congregation gave what he could?" "Certainly, | admit that too, of course, 
but -" "Well, if you admit that, you may as well keep your ‘but' to yourself. 
You see, my dear parson, the thing is this: Where I'm going to get the 
hundred dollars from, | don't know now either, to be sure. But | have settled 
the matter with the good Lord and said: Dear Lord, you know that we must 
have a church for ourselves and a school for our children if we are not to 
go to ruin, and you own all the silver and gold in the world. You must 
therefore give me a hundred dollars, so that | can also contribute 
something proper. And now | know the good Lord will do it. You just watch. 
I've told him, if the hundred dollars aren't there at present, and | have to be 
disgraced with my promise, you'll be disgraced." "But, dear W.," | objected, 
"how can you speak so flatly to the good Lord?" "Ei," he replied, "hath not 
the Lord Christ said: 'Whatsoever ye shall ask in your prayers, believe that 
ye shall receive it, and it shall be done unto you'?" 

What could | say to this childishly simple faith? | thought of Matth. 18, 
3. and kept silent. But then, after the advice of my dear W. | looked forward 
with eager anticipation to the failure of the coming wheat harvest, for that 
seemed to me, a short-sighted person, to be the only source from which 
the hundred dollars promised and prayed for by God might flow; but what 
happened? The wheat crop turned out exceedingly poor. My dear W. also 
harvested very little, and | began to fear for him and his faith. W. himself, 
however, showed no concern at all; smiling and calm, as always, he went 
his way, and | calmly did not touch the matter any more. 

So the late autumn approached, the time at which the sums drawn 
were to be paid. A full week before the date, someone knocked on the door 
of my study. "Come in!" And in comes my W. with a soul-pleased face. 
"Well, Mr. W., you seem to bring good news today!" "Of course, the best in 
the world, they even sound!"

At the Berlin art exhibition there is a picture with the caption: "Why do the heathen 
rage? So asks the Psalmist in the second Psalm. They do not want to tolerate the Most High 
above them, they want to break his bands and do not want to acknowledge his anointed one, 
the king whom he has appointed. Their leader is the prince of this world! "Arise, let us rob 
and murder, overthrow and destroy all things, that upon the ruins our kingdom may be 
established, for there is no God!" And the hordes of nations divide into small bands and go 
forth to do the works of darkness according to their desires. At dawn, a desolate band attacks 
a peacefully slumbering village. Having satisfied their lust for robbery and murder, they set 
the village on fire from all sides. Behind them the embers blaze. "Onward, journeymen," cries 
the savage leader, "ours is the victory!" They charge on. Past a hill goes the raging chase. 
There stands a cross. Just now the rising sun gilds it. Fury seizes the horde at its sight. 
"Down with the cross!" commands the leader of the pack. He himself rushes forward with 
axe raised threateningly. There-what paralyzes his arm? He staggers back, strikes his fist 
before his eyes, and with him the whole band lies disarmed on the ground. There before the 
cross stands the Lord, who at all times has triumphed by this sign with his word, and will 
triumph until the end of the world. Christ Himself, in a snow-white robe, high and majesti 
strong and mild, there He stands protecting the cross from the outrage of nefarious hands. 
Before the majesty of his luminous form, his enemies sink into the dust. But out of the dark 
tangle one lifts up his hands imploringly and kneels before the Son of Man. Thus the arti 
has painted a moving picture after the 2nd Psalm, a picture for our time!

This report concludes the series of last year's reports of our District Synods, 
in which a delicious treasure of teaching, exhortation and comfort from God's Word 
is laid down. This last report also has a rich content. The usual synodal address of 
the President, based on 2 Tim. 3:1-8, deals with the manifold obstacles which, 
especially in our time, oppose our work in the vineyard of the Lord, and with the right 
means of overcoming them, the confident preaching of the Gospel given to us by 
God. The doctrinal proceedings, conducted by Prof. L. Fuerbringer, treat the 
subject, "What the Christian Churches of Our Time Should Learn from St. Paul's 
Epistle to the Galatian Churches." Unfortunately, not all the points exhibited could 
be discussed, but only the first three. Our churches are to learn from this epistle 
right constancy in the truth once recognized, right appreciation of the holy office of 
preaching, and right recognition of the main article of justification. Even this brief 
summary of the contents shows what important things are dealt with here, things 
that have a profound effect on the faith and life of the congregation. The main truths 
of the whole Christian 
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In these discussions, the essentials of Christianity are highlighted from one of the 
most important writings of the New Testament, clearly explained and applied to the 
circumstances and needs of our time and our congregations in the best possible 
way. It is only to be hoped that many will read this report carefully, and that whole 
congregations will take it up and discuss it in their congregational meetings from time 
to time. The blessing for the individual Christians and for the congregations would 
be great. From the mission report it is evident that this important work of the Lord is 
also progressing cheerfully in the Kansas District, and that especially the flourishing 
Oklahoma belongs to the most important mission fields of our Synod. The work has 
been held up by lack of funds. This should spur our large and rich districts to come 
to the aid of this comparatively still small and poorer district, so that the blessing 
which the Lord has assigned to us may not be lost. G.M.

Now St. Peter goes on and speaks that we are chosen "through sanctification of the 


Spirit." 
What does that mean?

Now we ask what it means that we are chosen "through sanctification of the Spirit."

We already know what it means that we are chosen. It means that we, the strangers 
scattered to and fro in the world, were chosen out of the world by God before the foundation 
of the world and written in his book. By this we are sanctified in the heart of God from all 


eternity, and are cut off from the world. 
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set apart. We also know what it means to be chosen by the providence of 
God the Father. It means that we are chosen because God has chosen us 
from eternity out of the world in powerful love to be His own. By this also 
we are already sanctified from eternity in the heart of God, and set apart 
from the world. And now the apostle says that we are chosen through the 
sanctification of the Spirit. What does the apostle mean by this? He is 
saying that when God chose us from eternity, and chose us as His own, 
and sanctified us in His heart before we were born, and set us apart from 
the world, He also determined that in time He would sanctify us indeed, 
and set us apart from the world, and take us out of the world, and make 
us His children and His servants. He would do it "through the sanctification 
of the Spirit." During our lifetime, the Holy Spirit was to work and 
accomplish in us exactly what God had already done in His heart from 
eternity by His choice and providence, namely, He was to sanctify us by 
His powerful effect, to separate us from the world, to take us out of the 
world, and to make us God's children and servants. This is the 
sanctification of the Spirit. God included this sanctification of the Spirit in 
his eternal election and providence. As soon as he chose and provided for 
us, he also determined how and in what manner he would put this gracious 
counsel of his to work with us in time: through the sanctification of the 
Spirit. Thus we are chosen "through the sanctification of the Spirit." Our 
election according to the providence of God the Father and through the 
sanctification of the Spirit is one thing. Through the sanctification of the 
Spirit, that very thing is accomplished in time which God in His eternal 
counsel has determined concerning us: we are sanctified, set apart from 
the world, taken out of the world's being, made God's children and 
servants. We, whom he has chosen and selected from the world from 
eternity, he will later really take out of the world into his gracious fellowship 
and into his blessed service. And this he has determined to do from 
eternity. - This means that we are chosen through the sanctification of the 
Spirit. 

St. Paul says exactly the same thing when he says: "But we ought 
always to give thanks to God for you, beloved brethren of the Lord, that 
God has chosen you from the beginning to salvation in the sanctification 
of the Spirit," 2 Thess. 2:13. 


7. we are chosen "for obedience and sprinkling of the blood of JEsu Christ”. 

Now the apostle says that we are chosen "to m obedience and 
sprinkling of the blood of JEsu Christ." 

We want to say in advance what this means according to our firm 
conviction founded in Scripture. It means that we are chosen to faith and 
justification. For "obedience" here is as much as faith, and "sprinkling of 
the blood of Jesus Christ" is as much as justification. 

To rightly understand and appreciate this statement of the apostle, 
let us recall what we last heard of our election. We last heard that we are 
chosen "through sanctification of the Spirit." That is to say: 
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When God separated us from the world for eternity and chose us to be 
His own, He also decided at once that and in what way He would in time 
really and truly separate us from the world and make us His own. He 
wanted to do this "through the sanctification of the Spirit. Through the Holy 
Spirit God wanted to really and truly separate us from the world in time 
and take us out of the world and make us his children and servants, to 
sanctify us. 

But now we come to our point: this sanctification of the spirit, how 
does it happen? If the Holy Spirit wants to separate a man from the world, 
take him out of the world, make him God's child and servant, and thus 
sanctify him, what does the Holy Spirit do to the same man for this 
purpose? 

Every Christian knows what the answer to this question is. The Holy 
Spirit then brings man to faith and justification. Or in other words: When 
the Holy Spirit wants to sanctify a man to God, He brings the man to the 
obedience of faith and thus to the sanctifying sprinkling of the blood of 
JEsu Christ. For by this and this alone a man is set apart from the world, 
taken out of the world's being, made God's child and servant, sanctified. 

When God therefore from eternity chose us to be his own, and 
delivered us out of the world, and when he determined at once that he 
would sanctify us in time by the Holy Ghost, he likewise determined at the 
same time that he would bring us for this purpose to faith and justification, 
"to obedience and sprinkling of the blood of JESUS CHRIST". For we 
repeat: in this way alone are we sanctified. 

So then it is to be understood that we are chosen "to obedience and 
sprinkling of the blood of JEsu Christ.” - 

But now we must prove that, as we have asserted, "obedience" in 
our place is as much as faith. For if we cannot prove this, all that we have 
hitherto said concerning the present words of the apostle is uncertain and 
uncertain. But if we prove that "obedience" is as much as faith, it is also 
proved that we have spoken rightly. For that "sprinkling of the blood of 
JESUS Christ" is as much as cleansing with the blood of JESUS Christ, 
forgiveness of sins, justification, needs no further proof; it is obvious. 

It is asked, How shall we prove that "obedience" in our place is as 
much as faith? Simply by taking all the passages of the New Testament 
in which the word "obedience" occurs, and showing that "obedience" is 
usually as much as faith, and that it is therefore the New Testament usage 
to call faith "obedience. That this then is the right and only fitting meaning 
in our place, we have already shown, and will show it still further. 

Rom. 1, 5. Paul says that he received grace and apostleship 
through Jesus Christ, "to establish the obedience of faith under His 
(Christ's) name among all the Gentiles". That Paul here means faith by 
"obedience" cannot be doubted. Because he himself says what kind of 
obedience he means, namely the "obedience of faith", 
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that is, obedience, which is faith. Faith is also really obedience. For when a man believes, 
his rebellious reason is taken captive, and he becomes obedient to Christ and his words, 
obeys him, follows him, and submits to him with great joy. And this is the very thing for which 
Paul and all the apostles received grace and ministry, namely, to make the Gentiles and all 
men obedient to Christ and his word, to make them believers. 

Rom. 16, 26. Paul speaks the same way and says that the gospel was revealed and 
made known "to establish the obedience of faith among all the Gentiles". 

Here we want to insert a few passages of the Testament of Repentance, in which th 
noun "obedience" does not occur, but in which the tense word "to be obedient" is used and 
obviously means as much as to believe. 

Apost. 6, 7. we read: "Many priests also became obedient to the faith." That can only 
mean that they believed. Yes, it is impossible that it can mean something else. 

Rom. 10, 16. Paul says: "But they are not all obedient to the gospel." And he 
immediately says himself what he means by this. For he continues, "For Isaias saith, Lord, 
who believeth our preaching?" 

2 Thess. 2, 8. Paul threatens God's vengeance on those who are not obedient to the 
gospel: Gospel", who do not believe but reject God's grace offered to them in the gospel. 

Rom. 6, 17. Paul thanks God that the Christians in Rome had now "become obedient 
to the example of the doctrine", that means that they had become believing Christians. 

Hebr. 5, 9. says that Christ became "a cause of eternal salvation to all who are 
obedient to Him". What else can be meant here than faith? 

Now we return again to the passages in which the noun "obedience" is found. 

1 Pet. 1, 22. the apostle exhorts the Christians, saying, "Make your souls chaste in 
the obedience of the truth, through the Spirit, to unfeigned brotherly love." "Obedience of the 
truth" is faith. For in faith alone, which is wrought and resounded by the Holy Spirit, and which 
has the promise of the Holy Spirit's distant guidance and government, Christians’ souls are 
made chaste and pure unto Christian virtues. 
2 Cor. 10, 5. Paul says that he and his fellow apostles with spiritual weapons, which 
are mighty in the sight of God, destroy all attempts and every high thing that rises up against 
the knowledge of God, and "take all reason captive to the obedience of Christ’. Again, the 
"obedience of Christ" is faith. For when by the word of God all that rises up against the true 
knowledge of God is destroyed in a man, when his rebellious reason is taken captive, and 
when the man is brought to surrender himself to Christ, then he has come to faith. 

Rom. 15, 18. 19. Paul writes that Christ works through him "to bring the Gentiles to 
obedience by word and work, by the power of signs and wonders, and through 
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By the power of the Spirit of God", that he had filled all places from Jerusalem to Jllyricum 
with the gospel of Christ. Paul is obviously talking about how the Gentiles were brought to 
faith through his ministry. 

Rom. 16, 19. Paul writes to the Roman Christians: "Your obedience has broken out 
among everyone." And 1 Thess. 1, 8. he writes to the Christians of Thessalonica: "In all 
places also your faith in God has broken out" (come out, become known). "Obedience" and 
"faith" is the same thing. 
1 Petr. 1, 14. Peter calls the Christians "obedient children", or, as it is actually called, 
hildren of obedience". And so Peter calls them in contrast to their former nature, since they 
lived "in ignorance according to lusts", since they were therefore unconverted and 
unbelieving. "Children of obedience," therefore, is as much as children of faith, or believing 
children of God. 

Of course there are also passages where "obedience" is not as much as faith. When 
Hebr. 5, 8. and Rom. 5, 19. speak of Christ's obedience, it goes without saying that Christ's 
fulfillment of the divine will for our redemption is meant. These two passages, therefore, do 
not come into consideration here at all. Philem. 21. and 2 Cor. 7, 15. is quite plainly spoken 
of the obedience of Christians to an apostolic and divine instruction. And Rom. 6, 16. - where 
the word "obedience" is used twice - it is first used in a very general sense, and the second 
time it stands for the divine will to which Christians are to be obedient. And finally 2 Cor. 10, 
6. "Obedience" means the obedience of the believing Christians, which they render to the 
divine word. 

Thus the word "obedience" - when used by us men, which alone can be considered 
here - occurs in twelve passages of the New Testament (apart from our passage), and seven 
times it clearly has the meaning of faith. It is, then, as we have said, New Testament usage 
to denote faith by the word "obedience." 

And when it says in our passage that we are chosen "to obedience and sprinkling of 
the blood of Jesus Christ" or justification, then "obedience" cannot mean anything else than 
faith. Faith and justification belong together according to Scripture. By faith, and by faith 
alone, we are justified before God. For faith and faith alone take hold of and appropriate to 
the universal justification that has come upon all men through Christ's death and resurrection. 
By faith and justification also, as we have already shown, the "sanctification" of the Spirit 
takes place. By faith and justification we are set apart from the world, taken out of the world's 
being, made God's children and servants, sanctified. And God, who from eternity hath 
chosen us to be his own, and hath chosen us out of the world according to his gracious 
providence; God, who by such eternal election determined to sanctify us in time by the Spirit: 
the same God hath accordingly chosen us also to faith and justification, or, as the words of 
our scripture are, "to obedience. 
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and for the sprinkling of the blood of Jesus Christ," for it is by faith and 
justification alone that we become His own and are sanctified to Him. One 
thing fits together most beautifully with another, if we follow the New 
Testament usage and render "obedience" by faith, as also Dr. Luther 
does, the God-anointed versifier of the Scriptures, in his interpretation of 
the first epistle of St. Peter. C.M. Z.

Weiland J. A. F. W. Miller's curriculum vitae as such has been read before his 
mourning St. John's congregation at Ehester, Ill. 


Your pastor, our father, Johann Andreas Friedrich Wilhelm Miller, 
was born in Planena near Halle in Prussian Saxony, Germany, on 
October 29, 1825. His parents were Christian and Maria Miller, who 
emigrated to America with the Saxon confessors in 1838. Of course little 
Wilhelm and his brother had to migrate with them. So did his two sisters, 
one of whom later became Mrs. Markworth and the other Mrs. P. Strafen. 
Via New Orleans they went to St. Louis and from there back to 
Wittenberg, Perry Co, Mo. Here the father burned brick and brick in 
meager time, and the children had to help diligently. The mother died in 
1844, which year is written in the calendar as the year of the greatest 
flood in the Mississippi Valley. 

The young miller, after his schooling by Teacher Winter, and after 
his confirmation by Father Walther, entered that famous log cabin which 
had been opened in December, 1839, as "the first Lutheran school of 
instruction and education at Altenburg, Perry Co., Mo." Herm. Bunger, 
Theod. Schubert, J. F. Biltz, and Chr. H. Léber were his fellow firstlings in 
this institution. 

In 1847, one year after his father's death, Miller was the first 
candidate to enter the sacred preaching ministry who had emerged from 
our Concordia, and was ordained by the blessed Father J. F. Buinger. 
Father Bunger or? Fick wrote the following about it in the "Lutheraner" at 
the end of 1847: "Serve our distant friends with the news that we recently 
had the joy here for the first time of seeing a student from the Collegium 
and Theological Seminary at Altenburg in Perry Co, Mo. enter the 
vineyard of the Lord. Mr. Wilhelm Muller, who had studied there from the 
founding of this institution - from December 9, 1839 - until his examination 
on October 7 of this year, was called by the Lutheran congregation in St. 
Louis County, which had previously been served by Father Bunger, to be 
pastor and school teacher and was ordained before the congregation on 
the 23rd Sunday after Trinity. By order of the President of the Lutheran 
Synod of Missouri, etc." (Wyneken) "were the PP. Fick and Bunger were 
active in the ordination. It was a day of sweet fellowship. .... May the dear 
pupils of the institution at Altenburg be equipped as faithful workers for 
the great harvest of Christ. May Christ also graciously help that the 
ministry of the first of those sent out may be a truly blessed one in his 
congregation." 
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When the pastor of Immanuel Parish at Chicago, Georg Schick, 
accepted a call as Conrector to Concordia High School at St. Louis, Mo. 
in 1858, Fr. J. A. F. W. Miller of Manchester, Mo. was appointed Schick's 
successor, and on the fifth Sunday after Trinity, 1856, he was inducted 
into his office by Father E. A. Brauer, assisted by Father Chr. H. Lober. 
The diligence and zeal of Muller for the great and holy cause of the 
Christian congregation and school, as well as the spirit in which he worked 
with his fellow ministers and teachers in all places, may be seen in the 
"History of the Lutheran congregations of P. A. Brauer".Lutheran 
congregations of P. A. C. in Chicago, Illinois": "In intimate unity of spirit 
and united by heartfelt brotherly love, both pastors of Chicago, P. Wunder 
and P. Muller, advised in regular weekly meetings the execution of the 
work on the ever-growing field of work and mission. These meetings were 
the beginning of the Pastoral Conference of Chicago and vicinity, which 
now (1896) numbers over 40 members." 

In 1863, the deceased answered a call to Pittsburg, Pa. to the First 
Trinity congregation. Here he not only worked beneficially in his 
congregation, but also in matters of the Lutheran Synods. By his affable 
nature, but also by his earnest representation of confessional Lutheranism 
at conferences with the Ohioans and present members of the General 
Council, he helped to sow the good seed which later resulted in the 
breaking up of the old General Synod and in the accession of Ohio to the 
Synodal Conference. It was, after all, the beautiful time when the spirit of 
love for the old Luther Church and Luther doctrine was sweeping the land, 
and the spirit of truth was seeking to rebuild the ruined tabernacles of 
David. At this time Muller went with one of our professors at that time, as 
a representative of our General Synod, to Reading, Pa. to a great church 
convention, where many synods of this country were to be united into a 
mighty confederacy on the basis of the Lutheran Confessions. But as it 
unfortunately turned out that the Eastern Synods were willing to accept the 
Lutheran Confession on paper, but not in practice, the matter fell through. 

In 1870, Mueller accepted a call to Johnsburg, Somerset Co, Pa. 
There, up on the beautiful mountains, he served four congregations, many 
miles apart, with great devotion until 1875, when he answered the urgent 
call of your congregation here in Ehester. 

What he has been to you in church and school and to our synod as 
a member and official, to many conferences as a fellow brother and 
councilor, to his family as a serious head and careful father, to his wife in 
the joy and sorrow of holy matrimony, to this city as an intercessor and 
citizen, this was abundantly testified at his golden jubilee three years ago. 
It was witnessed by you as a congregation publicly and especially, above 
all by the jubilee sermon which Professor St6éckhardt preached in your 
name and on your behalf at that time. It was also witnessed by your 
teachers together with your school youth and your choirs. It was witnessed 
by the officials of the General and your District Synod, of the Seminary in 
St. Louis, and of the High Schools in Fort Wayne and Milwaukee. 
Witnessed by all its former congregations, 
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from his pastoral conference, from all his relatives, from former pupils and 
confirmands and from friends and acquaintances by congratulations and 
gifts. Your City Mayor and City Council brought congratulations and gift 
from the city. It will be enough to have mentioned this here. After all, your 
English Town Gazette of November 12, 1897, said: "His work here was a 
very blessed one and the honors bestowed upon him very befitting." But 
the deceased said in word and deed: "It is only by the grace of God that | 
am what | am; his undeserved grace has not been in vain for me, a poor 
sinner. To Him, the Savior of sinners, alone be thanksgiving and praise for 
all things." 

The deceased was not only active as a very anointed preacher and 
reliable council of conscience, but also as an ecclesiastical writer. He wrote 
many a conference and synodal protocol and prepared them for printing. 
Also in our "Lutheraner" he brought stones for the building of the Kingdom 
of God in instructive essays. For the edification of the congregation he 
translated Dilherr's "Reflections and Sighs of a Christian Man" from Latin 
and had them prefaced by Dr. Walther. For the pastors’ use he compiled a 
collection of biblical texts for their occasional sermons. As a gift for the dear 
school youth for the celebration of the four and a half hundredth 
anniversary of the Lutheran Church Reformation on October 31, 1867, he 
presented a "Jubelfestbtichlein" (Jubilee Booklet), which were questions 
and answers about the history of the Evangelical Lutheran Church. 

In May of the year 1849, the deceased was united in holy matrimony 
to Johanna Hohne, of Perry County, Mo. This happy marriage, much tried 
by long sufferings of the consort, was blessed with ten children, seven of 
whom survive their father. In 1877 his first wife preceded him to eternal 
glory by a blessed death at Chester. In 1880 he again married, to 
Christiana, born Seidler and married Froebel, of Frohna, Perry Co, Mo, 
who bore him four children by her first marriage and now survives him. Also 
in this marriage it was said: "We and our house want to serve the Lord and 
we want to be hospitable without murmuring. 

After Fr. Muller had once again testified to the Gospel of the high 
feast with special joy to his congregation on the second day of Christmas 
and had paid friendly visits in the afternoon and evening, he went to rest in 
his usual manner at half past ten. When he suddenly felt unwell in bed, he 
asked his wife to call the family doctor. While she was trying to do this, he 
was so moved by the stroke that after a few minutes he was called by God 
from his work to the sweetest rest. At the age of 75 years, 1 month and 27 
days, and after fifty-three years of service, he passed away. Besides his 
grieving widow, he leaves a brother, five sons-in-law, four daughters-in- 
law, ten children and fifty grandchildren - all in all members of faithful 
Lutheran congregations. 

The body of the blessed deceased was buried on Sunday after 
Christmas Day, 30 December 1900, at twelve o'clock noon, with a truly 
touching congregation from all sides. Fr. A. J. Buinger of Chicago spoke a 
fervent prayer in the 
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House. The songs of lamentation and hope were more sobbed than sung 
by the congregation, school children and singing choirs. Fr. Brust from 
Prairie, III, Mueller's successor as Vice-President of the Illinois District, 
delivered the funeral sermon in the church on Simeon's journey of peace, 
Luc. 2, 29-32. In this edifying sermon, the congregation and relatives who 
suffered particularly liked the following. The sermon not only emphasized 
the great gifts, the piety and the beneficial work of the departed, aged 
Simeon or "spiritual father", but it also commemorated the blessings and 
the many spiritual and physical benefits that a faithful pastor enjoys in and 
from a valiant congregation for so many years. The funeral preacher also 
rightly drew attention to the sinful infirmities and weaknesses that a 
congregation has occasion to notice in its pastor. On the other hand, even 
the oldest Simeon must not only "see the Saviour" himself and be in 
conflict, but a congregation must also bear these infirmities and 
weaknesses in its pastor and therefore also plead with the Lord on his 
behalf.

Synodical Assembly of the Illinois District of our Synod. 


In St. Matthew's Church, P. H. Engelbrecht, at Chicago, from May 
29 to June 4, the Illinois District of the Missouri Synod held its sessions.

In their relationship to the authorities, all members of the civil 
community are subjects and, in accordance with the existing legal order, 
must do justice to this relationship for the sake of conscience through 
deference, obedience and service, insofar as this can be done without 
transgressing divine commandments. 

The synodal address is also to be especially mentioned, because it 
describes a synodal assembly, such as is held annually in our Missouri 
Synod, in all its individual parts in an instructive and stimulating manner. 
The Synod resolved that this address should appear not only in the 
Synodal Report, but also in pamphlet form, that it might be brought in large 
quantities among our Christian people. Considering how few members of 
our congregations have the opportunity to attend a synod, how many still

No one will be able to read this detailed report without being terrified of the abyss of 
his deep sinful ruin into which he is looking. The remarks of the second thesis in particular 
are devastating hammer blows against all self-righteousness and all self-glory before God 
and should fill every natural man with terror and trembling and with the knowledge that God's 
judgment alone condemns him daily and hourly at every turn through the tenth 
commandment. But also every believing Christian who will read the doctrinal treatises will 
see enough cause to humble himself before God and man and to fear himself, for every 
Christian still carries the lust of death within him. But take hold of the report as soon as it 
appears and read it; you will not regret it. 

After the doctrinal discussions, missionary work was the most important subject of 
discussion. Our students in St. Paul, under the direction of Prof. Arndt, had prepared a large, 
beautiful mission map, about 10 x 16 feet in size. On the basis of this map, the individual 
members of the Mission Commission reported on the mission work in Minnesota, South and 
North Dakota, Montana and the Canadian provinces of Manitoba, Assiniboia, Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, an area whose borders would encompass all of Germany, France, Spain and 
Austria. There are about 60 missionaries working in this vast territory, receiving support from 
the missionary treasury. The receipts of the missionary treasury from June, 1900, to May 1, 
1901, amounted to $11,515.00, the expenditures to K11, 953.00. It will be necessary this 
year from June, 1901, to June, 1902, to raise about $11,000.00. 

The growth of this district in synodal members had already prompted the synod last 
year to elect a committee to draw up a proposal for the division of the district and to present 
it to this year's assembly. After discussing various plans, it was finally agreed that if two 
invitations were not received by November 1, 1901, one for 1903 and another for 1904, the 
Synod would then divide so that Southern Minnesota, with the Minnesota River as its 
boundary, and South Dakota together would form one District, and Northern Minnesota, 
North Dakota, Montana, and the "Canadian" provinces would form the other District. The 
latter District has at present 177 Synodical members, and the other 155. 

The honorable General Praeses pointed out to the Synod the great need for 
preachers that had now arisen, no doubt primarily as a sad consequence of the earlier cry of 
"overproduction" of pastors and teachers. It is now the case that something must be done to 
increase the number of students. Therefore, the expansion of our school in St. Paul to a full 
high school was considered and after a long, lively debate it was decided to submit a petition 
to that effect to the next General Synod. Furthermore the 


Synod to leave it to the individual Conferences to discuss the establishment of student funds 
in their own circles and to introduce them according to the findings. This has already proved 
to be an excellent means of attracting pious and talented students to the institutions. 
Some elections also took place, namely, the election of delegates to the 1902 
General Synod in Milwaukee, also the election of four delegates to the Synodical 
Conference, and finally the election of three visitators, two for North Dakota and one for 
Northwest Minnesota. 
On Friday evening Prof. Bunger preached a mission sermon on Joh. 14, 12, and on 
Monday evening Fr. Thusius preached the pastoral sermon on Luc. 9, 57-62. 

The synod closed with the singing of the hymn: "In God's name we journey" and the 
prayer of the Lord. May the Lord be with us and bless his glorious work among us. His 
kingdom come!

Happy holiday travels and a little bit of Inner Mission. 


Once upon a time a young student came home from the seminary, in the joyful hope 
of enjoying his holidays. It was his last vacation, for he was actually a candidate, since he 
had already passed his exams, or even more actually a pastor, since he had already 
accepted a call to the preaching ministry. One day he was surprised by the suggestion that 
he should make some missionary journeys during his holidays, namely, that he should make 
a detailed search of various railway stations, some of which were very remote, make detailed 
inquiries about each individual station, and then report back in writing. This was the wish of 
the missionary commission concerned. The young pastor gladly agreed and soon set out on 
his journey. Wherever his train stopped, he got off and soon received quite accurate 
information about the inhabitants of the little town and the country people of the surrounding 
area in the business houses. Thus he visited fifteen places on his first missionary journey, 
and a much larger number on a second, though he was not to be put off by a few arduous 
journeys on foot in the midday heat. In many places he found a colourful mixture of Germans, 
Scandinavians, Irish, Scots, French, Finnish, Austrians, Italians, Indians, Poles, Jews, etc., 
but in most of them either no German Lutherans at all or only a few. Several times he 


received pretty much the same answer to his inquiry about "population" and 
"nationality", namely: "A little of everything . . but no German families in 
the surrounding country." Of some places he reported that their names were given on 
the special map, but that they could only be found there; for when the train passed through, 
the most that could be said of a station was a "Shanty" or "shanty". 

an Indian wigwam or even nothing at all to be seen - at least no people. In other places, 
however, he got many an opportunity to spread a little good seed here and there through 


short conversations, distribution of tracts, etc.. In addition, several preaching places could 
be prepared, two could be founded right away. 
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About the latter, the following may be mentioned here: Our 
temporary traveling preacher sat one Sunday morning, somewhat 
dejected because of previous failures, at a little place and sighed in 
silence: Alas, | suppose there will be nothing going on here for your 
mission either. And there's no railway train to-day; so you can't get 
backwards or forwards. How dull will be the otherwise beautiful Sunday 
that you will have to kill here! - But no! He had to look around first. He did 
so, and soon he had found such a joyful reception in six families that in 
the afternoon a church service was held in the house of the local 
postmaster, which was attended by eight adults. The number would have 
been much larger if more people living farther away could have been 
notified, and if the men had not been in distant foreign countries partly 
because of their work. Those present were delighted, asked very much 
for more distant service, and immediately collected a contribution to the 
preacher's travel expenses all by themselves. Towards evening the 
missionary was driven by one of the people six miles further on, and found 
even more fellow believers there than at the previous place. Some of 
those who could no longer afford the high prices for land in their former 
places of residence have found fertile land there at 5 dollars an acre, and 
there seems to be a further influx, partly from old Lutheran congregations. 
Here our young pastor first came to a bachelor, to whom half of his small 
log house was sufficient as a dwelling, while he had given the other half 
to his very valuable horses. He immediately let his most welcome guest 
partake of a pancake meal that had just been prepared, sweetened by the 
contents of a jug that had been pulled out from under the table, and at the 
same time responded with ever-increasing joy to the suggestion that 
perhaps a small church service could be held that evening. The news 
spread like wildfire from one house to another that a Lutheran pastor was 
there, and that a service was to be held this evening in the largest of the 
farmhouses there. Quickly the dear people, and mostly the whole families, 
28 souls in all, came together for the nightly service, which began at half 
past nine and closed at eleven o'clock. Here, too, a voluntary collection 
was immediately made and further service was urgently requested. 

A few weeks later our young pastor visited these two places again 
with the preaching of the divine Word, which has since been regularly 
resounded there by the next pastor of our synod. But the temporary 
traveling preacher of those days still thinks back with much joy to those 
beautiful vacation trips and to his first bit of Inner Mission; for on that 
Sunday afternoon and evening he felt "like a fish in fresh water." Nor does 
he mind if, here and there, among the present and future scandals of 
preaching, some one thinks to himself, "Go and do likewise!" For to this 
end, but not merely to this end, are these lines written. Bro. S.

Of the 77 candidates mentioned above, two are called to all-English congregations, 
while a larger number will have to preach regularly in the English language as well as in 
German. One new English mission field had to remain unoccupied. Two are entering the 
Negro Mission to fill vacant mission posts; besides, a third appointment to a new parish of 
the Negro Mission was before us, but could not be considered. In the Deaf and Dumb Mission 
a new parish will be established at Minneapolis and St. Paul, Minn. as these cities have 
hitherto only been provisionally served from Milwaukee and Chicago. Five candidates were 
designated for the hopeful new mission field in Brazil; three of the same will accept the 
callings issued by congregations there, and will probably depart for South America in August. 
Two years ago, the Lutheran Synod in Australia had already desired a missionary to the 
Gentiles, who would also serve scattered Germans. Last year a candidate was also sent 
over, but for the sake of the shortage of preachers there, he was placed with the larger city 
congregation in Adelaide, which was vacant at the time. When this year the Australian calling 
was renewed again and very urgently, the Distribution Commission could not avoid the 
request of the brethren there and, in spite of the preaching need in our own midst, appointed 
a candidate for this Australian mission, who will also probably leave in August. Especially 
these young brethren who are going abroad, whose completely new and difficult tasks await 
them, are commanded to the intercession of our Christians. L. F. 
Vocational matters. Already a few weeks ago we informed you here that the above- 
mentioned candidates for preaching posts were far from sufficient, and that as early as May 
there was a demand for 35 more candidates. As a result, only the most important positions 
could be filled, and only the most urgent requests could be considered. Some mission fields 
cannot be supplied to the extent that is necessary. It is therefore all the more important that 
the pastors who are now in missionary service and the new young preachers who enter the 
field remain in their positions and are not called away without good reason. Everyone knows 
that, especially in the mission field, it is very important that the work continues, and that 
frequent changes and long vacations have already done great harm to the mission work. 
Every mission commission in our Inner Mission, the Negro Mission Commission, and other 
authorities and officials know of this. Therefore, our dear congregations who want to appoint 
apreacher, and who must also have the general welfare of the church at heart, should inquire 
and examine whether they are not causing great loss to the missionary work by appointing 
this or that pastor or missionary; they should therefore not appoint this or that person at their 
own discretion or even for earthly, carnal reasons, but should act according to our good 
synodal order and ask the officials of the synod for advice and suggestions. In our Synodal 
Handbook it is rightly said: "Since the ordering of such highly important matters, as 
professional matters are, requires well experienced persons who are thoroughly acquainted 
with the circumstances of the Synod, and our presides are appointed to serve the 
congregations with their advice at their request and wish, then for God's sake congregations, 
pastors, school teachers or students" (much less relatives, relatives etc.) "should not 
interfere in an unappointed manner in professional and electoral matters". (p. 147.) And 
likewise should our 
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Young pastors, when they are sent professions, should know that the kingdom of God is not 
served by many changes, but mostly only harmed, should persevere in their often difficult 
and hard posts and not follow another profession after a few months or after one or two years 
without strong reasons. It is not always the case that a pastorate, which at the moment 
counts more souls than its present field, is therefore more important. L. F. 

Concerning the position of our Negro congregations towards the lodges and the 
loyalty of their confirmed members, the report of the Southern District says: "Many think and 
say: A Negro will never become a Lutheran; the Negroes are all in the lodge and are not 
serious about their Christianity. - Let us be proved wrong in this matter. Our Negro 
communities are principally opposed to the lodges, not only in theory, but also in practice. 
An example. There was a person in our church who secretly belonged to the lodges. When 
she was admitted to the congregation she was questioned on this point, but she had 
managed to conceal her membership in the Lodge. After some years, however, her 
membership in the Lodge became notorious. And since the person in question consistently 
refused to be taught from God's Word, he had to leave the congregation. Another case. Not 
long ago we were called to a terminally ill person who belonged to the Masons. As far as 
circumstances permitted, we also talked and negotiated with him about the Lodge. There 
had also been talk with the wife of this man about his belonging to the Lodge. When the man 
died after some time, the wife could be told: 'The situation is such that your husband can be 
buried in a Christian burial; now you decide whether he should have a Christian or a lodge 
burial.' The wife promised to see to it that the Lodge as such stayed away. At the funeral, 
lodge members were present, but not in their liveries, which identified them as lodge 
brothers. Also, the Masonic apron that had been placed over the coffin was willingly removed 
at the missionary's request. The next Sunday, however, members of the congregation came 
to their pastor and asked for information as to why he had granted a lodge member a 
Christian burial. One can see from this that the practice of the pastor is not the same for the 
members in this point. - As an excuse why some people no longer take part in the negro 
mission, one says: The negro is too fickle. Let us make a comparison! In ten years 99 have 
been confirmed in Bethlehem Station in New Orleans. Of these, 74 are still in the 
congregation today. In ten years, six to eight of them have died or moved away. That leaves 
80 percent. Where can you find such a high percentage of faithful among white parishes? 
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We are accustomed from our youth to lemma God's word and our Lutheran catechism. Th 
Negroes, however, know very little or nothing of God's Word. And we are surprised whe 
one of us falls away and thinks that the negro mission is not very successful. That is wrong 
judged. The Negroes who are won by the Lutheran mission are steadfast. They also work 
for their Lutheran church. It is not that they put up with a white man preaching to them, and 
that they listen to him as a favor. Nay, when they are won, they seek to win others also." - 
The Synod of the Southern District, within the limits of which the negro mission is largely 
carried on, and which is therefore able to pass judgment on the importance of the negro 
mission, based on its own long-standing views, resolved "to heartily encourage the dear 
missionaries in the negro mission to continue their blessed work cheerfully, and that we unite 
ourselves anew to promote this work of the negro mission most vigorously." F.B.

An appeal for help was issued, but it 
emained almost unheeded; the donations flowed only sparsely. Then the 
mperor decided to confer the title of "Baron" on those who subscribed 
100,000 milreis, and to raise those who subscribed 250,000 milreis to the 
itle of "Count. Now gold poured in in abundance. For the misery of the 
oor one had nothing to spare, but to vanity one sacrificed willingly.

With this fourth volume, the honored Versaster has brought his meritorious 
ork to a close. These sermons appear unpretentious under the modest title 
‘Country Sermons", but their content is delicious. There is no showmanship, there 
re no modern sensational sermons, no off-the-cuff chatter about spiritual things, as 
ne hears in sectarian churches, even in English Lutheran churches, but well- 
repared and thought-out sermons about what is necessary for all people at all times, 
bout repentance toward God and faith in our Lord Jesus Christ. Law and gospel, 
ustification and sanctification are not mixed, but clearly and sharply separated. From 
hese sermons, as Father C. L. Janzow says in the preface, one can well learn how 
0 believe rightly, live piously, and finally die blessed. The language also corresponds 
0 this purpose of the sermons. It does not proceed with high words or great wisdom, 
ut is simple and understandable to the simplest; and the whole sermons do not 
onsist of sensible speeches of human wisdom, but take place in the demonstration 
f the Spirit and of power. May they serve as an example to our young preachers, 
ho have to preach the Word of God in the English language, and as a rich source 
f instruction and edification to many readers. The present volume contains sermons 
n the Gospels of the second half of the church year, from the Feast of Trinity to the 
7th Sunday after Trinity, and as an appendix one sermon each on the Harvest 
estival, Reformation Festival, Mission Festival, and a sermon for the Confirmed 
outh.

This is the well-known paper on the necessity of the Christian parochial 
school, which was the subject of discussion at the last meeting of the Synodal 
Conference, and which, by decision of that body, was to be printed in German and 
English and distributed as widely as possible. The German edition has already been 
published twice in the "Lutheraner" and is certainly already known to many of our 
readers, since many congregations have followed the advice of the Synodal 
Conference and have given a copy to each of their members at congregational 
expense. Now the English edition is available, intended for those who do not know 
the German language or prefer to read the English language, and as a mission tract 
for the parish schools. We do not know of a better tract in English on this subject. 
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May it find widespread use and rich blessing in the English and English-becoming 
congregations of the Synodal Conference, and even beyond the borders of this 
great community! All friends of the church school should therefore also make the 
spreading of this cheap tract their concern. LAR:

The much desired and long awaited songbook for the English Lutheran 
Sunday schools of our English sister synod has now appeared, and as far as we 
have been able to examine it so far, we must judge: What lasts long becomes good. 
With such a collection one will often have different opinions as to the inclusion or 
non-inclusion of this or that piece. But no one who examines this collection and 
compares it with other collections will be able to conceal from himself that much 
diligence, great work and serious care have been put into this work, for which the 
compilers deserve proper thanks. The book first contains 11 pages of instructions 
and liturgical hymns for the opening and closing of Sunday School, for Confirmation 
classes and Sunday School teacher meetings. This is followed by a series of psalms 
to be read chorally, general and special prayers for Sunday School, and the 
complete text of the Lutheran Small Catechism. This is followed by a series of 
liturgical hymns, mostly in the original, old, glorious tones, and finally, as the main 
part of the book, 468 hymns and songs, arranged according to the church year, the 
finding of which is greatly facilitated by a threefold index. Each song is provided with 
a melody corresponding to it, in easy accompaniment; the first verse is between the 
staves, the other verses below the notes. Among the hymns we have found 33 
chorales from our German hymnal, precisely the pearls of our hymnal hymns, in 
correct, good, rhythmic settings; in addition, a few other chorales and a number of 
sacred folk songs; then a few Scandinavian melodies, and among the many English 
hymns are probably most of those that have already become naturalized in our 
schools through our "Liederperlen". The paper is somewhat thin (probably in order 
not to make the book too unwieldy), but otherwise firm, the green cover quite 
tasteful, the price quite low in view of the many notes. LF:

For years our Jewish Mission had a good supply in the treasury. This has 
now been used up, as can be seen from the report sent to us by the Commission 
for Jewish Missions. It is therefore necessary that we also remember our mission 
to the Jews in general with small gifts; even if our mission to the Jews does not 
have great successes, the saving Gospel is still made known to hundreds, even 
thousands of Jews through it. That is after all a great work. The report of the 
secretary of the Commission for the Mission to the Jews says: "Our missionary is 
working with great faithfulness and in the blessing of God. The mission is on the 
increase." In the month of May four sermons were preached to 12 to 15 persons 
each, and eight catecheses to 40 to 50 children each. 70 families were visited in 
New Z)ork and 12 in Brooklyn; 90 to 100 private visits were received at the 
missionary's locale and 15 at the missionary's home. 218 tracts and 10 wills were 
distributed.

An apostolic greeting of God to all Christians. 
A bit of practical scriptural interpretation. 


"Peter, an apostle of JEsu Christ, to the elect strangers to and fro, inPonto, Galatia, 
Cappadocia, Asia, and Bithynia, according to the providence of God the Father, by 
sanctification of the Spirit, unto obedience, and sprinkling of the blood of JEsu Christ. God 
grant you much grace and peace." 1 Pet. 1, 1. 2. 


7. we are chosen "for obedience and sprinkling of the blood of JEsu 
Christ". 

We have shown last time that these words of our text mean nothing else than this, that we 
are chosen to faith and justification, and have proved especially from the language of the 
New Testament that "obedience" here means as much as "faith. But, of course, most of the 
scribes of old and new times do not want to do this and do not want to understand themselves 
to let "obedience" here be as much as faith. Why will they not? Can they deny that this is 
according to the New Testament usage? Not that, | suppose. But if they would admit that 
"obedience" here is as much as faith, they must also admit that it is scriptural doctrine that 
we are chosen from eternity to believe. And this is precisely what they do not want to admit. 
For if we have been chosen from eternity to believe, then we have to thank the free grace of 
God for everything that belongs to our salvation, not only that we have been redeemed and 
reconciled to God through Jesus Christ, but also that we have believed in him and have 
become partakers of his salvation and enjoy it for eternity. But these scribes do not agree 
with this. That the Lord Jesus has redeemed us and reconciled us to God, and has thus 
made free the way to life, this is 
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is already right for them. But the believing, and therefore the entering into and walking on 
this way to life - that they want to take care of themselves, or at least help to take care of; 
God is not to work that all alone. That is to be wholly, or at least in part, their own "moral 
deed. Of course they admit that God gives them power to do this through his Word and the 
Holy Spirit. But they themselves want to give the actual decision and the deciding factor. 
And that is the main thing. They want to do this main thing themselves. "Otherwise," they 
say, "in the last analysis there would be no difference at all between believers and 
unbelievers." "If God alone did and worked all things in the case of believers, what should 
he judge by?" "Not for faith, but for the foreknowledge of faith hath God chosen us," they 
say; "them whose faith God hath foreknown from eternity, them hath God chosen. So it is 
seen very finely why God hath chosen some and not others." - Now, all this may be quite 
proper to a certain sort of discernment and vermmft. But according to Scripture it is not, 
either in substance or speech. It is contrary to Scripture in every way. And not only is it 
contrary to our scripture, which says that we are elected to faith, but it is contrary to all 
scripture, which teaches that we have all our salvation to thank God alone. It is also against 
the Lutheran children's catechism. Which says, "| believe that | cannot by my own reason 
nor strength believe in JEsum Christum, my HErrn, or come to him." And when the 
Catechism speaks in this way, it certainly means that we cannot do the main thing, namely, 
decide for Christ, by our own reason or strength. The Catechism continues: "But the Holy 
Ghost hath called me by the gospel, hath enlightened me with his gifts, hath sanctified me 
in the right faith, and hath preserved me; even as he hath called, gathered, enlightened, 
sanctified, and preserved all Christendom on earth with JESUS CHRIST in the right united 
faith." Here the Catechism, in the transaction of faith, ascribes all things to the grace of God, 
An- 
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beginning, middle, and end. Or do you think he leaves out the main thing, the real decision 
for Christ, and leaves that to man himself? - Our scribes are neither Lutherans nor, which is 
the same thing, Bible Christians. They have deviated. 
But what do we care about the scribes? We have only to do with the Scriptures. If we 
follow it, we are more learned than all our teachers. And the Scriptures do not teach that 
God has chosen us in foreknowledge or because of our faith, but they teach that God has 
chosen us to believe. Scripture does not teach that our election follows from our! It teaches 
that our faith follows from our election. In other words, that we now believe in IEsum Christ 
during our lifetime, and have forgiveness of sins, and so are righteous in the sight of God, 
and are his dear children, that we also serve him in infall of heart, and that we are preserved 
in the faith, and are eternally saved’ all this is a consequence of the eternal election of God, 
since God has chosen us in grace according to his providence, through sanctification of the 
Spirit, to obedience and sprinkling of the blood of JEsu Christ. This is what the Scriptures 
teach. As the Scriptures teach that we owe our faith and justification, with all that follows 
therefrom and thereon, to the operation of God's grace alone-and the Scriptures do teach 
this, do they not? -The Scripture also teaches that we owe our faith and justification, with all 
that follows from it, to God's choice of grace alone. The effect of God's grace and God's 
choice of grace are intimately connected with one another. What God works in us in time by 
grace, that in us he, the Eternal, has set before himself in eternity, has decided in grace, and 
has graciously chosen us to do. This is not our assertion, not our theological speculation and 
execution, but this is God's own Word, the pure and clear teaching of Scripture. This is 
present in our passage. 

The same teaching is found in Eph. 1, 3-6, where it says: "Praise be to God and the 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, who has blessed us with every spiritual blessing i 
goods through Christ. Forasmuch then as he hath chosen us through him before the 
foundation of the well was laid, that we should be holy and blameless before him in love; 
and hath ordained us to filial adoption unto himself through IEsum Christ" (but do we not 
become children of God by faith in JGsum Christ? hath not God so chosen and ordained us 
to faith?), "according to the good pleasure of his will, to the praise of his glorious grace, 
whereby he hath made us acceptable in the beloved." The same doctrine we find in Rom. 
8:28-30, where it is said, "But we know that all things work together for good to them that 
love God, who find themselves called according to purpose." "Called," dear reader, means 
here, as almost universally in sacred Scripture, "converted," "brought to faith." Here, then, it 
is said that we are brought to faith according to the purpose of God. But it goes on to say, 
"For whom he did predestinate, he also ordained that they should be conformed to the image 
of his Son, that he should be the firstborn among many brethren. But whom he hath ordained, 
them 


And whom he hath called, him he hath also justified; “) And whom he hath justified, them he 
hath also glorified." According to this passage, our calling, that is, our conversion, and our 
becoming believers, and our justification, and our blessedness, flows from the purpose and 
providence of God, according to which he hath ordained us to all things from eternity. So also 
it is said in Apost. 13:48: "And when the Gentiles heard it, they were glad, and glorified the 
word of the Lord, and believed, as many as were ordained unto eternal life." 

In sum, and to sum up the whole matter again: That we do not belong to the 
unbelieving and lost world, but that we have believed in JESUS CHRIST, and have thus 
become God's children and Christ's servants and heirs of eternal life, and that in such right 
faith we shall also be preserved to our end, and really obtain the eternal inheritance-all this 
we have in no way, manner, or part to ascribe to ourselves, But in every way and in every 
manner and in every part and in every part we owe it all to God alone, who has chosen us 
from eternity, having provided for us, even for us, and having determined to sanctify us by 
the Holy Spirit, and having accordingly ordained us to faith and justification. 

Our Lutheran confession also teaches this. This says: "The eternal election of God 
vel praedestinatio (or prefix). 
destination), that is, God's ordinance of salvation does not apply to the pious and the wicked, 
but only to the children of God, who were chosen and ordained to eternal life before the 
foundation of the world was laid, as Paul says in Eph. 1: 'He hath chosen us in Christ Jesus, 
and ordained us to adoption? "Furthermore, the eternal election of God not only sees and 
knows the salvation of the elect beforehand, but is also a cause of God's gracious will and 
good pleasure in Christ Jesus, which creates, works, helps, and promotes our salvation and 
all that pertains to it. And again: 'And as many as were ordained unto eternal life believed?" 


nheavenly |e urther, "This doctrine also gives the beautiful and glorious consolation, that God has made 


every Christian's conversion, righteousness, and salvation so dear to him, and so faithful to 
it, that before the foundation of the world was laid, he took counsel concerning it, and decreed 
in his intercession how he would bring me to it, and keep me therein. Item, that he had 
intended to preserve my salvation both certainly and surely, because it could easily be lost 
from our hands through the weakness and wickedness of our flesh, or torn out of it and taken 
away by the cunning and violence of the devil and of the world, that in his eternal purpose, 
which cannot be lacked or overthrown, he had promised it.

Finally, 
"By this doctrine and declaration of the eternal and beatific election of God's elect children, 
God is given his glory wholly and completely, that out of pure mercy in Christ, without any 
merit or good work on our part, he makes us blessed according to the decree of his will, as 
it is written Eph. 1: "He hath ordained us to adoption to himself through Jesus Christ, 
according to the good pleasure of his will, to the praise of his glory and grace, whereby he 
hath made us acceptable in the Beloved: wherefore it is false and unjust to teach that not 
only the mercy of God, and most holy merit of Christ, but also in us is a cause of God's 
election, for which God hath chosen us unto eternal life. For not only before we have don 
any good, but also before we are born, hath he chosen us in Christ, yea, before th 
foundation of the world was laid: and that the providence of God might be according t 
election, it was said unto him, not of the merit of works, but of the grace of the caller, that th 
greatest should be made servant unto the least.

Christian Nursing. 


Among the works that our Savior will reward by grace at the last day, He also 
mentions visiting the sick in Matth. 25, 30. Among the miraculous gifts that the dear disciples 
of the Lord received, the healing of the sick through the laying on of hands is also mentioned. 
Furthermore, the apostle Paul writes Rom. 12, 13: "Receive the necessities of the saints." 
And finally 1 Tim. 5:8: "But if any man feed not his own, especially his own household, he 
hath denied the faith, and is worse than a heathen." From this it is clear that it is the sacred 
duty of Christians to care for the sick and to give them proper Christian nursing. But it is 
precisely in the manner of this care that, unfortunately, so much is done, and one could fill a 
whole book if one wished to record all the mistakes and errors that are made here, if one 
wished to name all those things by which harm is done to the body and soul of the sick. Here, 
however, | will deal only with two points which are of great importance in the Christian care 
of the sick, namely, the visiting of the sick by fellow Christians and the proper preparation of 
the sick for death. 

It is certainly pleasing to God, yes, it is our Christian duty, to visit the sick, but often much 
harm is done by these visits. First, because there are often too many visits at once, especially 
on Sundays. 


that these visits be prolonged too long. All the sick, and especially the seriously ill, need rest. 
As pleasant and comforting as a short visit with a friendly word of sincere sympathy is to the 
sick person, a longer visit, which only unnecessarily agitates the sick person, is just as 
annoying. 
Another thing that can easily cause much harm is unwarranted interference in the 
hysical care of the sick person. This is the physician's business, and the relatives should 
only follow his orders. To recommend and apply so frequently this or that remedy which has 
helped the uncle or aunt, who may have had quite a different disease, is not only useless, 
but may become very dangerous, as it may destroy the whole work of the physician. After all, 
one is not to treat the sick person as a doctor, but to visit him as a Christian. Furthermore, 
much harm is often done by the manner of conversation. The sick person may be told how 
badly he looks, and he may even be told that this or that person died of the same disease, 
and the pain that he has had is painted in rather glaring colors, without thinking that this must 
harm the sick person. Therefore, when a Christian wishes to visit a sick person, he should 
prepare himself for the visit by heartfelt prayer for right wisdom. With a calm, friendly manner, 
one should come to the sick person's bedside, testify to his sympathy, briefly point out that 
sin is the cause of all sickness, and point the sick person to the right physician, our dear Lord 
Jesus Christ. If the strength of the sick person allows it, a psalm or a hymn may be read to 
him, and then a brief farewell is said, with the wish that the faithful God will let the sick person 
recover, if it is his will. If it happens that during such a visit the pastor comes, one leaves the 
place at the sickbed to him and says goodbye or at least leaves the sickroom. The sick person 
often has something on his mind that he would like to say to his pastor in private. The 
presence of others annoys him, and yet he is too sensitive to ask them to leave the room. 
Christians, however, want to do good to the sick person. That is why they should leave 
quietly, in order to give the sick person the opportunity for a free discussion with the pastor. 
If one visits the sick in this way, it will certainly be a blessing for the sick person. 

But the right preparation for death is also of great importance. The sick person often 
does not feel or realize that his disease leads to death. This is almost always the case with 
consumption of the lungs, but also with many other diseases. The relatives, however, as well 
as the visitors, recognize quite well that human help is out. One does the sick person a 
disservice if one tries to keep up his deceptive hopes and deliberately conceals his true 
condition. What does that help him? The real goal towards which every Christian is hastening 
is a blessed death. It is not a pity for a man if he dies young, but that alone is a pity, and an 
eternal pity, if he does not die blessed. Therefore one should speak of death to such sick 
people quite confidently, even if they do not want to hear it. Point out to them that every 
sickness is a harbinger of death, and encourage them to be right.

Synodical Assembly of the Wisconsin Diprt. 


This year's sessions of this District Synod were held in the church of Immanuel's 
congregation (P. G. Kuichle) at Milwaukee, Wis. from June 19 to 25. At the opening service 
the Reverend General Praeses, Prof. F. Pieper, preached on the word of the Lord, Luc. 24, 
46, 47, which contains the summa of the whole of Holy Scripture, and stated with his usual 
clearness and simplicity that the task of the Church, even in the twentieth century, is no other 
than to preach repentance and the forgiveness of sins. 

The main time of the meetings was devoted, as always, to doctrinal discussions. 
Their subject was the 22nd of the theses written by Blessed Dr. Walther in answer to the 
question, "What are the characteristics of a well-grounded truly Lutheran congregation, 
toward which, therefore, Lutheran preachers are to strive with their congregations as their 
goal?" which had already been dealt with in part last year. The 22nd thesis reads, "It rejects 
all equality and coupling with the world." That this is a most important and fruitful subject for 
discussion in our time, when the worldly nature threatens to penetrate more and more into 
our congregations, when so many anti-Christian forces are constantly active to bridge the 
deep gulf between church and race, between the kingdom of light and the kingdom of 
darkness, is obvious. Therefore, there is certainly no need for special encouragement to all 
our Christians and congregations to purchase and study the detailed report on these 
doctrinal negotiations, which were excellently conducted by the speaker (2. G. Lober). The 
first part of this thesis, which answers the question: What is equality and coupling with 
betting? had, as indicated, already been dealt with last year in detail and thoroughly. In this 
year's meetings, the treatment of the thesis was now brought to a conclusion according to 
the instructions of the following draft, which at least hints at the penetrating and 
conscientious work of the speaker. 
Part Il. Why does a well-founded, truly Lutheran congregation reject all equality and 
coupling with the world? (1) Because equality and coupling with the world is forbidden in 
God's Word; (2) because it causes trouble and strengthens the world in its unbelief and sinful 
nature; (3) because it is so dangerous for a Christian. 
Part Ill. How does a well-founded, truly Lutheran congregation reject all equality and coupling 
with the world? 1. On the other hand, it testifies with God's word, a. through its preacher, d. 
through its members in private intercourse. (2) It exercises discipline in such members as 
are in manifest equality with the world. 
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with the race. (She is concerned to bring back such members from the world and to warn the 
others). (3) She shall see to it that the preaching of the gospel is pure and sincere, that all 
her members may, through faith, be made partakers of the treasures, goods, and joys 
acquired through Christ, and may be assured of their heavenly inheritance, and so leave 
behind the miserable transitory pleasures of this world, the dung of the world. 

Of the other matters before the Synod for discussion, the matter of the Inner Mission 
occupied the interest of the Synod. From the detailed report presented by the Mission 
Commission, the Synod recognized with heartfelt gratitude to God that He has graced the 
work of this mission among us with rich blessings this year as well. The mission area of our 
district at present comprises 49 congregations and 22 preaching places, which are served 
with Word and Sacrament by 26 pastors, 3 teachers and several students. In order to be 
able to carry out the work of the mission with even greater success, the Synod decided that 
in the future the mission directors should meet four times a year with the Mission Commission 
to discuss all the needs of the mission field. 

This was followed by the report of the commission entrusted with the administration 
of the church building fund. According to this report, §1499.91 flowed into this fund during 
he past year, while §1250.00 was lent to poor, needy congregations. On the basis of the 
report presented, the Synod convinced itself of the importance of this part of its missionary 
activity and therefore urged all its congregations to support this fund. - In connection with 
this, it may be mentioned that 2nd Michael from Denmark, who was among us as a guest, 
gave a fascinating lecture on the Danish Free Church, which is connected with us by faith 
and confession, in which he briefly and succinctly explained the origin, law and present 
circumstances of this church body. Recognizing the beneficial work of these brethren in 
Denmark, the Synod immediately organized a hat collection, which raised about §80,00. - 
Broders, who was formerly active in our mission in Brazil, spoke on Sunday evening in the 
Church of the Trinity about his experiences and the prospects and conditions in that 
promising mission field. 

This may be followed by the reports of the Support Commission and the Children's 
Friendship Society of our State. The report of the Support Commission showed that the total 
income of the Support Fund in the past year amounted to $2640.42 and its expenses up to 
March of this year to §2116.50. Since in the following year about $2600.00 will be needed to 
meet the requirements of this fund, the Commission cordially requested the Synod to support 
this work of love with charitable gifts. - According to the report of the Children's Friendship 
Society, its work of love has continued in a blessed and gratifying manner during the past 
year. This year 36 children were taken in and cared for. Since the founding of the society, a 
total of 262 children have been taken in, 195 of whom are still under the supervision of the 
superintendent. The number of applications for the transfer of children received since the 
establishment of this work of love is 
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The number of children admitted to the Society is 420; at present there 
are 65 such applications. The love of our Christians did not fail to provide 
the necessary support for the Society during the past year. The income 
from collections and other contributions amounted to $3864.07. 

Finally, it should be reported that the Reverend General Praeses 
described to the Synod the great lack of workers in the vineyard of the 
Lord among us in moving words and asked all congregations cordially 
and urgently to work with all their strength to send more students to our 
educational institutions, especially to our high schools, so that this lack 
can be remedied as soon as possible. That the District agreed with the 
remarks of the President was also confirmed by the fact that it 
immediately founded a support fund for poor pupils of our educational 
institutions by unanimous resolution, and Father Rohrs was appointed as 
its administrator. 

The meeting was closed with singing and prayer on Tuesday 
afternoon, 25 June. But the LORD our God be kind unto us, and promote 
the work of our hands with us, yea, the work of our hands may he promote. 
Amen.

Major Ecclesiastical Chronicle. 


America. 

The so-called Professors' Conference, composed of the teachers in the 
higher institutions of learning in our Synod, was assembled for its biennial 
session at Milwaukee, Wis. from June 29 to July 2. Of the 44 members of 
the Conference, 40 were present. The subjects of discussion were all 
matters pertaining to the studies and institutions of our colleges, and in 
six sessions, lasting several hours, it was thoroughly deliberated and 
discussed what could be done in various directions for the good of our 
institutions and, since they are all ecclesiastical institutions, for the good 
of the church. For the next purpose of our educational institutions is to 
prepare and train boys and young men for the service of the church in the 
preaching ministry and the school ministry. This was already indicated by 
the subject of one of the papers heard and discussed, "The Real Purpose 
of our Grammar Schools and the Objectives of Instruction Arising from 
the Same," presented by Prof. Hamann of Milwaukee. A_ subject 
interfering with the moral life of our institutions was treated by Director 
Feth, of Neperan: "What can be done to prevent the tearing away of secret 
sins in our institutions?" The main means is and remains God's Word in 
its two parts, Law and Gospel. Since, however, physical exercise was 
mentioned as an external means among others, a lecture by Prof. Rechlin 
in Addison followed very appropriately: "Gymnastics in our higher 
educational institutions. Other papers were: "Completion of the 
Curriculum for the High School" (Fort Wayne Teachers’ College); "How is 
the Private Education of the Pupils to be Regulated and Controlled?" 
(Prof. Mueller of Milwaukee); "The Teaching of the Realities in our 
Secondary Schools" (Prof. Juergensen of St. Paul); "The Teaching of 
Science in our Secondary Schools" (Prof. Stein of Neperan). During the 
discussion of the various works, it became clear that the study time, 
especially at our secondary schools, is too short to achieve the goal that 
is necessary in our time and under our circumstances, and the conference 
therefore unanimously adopted the following resolution 


Resolution to request the next Synod of Delegates to establish a seventh 
grade school year at each of the Fort Wayne and Milwaukee institutions.

The Synods of Wisconsin and of Minnesota, united with our Synod in 
unity of faith, held their meetings this year from the 19th to the 25th of 
June, the former at Winona, Minn. the latter at St. Peter, Minn. As a 
subject of doctrine the Wisconsin Synod treated of Christian edification 
from and by God's Word to the spiritual house of God unto glorious 
perfection in eternal blessedness. In his presidential report, Praeses v. 
Rohr gave a favorable and gratifying account of the state of the Synod, 
which was confirmed and supplemented by the committee reports 
submitted later. In the "Ev.-luth. Gemeinde-Blatt" it says: "The high 
schools for the training of preachers and teachers are well attended, and 
in the past year 35 students of theology were taught by three professors 


in the seminary for preachers in Wauwatosa near Milwaukee. 


University at Watertown, Wis. in which 8, respectively 9 professors give instruction, was 
attended by 141 students... In the teachers’ seminary at New Ulm, Minn. by four professors 
in the teachers’ seminary and its preparatory school 33 students were taught. As gratifying 
as the reports are about the prosperity of our higher education system in general, the main 
complaint is about the lack of soon available sufficient forces to take over the ministry of 
preaching. Thus it is urgently necessary that more students be won who can be trained for 
the public service of the Word in the holy office of preaching in our synodal districts in our 
educational institutions. For as at present, so also in the future, in view of the expansion 
and growth of the Synod and the number of congregations, by God's grace, the need for 
capable, faithful preachers of the Gospel will become ever more urgent, and the number of 
those who are presently preparing for the sacred office of preaching seems insufficient." 
The reports on the work of the Inner Mission and Travel Preaching were also favorable, for 
which an increased appropriation for the new year in the amount of more than $6000.00 
was decided. Furthermore, the establishment of English congregations was discussed, and 
a commission was appointed to submit proposals to the next meeting concerning the 
relationship of English congregations to the Synod. A report was also given on the blessed 
progress of the work of the Indian mission in Arizona. The publishing house of the Synod 
has shown a net profit of $6054.65 during the past year, the "Gemeinde-Blatt" has over 
9000 subscribers and has shown a net profit of $3668.25. The debts of the Synod have 
been reduced by §8500.00, but still amount to the sum of §23, 449. 97. P. Ph. v. Rohr was 
re-elected President of the Synod, and P. J. Bading Vice-President. The former celebrated 
on Synod Sunday the 35th anniversary of his induction and assumption of office at the 
congregation at Winona, and the congregational celebration of this event became at the 
same time a Synod celebration. 9 pastors, 9 teachers, and 4 congregations were received. 
One of the oldest and most faithful members of the synod, Rev. A. Kluge, of Hadar, Nebr. 
was called away to eternity by a sudden death at the Norfolk, Nebr. station, while traveling 
to the synod, as the result of a heart attack. L. F. 

The Minnesota Synod, attended by 116 Synod members, acted in its 


sessions on progress in the church. The paper presented showed how, 
according to God's Word, all Christians should progress in knowledge 
and sanctification, what obstacles this progress faces, by what means it 
should be promoted, how long it should last, what goal it should strive 
toward, what purpose it should serve at all times. Eleven Pastors 
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to hope? No; in this way the church school is completely destroyed and buried; in this way 
consciences are beaten wide open and excused with untruthfulness, which cannot stand 
before the Word of God and the court. What, for instance, will a rich congregation say, which 
has built a church with very large sums of money and in lavish splendor, and highly salaried 
two pastors, but has had no parochial school for many years, and sends its children to the 
religionless state schools? And how many wealthy congregations are on the same track with 
this one? Then one consoles oneself with the instruction in confirmation, which, however, is 
of such a kind with some uninspired pastors that one could almost ask oneself whether it is 
much better than none at all? This is no secret. But the busy pastors know that the young 
people they "religiously influence" later have themselves married by them, and also want to 
have a funeral sermon at their funeral, and so on. Then it is all right. But that they should 
teach such with diligence, yes, even hold school themselves, that is too much to ask. And 
since now, especially in cities, Unirte and Lutherans often live next to each other and 
frequently come into contact, they give our churchmen a bad example, yes, even try to 
seduce them with words, so that they would send their children to the free school and give 
up the parochial school altogether, since the children would be confirmed, as they teach by 
sight. And if our pastors refused to confirm such children, they could only send them to their 
pastors, who would accept them all. There is no lack of proof. Therefore, dear Lutheran 
Christians, flee the voice of the deceivers and their evil example! On the other hand, love 
your parochial school and cultivate it with great fidelity! W. 


Abroad. 

The communal communion cup is now to be eliminated in Germany because of the 
danger of contagion. This demand, as reported in the Freimund, is made by the Protestant 
newspaper Der Protestant, published in Berlin, and is supported by the Abendzeitung in 
Augsburg. "Der Protestant" thinks that the church authorities should abolish the communal 
communion cup as soon as possible, before the pressure of public opinion or a police ban 
makes it necessary. However, it will undoubtedly be some time before this newfangled 
institution finds its way into the German churches. Here in America, of course, one is already 
further along. Many sectarian churches, and even some Lutheran churches, make use of the 


"individual communion cup," and one regularly sees illustrations, descriptions, and 
recommendations of the same in widely circulated church bulletins. In England, too, the 
common communion cup has already been done away with here and there. At the 
communion of a Dissenter (not belonging to the state church) congregation in Ipswich on 
Easter Monday, small glass goblets, 40 each on a wooden stand, were passed around 
instead of the common chalice. The "Freimund", who does not want to know anything about 
the innovation and wants to stick to the way of Christ and the apostles (Matth. 26, 27. Marc. 
14, 23. Luc. 22, 20. 1 Cor. 10, 16. 21. 11, 23. 25. ff.), still remarks: "At the health congress 
at Aberdeen in Scotland Dr. Browning claimed that consumption and cancer spread in an 
unhealthy way through the use of the common cup. If this man of science had been called 
upon to name even a single case in which it was proved that the contagion was through the 
communion cup, he would certainly have been embarrassed ; but scientific assumptions can 
be stated so generally and with such confidence of victory, and the laity must believe it.... If 
consumption and cancer spread through the communal communion cup in the way that Dr. 
Browning asserts, surely these would have to be 
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diseases be much more frequent among Protestants than among Roman Catholics, who do 
not drink from any communion cup, which will not yet have been observed. " L. F. 

The struggle between ritualists and evangelicals in the English (Episcopal) state 
church is far from over. The ritualists seek to introduce more and more Roman doctrines 
and customs (mass, auricular confession, veneration of saints, etc.) into the church, while 
the evangelicals oppose them in a way that leads to public disturbances and ugly scenes in 
the churches. In particular, Kensit, who has become known as a persecutor of ritualists, 
continues to go about the country with followers, disturbing the services, holding stormy 
meetings, so that the manner of his appearance cannot be approved, however unjustified, 
wrong and dangerous the ritualistic direction may be. In April the new state-church bishop 
of London, who is ritualistically minded, was publicly inaugurated and confirmed in a church 
in that city. On that occasion a Rev. Fillingham rose and protested against the bishop, "who 
is not a loyal and faithful member of the Anglican Church, because he has taken part in 
services in heathen temples, where a dead cake of flour and water is worshipped in a 
blasphemous and impious manner instead of Almighty God." He was referring to Catholic 
host worship and the Mass service. Then came Kensit with a long written protest, wherein 
the bishop was blamed for tolerating and favoring false doctrine, e.g., host worship, Mass, 
and auricular confession. Six others followed with similar objections. The church, meanwhile, 
again echoed with shouts of applause and booing. Despite the protests, the confirmation 
took place. Such action will certainly not eliminate abuses. The only remedy is the one Luther 
used in his time: the clear, definite, firm testimony of the truth from the divine word and, if 
this is not given a hearing, separation from the false teachers. - In America, too, this 
ritualistic, high-church direction is spreading, as several recent events have shown, 
especially an episcopal consecration in Wisconsin last winter, at which ceremonies were 
used that are widely described in words and pictures, which are not permissible in the 
Episcopal Church and strongly remind one of the Roman pomp at an episcopal 
consecration.

In the various countries of Europe there has recently been an increasing 
movement against the Roman Church, especially against its most faithful servants, the 
various orders and societies. We have already reported several times here on the "Los von 
Rom-Bewegung" in Austria. While this movement, as it seems, is in many cases losing its 
political character and is becoming more and more religious and ecclesiastical, elsewhere 
Rome is being fought as a power dangerous to the state. Thus a new law of association has 
recently been adopted in France, directed chiefly against the sinister expansion of the 
Jesuits and their influence. Their influence in the army and in high society, the riches at their 
disposal, have gradually become so alarming to the government that it has decided to take 
a decisive step against the "Fathers of the Society of Jesus. The Jesuit Institutes have set 
themselves up especially for the training of officers, and when their pupils have entered the 
army, they remain permanently in contact with their teachers. Thus they have the army in 
their hands and with the army France, and will exploit this influence on suitable occasions 
for their plans. But the property of the Orders is also very large; it is calculated, all told, at 
more than a thousand millions of dollars. This immense possession gives the Orders a 
power,

An apostolic greeting of God to all Christians. 


A bit of practical scriptural interpretation. 


"Peter, an apostle of JEsu Christ, to the elect strangers to and fro, in Ponlo, 
Galatia, Cappadocia, Asia, and Bithynia, according to the providence of God the 
Father, by sanctification of the Spirit, unto obedience, and sprinkling of the blood of 
JEsu Christ. God grant you much grace and peace." 1 Pet. 1, 1. L. 


8. God gives us much grace and peace. 


St. Peter, the Apostle, in his greeting to God, speaks last: "God 
grant you much grace and peace." 


Into this "votum," into this prayer-wish, into this prayer-wish made 
good and valid by God Himself, the Apostle lets his greeting run out. Here 
the apostolic greeting of God to us finds its true height, here it culminates: 
"God give you much grace and peace." 


Grace and peace are the two main goods God has given us in 
Christ JEsu. 


The grace and favor and love of God drives out all evil and brings 
us all good. 


Say it yourself: Before the grace of Almighty God, if we have it, can 
any evil abide with us and harm us? Must not all good and blessing come 
to us? 


Grace saves us from the dominion of darkness and brings us into 
the kingdom of grace of Jesus Christ. Grace forgives our sin and gives 
us the righteousness that is valid before God. Grace casts out in us the 
old Adam sense of unbelief and gives us the spirit of faith. Grace sets us 
free from the dominion of sin and gives us power to honor and serve God 
as dear children to their dear Father. Grace protects us from all evil in 
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Body and soul, and makes all things work for our good. Grace breaks 
the sting of our death and makes life come to us in the midst of death. 
Grace makes us not come into judgment, and gives us a joyful 
resurrection, that we may stand at the right hand of Jesus in that day. 
Grace closes the gates of hell before us, and opens wide the doors of 
heaven for us, and leads us into eternal life. 


The peace of God is the enjoyment and comfort of the grace of 
God. 


Say again yourself: If we enjoy the grace of Almighty God and take 
comfort in it, is it not peace? 

That we should be saved from the dominion of darkness, and be 
translated into the kingdom of Jesus Christ; this is peace. That we have 
forgiveness of sins, and the righteousness that is before God, that is 
peace. That we are delivered from the old Adamic sense of unbelief, and 
have the spirit of faith, this is peace. That we are free from the dominion 
of sin and have power to honor and serve God as dear children to their 
dear Father, that is peace. That we may be assured of God's protection 
against all evil in body and soul, so that all things may serve us for good, 
that is peace. That the sting is broken out of our death, that life meets us 
in the midst of death, that is peace. That we shall not come into judgment, 
but shall have a joyful resurrection to look forward to, standing at the 
right hand of Jesus, that is peace. That the gates of hell are closed to us, 
but that the door of paradise is wide open to us, and we shall surely enter 
into eternal life, that is peace. 


"God give you much grace and peace," says the apostle. The 
apostle desires and entreats us for grace and peace, and God gives us 
grace and peace. God certainly gives us grace and peace. For God 
Himself put this prayer-wish into the apostle's heart, put it into his mouth, 
dictated it into his pen. How could he not give us what he himself gave 
the apostles? 
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What, then, does the Holy Spirit make us desire and ask for? He giveth us grace and peace, 
as surely as he is true, and hath not vain and empty words in his mouth. 

"God give you much grace and peace," says the apostle in God's name. It is precisely 
through these words of the apostle, which are God's words, that God gives us grace and 
peace. God's Word is the means of grace, the means of grace. Through the means of His 
Word, God gives us grace - and peace. As money and goods are transferred in the world 
by the word, by the written word, by a "note," "instruction," "prescription," so God transfers 
his grace and peace to us by his word, by his written and preached word. Where his word 
is, there is his grace and peace. In his word, then, we are to lay hold of his grace and peace. 
"God give you much grace and peace." To this word we are to say Amen. Then we have 
grace and peace. God gives grace and peace through his Word; we take and lay hold of 
grace and peace in his Word. That's it. 

"God give you much grace and peace," God makes the apostle say. God does not 
give meagerly. God gives abundantly. God gives more and more. God makes his gift 
increase. He gives grace and peace more and more completely. 

ls not God's gift of grace and peace equal and immediate and abundant and 
complete from the very beginning? Does God give us only partial and piecemeal at first, 
and then gradually more and more grace and peace? 

No, God does not give us grace and peace only in part and piecemeal at first, an 
then gradually more and more. God's gift of grace and peace is immediate and plentiful an 
complete from the very beginning. God gives us full grace and peace immediately. 

"But," says a reader, "you have just said that God gives the longer the more, that 
God causes his gift always to increase, that he gives us more and more complete grace 
and peace. And now you say that God's gift of grace and peace is equally and immediately, 
and from the very beginning, abundant and complete, that God gives us equally full grace 
and full peace. How is that?" 

My dear, hear what we say. 

First of all, the apostle himself speaks as we have spoken above, namely, that grace 
and peace increase among us. For when it says in our German Bible, "God give you much 
grace and peace," in the original Greek it actually means, "Grace and peace be multiplied 
among you." 

Secondly, you must make a distinction. You must make a distinction between the 
one great gift of grace and peace, which God gives us in Christ Jesus, and the individual 
and manifold gifts of grace and peace, which are included in that one great gift and flow 
from it. - The One great gift of God's grace and peace is equal and immediate, and from all 
the beginning abundant and complete. It cannot be multiplied. We Christians have equally 
and always all God's grace and full peace. With the first spiritual breath we can sing at once:

But to God on high be honour and thanksgiving for his 
grace, So that now and nevermore no harm can touch us; 
A good pleasure God has in us, Now is great peace 
without ceasing, All feud has now an end. 
So it is with all Christians without exception or distinction. We may all boast of all the grace 
of God and of full peace. 

It is different, however, with the individual and manifold gifts of grace and peace 
which are contained in that one great gift and flow from it, that is, with the individual 
manifestations and effects of God's grace and with the manifold fruits of peace which God 
bestows upon us and makes us enjoy on earth. These God gives according to his good 
pleasure, sometimes more, sometimes less; to the one he gives a richer, to the other a less 
abundant measure of them; to the one he gives these, to the other those gifts of grace. 
Therefore Paul writes Rom. 12, 3: "For | say by the grace that is given unto me unto every 
one of you, that no man think more of him than is fitting; but that he think of him temperately, 
every man according as God hath divided the measure of faith." Likewise Eph. 4:7, "But to 
every one of us grace is given according to the measure of the gift of Christ." And that God 
gives to the one these gifts of grace, and to the other those gifts of grace, according to His: 
Good pleasure, Paul saith Rom. 12:6. and 1 Cor. 12:4. In the former place he saith, "We 
have divers gifts, according to the grace that is given us." And in the latter place he says, 
"There are divers gifts." And then in both places, after he hath further expounded how God 
hath given to the one these gifts, and to the other those gifts, he saith at last, 1 Cor. 12:11, 
"And divideth to every man his according as he will." Here, then, on the different measure 
and variety of the gifts of grace and peace, you may draw the apostolic vow, which is, "God 
give you much grace and peace," item, "Grace and peace be multiplied among you." God 
wants to give us an ever richer measure and more and more of his gifts of grace and peace. 
But his great grace and his noble peace are always given to us equally and perfectly. 

And the third: God gives us his great grace and his noble peace and his manifold 
precious gifts of grace and peace. But we have such treasure in earthly vessels. We are not 
faithless to the heavenly gift, we do not reject it; we accept and receive it. But because of 
the weakness of our flesh, we cannot grasp the great abundance of what God gives us. We 
are not able to realize and enjoy and use what God gives us in all its fullness. Not by a long 
shot! Yes, in the midst of riches we are poor, in the midst of abundance we are destitute, 
gifted with strength we are weak. Though divine grace surrounds us, yet we are afraid; 
though we have the peace of God, yet we are troubled, as in undecided strife; though God 
hath apportioned unto us many gifts of grace and peace, yet we are and are able to do little. 
Our heart 
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is scattered, earthly sense clings to us, the heavenly gift does not fill 
heart and mind. So it is with us. There we are reminded - not once, but 
continually - of the apostolic greeting of God: "May God give you much 
grace and peace", "may grace and peace be multiplied among you". As 
if the apostle wanted to say: God grant that you may grasp his grace and 
his peace and his gifts of grace and peace more and more completely, 
that you may know and enjoy and use them more and more, so that you 
may become more and more abundant in his riches, more and more 
complete in his fullness, more and more powerful through his powers, so 
that in his grace you may become more and more full of comfort, in his 
peace more and more full of rest, through his gifts of grace and peace 
more and more powerful and more and more able to feed. And as God 
greets us continually with such greeting, so we are to say continually in 
faith: Amen, amen, give me that, my God! So shall we have it. We will 
have much grace and peace; grace and peace will be multiplied among 
us. 


God gives us Christians much, infinite grace. We are indeed 
strangers from the earth, and dwell scattered and solitary and 
misunderstood and disregarded in the midst of the unbelieving world. 
But God respects us. God recognizes us as His own. God has taken us 
out of the world by f His Holy Spirit, and made us His children and 
servants, and consecrated and sanctified. God has called us, gathered 
us, enlightened us, sanctified us, out of the well by the gospel, and 
preserves us with JEsu Christo in the right united faith unto eternal life. 
We belong to the Christianity of God, to the One Holy Christian Church, 
the congregation of the saints. True, we are sinners, poor sinners. But 
God has made us obedient to the gospel, that by faith we should fast 
unto the blood of JEsu Christ for sprinkling, for justification. This is the 
grace that God gives to us Christians. And such grace is already upon 
us from eternity. Already from eternity God has chosen and provided us 
out of the world to be His own, already from eternity God has ordained 
and appointed us to be sanctified unto Him by the Holy Spirit, to be 
obedient to the gospel and believers, and to be sprinkled and justified 
with the blood of JEsu Christ. This is truly infinite grace. That is pure 
grace. All of this is in no way due to ourselves and our work. But because 
it is all grace, and in no part upon us poor weak men and our works, we 
also have peace, much peace. 

O, God multiply his grace and his peace in us! May he grant that 
we may know his grace and his peace better and better, and that we 
may rest more and more fully in his grace and in his peace, until at last, 
through his grace, we enter into everlasting peace. This he, who so 
kindly offers us grace and peace, will surely do. Amen.

"Let the Bible be diligently read and heard, and you will see that 
nowhere else is there comfort in patience, that is, in the tubes of 
conscience and death.

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Do Lutheran parents expose their children to real danger by sending them 
to reformed schools? 
Sunday schools? 


Under this heading, the "Ev.-Luth. Kirketidende", the church 
bulletin of our Norwegian brethren, publishes in its July 17 issue an 
article written by Prof. O. E. Brandt. E. Brandt, which is certainly worth 
reading in our congregations and to be taken to heart, especially for the 
benefit of the growing youth. It says there: 

"Many who call themselves Lutherans, especially people in the 
cities, answer this question in the negative - at any rate, their conduct 
gives no other answer. Many things may induce them to let the children 
go to the Sunday schools of the sects. Perhaps there is no Lutheran 
Sunday school in the town. Perhaps the child's state school teacher is 
also a Sunday school teacher and invites the child to come. Or the child's 
playmates go there, and the child does not give the parents a moment's 
peace until he is allowed to go. 

"We are talking about parents who do not care which church their 
children attend, or who send their children to a certain Sunday school 
merely because the children of fine people go there, or because the 
children receive many nice presents there, or because they would like to 
get rid of the children's noise for a few hours on Sundays, and they do 
not care where the children go. No, we are talking about parents who 
want to be considered Lutherans themselves, who have their children 
baptized by Lutheran pastors and confirmed in the Lutheran church, who 
have also joined a Lutheran congregation, for example, and who 
nevertheless send their children to a Methodist, Presbyterian, Baptist, or 
Congregational church, Baptist, or Congregationalist Sunday School-or, 
most naturally, in a so-called "Union Sunday School," where they 
pretend to teach only what is common to all Protestant church 
fellowships, but where they may be taught everything else but the actual 
Christian faith! 

"When such parents are asked how they can account for their 
conduct, they readily reply: 'Oh, it seems to us that there can be no 
danger in it. The children are only taught the Bible, they also learn God's 
Word, hear about God and Jesus, and are admonished to be good and 
obedient. And if something wrong is really being taught there, our pastor 
can show them what is right when they come to him for confirmation 
classes? Yes - if only the pastor would learn what wrong things the 
children have learned and what they must now be freed from! And if the 
children in these Sunday schools of the sects are so thoroughly robbed 
of all their faith in the Bible that they either do not want to prepare 
themselves for Confirmation or accept the pastor's teaching from the 
Scriptures with homely reluctance and unbelief! 

"Could this be possible? An interesting proof of this is provided by 
the respected paper 'The Sunday School Times’, which is probably used 
by the vast majority of reformed Sunday School teachers in this country. 
This paper offers weekly 
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In the ‘International Sunday School Lessons’, which are used in pretty much all reformed 
Sunday schools, there are explanations by eminent theologians of the passages of Scripture 
to be studied in Sunday school, and in its columns teachers are given advice and hints by 
learned Sunday school men on how to instruct the children in the prescribed lessons. At 
present the so-called ‘International Sunday School Lessons’, which are used 
in pretty much all reformed Sunday schools, deal with the account of the first book of Moses 
about creation and the fall of man. 

"Itis noteworthy what is offered to teachers and children on this subject in the above- 
mentioned paper. Teachers are referred exclusively to such works of interpretation and 
textbooks as are published by men of the so-called ‘higher’ criticism hostile to the Bible. Not 
one of the articles, which are intended to give the teacher guidance in his teaching work, 
dares to declare freely that the Bible account is thoroughly in harmony with what really went 
on at the Creation and the Fall. Most either say it frankly, or at any rate hint at it, that we 
have here either pure legend or myth, or fragments of old Semitic tradition before us, which 
some Jewish writer or other has put together into a narrative that is not exactly reliable. That 
this report is from God himself is nowhere said; one does not even accept that it is from 
Moses. 

"Furthermore, children are taught that modern natural science must determine how 
the world came to be, not the Bible. Only so much of the creation account can be accepted 
as agrees with the results of science. And some of the theologians who write for that paper 
declare that the Bible's description in all its details cannot be approved. Others, on the other 
hand, e. g. the editor of the paper, think that the Bible and the theory of evolution here quite 
agree with each other. They only describe the same process from different points of view! If 
these two Sunday-school selections are read according to the instructions of this paper, 
then, taken as a whole, a child cannot go away from them without the definite impression 
that the biblical account of the Creation and of the Fall is not from God, nor even from a 
thoroughly credible man. 
"And now when it comes to the deep doctrinal truths contained in these accounts, 
the guidance of the paper is not much better. It is well emphasized that God is the origin of 
the world. But of sin, its origin and corrupting consequences, especially of original sin, one 
does not get a proper conception. And, what is worst of all, the promise made to the human 
race after the Fall is not presented in its glory. That the seed of the woman who is to bruise 
the serpent's head is JEsus Christ is not stated unequivocally in several of the articles, and 
this lovely gospel is given a very subordinate place in the instruction at all. In some of these 
‘instructions’ it is even taught that it is man himself who is to fight his way to victory over the 
evil enemy, according to Gen. 3:15. 
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"This example from the usual reformed Sunday school lessons is sufficient to show 
what dangers the children are exposed to through the same. And even if reformed Sunday- 
school teachers should still be found who do not want to rob their pupils of their faith in the 
divine inspiration of Scripture in this way, and thus close the divine teaching to them, we still 
know that in the reformed teaching of the means of grace and other important articles alone 
there is enough poisonous substance to kill all healthy faith life in the child's soul forever. 

"We think it unlikely that there are many among our readers who send their children 
to the schools of false teachers. But at the same time we are convinced that many of our 
readers know so-called Lutherans who expose their children to the danger that always lies 
in the teaching of false teachers. Such let us warn, lest, as much as is in us, they continue 
in such sinful levity."

Baptism and Pentecost festival in Baniyambadi. 
He knows the right hours of joy, He 
knows well when it is useful; If only he has 
found us faithful And not noticed any 
hypocrisy, Then God comes before we 
know it, And lets much good happen to 
us. 

After sad experiences on the inside and on the outside, God the Lord gave us a great 
joy: on the feast of Pentecost he honored us to receive our Koch family, consisting of seven 
souls, into his kingdom through holy baptism. Yes, much sadness had preceded this feast 
of joy. The hardest thing for my heart was that the Brahmin youth Seshagiri, whom | had 
well prepared for the baptism through almost six months of work, was captured four days 
before the baptism by Brahmins and a Hindu preacher, locked up in a house and then taken 
to Mysoreland. The witnesses to the baptism, brother and sister Kellerbauer and brother 
HUbener, appeared, but in vain; | had to announce to them that the person to be baptized 
was no longer present. And all this happened in the days from December 12 to 16 of last 
year. 


| still thought that the person to be baptized would return, and | also received letters 
from him that strengthened my belief in this. But little by little | had to learn that all hope had 
to be given up; according to all indications Seshagiri will never appear before us again. This 
is a deep inner sadness, for what can be more difficult than when a shepherd of a soul loses 
his lamb! In other respects, too, all those who had heard God's word from me in abundance, 
not excluding my cooking family, were inclined to nothing less than becoming Christians. 

Then a more external, but therefore no less severe sadness came over us: the 
plague broke out in Vaniyambadi and raged for almost four months without interruption. Fear 
and terror had come over all minds. But in the midst of this sadness, my cook's family 
converted to Christianity. And it went on like this: 
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Towards the end of January the cook asked us for a few days' 
leave; he wanted to travel to Kolar, the place of the gold mines, in order 
to marry off his daughter, our nanny, there. We were very frightened by 
this. He really wanted to remain a pagan and to plunge his still young 
daughter into pagan misery. When we told him this and expressed our 
sadness about it, he answered: "What can | do about it, it is our custom. 
"You are going straight to hell - that is your custom - you do not want to 
save yourselves from your misery," my wife answered him. All this fell all 
the more heavily on our hearts, as he had already expressed once, a 
year and a half ago, that he would not be altogether averse to being 
baptized. His daughter herself was most grieved by this. She had always 
had a great desire to become a Christian, and now she was to be sold 
into the midst of the thickest paganism. She wept and begged us not to 
give her father permission for this journey, for she Knew what misery she 
would meet by it. When the cook saw this resistance, he remained for 
two days without eating, sitting in his room, gazing sadly and pondering 
before him and not speaking a word; he only did the most necessary 
work. Then he went to his friend, a Christian teacher in Vaniyambadi, 
and told him about his situation. But even there he found no comfort; he 
had heard more or less the same things that he had heard from us 
before. To this he had replied, "It is not up to me; | would like to become 
a Christian, but my wife is always against it." "So become a Christian 
without your wife, your wife will become one later," his friend had 
answered him. Still the cook had sat silent for a while, then he had said, 
"Now it is decided with me, | will become a Christian. Please, go to my 
master and tell him, and then | will go and tell him myself. 

That very evening the teacher came from Vaniyambadi and told 
me that my cook wanted to become a Christian. This was a new surprise 
for us. After two days my cook himself came to my study and told me 
that he and his wife and his whole family were determined to become 
Christians. 

They are not pariahs in the ordinary sense. You can tell right away 
that they have a good polish and know how to behave with Europeans. 
Our cook's father was a servant. And the cook himself, together with his 
family, has always served in European homes. He has also been 
introduced to the Word of God by English gentlemen; he has also 
observed Christianity to some extent in Madras. Most recently he heard 
God's word with me for eight and ten months, Sunday after Sunday, with 
only a few exceptions. So he already knew what he was doing if he 
wanted to become a Christian. 

The very next day | began catechumen classes with them. For four 
months, from February until the end of May, they studied every day. It 
was a blessed time, although the black death was reigning all around us. 
They were really determined to become Christians. And how determined 
they were to learn, no matter how difficult it might be for them at times! 


At last we decided to perform Holy Baptism on Pentecost. Brother 
Mohn was invited as a witness. But before that there were still many 
things to do. | went to Jolarpet to hire another cook to help out, so that 
ours would be a little free of the regular work for two or three days, but 
especially for the day of the baptism. | repeated what | had learned to 
the members of the family who were studying, one by one. Friday before 
Pentecost the Mohn brothers and sisters came. Saturday morning from 
ten o'clock until about three quarters of one o'clock the catechumen 
examination took place in the presence of Missionary Mohn and our 
wives. It is well known that before an examination, those who examine, 
as well as those who are examined, feel a little sultry. We felt the same 
way. The joy was all the greater and the relief all the more palpable 
afterwards when the examination had gone well and questions and 
answers had alternated one after the other. The whole family gave a 
good testimony of their faith. It was touching when the little four-year-old 
son also recited the by no means easy Tamulian "Our Father" to us. 
Nowhere was an obstacle to the baptism perceived. 

At last the lovely day of Pentecost approached. Golden and 
splendid, but of course also very hot, the sun rose. Peacefully waved the 
magnificent palm trees of the palm gardens, which spread in front of our 
homestead over the whole of Vaniyambadi. Hop, you mountains all 
around, today there is a great feast, it is the first Heath Day at our local 
mission station. My heart praised and sighed at the same time; it praised 
the Lord for the miracle He was going to perform today, and sighed for 
the temptations of paganism into which our new Christians were to be 
placed today, like sheep among wolves, and were to prove themselves. 
Just before the beginning of the baptismal service, wishes of happiness 
and blessing were received from Krishnagiri, Coonoor and Yercaud. 
What a blessing it is to have dear brethren rejoicing with one and wishing 
Jerusalem happiness! And how suitable the feast of Pentecost is for 
baptism, the feast of Pentecost on which three thousand souls received 
holy baptism from the dear apostles. There was the Christian Church as 
a newborn babe. The little child grew and became strong in the whole 
world and will remain until the end. It is only for the sake of the Christian 
church that our Lord Christ delays his coming; souls are still to be added 
to it. 

In my study, a table was set up as an altar, and on a low table in 
front of it was the baptismal bowl, large and comfortable, from which to 
baptize. At about ten o'clock the baptismal service began. The 
candidates for baptism, from a fifty-year-old father to an eight-month-old 
infant, had filed in, all dressed in new but simple clothes of white and 
red. The face of the cook shone with inner movement and eagerness. 
He wanted everything to be done properly and each of his children to 
behave properly. Some pagans, both men and women, had also joined 
in. My wife played the harmonium. We sang the first three verses of "O 
Holy Spirit, come to us". Then | gave a short discourse based on the 
words of John 3:5: "Jesus answered, Verily, verily, | say unto thee, 
Except a man be born of water and of the Spirit, he cannot be born of 
water and of the Spirit. 
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enter into the kingdom of God." In particular, | exhorted those who were baptized, after they 
had entered the kingdom of God through holy baptism, to remain in it until the end, so that 
they might receive the crown of life. If they were not faithful, the baptism of today would not 
only be in vain, but would even bring them the greatest punishment, and it would be better 
if they did not receive it. Therefore, "Be thou faithful unto death, and | will give thee the crown 
of life," saith the Lord. Then we sang two verses of the hymn "Thou people, which art 
baptized". And now the baptismal act itself took place. All surrounded the baptismal table. 
Brother Mohn confessed in the place of the underage children. The baptized renounced the 
devil and all his nature and all his works and confessed the Christian faith. Then the father 
knelt at the baptismal table and received Holy Baptism, being given the name Nathan, and 
so in turn the mother - her name being Mary - the eldest daughter, by name Martha, her 
sister Ruth, then the two brothers David and Solomon, and finally the infant - his name 
became Elizabeth. After the baptism Nathan and Mary came before the altar. Their 
marriage, validly contracted in paganism, now received the divine blessing. Relevant words 
of God were read, prayers were said and they received the blessing. At the end we sang 
"Praise the Lord, the mighty King of Honour". Then our new Christians greeted us for the 
first time with the Christian greeting: "Praise be to God!" and went in peace to their home. 

But also externally the Taustag passed in a neat, dignified and cheerful manner. First, 
the cook made us a present. Since itis not appropriate for Europeans to eat with the natives, 
but he wanted to feed us on this day, he gave us a duck and a rooster. He had raised the 
former himself and had told our children months ago that he wanted to give it to us as a gift 
on the day of his baptism. When it happened, | was all the more pleased because he had 
kept his word. For wordiness is not usually one of the virtues of the Tamuls. The 
aforementioned teacher and some friends were invited by the cook to lunch, where they 
prayed in a fine manner before and after the table. 

Late in the afternoon they all came over to our house in one go. The girls carried 
wreaths of flowers and fruits on plates. When they arrived in front of the house, they began 
to sing spiritual songs in Tamulian tunes. They took their seats on the paintings in the living 
room. We and our children sat in a semicircle in front of them. The teacher, a Christian, had 
even composed a song. After he had asked for permission in a modest way, he recited it 
with the others. Then the cook crowned us all. Brother Mohn now had the kindness to say a 
few words of exhortation to them, which converged in the thought that Christianity gives not 
earthly but heavenly treasures, that itis fitting for Christians to be heavenly-minded and not 
earthly-minded, and that this is their true way of life. Then a few more songs were sung. On 
this occasion | gave the newly baptized a New Testament. Once again they said goodbye 
with the Christian greeting. Without saying much more, they went to their rest in the evening 
with peace. 
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This was a Pentecostal day such as | had not yet seen in India. May God keep these 
newly baptized Christians in the faith until the end, and at their end grant them a blessed exit 
from this world and entrance into eternal blessedness, from faith to sight. R. Freche.

Another brief reminder concerning the enrollment of our educational 


institutions. It has already been recalled from the District Synods held so far that 
significantly more students should be sent to our higher educational institutions. However, 
because of the importance of the matter, it should be brought up again here in the "Lutheran". 
The matter is this: The number of students in our institutions of higher learning has not kept 
pace with the growth of our Synod. Whereas ten years ago, in 1890, there were 1088 


students in our colleges and seminaries, the number in 1900 was only 1068. And yet the 
Synod has increased by about 100,000 communicating members during this period. Ten 
years ago the number of students in the higher seminaries was about equal to the number 
of pastors. Now the number of students has fallen behind the number of pastors by about 
500. What is the cause of this decline? The cause is certainly not that there is less willingness 
on the part of parents to equip their sons for the service of the church. The cause seems to 
us rather to be that it was thought, and still is thought, that we do not need as many teachers 
in church and school as before. This opinion has now proved to be erroneous. Last year the 
number of callings in May exceeded the number of available preaching candidates by 10; 
this year there was already a shortage of 35 preaching candidates and 10 school board 
candidates in May. The commission, consisting of the district presidents, gave the advice to 
bring in as many students as possible to help out. Now, at the end of July, all available 
students in Springfield have already been sent out. And in St. Louis it is almost the same. 
We still have five requests for students that we have not yet been able to satisfy. In short, 
the shortage of faculty is great. The undersigned does not remember that the shortage has 
ever been greater in the last 23 years. We would, therefore, sum up our recollection in two 
points: 1. See that our high schools and progymnasiums (Fort Wayne, Milwaukee, 
Concordia, St. Paul, Neperan), as well as the Seminary at Addison and the Proseminary at 
Seward, receive more new pupils this fall than usual. There is still room in all the institutions, 
including Milwaukee, where the new main building will be completed in September. 2. Let it 
not be forgotten Springfield. Synod voted in 1896 to limit the number of pupils at Springfield 
to a maximum of 175. Last year, however, the number of pupils in Springfield was only 124. 
This would be quite in order and in the spirit of the Synod, if since 1896 there had been a 
corresponding increase in the number of high school pupils. But this is not the case. Thus, 
for the sake of the prevailing need, we should seek this fall to bring the number of learners 
in Springfield up to 175, that is, to the maximum number fixed by Synod.- In the foregoing 
we have sought to describe the plight of Synod, namely, that the harvest is great and the 
laborers are few. Therefore, dear Christians, pray the Lord of the harvest to send laborers 
into his harvest.

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Dissemination of good books. Secular newspapers repeatedly point out that great 

harm is done to youth by bad books. What harm is also done to adults by ungodly writings 
is less often read about. But that this harm can be no small one is evident from the fact that 
anarchists, socialists, freethinkers, and enemies of the Bible attach particular importance to 
the distribution of their writings. They do this because experience has taught them how much 
they can accomplish by it. It is the same with the false believers and their books. Probably 
every pastor has noticed with regret the pernicious influence exercised by the devil's press. 
The "Lutheran" has always warned against this, and by introducing good books has sought 
to bring the blessing of God into the homes and hearts of his readers. Unfortunately, 
however, the "Lutheran" is not read by all who belong to our congregations; in many, 
therefore, its efforts are in vain. It would also be quite wrong to leave everything to the 
"Lutheran"; it is, after all, the duty of every pastor against each of his hearers, and the duty 
of every Christian against his fellow Christians, as well as of every congregation against all 
its members and guests, to warn against harm and to work benefit. If this duty were always 
exercised by all with all fidelity, many a book of harmful content would certainly be 
suppressed, and many a blessing would be stilled by the acquiring and reading of good, 
pure writings. Our Concordia Publishing House offers a great wealth of true treasures. If 
men would devote all their time and energies to the distribution of Bibles, sermons, 
devotional books and textbooks from this publishing house, this would certainly be gratifying 
and worthy of imitation. Through such activity, many a stimulus is given, many a good 
testimony is given, and many a thing is accomplished that would not be achieved in the usua 
way. In earlier years, our Synod itself employed colporteurs and thus bore witness to the 
colportage. The purpose of these lines is to draw general attention to the cause and to ask 
the brethren to promote it to the best of their ability. It is not a matter of earthly gain, but of 
counteracting the ungodly press and of bringing the most precious treasure we have, the 
Word of God, more and more to the people. The importance of the matter will at once be 
apparent to every Christian.

The Christian Church and the Lodges. The "Kirchen-Blatt" of the lowa Synod reports on 
this year's meeting of the Swedish Augustana Synod: "There was a strong movement to 
delete the paragraphs of the congregational constitution that were directed against the 
lodges. In the vote the opposition to this motion won by a small majority, and so the 
paragraphs directed against the lodges still remained in force, but, as the editor of the 
‘Augustana Journal’ remarks, are mostly a dead letter in the municipalities. In this question, 
then, there seems to be a change going on in the Augustana Synod, which is to be deplored- 
similarly as it seems to be the case in our Synod also." To this it must be said: when a 
Christian congregation gives out the fight against the lodges which intrude upon it, it thereby 
gives up itself. A Christian congregation consists of pure people who want to be saved by 
Christ's merit alone, and who know and confess that there is salvation in no one else but in 
Christ. The lodges, however, in so far as they practice religion, have the pagan religion of 
the world. They also want to let men get to heaven bypassing Christ. Logishness and 
Christianity get along with each other like fire and water. A congregation that ceases to fight 
against the lodges gives up the confession of Christ, that he is the only Savior of men. The 
lodge system is one of the most noble of all. 


Pieces of the world's being. The false pagan religion of the world spreads through the lodge 
system. A congregation, therefore, that puts up a fight against the lodges must be secular 
in its innermost core, even if a certain line is drawn between the world and the church in 
other external matters. Tell me how you stand with the lodges, and | will tell you how you 
stand with Christianity. If it has hitherto been the case in America that most sects and also 
certain Lutherans (especially the General Synod) got along so well with the lodges, it was 
because the majority in these communities did not know what Christianity was. By 
Christianity these people do not understand the sinner's trust in Christ, the Savior of sinners, 
but the endeavor to lead a better life. And if in other parts of the Lutheran Church they want 
to give up the fight they have been waging against the lodges, it is a sign that they are 
beginning to forget what Christianity is. They no longer want to confess Christ as the only 
Savior of sinners. Incidentally, the "United Presbyterians," who held their meeting in Des 
Moines, lowa, recently adopted the following resolution against the lodges: "It is the 
imperative duty of Christians to keep away from all societies which, by their moral teachings 
and religious ritual, implant the opinion that there is a redemption and salvation of men 
except through the motherhood of Christ. ... Persons who hold to such societies, 
notwithstanding they know the truth about them, are not to be received as members of the 
Church." May it never come to that point in our Synod that the fight against the lodges is 
spent. At the same time, let us never forget that the testimony of the Gospel of Christ 
crucified is the real and main weapon in the fight against the lodge system. Whoever does 
not get away from the Lodge system through the knowledge of Christ, cannot get away from 
it at all, even if he were to leave the Lodge outwardly. F::P: 

Since the Philippines became the possession of the United States, the various 
Protestant denominations of our country have sent missionaries thither, as under the former 
Spanish supremacy only the Catholic Church was permitted to mission in those islands. 
These individual Protestant missionaries have now recently met and agreed on this. To 
establish a church fellowship under the one name of "Evangelical Church." Each individual 
church party has been assigned a special field of labor, but all are to work for the One 
Church. Only the Episcopalians hesitated to join this union. This, of course, was not a real 
union. For such a union should only take place when there is unity in doctrine. But such a 
union was not even attempted, and the people still remain Methodists, Baptists, 
Presbyterians, etc., with all their differences and errors. Such an outward union is only 
displeasing to God, and will bring no blessing, if it exists at all, and does not soon go to 
pieces again, as similar unions have often done. L. F. 


Abroad. 

Dr. Bittner recently gave a lecture on the misery of seafarers and the mission of 
seafarers in the Vereinshause in Leipzig, in which he explained the following: "Itis a misery 
to stand alone in the world without God's Word and to be driven around in the distance. 
60,000 men of the German merchant navy share this fate, in addition to about 20,000 on 
foreign, especially English and American ships. In sailing in earlier times there was an 
opportunity to rest with wife and child; the sailor had one aim in life, to acquire a small 
property for his old age. 
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..or to gain some small office. But the steamer leaves no time for rest. As soon as the cargo 
is unloaded, the journey continues; it is hardly possible for the individual to offer a greeting 
to the wife living nearby. The seaman becomes homeless, loses touch with his father's 
house, and often forgets his God. Family life is ruined by steam navigation, life in and with 
God has likewise mostly ceased, for shipboard worship on the merchant navy is, with a few 
rare exceptions, an unknown thing. The worst dangers threaten the sailor in the harbor 
towns; the tempter lurks on every corner. Now how does one help the seamen? Primarily 
through the Seamen's Mission. The Germans have actually only taken care of the seamen 
since 1887. The allied Lutheran associations for inner mission are currently working at 40 
ports, have 50 seamen's homes and 50 reading rooms. - In American cities, too, they are 
trying to relieve the sailors’ misery by special events. L. F. 

In Bavaria, as the "Allgemeine ev.-luth. Kirchenzeitung" writes, the monastic system 
of the Roman Church is spreading more and more. The Benedictines of Alsace have 
purchased the former hunting lodge of the abbots of Ebrach Monastery, Oberschwappach 
near Hassfurt, for 197,000 Marks and want to establish an educational institution for 
missionaries there. The convent of Oberzell near Wtrzburg was purchased by the 
"Daughters of the Divine Redeemer" or, as one also reads, by the "Catholic Virgins’ 
Association of the Holy Child Jesus" for 400,000 Marks. In Upper Bavaria, the Protestant 
Baron v. Cramer-Klett purchased the monasteries of Ettal and Weffobrunn, which belonged 
to the state, together with large estates, for large sums of money and handed them over to 
the Benedictines for the re-establishment of monasteries for a small sum. On the 
Fraueninsel in the Chiemfee, by resolution of the Prince Regent and with the approval of the 
Pope, the Benedictine Priory was raised to the status of an abbey, and on July 6 the 
Archbishop of Munich enfeoffed the previous prioress with ring and staff. Thus on all sides 
Rome grows the docile instruments of her plans. L. F. 

Father Grisar, professor of Catholic theology in Innsbruck, has spoken out against 
the overpowering, superstitious veneration of relics in the Roman Church. Last autumn 
he gave a lecture at a congress of Catholic scholars in Munich, which has now appeared in 
print, and in which he says, among other things: "For thirty years my studies have led me to 
occupy myself with the manifold errors which have crept into the history and external life of 
the Church in the course of the centuries, and which have in part been preserved in it to this 
day. Various unauthenticated traditions, miracle reports and fairy tales, partly charming and 
poetic, partly tasteless, are deposited in whole layers around the life and miracles of the 
saints of God, around their relics, around venerable places of Christianity. But not only that: 
lack of knowledge and judgment, yes, not infrequently also human passions of all kinds, 
have been eagerly at work to create even false relics or shrines and to foist them upon the 
veneration of the faithful people." These remarkable confessions of a Jesuit have caused a 
stir. But even such a testimony from one's own midst will not disturb the relic mischief and 
folly of the Roman Church. It is well enough known that it was not only the simple-minded, 
unintelligent people, but also the scholars, the popes and other leaders of this church who 
encouraged and promoted this superstitious, godless veneration of the relics. And this is the 
case to this day, and this deceit will remain as long as Pabstry is Pabstry. _L. F. 
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The above had already been written when we read the following in the 
"Kirchenblatt": According to a communication of the Catholic "Germania" from Rome, by 
special order of the Pope, tablets with prayers to be addressed to the relics have been 
placed in St. Peter's Church on the pillar in which the so-called great relics of the Passion 
of Christ, the Facecloth, the Lance, and the Cross, are kept. In memory of the graces of the 
past Jubilee year, Leo XIII granted various imperfect indulgences for these prayers. A 
plenary indulgence, however, can be obtained not only on the greatest ecclesiastical feast 
days, but also on the feast days of the holy apostles Peter and Paul, the other apostles, Al 
Saints' Day, and finally on all feast days of the month of March. The pope has thus added 
considerably to the almost infinite number of imperfect and plenary indulgences which the 
Roman Church grants to its faithful at every turn. Whoever passes by the pillar in question 
in St. Peter's, and with an effort of a few seconds recites the prayer addressed to the 
supposed relics of Christ, pockets an indulgence of from forty days to several hundred years; 
such are the names given to the imperfect indulgences, although no one knows for certain 
what is meant by the determination of time, whether dates of purgatory or penitential period 
according to the rules of the ancient Church. The plenary indulgences, too, are agai 
increased by several dozen through this worship of relics, for the name-days of all th 
apostles are still commanded holidays in Rome. We say "veneration of relics" on purpose, 
because the relics of the Lord must be venerated by Catholics according to the teaching of 
their church teacher Thomas Aquinas; the mere veneration of the relics of other saints is not 
sufficient. L. F. 

From France it is reported that the departures of priests from the Roman Catholic 
Church, which began some years ago, are increasing. These vouch for the growth of the 
Protestant movement there, which is also confirmed by the continuing establishment of 
places of worship and the founding of Protestant congregations. What the converted priests 
report from their former life in the Pabstthum sometimes reminds one of Luther's 
experiences during his stay in the monastery. Thus the former priest Hautefeuille relates the 
following: "In order to give God proof of my love, | often abstained from food. Sometimes in 
the evening | lay down on the hard floorboards of my cell with bare feet and outstretched 
arms. And then | was happy! Or | would tie up my loins for weeks, even months, with a little 
rope full of knots. At last | made myself a crown of thorns and shredded it on myself when 
was going to rest, and was happy to suffer thus for my God and the salvation of the soul." 
After his studies, he became a vicar at a famous place of pilgrimage where over a thousand 
pilgrims flocked daily. Here his Catholic "faith" suffered shipwreck. With inner indignation he 
saw day after day the despicable trade with that which was most sacred to him. In order to 
escape the annoyance, he asked to be allowed to enter the missionary service. His bishop 
denied him this request like any other. So in the end he had no choice but to leave. 
Completely penniless, he arrived in Paris in October 1897, where he worked as a day laborer 
with pick and shovel for his daily bread. Finally he met an evangelical pastor who referred 
him to the "Hulfswerk" for priests who had defected. Lok: 

A pagan Buddhist "service", as it was held in Paris after the end of the penultimate 
Orientalist Congress, is described in the "Allgemeine Ev.-Luth. Kirchenzeitung". It was a 
private service of Buddhist-minded scholars and Indian congress visitors, and it took place 
in the library room of a Parisian, where a few days before the congress visitors had come 
for breakfast. 
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had been invited. Upstairs in the gallery the "infidels" were gathered as 
spectators. Below, through the hall door, passed the double line of the 
Buddhist congregation, with flowers in their hands, each silently laying 
them on the garishly lighted white cloth spread before the altar. In the 
borse hall the master of the house has exhorted the visitors to banish all 
impure thoughts and to sanctify their hands by consecrated water. The 
vast chamber is filled with the fragrance of flowers and incense, and the 
pillars and galleries are entwined with orchids and white roses. On the 
altar table stands the pyramid with the Buddha image and the 37 lights, 
the symbols of Buddhist wisdom. The priest from Ceylon enters in a 
yellow robe, he carries a relic of Buddha in his hand and lays it down on 
the altar. In rhythmic movements he sways the body, then says in English 
monotonously without inflection (he speaks English, an interpreter 
translates it in French): "Could | be pure like the fragrant flower! As this 
beautiful flower fades, so all things fade. | consecrate this flower to the 
Lord of the World, to the eternal Truth and to the perfect holy beings. | 
vow not to kill any living thing. | vow not to steal my neighbor's property. | 
vow not to partake of intoxicating drinks." Hereupon the pale priest 
preaches. Then the celebration of the yellow ribbon begins. A silken 
ribbon is passed from hand to hand, the end finally fastened behind the 
Buddha pyramid. The priest sings a weary hymn of praise, then each cuts 
his piece of ribbon with a pair of scissors passed around, and the "service" 
is over. - Genuine Oriental paganism in Occidental Christendom. _L. F. 


From World and Time. 


A frank discourse on an abominable sin. The well-known and famous 
physician, Dr. Nicholas Senn, of Chicago, has delivered an address to the 


graduating class of the Rush Medical College there, in which he touches 
upon asin which is probably creeping in obscurity, but which is becoming 
more and more prevalent, and is practiced in all the gapes of the 
population of our country and other countries. With serious and clear 
words he punished the heinous crime of murdering unborn children and 
told the young doctors who were to be trained what their duty was if they 
were to be made accomplices in such murder. He knows well enough that 
thousands upon thousands of unscrupulous physicians offer their hand to 
commit such crimes. Dr. Senn said, according to a report in the "Luth. 
Kirchenzeitung": "Much is said and written about the custom, still 
prevalent among some heathen peoples, of sacrificing newborn children 
to idols to appease their wrath, or of killing them to relieve the care of the 
family. As horrible as this infanticide may be, it is no more horrible than 
the murder of unborn children, which has only too generally become the 
fashion among the civilized and educated nations of the earth. The 
deliberate destruction of the life of an unborn child is murder and should 
be punished as such a crime. And the physician who prostitutes his 
profession and allows himself to be abused to assist in such a deed is a 
murderer and deserves the highest penalty of the law. Gentlemen 
graduates! Your services will be demanded for such murders; various 
reasons will be put forward to induce you to play the leading role in such 
acrime. They will say: where there is no life, no life can be destroyed. Life 
begins with conception. A doctor who is dedicated to 


The man who is conscious of the duty of his profession, and appreciates 
the sanctity of human life, will therefore refuse such services with 
indignation and firmness, and will explain his reasons to persons who 
have approached him for them. No money, no reputation of person, and 
no influence should be able to tempt him to deviate from the path of his 
clear duty." Thus a physician speaks from the standpoint of natural 
morality and his profession. A preacher, on the other hand, has the duty 
of illuminating and punishing even this sin with the divine word. He must 
not only confront other sins, such as drunkenness, avarice, stealing, 
adultery, etc., but must also attack this abominable vice unabashedly and 
emphatically, since it undoubtedly occurs much more frequently even in 
visible Christendom than some think. Of course, especially in the 
treatment of this sin, the preacher needs special wisdom, which must be 
asked for from above. L. F.

It has been a time of blossoming of the true visible church in our country, and we want to 
give praise and thanks to the Lord of the church that we have been allowed to gather here 
again in the spirit of truth and love. What time we now have before us, who could say? It is 
not my intention to go into it now, whether there are already signs of a decline among us. My 
task, which | would have liked to be relieved of, is to preach the pastoral sermon to my dear 
and esteemed brothers in the ministry this evening, towards the end of our renewed 
gathering. Let us then take with us on our way home the word of the apostle, which is said 
to all ministers of the word and which also applies to us: 


“Take heed to thyself, and to the doctrine, persevere in 


these things. For in so doing thou shalt save thyself, and 
they that hear thee." 


Let's 
1. the reminder contained herein; and 
2. Heed now the promise connected with the same. 


1. 

"Take heed to thyself, and to the doctrine, persevere in these things"-this is the 
admonition which we hear from our textual words. The apostle Paul addresses it to Timothy. 
to this his co-worker, to whom the ministry was commanded by the laying on of hands. Why 
then to him? Because it had become known to him that he had been guilty of any 
unfaithfulness or neglect of his office? There is no trace of this. On the contrary, this Timothy, 
who had known the Scriptures from his infancy, whom the apostle had taken to himself and 
taught still further, was the one for whom he had a particularly warm love, whom he calls his 
"righteous son in the faith," of whom he says, "He also doeth the work of the Lord, as | do," 
1 Cor. 16:10.From faithful, fatherly care, from recognition of the great importance and 
significance of the office of preaching, as well as the dangers to which even righteous 
preachers are always exposed, flow the words which we also want to be told, and above all 
the admonition: "Take care of yourself. - It is, of course, our office as bishops to take heed 
of those who are commanded us, and to feed the church of God, which he has purchased 
by his own blood; but the apostle herewith indicates that we shall only be able to administer 
our office in a right and blessed manner, if we always and above all things take heed of 
ourselves. Therefore we find the same admonition also at another time, Apost. 20, 28, in his 
farewell words to the Ephesian elders. First he says, "Take heed to yourselves," and then 
adds, "and to all the host among whom the Holy Ghost hath set you." 

What then is implied in the word, "Take heed to thyself"? The apostle exhorts all Christians, 
"Take heed therefore how ye walk carefully." This is what we are to preach to our hearers. 
How much more should we take care of our own lives? 


and diligently observe our whole conduct. How terrible is the harm done by the ungodly 
conduct of those who should set a good example to others! What grievous vexation is given! 
How eagerly do those seize upon it who are outside to make an evil cry to the Gospel! But 
let us not think here only of gross sins. Can we expect others to be moved by us to strive 
eagerly after godliness, if they do not perceive this in ourselves, if we are careless in our 
Office, frivolous in speech, cold in love, if they perceive that the prospect of earthly gain and 
good days, but not to seek the salvation of souls, is the mainspring of our actions? if we are 
not careful also to avoid all evil appearances? Let the word be ever before us, "A bishop 
shall be blameless!" And here the example of the apostle, who said of himself, "| stupefy my 
body, and tame it, lest | preach to others, and become reprobate myself." 

But the walk will be right only where the apostle's words can be repeated: "I live; yet 
now not, but Christ liveth in me. For what | now live in the flesh | live by the faith of the Son 
of God, who loved me, and gave himself for me." Well may God put his blessing upon the 
word of a faithless preacher, but not only is this true, that water in an unclean vessel abideth 
not pure, but also this, "That which cometh from the heart goeth to the heart." Now one 
would hardly think that anyone would take up the office whose task it is to lead others on the 
way to salvation who does not himself walk this way; that he would call others to repentance 
who has not himself yet humbled himself before his God in true confession of sin; that he 
would extol Christ to others as the only Beatificator who has not himself yet found comfort 
and salvation in Him. And yet there is no lack of such "deceitful workers." "Nor is it any 
wonder," says the apostle; "for he himself, Satan, disguises himself to be the angel of light. 
Therefore it is no great thing if his ministers also disguise themselves as preachers of 
righteousness." That it should never be said of us..: "Thou teachest others, and teachest not 
thyself. - Allow me to quote here a word of our blessed Dr. Walther. How great joy he took 
in the prosperous growth of our Synod, in the constant increase of its preachers, teachers 
and congregations, is well known, but in his last years he still expressed great concern: "If 
we were to gradually acquire a good portion of unconverted preachers, then good night, 
Synod! But even if we stand in the living faith by God's grace, we are not exempt from the 
danger of shipwreck in the faith. Therefore, "Take heed to thyself." 

But after the admonition, "Take heed to thyself," the apostle immediately adds 
another, "And to doctrine. Is this an admonition that we also need? It is true, we may best 
boast that we have "the doctrine," that is, the right, pure, and truthful teaching of the divine 
Word. Not by our merit, but by God's grace, have we inherited it. We "Missourians" are also 
known to be serious about paying attention to doctrine.

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.. let him. Even our opponents must testify to this. They do not do this in 
order to praise us; no, on the contrary, when they want to paint us in black, 
they point to the many doctrinal battles we have waged, to our persistent 
refusal of ecclesiastical fellowship with those who do not stand on the 
same ground with us or who treat certain doctrines of Holy Scripture as 
open questions. We are portrayed as quarrelsome, quarreling over words, 
wanting to be right alone out of unpleasant arrogance, and putting aside 
and neglecting the Christian life over stiff adherence to doctrine. 

But this only proves that indifference to doctrine is one of the chief 
diseases in the ecclesiastical field in our day; it only proves that no honor 
or glory can be won among men in this day by paying attention to doctrine 
and by faithfully adhering to it. And in this should there be no danger for 
us? It is this attention to doctrine which the apostle himself here so 
strongly inculcates upon his Timothy, he who was so entirely of his own 
mind. And not only here. "O Timothy," we read another time, "keep that 
which is committed unto thee," 1 Tim. 6:20. And again in his 2nd epistle 
to him, Cap. 1:13, 14: "Hold fast the example of the wholesome words 
which thou hast heard of me, concerning faith and love in Christ JEsu. 
Preserve this good enclosure by the Holy Ghost which dwelleth in us." 
And in his Epistle to Titus, he sets forth this as the chief and proper 
requirement of a bishop, that he keep the word that is sure and able to 
teach, that he may be mighty to exhort by sound doctrine, and to punish 
the gainsayers, Titus 1:9. 

In the admonition: "Take heed to doctrine" not only means that we 
are to preserve as the most precious treasure the pure, clean doctrine 
drawn from the source of the divine Word and laid down in the noble 
confessions of our Church, but it also obliges us not to be content with a 
superficial knowledge of it in the main, but by diligent study to penetrate 
ever more deeply into this treasure of doctrine, to make it our own in order 
to be able to distinguish rightly between truth and error, but to penetrate 
ever deeper into this treasure of doctrine by diligent study, asking and 
imploring the enlightenment of the Holy Spirit, to make it rightly our own 
in order to be able to distinguish rightly between truth and error, to 
establish our hearers ever more firmly in the wholesome doctrine by our 
preaching and teaching, to bring it to bear in our congregations, so that 
God's word alone will rule in them and everyone will submit to it 
unconditionally. 

Let us therefore see to it that doctrine, from which alone comes right 
living, never becomes a secondary matter for us, and that business and 
activity become our main concern; let us see to it that interest in our 
doctrinal discussions does not diminish, that our sermons remain 
doctrinal sermons, and that we therefore maintain our parochial schools 
with all diligence, so that a good foundation may already be laid among 
our youth in the knowledge of the main points of Christian doctrine, the 
precious truths of the catechism. 

It is true that whoever recognizes the main task of his office in 
bringing together populous congregations, in carrying out good outward 
order, in spurring on the erection of stately church buildings, and the like, 
will earn fame and reputation among men. On the other hand 


The struggle against self will be difficult inwardly, and the struggle against 
doctrine will be difficult outwardly. But let us not shy away from this 
struggle, let us not grow weary in it, let us not only now and then take a 
good run at it: "Persevere in these things," the apostle calls to his Timothy 
and to every one of us, and connects with it the precious promise and 
promise: "If you do these things, you will make yourself blessed, and 
those who hear you." Let me now dwell on this promise with a few words. 


2. 

When we "consider" what kind of office we are commanded to have, 
what duties it imposes upon us, what demands are made upon us here 
by the apostle and also elsewhere in God's Word, what responsibilities 
we have assumed, and then add to this all kinds of dismal experiences 
which we have to make in the same in ourselves and in others, then it will 
not fail that we will groan once for all under the burden of this office, and 
we will not be surprised when an apostle himself exclaimed, "Who is fit 
for this?" and a Jeremiah, "I am not fit to preach,” and a Moses already, 
"Lord, send whom thou wilt send;" "who am | that | should go and do thy 
command?" But still, though one may say that he is too young, and 
another that he is not an orator, and a third that he lacks many things, 
God does not let them go, and even today it pleases him to put unfit men, 
which we all are, and even more unfit than those, into his service, in order 
to build his kingdom through them. Let it remain the same here, that we 
are not able of ourselves, but that he can and will make us able. And if 
we only use the gifts he gives us, he requires no more of his servants and 
stewards than that they be found faithful, faithful also in minding 
themselves and in minding the teaching. 

But the faithful God and Lord! He also wants to give us courage and 
joy and therefore gives his servants the most glorious promises, as we 
have so many in his word. And what greater could he give us than this: 
"Thou shalt make thyself blessed, and they that hear thee" ? 

"Make thyself blessed!" The attainment of eternal blessedness is 
the highest and best thing we can desire. And this is promised here to 
faithful shepherds and pastors, to such as, before they preach to others, 
preach to themselves first, before they punish others, punish themselves 
first, before they show others the way, walk it themselves, draw for 
themselves first from the fountain of grace and forgiveness, with which 
they wish to comfort others, comfort themselves, and thus abide in the 
Word and in the faith. "Make thyself blessed!" How should it not be said 
of us: 

Around an eternal wreath The poor life whole. 

But thou wilt also save them that hear thee," adds the apostle. Is 
that not too much what he says? Our Lord Christ is the only one who 
makes us blessed. He can say of himself that he came to seek and to 
save that which was lost. All the prophets and apostles praise him as 
such, and Paul himself refers to him in the same passage as the Savior.

In the first letter to Timothy this is the certainly true and precious word that 
Jesus Christ came into the world to save sinners, 1 Tim. 1, 15. He should 
also keep the glory. He who alone has trodden the winepress, not only 
has he alone purchased salvation for us sinners, but no one comes to the 
Father, because through him he is the beginner and perfecter of saving 
faith. - And yet the Scriptures speak of a saving gospel, because it is the 
means by which the Holy Spirit works faith. It pleased God by false 
preaching to save them that believe. But we, who are to preach this foolish 
preaching to the world, are the instruments of God in saving, the co- 
workers with God in saving the world. What honor, what distinction! "Bless 
them that hear us," what does that mean but to make the spiritually blind 
see, the spiritually deaf hear, the spiritually lame walk, the spiritually dead 
live? It means to open the gate of paradise, of eternal blessedness, to 
those who were condemned to hell and eternal damnation. Must we not 
agree and say: "Yes, it is true, if anyone desires the office of a bishop, he 
desires a great work? One day in eternity it will be revealed what 
multitudes there are who, through the ministry which our Lord Christ 
established and which is also commanded to us, have been led to be able 
to enter the kingdom of eternal glory as perfect righteous. Then shall the 
teachers also shine as the brightness of heaven, and they that have 
taught many righteousness as the stars of God for ever and ever. 

"Thou wilt save them that hear thee." All of them? He does not say 
that. It is already something great to the dear apostle, as we read in 1 
Corinthians 9:22, "to save some everywhere. To find a single saved soul 
there, what a reward for all the toil and labor! And that will not be lacking. 
No matter how much seed may be scattered in vain - the field will always 
be there where it will sprout and bear fruit. God's promise guarantees us 
that his word will not return empty; he will succeed in sending it. 

We are still in the time of sowing, of planting, of watering, but with 
rapid steps it is approaching its end. Let us use it faithfully, always 
remembering, "The night cometh, when no man can work." But then also 
the time of harvest and the end of work in the rest that is left. Then we will 
eternally praise Him who has made us worthy to be His co-workers here, 
together with those who also, through our service of faith, carry away the 
end, the blessedness of souls. Amen. 


The advantages of the boarding school system in our institutions. 
(Sent in by decision of the Professors' Conference.) 


Our educational institutions are set up in such a way that the 
students live and are fed there. Such an institution is called a boarding 
school or an alumneum. The circumstances brought it about that our 
fathers founded and arranged their institutions in this way, and since in 
the circumstances there were no 


If this change has occurred, we have no reason to deviate from the 
traditional order. We may well say that it was and still is the way ordained 
by God. There are many and often lamented disadvantages connected 
with this institution. No one knows this better than those who work at such 
institutions. No one would expect otherwise, when he considers with sober 
judgment how a multitude of young people from the most diverse 
backgrounds come together, who not only, like all Christians, have their 
sinful flesh and blood, but also find themselves in the so-called "years of 
loutry. But even though one may openly recognize the evils connected 
with the boarding schools, one must not, in order to be just, throw the baby 
out with the bath water. Besides the dark sides, there are also light sides. 

Most pupils keep their institution in faithful, fond remembrance. It is 
true that the newcomer enters as a stranger among strangers, but he soon 
makes acquaintances, and it is usually not long before he feels at home 
in his new home. Yes, many a one has found there his Jonathan, to whom 
he attached himself, in whom he found a substitute for the abandoned 
family, with whom he remained connected for life in faithful friendship, 
from whose friendship he derived lasting profit and rich blessing. For the 
study as well as for the performance such an institution brings many 
advantages. Already the fact that the working hours must be strictly 
observed is not to be underestimated. There is also the reading room with 
its magazines; there is the library with its thousands of volumes, where 
the students can find not only entertainment, but also many things that are 
beneficial to their studies. The diligence and zeal of their fellow pupils 
serve as a spur to emulation. If they are embarrassed about their tasks, 
they have more supportive fellow students, as well as their teachers 
nearby, from whom they can easily obtain information, advice and help. 

In the free hours, too, one finds many a stimulation, when the 
subjects of instruction form the theme of conversation, as minds burst 
upon each other and debates are held for and against. For many a one, 
living together with fellow-students in the institution becomes a grindstone 
through which the rough edges that have not been noticed by one's own 
family, or have been overlooked with silence, are ground down. In some 
cases the plane must be applied vigorously. Woe to the arrogant one who 
lets his arrogance become apparent. *) Mercy on the impure! Before he 
knows it, he has a significant epithet, if foreign hands do not stir to make 
up for what his own hands have neglected. 

In an article in the London Times, boarding schools are preferred to 
other institutions for three reasons: because studies are supervised, there 
are ample means of entertainment, and the time wasted on the way to 
school is saved (and, let us add, the pupils are protected from distraction 
and the dangers of the way to school).

Byron had not been at Eton (an English college) and had been cured there of his 
excessive vanity. 
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The boarding school also has an educational effect for life. It is a school for punctuality (the 
whole day is regulated by the clock and the chime of the bell) and for many a necessary and 
salutary school for cleanliness and orderliness. The boarding school imposes a heavy 
renunciation on the pupils for the sake of a conscious, important purpose and thus 
strengthens their moral power. Of course, the boy in the boarding school must remain 
separated from those who are dearest and most precious to him on earth, but he leaves their 
circle at their will, and his heart must tell him that loving care for him is the reason for this. 
So he proves himself subject to his parents by submitting to a difficult and painfu 
renunciation. The boarding school is also a school for training obedience to the majesty and 
authority of the law. As in the well-governed home, so, and even more so, there must be a 
certain order in the institution. To this the pupil must submit according to God's will. To learn 
to submit to it by overcoming self-will, right and duty, and to find true salvation in it, is one of 
the most salutary things to which education can train man. 

Now it is true that in such an institution many things must be regulated and ordered, 
in which freedom prevails in the smaller circle of the family. To some, this may seem petty 
and pedantic, even reprehensible harshness, if the observance of such rules is strictly 
enforced. On this point | will let an old schoolman (Rud. Dietzel) speak: "When the author 
was employed seventeen years ago at an Alumneum, many things in the institutions seemed 
pedantic to him. Experience thoroughly convinced him that there are no trifles in such 
nstitutions. A little dirt in a corner quickly swells into a: pile of sweepings; a wanton cut in a 
table soon makes it a notch for many knives. Allow a minute to overrun the time allotted, and 
you will soon find another line drawn. The tardy pupil causes a loss of time not to himself 
alone, but to many others. Those who do not know how strict order and punctuality not only 
bring material gain in life, but also have a salutary moral effect, may complain of the alumni 
that they are compelled by their circumstances to be pedantic. It seems hard, however, to 
bind a lively boy to the study table when he is drawn out into God's free nature, since he 
would bring in the neglect with ease; even harder to prevent him when he wants to make a 
sacrifice for the love of work and stay awake an hour or two longer in the evening. But every 
man must learn to renounce his inclinations - and whims - for the sake of higher ends; he 
who does not learn it sinks into sentimentality and dissoluteness. Difficult the order often 
becomes to the pupils of the alumnae, quite difficult, but the greater the blessing and gain in 
self-conquest." 
In regard to this point, it has been objected that mere obedience without willingness of heart 
has no value. But what prevents the student from obeying with a willing heart, so that it 
becomes the right obedience pleasing to God? But if obedience were to be limited to the 
order of things 


lf the father were to restrict the service where it is willingly and gladly rendered, then the 
door would be opened to want of discipline. By the way, what sober father would want to 
vouch for the fact that his son always obeys him willingly and joyfully? 

Furthermore, our boarding schools are run by men who have a keen eye, sharpened 
by education and experience, for the dangers and aberrations threatening a pupil, which are 
less or not at all observed by another eye. These men, therefore, have the opportunity to 
protect their pupils by warning and admonishing them, or to bring those who have strayed 
from the right path back on the right track. Above all this is to be emphasized in our 
institutions, that in them the Word of God dwells and reigns abundantly. According to Prince 
Augustus’ school regulations, the purpose of such schools should be: Fear of God and true 
Christian faith, outward discipline and training to become learned and understanding people, 
that is also the purpose of our institutions, and to achieve this purpose God's Word is the 
main means. This is not only heard on Sundays in the services of the congregation, but also 
daily in morning and evening devotions, as well as in religious instruction and in speeches 
to the entire student body in public; privately it is used and applied through the reading of 
the Bible on the part of the students and through the encouragement, admonition and 
punishment of the teachers. It also happens that on the part of the pupils the transgressor 
is resisted and reproached, and that in certain cases this is done by the whole class. 

Certainly, let us not forget this, when we perceive the defects and infirmities of our 
institutions: we have great cause to thank God that he has given us these institutions and 
has preserved them until now in spite of all the enmity of Satan. Let us faithfully include 
these plantations of the servants of the Church in our intercession before God. Yes, let us 
pray diligently for them and - work, work especially in such a way that we win gifted and 
godly boys for them. Just now a moving cry of distress is sounding from all the ropes about 
the lack of workers in the harvest field of our God. Shall this cry go unheeded?

A day of celebration in our Indian mission. 


After a long, futile search, God has again allowed us to find a missionary for our poor 
Indians, Fr. Robert Kretzmann of Rhineland, Ontario, Can. He was to be installed on the 6th 
Sunday after Trinity. At the same time the dedication of the newly built church and school 
building - both under one roof, 36X50 feet, with a tower about 60 feet high - was to take 
place. The dear "Lutheran" readers have already learned that we were forced to build, since 
the room used so far for holding the services - the spacious kitchen of the parsonage - was 
no longer sufficient to hold the blessings God had bestowed upon us. 

On Friday morning the Professor and undersigned, appointed to preach the festival 
sermon, departed from Oshkosh, in order, after some 
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Hours stay with Brother F. in Cl. to arrive in Shawano in the evening. But 
evening became three o'clock in the morning. The train was delayed six 
hours. Fatal! but such fumbling is part of the order on this railway line. 
Other synod members have also sighed in this region and wanted to 
despair. Luckily we were able to inform Brother H. in Shawano of our 
mishap by telephone. He waited patiently and did not blow out the lamps 
until he knew that our tired and battered limbs had been softened. 

On Saturday morning the Ind'ianercommission held its meeting. We 
would have liked to drive the seventeen miles to the reservation right away 
in the afternoon. But the sun was too hot. We had to wait until evening. At 
about nine o'clock we arrived at our destination, three wagons loaded with 
the whole commission, two pastors' wives, two children, the student who 


had provided church services for the Indians last year, and - last but not 


least - the professor with his botanisirmippe. At the station we found 
everyone still in full activity, the missionary unpacking his boxes, the 
Indians cleaning and decorating the new church and preparing benches 
etc. for the celebration of the coming day. 

The location of our mission station is uniquely beautiful, on the shore 
of a lake about half a mile long and half as wide, under mighty, beautiful 
spruce, maple and other trees that provide shade and cooling. But this 
beauty has its downside, namely, whole swarms of mosquitoes, midges, 
and other creatures, as some of our traveling companions have 
experienced. - 

The good Lord had given us the most beautiful weather for our 
celebration, and soon the guests arrived on foot and in wagons from all 
sides. Not only the Indians - but without colorful woolen blankets and 
moccasins, dressed just like us - but also whites from neighboring 
communities, up to a distance of 25 miles, arrived one carload after the 
other. When it was time to begin the service, there may have been as 
many as 400 people gathered. A bell, which came into the possession of 
this Indian tribe in the thirties of the last century, and is now presented by 
them to our mission, indicated the commencement of the service at half- 
past ten o'clock. The crowd assembled, preceded by six pastors in their 
gowns, in front of the front of the church to be dedicated. On the platform 
stood an organ, on which were accompanied by a young Indian woman 
the chants of the congregation. After the customary ceremony, the doors 
of the church were opened, and it was soon filled to capacity. The first half 
of the service had reference to the dedication of the church, the second 
half to the introduction of the missionary. Both subjects were treated in the 
sermon, on the basis of the text Luc. 24, 46-48. by the celebratory 
preacher in a quite appropriate, edifying, and eloquent manner, and the 
crowd listened to his words with evident attention. The whole course of 
the service, the congregational singing, the organ-playing, the whole 
decorum of the Indians, was one so pleasing as not to be found better in 
many a white congregation. In short, the whole celebration, even in its 
outward 
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We can say that the Lord has so far abundantly blessed our work among 
the Indians, which has lasted about four years. The collection made by 
two Indians at the close of the service amounted to about H25,00. 

After the end of the celebration, which lasted about two hours, 
Missionary Kretzmann made the pleasant announcement that the 
Women's Association of the congregation was setting the table for lunch 
under the shady trees on the shore of the lake, to which all present were 
most kindly invited. And so we had the opportunity to admire the cooking 
and baking skills of our red sisters. Even music was provided for the table. 
A particularly musical Indian family surprised us in the most pleasant way. 
The father played the violin with mastery, one daughter the organ and a 
second daughter the guitar. Who would have expected such music in the 
jungle and among redskins! The professor was so enraptured that he 
almost forgot to eat. The singing choir also sang a few more songs during 
the afternoon under the direction of the student, and before we knew it, 
the afternoon had passed, and everywhere we saw people getting ready 
to go home. About seven o'clock in the evening the place was empty, but 
our hearts were full of joy that we had been allowed to join in the 
celebration, and full of praise and thanksgiving to God, who has opened 
such a wide door for us among the Indians, that we may preach the 
gospel of Christ to these poor people, through which alone, but also 
certainly, the sinner is helped from death to life, from condemnation to 
salvation. 

Tell me, dear reader, are you not also happy about this? O then 
remember this mission in your prayer, that the Lord may continue to bless 
it as he has blessed it hitherto. And then consider the same also with thy 
missionary gift. Behold, we now have, praise God, a modest, but quite 
nice and adequate church and school building. The whole thing cost 
about $500.00. We had to build, there was no way out for us. But none of 
that money has been paid yet. Can you imagine how the Commission 
feels with this debt? But we are confident and know that the Lord will 
provide. It is his work, he has commanded it to us, and 

He has a way everywhere, He has no 
lack of means, His deeds are all 
blessing, His walk is all light, His worth 
no one can hinder, His work may not 
rest, If he will do what is profitable for 
his children.

| am often troubled in my conscience that the seed of the Word is not sufficiently scattered 
among them. As long as | was not kept away by other work, | visited an average of 30 to 40 
towns per month. But now this is no longer to be thought of." (Missionary Mohn gives 
religious instruction and some other teaching in two schools, directs Dewasagayem, whom 
he baptized, to train as a teacher, and gives catechumenal instruction to another young 
person). "And if the rest of the work increases with the holding of church services, 
catechumen, school and singing lessons and other various works, as | can only wish from 
the bottom of my heart, then in the future there will be no thought of a regular and thorough 
preaching to the Gentiles here, as it would be so necessary. Another missionary would have 
full work here. May God provide him!" 

Who is willing to fulfill this wish? Who wants to lend a hand to the work begun in one 
of the main strongholds of paganism? By the way, it is not only Missionary Mohn who has 
such a desire; all our missionaries and also the Mission Commission desire the same. Who 
should not desire with all his heart that the word of salvation should be proclaimed as 
extensively as possible in the area that had not yet been touched by the gospel before the 
arrival of our missionaries? In addition, we must also ask the Lord of the harvest for laborers 
for another reason. Our missionaries, as has already been mentioned in the "Lutheran", will 
have to ask for leave for about a year, one after the other, in the next few years. For the year 
1903, Missionary Freche, who recently baptized a family of seven, has already submitted 
his request for leave, and very soon thereafter each of our three older missionaries will be 
required to submit the same request. Are the stations to remain deserted and the missionary 
work on them to come to a standstill, either completely or for the most part? Surely that 
should not happen. 

The whole Mission Commission considers it very desirable that not only candidates, 
but also some of our young pastors go to the Indian field of work. God has blessed the work 
of our new pastors here in India abundantly, and no one thinks of disrespecting them. But 
experience in preaching and pastoral care can only be of great benefit and blessing in 
missionary work as well. So herewith to the hundreds of our young pastors goes the 
question: Are not some of you, or is not one of you ready to serve his Saviour as a missionary 
in India? Admittedly, there is much sacrifice involved in such service, and much self-denial 
is demanded. But can this be considered when it is a matter of serving Jesus, of bringing 
light into the thickest spiritual darkness, and of giving the water of life to those who lie 
languishing by the wayside, and without this help must perish in great multitudes? But in the 
Salem District alone, where our missionaries are living

stand, with the exception of Poppy, about 1Z million heathen, for whom, when our mission 
was begun, there was one missionary; and what are four or five missionaries to this great 
people now? 

The care for our mission has, of course, first been entrusted to the Commission 
elected by the Synod. But the promotion of the work should surely not be its sole concern. 
The commission: "Ask the Lord of the harvest to send forth laborers into his harvest" is not 
meant for the commission alone; it is a matter for all Christians. So let no one lose sight of 
this part of his Christian duty, and whoever knows a young servant of the Word who is able 
and willing to go out as a missionary, let him do his part so that such labor may also benefit 
the mission. F. Zucker.

America. 

A New Congregational School in San Francisco. In the "Lutheran" of May 28, a 
report on the meeting of the California and Nevada Districts stated that on Synod Sunday 
a joint meeting of the congregations in and around San Francisco was held, in which the 
Synod members also participated. At this meeting, the necessity and blessing of Christian 
parochial schools was discussed, and how such schools could be established under the 
various circumstances. That such joint discussions also bear fruit is shown by a notice in 
the "Lutheran Messenger" published in San Francisco. There it says: "The St. John's 
congregation in San Francisco (P. J. H. Schréder) has decided in a recently held meeting 
to start a regular weekly school instead of the previous Saturday school and to appoint a 
teacher for it. This is certainly good news, because the more community schools that are 
established here on the Pacific Coast, the more prosperous our church work will develop 
by God's grace. This resolution is a beautiful testimony to the zeal of the aforementioned 
congregation, all the more so since it has recently built a new church, and is of the greatest 
importance for its own continued existence and growth." What is hereby said of this sister 
congregation is true of every congregation that establishes and faithfully maintains a 
parochial school.

The General Synod is zealously engaged in inner mission and has had significant 
success in this area. At its recent meeting, the Secretary, Dr. Stewart Hartmann, reported 
that in the past 32 years 420 congregations, in which 57,000 communicants have been 
collected, have received support from the Missionary Caste. From these congregations the 
Synod has received for charitable purposes not less than $150,000.00. The Treasurer 
eported that during the two years covered by his report he had collected $101, 342. 57. 
The salaries of the missionaries and all other expenses had been met and the old debt 
reduced to $2500.00. It was urged that more attention be given to the German immigrants. 
"The growth of our Synod," said one speaker, "must largely come from these co- 
religionists." A short time before, the same man said, "The German Lutheran is never 
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with no schooling. He always has a good foundation as far as religion is 
concerned. If you call to mind in him what he learned from his mother or 
from his father, if you remind him of the sacred hour of his Confirmation, 
you seldom fail to make a deep impression on him." On this the "Luth. 
Kirchenzeitung" remarks: "This is beautifully and truly spoken. But why is 
not more pains taken in the General Synod to secure a similar foundation 
among the children? Where is the parochial school? Where is even a 
proper confirmation class?" And we add: "If the General Synod, which is 
Lutheran only in name, directs its attention especially to German 
immigrant Lutherans, how much more do we have the duty not to tire of 
taking care of them spiritually, but especially also of their more and more 
English-speaking children through a more comprehensive English 
mission. Many a congregation of the mostly English General Synod has 
received strong growth through the children of German Lutherans, also 
from our circles. L. F. 

"The Germans in the General Synod are despondent about the 
establishment of parochial schools. Their organ, the "Zionsbote", writes: 
"In many places, more could be done and teachers could be employed, if 
one had more love and desire for this important work. In rural 
communities, where the average demands for school education are not 
so great, many pastors carry out the schoolmaster's office themselves, 
but in cities this cannot be done well. We wish it were otherwise, for the 
parochial school is of the greatest importance for the upbuilding and 
development of our church. But what can't be done, can't be done." They 
find an excuse in the fact that even the Catholic Church does not have 
parochial schools in all its parishes, and has even had to let such schools 
disappear here or there. They, too, do great harm to the good cause, by 
confirming wholly ignorant children, whom pastors of our synod, for 
conscience’ sake, must still withhold from the enjoyment of Holy 
Communion. A. W. F. 

The "Nebrasta Synod,” belonging to the General Synod, has instituted 
a "mutual support covenant in cases of death." This may be joined by 
men and women if they are found by the "medical officer" to be in good 
health, not over 55 years of age, and pay an entrance fee of 50 cents, 75 
cents, $1.00, $1.25, $1.50, $1.75, or $2.00, according to their age. 
Members they remain as long as they pay the same sum each time a 
member dies. The proceeds of these "asseessment contributions" are 
given to the bereaved in need of consolation. The "Zionsbote" says of this 
work that it is planned "in the spirit of Christian charity and brotherly 
mercy." He goes on to write: "It is now a question of the individual pastors 
also fulfilling the obligations placed upon them, allowing themselves to be 
examined by the physician, joining the covenant, and also endeavoring 
to win members for the covenant within their districts"-of course healthy 
and not too old, for it is only for these that the "spirit of Christian charity 
and brotherly mercy" has planned the work. He continues: "But above all, 
let us carry this young and important work of our Synod on prayerful 
hearts and stand unanimously by it, so that it will advance under the 
blessing from above and be called upon to alleviate much distress, misery 
and affliction, and to lift many a stone of sorrow from troubled hearts. ... 
Therefore, looking upward, and trusting in him who is with and by his own 
all the days, like the pious Joseph, build up thy granaries, and gather 
therein, that thou or thine mayest have something to lines of trouble, and 
in the years which in the history of Joseph are called the ‘lean." - It is sad 
that Lutherans should practice such falsehood and such abuse of the 
divine Word, and call it "Christian love." 
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which is nothing but, at best, a "business" founded on the principle: tit for 
tat! and that, in the manner of life-insurance agents, they refer to Joseph's 
deeds with pious phrases, with which, however, this "support association" 
really has nothing in common. A. W. F. 

The "Luth. Kirchenzeitung" summarizes the following in a longer 
article about the support of the lodges: It is a fact that the "support side" of 
the Lodges is becoming less and will in any case become even less the 
more the cultivation of sociability comes to the fore. This causes new, 
probably unforeseen expenses; savings must be made at another end. 
The Freemasons do not give any regular support at all; whoever is in 
need of such support must accept it with the thought that it will be given 
to him as alms, even if membership of the Lodge has cost him hundreds. 
The widow of a Knight Templar, unknown to us, arranged a more 
expensive funeral for her husband than she would have done under other 
circumstances, in the expectation that she would be reimbursed for most 
of the expenses. But when no one came to see her for a long time after 
the funeral, and she finally turned to the officials, she received the 


comforting reply: "Why, Madam, we paid for the band! 


It was also comforting in view of the fact that the "Knight Templar" uniform 
with accessories had cost her late husband 8400.00, now rotting in the 
coffin. Yes, that rich brother-in-law was right: "A poor man should not 
undertake to become a Mason." - Other lodges, which promise regular 
support, see themselves compelled to make all kinds of restrictions in 
order to be able to meet only the demands made upon them. Thus a 
talkative barber once told us of his Lodge, the old Oddfellows Lodge of a 
large town, that it had had to abolish the post of organist, which brought 
the holder 50 cents at every meeting, for reasons of economy. He also 
added that the owner, unfortunately a German Protestant pastor, who had 
certainly joined the Lodge out of a completely selfless (?) intention, had 
not been seen in the Lodge since then and had finally been struck off. - 
Another example of how well (?) it pays to belong to a Lodge. A young 
German, hardly from Germany, had nothing more urgent to do than to 


join a lodge, the "Modern Woodmen". After a year he boasted to a priest 
that it was a good thing. He had been sick four weeks in the first year and 
received $16.00 in sick pay. The latter now asked him how much the 
Lodge had cost him during that time, and received for answer: $10.00 the 
initiation fee, $6.00 the dues, and $10.00 the uniform. "Makes $26.00," 
said the priest; "so you have lost $10.00." The man hadn't even thought 
of the thing that way. Such examples abound. Was it not, therefore, in 
accordance with the facts, when it was shown at a conference that "the 
so-called beneficence of the lodges is pure fraud"? - And this is even 
more evident in the newer lodges, which direct their main attention to life 
insurance and accept both sexes with full equality, some as early as the 
age of fifteen. These are especially distinguished by the fact that they 
demand or cost little, but promise much, e. g., an insurance of $500. 60 
for the small monthly payment of 25 cents. This, as any child can 
calculate, makes $3.00 a year, and in fifty years $150.00. Very few will 
find occasion to celebrate their golden jubilee as a member of such a 
Lodge, if, indeed, it should last so long; but, of course, every one is 
promised $500.00 if he belongs to it even a short time before his death. 
How can this be possible, since it has no gold mine? That is 
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only possible for a number of years at all, so long as, attracted by 
cheapness without certainty, people, especially young ones, join in great 
multitudes; and this is also their endeavor, as such a society quite 
honestly declares: "Strong local circles with extensive membership in 
each, instead of a large number of weak circles struggling for their lives, 
is our aim." But as soon as, as is inevitable in time, mortality increases 
among the members, their days are numbered. He who dies soon wins - 
but who wants to die soon? He who lives long has only the certainty in the 
great equity that he will lose every penny. But clear as it is, the cheated 
do not all become so. The world wants to be cheated once. L. F. 


Abroad. 

What sacrifices those often have to make who let their loved ones go out 
into the service of the mission to the Gentiles, was recently indicated by 
the Oberconsistorialrath Dr. Kelber from Munich in a speech at a large 
mission meeting after his own experience. His own brother took leave of 
his aged father and siblings 44 years ago. After three years of missionary 
work in India his strength was broken. Only the return to his homeland 
could still bring hope of salvation. He boarded a ship with his young wife. 
A long time of waiting followed. They never arrived. Without a trace the 
ship sank with them. A year after the brother, the sister left for India to 
become the wife of a missionary. She was allowed to see her relatives 
again. After seven years she brought her son to Europe to be educated. 
She then returned to India with a hot ache in her heart. Her child's last 
words, "| want to be with my mother!" had penetrated deep into her soul. 
Soon after her arrival she fell ill. In Taniore she lies buried. And yet, the 
speaker added, no happiness of life can be sacrificed to the Lord without 
His restitution out of the riches of His glory which surpasses all thought. 
Every loss suffered for the sake of the Lord is at the same time 
unspeakable gain. "Verily | say unto you, That there is no man, if he leave 
house, or brethren, or sisters, or father, or mother, or wife, or children, or 
lands, for my sake, and the gospel's, who shall not receive an 
hundredfold, now in this time, houses, and brethren, and sisters, and 
mothers, and children, and lands, with persecutions; and in the world to 
come eternal life." Marc. 10:29, 30. Let this word of the Lord also be 
remembered in our circles by those who give their sons to the Lord for 
service in His Church, and who then also find themselves in the position 
of having to let their children go far away, sometimes abroad. L. F. 


About the effect of the Gospel among the inhabitants of the distant Fiji 
Islands, who used to be man-eaters, the wife of a scholar, Mrs. David, 
shared her observations. While her husband was engaged in scientific 
research, she wandered to and fro and inquired about the condition of the 
islanders who had converted to Christianity. In a public report she says 
the following about it: "| observed the natives at close quarters. They were 
exceedingly devout in church. They never missed a service. They always 
kept their evening prayers in their huts. They were generally in earnest 
about their religion. They gave money and mats to the Collecte when 
approached for it. We never heard of any quarrel or fight during our stay 
here. The people were always well-mannered and cheerful, contented 
and full of humor. They are now attached to their children with love, 
although they murdered them a quarter of a century ago. One notices here 
nothing of a 


indecent intercourse between the two sexes. There was not a single case 
of drunkenness or a trace of theft. Truly, when | saw the simple life of the 
chiefs and sub-chiefs and all their subjects, | could not help thinking: here 
is an almost ideal community. We may well bow our ‘educated’ heads in 
shame and admit that we can learn from these people. " L. F. 


From World and Time. 


Abuse of the divine name and exorbitant arrogance was what the French 
Jesuit Father Coubé announced in a sermon which he held at the end of 
April in the well-known French place of pilgrimage Lourdes before 60,000 
people. According to the report of the "Neue Luth. Kirchenzeitung" he said 
among other things the following: "Between the heart of Jesus and the 
heart of France there is a holy covenant. Christ has always shown himself 
to be a good Frenchman. As a -good Frenchman* He showed Himself at 
Tolbiac" (battle of Zilpich, where the old Frankish king Clovis vowed in 
great danger to become a Christian if victorious), "as a -good Frenchman* 
at Patay" (where the papal soldiers fought Germany under the flag of the 
Sacred Heart), "as a 'good Frenchman’ at Parray-le-Monial, where He 
showed us His heart, as a 'good Frenchman’ at Lourdes, where He sent 
us His mother." (Meaning the alleged apparitions of the Virgin Mary.) 
"That is why France has been crying out for centuries: long live Christ 
who loves France! But as Christ was always -good Frenchman’, so 
France was always the -soldier of God*. And as often as the French cried 
out to heaven: "Long live Christ who loves the Franks," the angels called 
down from heaven: 'Long live France who loves Christ!"" On the other 
hand, the history of the world and of the Church shows that the French 
people, as a people, are especially godless and hostile to Christ. - 
Admittedly, other peoples have also attempted in a similar blasphemous 
manner to seize the dear God for themselves and to present themselves 
as especially God-fearing nations. It is a widespread saying, heard again 
and again, but false: "God forsakes no German." In a well-known German 
song by the poet E. M. Arndt, which was much sung in the war of liberation 
of 1813, it is said in quite the wrong composition : 

German freedom, German God, German faith but mockery, 
German heart and German steel Are four heroes all at once. 


And Bismarck's much-quoted saying: "We Germans fear God and no one 
else in the world" is not true, because the German people have fallen 
away from God en masse. But only the other day it was again declared 
from a respected quarter that God had always been on Prussia's ropes. 
Here in America, too, people talk a great deal about the God-fearing 
American people and close their eyes to the obvious godlessness and 
shameful hypocrisy of the broad strata of our people. Against all such 
national imposture and such self-idolatry of a people, the Scriptures say 
that in the New Testament God chose no particular people for Himself, 
"put in every nation he that feareth him, and doeth right, is acceptable 
unto him," Acts 10:34. 10:34. Only the faithful and godly Christians, as 
they are found scattered over the face of the whole earth, and among the 
most diverse nations, are God's people, God's children, in whom he 
makes true his promises given in the Scriptures. L. F.

He reaches for the Bible, as is his custom, and there 
it happens that the story of Abraham comes to his attention, who had a 
difficult matter when God commanded him to slaughter his son. 
Afterwards, however, he was able to recognize God's special purpose and 
guidance, which so wonderfully accomplished everything for his good that 
he called the place where this took place, "The Lord sees," for a good 
remembrance. He reads this and finds Luther's marginal gloss: "God 
takes care of everything and keeps watch." Cramer consoled himself of 
this, and after a few days he learned that this had been the hour, indeed 
almost the moment, when his matter had been most desirably decided. 
"Egg," says he, "this is a saying that shall govern me henceforth, all the 
days of my life, in good and evil. | will choose it also once for my funeral 
text."

Sundays in human life. 


A professor in Munich once closed his lectures before the holidays 
with the following parting words to his audience: "And now it's time to go 
home. Some of you, gentlemen, have a long way to go. Imagine that this 
way is a dusty road, and along it no opportunity to take refreshment or 
refreshment; would that not be a miserable journey? Such a dreary, arid 
road is the life of man, where Sunday and divine services are despised. 
Dear Sundays are the inns and hostels of our God on life's journey. 
Without them our poor souls would languish and perish on the often long 
journey." - This was a good parting word; if the listeners took this word to 
heart and faithfully used the Sundays to hear and learn God's Word, the 
holy Gospel, for the salvation of their souls, they would later be able to 
make the best conclusion to their pilgrimage through this earthly life.

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How is a Christian congregation to raise the salary of its teacher? 


The way in which the salaries of our church teachers are raised varies in our 
congregations. In many congregations of our synod, the teachers are paid from the 
congregation's treasury, as are the pastors. All members of the congregation pay according 
to their wealth into the salary fund, and from this, as well as the pastor, so also the teacher 
is given his promised salary. The children of the parishioners do not pay monthly or annual 
school fees! Any school fees from other people's children are either given to the teacher, or 
they go into the salary fund, from which pastor and teacher are paid. This way of raising the 
teacher's salary is especially kept up by the rural parishes. 

In other communities, and this is especially the case in the urban communities, a 
different method is used to raise the salary for the teacher or teachers. In these communities 
a so-called school fee is charged. All children who attend the school, whether they be 
children of members or non-members, must pay a certain sum of money monthly or annually. 
The rate varies. In some parishes the pupils of the upper classes pay from 75 to 90 cents 
monthly, and the pupils of the lower classes from 50 to 60 cents. In other communities the 
tuition isthe same for all classes. In most schools the third child in a family is free, that is, 
pays no tuition. The teachers are now paid from the school fees collected. If the school fees 
received are not quite sufficient to cover the salary, the municipality will of course step in 
and pay the shortfall from its coffers. 
There were various reasons why the custom of raising the teacher's salary through school 
fees became established, especially in the urban communities. In many communities, many 
parents, even though they were members of the community 


The church had no members who had not joined the congregation. Because these people 
were not members of the community, they could not be called upon to share the community's 
burdens. But it was too difficult for the community to employ one teacher after the other and 
to pay them out of their own pockets. In order to be able to maintain the employed teachers, 
however, a way out was found. They began to charge school fees for their children from 
people who were not members of the community but sent their children to the community 
school. This made it easier for the community to at least maintain its school teachers. 
Because the calculation of the school fees was very simple, the community members paid 
the same school fees for their children as the strangers, and so the collection of school fees 
from all school children in the community was introduced. 

In other congregations the reason for charging school fees was different. After th 
foundation of the congregation and after the appointment of a pastor, he took over th 
school, because the congregation was still small and weak. Soon, however, th 
congregation and the school grew stronger. The work became too much for the pastor. If h 
wanted to serve the congregation properly in his preaching ministry, the school had to suffer. 
But if he wanted to serve the school as it deserved, he had to leave some of the work that 
his main ministry demanded of him. Therefore, both the pastor and the congregation realized 
that a special person would have to be hired for the school if the preaching ministry and the 
school in the congregation were to be properly helped. When a teacher was appointed, 
however, the question arose: How should his salary be raised? In order to win over those 
members of the congregation who did not have children to send to school for the 
appointment of a teacher, it was decided to levy a special school fee on the children 
attending the school and to take only the possible shortfall in the salary from the 
congregation's treasury. As was decided, so was also acted upon, and with the once 
introduced 
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This way of collecting the teacher's salary has remained later on. These two reasons 
mentioned were probably the main reason for the introduction of school fees in our 
communities. But we do not mean to say that in some communities other reasons may not 
have contributed to this. 

Ten or twenty years ago the levying of school fees to pay the teacher seems to have 
done no further harm to the schools in our synod. In the parishes concerned there were 
always enough "foreign children" to help fill the school coffers, and even poor parishioners 
always have plenty of earnings, so that they could pay the school fees with ease. In more 
recent times, however, the levying of a special school fee seems to work against the proper 
prosperity of our schools in many places, and it would probably have been best if this 
method of raising the salary of our teachers through school fees had never been introduced. 
Some congregations have also already seen this, and have therefore abolished school fees, 
and receive their teacher or teachers, like the pastor, out of the congregational treasury. In 
order to induce all the congregations of our Synod, in which the teacher is still paid from 
school fees, to make this matter the subject of their discussion in their meetings, we have 
been asked from various quarters to shed light on this matter in a short article in the 
"Lutheran". 

Now, if we are to discuss the question, "How should a Christian congregation raise 
the salary of its teacher?" the first question that must be answered is: What position does 
our Christian school occupy in the budget of a congregation? Is it a matter for the whole 
congregation, or is it only a matter for individuals, for instance, only for those members of 
the congregation who have school-age children? Do only the parents of school-age children 
have the obligation to establish and maintain a Christian school, or is this obligation 
incumbent upon all Christians? That the establishment and maintenance of a Christian 
school is the responsibility of the whole church is clear and certain. The command of Christ, 
Matt. 28:20, "Teach them" (that is, the children also) "to observe all things whatsoever | 
have commanded you," is addressed not only to the parents, but, as we see especially from 
the context of the passage, precisely to the Christian congregation. From this passage we 
see that the congregation has the obligation to provide for the Christian instruction of old 
and young. The concern for the salvation of the children who grow up in the congregation 
was laid on the heart of every Christian by the Lord Christ. This doctrine, that the Christian 
congregation has the duty to provide for the Christian instruction of the youth, is so clearly 
and firmly founded in God's Word, and has also recently been set forth in several articles of 
the "Lutheran," that it is unnecessary to dwell on it any longer. Our Synod has also 
professed this principle since its foundation, and has also given expression to this conviction 
in its Synodal Constitution, in its periodicals, in its Synodal Assemblies, and in its pulpits. 
The Christian school is a matter for the congregation: this is an accepted principle with us. 
But if the Christian 
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If the school is a matter for the community, then the teacher employed at this school is not 
a servant of individual members, but a servant of the entire community. Itis the congregation 
that must see to it that the necessary buildings for a school are available, and that a man or 
men are employed to teach the children and to bring them up in discipline and admonition 
to the Lord. That our congregations also regard the teacher as a servant of the whole 
congregation can be seen when it comes to the appointment of a teacher. There the whole 
congregation participates. If the whole congregation appoints the teacher, it is also obliged 
to pay him out of the congregation's own funds, to which each member is to contribute 
according to his ability, according to the Word of God. 
Here, however, the objection might be raised that the teacher in our Christian schools 
teaches the children not only the Word of God, but also secular branches of knowledge, that 
these do not concern the Christian community as such, and that therefore the parents of the 
children who are taught these subjects should be called upon to support the teacher. But 
this objection is not valid. Consider, in the first place, that our Christian schools exist primarily 
because the Christian community wants to see to it that the youth growing up among them 
are taught the Word of God from an early age. Consider, secondly, that instruction in the 
secular branches of knowledge is also given only for the good and in the interest of the 
church. Why is this? Every Christian knows that even in the teaching of worldly things the 
children can easily be taught a false and wrong view by unbelieving and false-believing 
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teachers. But how bad would it be for the children who, while learning in catechism lesson 
from the Christian teacher that God created the world, would have to learn in geograph 
lessons from an unbelieving teacher that the world came into being from and through itse 
How badly the Christian community would have been served by such members who had 
imbibed such and similar false views in their youth. But in order that their children may 
receive instruction in all things which is not contrary to God's word, but is in complete 
harmony with it, the congregation insists for its own good that the secular branches of 
knowledge also be taught in its Christian school by its Christian teacher. It therefore also 
elects school superintendents, who are to take special care that nothing is taught, even in 
the realms, that is contrary to the word of God. If all teaching in the school is done for the 
good and in the interest of the congregation, it is fair and right that the congregation as a

congregation should provide for the maintenance of the teacher and not place the mai 
burden on those who send their children to school. In our communities there will probab 
be no such people who say: "We have no use for the school and therefore we do not want 
to contribute anything to its maintenance. Let those who send children to school pay the 
teacher." That such talk would be too foolish can be seen by every one at first sight. The 
State, which is governed only by reason, does not even recognize such principles. In a state, 
singing 
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The government has set up and maintained a number of niches and charitable institutions. 
Many citizens do not need them at all. They can very well live and get along without these 
institutions. But because the state as a state needs such institutions, every citizen must 
contribute his tax to their establishment and maintenance. How much more, then, must every 
member of a Christian community, which is governed by love, contribute to the school which 
the community needs as a community! 
If, then, there are no members of our congregations who refuse to do anything at all 
for the school, we often hear, on the other hand, that people say that they are willing to 
contribute something to the maintenance of the teacher, but that the main sum should be 
given by those who would benefit most from the school. But we cannot accept such principles. 
Otherwise, even with other community expenses, those members who have the strongest 
families would always have to pay the most. When a church building is erected, the father of 
a family who comes to worship with ten members of his household would have to pay more 
than the one who comes with only three. For the latter does not take up as much space as 
the former. It could then happen that the poorest person in the congregation would have to 
pay more for a church building than the richest. The same would be the case with the raising 
of the pastor's salary. Every Christian knows, however, that in all other matters it is not said 
in our Christian congregations that he who has the most benefit must also pay the most, but 
rather that in our congregational ordinances there is a paragraph which reads in harmony 
with God's Word: "To the expenses of the congregation each member shall contribute 
according to his ability." If this principle is applied to all other expenses of the congregation, 
why should it not also be applied to the maintenance of the school, which is also a matter for 
the whole congregation? Surely! 
If, therefore, a congregation rightly considers that its Christian school is a matter for 
the congregation, and that the prosperity of the school, apart from God's blessing, depends 
chiefly on the care of the congregation, it will certainly be glad to abolish the levying of a 
special school fee on the congregation's children, and instead pay the salary of the teacher, 
like that of its pastor, out of the congregation's treasury, to which each member contributes 
according to his ability. If a congregation does this, it will also be able to do away with many 
of the evils that can be found here and there in our schools. 
One of the problems resulting from the levying of special school fees is the overcrowding of 
the lower classes in our schools. There is the community in GroBheim. The community owns 
a school at which three teachers are employed. The teachers are maintained by the school 
fees. If a family sends three children to school, the third is free. The third child, however, 
usually attends the lowest class. So there are many children in this class who contribute 
nothing to the teacher's salary. But in order that the necessary salary may also be raised in 
this class, it is overcrowded with children. It is precisely in the lowest class, in which the 
instruction is more individual than in any other class, that 
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The majority of the children must be. With the large number of children, who must first be 
accustomed to school discipline and order and must first be introduced to learning, it is not 
possible for the teacher to give proper instruction. Too many gaps remain in the individual 
pupils, which cannot be filled later. For if a child has received inadequate instruction in the 
lower class, this remains with the child for almost the whole of its school years. That there 
are complaints here and there about the inadequate education of our children in our schools 
is often due to the fact that in the lower classes what should be done could not be done. With 
regard to the lower classes, many false opinions prevail. It is thought that the teacher in the 
lower classes has only to teach the Abc, and that this is easy work. But if any teacher must 
be industrious and active, it is the teacher in the lower classes. His work is, of course, 
inconspicuous, and is held in low esteem even by people of little understanding. But every 
experienced person knows that when the sub-teacher has accustomed the children in his 
class to proper order and has introduced them to learning, this is a gain for the whole school. 
The unfortunate situation of overcrowding in the lower classes can easily be avoided, 
however, if the community itself pays the teachers. In most cases, the communities will then 
employ as many teachers as are necessary for the successful management of the schools. 

Another evil connected with the levying of a special school fee is that because of it 
the children are often confirmed too early. Whereas in former times in our synod a child was 
seldom confirmed before the age of fourteen, we find today that in very many of our 
congregations, as a rule, children are confirmed as early as the age of thirteen, and in some 
congregations as early as the age of twelve. This is certainly a great injustice, and that some 
refer to the example of the twelve-year-old boy Jesus is unacceptable. Now there may be 
other reasons why some parents have their children confirmed so early, but one reason is 
that it is often too difficult for parents to pay the school fees. Now such parents could excuse 
themselves because of poverty. But in this case they are exposed to all kinds of gossip, and 
to avoid it they prefer to have their children confirmed too early, to their detriment, of course. 
This unfortunate state of affairs would also be avoided if the teacher's salary were paid out 
of the community coffers, to which everyone contributes according to his or her means. 

A further evil is that such communities, in which school fees are still charged, are 
easily tempted to hold a grand picnic at the end of the school day in order to collect the 
salaries for the holiday month. So it can happen that, in a worldly way, people eat, drink and 
play for the good of the school, as they say. But this would not happen so easily if the teacher 
were paid out of the parish treasury. Instead of a school picnic, one would then celebrate a 
school feast for the joy of the old and young in a Christian way. 

One last evil that we would like to mention here is the excessive shortening of the 
school holidays to the detriment of the teachers and the schoolchildren. In order that only 
school fees are paid, the schools have to be closed in the hot month of August. 
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begin again. But what a difficult task the teachers have to keep the 
children in discipline and order in the heat of the day, especially in 
overcrowded classrooms, is something that everyone will easily 
recognize if they think about it. 

So if we ask: What is the right way to raise the salary of our church 
teachers, the answer is: It is right, cheap and Christian that we raise the 
salary of the teacher in the same way as the salary of the pastor, that is, 
that we pay it out of the church treasury, into which each member pays 
according to his wealth. School fees are not to be levied on native 
children. Foreign children, whose parents are able, may of course be 
encouraged to pay school fees, because they assume certain duties 
along with certain rights. But in such cases, too, care should be taken that 
the school's missionary work is not hindered by the levying of school fees. 

But now someone would like to say: "| would also be in favor of 
abolishing school fees if our school were first founded. But | have paid 
tuition for all my children, and now that my children are confirmirt, | am to 
begin all over again to help maintain the teacher." But, thou dear 
Christian, rejoice that it was possible for thee to pay school fees for all thy 
children. But see now that by tightening your purse you do no harm to the 
Christian school. Will you be able to answer for this? Open your purse 
and support the church and school as before. The Lord will not withhold 
his reward from you. 

Yes, you dear congregations who still charge school fees, discuss 
this matter for once. Many congregations have already discussed this 
matter in recent years and, after careful consideration, have come to the 
point of paying the teacher and the pastor out of the congregation's 
coffers. This arrangement has proven itself in their case. The school is 
thriving and flourishing. The members see how much easier it is for them 
to pay the teacher out of the congregation's coffers than to pay school 
fees. The teachers are happy that they do not have to hear complaints 
every month about a deficit in the school treasury and that the school is 
not paying for itself. These communities do not want to go back to the old 
way of collecting the teacher's salary. 

On the discussion of the question in the congregational meetings: 
How shall the salary of its teacher be raised by a Christian congregation?

Confirmation classes. 


Confirmation, as is well known, is not an institution ordained by God, 
but only an old church order. In the beginning, it immediately followed the 
baptismal ceremony with anointing and the laying on of hands, and was 
given to both adults and children with solemn prayer for the outpouring of 
the Holy Spirit. Only in the course of time was it separated from the act of 
baptism and then consisted of the examination. 


Confirmation is not a supplement to holy baptism, for example, that the 
child, who has now come to years and understanding, first takes the 
baptismal vows. Confirmation is not a supplement to holy baptism, for 
example, that the child, who has now come to years and understanding, 
first takes the baptismal vows. No, in baptism we do not act with the 
godparents, but with the child itself, and the godparents, as far as the 
denial of the devil and the profession of faith are concerned, are only the 
mouth through which the child speaks. Baptism is a self-contained whole, 
the covenant of peace, the covenant with God, which needs no addition. 
Confirmation, therefore, was not generally introduced even in the age of 
the Reformation, but Bugenhagen, with Luther's consent, already 
established in Pomerania a truly evangelical Confirmation, which was 
imitated in many places. Hence it is said in the Protestants' answer to the 
submission to the Regensburg Colloquium in 1541 (cited in Walther's 
"Pastorale," p. 263 f.): "Of Confirmation and Oelung there is neither divine 
command nor promise; and know they of the contrary, that these usages 
alone are remaining indications of the ancient gifts of the Holy Ghost; for 
in the beginning of the churches the manifest gifts of the Holy Ghost were 
bestowed upon the people, as the apostles laid their hands upon them. 
So also the prophets and apostles healed pestilences and diseases with 
prayers and ointments and other medicines. From this beginning the 
customs still remain. But how they are at this time, and how they are kept, 
is in the day. But this we would have done, that the catechism should be 
faithfully practiced in the churches, and that the children, after they have 
heard and confessed their faith, and promised obedience to the church, 
should be prayed over. Prayer be done. And this prayer, we believe, 
would not be in vain; nor do we dislike that the laying on of hands should 
be used for it, as it is done in some of our churches." 

Although Confirmation is not commanded by God, the nature of 
Confirmation instruction is. It is nothing other than instruction in the 
doctrine of salvation in a simple and simple form. This instruction may 
therefore be withheld from no one who desires it. Neither age, nor 
position, nor learning, nor language, should make any difference. Here, 
too, no congregation should pass resolutions that attach conditions to the 
granting of instruction. As natural as it is for every true Lutheran Christian 
to send his children not only to confirmation classes, but also to the 
Christian parochial school as long as possible, no one may be deprived 
of confirmation classes because either he himself or his parents do not 
yet have the right understanding of the importance of the parochial school 
and accordingly do not make use of its facilities. Marc. 16 clearly says: 
"Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to every creature.” But if 
we go to do this, how much more shall we preach it to them that come to 
us, and desire such things of us? 1 Pet. 2, 9. It is said of Christians, that 
they should preach the virtues of him that hath called them from the 
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darkness to his marvelous light. How can we refuse this proclamation to anyone who desires 
it? If an old man has hitherto been in the darkness of Pabstism, or if a mother has grown up 
among enthusiasts and sects and now desires instruction from us in the wholesome doctrine, 
it is our sacred Christian duty to give it to her. If someone comes to us who does not speak 
German, we must teach him in the language he understands, be it English, French, 
Norwegian or any other language. If we do not know the language in question and cannot 
direct the person seeking instruction to another orthodox teacher, we must do so through an 
interpreter. We may not withhold instruction from anyone. 
But at what age should Confirmation classes be given to the children of our 
parishioners? This is another important question to be considered here. Confirmation 
instruction should be given in such a way that at the end of it the catechumens, according to 
1 Cor. 11:28, are able to examine themselves to see if they can come to the Lord's table as 
worthy guests. But it is not enough for them to be able to recite by heart the words of the 
sixth chapter of the catechism and Luther's interrogatives, but they must also have an 
understanding of them, and this requires a certain spiritual maturity, which a child under 
twelve years of age certainly does not possess. A congregation therefore has the right to set 
a certain age for those who want to be confirmed in it, but one must also be careful not to 
offend love here. The Lord God Himself has not prescribed an age, but a certain measure of 
knowledge for those who wish to enter into the Sacrament. "But let a man examine himself, 
and so let him eat of this bread, and drink of this cup." Here the apostle clearly states how 
far a man's knowledge must reach before he may come to the table of the Lord. One man 
comes to this knowledge at the age of thirteen, another not until he is fifteen. Not the age, 
but the knowledge and maturity of the child should therefore be the deciding factor, and 
Christian parents should trust the judgment of their pastors and teachers here, and the 
congregation should therefore not in every case strictly insist on its decision regarding the 
age necessary for confirmation. There will be cases in which such a decision cannot be 
carried out without harm to the congregation. Christian parents should, of course, allow their 
children to attend Christian school as long as possible, and therefore would much rather let 
their children reach the age of fourteen and fifteen before Confirmation than have them 
confirmed at the age of thirteen. 

Of great importance for the teaching of Confirmation is the proper cooperation of the parents 
with the preacher. In confirmation classes the children should not only be taught, but also be 
educated in and with the Word of God, in the same way as it is done in the Christian church 
school. If the parents tell the children that they have to learn too much by heart, they allow 
them to miss church services even in the time of confirmation classes, and they allow them 
all kinds of distractions that they can use for their own pleasure. 


lf the parents subtract from the lessons what is presented, it is hardly surprising if the 
lessons bear little fruit. To this proper cooperation between parents and preacher belongs 
also this, that the children attend the lessons absolutely punctually. Only illness of the child 
or very special emergencies should prevent the child from attending lessons. The time of 
the lessons is usually so short that the Christian teachings can only be gone through once 
in detail and at the most briefly repeated at the end. Christian teaching, however, is an 
unbroken chain, and every missed Confirmation lesson forms a gap in this chain that is 
fficult to fil 
When we talk about confirmation classes, we are also reminded of our missionary 
duty. Certainly, especially in the larger cities of our country, there are some families among 
the neighbors and acquaintances of individual church members who have little or no faith in 
God's Word, but who have unconfirmed children between the ages of thirteen and sixteen. 
It is our duty to try to win their children for Confirmation classes. Experience teaches that in 
this way not only the children are often won back for God's kingdom, but also, through God's 
grace with the children, the parents. By such children learning the words of the catechism, 
Bible verses and hymns aloud at home, or by having their parents listen to them, God's 
Word is brought into many a home where it would not have come in any other way. All 
Christians should think about this missionary work, especially now, when confirmation 
classes will begin again in a short time. 
Furthermore, in reference to this instruction, heartfelt prayer should also be pointed 
out. "The righteous prayer is able to do much, if it is earnest," Jac. 5:16, and especially with 
regard to the teaching of Confirmation the word applies: "God's blessing is all-sufficient." 
The pastor who teaches needs the continued intercession of his congregation, so that he 
may teach with untiring faithfulness and long-suffering, may rightly share the law and the 
gospel, and may constantly have before his eyes the blessed goal of leading the children 
handed over to him rightly to Christ, their Savior. Every single child needs the faithful 
intercession of the Christians, so that the devil will not succeed in taking away the good 
seed that is scattered in the hearts. 
Finally, let it be remembered that we have a glorious consolation in regard to the 
teaching of confirmation, which is found in the prophet Isaias, Cap. 55:11: "So shall the word 
that proceedeth out of my mouth be. It shall not return unto me void, but it shall do that which 
| please, and it shall prosper when | send it." Unfortunately, experience teaches that many 
of those who have received good, orthodox confirmation instruction sooner or later fall away 
from their faith, for example, into false churches or become a prey of the world. But God's 
Word is not to come back empty, and one could point to many examples where such 
apostates were often reminded again by God's miraculous leading of what they had once 
learned in confirmation classes, and returned to the flock of the faithful Shepherd. Yes, how 
many still in the hour of death by a word of God, 
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The question of whether they will be led back to their Savior, which they learned in 
confirmation classes, is beyond our judgment at this time. But we will certainly be astonished 
when we see many a one standing at the right hand of the Lamb on Judgment Day, whom 
we thought was lost, but in whom the promise has been fulfilled: "My word shall not return 
to me void, but shall do that which | please, and shall prosper when | send it. 


From Hamburg, from Schleswig-Holstein and from Mecklenburg. 


Until a year ago, Fr. Michael, who also had a field in Schleswig-Holstein, was at the 
helm of the small Free Church congregation in Hamburg. When he followed a call to the 
Danish Free Church, Fr. Knippenberg became his successor. He sends us an interesting 
report about his activities, from which we share the following with the dear readers of the 
"Lutheraner", who are especially interested in this parish of the German Free Church: 

When | look over the field of the vineyard after a year's work, into which the King of 
his church, our highly praised Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, has called me and appointed 
me by the call of his church, then | must confess: | have planted and watered, but God has 
given the flourishing. | have planted and watered, interrupted by serious illness, harassed 
by the authorities, under the feeling of my own unworthiness in this so important post; but 
praise and thanks be to him! nevertheless God has given prosperity. Our church book shows 
an increase of 31 souls, among them four whom | was allowed to plant as noble offspring 
in the heavenly vine through holy baptism. In the past year, our congregation has again had 
to cede a number of its members to sister congregations in Germany, America and 
Denmark, so that the actual number of members has not reached the level to be expected 
according to growth. 

My work covers a large area: the Republic of Hamburg, the Prussian provinces of 
Schleswig and Holstein, and the Grand Duchy of Mecklenburg. A glance at your map, dear 
"Lutheran" reader, will tell you that the time will come when a second force will have to be 
employed, so that the seed of the Word can be scattered more abundantly in the individual 
places. The work itself, as everywhere in Germany, is exceedingly difficult. 

Hamburg at first resembles a hard-trodden field; only a vanishingly small percentage of the 
population belongs to the church-goers; even in the Reichstag elections in the Hamburg 
state, the Social Democrats, people who have broken with Christianity, always win. To be 
sure, church life is still found here, especially in the so-called chapel congregations, which 
are loosely connected with the state church and claim to be Lutheran as a little church within 
the church. But the Hamburg chapel, too, is falling more and more flat; and although now 
and then one hears from it the sign of a struggle against liberalism, it only acts as if it had 
something to say about it. 


Their pastors remain quietly in the same stall with obvious false teachers. In the Hamburg 
State Church, however, equal rights are granted to all directions, and the senior of the 
Hamburg Protestant pastors exhorts "orthodox" and "liberal" to keep themselves present: "In 
the living God, without whose grace we sinful human beings would be lost, who through 
Christ wants to save and sanctify us and gives us eternal life now and after this temporal 
existence, we believe on both sides with all our hearts. There is still more than enough that 
separates the different views. There can be no question of an actual equality of the two views, 
nor is there any question of it on either side, for the fact remains that yes and no is bad 
theology. One of the two must retain the victory; but this victory is not won by majority 
decisions or measures of the authorities, but by competition for the good of church life and, 
if circumstances require it, by honest struggle. Until a decision is reached, reverence for the 
confession and the orders of the church and collegial conduct are required on all sides - 
where these are lacking, action must be taken." Thus even the senior preaches forbearance 
against the Protestant Unificationists and Nitschlians, false teachers who deny Christ's 
divinity and the reconciliation that has taken place through Christ. The Minister of Culture 
thus favors the mining work of the liberals, and liberalism will probably be strengthened to 
such an extent at the departure of the present senior, when to all appearances a liberal will 
take his place, that it will be able to force the "orthodox" elements out of the state church, or 
even to sweep away the ecclesiastical faith altogether and put the German goddess of 
reason, "science," in the place of Christ. 

In this Babel of confusion, our little group raises its voice and calls the people back 
to the God and faith of their fathers. Twice a week there is a sermon service: Sundays at 10 
o'clock in the morning and Wednesdays at 8 o'clock in the evening. Sunday afternoons at 
1/2-3 o'clock there is children's teaching, also during the week in the summer once a week, 
in the winter twice a week religious education. In the coming winter | also intend to present 
the main teachings of our dear Lutheran Church in public lectures. The greatest enemy of 
our work in Hamburg, however, is not only opposition to our teachings, but especially an 
absolute, terrible indifference in religious matters and the worldliness that stifles the word in 
its bud. A chapel would be very desirable for the small congregation here; the proud 
Hamburger dares to enter a chapel, he is used to chapels. It is true that souls hungry for 
mercy will not be deterred from hearing the pure Word by a simple and makeshift hall, but a 
little church would undoubtedly do much to bring people under the sound of the Word. Our 
mission in Hamburg has not been without visible fruit in the past year; at New Year's we were 
able to receive a lady. And God will certainly lead many here in the future to the radiance of 
His blessed gospel. 

Every three weeks, the journey goes to the "sea-wrapped" Schleswig-Holstein. 
There rules the Union, the longing- 
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seeks Prussia, the ruin of Lutheranism. Saturday evening service will be held in 

Hadersleben. The congregation there, also founded by my dear predecessor, Fr. 
Michael, was still very small during my first visits, but has grown greatly in the past year, and 
we may well consider Hadersleben and the surrounding area to be a very promising field. 
As soon as my time permits, | also want to learn the Danish language and hope to be able 
to bring the sweet message of the Gospel to many in this tongue. Our church hall, which has 
only been prepared in the course of the last year, can hardly hold the number of listeners; 
and we are thinking of breaking out a wall in order to fill the adjoining room with benches. 
The emporium of the Hadersleben congregation is a wonder in the sight of us all. Many times 
| had left with a heavy heart, almost hopelessly, and suddenly the Lord gives us a rich 
blessing. Among the newly admitted is also a former lodge brother. He attended our services 
as an organist, was so moved by the first sermon that he would not accept payment, 
investigated the truth and gave it the glory. A fanatic, miraculously made aware of us by an 
apostate, asked after the distribution of Holy Communion how we came not to break the 
bread, since the Lord Jesus had broken it; when | asked him whether they also celebrated 
Holy Communion in a paved hall, as the Saviour had once done.When | asked him whether 
they celebrated Holy Communion in a paved hall, as the Saviour did in former times, he 
became suspicious and recognized the hypocrisy of those who hold up the shell and despise 
the core; with God's help he will become a faithful Lutheran. At the border of Denmark there 
is acertain research and questioning about the pure doctrine; we often sit together in lively 
disputation until midnight in the house of Mr. J. F. Petersen, NorderstraBe 12. | cordially ask 
you to send any addresses there. On Sunday evening there will be a church service in 

Flensburg. Our congregation there consists to a large extent of former "Bornholmers", 
achurch party that takes its name from the island of Bornholm. The Bornholmers recognize 
that the national church is incurably ill, join together in little congregations within the 
congregation, hear the "shepherd's voice" from a lay preacher, who admittedly also makes 
false sounds, but use the sacraments in the national church and flee from the Free Churches 
as from "seducers. Both pietism and antinomianism (enmity against the law of God) are 
found in colorful mixture among them. It requires great caution and perseverance to remove 
the prejudices that prevail among the Bornholmers against the Free Church. But once they 
have found the truth, they value it like a precious pearl. And so | can also boast with 
thanksgiving to God of our "church members" in Flensburg that they do not allow themselves 
to be driven about by every wind of doctrine, but seek to grow and strengthen in the 
wholesome knowledge and are very eager to let the light they have received shine to others 
as well. The believing elements in the regional church of Flensburg are mostly attracted to 
Father Wacker, because they believe to have the pure word with him. And it is true, Fr. 
Wacker is the best one in the north of Germany, is also respected in the inner mission for a 
pillar. 


And yet he, too, testifies with mouth and pen that he is wrong in claiming orthodoxy. Thus 
he leads an absolutely false doctrine of the church, speaks much of the congregation of the 
saints, but wants to know nothing of the fact that this "is enough," but that this is also required 
"for true unity of the Christian churches, that there be preached the gospel with one accord 
according to pure understanding, and that the sacraments be administered according to the 
divine word, as it says in the Augsburg Confession, is therefore also a bitter opponent of the 
separation from the national church, in which, according to his own concession, the 
itreligious Ritschlians have the rule, just as he himself must bow to a Ritschlian. In Flensburg 
| was able to take in four persons. The community maintains a beautiful church hall with 
great sacrifices; a small church would probably remove many external obstacles here as 
well.*) 


From time to time | also visit Rostock in Mecklenburg. There a teacher has joined us 
and as a result has been promptly dismissed from his office as inspector of a rescue home. 
This makes it possible for me now and then to give him and his people Word and Sacrament 
and to have an effect on wetter circles. The process of dissolution in the Mecklenburg State 
Church, which has been reported for years by the "Freikirche" published in Saxony, is taking 
place with surprising speed. The church of Mecklenburg, together with its university, is 
already drifting down the same river of insanity that is dragging the other German churches 
into the ocean of destruction. The pastors of Mecklenburg do not allow themselves to be 
deprived of calling their state church "the church of the pure word"; now and then one hears 
them invoke the spirit of the faithful blessed Philippi, to whom the Mecklenburg state church 
owes so much. But in fact things are very bad, and the confusion is great. Rostock, in 
particular, is ripe for the sects. One more and more fantastic evangelistic machination 
replaces the other. During my last visit, | had to witness how the Community Unionist 
Dammann from Eisenach tried to put the people into a frenzy of emotion with intoxicating 
words. In such cases, the pastors of the regional church can do nothing but clench their 
hands in their pockets. 

| am thinking of ways and means that would allow me to travel to Rostock more often 
and, through clear testimonies, to oppose the surging waves of Dammann's and Genosten's 
swarming spirits with the rock embankment of the Word and to show those who accept these 
testimonies the way into the right Free Church. Should there not be among the readers of 
this paper those who have a special heart for their Mecklenburg fatherland? | would ask 
them to contact Mr. Gillhoff (Patriotischer Weg 15 pt.). The word which the Free Church is 
sowing in Mecklenburg is also bearing its fruit. A noble lady has just written to me that she 
can no longer resist the truth. So she, too, has left the national church because she has 
found and grown fond of the word of pure doctrine. Even otherwise there seems to be at 
least some prospect of success. 

Yes, the success of our dear Free Church in Germany, that is a sad chapter. This 
inconspicuous success, this failure

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The fact that the loss of so many beautiful hopes may sometimes have a 
slackening effect on the spirit and mind of the Free Church preachers has 
perhaps already filled your heart with sadness, dear "Lutheran" reader. In 
America, and now, as it seems, also in Brazil, you are witnessing a much 
more rapid flourishing of the Lutheran Free Church than in German lands. 
And yet, as | am aware from my own experience, we are doing the work 
of the Lord in the same way as our dear American brethren in the faith, 
although | am happy to give them precedence in talent and zeal. We also 
preach, just as you do, in all simplicity, Jesus Christ, the Crucified One, 
Christ as He is to be found in the Word. The Saxon Free Church, just like 
the Missouri Synod, sees its task in spreading the pure doctrine, by which 
alone, but also quite certainly, men are brought to faith and saved. And 
yet you have greater successes to show than we have. Let us not forget 
one thing: Germany has had the true gospel, but has often despised it. 
But out of the case of the Germans salvation has come to you. The 
contempt of the Word has driven the pure, unadulterated Gospel out of 
Germany, across the sea, into the distant West. The fall and damage of 
the Germans has become the wealth of the Americans. Oh, how often 
must we speak here for a testimony about the people, without being able 
to win them for the pure Word. But does it follow from this that we must 
give up our work in Germany? Not at all. No, the high pardon of the 
American Lutherans is now intended to provoke the Germans to zeal that 
they, too, might again come into possession of the pure doctrine. 
Therefore do not let it grieve you, dear fellow believers, when you see that 
we can show little fruit here in Germany. Some will always be led to the 
light of the gospel through your ministry; and these few are worthy of your 
continuing to make sacrifices for the Free Church for their sake, for they 
too are redeemed with the precious blood of Christ. Let us therefore also 
work in Germany while it is day; the night is coming when no one can 
work.

This was opened, as usual, with a solemn service, in which the 
Honorable Vice-President of the General Synod, P. P. Brand of Pittsburg, 
Pa. preached on Matth. 28, 18-20. The doctrinal proceedings, which were 
followed with evident attention by the Synod members and guests 
present, were followed by the continuation of the discourse already begun 
last year at Laporte, Ind, H. Kalt on the subject of "Work in the Light of the 
Word of God, with Special Reference to the 'Worker Question'." This is 
not only a very timely topic, but also one of great importance for our dear 
Christians, who are more or less troubled and challenged by the 
respective workers' movements. That God created man to work, that work 
is therefore an order of God, which God did not abolish even after the Fall, 
but rather expressly confirmed; that furthermore, according to the holy will 
of God revealed in God's Word, all work should be done in honor of the 
Creator and in love for the co-created neighbor - all this the honored 
speaker had already clearly and aptly demonstrated from God's Word at 
the previous Synodal Assembly, and thus laid down the guiding principles 
which must be considered above all for the correct evaluation of the 
worker question. 

For in crying contrast to the commandment of charity and thus to the 
holy will of God revealed in God's Word stands, above all, the shameful 
and justly infamous monopoly of robbery, which continues to rape the poor 
workers in the most manifold ways, ...pbushes the smaller shops to the wall 
and ruins them, and likewise exploits the consumers more and more by 
arbitrary price surcharges... ... and thus seeks to enrich itself at the 
expense of others and, in insatiable greed, possibly to seize everything 
for itself. 

But not only is the monopoly of robbery alone contrary to the holy 
and revealed will of God, but communist socialism is no less so. We 
Christians are the principal enemies of those who want to exploit the 
workers, but we rightly censure the way in which the socialists want to 
help the workers, as well as the means which they seek to employ for this 
purpose, and finally also the shameful abuse of the divine word, of which 
those among them are guilty who falsely refer to God's word, and 
especially to the example of the first Christians, in defense of the 
community of goods which they seek. That the Holy Scriptures reject such 
communistic efforts of the Socialists as ungodly is clear. But that they are 
at the same time impracticable, the history of such congregations 
organized on socialistic principles furnishes the most palpable proofs. For, 
however many attempts have been made in this regard, they have still 
proved to be quite impracticable. 

What is true of the socialist efforts to solve the workers' question, 
namely, that they are contrary to the sacred and revealed principle of the 
socialist movement, is that they are contrary to the sacred and revealed 
principle. 
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This is equally true of many of the efforts of the so-called "Trade" and "Labor Unions. 
Although such labor unions for the protection of common interests, such as a justified 
increase in wages, the restriction and abolition of women's and Sunday work, the 
introduction of protective devices at work, and the like, are not wrong in themselves, it is 
recognized that the means they use to achieve their demands, which are sometimes justified 
and sometimes very exaggerated, such as most "strikes," all "boycotts," and the like, 
are contrary to the love of neighbor and therefore sinful and reprehensible. 

So now that the workers, too, are committing an offence against God's command to 
love their neighbors and are repaying injustice with injustice, the contrast between capital 
and labor is becoming ever sharper and the misery of the workers only ever greater. What 
can now be done to solve the labor question, to balance out the disastrous conflict between 
capital and labor? The state, humane corporations and private individuals can contribute a 
great deal to alleviating the misery of the workers through all kinds of wise laws, measures 
and institutions. But the solution of the labor question cannot be expected in this life. For 
even the gospel has nothing to do with social reform. However, the individual Christian, 
whether he is an employer or a worker, finds the solution to difficult questions of conscience 
in the Word of God. The employer and also the worker, who in such cases take counsel from 
God's Word, will probably find what is right. 

Whoever, in the event of a lack of relevant literature, wants to have a detailed 
compilation on the labor question, with many historical proofs and examples; whoever wants 
to get to know the means, purposes and goals of those who so gladly pose as pleasers of 
the people, in the illumination of the divine word in its true form; whoever wants to learn with 
which scriptural words these seducers of the people disguise their evil cause, but how these 
scriptural words often prove just the opposite of what is put under them; In short, whoever 
wants to be convinced what a bright light, what an unmistakable guide and signpost we have 
in the Word of God, even in the so difficult question of the workers, should confidently reach 
for this year's Synodal Report of the Middle District, which will not only contain a protocol- 
like excerpt, but, by decision of the Synod, almost the entire report itself, with the additions 
made at the Synod. 
The synod is a union of congregations for the common work of the kingdom of God. And this 
work consists, among other things, in diligently carrying out missions by means of the gospel 
and thus helping to build and promote Christ's kingdom. Accordingly, the Synod spent a not 
inconsiderable portion of the afternoon sessions on receiving and discussing the various 
mission reports. As far as the work of the Inner Mission in our own district is concerned, it 
was reported that although several mission stations have been closed down and had to be 
abolished, the mission work in other places has continued in a blessed manner and that 
there are several new, hopeful mission stations in prospect. For the operation 


of the Mission in the District, about $2900,00 was appropriated by Synod for the ensuing 
year. 

It was a special pleasure for the Synod to see a Negro missionary, Father J. Ph. 

Schmidt, as well as a member of the Honorable Negro Mission Commission, Prof. L. 
Furbringer, in their midst, and to receive from their mouths, following the annual report of 
the Negro Mission Commission, quite graphic descriptions of the conditions in our Negro 
Mission in North Carolina. Although there is no lack of dark sides in our negro mission, as 
little as in our own congregations, yet again the light sides that come to light in this blessed 
work are so many and so pleasing that we have every reason to praise and thank God for 
his rich grace and not to grow weary in the operation of this blessed work. When we consider 
how God has so far blessed our missionary work among the Negroes and among our 
scattered fellow believers through petition and understanding, and how he is now opening 
the door for us in distant Brazil, then the decision of the Synod to recommend to its 
congregations, in addition to the annual missionary festival, will be a great success, In 
addition to the annual mission festival collect, the Synod's decision to recommend to its 
congregations that a special collect be levied for the Misston will certainly find willing and 
joyful approval among all who have experienced the converting and beatifying power of the 
Gospel in their own hearts and who now, as faithful Christians, pray daily in the second 
petition for the conversion and beatification of their fellow redeemed. 
Finally, it should also be reported that the establishment of a church building fund, 
which was already suggested in the previous year, from which poor missionary 
congregations receive interest-free loans for church and school construction on the condition 
that they pay them back in larger or smaller installments, has been definitively decided and 
the administration of this fund has been handed over to the respective missionary 
commission of the district. So far $1901.00 has already been received for this caste. Of this, 
$1000.00 has been loaned to a poor congregation for the purchase of a church property. 
Thus a gratifying beginning has already been made. However, if this important work is to 
have a blessed continuation, it is very desirable that this caste also be supported by our dear 
congregations to the best of our ability. 

The next meeting of the Middle District, God willing, will be held in Cleveland, O., in 
two years. The Lord our God be kind to us, and promote the work of our hands with us, yea, 
the work of our hands may he promote! S.H.

America. 

The Young Men's Christian Association, the well-known 
association of Christian young men from all kinds of Protestant communities, celebrated the 
jubilee of its fiftieth anniversary at Boston, Mast. in June. The first association, as reported 
in the "Church Gazette," was formed at Montreal in 1851, and a similar one came into 
existence at Boston a few weeks after. There were 2,000 regular congregants and many 
other visitors at the celebration. 
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against. Eighty of these delegates came from Europe, and Indians and 
negroes were not absent from the meeting. In the United States and 
Canada there are now 1476 clubs belonging to this union, with 268, 477 
members. The association has 391 association houses, which represent 
a value of over 21 million dollars. A Jubilee fund of K500,000 has been 
raised. There is no denying that these societies are doing a lot of good 
among the young people especially in the bigger cities. But still we must 
admonish the young people of our congregations in all earnestness to 
keep away from these associations, since in them a terrible indifference 
to the confession of the true faith, to the pure teaching of the Word, 
prevails and is promoted by them. The word of the apostle also applies 
here: "I exhort you, brethren, that ye take heed of them which divide and 
cause offence, beside the doctrine which ye have learned, and that ye 
depart from them," Rom. 16:17.

Entertainments and festivities in the church. According 
to the "Luth. Kirchenzeitung,” a conference of delegates of the "African 
Methodist Episcopal Synod of the Colored People" was held in 
Philadelphia. A resolution of the same is to discontinue all entertainments 
"for the good of the church," as "all such entertainments are only injurious 
to the cause of religion." Such entertainments are of many kinds in some 
places, and are repeated many times. It will remain true when this paper 
adds: "The blacks are certainly quite right. Entertainments to gain money 
for the church are certainly evil. Here many whites could learn from the 
blacks." Among us whites, too, there may be those who could and should 
learn from these blacks, in order to become such wise men, who 
recognize God's will, according to which he does not want his kingdom to 
be built up and raised up by entertainments and festivities "for the good of 
the church," that is, its treasury. In most cases the pleasure of the body 
will take first place, and after that something else may gladly be offered 
up as a sacrifice to the Lord. Let us burden this way to the worldlings who 
have invented it. They serve their flesh first at their feasts, and if some 
fragments fall off afterward, they offer them in honor of the flesh to their 
god, and not to the only true God, who will know nothing of it. Of this "fool's 
sacrifice" it is said, Prov. 21:27: "The sacrifice of the wicked is an 
abomination: for they are offered in sins." Let us avoid all kinds of 
sacrifices that do not come from faith. Otherwise, as in other things, we 
enter into a way that leads into the world, or rather, what is worse, brings 
it and its nature into the church, which is not of this world. W. 


"Religious Deadheads" Under this title, after the "Lutheran Church 


Newspaper,” a secular paper-"Chicago Chronicle"-has recently given a 
remarkable answer to the question, "whether freeloaders or stowaways, 
who never contribute to the maintenance of the worship, are also entitled 
to demand an ecclesiastical burial from a religious community?" The 
secular paper answers, among other things, thus, "What right has an 
unbelieving man or family to the services of a clergyman?" (The paper 
speaks of ecclesiastical burial, and thus continues:) "He who desires to 
have this right in the event of death should also seek to acquire the same 
during his lifetime, or he should 


have the courage to forego an ecclesiastical burial. It is disgraceful to 
despise religion and its ministers until the moment when they are needed, 
and then to demand that a religious community, which is maintained by 
others at great expense, should give them a religious burial," etc. The 
"Luth. Kirchenzeitung" rightly adds, "that it is quite unreasonable to give a 
Christian burial to evidently unbelievers. A pastor should be guided by the 
words of the Savior: "Follow me, and let the dead bury their dead." He who 
has lived and died as an unbeliever should also be buried as such, and 
not as a Christian. A Christian burial is only for those who, according to 
love, can be believed to have fallen asleep in the Lord. But what, for 
instance, do the unchurched - "evangelical" - pastors often do? A man may 
have been a scoffer and blaspohemer, or a drunkard and despiser of the 
means of grace, and have remained so to the end; he may have belonged 
to one or many lodges, or may be in bondage to God and the church 
according to all law; the unchurched funeral orator need not have known 
him at all, much less have dealt with him before death; he may, further, 
have created himself with a clear resolution and in the presence of his 
own, and thus suddenly have gone to his place, etc.When he is to be 
buried, and a right pastor refuses his service, the unrighteous pastor 
comes, preaches a "sermon" or speech, blesses the departed one in the 
churchyard, even in the company of the unbelievers and lodges, and has 
a "heartfelt thanksgiving" expressed in the unbelieving newspapers "for 
the moving and consoling words at the coffin and grave. And this is 
supposed to serve the glory of God and the salvation of the Church? The 
opposite is true. W. 

Protestantism in Mexico. The Republic of Mexico comprises 
27 states, one federal district, and two territories. The country has a 
population of about 12-1/2 millions; one-fifth of the same consists of 
whites, two-fifths of Indians, and two-fifths are half-breeds. The national 
language is Spanish, and the national religion Catholic, with all its 
medieval superstition and dead formulaism. Those who wish to know the 
deep recesses of Roman Catholicism may be satisfied in Mexico. Here, 
as hardly anywhere else, except in Spain, Rome has given proof of what 
would have become of the Christian countries and peoples if they had not 
been penetrated by the light of the Gospel. But for some time now it has 
begun to dawn in dark Mexico, and here too the evangelical movement is 
spreading more and more. Thirty-five years ago there was only one 
Protestant minister in Mexico, but today there are 14 missions at work, 
which have gathered about 16,000 members in 600 congregations. Over 
7000 children are in school. The whole number of Protestant Christians 
may be about 100,000. The Bible was brought there by United States 
troops in 1847, and thus the beginning was made of spreading the gospel. 
Fifteen years later Rev. James Hickey began preaching in Monterey, and 
in 1864 he organized a Baptist church of five members. This was a very 
small nucleus for a congregation, but this seemingly insignificant 
beginning has developed into significant growth for the Baptist Church. 
The "American Home Missionary Society” had five churches and eight 
congregations in 1880. The "Local Missionary Board,” then beginning its 
work, now has 15 missionaries and 17 native workers in the field in 29 
churches with 1116 members, and with institutions at Madero and Saltillo. 
The Presbyterians have 42 churches with 3191 communicating members 
and 1906 children in the Sunday schools, a theological seminary at 
Thalpan and a girls’ seminary in Mexico. The "Protestant Episcopal 


Church" has 22 congregations with over. 
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1000 communicating members, 10 parochial schools with about 400 
children, one preparatory and one theological school. The Methodist 


Episcopal Church has 34 houses of worship, 2195 members, seven 
married missionaries and 14 ordained preachers, plus a theological 
seminary. The Methodist Episcopal Church of the South has 89 
preachers, 90 Sunday schools, and 3095 communicant members in 17 
states, and a theological school at San Luis Potosi. Besides these 
denominations listed, other church fellowships are represented. (The 
Christi. Botsch.) 


Abroad. 

From all kinds of German conferences. At the "Meissen Church 
and Pastoral Conference" Prof. Heinrici from Leipzig discussed 
"scientifically" the question: "May we still remain Christians?" and came, 
among other things, to the conclusion that "with the existence of an 
independent Christian theology" the "scientific right to profess to be a 
Christian is substantiated. Where are the poor Christians for whom such 
"science" is too high? But let us rather ask: Where will such masters of 
"science" remain in the judgment in which something quite different from 
"science" is asked for? - As Dr. Dibelius reported, the new Saxon agenda 
will also include a burial form for suicides. - Dr. Hélscher, the present editor 
of Luthardt's "Kirchenzeitung," was also present at the Meissen 
Conference, from which it can be seen that the so-called "right" and the 
"middle party" in the Saxon Regional Church are no longer so harshly 
opposed to each other. - At the "Hohenstein Conference" Prof. Walther 
from Rostock gave a lecture on Harnack (who has recently become quite 
well known as one who denies the basic truths of Christianity). Of course, 
there was again no talk of an ecclesiastical divorce from these devilish 
apostles. But it was said: "What would Luther say if he listened to the 
church of the Reformation today? Not only: 'You have a different spirit from 
us,' but also: 'There is a great gulf fixed between us and you.' And this 
spirit is the prevailing one among university youth everywhere. One would 
like to weep when one thinks of the future of the Church. But it must be 
made clear for once." People know all this and say it too, but do not act on 
it, but would like - almost - to weep and lament like women. - At the same 
conference Father Winter praised the "authority" which was a "strength of 
Rome." Fr. Lenk, who had fallen away from the Lutheran Free Church, 
also made himself heard, joined in the general lament and said: 
"sometimes one really wondered whether one still had room in one's skin. 
We believe that. School director Dietze contradicted. Finally the 
conference "protested" against Harnack. | wonder if these same 
gentlemen, if the devil took them by the collar, would also cry out, "I 
protest, | protest!"? - The Immanuel Synod has not answered the 
accusations made against it by Father Vollert, who resigned from it: The 
synod rejected the accusations made against it by Father Vollert, which 
went to the effect that human statutes went beyond God's commandment, 
that it had a sovereign senior in its midst, that it stood differently to the 
Lutheran regional churches than he and all of them had done in the past, 
but nevertheless declared that it remained "conscious of the essential 
confessional community with the man who had left and his congregation," 
etc. The reporter in the "Sonntagsbl.", P. Scholze, still remarks that a 
change in the relationship between the Breslau and Immanuel Synods is 
probably not to be expected in the near future. "To come somehow close 
with the Missourians is likely to be even less of a prospect." Thus the 
Immanuel Synod could persevere in its "calling to be a member of the 
faithfully confessing Lutheran Church in the face of the all overflowing 
stream of the Union, and to build only on the souls entrusted to it, without 
losing its privilege. 
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or progress in any particular expression of a doctrine or constitutional 
form. It is only a pity that it knows itself to be so much at one with the state 
churches, which are in fact unrighteous in doctrine and contrary to 
Scripture through the mixture of spiritual and temporal power as well as 
through their papal church regiments, that the talk of the "all overflowing 
stream of the Union" appears to be a figure of speech and that there is 
not much to be seen of a "faithfully confessing Lutheran Church.

An answer to prayer. 


The following incident is an example of an answer to prayer that 
teaches us that God often answers our prayer when we don't mean it: 

My father was a diligent praying man, and prayer was not neglected 
in our family. Every day we turned to the throne of mercy and implored 
God's blessing. And not in vain, for grace and blessing were always 
bestowed upon us anew. One fine spring morning in 1850, my father, 
having committed us to God's protection, loaded two bushels of rye on his 
wagon and started with it for the mill, which was about four miles from our 
home. About half way between our home and the mill the road led over a 
bridge, the edges of which were not protected by a railing. Instead of this, 
a few logs had been placed on the ends of the planks. When my father 
reached the middle of this bridge, his horse suddenly stopped and then 
began to walk backwards. My father quickly jumped off the wagon, and 
the horse continued to back away until the rear wheels of the wagon had 
gone over the log that served as a railing, and the wagon was hanging 
down over the edge of the bridge. The wagon seat and the rye bag fell 
down into the river. Only then did the horse stop going backward. The 
front wheels were held in place by the log, and so the wagon floated over 
the edge of the bridge. 

Four or five men now came quickly to the rescue, the wagon was 
lifted back, the sack of rye was fished out of the river, and in half an hour 
my father was back home again to dry his rye so that he could then have 
it milled. 

There was something strange about the whole thing. We could not 
think why the horse, which had not been frightened and had not behaved 
like this before, had backed away. The matter also troubled my father. He 
had prayed earnestly that morning that the angel of the Lord would 
encamp around us. It was a test of faith for him that such a difficulty should 
befall him, although his trust in God was not shaken by it. 

We now began to dry the rye, to prepare it once more for the mill; 
but as we spread the rye on a cloth to dry it in the sun, we noticed that 
there were little bits of a fine, shining mass between them; and when we 
looked closer, we found it was glass. A thousand and a thousand bits and 
splinters were mixed with the two bushels of rye-enough to bring certain 
death to our whole family and a hundred others, if the rye had been 
ground, baked into bread, and eaten. You can imagine our dismay at this 
discovery. With grateful hearts we knelt down and thanked the Lord for 
His wonderful providence in which He had so extraordinarily preserved 
our lives. But how did the glass get into the rye? This was soon cleared 
up. The rye had been kept in an open stand. About 
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Once our neighbours had made axe handles smooth on this stand by 
scraping them with pieces of glass. The glass broke into small pieces; 
these fell unnoticed into the stand, were shoveled into the sack with the 
rye, and almost brought into the mill. No one had suspected the danger, 
and had that rye been ground, no man could have averted the misfortune 
and saved our family from the terrible effect of such a deadly poison as 
ground glass eS. God in his providence had interposed and preserved 
our lives.

Luther's seal. 


His seal gives us a glimpse into Luther's profound mind. It has the 
following symbol: a red heart and a black cross in the heart, the heart in 
a white rose in a blue field. We have from Luther himself an incomparably 
beautiful explanation of this image. He wrote about it from Koburg in 1530 
to his friend Lazarus Spengler in Nuremberg: 

"Grace and peace in Christ. Honourable, favourable, dear lord and 
friend! Because you desire to know whether my seal is right, | will tell you 
my thoughts for good company, which | want to put on my seal as a sign 
of my theology. The first shall be a cross, black, in the heart, which would 
have its natural color, so that | may remind myself that faith in the 
Crucified One makes us blessed. For if a man believe from the heart, he 
is justified. Although a black cross is mortifying and should also hurt, it 
still leaves the heart in its color, does not corrupt nature, that is, it does 
not kill, but keeps it alive. But such a heart shall stand in the midst of a 
white rose, signifying that faith giveth joy, consolation, and peace, and 
briefly setteth in a white rose of gladness, not as the world giveth peace 
and gladness: therefore the rose shall be white, and not red. For white is 
the colour of spirits and of all angels.

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Wild branches on the tree of our community schools. 


St. Louis, Mo., September 17, 1901.

When a gardener looks over his well-tended orchard, his heart smiles at the sight of 
it. All the trees are beautiful and straight. The trunks are strong. The branches and twigs are 
spreading mightily. The foliage is full and green. The fruit looks healthy. It promises to be a 
good fruit harvest. But in order to take a closer look at the individual trees, the gardener now 
goes into the orchard. He carefully inspects each tree. During this inspection, however, he 
sometimes shakes his head very much. He notices something about some of the trees that 
he does not like. For years he has been taking good care of the garden, and he thinks that 
now every tree must be perfect. But, behold, since his last visit, many a wild branch has 
grown out of this and that tree, which takes away the sap and strength of the tree and its 
fruit. What does he do now? He takes his knife and cuts off the wild branches, so that they 
no longer harm the trees. 

Like the gardener with his orchard, so it is with us when we look at the parochial 
school system in our synod. It resembles, when we look at it, a well tended garden. We 
rejoice in it and thank God that the tree of our parochial schools has grown so well. But on 
closer examination of the individual schools we also see that here and there wild branches 
threaten to bring harm and ruin to our parochial school system. In order to avoid everlasting 
damage, we too must cut away these wild branches. And in order to be helpful in removing 
them, we would like to point out a few wild branches. 

The first wild branch, which is found in not a few of our schools, and which should be 
cut away at all hazards, is the irregular and poor 
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School attendance. To see this great damage vividly, let us go over to the community in 
Tragheim. It is a rural community and has about seventy families. It has a beautiful church, 
and the school building is also not unsightly. The school has its own teacher. Pastor and 
school teacher are faithful people and thank God that he has called them to their offices. 
Each of them attends to his office most diligently. The teacher likes to be in his school. 
his school list are the names of eighty children. 

With the last day of June the old school year has come to an end and the schoo 
been closed. The teacher and the children have been given holidays for the two months of 
July and August. The teacher can also make good use of the holidays. For ten months he 
has worked hard to teach his pupils all kinds of useful knowledge. He therefore enjoys the 
free time to the full and is glad that he can rest a few weeks from his usual work. But no 
sooner have several weeks passed than he longs for his old activities again. He longs to 
return to his schoolroom. Gradually the first day of school in September approaches again. 
While thinking about the new school year, the teacher is troubled by a thought. The 
parishioners in Tragheim are, on the whole, well-meaning people. They do something for 
church and school. But they have a great fault in themselves, and that is that they send their 
children to school badly and irregularly. The teacher has often spoken against this evil, but 
so far everything has been of little use to him. In order for things to improve in the new school 
year, the teacher believes, the pastor must help. On the second last Saturday in August, the 
teacher therefore went to his pastor to consult with him. The result of their consultation is 
that on Sunday the pastor, from the pulpit, warmly and urgently admonishes his congregation 
to desist from their laxity and to immediately start teaching their children from the first day of 
school. 
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..to send them diligently and regularly to school. What the pastor 
promised, he now does. 

After his sermon, the pastor says the church prayer and the Holy 
Lord's Prayer, and then he gives the congregation a sign to take their 
seats. When everyone is seated, he announces to the congregation that 
he has something special to tell them. He now gives a short speech. In 
this speech he says something like the following: "It is Known to all that 
according to the decision of the community the school is to be reopened 
on the first Monday in September. But it is not enough for the teacher to 
open the school; there must also be children with whom the teacher can 
begin his lessons. It was an obvious fact, however, that up to now the 
parents in the community had sent their children in a miserable and 
irregular manner. Every year the teacher has to make the sad experience 
that at the beginning of school and for many weeks afterwards hardly half 
of the school-age children show up. Because of this poor and irregular 
school attendance, the school suffers great damage.” In the further 
course of his speech, the pastor now shows what this great damage 
consisted of. At the same time, however, he points out how great a 
blessing the children are if they attend school diligently and regularly. 
Finally, the pastor addresses the heart and conscience of his listeners 
and ends with the words: "Dear parents, get rid of your old slovenliness, 
do your duty and send your children to school diligently and regularly from 
the beginning to the end. This will be a blessing to you, your children, the 
community and the school." With the greeting of peace the pastor leaves 
the pulpit. 

During the pastor's address, the teacher noticed that quite a few of 
the listeners nodded in agreement with the pastor's speech and that 
some eyes grew moist at the heartfelt and forceful words. His chest swells 
with the joyful hope that this time he will have a better start to school and 
a better school year than usual. He happily squeezed the pastor's hand 
when he met him, and thankfully said to him: "God bless you for your 
words! They will have struck the heart and conscience of our people, that 
they will at last rouse themselves from their indifference." The pastor 
replies, "Let us hope so!" The teacher says, "But, please, don't forget to 
do another little reminder next Sunday regarding school." Accordingly, 
the next Sunday the pastor reminds again, "Tomorrow morning at nine 
o'clock, God willing, school will begin. All parents who have school-age 
children are once again cordially requested to send their children 
diligently and regularly to school immediately from the first day." 
Everything that pastor and teacher can do has now been done. The 
teacher looks forward to the first day of the new school year. 

On Sunday afternoon, the teacher rehearses a short speech that 
he wants to give to the children tomorrow morning at the beginning of 
school. On Monday morning he rises from his camp an hour earlier than 
he did during the holidays. After he has had breakfast with his family and 
has held morning prayers, he hurries over to his school, 
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to open the door and the windows and to remove the dust that has settled 
in the school, which has recently been freshly scrubbed and cleaned, and 
to put everything in order. When he has finished everything, he returns 
once more to his apartment, thinks through his speech once more, then 
puts on his best black skirt, and at half past eight he goes back to his 
school to receive the arriving children, greet them, and give them their 
places. When he enters the schoolroom, no children have yet adjusted 
themselves. However, he soon sees some little boys and girls heading 
towards his school. As they enter the schoolroom, he greets them with 
joyful handshakes. But the number of those who have arrived is only 
small. The hand of the school clock moves to nine; but behold, only a few, 
scattered pupils still present themselves. He looked through the open 
windows in all directions to see if he could discover any stragglers, but in 
vain! At last the clock strikes nine. He must begin. He looks over those 
present and counts their heads. Of the expected eighty children, he has 
only thirty in the school. With a soft sigh, he indicates the song to be sung. 
After morning prayer, however, he delivers his prepared speech, but the 
joyful tone in which he intended to deliver it has dwindled. Mostly it is only 
the smaller children that he has before him; the larger pupils are almost 
all absent. The courage to teach is almost gone from him. He thinks to 
himself: "We have tried everything to bring about an improvement in 
school attendance, but in our community everything seems to be in vain 
in this respect. But he remembers what the Reformer of Wurttemberg, 
Brenz, once said. Once a stranger came to the church of Brenz. He 
expected that the everywhere known and famous reformer would have a 
full church. But he found himself greatly disappointed. Most of the pews 
were unoccupied. After the service, the stranger spoke with Brenz and 
expressed his surprise that Brenz had preached such a delicious sermon 
to such a small audience. Then the great theologian answered him, "Do 
you not know that a good well always gives water, whether many or few 
come to drink from it?" So thought our teacher, and, suppressing his 
displeasure with God's help, began his lesson. 

In the course of the day he inquired of the children present about 
the missing pupils. Then it was said: "Jacob will not come to school until 
the confirmation lessons begin; for he must now help his father with the 
ploughing." "Peter has to tend the cattle." "Heinrich has to break corn." 
"Line must dig potatoes." "Katharine has to wait on little Lissi, because 
mother still has too much work." Until the middle of October, the 
schoolteacher heard from all these excuses, the school would probably 
remain quite empty. And that was indeed the case. Every week, however, 
a few stragglers joined in; but the school was not full until Confirmation 
classes began. And then it also happened that some of the confirmands 
had to hurry home immediately after class to help with the field work. It 
was only a few weeks before Christmas, since there would be a gift-giving 
ceremony on Christmas Day. 
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all the school-age children turned up. Between Christmas and Easter the 
school attendance was quite good, although on some days the school 
was quite empty because of the unfavourable weather and the bad roads. 
After Easter the old sluggishness began again. One child after the other 
stayed away. And when asked where the children were, the answer was 
regularly given, "They must be at home helping their parents." When the 
school year drew to a close in June, the number of pupils was no greater 
than it had been at the beginning, in September: of eighty school-age 
children, about thirty were in school. Pastor and school teacher sighed 
and complained. 

As it is in Tragheim with the school attendance, so it is now also in 
some other congregations of our synod: the school attendance is poor 
and irregular. But we ask: Should such a state of affairs continue? No, 
you dear congregations, who must admit that the same or similar 
conditions prevail among you as in the congregation at Tragheim, cut off 
this wild branch from the tree of your congregational school. It is wrong 
for you to persist in your indifference and apathy. In the Old Testament, 
parents were commanded to teach their children daily. Since you cannot 
do this yourselves, a Christian school has been established by the church, 
so that the children may receive daily instruction in the Word of God, 
which they do not receive at home. But now see to it that this is done. This 
is one of the main duties of Christian parents, that they bring up their 
children in the discipline and admonition of the Lord. The school wants to 
help educate your children. But how can this be done if the children miss 
school once and again? 

When school attendance is irregular in a community, great harm is 
done. First of all, the children who come to school in an irregular manner 
suffer great harm. You parents send your children to school for this 
reason, that they may learn something proper. But when is this to be done 
if they frequently miss school? Every day a new piece of catechism or a 
new Bible story is taught in school. But the missing children do not hear 
these lessons and therefore do not become acquainted with them. It is 
the same with the other things that are taught in school. Of all the subjects 
taught, the children who are often absent receive only something torn off. 
It is already the case with children who attend school regularly and 
diligently that all knowledge remains only fragments; how bad will it be 
with the knowledge of children who learn everything only half and 
fragmentarily? These children will suffer the damage during their whole 
lives. But even the children who attend school diligently are harmed by 
the fact that many of their schoolmates come to school badly. Because of 
irregular attendance at school, the teacher cannot make any progress in 
his teaching. For better or worse, he has to make allowances for the 
sluggish pupils. If he has gone through a piece with the pupils present, 
and now such children come along who have not yet had the lesson, he 
is often compelled to go through everything again. The School 


is not making any headway. Even the children who come to school 
diligently fall short of the goal set. And parents are to blame for this, who 
keep their children at home for the sake of every little thing. But do not 
such parents thereby violate Christian love? 

But someone might now say: "I would also send my children to 
school quite diligently and regularly, if only | could make it possible. But | 
have so much work that | cannot do it with my wife alone. But | cannot 
keep servants, and therefore my children must help me." To this we must 
reply: There may, however, be cases in which parents find it very difficult 
to send their children diligently to school. In such cases, however, parents 
should properly excuse themselves. And in all cases, parents should 
check if they really cannot make it possible to send their children 
regularly. There are many parents who also have a great deal of work at 
home, but to whom the true welfare of their children is dear, and who 
therefore, in spite of all their work, diligently send their children to school. 
In Germany, where people are generally much poorer than here, every 
father is compelled to send his children to school every day. Because of 
this compulsion to go to school, all parents manage to do their work 
without the help of their children. Shouldn't that be possible here too in 
most cases? Yes, you parents, who have hitherto sent your children to 
school in such a foolish manner, think for once what harm you are doing 
by your conduct to your children, and indeed to the whole school! Try for 
once to make your children attend school diligently and regularly. With 
God's help you will be able to overcome all difficulties if you make an 
honest effort. And then you will rejoice yourselves that the old 
slovenliness is over. Your children will thank you all their lives long. Yes, 
you congregation of Tragheim, get up and become a congregation of 
Gutheim. 

And in order for this to happen, everyone in a Christian 
congregation should help to cut off this wild branch of poor school 
attendance, so that it can no longer bring harm to our schools. In special 
school sermons, the pastor should also touch upon and deal with the 
subject of poor and irregular attendance at school. The teacher should 
talk about it with the parents during his home visits. The members of the 
congregation shall encourage and exhort one another in the meetings to 
send the children diligently and regularly to school. The father and mother 
should discuss this chapter diligently with each other. If all in the 
congregation help together in this way, there will soon be nothing left of 
the wild branch of irregular school attendance in all our congregations. All 
our schools will flourish and prosper with God's help. Well taught and well 
educated, our children will then be able to step out of school into life, and 
they will boast of one thing after their parents, namely that they were 
always diligently sent to school by them. Yes, God grant that all the 
congregations of our synodal association may also recognize their duty 
with regard to school attendance and faithfully fulfill it! Fr. St. 
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Synodical Convention of the Kansas District of our Synod. 


This year's meetings of this District took place from August 14 to 20 in the church of 
the congregation of O. Menckes near Herington, Kans. In the opening service, the Reverend 
General Praeses, Prof. F. Pieper, preached on 1 Cor. 1:4-7, and answered the question on 
the basis of this text: "Why is the gospel of Christ the only treasure of the Christian church 
even in the twentieth century? 1. Because through the gospel alone we have the grace of 
God; 2. because the gospel alone works spiritual knowledge; 3. because the gospel alone 
makes rich in good works." The mission sermon was preached by Missionary R. Neitzel on 
Apost. 4, 20. and showed: "What shall move us to be quite zealous in the work of missions? 
1. the contemplation of our own glorious state of grace; 2. the terrible misery of those who 
are still unchurched." On Sunday morning, Father W. Berndt preached on the Gospel, 
presenting to us, on the basis of the same, “Justification by faith before God. 1. to whom it 
is granted; 2. how it is done." The school sermon was preached by Father F. Méller on the 
basis of Eph. 6:4: "Ye fathers, bring up your children in discipline and admonition unto the 
Lord." He showed 1. what duty is demanded in these words, 2. from whom it is demanded. 

Admitted 10 pastors and 5 congregations, so that this District presently numbers 89 
pastors, 56 voting parishes, and over 150 congregations and preaching places not yet 
affiliated with the Synod, and 12 teachers. 

The main time of the meetings was devoted, as always, to doctrinal discussions. The 
paper written by Father G. Hafner dealt with the subject: "On Congregational Assemblies." 
The theses, written with great diligence and skill and treated thoroughly and in detail, read: 
"Thesis J. It is God's will that Christians unite in visible local congregations: ". for the 
establishment and maintenance of the ministry of preaching, b. for the administration of the 
sacraments, c. for the practice of church discipline, d. for the effective exercise of Christian 
charity, e. for the propagation of the church. Thesis Il. In order to accomplish the stated 
purposes, and rightly so, congregational meetings must be held. Thesis M. Only the voting 
male members of the respective local congregation shall participate in the congregational 
meetings. Thesis IV. The business of the congregational meeting shall include: a. Questions 
of doctrine, b. Appointment to all church offices, c. Admission of new members, d. All cases 
of discipline in the third degree, e. Settlement of disputes and removal of grievances, J. Order 
of loving-kindness and work for the spread of the Kingdom of God, g. Administration of the 
church property, h. The administration of the church. Administration of church property, h. 
Order of church ceremonies and other external affairs. Thesis V. The proper conduct of a 
church meeting is: a. That it be properly announced; b. That it be opened and closed with 
prayer and the Word of God; c. That a careful record be kept of everything; d. That every 
proposal be thoroughly understood by all before it is voted upon. There should be 
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6. that nothing important be voted on without prior discussion. Particularly important 
resolutions should only be given legal force by ratification at the next meeting; 6. that the 
chairman keep strict order. Thesis VI: In all matters concerning conscience, that is, in all 
doctrinal matters, admission and exclusion of members, appointment of preachers and 
teachers, unanimity is required. In other matters each congregation may make its own rule, 
the most natural of which is that a simple majority shall decide. Thesis VH. Although the 
preacher is the spiritual leader of the congregation, yet he is not €X Officio chairman of 
the congregational meeting; nay, in many cases it is even better that he should not preside. 
Thesis Vill. Congregational meetings, where rightly managed, may, nay, ought to be very 
beneficial to a congregation. a. They are, in the hand of God, the means of right government 
and preservation of the church; b. They strengthen and maintain unity in the church; c. They 
promote growth in all Christian knowledge; d. They facilitate the administration of Christian 
discipline; e. They protect the congregations in their liberties. They protect the congregations 
in their liberties and rights, P. They promote the works of mercy and awaken a laboring love 
for the kingdom of God." 

The first four of these theses were already dealt with at the synodal meeting of 1898. 
Special circumstances unfortunately postponed the continuation of the discussion of the last 
four theses until this year's meeting. That this subject is a most important and fruitful one for 
consideration, especially in our time, when interest in congregational life threatens to wane 
here and there, is obvious. It has been remarked that Blessed Dr. Walther called the 
congregational meetings "council meetings of the congregation." And this is also a very 
appropriate expression for the proceedings of the voting male members of a congregation in 
their special meetings. For there the men and heads of families hold council on matters and 
events in the community that affect doctrine and life. Where these council meetings are not 
held in a proper manner, the life of the church falls into disrepair. Therefore, every voting 
member of each of our congregations should purchase and diligently study the detailed 
reports of the Kansas District of 1898 and 1901. For these reports contain a complete 
instruction as to the rights and duties of a member of a congregation, when and on what he 
should speak, when and on what he should be silent, and the whole parliamentary order in 
a congregational meeting. By this means many disorders in some church meetings would be 
removed, and many tardy attenders would be filled with a new desire and love to take part 
in the same. Therefore, may these reports (they cost about 40 to 45 cents) be distributed as 
widely as possible for the preservation, revival and promotion of a congregational life 
pleasing to God! 

Of the other matters before the Synod for discussion, the matter of the Inner Mission 
occupied the interest of the Synod. From the detailed report of the Mission Commission the 
Synod recognized with 
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We thank God that He has adorned the work of this mission among us with rich blessings 
this year as well. Five mission fields have become independent. Several entirely new and 
promising fields in Colorado, and especially in Oklahoma, have been started. 18 pastors and 
4 students were active on the mission field, and in addition 2 pastors made trips in the interest 
of the Misston. After the deduction of the 5 pastors who have become independent and the 
entry of the newly called candidates, 16 pastors and 3 students will be active on our mission 
field and serve about 78 places. According to the decision of the Synod, another missionary 
is to be called to Oklahoma as soon as possible. The filling of other places is left to the 
discretion of the Commission. The receipts for this mission from August 1, 1900, to August 
1, 1901, were §5044.38, and the expenditures §4757. 89. The total receipts of the District 
during this period were $8881. 70, and the total expenditures $8226. 40. 
The Support Commission for the Pastors’ and Teachers' Widows’ and Orphans' Fund 
attached to its report on the past year the heartfelt request that our congregations also 
support and promote this work of love with charitable gifts. 
The honorable District Praeses urged the synod members to do their best to help that 
in the future the support fund for poor students be more generously remembered. 
The Honorable General Praeses drew the Synod's attention to the great need for 
preachers that had now arisen. Something must be done to increase the number of students 
at our higher educational institutions. In the last ten years the number of communicating 
members of our Synod has increased by about 100,000, but the number of students has 
decreased. If the number of students were to be in the same proportion to the number of 
communicants as it was in 1890, our higher educational institutions would have to be 
attended by about 1500 students instead of the present 1068. For this reason and for other 
valid reasons, the latter of which were presented to the Synod by a representative of the 
supervisory authority of the St. Pauls-Progymnasium at Concordia, Mo. (P. Nohlfing), the 
Synod decided to submit a petition to the next General Synod, requesting that the Tertia be 
added to the St. Pauls-Progymnasium at Concordia, Mo. in the hope that this institution will 
soon be expanded into a full Gymnasium. And what shall we, you, dear reader, and |, do to 
remedy the pastor shortage? The Lord JEsus tells us, "Ask the Lord of the harvest to send 
laborers into his harvest." If we do this faithfully and wholeheartedly, then suitable boys and 
the money necessary for their studies will soon be found. 
Some elections also took place, namely the election of delegates to the General 
Synod in Milwaukee in 1902 and the election of two delegates to the Synodal Conference. 
Anecessary election of a visitator for Oklahoma did not take place, but the honorable District 
Praeses was commissioned to appoint one for this District in community with the other 
members of the Mission Commission until the next Synodal meeting. 
Now | might close my report, but | would incur the censure of imperfect reporting if 


| did not also include the message that we not only rejoiced but even cheered at this synodal 
assembly.

12:26: "If one member is kept glorious, all the members rejoice with him," they organized a 
jubilee service on the Sunday afternoon of the synod. At this time, according to the synodal 
program, the service was to be held with the usual pastoral sermon, and now this rose to a 
jubilee sermon, which the long-time friend and study companion of the surprised jubilarian, 
Fr. G. Hafner, held on the basis of 2 Cor. 3, 4-6, in which he explained: "A review of 25 years 
of activity in the preaching ministry, an impulse for praise and thanksgiving. It is, when we 
look 1. at the importance and gravity of the office, as well as 2. at the glory and joy of the 
office." - After the end of the service, the brothers in office had their venerable Praeses 
presented with a festive gift by his friend of many years, Father C. Vetter, as proof of their 
love and veneration. It should also be briefly mentioned that the dear Praeses thanked God 
for all the grace, mercy and faithfulness he had experienced during his 25 years in office, 
and that he gave Him glory, as well as words of love and gratitude for his fellow ministers 
and all those who had dedicated themselves to the glory of God. 

After still a volume of thanks had been presented to the dear congregation at 
Herington for their cordial and bountiful hospitality to the Synod members, and the invitation 
of the congregation at Sylvan Grove. for the next meeting in 1903 had been accepted, the 
Synod adjourned with the singing of the last verse of hymn number 346, and with prayer. H.

Nebraska District Assembly. 


The Nebraska District of our Synod held its sessions this year from August 21 to 27, 
at the congregation of Father Harms, in Cuming County, Neb. The Honorable Vice-President 
of the General Synod, Father C. C. Schmidt, of St. Louis, preached the opening sermon on 
Col. 1:9, 10. and showed wherein true ecclesiastical progress consists, namely, that we 
Christians always grow in the knowledge of the will of God, and, secondly, that we manifest 
this also by a pious walk. He showed that those who have the name of being the pillars of 
the church, those who lead the great word, are devoted to a false progress; that they want 
to advance in seeking out and accepting strange opinions and doctrines, of which the holy 
Scriptures know nothing; that unfortunately so many allow themselves to be beguiled and 
follow them. But he also proved that it was our duty not to acknowledge this false progress, 
but to remain with the Scriptures and only to want to progress in the knowledge of their 
teachings. But the more the advocates of a false progress spread the appearance as if they 
were the champions of the cause of our God, the more we ought to manifest by our walk 
that we are in the right progress. Therefore 
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we should take great pains to lead a pious life, so that it may be seen how 
one person puts away this sin and another that sin, how we adorn 
ourselves with the virtues of the children of God, and how joyfully and 
courageously we work to build up the kingdom of God. 

Thus the right tone was struck and the minds were put in the mood 
that should prevail at a synodal assembly. But if the writer of these lines 
is to give a brief account of the Synod's proceedings, he really does not 
know what to single out or what to pass over. For so many instructive and 
edifying matters were discussed that one would wish that all readers 
could have attended our Synodal Assembly. 

As to doctrinal subjects, Prof. R. Pieper, of Springfield, had 
presented four theses on the beautiful words of our catechism, "I believe 
that JEsus Christ, truly God, born of the Father for ever and ever, and 
also truly man, born of the Virgin Mary, be my Lord." After instructing 
these words, in the first thesis he spoke at length about the names 
"JEsus" and "Christ," and about the deity and humanity of the Savior. In 
the second thesis, he went on to say that JEsus Christ was truly God and 
man in One Person, and that the divine and human natures were 
intimately connected with each other. The third thesis dealt with the 
communication of attributes. In the fourth thesis it was to be said that 
Jesus Christ "is my Lord. This could not be done, however, because of 
lack of time. But the speaker was asked to have the paper on the last 
thesis printed in the synodal report. That in the discussion of these theses 
so many old and new heresies were also recalled, and especially also the 
importance of the doctrine of the person of Christ, made the proceedings 
most instructive and edifying. Everyone could see how fiercely the devil 
has always fought against this doctrine, but how important it is that we 
preserve it in its purity and integrity, and what thanks we owe to God for 
having given it to us and preserved it until now. 

In the synodal address, our district president especially pointed out 
that we need to send more students to our educational institutions, since 
we are already lacking pastors and teachers. He was followed by the 
Vice-President of the General Synod, who asked for students for our 
grammar schools and for pious and gifted young men for our institution in 
Springfield, as the latter could and should have at least 50 students more 
than it had in the last academic year. 

The Synod also devoted much time to the inner mission. A detailed 
report was presented, from which it emerged that a whole host of itinerant 
preachers and missionaries were successfully carrying out missions in all 
parts of the state. But it also came to light that the love for giving to this 
mission must not diminish, since this work causes great expenses. It is 
certain: the blessed work of the Inner Mission could be carried out much 
more successfully, small and poor congregations could be better 
supported, if we did not so often lack the means. Therefore, we should 
not tire of supporting the Inner Mission with our gifts. 
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A report was also presented on our negro mission, which could 
convince everyone that God has confessed and richly blessed this work. 
The synod was reminded that we should be full of compassion for the poor 
Negroes, because God has given us his pure word out of undeserved 
grace, through which alone the Negroes can be helped. Therefore we 
should all take great pleasure and joy in the Negro mission, carry it on our 
prayerful hearts, and diligently collect gifts for it. 

Of the resolutions passed, only these should be mentioned: that the 
District Treasurer send a quarterly report to the pastors about the state of 
the main coffers, and that the General Synod be asked to make a new 
suitable order with regard to congregational representation. - The synod 
also divided the district into eight visitation districts and elected the 
necessary visitators. - In addition to the opening sermon, a pastoral 
sermon was preached and Holy Communion was distributed, on Sunday 
the mission feast was celebrated and preached twice, and on Monday 
evening a school sermon was preached. 

Lastly, the Synod expressed its heartfelt thanks to the local 
congregation for their kind hospitality, and then the Synod closed with 
praise and thanksgiving to God, who had bestowed such abundant 
blessings.

Again it has pleased the Lord to call away a servant of the Church 
quickly and suddenly by death from his work to the blessed rest of heaven. 
This is Father Hermann Sieving in York Centre, III. 

The latter was born in Oldendorf, Hanover, January 1, 1843, and 
came to America with his parents in 1856. Here the air and love for the 
holy preaching ministry stirred in the youth. He began his studies in Fort 
Wayne and then entered the practical seminary, which was then still in St. 
Louis. After being examined, he first became an assistant to Bro. Heid, 
then received a call from two congregations in Woodford County, III, and 
was introduced into Secor by Bro. Heid on the 5th Sunday after Trinity, 
July 16, 1865. Here he preached the word of the cross five years. After 
that he was pastor at Manito, Ill. for five years, further pastor at Ottawa, 
Ill. for ten years, and since 1885 he served Trinity parish at York Centre, 
Ill. In his ministry he was faithful and conscientious. 

After he had served in the kingdom of Jesus for 36 years and had 
preached with special, conspicuous joy on the 7th Sunday after Trinity, 
July 21, when the blazing heat was almost unbearable, he was found lying 
dead under a tree near his field. A heart attack had quickly put an end to 
his life. 

On the Wednesday following his body was laid to rest in the burial 
chamber. In the house Father Hild of Elmhurst held a short service. In the 
church the undersigned preached on Dan.

" At the opening service, the previous 
president, Rev. W. Dallmann, preached on 1 John 3:16: "By this we have 
known love, that he laid down his life for us: and we ought also to lay 
down our lives for the brethren." Father Dallmann also presented to the 
Synod a paper on the Holy Scriptures, in which he spoke of the unity of 
the Bible, of its prophecies, which have been fulfilled in the most exact 
manner, of the attacks which have been made on the Bible in the course 
of time on the part of Judaism, paganism, heresy, Mohammedanism, 
Pabstism, rationalism, modern unbelief, etc., and out of which the Bible 
has become a source of inspiration. The report of the Missionary 
Commission tells us about the struggles that have been made, and from 
which the Bible has emerged victorious, and finally about the beneficial 
influence of the Bible on the world.

The two institutions of our brethren in the English Synod mentioned 
above have an undeniable calling for the Lutheran Church at large. This 
is shown by the location of both in areas far removed from our institutions. 
Conover lies far to the southeast of our country in the midst of a not 
insignificant, exclusively English-Lutheran population and is at the same 
time a suburb for the pure Lutheran confession and a center for English- 
Lutheran missionary work. Through the influence of Conover, several 
pastors and congregations have been won to the faithful Lutheran church, 
and one reason why a fourth teacher is to be employed there is to give 
the president of the institution more time for missionary work. Winfield is 
located in the southwest, near the Oklahoma border, in the center of a 
rapidly developing German mission field, and is important for southern 
Kansas, for Oklahoma, for northern Texas, etc. The two institutions have 
also been used for missionary work. From both institutions a number of 
students for our St. Louis Seminary have already come forth, the majority 
of whom work as preachers in the English Synod, but some also in our 
Synod. Just this day 5 students from the above mentioned institutions 
have entered here again. In Conover 98 students studied during the past 
academic year, in Winfield 139, whereby it must be taken into 
consideration that both institutions also have business courses and that 
a number of girls study at both. It is this certainty that both institutions 
have a vocation for the church that gave the synod the courage to assume 
the full responsibility for their maintenance, trusting in God, which will 
make a very significant effort necessary for the small synod in the future.

The "Lutheran Church Gazette" of Columbus, 0., which zealously and 
frequently advocates the Christian parochial school, reports the following 
from its synodical circle: "Should the English parishes of our synod make 
an attempt to establish parochial schools? On this question the Hocking 
and Scioto Valley Sunday School Convention, almost all of England, 
recently negotiated, on the basis of a paper by Rev. C. W. Bachman. Both 
the speaker and all the members present answered this question in the 
affirmative. This is gratifying. Let us hope that our English brethren will 
succeed in bringing Christian parochial schools into existence. We 
especially wish them God's blessing in this. May action soon follow 
advice." In another number of the same journal is a lengthy report on the 
general teachers’ conference of the Ohio Synod. At this the question of 
how to obtain more students for the Synod's teacher's seminary was 
discussed. "It was objected," says the report, "that the parochial school 
cause in general was on the decline; but most of the brethren were of 
Opinion that such a decline was occasioned only by local causes, and that 
an advance in the parochial school cause had been distinctly noticed of 
late years. It has been lamented that many of the pastors are content with 
the watery Sunday school, and either do not support the parochial school 
at all, or do not do so with the proper zeal. The establishment of a church 
school presents the same difficulties almost everywhere; if they can be 
overcome in one place, they should be able to be overcome in another. 
Many pastors do not preach school sermons year out, year in, nor do they 
permit such sermons to be preached at any synodal meetings. 
Considering this, it is easy to see why there is still no parish school in so 
many, even large, congregations. It is especially sad in this respect in the 
English districts. It was also very regrettable that the students in 
Columbus were allowed to discuss the question: "Are parochial schools 
necessary? "Are parochial schools necessary or nothing? In a Lutheran 
seminary this should no longer be an open question. " L. F. 

The African Episcopal Methodist Church is the largest community of 
Methodist Negroes in our country. It counts about 500,000 
communicating members. At a meeting of the Philadelphia Conference of 
this church fellowship, a resolution was passed to discontinue all 
conversations for the good of the church, on the ground that all such 
conversations only harmed the cause of religion. Blacks realized 
something that many white American church members did not. And this 
is all the more remarkable because it is almost the rule in other Negro 
churches to meet the church expenses by all kinds of entertainment and 
festivities. L. F. 

In the American branch of the Salvation Army a split took place in 1896. 
The local leader, Ballington Booth, the son of the founder of the Salvation 
Army, no longer wanted to obey the orders of his father, the "General" 
Booth, was relieved of his "Commandos" and then founded a new 
Salvation Army with his followers, the so-called "Volunteers of America’. 
The aspirations of this party are essentially the same as those of the old 
Salvation Army. And like the old "General" Booth, "General" Ballington 
Booth now intends to improve the lot of the poor in the great cities by 
plans of colonization. Thus he now intends to found a large settlement in 
the southern part of the State of Georgia, which is to bear the name 


"Volunteer City" and cover an area of 15,000 to 20,000 acres. 
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The property belongs to a wealthy Chicagoan with whom negotiations 
have been going on for some time and are now almost complete. The 
cost will be considerable, but "General" Booth has no doubts as to its 
success. The settlement is in the Cotton District of the State, and the 
settlers are to be engaged principally in the cultivation of cotton. 
Thousands of small houses are to be erected, and thousands of poor 
families in Chicago and from other cities are to be given free travel thither, 
and whatever else they may need to get started. It is hoped that many will 
be able to repay later the expenses made for them. L. F. 

Mexico. The "Lutheran" recently reported that in various Catholic 
countries of Europe (France, Spain, Portugal) an increasing movement 
against the Roman Church is perceptible. The governments of these 
states are taking serious action against the orders of the Pabst Church, 
which are especially dangerous to the state. The "Luth. Kirchenzeitung" 
now reports that also in the stock Catholic Mexico the relationship 
between the State and the Roman Church is becoming more and more 
tense. And there, too, it is especially a matter of certain priests who have 
amassed a great fortune and are far below the moral position expected 
of priests. The resentment against these priests is so strong that the 
government feels compelled to do something to remedy it. Before 1876 
the Roman Church had legal possession of over half the country, but in 
that year General Diaz, the present President, confiscated all the land 
which the Church possessed, suppressed nunneries and monasteries, 
and forbade religious removals. In all this the more judicious Roman 
citizens supported him. But being again more lax in recent years, 
ambitious and soapless priests found opportunity to enrich themselves 
greatly, and some lived so scandalously that even other priests protested 
against it. The government is now convinced that the limit of its patience 
has been reached and that it must intervene if the evil is to be controlled.

Abroad. 


The "Evangelical Lutheran Free Church of Saxony and other States” held 
this year's synodal assembly from July 17 to 23 in Hanover. This 
assembly was at the same time a jubilee synod, since 25 years had 
passed since the foundation of the Free Church. The opening sermon, 
preached by President Willkomm on the Psalm (119:54): "Thy rights are 
my song in the house of my pilgrimage", referred to this. The venerable 
preacher raised the question, "Why can we rejoice with glad hearts 
today?" and answered it thus: "1. Because God's Word has dominion with 
us, and 2. because it leads us to the eternal home." The synod was 
numerously attended. All standing members of the Synod, 19 in number, 
were present, with the sole exception of the Synodal Moderator; all 
Synodal congregations were represented by one deputy each. The 
following are named as guests in the "Free Church": From America the 
k?. Sapper, Th. Nickel, Oldenburg and Candidate G. Hibener, from 
London P. Poch and Teacher Vornsand, from Australia P. Schroth, from 
the Danish Free Church P. Grunnet, from the Hermannsburg Free Church 
P. Stallmann. It is not only always a great joy to our brethren in the Free 
Church to be allowed to welcome guests from our Synod, but also through 
such fraternal intercourse the bond that connects them and us is certainly 
strengthened and fortified. Pietism was treated as a doctrinal antagonist, 
and in a detailed paper Fr. Hilbener showed how Pietism came into being, 
what it actually consists of, what evil consequences it has, and how it can 
be successfully combated. 


We will return to this paper when the printed synodal report is 
available. There was also further discussion of a paper presented by Rev. 
Hanewinckel on the question, "How far have the pastors of our Free 
Church profession to influence wider circles beyond the limits of their 
congregations by public lectures?" - On Synod Sunday afternoon the 
congregation hosting the Synod celebrated its mission feast in Hanyover, 
where Bro. Lenk preached on the right way to do mission, according to 1 
Cor. 3:5-7. namely, for the glory of God. This happens when one 
considers that it is our business to spread the pure doctrine of the Word 
of God, while it is God's business to make it prosperous. This was 
followed by shorter lectures by Praeses Willkomm on the East Indian 
Mission, by Father Sapper on the Negro Mission, by Father Nickel on the 
Indian Mission and by Father Poch on the church work in London. The 
Collecte of the feast was appropriated to the East India Mission and to 
London. Thus our brethren in Germany show that they have a keen 
interest in our church work and also willingly make sacrifices for it.

How do Christians get rid of false teachers? As is well known, in Berlin 
Prof. Adolf Harnack has come out openly with his complete unbelief. 
Harnack claims without shame and shyness that Christ's person and work 
do not necessarily belong to Christianity. According to Harnack's doctrine, 
it was not Christ who acquired God's grace for mankind through his deeds 
and sufferings, but mankind should think God gracious beforehand. In 
short, Harnack wants to persuade men that they have a gracious God 
even without Christ. What Harnack claims to be the "essence of 
Christianity" is recognized by every Christian as paganism. Nevertheless, 
Harnack remains a professor in Berlin. Some Christians in the regional 
churches now complain of this. But strange is the way in which one strives 
to get rid of Harnack. Thus we find in a German newspaper an admonition 
to Harnack that he should be so honest and so conscientious as to resign 
his office himself. To this it is to be remarked: The sort does not go by 
itself, especially not if a good salary and honor and reputation before the 
world are connected with the office. Therefore nothing will remain for 
Christians but to separate themselves from Harnack, observing the 
exhortation of the apostle (Rom. 16:17.), "Depart from the same," namely, 
from false teachers. F. P.

How crudely and rudely unbelief is proclaimed in France from respected 
and high places is shown by a speech of the present Minister of War, 
André, which he delivered the other day in an officers’ circle. "Gentlemen," 
said the Minister there, among other things, "the idea of the existence of 
a God is a foolish one. To believe in a supreme being, a conscious 
controller of the universe, is an obsolete belief, with which | am sure you 
will no longer trouble your heads. But it is not enough to be free of such 
prejudices yourself; it is a high duty to free others from them as well, 
especially the soldiers under your command; this is your duty as officers. 
As for me, | shall not cease to fight this superstition to my last breath." No 
wonder that unbelief is rampant in France, when the government is so 
anxious to encourage it. And likewise it is no wonder that the ungodly life 
is especially at home there. Where there is no more fear of God, sin 
abounds. Lor 

The English Viceroy of India, Lord Curzon, does no better than this 
French Minister of War. Last autumn he encouraged the native princes of 
Kattiawar to adhere to their heathen religion, and recently he addressed 
a like exhortation to the Muhammadans of Aligarh. In reply to an address 
delivered by the Muhammadan students and professors of the said Indian 
city, he said, among other things: "Stick to your own (Muhammedan) 
religion, which contains within itself the constituents of great nobility and 
profound truth, and make it the basis of your educational instruction." To 
this a German newspaper rightly remarks: "With what scornful laughter at 
the Christians and their religion will the heathen press of India seize upon 
these words, spread them far and wide, and serve them up again and 
again to the harm of many! And what shall the many missionaries think 
who come from Europe to India in order to spread Christian religion and 
morals? 


The king's business was hurried. 
(1 Sam. 21:8.) 


In the days of Queen Elizabeth of England, a nobleman named 
Norton and his nine sons were sentenced to death for rebellion. They 
were imprisoned in the castle of York and awaited execution. Norton's 
only daughter decided to try to save them and travelled to London to plead 
for mercy for the condemned. She succeeded in coming before the 
Queen, and she interceded so earnestly for her father's house that the 
Queen had a letter of pardon drawn up for all the prisoners and soon 
signed it herself. The order of execution, however, had been signed by 
her shortly before and sent to York. The queen handed the letter of pardon 
to an express messenger, and said to him, "By my royal disgrace make 
haste, if possible, to bring this letter to York, that the prisoners may be 
pardoned and set at liberty." The messenger galloped all the way to York; 
but before he reached the city Norton was beheaded with eight of his 
sons. Only one could be saved. The executioner had already raised the 
axe to cut off this one's head also, when the royal messenger appeared 
and held the letter of pardon high in the air. 

If a royal command is so urgent where the saving of human lives is 
concerned, how urgent will be the cause of the great King in heaven who 
makes arrangements for the saving of human souls? It is urgent for man 
himself, that he should be devoted to the gift of God. 


| assure you of the forgiveness expressed in the great charter displayed 
on Golgotha, high above the cross of the Savior. There it is said, as to 
Lot, "Haste and be saved." Gen. 19:22. But the King's business is also 
hastening, when he commands to proclaim to others the pardon of the 
blood of atonement. Before certain death takes men, the message of 
salvation is to be brought to them. The great kingdom of the Lord, the 
mission, is urgent, for those who sit in the shadow of death are to be 
helped soon, and the word of God is to run quickly over the face of the 
earth. His command to preach the gospel to every creature is to urge all 
Christians to haste, for cursed is he who neglects the work of the Lord, 
Jer. 48:10.

His thoughts had 
formerly revolved almost exclusively around acquisition and the things of 
this world. He had become prosperous, but then a protracted affliction 
had laid him on his sickbed.

That is why | was not surprised when he recently 
said to me: "Oh, Pastor, when you lie there quiet and ill for so long, you 
get a completely different view of life’/ So his illness had become a 
visitation in the true sense of the word. God had spoken a serious 
language to the sick man during many a sleepless night, and he had 
understood this admonition. Many think so lightly that afflictions or 
physical sufferings are of themselves the path to heaven; but how often, 
on the contrary, they arouse only bitterness and a rebellion against God's 
hand! The clouds do not form the rainbow, but the rays of the sun, without 
which there would be only darkness and rain. Those who stand before 
God's throne in white garments see his glory, not because they have 
come out of great tribulation, but because they have made their garments 
bright in the blood of the Lamb."

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What does God want to teach us through the public calamity that has 
come upon our country? 


Our President has fallen at the hands of murderers. The murderer belongs to the 
gang of anarchists who want to overthrow the existing state and civil orders here and in 
Europe through the use of violence. 

What does God want to teach us, the citizens of this country, through this horrible act 
of murder? The secular newspapers, as well as most of the ecclesiastical papers that have 
come to our attention, pretty much stop at one point. One demands the eradication of 
anarchism from our country. 

This demand is justified. The anarchists are declared and open enemies of all orders 
that are necessary for the existence of a bourgeois community. The anarchists should no 
more walk about freely in human society than the open thieves and murderers. But the fact 
that here in the United States, in spite of all the existing good laws, the anarchists were 
allowed to move about quite freely is proof that we - we mean the majority of the citizens - 
did not use the reason that man still has in natural things. For this reason it is the duty of 
Christians among the citizens to work to make people act more rationally in the future and to 
make the anarchists as harmless as possible by applying the existing laws and by enacting 
new laws, if such are necessary. 
But we Christians, if we would not make ourselves like the blind world, must not stop 
at this contemplation and resolution. God's Word teaches us that the time of public calamity 
should be a time of repentance for the people. When God causes a calamity to come upon 
anation, He thereby speaks to the people on account of their sins. God speaks in the prophet 
Jeremiah (Jer. 6:19), "Thou earth, hear. Behold, | will bring a calamity upon this people, that 
is, their deserved reward, that they should wait for me.

And they have not hearkened unto my words, and have rejected my law. There is no doubt, 
then, that even through the calamity which he has now brought upon us, God speaks to us 
because of our sins and calls us to repentance. 

What are the sins that walk among us in momentum? God wants one thing above all 
things from all people, including Americans. They are to hear and accept the gospel of 
Christ. To this end he leaves the world still. For this purpose he still maintains the authorities 
and the entire state order in our country and in other countries. If there were no gospel to 
preach and hear, there would be no world and no United States. How is it now in our country 
with the preaching and with the acceptance and honoring of the gospel? The greater half of 
the inhabitants of this country are evidently unchurched, and want nothing at all to do with 
the Saviour who died for them. The lodges which profane and blaspheme the gospel by 
seeking to bring men to heaven by their own virtues are not so generally prevalent in any 
country as in ours. And how is it with those who call themselves Christians? The Romans 
practice their idolatry with the pope, masses, saints’ services, and works of men in our 
country just as unabashedly as in other countries. And as far as the so-called Protestant 
sects are concerned, the apostasy from the Gospel is so general among them that even 
secular newspapers have pointed out in recent years that Christ the Crucified is no longer 
preached from most pulpits, but morality and politics. With this general contempt and 
desecration of the gospel, should not God strike with all manner of public calamity? And how 
is it with us? We have the gospel. We preach not politics and human morality, but Jesus 
Christ crucified as the only ground of salvation. But do we now honor the gospel rightly? Do 
we hear it diligently? Do we read it 
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hard-working? Do we love it from the heart? Do we, through the gospel, 
hang our hearts on heaven, and die to the sinful nature of this world? Do 
we use our earthly goods above all things for the furtherance of the 
gospel? These and similar questions will lead us to the realization that we, 
too, have been guilty of the sin of the land, namely, of dishonoring and 
despising the gospel. For this sin we are to repent. This country's 
misfortune, like other public misfortunes, should remind us of this. God is 
very serious about his gospel. He cannot and will not let the sin of 
despising the gospel go unpunished. When Luther saw how the Germans 
despised the Gospel, he reproached them, "that it would not be a miracle 
if God would not only let Turks, but also vain devils flood over Germany 
or would have let them flood long ago".*) 

Where the gospel is despised, ungodliness reigns in the life. If Christ 
does not reign in the hearts of men through the gospel, then the flesh 
reigns in men - there is no third thing. But the works of the flesh are (Gal. 
6:19-21.), "Adultery, fornication, uncleanness, fornication, idolatry, 
sorcery, enmity, strife, envy, wrath, strife, dissension, rioting, hatred, 
murder, drinking, eating, and such like." We cannot dwell on these 
individual sins, inasmuch as they prevail in our land and call forth God's 
vengeance. We will only refer to the sins against the fifth commandment 
in a few more words. 

It has been suggested that all anarchists be deported, that is, 
forcibly removed from the country and placed in a place where they can 
no longer harm human society. That would certainly be right and good, 
and a very kind measure on the part of the State. But we must not think 
that after such a measure we have now eradicated anarchism root and 
branch. T h e plant has far-branching roots. All men, but especially 
Christians, should recognize that the murderous spirit which led to the 
terrible act of murder is in every human heart and should be recognized 
and fought. He who knows our heart describes it thus (Marc. 7, 21-23.): 
"From within, out of the heart of man, proceed evil thoughts: adultery, 
fornication, murder, thievery, avarice, roguishness, cunning, fornication, 
mischievousness, blasphemy, arrogance, unreasonableness. All these 
wicked things proceed from within." That's what's in the heart of every 
man, every American. And it's not just the sentiment. The spirit of murder 
manifests itself so manifold in word and deed that one can almost grasp it 
with one's hands. 

Just a few examples. In our country, too, labor and capital are to a 
large extent hostile to each other. The workers unite. But they do not stop 
at mere association, but in many cases use their association to push their 
neighbor against the wall. They demand that such workers as do not 
belong to their association should not be given work. If the latter 
nevertheless happens, they not infrequently resort to stones, knives, 
revolvers, etc.

and dynamite. This is the anarchist spirit of murder. On the other hand, 
the capitalists connect. But they do not stop at mere association, but in 
many cases use their association to ruin the next person in business who 
is not in the "trust" and to put him aside. This is the anarchist spirit of 
murder among capitalists. Furthermore: In the last decades the number 
of children, especially among the native population, has decreased 
remarkably. The main cause is that hundreds of thousands of American 
women persist in murdering their unborn children, with and without the 
consent of their husbands. This spirit of murder has become so alarmingly 
prevalent that recently the noted preacher Parkhurst accused a portion of 
American womanhood of seeking to ride the heathen children while 
murdering their own offspring. A well-known professor of medicine this 
year exhorted a class of aspiring physicians to refuse their participation in 
the common practice of infanticide. Further: Our country is full of secret 
societies. Those among them who take a pledge from the members that 
they will stand by each other in all affairs, right or wrong, form an 
anarchistic conspiracy against civil order, and oaths such as this: "| swear 
that | will keep the secrets entrusted to me by my brother-master as 
closely as my own... that | will warn him of all danger threatening him 
that | know of, that if | see a brother's sign of distress or hear his cry of 
distress, | will hasten to his aid in case of danger to my own fief. All this | 
swear under no lesser penalty than that my body be torn in two, my bowels 
taken out, burned to ashes, and the ashes scattered to the four winds. So 
help me God" - oath formulas like these certainly breathe the anarchist 
spirit of murder. Though in most cases such oaths are not meant in 
earnest, yet it is playing with fire, and reveals an inward brutalization 
capable of anything under circumstances. President Adams therefore 
offered to "prove before God and man" that Masonic oaths and obligations 
could never be united with the laws of morality, Christianity, and our 
country, and Senator Sumner made the statement, "I find two powers 
joined here in Washington, and both opposed to our free institutions and 
leading to ... Anarchy - Freemasonry and Slavery. Both must be abolished 
if our country is to remain the land of liberty." Accordingly, it is a veritable 
mockery when a few days ago Pabst and Lodges pledged themselves to 
eradicate Anarchism. - Of the lynch courts, which we cannot eradicate in 
our country, we must also confess that they directly destroy civil order and 
often reveal a quite appalling crudeness and murderousness. 

But enough of the examples taken from our folk life. In particular, let 
us take a look at ourselves. Even if we were entirely free - which is 
certainly not the case - from the particular manifestation of the murderous 
spirit that we find among capitalists and workers, among child murderers, 
among secret societies, among lynchers, etc., we are nevertheless 
condemned before God's law as murderers. 
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there. The Scripture says (1 John 3:15), "He that hateth his brother is a murderer." Yes, the 
anger that rises up in our hearts against our neighbor is murder before God, and the gestures 
that are concealed against our neighbor are gestures of murder before God. Luther, in his 
interpretation of the Gospel on the 6th Sunday after Trinity, says quite correctly of sins 
against the fifth commandment: "Although one degree is more grievous than another, yet all 
of them - the least as well as the highest - are sins against this (fifth) commandment; so that 
whoever bears in his heart a dislike, anger, or disfavor against another is called and is before 
God also a murderer." We are reminded of this by the act of murder which has terrified and 
distressed us and all the citizens of this country. And we recognize and confess that we 
would all have to burn eternally in hell as murderers if the blood of Jesus Christ, the Son of 
God, did not also purify us from the sin of murder. 
It is an exceedingly sad spectacle that is almost universally played out before our 
eyes on the occasion of the assassination of our President. What should bend a people and 
lead them to repentance is used for self-aggrandizement. "You smite them, but they feel it 
not; you plague them, but they mend not. They have a hard face, as a rock, and will not 
repent," Jer. 5:3. But we cast ourselves in the dust before God, and say: 
Christe, thou Lamb of God, who bearest the sin of the world, have mercy on 
us |

Our mission in Brazil. 


In 1899, the Synod of Delegates passed the following resolution: "Resolved, that the 
request that our Synod now also begin the work of Inner Mission in South America, especially 
in Brazil and Argentina, since the conditions there are currently very favorable, be placed in 
the hands of the General Commission for Inner Mission, with the mandate that it - the General 
Commission - give this matter its special attention and act according to the best judgment of 
the situation. Should the Commission, with the advice of the General Praeses, come to the 
conclusion that now is the time to begin the Inner Mission in South America, it should bring 
this to the attention of our congregations and at the same time ask for the necessary funds. 
(Report of the Ninth Synod of Delegates, 1899, p. 68 f.) 

In the spirit of this decision and after careful consideration of the situation, the 
Commission decided, with the consent of the Honorable General Presidium, to first send a 
so-called "Prospector" to Brazil, whose task would be to investigate the ecclesiastical 
conditions there on the spot, possibly to organize congregations, and thus to lay the 
foundation for the proposed mission on the part of our Synod. As a man suitable for this 
purpose, the Commission was given the following advice by competent persons 


s 


C. J. Broders, then pastor in Scranton, Miss., since he had shown through his work as field 
chaplain in Cuba that he possessed the desired gifts and abilities of a prospector for Brazil. 
With the consent of his previous congregation, he agreed to go to Brazil in this capacity in 
God's name, but explained to the Commission that he would have to return to North America 
for family reasons when his mission was accomplished, even if it took two years. And God 
gave grace to his journey and led him to an area in Brazil where a wide open door opened 
for the intended mission. Four congregations could be organized, which desired pastors 
from our synod. The congregation first organized by Father Broders has been served since 
spring by Father W. Mahler, whom the Commission has elected as Mission Director. At three 
other congregations, out of this year's candidates, are PP. Hartmeister, Stiemke and Vogel 
from this year's candidates, all of whom are currently on their journey to Brazil and whom 
the gracious God wishes to lead happily to their destination under the guidance of His holy 
angels. The latest news from Father Mahler, however, make it necessary that three more 
pastors be sent to Brazil in the very near future. 

Since the Commission has been encouraged by the fact that the whole Synod is 
showing great interest in our young, hopeful Brazilian mission, the Commission takes the 
liberty of sharing with our dear readers an excerpt from Fr Mahler's last report. He writes: 

"We have come at the right time. At least this applies to the mission field that we 
have already tackled. We are dealing with a large area of vacant churches, which have been 
served by totally inadequate emergency workers. How can that be? 

"When the local branch was founded about forty years ago by our brothers, most of 
whom had immigrated here from Pomerania, they were immediately anxious to establish 
schools so that they could provide their children with the necessary education here in the 
Brazilian jungle. They were soon anxious to set up schools in order to be able to provide 
their children with the necessary education here in the Brazilian jungle. For this purpose, the 
colonists living together in a picade or street joined together to form school communities. It 
is really highly praiseworthy what the German colonists in Brazil have done of their own free 
will, even under poor conditions, with regard to the education of their children. Unfortunately, 
the colonists encountered a great obstacle in their efforts to establish good schools. There 
was a complete lack of suitable teachers. To call capable and trained teachers from home 
was beyond the strength of the people. In this emergency one had to be satisfied with what 
could be obtained. Now all kinds of dubious people were roaming about in Brazil, for whom 
the ground in the old homeland had become too hot, people with some schooling and often 
with high-sounding names, but with a highly disreputable moral past: fraudulent treasurers, 
lieutenants who had been chased away, counts and barons who had become impossible in 
the homeland. These work-shy fellows offered themselves as teachers to the colonists. And 
what did they want in their embarrassment? 
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...to make him whole? One had to accept the offer willy-nilly. Yes, we had 
to dare more. Even here in Brazil, our brothers did not want to be 
completely without the blessing of church life. They did not want to let their 
children grow up unbaptized; they also wanted to be buried with 
ecclesiastical honors. But where were the pastors to come from? The 
teachers were clothed and charged with the exercise of the ecclesiastical 
office. But, O pity, the goat had been set for the gardener. ... Is it any 
wonder that under these circumstances the congregations are in a most 
sad condition? How much the spiritual life, the Christianity of the 
congregations must have suffered under such leadership! . But many also 
realize with horror that the longer they go on, the more they drift toward 
paganism. Consider this: the ancients, in their love for God's Word, 
wanted church life to be preserved among themselves even in the foreign 
lands of Brazil. They built churches and schools. They asked: "Who shall 
be our teachers and pastors? Then the devil deceives them and sends 
them, as if in mockery, the refuse of human society: drunkards, 
blasphemers, swindlers, bankers. Only now and then does one come 
across a man who has led a blameless life. Yes, in spite of the devil, 
thanks to the grace of God, one finds one or the other who, though without 
any training for the high profession, has served the congregations well 
and at any rate has taken his profession seriously. 

"What | have said so far applies, let it not be forgotten, to the 
narrower mission field on which we have gained a foothold. In all these 
congregations (the exact number could not be determined until now, 
according to a low estimate about 25 to 30) there was not one proper 
pastor before our arrival. Now we North Americans come with the offer to 
send them trained pastors without burdening them with prohibitive salary 
demands. That makes people wonder. That, they say, is impossible that 
anyone could act so kindly toward us. How? There should be people in 
North America who, out of pure, unselfish love for our souls, would come 
to our aid with their money and with their pastors? We should get 
"studious" men who teach our children well and preach God's Word to us 
correctly, and that without demanding from us salaries that are too high 
for our circumstances here? That is impossible! There is something 
behind it! But once we have won the trust of the people, we will be 
welcomed with open arms as saviors from unbearable conditions. Three 
congregations are waiting with great impatience for the new pastor they 
have coveted from our synod. Other congregations have declared that 
they only want to see whether it is not perhaps deception that our Synod 
wants to send the congregations proper capable pastors. If our promise 
was correct, they did not want to delay any longer. As things are now, it 
will probably soon come to pass that the demands on our mission will 
accumulate to such an extent that we will hardly be able to do justice to 
them.

number of such branches. How great the need for pastors must be in this 
state is evident from the following list of figures. Kénigswald puts the 
number of Germans living in the state at 150,000, M. Schanz at 200,000. 
If we calculate the percentage with which the Catholic Church is involved 
as high as possible, then at least 100,000 souls may remain for the 
Protestant Church. The number of pastors available in the state should not 
exceed 35. According to an approximate calculation, about 40,000 to 
50,000 souls are under their pastoral care. Then there would remain about 
50,000 to 60,000 souls without proper spiritual care. For with the conditions 
as they exist here on L. and may well exist elsewhere, there can of course 
be no question of spiritual care for the souls. Rio Grande do Sul, however, 
is not the only state in which Germans have settled in large numbers, 
although it is the most important one. 

"In addition, a stronger emigration from Germany is predicted for the 
next few years. But even if this should not be the case, another 
circumstance will ensure a rapid increase in the number of Germans in 
Brazil: that is the abundance of children in the German colonist families. 
And the children of the Germans in Brazil remain German in language and 
customs. Several circumstances vouch for this. For one thing, the way of 
thinking, the language of communication, and the family language of our 
colonists are originally German. It does not occur to the colonists to speak 
Portuguese with their children. Furthermore, the Brazilians are so far 
removed from the Germans in custom and religion that there is no question 
of a confusion or a mingling of the two ethnic groups. Finally, something is 
still lacking in this country that contributes so much in North America to the 
Englishization of German-speaking people there: the free school system, 
which is in comparatively high bloom in North America. The feeble attempt 
at a state school system in Brazil is out of the question. Here we have 
absolutely no need to draw the children into our parochial schools. Thus 
our children in Brazil, even as Brazilian citizens, will remain German. 

"So the field of work we have found in Brazil is large and promising. 
Here we find thousands of needy, abandoned souls gathered together. 
May the requests for help, which should soon enough be urgent and 
numerous, not exceed our willingness to sacrifice and our joy in giving!" 

After Fr. Mahler has expressed the confident hope that God will not 
let us lack the necessary forces and means, he continues: 

"It may also be said that the prospect of complete independence for 
our congregations in Brazil is a good one from the start. Probably our 
Synod will have to support the same for years, and support them 
vigorously. For many of the congregations are small, because the area of 
the congregations does not extend beyond the circumference of the 
picades or colonies, and in most cases it is not feasible to combine several 
congregations into one parish. Furthermore, the parishes here are on 
average not blessed with earthly goods in the way they are in North 
America, where, in addition, the 
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The cost of living is significantly cheaper than in the dear country of Brazil. Finally, the 
Christians here do not yet understand giving for God's kingdom and cause in the way we 
understand it in our Synod. They must first learn to understand something else: the gospel 
of the good deeds of the Savior. And this Gospel has been concealed in Brazil for so many 
years. But this must also be said: here in Brazil we are not entirely without the realization that 
the congregations must take care of their households. Consider how much it cost the people 
to keep the teachers at their parochial schools, who until now have performed so poorly. 
Most, indeed all, congregations own land and church property. The congregations, 
considering their little knowledge of the gospel, have truly accomplished much. The 
congregations will learn to give better and better. And not only will they eventually be self- 
sufficient in terms of their own church budget, they will also pool their hard-earned money to 
do mission work outside their circles. 

"God has at last had mercy on the lamentation 
going astray here in Brazil. He has remembered his elect, whom he also has in secret in 
great numbers in this country. The prayers of many faithful children of God, who painfully felt 
the need, touched his heart. From many a mouth | have heard the assurance that the fervent 
prayer for help and salvation from the spiritual misery prevailing in this country has often 
been sent up to God. Now God has heard such supplications, has given our Synod courage 
and joy for the mission in Brazil, and has also shown it an open door. He will also grant 
willingness and ability to diligently continue the work that has been begun. And so there is 
no doubt that a beautiful, a blessed time has come, a time of help and spiritual blessing for 
Christianity in Brazil, a time of joyful harvesting on the newest mission field and of grateful 
joy over such harvesting for our dear Synod." 
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joy and joyful praise and thanksgiving to God. What a beautiful, blessed beginning of our 
mission in Brazil! After such a short time already four pastors on the young mission field, and 
in the very near future three more must be sent. But now we need money in our treasury. 
The journey to Brazil requires a considerable sum for each individual missionary, and in 
addition we must contribute a considerable amount to the salaries of the pastors stationed in 
Brazil, at least during the initial period. As the Commission, according to the resolution of the 
Synod, hereby "asks for the necessary funds", it takes the liberty of asking for help as soon 
as possible, and does not doubt in the least that the necessary money will be in the treasury 
at the right time. Our dear Christians will not abandon us, but will prove to be our God's 
paymaster.

concerned, and following the assessment of the Commission for Inner Mission and a 
committee appointed to examine the mission report, the Synod approved an annual support 
for seven weak or poor parishes in the total amount of -975.00 and decided to employ a 
missionary for the two large cities of Hamilton and Toronto, in both of which places pastors 
of our district have already preached in recent times. A great deal of attention was given to 
the only actual mission field in Ontario, namely the one in the Parry Sound District. This field, 
after ten months of vacancy, received its own pastor again in June of this year in the person 
of one of this year's candidates, and the mission congregations and preaching places have 
subscribed -268. 50 for its upkeep and intend to pay for its upkeep themselves from July 1, 
1902, without any contribution from the mission treasury. In view of the widely separated 
eight congregations and preaching places, for the single visit of which the missionary has 
subscribed 159 Mei- 
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In view of the strong opposition of the Methodist "Albrecht people”, in view 
of the mines and other industrial plants that have sprung up in the district 
of the mission field, and above all in view of the number of school-age 
children living in the parish in eight different places, In the mission report, 
a motion was made to divide the mission field, and it was resolved by the 
Synod "that the Mission Commission be instructed to hold a thorough 
investigation of this matter on the spot and, if necessary, to employ a 
second missionary. - A report was then presented on the negro mission, 
and the Synod was encouraged to give ample support and to hold the 
"Missionary Dove." The support of all other missions carried on by the 
Synod was also warmly recommended. 

Hand in hand with missionary work, however, goes a more active 
supply of students to our institutions, since without trained missionaries 
we cannot do any mission at all, and with too few missionaries we cannot 
do enough. The President of the General Synod showed that the number 
of pastors in our Synod had increased by about 600 in the last ten years, 
but that the number of students had remained almost the same, and 
therefore exhorted us to send many godly, gifted boys to our prophetic 
schools, which exhortation was also repeated in most of the sermons 
preached by Synod members during the Synod. 

With the singing of hymn No. 346 and the prayer of the Lord's 
Prayer the synod was closed.

His 
father was the farmer Heimich Frese and his mother Henriette Friederike, 
née Schmehrsahl. Among the ten children who sprang from this marriage, 
he was the eighth, and of the seven sons, the sixth in line. He was born 
on 25 November 1846 at Sievern, Amt Lehe in Hanover. 

In the house of his parents he was brought up in discipline and 
admonition to the Lord. His youth fell in those years when in Germany, 
after the spiritually dead time of rationalism or reason, a spiritual revival 
followed, the same revival by which so many pious Christians were 
moved to say valet to their fatherland and to seek here in the land of 
religious freedom a place where they could live completely according to 
their faith and conscience unhindered by official decrees. The mother of 
the Blessed was first led to the living faith in the Holy Spirit by the sermons 
of Fr. 
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He was led to the Savior, and not long afterward the same grace befell 
his father. Thus his father's house was the place where he came to know 
and love his Saviour in his early youth. God's word reigned there; every 
day the family gathered around the father of the house to hear and 
contemplate with one another the word of the Lord. His pious mother 
prayed much with her children and for them on her knees, especially 
fervently that God would not let her be the mother of a lost child. This 
prayer of a Christian mother was also graciously heard by God. All the 
members of this numerous family, both those who have already returned 
home and those who have survived, have recovered and recognized in 
faith and in the knowledge of their Savior the one thing that is necessary. 

Thus it was a beautiful, lovely, spiritually lively time in which the 
youth of our blessed deceased fell; pious preachers went in and out of his 
father's house, the children were brought up with great Christian 
earnestness, urged to do all that was good, and provided not only with 
physical food and need, but above all with the one thing that is necessary. 
Pious, godly writings of edification and upbringing were abundantly 
offered to the children, and in addition they were kept away from the world 
and its sinful nature and doings with all severity. And our father and 
brother, who has now gone home, had a particularly tender Christian 
conscience, so that, for example, when he thought he had behaved 
improperly towards his parents, he could not go to sleep until he had 
asked for and obtained forgiveness before his mother's bed. 

After he had attended elementary school for a few years, his parents 
sent him to the Progymnasium in Dorum, where he remained for several 
years. He was confirmed in his parish at Debstedt. In 1863, at the age of 
seventeen, he was the first of his family to move to America. The first time 
he remained in Brooklyn, N. Y. In 1866 he was followed by his older 
brother Adolph, now pastor near Columbus, Nebr. and in 1867 by his 
brother Julius, now pastor at Omaha, Nebr. In that year he also moved 
from the East to the State of Missouri and entered the Seminary at St. 
Louis in 1868. In 1870 he passed his examination and took his first calling 
to Archbald, Fulton Co, Ohio, where he served several churches. Here he 
also entered into holy matrimony with his wife Louise, nee Richter, who 
survives him, and who stood by him with love and fidelity to the end of his 
days. God blessed this marriage with ten children, five of whom, however, 
preceded their father into blessed eternity. 

At Archbald he remained only until April, 1871, to travel as an invalid 
to his in-laws at Collinsville, Ill) When he had regained his strength 
somewhat here, Father Holst, at Troy, Ill, resigned his branch at 
Edwardsville, Ill, to him. From here, after a year, he followed a call to 
Tonawanda, N. Y. Having here become afflicted with a neck, and the 
physicians having recommended a change of climate to him, he followed 
a call to Effingham, Ill. Here he worked five years. The place of his 
subsequent ministry was Champaign, III. Here he served the church for 
nine years. But when five of his nine children were taken from him by the 
dreadful disease of diphtheritis, the addition to his number of children was 
made. 
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was such that the physicians urged a change in his residence. From 
Champaign he had served the places of Philo, Tolono, Hensley, De Land, 
Mansfield, Osman and Monticello. He now followed a call to Mattison, III, 
and after four years a renewed call took him to Cowling, Wabash Co, III. 
Here he became so enfeebled by sickness and fever that in November, 
1898, he was compelled to resign his charge and seek rest and recovery 
with his son, who in the meantime had also entered the preaching 
ministry, at Poplar Bluff, Mo. Unfortunately, he did not find what he was 
looking for; he realized that he would not be able to regain his strength in 
that area. 

His deepest desire was to once again be active in the holy ministry 
and to put the rest of his life and strength into the service of the Lord. So, 
with joyful confidence in the help from above, he followed the call to the 
congregation in Council Bluffs, lowa, and was ordained here on May 4, 
1900. Here, too, he did not lack crosses and tribulations. His son was 
compelled by sickness to resign his charge at Poplar Bluff, Mo. and as 
before the father with the son, so now the son had to seek recovery in his 
father's house. Nevertheless, his heart was joyful and hopeful, especially 
as the local climate suited him; however, he already brought with him the 
germ and beginning of his fatal disease, and while he was recovering from 
the one ailment, the other was slowly advancing. Here, however, we see 
quite clearly how all things work for the best to those who love God, for it 
was precisely through the presence of his eldest son that the blessed 
deceased had strong support during his illness in the home and in the 
community, in the physical as well as in the spiritual. His painful illness 
would not go away, but increased continually, even if slowly, so that the 
doctor decided to perform an operation on the last Saturday, two days 
before his death. But it did not come to that, and so he was spared this 
last excitement and agony. During the night of Sunday the pain increased 
more and more until it became almost unbearable. But God's Word, the 
Gospel of the poor sinner, which he had preached to so many in his thirty 
years of ministry, and with which he had comforted so many sick, afflicted 
and dying people, was and remained his comfort, his rod and staff in the 
dark valley of death. And the Lord heard his prayer and that of his 
relatives, shortened his last suffering, delivered him from all evil, and on 
Monday, January 7 of this year, at half past ten o'clock in the morning, in 
joyful faith in his Saviour and Redeemer, he gently and blessedly passed 
away at the age of 54 years, one month and 12 days. 

As of the life of every Christian, so also of the life of the blessed 
departed, the word of the apostle is especially true: "We have here no 
lasting city, but we seek the city that is to come." Nowhere on this earth 
did he long find rest, as indeed he did not seek it in the things of this earth. 
But "there is yet a rest present for the people of God"; to which he has 
now entered, as we confidently hope. 

And we, beloved friends, let us now also be diligent to enter into this 
rest, that we miss not the promise, and that none of us remain behind. 
May God have mercy on us! Amen. Gerh. F. Kihnert.

America. 


Concerning our institution in Milwaukee. A few days ago the daily 
papers in the large cities of our country carried a rather broad and 
ridiculous report in which the accusation was made that one of our 
teachers at the institution in Milwaukee had tried to evade paying the 
duty. This report, understandably, has caused great excitement in all 
circles of the Synod where it has become known. We therefore consider 
it our duty to inform you, through the "Lutheran," that there is no truth in 
the whole widely-spun story. An investigation will reveal to whom that 
slanderous fiction is due.

Among the new students who have entered our schools are a number 
who are quite poor, and for whom neither their parents nor the parishes 
from which they come can pay the expenses. These have been enabled 
to study through the rich gift of a dear Christian, who, as early as June, 
placed at the disposal of the writer of this -1000.00, with instructions to 
seek out gifted, pious boys, who were skilful in study, and to induce them 
to enter one of our institutions for the preparation for the sacred office of 
preaching. This has now been done, and there are now 9 students (4 in 
Fort Wayne, 2 in St. Paul, and one each in Concordia, Neperan, and 
Springfield) whose support is wholly or largely provided by this gift, and 
most of whom would not have come to study at all without it. The kind, 
unnamed donor, moved by love for Christ and His Church, wants to 
repeat his gift in the coming years, so that those concerned can also 
complete their studies. We have communicated this here so that his 
example may inspire many, 2 Cor. 9, 2. But may all the pupils and 
students in our educational institutions, many of whom are supported by 
the gifts of love from their congregations and individual Christians, always 
prove themselves worthy of such love and truly grateful for it. LF, 

The General Synod of Wisconsin, Minnesota, Michigan, and other States, 
consisting of the Synods of Wisconsin, Minnesota, and the District Synod 
of Michigan, and meeting every two years, held its session this year at 
Mankato, Minn. from the 15th to the 20th of August. We share from the 
reports 
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in the last numbers of the "Gemeindeblatt" with the following. In the 
morning sessions, the biblical Lutheran doctrine of the Word of God was 
discussed according to the guiding principles presented by Prof. Hénecke, 
namely "on the work of God in man for salvation only through the Word of 
God alone, on the inner power of the Word, on the relationship of the Holy 
Spirit to the Word, on the manner of the work of the Holy Spirit through 
the Word, on the dignity and the core and star of the content of the divine 
Word. The Synod was attended by 74 voting and 18 advisory delegates. 
Detailed reports were presented on the Seminary for Preachers at 
Wauwatosa, near Milwaukee, Wis. and on the Seminary for School 
Teachers at New Ulm, Minn. At the former, during the last two academic 
years, 22 and 35 students studied, and at the teachers’ seminary, during 
the same period, 48 and 55 seminarians, so that in both institutions the 
number of students has increased. Prof. |. Kéhler of Wauwatosa was 
granted a year's leave of absence for health reasons, during which time 
his lectures were taken over by Professors Hénecke and E. Notz will take 
over. The Lithuanian mission begun by the Synod, which extends over a 
large part of the United States and can only be carried out in a makeshift 
manner due to the lack of suitable workers, is to be continued. The Indian 
mission among the Apaches in Arizona is in a gratifying condition. It has 
been decided to employ another mission worker and to build a 
schoolhouse. The receipts for this missionary fund during the past two 
years amounted to -3757. 52, the expenses to -3705. 98. The total 
receipts of the three connected synods amounted to -83,042.08. These 
synods include 294 pastors, 137 teachers, 483 congregations, 50 
preaching places, 26, 496 voting members of the congregation. The Rev. 
C. Gausewitz, of St. Paul, was elected president of the general synod; the 
Rev. C. A. Lederer, of Saline, Mich. vice-president; the secretary, J. H. 
Naumann, of Gibbon, Minn. and the treasurer, Rev. H. F. Knuth, of 
Milwaukee, Wis. L. F. 

The sad death of our country's Prefect and the church meetings which 
were held in many places in consequence of it have again given many 
preachers in the English churches cause to practice human idolatry in 
their pulpits in an atrocious manner and to misuse God's name and word 
in a disgraceful manner. As a particularly reprehensible example, we are 
sent from New York an extract from a sermon preached by the well-known 
and celebrated pulpit orator, Dr. Hillis, the successor of H. W. Brecher and 
Lyman Abbott at Plymouth Church, Brooklyn. The sender has looked not 
only at one paper, but at quite a number of different papers, and they all 
report the sermon in the same words and expressions, from which we lift 
out the following quotation-marked sentences:-"Among the heroes and 
martyrs who have died vicariously, let us give a large place to our slain 
leader. Our President has now entered the Holy of Holies in the highest 
sense, bearing the sins of his people. Reverently we confess that he is 
wounded for our iniquity and bruised for our sin." Hillis then speaks at 
some length of the sins of the people, as which he especially mentions 
lawlessness, hatred of cloisters, anarchy, shameful newspaper attacks, 
injustice of the rich, and tyranny and impiety of the labor fraternities, and 
the toleration of these evil things. He then concludes these remarks by 
saying, "With sorrow and shame we confess now and in this place that he 
has been struck down for our transgressions. But we remember that the 
angel of martyrdom and the angel of immortality are twin brothers. 
Perhaps the death of our President has brought the people to the 
knowledge of their sins. 


... brought. Perhaps his blood will wash away the sins of the people." Is it 
not frightening to speak of a man in this way in a Christian church, in terms 
which Scripture uses when speaking of the vicarious suffering and death 
of the holy Son of God and only Saviour of the world, our Lord Jesus 
Christ?

Roman Relic Worship. In the "Church Newspaper" there is the 
following report from a New York paper on the occurrences in a New York 
Roman church: "The lame on sticks or on crutches, the blind, the sick who 
were more carried than led by their relatives, little emaciated and feverish 
children in the arms of their mothers, limping and deformed boys and girls, 
in a word sufferers and infirm of every kind had again gathered yesterday 
in St. John the Baptist Church on East 75th Street of this city to pay their 
devotion to St. Anne. St. John the Baptist Church on East 75th Street in 
this city to pay their devotion to the relic of St. Anne, the mother of the 
Virgin Mary, and to press their lips to the relic in the hope of being cured 
of their sufferings. People began to arrive early in the morning, but it was 
not only the sick and suffering, there were also many healthy people who 
had come to pay their respects before the relic and the sacrament 
displayed for adoration. Men dressed as workers with tin spoons in their 
hands were represented as well as those whose appearance indicated 
other positions in life, and women from all strata of the large urban 
population, which was so colorfully mixed together, could be seen there. 
Long before the high mass began at nine o'clock, the church and the crypt, 
in which the reliquary is located, were densely filled. Father L. A. Nolan 
preached on the power of prayer, and after the high mass had ended, the 
veneration of the relic began in the crypt, which was offered to all those 
present in the procession to kiss, whereupon the priest touched the 
suffering spot on the body of the infirm seeking relief from their suffering 
with the object of veneration. This pilgrimage to the altar lasted the whole 
day, and far more than a thousand people from near and far must have 
appeared in this procession. Some were carried in hospital chairs, many 
came in carriages, and pretty much all the civilized nations of the earth 
were warmly represented among them. A great many of the devout had 
brought wax candles, which they lighted in the crypt, so that it swam ina 
sea of light, which the polished marble walls of the building reflected." - 
The relic of St. Anne - a bone found by a monk irgmdwo in the Orient - 
was brought from Rome to New York in 1892. Here a wealthy woman had 
a marble tomb built for it, and for nine days every year since thousands of 
Catholics have been waving. Even Archbishop Corrigan was present at 
the opening this year. Thus, even in our country, gross manifestations of 
Roman superstition continue to become known; indeed, it almost seems 
as if they are gaining the upper hand in some places. Rome has always 
deceived her followers and taken advantage of their superstitions. L. F.

"Los von Rom." In the history of the "Los von Rom" movement in the 
Austrian lands, which has often been mentioned here, there are many a 
strange coincidence. Thus, on Ascension Day in 1624, Austrian dragoons 
drove the Lutheran pastor, the mayor, and 2000 Lutherans from Friedland 
in Bohemia into exile. And again on Ascension Day in 1901 the mayor 
and a large number of former Roman Catholics joined the newly founded 
Lutheran congregation in Friedland.

Landgravine Anna von Heffen, daughter of Prince Charles of Prussia, 
widow of the late Landgrave Frederick of Hesse and mother-in-law of the 
youngest sister of the German Emperor, is about to convert to the Roman 
Catholic Church. Understandably, this project is causing quite a stir. The 
Countess is in her 66th year and has long since betrayed an inclination 
towards the Pabst Church, has made donations to Roman churches and 
monasteries, has had much contact with Roman priests and other 
Catholics, and has read almost exclusively Catholic writings. The earnest 
attempts of her previous pastor, the Reverend Kayser in Frankfurt am 
Main, and others have been in vain, as he himself reports. Since her 
children are all grown up and will not follow her, the Roman Church will 
not receive any further growth through her, and her previous church will 
not lose much from her, since she had already fallen away from it inwardly 
for some time. Nevertheless, the great annoyance remains that a member 
of the old Protestant princely house of Heffen is converting to the Catholic 
Church.

The number of nuns in Germany is exceedingly great. According to a 
recent Catholic work, there are 602 "contemplative" nuns in Germany, 18, 
598 "active" sisters, 29 school sisters, 2805 school nurses and nurses, 
2097 otherwise employed, thus a total of 32, 827 nuns. Now the more 
these do something good for themselves in their position and think to earn 
merit with God by their monastic life, by their doing and not doing, the 
more they are displeasing to God and an abomination with their being. 
They think to serve God in their position, and yet they have chosen a 
position which God has not ordered and which is not pleasing to Him. 
Luther says: "Every man has his profession, in which he serves God, if he 
diligently waits for it. An authority that presides over and governs its 
subjects serves God; a housemother who waits on her children, a 
householder who nourishes himself with his work, a student who studies 
diligently serves God. Such a certain way to a Christian and blessed life 
monks and nuns have left. For they thought that the works which every 
profession entailed were far too few, and looked about for other works 
which were more seemly and more respectable: so at the same time they 
fell away from the faith and became disobedient to God." (I, 1071.) L. F. 


In our time, when "divine healers", followers of "Christian Science" 
and similar false teachers and deceivers abound, "praying for health" is 
becoming a regular line of business. The same means, advertisements, 
praises, etc., are used for this purpose as are employed in other 
businesses. An advertisement in the "Anzeiger" published in Karlshorst 
(near Berlin) on July 12 reads as follows: "Christian scientific association 
‘Cross’, Berlin, heals all diseases by virtue of faith, through the power of 
prayer. Please contact the chairman Franz Reuter, Berlin W., 
K6rnerstraBe 13 Il. Return postage is requested in writing." The 
"Sonntagsblatt firs Haus", published in Breklum, to which we have added 
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take this message: "With disgust every serious thinker will turn away from 
this gross nonsense, which in the most disgusting way degrades the 
sacred to a business enterprise?" L. F. 

The Freemasons like to speak of the general fraternization of men, 
which they strive for and want to bring about in their lodges. In fact, 
Christians and Jews, Turks and pagans, join hands as brothers. Often, 
however, the situation in these secret societies is such that there cannot 
be much talk of "brotherhood" and mutual love. Thus, as "Der Alte 
Glaube" (The Old Faith) reports, "within German Freemasonry there are 
now two great army camps opposing each other, which are fighting each 
other with poisonous bitterness. In the last analysis, it is a question of the 
"tyranny" which the Jews exercise in the lodges. "German Masonry has 
long since ceased to set the tone. Divided and torn within itself, it stands 
opposite the Jewish party as the weaker part, and is already treated by 
the latter as a conquered one who must simply submit." And yet in such 
associations, in which the Jews who are hostile to Christ are members 
and often have the rule, those who bear the Christian name also want to 
take part. What do these do but deny Christ and make common cause 
with his enemies? L. F. 

China. As the "Allgemeine Missions - Zeitschrift" reports, the 
resumption of the disturbed and destroyed mission work there is making 
surprising progress. "Admittedly, as the missionaries return to their fields 
of work and the scattered Christians gather around them again, one 
learns more and more details of the terrible time of terror through which 
they have passed. The reports of the Scottish missionaries from 
Manchuria are shocking not only about the selected tortures with which 
the Christian confessors were tormented before their murder, e.g. that 
they were put into oil-soaked sacks and burned or that they were slowly 
cut into pieces after their ears and lips had been cut off and their eyes 
had been gouged out, but also about the complete robbery of their often 
considerable possessions that the survivors had to endure, who are now 
exposed to the greatest hardship almost as beggars. There are also 
authentic reports of the blood scenes in Taiyuenfu and Paotingfu. But as 
horrible as they report, what is uplifting about them is that they testify that 
both the Western missionaries and the native Christians went to their 
deaths with a heroic courage that even a few of their murderers admired; 
with the exception of a few crying children, they allowed themselves to be 
led to the slaughter like sheep that would not open their mouths. And not 
only from the places mentioned, but also from other places, one hears 
increasing testimonies of faithfulness even unto death, stories of martyrs, 
which prove that Chinese Christians have made their faith worth the 
sacrifice of their lives. Shortly before his own death, the London 
missionary Stonehouse wrote: 'The joy and courage of the converts 
surpass those of the missionary. Fathers, mothers, brothers, sisters have 
been slain, their houses burned or destroyed, their possessions robbed, 
and they do not complain. | have heard no murmurings from their mouths. 
They grieve for the loss of their loved ones, but they continue to serve 
God." Of course, there has been no lack of denials, and it will not be until 
the scattered armies are again collected everywhere that we shall have 
an overview of the percentage of the fallen. On their increasingly general 
return to their old stations, the missionaries have been greeted with great 
joy by the Christians everywhere, and by the heathen at least not in an 
unfriendly manner, and have repeatedly been received in an 
accommodating manner. In Paotingfu (but also in other places) solemn 
funerals of the corpses or remains of the murdered and such 
commemorative services have been held, without 
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That a disturbance has occurred. Increasingly frequent are the cases of 
heathen congregations or officials offering compensation of their own 
accord for the losses suffered by the mission as well as by native 
Christians. " L. F. 

Buddhism. It has already been repeatedly reported here that in 
America, as in Europe, Buddhism is gaining more and more followers, and 
thus paganism is being absorbed into visible Christianity. Now we read that 
three European Buddhists are at present in Burma to recruit converted 
pagans for Buddhism again, and that two American women are on their 
way there with the same intention. One of these "missionaries" is an 
Irishman named Colvin. He virtually warns the heathen against the 
Christian religion, claiming that it is already dying out in Europe and is only 
spreading in India through the power of money. In particular, he tries to 
prevent the distribution of Christian writings in every possible way. A true 
devil's apostle !

The power of an old song. 


Some years ago, in a coal shaft in the State of Pennsylvania, some 
workmen were buried. For three days all efforts to rescue them had been 
in vain. The majority of the miners were Germans. In great excitement 
people crowded around the scene of the accident. The men's faces 
reflected pity for the weeping women and despair at the failure of the 
rescue efforts; voices were raised that it was madness to continue digging, 
that no one would come to light alive. Here and there there was loud 
scolding of the rich mine owners, who after all were not to blame for the 
disaster.

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Among the excited men and women stood a little German girl who 
must have been about ten or eleven years old. The little girl's face, pale 
with terror, showed that she was afraid among this murmuring crowd. 
Nevertheless, with a trembling voice she began to sing. No one paid any 
attention. Then the little girl became more courageous; now the child's 
voice rose brightly and clearly, and it sounded loudly: 

Our God is a stronghold. 

Dead silence followed. The rumbling thunderstorm had cleared 
away. But here and there a second, third and fourth voice joined in the 
singing. Now it had already become a small choir that sang vigorously: 

Our might is no good, we are soon lost; 

For us the right man fights, whom God himself has chosen. 
Askest thou who he is? His name is Jesus Christ, the LORD 
of hosts, And there is no other god, He must keep the field.

And at 
daybreak a cry of joy rang out from the depths. The buried were still alive. 
The old German song of faith, intoned fearlessly by a trusting child in his 
heart's distress, had once again sung a victory! 


Bad company. 


In one village three "enlightened" men, the forester, the town clerk 
and a businessman, were warm. They sat together daily in the inn, did not 
go to church, never took part in Holy Communion, and mocked the God- 
fearing people who went to church. One evening an honest farmer met 
them. The three of them soon began to mock the holy things. But he said 
with deep earnestness and an uplifted voice, "What thou doest, consider 
the end," and went away. They laughed after him and mocked him. For 
some years more things went on as before. The forester hunted and 
cursed on weekdays and on Sundays. The town clerk sneered and wrote 
on the weekdays and also on dm Sundays. The businessman played day 
after day, and especially liked to play on Sundays, when the people went 
to church; all the while he made the most disgraceful speeches all day 
long.

"Come, Franz, | want to get out of this night of sin," cries 
the other kindly. "So do I," was the quick reply, "but we make ourselves 
ridiculous if we tell our past to the pastor. Let us try to change our lives in 
silence." They talked together for another quarter of an hour; but their 
paths parted at the door of the faithful pastor. Our friend went in. The 
pastor, who knew how to speak to the weary at the right time, struck the 
heart of the youth. He became a young friend of the preacher through this 
hour and finally died as a missionary after years of blessed service. 
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Work. Franz, on the other hand, disappeared into the dark night; it was 
dark around him and in him. He remained like that. The current of worldly 
lust would not let him go, no matter how often he tried to swim against the 
current in the early days. He was driven inexorably towards the abyss of 
ruin. Fifteen years must have passed since you can see him going on 
pilgrimage from place to place. A ruin he is in the fullness of years. Sin 
has disfigured him. 


The end of a God denier. 


In his book, "Experiences at the Bedside of the Sick and Dying,” 
Father Kindig relates the following: A farmer who had been a denier of 
God until he was eighty years old and who was now miserably ill with 
dropsy, had me called to him and asked me to implore God's mercy for 
him. | told him that he should not be afraid of dying; there was no God. He 
had so and so often asserted that with an insolent mouth. "Yes, there is 
one!" he cried in a fearful voice. | proclaimed to him this God in his 
holiness and justice, but also in his mercy and grace. Several times | 
thought the old sinner might yet come to repentance, but | saw fulfilled 
here, as never before, the word of warning, "Take heed lest any man 
neglect the grace of God," Heb. 12:15. His last word was, "Who shall feed 
the bulls when | am gone?" - Terrible!

Cine heartfelt request to the dear Christians of the WisconfinDistrict. 


"The harvest is great, but the laborers are few." These words of the Saviour 
are true until the last day. It is not right, therefore, to say that there are too many 
pastors, missionaries, and teachers. And just now there is a great need, a lack of 
pastors and teachers. This should and must be counteracted. Where there is a 
pious and gifted boy, he should be sent to our educational institutions, so that he 
may be equipped to be a true servant of God. In this respect the whole Synod has 
been working hard lately. Many new pupils have been recruited. Among them, 
however, several are poor, so poor that they are in need of support. Some "Tidrict" 
of our large Synod have for years had a fund for poor pupils in their district, from 
which poor pupils receive what they need. This institution is a good and beneficial 
one. Our Wisconsin District has also recognized this. That is why the last Synodal 
Assembly of our District, as already announced, established such a fund. Trusting 
in support from this caste, several pious, talented, but poor boys and young men 
have now declared themselves willing to go to our educational institutions in order 
to become preachers or teachers, and at the same time have turned to the 
undersigned, the administrator of the support caste for poor students from 
Wisconsin, with the request for support. It appears that the treasury will be much 
in demand. Ten have already come forward. But what am | to do now with a nearly 
empty treasury? My dear fellow Christians, you have chosen me to be the steward 
of this ncuge fund; only. help and give that | may have something to manage.

Speech delivered at the dedication of the new asylum building in 
Milwaukee, Wis, 


on September 8, 1901.*) 


My fellow revelers! 


When David had obtained rest from his enemies through God, yet he found no rest 
in his house. The much-disputed castle of Zion was in his possession; Hiram of Tyre had 
sent precious cedar wood, masons, and carpenters to build him a king's house. In this palace 
David now dwelt, and perceived that God had confirmed his kingdom. But in his heart he 
had no rest. What might have troubled his mind? Fear of enemies, though they were 
subdued for the time being? No; he was a brave and valiant hero, and in battle his confidence 
and his fortress was his God, in whom he hoped. Did he consider it a sin to live in a large, 
spacious house? Neither was it sinful; for the hand of God was clearly seen in the fact that 
a pagan king had built the house for him. 

What drives him then? He saith unto Nathan the prophet, Behold, | dwell in a house 
of cedars, and the ark of the covenant of the LORD is under the carpets," 1 Chron. 18:1. 
The thought torments him, Thou dwellest comfortably in a far house, and the ark of God, 
with the tables of the law, and the mercy seat, where the LORD is manifested, is yet in a 
tabernacle, narrow for the people, lowly, made in the wilderness in hard, poor times. Dear 
friends, whoever has read the description of how the individual parts of the tabernacle were 
made, how the people piled up their treasures of gold, precious stones, silk, etc. in heaps 
before Moses in the wilderness, knows that it was not at all so small, but, David wants to 
say, now the people of God are not so small.

When a man has come into his inheritance, when his number has grown, when his prosperity 
has increased, it must not remain so that my house is spacious, handsome, comfortable, 
while God's house is narrow, unsightly, needy. That would be shameful ingratitude to God. 

| think this passage is written as if for this festive occasion. Hardly anyone among us 
will think that if it were a matter of building and consecrating a beautiful place of worship 
here, as it is there in Israel, then indeed; but how could it apply to our institutions of learning, 
that is, also to this college? | repeat, among us scarcely any one will speak so. The blessed 
Dr. Walther once said with reference to such institutions: if the church lost the knowledge of 
the old languages, of history, of antiquities, of chronology, it would at the same time lose the 
understanding of the writings on which itis founded, and the immeasurable treasures stored 
up for it in the form of languages would be gone. It is precisely through science that the 
church is to be destroyed; we must therefore know how to wield the weapon of science 
against our enemies, if we are not to suffer defeat after defeat. And Dr. Luther, as is well 
known, calls out to the orthodox church: "As dear as the gospel is to us, let us be firm about 
the languages." This is the very purpose of such institutions, in which Christ sits in the midst 
of teachers and learners, to make God glorious in the world, that His name may be sanctified 
and His kingdom come; to train such as will place themselves at the head of the multitudes 
of God's people in the work of bringing lost souls to Jesus and of breaking off the kingdom 
of the adversary. Let us therefore set up and establish suitable places of worship, and so 
much the more such institutions. 

And now, dear congregants, did we Lutheran people have peace in our homes during 
the years that have passed, when we remembered the ark of God and the homes in which 
its bearers and servants were formed? - In the first years of our Synod, few of its members 
lived - that |

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| use the expression of David - in cedar houses, and the ark of God in our 
institutions was under carpets, all was poor, narrow. In Perry County, Mo., 
our first institution is built in the deep woods, architect, workers, helpers 
are professors and candidates; they cut down the trees, whether their 
hands bleed, pile them up in a square, openings for doors and windows 
are cut into them and provided with the necessary closure, a roof is 
provided: the log house with one room is our first college. In St. Louis 
later, in Fort Wayne, what shape did they take in the near future? There 
was no room; they even invented two-story bedsteads; a number of 
students had to lodge in Christian houses; professors lived in institutional 
rooms. Among us there are still venerable old men from that time. Cedar 
houses were also rare, very rare among us. - For brevity's sake, let's skip 
a period. | may now speak from experience of Fort Wayne and St. Louis 
especially: The ark of God was under carpets. The number of God's 
people had increased, the harvest was great, but there was a great lack 
of laborers; more and more of the youth were hurrying in: Here am |, O 
Lord; send me whithersoever thou wilt. And? How the desks stood side 
by side, like bed to bed, even in attics; it not infrequently cost effort to 
wriggle through to one's bed. He who slept under the sloping roof and did 
not lie quietly in his sleep, for instance raising his head in a dream, was 
in danger of injuring his body. As long as the weather was mild, windows 
were opened at night, and in the fresh air the breathing chest rose and 
fell, but at other times of the year it was different. Steam or air heating 
was not yet known; early in the morning in winter one hurried from the 
warm bed into the wash-room, staring in bands of frost. It was not 
uncommon to have to pry the basin out of the ice. Memorials are still to 
be made to our housemothers - we did not call them by any other name 
- who made such an honest effort to satisfy the hunger of their poor pupils, 
large and small, for a small boarding allowance. - And in St. Louis, before 
the new building was erected, when both theological institutions lived 
under one roof? Teaching rooms were also living rooms. In one of them 
there were carpenter's trestles, over which long, wide, red-painted boards 
were laid for the lessons; professors and students sat down at them, the 
latter now in office and partly in high dignity. And when the bell signaled 
the end of the "lessons," the entire apparatus was moved to the side, the 
chairs moved back to the desks. The occupants of one room had taken 
the trouble to buy very cheap wall-paper and to stick it to the wall 
themselves, to spread hemp carpeting of a very common sort over a thick 
layer of straw on the floor, so that soon the dust whirled upwards at every 
footfall; this was called the aristocrat's room! In other institutions the 
conditions were certainly similar. 

We who studied in those days do not want to complain today; on 
the contrary, the years were beautiful, and by the grace of God we 
remained alive. But God's ark dwelt under carpets. Evils, and what evils 
they were! For, dear congregants, later on, later on - things had changed 
- but didn't several of our colleges, especially this one, still sound the 
same until the last time? 


in Milwaukee, the cry through the Synod, "There is not room, there is not 
room! Ye Christians, relieve the evils which must result from it for the love 
of Christ!"? How would it have been possible in that year to accommodate, 
even halfway, the blessing of over eighty new pupils whom God has 
assigned to this institution, without a sore, sore conscience? 

In the meantime, what was the state of growth and wealth in our 
synod? The mountain of the house of the Lord had become high, many 
nations were going there. The communicants no longer numbered only 
thousands, but hundreds of thousands. Prosperity also increased. Our 
Synod will never become what the world calls a rich Synod, and yet how 
surprised we would be if we should now step back into the poor conditions 
under which the first members lived. Let us ask ourselves, dear 
congregants, were we able to live these years quietly in cedar houses - 
that | may again use David's word - did we also think of hardships and 
evils in our institutions, of the ark of God under carpets? Praise God, many 
did think of it. Admittedly, there was and still is much to be desired. We 
cannot boast about ourselves, but we could not live quietly, we had to 
remember the plight. Thus, more and more new educational institutions 
were built, some of them by individual districts on their own account and 
temporarily maintained, and the buildings of the existing ones were either 
replaced by more suitable new ones or extended and enlarged. And 
finally, after a long time of wishing, waiting and hoping, the present day of 
joy has dawned for this school for the prophets. A splendid building, 
excellently equipped for its purpose, has been added as a temporary 
keystone and will be consecrated today by God's Word and prayer: the 
great need has been relieved here. Is it any wonder that today the hearts 
of the members of the local Board of Supervisors, who have labored so 
hard for this problem child, the professors and students, the dear Synod 
members in Milwaukee, who have received this guest as a dear friend, 
cherish and care for him, the fellow Christians who have stood by the 
foundation and first maintenance of this institution - but, what do | say, is 
it any wonder that all hearts in our Synod beat high today, their mouths 
praise and give thanks? Glory to God in the highest, praise to his name! 
Yes, praise and thanks be to God, once again an institution has been 
prepared in such a way that we can calmly entrust our sons to it for this 
reason as well: they will find space, air, light in living rooms, bedrooms 
and classrooms, and when they fall ill, they will have good sickrooms and 
will no longer live cramped together, as is probably the case in the poorest 
families. It is not easy to give dear children out of the hands of their father 
and care of their careful mother for a period of five to nine years. The 
synod does its best to ensure that they find fatherly care with their 
professors; praise be to the Lord, it can provide more and more, and also 
does so to prepare its institutions in such a way that the physical can also 
find due consideration in them. Be comforted, fathers, mothers, the ark of 
God dwells better and better. - 

| ask for your indulgence if | briefly touch on two points in conclusion. 
Does the fear creep into our hearts that our institutions might become too 
luxurious? No cause; until then it has good ways. Of luxury no 
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We will only speak of what is necessary and decent. Our Lord God sees 
to it that the requirements for the preservation and expansion of His 
Kingdom, especially for our blessed missionary work, become more and 
more. The gifts of Christians will not be wasted on luxuries. 

Or will our sons not enter office as spoiled candidates from the 
exams? How will they afterwards be satisfied in office, since they usually 
jump into a hard life, into a scarce situation? Let us praise our Lord that 
the light still shines above us, that his pure word is still on the plan among 
us, and that the old spirit prevails on the whole even in our youthful 
ministry. If they come out of our institutions, their first dwelling is a log 
cabin, a sod house, a "dug-out,” the great majority are contentedly 
attacking it for their God's and JEsu's sake. If they had never harnessed 
or unharnessed a horse before, they soon learn, ride in heat, in storm, 
and in cold, to three or more preaching places, cheerful and rejoicing in 
God, and, with the young spouse, who had scarcely dreamed of such 
things at home, perhaps in the Cedar House, submit to a situation which 
offers them only food and clothing. | have often been allowed to 
experience this in the mission. Don't worry, don't be afraid, there will be 
no luxury, no pernicious luxury with our institutions; the Lord of the harvest 
will see to that. - 

May God be gracious and merciful to this and all our teaching 
institutions, to our professors and students, to our entire synod, and may 
he give us his divine blessing. Let his face shine upon us, that we may 
know his ways on earth. May God, our God, bless us and give us his 
divine peace.

The new building in Milwaukee. 


Good things come to those who wait, as the saying goes. That's not 
still true about everything, but it's certainly true about the new building in 
Milwaukee. Seven long years had passed since the Synod's decision to 
build a teaching building in Milwaukee before ground could be broken, 
and then it took another year and four months before we could move in. 
But for this long wait we have now been rewarded with a magnificent 
building. A building of learning now stands completed, such as our dear 
Synod has nowhere else. This is not only our opinion, but also the opinion 
of all who have visited it. But these were few in relation to those who have 
not seen it. Therefore, allow me to give a short description. 

The building, which is of common brick with a neat facing of St. 


Louis pressed brick, resting on firm stone foundation with Bedford facing, 


has a width of 126 feet. The wings are each 74 feet deep, and the central 
structure 86 feet. The building therefore covers quite a considerable area, 
and must accordingly afford corresponding space. The walls are all 
strong, with a cavity in the middle to keep out cold and damp. The coping 
is of Bedford stone, in which the copper gutter is set. The steep part of the 


Roof is covered with Ludovici tiles, the middle flat space with strong sheet 
metal. All the wood that has been used is sound. Windows and doors, the 
two staircases and all cladding in the whole building are of red oak. The 
floor is of knotless, clean maple wood. The heating apparatus consists of 
two large steam boilers, which are large enough to heat the other buildings 
later on. The lighting, where necessary, is done by gas. 

But we hear a few things about the interior. We enter the building 
through the main entrance, which is powerfully accentuated by two 
columns fifteen feet high. We are in the vestibule, which is tastefully and 
richly decorated with stucco and marble. Similar vestibules, not quite so 
magnificently decorated, are on the west and north sides of the building. 
Once we have passed through the second, lighter pair of doors and have 
glanced into the spacious conference room, we find ourselves after a few 
steps in the large corridor that runs through the entire building and is 
illuminated by a large window at each end. From this corridor we reach 
five spacious, well ventilated and luminous classrooms and the Natural 
History Cabinet, a room 41 x 20 feet in size. All the classrooms receive 
light only from one side, which, because of the narrow iron pillars between 
the high windows, almost forms a large glass surface. Three other 
teaching rooms are on the second floor. Should the Synod of Delegates 
next spring pass a resolution on the request of the Conference of 
Professors to extend the six-year course into a seven-year course, we will 
be equipped with sufficient teaching rooms. All but one of the lecture halls 
have been provided with new individual seats. The money for this was 
collected by some of our pupils during the last holidays. All the classrooms 
are also equipped with electric bells, so that the bell-ringer can signal to 
all classes that the lesson is either beginning or ending by pressing a 
button. In addition to the three classrooms mentioned above, the second 
floor contains the teacher's library, the assembly hall for holding morning 
and evening services, and a smaller room. The latter is intended for a 
library for the upper classes, and is to be named after the blessed Dr. 
Sihler in memory of him. The funds for the acquisition of the library were 
donated some years ago by the former professor of this institution, Dr. G. 
Sihler. 

The assembly hall is an architectural work of art. With rich and 
heavy stucco work on the ceiling and walls, it gives the impression of 
greatness and grandeur to those who enter. The corridor on the third floor 
forms the gallery of the assembly hall. Five large arches, corresponding 
exactly with the opposite windows, form the open side of the gallery. The 
surround or parapet is beautifully done. The assembly hall windows, 
donated by the former pupils of the institution - to whom heartfelt thanks 
are hereby expressed - are of cathedral glass. In a niche built for the 
purpose, at the east end of the assembly hall, there is already a fine 
organ-work from the factory of Hinners and Albertsen, of Pekin, III. which 
does credit to its builders. The organ was first played at the dedication of 
the building on September 8, and the hymn which accompanied it was 
"Ein feste Burg ist unser Gott." With this 
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It also indicates the basic tone that should resound through all our 
speeches and songs that are held and sung in this new building. Our God, 
the God of the Scriptures, whose glory of grace has become known again 
through the poet of this hymn, Dr. Martin Luther, shall be enthroned here, 
yes, what is more precious, shall dwell in our hearts. 

If anyone should now ask what this magnificent building cost, | can 
answer that the Synod is paying §35,000.00 for it. It is true that it costs 
considerably more, but the additional expenditure, a sum of more than 
§7000.00, has been generously covered by two members of the 
supervisory authority and some other wealthy people of this town. Also all 
the precious fittings worth about §500.00, as well as the large arched 
windows of the corridors are a gift of the children of the blessed Johann 
Pritzlaff. May God reward these people and keep them in the faith and 
doctrine which they have helped to spread through their generosity.

Muruchen's baptism. 

Missionary Poppy to Ambur writes: 

"Muruchen may be nineteen years old. He is the eldest son of his 
parents, a pariah. One of his little sisters attends our school. 

"After Muruchen, who had already been studying in another school, 
had been in my school for about eighteen months, | hired him as a teacher 
in June 1900, but gave him further lessons in catechism and Bible history. 
After one such lesson he stopped in front of me. | saw that it was working 
in his face, and realized that he wanted to say something. When | asked 
him what he wanted, he said: 'It is not enough that | learn God's word here 
in the school, | must also come to JEsu/ He meant, of course, that he had 
to let himself go. | was sincerely pleased about this way of his message. 
So also during the whole lesson, according to his cheerful, open 
character, he always accepted the word with a willing heart. He has never 
caused me any serious grief as long as | have known him. If his 
sometimes somewhat phlegmatic way of answering sometimes made me 
impatient, on the other hand | was often surprised and delighted by 
answers that clearly betrayed an inner recognition and grasp of the word. 
Proof of the latter is also the choice of his baptismal name. When | asked 
him shortly before his baptism what name | should give him, he said that 
he wanted to be baptized with the name Devarekkam. (Devarekkam, 
which means divine mercy, is in Tamulian a similar contraction as in 
German Gottes Lob in Gottlob, Gottes Liebe in Gottlieb, Gottes Hilfe in 
Gotthilf etc.). 

"On July 27, the baptismal examination took place in the presence 
of Brother Freche. | examined Devarekkam at length on the first four 
principal passages and in biblical history Old and New Testament. The 
examination lasted plenty of two hours. On 28 July (the eighth Sunday 
after Trinity), a baptismal examination was held in our 


The baptism took place in the schoolhouse. With a serious and cheerful 
face Devarekkam answered the baptismal questions addressed to him, 
from 'Do you renounce the devil and all his works and Wes? Do you 
renounce the devil and all his works and viziers? to the final question: 'Do 
you want to be baptized?’ Devarekkam has by nature a cheerful heart, as 
| have already remarked. On the day of his baptism, however, his whole 
face was radiant with joy. That the day of his baptism was also a rare day 
of joy for me, | need hardly add." 


2. Christian community services. 

Missionary Freche to Vaniyambadi writes: 

"But now | also want to write something about my pastoral activity. 

"Once a missionary has baptized or received a few souls, he is their 
pastor. It is then necessary to supply these souls regularly with God's 
Word, so that their faith may remain resounding. | count the teacher 
among my new believers, as it were, as a fosterling, as well as those who 
are in baptismal training. Other Christians who have moved here also 
regularly come to the service. Thus | not infrequently have a congregation 
of 25 Christians in the service. | offer them a threefold spiritual meal: main 
service, Christian teaching, Bible study. 

"The main service on Sundays is like this: my study room is 
transformed into a church. The desk, moved to a suitable place, forms the 
altar. Blankets, cross, candlestick, Bible decorate it. Two benches are 
placed there; whoever wants to, sits on them. The others sit on the floor. 
| wear the white vestments. We began first: "Lord Jesus Christ, turn to us. 
Then follows the beautiful tamul liturgy. My wife is organist and precentor. 
Then | read the Epistle and the Gospel, after which the congregation says 
the Apostles' Creed. Then we sing the first three verses of 'Glory to God 
alone in the highest’. Then follows the very simple sermon. After this we 
sing the last verse of the above hymn. Then we pray the church prayer 
with the Lord's Prayer, and finally | give them the blessing. At the end we 
sing: "Now give thanks to God. Then follows the offering around the altar; 
everyone, including the children, puts a mite on the plate. Then the 
congregation says to me the Christian greeting, which | return; and without 
another word we go out one to another."

Honorary Commemoration of Blessed Father Samuel S.

When once our Saviour saw Nathanael coming to him, he said of 
him, "Behold, a right Israelite, in whom is no falsehood." This the Lord 
said of him, although he knew that a short time before Nathanael had said 
concerning Jesus, "What good can come from Nazareth? 

The above words of the Lord are fully applicable to the disciple of 
the Lord in whose memory these lines are written. Father Samuel S. 
Henry came from an old German-Pennsylvanian family. On 12 March 
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of the year 1838, he saw the light of day in a small Pennsylvania country town, Rail Road, 
in York County. He passed his boyhood in the country under the supervision of his pious, 
God-fearing parents. He received his first instruction in the state school there, which, to be 
sure, was scanty enough in those days. Christian parochial schools were not known there. 

Samuel Henry had already become a youth of about nineteen years when he finally 
succeeded in following the desire of his heart and entered the college at Gettysburg, Pa. to 
be prepared for the service of the Lord in the holy preaching ministry. The instruction, 
however, was later disturbed and interrupted by the troubles of the Civil War. Thus it 
happened that the Blessed One completed his theological studies, not at Gettysburg, but in 
the seminary of the old Pennsylvania Synod at Mount Airy, near Philadelphia. 

In the course of 34 years he served the Lord of the church in six different places with 
great faithfulness according to the gifts given to him, mostly under outwardly very difficult 
circumstances. God had given him an unusually strong, healthy body. This served him well 
in his difficult fields of work, since for about 24 years he stood in places where he had to 
serve three or four congregations and almost always had to make his journeys by cart. For 
example, at his third place of work, Jersey Shore, Pa., he had four communities to serve, 
one of which was 35 miles from his home. There he traveled with his trusty horse every two 
weeks on most rugged trails through the Allegheny Mountains in all manner of wind and 
further. In the course of the 34 years of his Amis life, the Blessed One covered about 32,000 
miles in the service of his Lord with horse and wagon in order to fulfill his official duties. God 
always gave him such good health that he never had to miss a service because of illness, 
except for the last Sunday on which the Lord took him off. Since the year 1882 the writer of 
these lines has known the Blessed, has often visited him in his various fields of work, and 
has often been visited by him; but he has never heard a complaint from him that the work 
was too much or too burdensome for him. With patience and perseverance he bore the 
burden and heat of the day in quiet contentment for the sake of Jesus and the souls entrusted 
to his care until the hour of salvation. 
It was in the summer of 1882 that the Blessed One, who was then in Lancaster County, Pa, 
first called on the writer of these lines. The principal purpose of this visit was to bring his 
eldest son here to our parochial school, that the same might receive a thorough instruction 
in God's Word and Luther's doctrine. Fr. Henry may well have thought in earlier years, "What 
good can come from Missouri?" as some still think today. After all, he had been born and 
educated within the General Synod, which is so very lax and indifferent to Lutheran doctrine 
and practice-more so then than now-and had therefore imbibed the whole Unionist spirit of 
that body from his infancy. Yet he was a right Natha 


naelsseel. By God's grace, the longer he lived, the more he realized what had gone wrong in 
the community to which he belonged. He therefore longed and searched for something better. 
He sent for the ecclesiastical papers of the Missouri Synod, read them with great diligence, 
and found what he was looking for. He had already thought it a great advance when he 
transferred from the General Synod to the old Pennsylvania Synod; but he did not find full 
satisfaction until he later received and accepted a call from a congregation of our Synod at 
Smallwood, Md. and thus entered outwardly into the Synod to which inwardly he had long 
belonged. That it was granted him to take this step, he recognized and declared to his son 
still in the last time of his life to be a great grace of God. For more than seven years he waited 
n our midst with great faithfulness and self-denial under increasing physical complaints of 
his difficult ministry. Even in the week before the Sunday on which his soul was allowed to 
enter into the joy of his Lord, he held a funeral service in his branch, even though he was 
al 

s 


ready suffering greatly from dropsy and respiratory distress. He diligently attended the 
ynodal meetings and the conferences, but he always remained very quiet and withdrawn. 
He came to learn, and what he heard and learned he made faithful use of in his home and in 
the church. This faithfulness of the deceased, even in the smallest and smallest things, is 
remembered here to the glory of God. He was faithful to his Lord, faithful to his church, faithful 
to his family, faithful in the use of the gifts and powers given him. In this faithfulness he 
belongs to the great ones in the kingdom of God. Yet the deceased had to experience that 
he was once deprived of his office by a president of the Western Pennsylvania Synod in a 
genuinely papist manner, and that all his official acts were declared invalid because he could 
not be at his conscience's beck and call. 
On December 13, 1866, the immortalized man entered into holy matrimony with the 
virgin Margarethe Ruhl, who was also descended from an old German-Pennsylvanian family. 
Five children sprang from this union, two sons and three daughters, all of whom with their 
mother survive their father. The blessed man also proved his sincere love for the Lord Jesus 
and his kingdom by having his two sons study at our institutions so that they might serve the 
Lord as preachers of the Gospel. He was still able to experience that his second son, after 
completing his studies in St. Louis, could also enter the holy ministry in the summer of 1900. 
Since Fr. Henry was already suffering somewhat in the summer of the previous year, his 
congregation appointed this son as assistant preacher. However, when his condition 
improved somewhat soon after, he felt it his duty to have his son enter the ministry of the 
English Synod, where he had received a call. But in the course of the late autumn the dropsy 
and asthma again became more and more prevalent. Only with much effort and great 
discomfort was he still able to fulfil his official duties. On Sunday evening, January 13, 1901, 
after having been confined to his house for only a few days, the Blessed was allowed to fall 
asleep gently, sitting like a child in an armchair, in faith in his Saviour, for a blessed 
awakening in eternal life to receive the crown of honour. 
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The Lord has promised to his faithful servants in grace. 

The body was conveyed the following Tuesday to the place of the 
deceased's birth, about 25 miles away, >md buried in the ground there. 
Later, at the invitation of the family and the congregation of the deceased, 
the undersigned held a memorial service in Smallwood, in which he urged 
upon the congregation the word of Scripture: "Remember your teachers 
who have told you the word of God, which end look upon, and follow their 
faith", Hebr. 13, 7. In the same service the youngest son of the deceased 
pastor, whom the congregation had in the meantime recalled as his 
father's successor, was initiated into his ami. 

May the faithful arch-shepherd of his sheep, according to the riches 
of his grace, bless shepherd and flock, and lead us all one day, after 
faithful service, into his heavenly hurdles.

Rainy Mission Festivals. Hundreds of mission festival announcements 
have been sent in to the "Lutheraner" in the last few months, as its 
columns show. In addition to the usual information about the celebrating 
congregation or congregations, the festival preachers, and the amount 
collected, many advertisements also contained the remark: "rained out", 
"partly rained out", "completely rained out", etc. As a result of unfavorable 
weather, the attendance at the mission festival, especially when it was 
held outdoors, was more or less weak and the collections low. We have 
often been asked whether the Christians who for some reason were 
unable to attend the mission feast were given a special presentation of 
the work of the mission on another occasion, and whether they were 
asked to bring their gifts for this holy cause. We know that in some places 
at least this is not done. And yet this can easily be arranged, so that on 
one of the following Sundays either a mission sermon is preached again, 
or at least all are given the opportunity to practice their love for Christ and 
his kingdom also through mission gifts. And in general, no congregation 
should be satisfied with hearing about missions and collecting for them 
only at the annual mission feast; rather, many of the Gospels provide an 
excellent opportunity for speaking and sacrificing for the spread of God's 
kingdom during the time of the church year when no mission feasts are 
usually held. Quite apart from the three principal feasts of the Christian 
Church, Christmas, Easter, and Pentecost, we recall only the Reformation 
feast, where we remember with thankful hearts that by God's grace the 
pure Gospel has been restored to us; the Epiphany feast, the proper 
Gentile mission feast of the Church; the Ascension feast, when we hear 
the word of Christ: "Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature," Marc. 16:16.

The Jehovists is the name of an enthusiastic sect which has its 
being in Russia and its followers especially among factory workers. Some 
time ago a trial took place there against a number of such Jehovists 
employed in factories, as a result of which seven defendants were found 
guilty and sentenced to settle in Siberia with the loss of all rights. The 
"Allgemeine Ev.-Luth. Kirchenzeitung” reports the following about the 
founding and heresies of this sect: "The founder of this sect is known to 
be the artillery colonel llyin, who was employed in the fifties of the last 
century at a factory located in the Ural Mountains. He claimed that he had 
taken his teachings from a book signed by Jehovah and given to him by 
an angel. Even after Jljin was banished to a monastery and then died in 
the eighties, his teachings spread - especially in the Volga region and the 
Caucasus - and found followers especially among the factory workers. 
Jljin is called by the Jehovists the "world-saint Elias" and is revered under 
this name. The main doctrines of the grossly chiliastic Jehovists, 
according to one of their pamphlets (,The Unveiling of the Secret of the 
Planet*) are as follows: The whole human race is breaking up into the 
Jehovistm and the followers of Satan. When Satan is crushed, Jehovah 
will restore peace, joy, welfare, and one faith in the Republic of Jerusalem 
for a thousand years; thereupon Satan with his followers will be utterly 
destroyed, and there will arise a new earth a million times the size of the 
present one, on which there will be no seas. On this new earth the 
Jehovists will settle until, after 980,000 years, once again a new and even 
more beautiful world will be created, and this will be repeated for all 
eternity. The better earth with the city of Jerusalem descends directly from 
heaven; its streets are paved with gold. The fruit of the trees is such that 
whoever enjoys it becomes immortal, and that is men in the strength of 
34 years, girls in that of 16 years." - What a sad, foolish aberration!

A great legacy has recently been bestowed upon the heathen 
mission. A man named Arthington in Leeds, England, had already made 
himself known through extraordinary contributions to missions. When, in 
consequence of the opening up of Africa, various societies were planning 
new undertakings for the mission in that country, he had given -25,000 to 
one, and soon after to another as much. When a third called upon his 
kindness in the same cause, he regretted that he could, by any stretch of 
the imagination, give it only $5000 that year. Yet the man, who lived in 
solitude in a large old building, attended only by an aged attendant, led a 
very modest life. He had his oddities. Once he wanted to have a few 
thousand Arabic New Testaments scattered in the interior of West Africa. 
Another time he demanded that the missionary 
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Dr. Grundemann in Mérz (Brandenburg), who was considered an authority in Christian 
affairs, to distribute with him the not yet Christian parts of the world among the existing 
mission societies. But in spite of all such wrongdoings, one had to acknowledge his great 
willingness to make sacrifices. He always carried the cause of the mission on his praying 
heart. Now he has passed away and has bequeathed his entire fortune to two missionary 
societies, without attaching any special conditions to its use. The London Missionary Society 
is to receive $1,500,000, and the Baptist Missionary Society even more, probably about 
$2,000,000. So reports the "Ev.-Luth. Kirchenblatt" from Lodz. L. F.

The fraud of wealth. 


Some time ago the owner of the largest manufacturing business in Germany, Rudolf 
Herzog, died in Berlin. He left his only son, who was ill, a fortune of about 40 million marks. 
So the man was certainly rich, and how many thousands may have passed by the grand 
merchandise house in Berlin and thought in silence, "I'd like to be a he%og like that!" But 
what kind of life would such a one have had then?

A few oysters a day - that was all the food that kept him 
alive. Separated also from his second 
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wife, the rich man died lonely and alone, surrounded by a paid staff of 
attendants. None of his thousand employees, not even the lowest 
offshoot, would probably have exchanged places with the master and - 
neither would you, dear reader, would you? 

In the English county of S. there lived a lady who was not exactly 
rich, but who made a handsome annual contribution to the great English 
Church Missionary Society, as well as to other works of the kingdom of 
God. One day a near relative of hers died, and she made a large 
inheritance. When the pastor of her parish visited her shortly afterward, 
she received him with the words, "I can guess what you have come for. | 
suppose you want my signature for the annual subscription to the 
Missionary Society. Well, | must tell you at once that | am no longer able 
to give one." "Is it possible," returned the parson, astonished, "that just 
now, when God has turned such means over to you, you should want to 
do less than you did before?" "Yes, you see," replied the rich poor woman, 
"when my means were small, it was not worth while to keep them 
together; but now that so great an estate is entrusted to me, | am obliged 
to take care of it." In fact, from that time on she gave no more contributions 
at all, not even for other charitable purposes. She became a victim of the 
fraud of wealth.

To Michigan District Municipalities. 


What was decided at the last Synodal Assembly of our District in regard to the 
administration of the church building fund has now been carried out. The five 
trustees elected by the District have obtained the incorporation of the District, and 
it is now legally empowered to hold and administer all kinds of property in its name. 
In dutifully bringing this to public notice, we take the liberty of adding a few words 
of friendly remembrance. 

The reason why our District appointed a "Corporal" Board ol Trusts" was 
actually to give our church building fund a legally valid administration. As the 
congregations know, a church building fund was set up here three years ago, 
namely a fund from which small and poor, especially missionary congregations are 
to be helped to own a church through interest-free loans. This fund actually serves 
the most important work of our Synod, the work of the Inner Mission. For it is 
precisely by enabling a congregation to build a suitable little church in which God's 
pure Word is preached and the sacraments administered according to Christ's 
institution that the missionary work is often promoted more than by support in any 
other way. Those who are active in the work of the Inner Mission know what 
difficulties tend to get in the way, however, and how, despite all willingness to make 
sacrifices, in some places the best plans fail to the great detriment of the mission 
only because of the impossibility of raising the necessary sums of money. Now, of 
course, one could, as was done among us in the past, also help such congregations 
to a church property by means of donated funds; but the method of helping not by 
"donated" but by non-interest-bearing loaned funds from a designated treasury 
evidently has such great advantages that this kind of Christian charity is established 
as the rule for such cases. We point out only two things. On the one hand, this 
prevents the District from being deprived of the gifts of love it has collected in the 
event of a division of a congregation supported by us. On the other hand, a 
congregation supported in this way can be required to repay the money lent to it 
gradually, and the same money can then be used again in other places in the same 
way in the service of the church-building mission. 

To ensure that the actions of the Church Building Commission also have the 
necessary legal validity, the District Synod has elected a Board of Trustees, which 
has received state recognition through the incorporation of the District. Our District 
can now accept bequests and other gifts in legal form for this fund, give security for 
money lent to it and provide security for money "lent" to it. 

So herewith goes out to all the congregations of our district the "heartfelt" 
request to "consider" this "affair" through collections. Likewise, we ask all individual 
members of our district, whom God has blessed with temporal goods, to help, 
whether through gifts and bequests or through interest-free loans to the church 
building fund, that the noble purpose of this fund be achieved. Every Christian 
should and every Christian wants to be found faithful and ironclad in all things in 
the service of his Lord.

Among the glorious qualities with which God endowed the Reformer 
of the Church, his constant wedge of faith shines out especially. Without 
this, the work of purifying the Church, so happily begun, would never have 
been completed. The superiority of the papacy, the storm of the 
enthusiasts would soon have silenced or denied a fickle man. Only 
through an Elijah, a Paul, could the onslaught of the enemies be 
withstood. 

Four hundred years ago the Roman pope exercised almost 
unrestrained power over Western Europe. Armed with the temporal and 
spiritual sword, he ruled as autocrat in the state and in the church. Kings 
trembled before him and humbled themselves in the dust at his bidding. 
On his beckoning depended the existence or ruin of an empire. His word 
was more respected in visible Christendom than the word of God. With 
fire and sword he forced acceptance of his decrees. Those who opposed 
him were doomed to certain destruction. Thousands met the most 
miserable death at the hands of papal henchmen. 

On the other hand, soon after the beginning of the Reformation, 
zealots raised their heads. Under the pretext of evangelical freedom they 
sought to introduce freedom of the flesh. From the light of the Word they 
fell to the deceitfulness of their reason. Men who had been regarded as 
pillars sought by force and cunning to undermine the newly erected 
edifice. For the sake of political gain, they tried to break off the top of the 
newfound word of God and mix the chaff of false doctrine with the wheat 
of the pure word. 

In this mighty struggle, one man above all stood firm as a rock. He 
testified and insisted on his testimony. What he invented as error, he 
punished quite unabashedly in enemy and friend. The truth he knew he 
proclaimed with 


Joyfulness and gladness. He believed, therefore he spoke. From October 
31, 1517, to February 18, 1546, Dr. Luther's public teaching was a 
constant confession. Luther remained in that which he had learned. Some 
of Luther's associates and closest friends did not stand firm. Some fell 
back into the bonds of Pabstism and again paid homage to the Antichrist. 
Others fell into the ropes of reason and joined the enthusiasts. Still others 
pretended and limped on both sides. And all of them were constantly 
pushing Luther and trying to pull him along with them. But he made no 
concessions either to the papacy or to the sects. Neither the parties on 
the right nor the parties on the left could shake him, neither threats nor 
enticements could deter him. On the doctrine he had professed, he died. 
He held faith. 

Where did this heroic constancy of Luther come from? Had Luther 
begun the battle with the papacy out of a desire for innovation? Had he 
spun a new doctrine in his lonely monastery cell, which he now wanted to 
bring to the people by force in his own conceit? Did he seek to make a 
name for himself by tearing apart the Papal Church, because he had no 
prospect of honorary offices in the Papacy? Did he cling so stubbornly to 
his doctrine out of obstinacy, because he could tolerate no one beside 
him in evangelical Christianity? 

No, no! Whoever would assert this would, out of ignorance or a bitter 
heart, be reviling the great man of God. 

When Luther posted his theses against indulgences in 1517, he had 
not fallen out with the pope, but in his simplicity worshipped him as God 
on earth. What he preached were not his own dreams, but the word of the 
living God, regained in a lonely cell under great struggles of the soul. He 
sought so little his own honor that he refused the highest ecclesiastical 
honors until his death. Not only was he not self-opinionated and obstinate, 
but he offered, one after another, to help his opponents in 
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to yield and submit to all free will, if only they gave free course to the word of God in all 
purity, and assented to the truth. 

But that is why Luther was so resolute; that is why he remained so steadfast against 
pabstry and sects, because his conscience was caught up in God's Word. He had learned 
his doctrine from the Holy Scriptures, the Word of the living God, the fountain of truth; 
therefore he did not want to be taught better, neither from the fathers nor from reason, but 
only from the Scriptures. What God's word taught, that he accepted. What the Word of God 
punished, that he rejected. Since there is no word of God apart from Scripture, but all 
Scripture is the word of God, he neither accepted nor rejected it. He considered any teaching 
other than that of the holy Scriptures to be a robbery of the truth of God. For God's sake he 
stood firm. Wherever, therefore, the false doctrine of the priesthood or of the sects was 
exposed by the Scriptures, the error had to be denounced as such, and the glory of God had 
to be saved. And because he adhered to the Scriptures, he remained steadfast in the same 
doctrine to the end of his life. What he declared in 1521 at Worms before emperor and 
empire was the keynote of his whole life: "Unless | am overcome and convicted by 
testimonies of the holy Scriptures or by public, clear and bright reasons and causes . . then 
| cannot and will not recant anything. ... Here | stand; | can do no other. God help me. Amen." 

Admittedly, for Luther, this constancy in the testimony of truth, in the rejection of 
error, was, from a human point of view, a very dangerous undertaking. He knew his time 
well enough to know that by doing so he robbed himself of all earthly support, that he, 
according to the opinion of many contemporaries, exposed himself to certain death and the 
Reformation to ruin. But Luther did not reckon with flesh and blood. The cause was not his, 
but his Lord's, and to Him he always entrusted it for protection in faithful trust. If he lost, the 
Lord lost. And Luther's confidence was not put to shame. The Lord of hosts held his 
protecting hand over his servant and over his cause. The right hand of the Lord kept the 
victory. 

For the Lutheran Church this constancy of Luther's became of the most far-reaching 
importance. If he had allowed himself to be silenced by the banns of the pope, by the eight 
of the emperor, then, as much as there was in him, the beautiful light of pure doctrine would 
have been extinguished again and the deep darkness of antichristian papacy would hav 
broken in anew. If he had listened to the voice of reason, which sought to trick him out of th 
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preserved the truth, exposed the lie, strengthened the brethren, and always opened new 


doors to the word of God. When Luther d 


ied, the power of the papacy was broken, 


sectarianism was marked, and Western Europe was filled with the sound of the pure gospel. 


Through Luther's consistency, the truth 


of God's Word has been delivered to us late- 


born as well. Luther is still our teacher today. Next to the Word of God, there are no writings 


in which the actual truth of the mystery of the 
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The Reformation was the first time that the Reformation was held in such a clear light, and 
the first time that the seductive ways of the sects were painted as clearly as in Luther's 
writings. Neither the papacy nor the sects have become more godly since the days of the 
Reformation. The same reasons taken from God's Word that drove Luther to testimony and 
secession at that time are still valid today. The same weapons borrowed from God's armory 
with which Luther met all odds and overcame all errors are still sharp and powerful today. It 
was primarily through Luther's writings that our American Lutheran Church came to a full 
knowledge of the gospel, and it was primarily through his writings that she came to know the 
depths of wickedness in the papacy and the appalling doctrinal conspiracy among the sects. 
Luther's certainty of faith became our guide into the Scriptures, and through the Scriptures 
we also came to the certainty of faith. Oh that we would now also remain in the steadfastness 
of faith in Luther's example. 

The first fathers of our Synod have almost all gone to their rest. They have fought a 
good fight. They preserved what was familiar to them. To us they have left the heritage of 
truth undiminished. We know the Word; we also know the enemies of the Word. What shall 
we do? Would we not rather be silent and live in the silence of our faith? Would we not rather 
tear down the dividing walls than constantly expose ourselves to the reproach of narrow- 
mindedness and unkindness? God be for that! Where would our faith be? where our good 
conscience? where the truth? Would not fathers and children once stand against us and 
condemn us? 

The word is not ours, but God's. For the sake of the present people, for the sake of 
the generations to come, it is entrusted to us. God will demand it of us! Therefore let us not 
be silent, because the Lord demands confession; let us not unite, because he demands 
separation. Let neither fear nor false love weaken our hands. Let no man be crowned, except 
he fight aright. May the Lord make us faithful. 

Let me be and remain thine, O thou faithful God and LORD; 
Let me not be driven by you. Keep me 
pure. 
O Lord, let me not waver, Give me 
constancy, For this | will thank thee for 
ever and ever.

Something about keeping preachers and teachers. 


The preservation of preachers and teachers usually has a profound effect on the life 
of the congregation. In addition to many other problems, such as quarrels and hostility 
between individual members, indifference to Word and Sacrament, the equating of individual 
members, etc., congregations often have problems with the maintenance of their preachers 
and teachers. While some are willing and zealous in this matter and give according to their 
ability, others are unwilling, give meagerly, and seek to avoid this duty of theirs as much as 
possible. Therefore it is certainly salutary and necessary when the "Lutheran" once again 
speaks out about this matter. 
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just as he handles other pieces of church life according to God's Word. 

Now what does God's Word teach us about the preservation of 
preachers and teachers? | say: What does God's word teach us? because 
since this is a piece of God's word, we must also let God's word speak 
here. But God's Word says, "He that is instructed with the word, he 
divideth with all good things to him that instructeth him," Gal. 6:6. There 
God's Word tells us first of all who among all men here on earth shall 
receive preachers and teachers. This question is certainly not without 
importance, because what good would it do us to talk about the 
preservation of the preachers and teachers of the wide and the broad, if 
we did not first clarify who of all the people here on earth should actually 
receive preachers and teachers? 

"He who is instructed in the word, let him share," is the divine 

answer. So everyone who is instructed in Christianity, in the word of truth, 
in the word of God, should share. The preservation of the preachers and 
teachers, then, is not only in the hands of the voting members of the 
congregation who have signed the congregational ordinance, but in the 
hands of all who are instructed in the Word of God. For as not only those 
who have the right to vote, but all who hold to Word and Sacrament, are 
members of the congregation, even women, young men, virgins, children, 
and also such families whose head is not yet entitled to vote, so the 
preservation of preachers and teachers rests not only with those who have 
the right to vote, but equally and in like degree with all who are instructed 
in the Word, whether they have the right to vote or not. For the Word of 
God does not say that those who have the right to vote should 
communicate all kinds of good things to their preacher, but that he who is 
taught the Word should do so. But as soon as the children have become 
independent, that is, no longer hand over their earnings to their fathers, 
but dispose of their own income and expenses, they are soon obliged to 
become independent of the church treasury, whether they are young men 
or young women. The same is true of widows and such women as attend 
the Word and Sacrament without their husbands, and also of the so-called 
sojourners, who are not yet entitled to vote, but who nevertheless attend 
church and communion, and are therefore members of the congregation; 
for they and their relatives are just as well instructed with the Word as 
those entitled to vote and their relatives, and God's Word says, "He that 
is instructed, let him share." 
A congregation, therefore, acts entirely in accordance with the word of 
God when, in regard to the congregation's contributions, it has a list drawn 
up not only of those entitled to vote, but of all the independent members 
of the congregation, that is, of all heads of families, whether entitled to 
vote or not, of all widows, of all wives who attend the Word and Sacrament 
without their husbands, and of all the young men and maidens who no 
longer hand over their earnings to their father, but dispose of their income 
and expenses independently. And why should all these help that 
preachers and teachers should be exalted? Therefore, 


Because, ist, they have all alike eternal blessing and benefit from the 
word wherein they are instructed; and, 2nd, because God's word 
expressly saith, Gal. 6:6, "He that is instructed with the word, let him 
share." 

Who, then, of all men here on earth, is bound by God's Word to 
receive preachers and teachers? Answer: Everyone "who is taught with 
the Word".

Assembly of the lowa District of our Synod. 


By the grace of God, our District Synod was again permitted to meet 
in brotherly unity from August 21-27, this time at Lowden, Cedar Co., 
lowa, in the church of P. J. H. Brammer. 

The Synod was opened by a solemn service, in which the General 
Praeses, Prof. F. Pieper, preached an instructive and edifying sermon on 
1 Cor. 1, 4-9. 63 voting and 31 consulting pastors, 64 deputies and 18 
teachers, a total of 176 Synod members were present. The four morning 
sessions were devoted, according to the usage of the Synod, to doctrinal 
negotiations, which were conducted by Director Theo. Bunger of 
Concordia College in St. Paul, Minn. The subject was: Some traits from 
the history of our Synod: 1. The Saxon emigration and the Stephanistic 
disputes; 2. The disputes about the doctrine of church and ministry with 
Grabau, Buffalo and Léhe; 3. The beginnings of the mission. Every 
member in every congregation of our Synod should purchase the report, 
which will appear later and cost but a pittance, and be edified by its 
instructive and interesting contents. 

During the business negotiations, special attention was given to the 
mission. On 17 mission fields - two of which have become independent 
since last year - 16 missionaries are beneficially active. Together they 
need a support of about $4000.00. The treasury for inner mission in lowa 
should be abundantly and regularly provided for by all congregations. 

Regarding the "Lutheran", our synodal organ, it was noted: "Of the 
approximately 100,000 voting members of the Synod, only about 32,000 
read it. Every voting member of the congregation should read it. The 
"Lutheran" defends pure doctrine, refutes error, and upholds Christian 
freedom. The paper is not political, but ecclesiastical, but decidedly 
truthful. Of course, the Bible is to be read first and daily in every home. 
He who would read only the "Lutheran" and not the Bible would be acting 
wrongly. But experience shows that as a rule the "Lutheran" readers also 
become better Bible readers. 

Support for the Negro mission was also encouraged. The founding 
of a Children's Friendship Society was reported on by k. EiBfeldt of 
Milwaukee. The purpose of such a society is to place homeless children 
in Lutheran families. Synod resolved: 1. To establish such a society, 2. 
PP. Schliepsiek, P. Schaller, and Hesse with the 
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3. to see that parental and pastoral rights are preserved at all times. 

Concerning the church building fund it was decided: 1. to support it 
well, 2. to demand as good a security as possible so that the gifts are not 
alienated from their purpose, 3. to insist on repayment as soon as possible 
so that as many congregations as possible are served. Father Brammer 
reported that 17 students receive support from the student fund, for which 
about $100.00 should be necessary. This fund will continue to need 
abundant donations. Also on this occasion it was reminded that many boys 
should be sent to our higher educational institutions. Concerning the 
support fund for widows, orphans, the poor and the sick from the teaching 
profession, it was pointed out that about $1500.00 would be needed for 
this fund. This fund was strongly recommended to the love of our 
Christians. 

On Friday afternoon, the pastors gathered for a general conference; 
likewise, the teachers and the deputies held a special meeting. The latter 
then advocated to the Synod: 1. a more generous support of the building 
fund, 2. a greater distribution of the "Lutheran", 3. to recommend the 
levying of collections at baptisms, weddings, etc. as a laudable custom. 

On Synod Sunday three services were held, k. Stephan held the 
confessional on Matth. 11, 29. In the main service in the morning Fr. 
Schliepsiek preached on the Gospel of the twelfth Sunday after Trinity. In 
the afternoon Father H. Wehking preached on the mission to the Gentiles 
based on 1 Timothy 2:4, in the evening Father Willner preached on the 
inner mission based on Galatians 6:10. On Monday evening Father L. A. 
Miller preached the pastoral sermon on 1 Corinthians 4:15. His topic was: 
"The work of an evangelical preacher. 1. it is not the work of a 
disciplinarian, but 2. the work of a father." 

The next synod will be held at Clarinda (P. Jobst) the last full week 
of August, 1903. The election of delegates to the General Synod (1902, 
Milwaukee) and of two deputies to the Synodical Conference (1902, 
Milwaukee) was completed. The thanks of Synod were expressed to the 
congregation at Lowden for their hospitality. The speaker was also given 
a vote of thanks and asked to complete his work in two years ("1. The 
beginnings of the mission; 2. The establishment of the low and high school 
system"). 

With thanksgiving to God and renewed joy in the work of the Lord, 
the Synod closed its meetings with singing and praying. "The word of the 
Lord endures forever", 1 Petr. 1, 25.

Report about our church in Berlin. 


When the apostle Paul and Barnabas returned from their first missionary 
journey, "they gathered the church and proclaimed how much God had 
done with them and how he had opened the door of faith to the Gentiles", 
Apost. 14, 27. 14, 27. According to this apostolic example, the following is 
to tell the dear fellow believers in the distance how God supported the 
work in Berlin and the surrounding area. 


and also here has "opened the door of faith" to many souls. 

Our congregation exists in a city whose ecclesiastical conditions are 
beyond measure sad. At the local university, where among other things 
the future servants of the church are trained, the theological chairs are 
held in part by completely unbelieving men. At the head of these is the 
well-known Professor Harnack, a man who can no longer lay claim to the 
name of a Christian. The following sayings of his may characterize him 
more closely: "That the earth has ever stood still in its course, that a 
donkey has spoken, that a sea-storm has been quieted by a word, we do 
not believe, and will never believe again." "Even if it," the infancy story of 
JEsu, "contained more credible things than it really contains (!), it would 
be as good as meaningless for our purpose." "Not the Son, but the Father 
alone belongs in the Gospel as Jesus preached it." Harnack is assisted 
by colleagues, some of whom are no better than he is. It is obvious that 
an institution where such professors teach produces pastors who, if 
possible, believe even less than their teachers. But let us have it confirmed 
by aman who does not "look at everything through Missouri glasses," but 
is a dignitary in the national church. He let himself be heard in a local 
newspaper a few months ago: "Has it not already come to such a pass 
that many young clergymen can no longer truly and faithfully confess the 
Apostles' Creed in the holy place, but rather recite it only as a venerable 
church piece, from which they sometimes downright deny point by point, 
and sometimes reinterpret and evaporate it, thus grossly deceiving the 
believing congregation from the holy place? Recently a young theologian, 
when | asked him what the congregation would say if he openly declared 
his disagreement with the Apostles' Creed, while at the same time 
solemnly confessing it from the altar, answered me quite naively: Here in 
a country parish, of course, | would not do that, people would take offence 
at it; but in Berlin the parishes are more educated, there most people know 
very well that the pastor at the altar who recites the apostolic symbolism 
there does not himself believe in it in essential points/" 

Yes, the people in Berlin know the latter only too well, and that is 
why every year many turn their backs on the church forever and become 
outspoken enemies of it. The great majority of the inhabitants, of course, 
are less familiar with the bottomless unbelief that spreads in the chair and 
pulpit. They do not care a jot about the church. They pay their annual 
church taxes to the state, have their children baptized, often when they 
are almost one year old, and later confirmed, yes, on Maundy Thursday 
they may even take communion. In this way, however, in their opinion, 
their ecclesiastical duties are completely fulfilled. Otherwise Sunday is for 
them mostly only for rest, but especially also for their pleasure. During the 
summer months, Sunday after Sunday, true migrations of people move 
through the streets of Berlin, the places of excursions, beer gardens, 
cafés, open-air theatre performances, etc., which are the main attractions 
of the city. 
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. hurry up. Very few think of going to church. During the two years | have 
lived here, | have never seen a soul come or go with a hymnal from my 
household of sixteen families. This is not to say, of course, that of these 
many people no one ever goes to church. But my observation is significant 
at any rate. 

But shouldn't there still be faithful preachers and many sincere 

Christians in Berlin, a city of millions? | am far from denying that. | myself 
have heard sermons in which there was little or nothing to criticize; indeed, 
one | must even call quite excellent. But nevertheless, even those who still 
preach such sermons are people to whom "the faithful and true witness" 
says, "| know thy works, that thou art neither cold nor hot. Oh, that thou 
wert cold or warm! But because thou art lukewarm, and neither cold nor 
hot, | will soue thee out of my mouth," Revelation 3:15, 16. For even the 
so-called believing preachers of our city are unirt. They actually concede 
to the error of Zwingli and Calvin equal rights with the Lutheran truth. They 
remain silent about the fact that in their church light and darkness, white 
and swan, yes and no are united. They stand with the unbelieving 
professors and pastors, of whom mention was made above, as Luther 
says, "in a stable." They are preachers of whom the Reformer writes: "And 
in sum, that | come from this piece, it is frightening to me to hear that in 
one kind of church or at one kind of altar both parts" (Lutherans and 
Reformed) "should have and receive one sacrament, and one part should 
believe that it receives vain bread and wine, but the other part believe that 
it receives the true body and blood of Christ. And | often doubt whether it 
is to be believed that a preacher or pastor could be so obdurate and 
wicked, and be silent about this, and let both parts go thus, each in his 
delusion that they received the same sacrament, each according to his 
faith. But if there is one who has a heart harder than any stone, steel, or 
diamond, he must be called an apostle of wrath. For Turks and Jews are 
much better, who deny our Sacrament and freely confess it; for thus we 
remain undeceived by them and fall into no idolatry. But these fellows 
ought to be the right high devils of the earth, who would give me vain bread 
and wine, and make me take it for the body and blood of Christ, and 
miserably deceive me. That would be too hot and too hard, and God would 
soon be satisfied with it. Therefore, whoever has such preachers, or who 
is willing to listen to them, be warned against them, as against the 
incarnate devil himself." (Walch, XVII, 2446.) 
If even the faithful pastors are such miserable shepherds of souls, it is not 
surprising that the small group of faithful in the congregations is also 
extremely sad. Yes, God has left him his seven thousand even here. Now 
and then | have met dear children of God who reminded me of John 1:47: 
"Behold, a righteous Israelite, in whom is no guile." But what boundless 
ignorance in spiritual things is usually found in the good people! Simple 
Christian truths, taught over there to children of ten, which our 
congregation 


The things that are familiar to those who attend Christian schools are often 
a secret to those who have been raised in Christianity. Thus, for example, 
an educated noble lady with whom | spoke did not know that the devil 
cannot do anything without God's permission, and wept bitter tears that 
Satan, by virtue of his unrestrained power, had inflicted a severe suffering 
on her mother. What indifference, moreover, to pure doctrine! Most people 
do not care whether a word of Scripture is to be understood this way or 
that. "Well, everybody can have his own opinion." When | once advocated 
the Lutheran doctrine of Holy Communion to a young lady, who was 
praised to me as a very earnest Christian, | was replied, "It makes no 
difference to me whether the words: 'This is my body, this is my blood,’ 
are to be taken actually or in a Reformed sense." 

Here, where the vineyard of the Lord is so "choked with wild sows", 
where "everything that passes by tears him apart", Ps. 80, 13, 14, is our 
Lutheran Zion. It is true that we are still a small group. Our whole 
congregation numbers 50 souls: 40 adults, 10 children. The number of 
voting members is 14, but the work of the Lord among us has progressed, 
to the glory of God be it said. Since | reported on our congregation in the 
"Lutheran" last April, we have grown in souls by 20, in voting members by 
5. Average church attendance has increased from 15 to 25 to 30 to 40 
listeners. Just lately God's goodness has brought us quite a number of 
strangers, so that now the number of those who do not belong to us as 
members, but still attend our services now and then or even regularly, 
amounts to 14. There is almost never a Sunday on which we are not 
visited by fellow believers from out of town. Especially during the summer 
months, we sometimes welcome several travelling groups on a Sunday. 
Our services have been attended by people not only from all parts of the 
United States, but from all over the world. Of course, this gives us great 
joy. We would be even more pleased if all the "Missourians" who happen 
to be in Berlin on Sunday, or who settle here permanently, were faithful to 
us. Unfortunately, this is not the case. It has already happened that people 
who were referred to us by their pastor with a church certificate never 
showed up at our church. | would therefore like to ask the venerable 
fathers and brothers in office not only to direct their members who might 
move here to us, but also to sharpen their consciences with regard to their 
joining us. 

In addition to the regular sermon services in the morning, Christian 
teaching takes place in the afternoon at four o'clock. Since we have only 
4 school-age children in the congregation, the main parts with Luther's 
explanation are recited by all present. Also, everyone is asked without 
distinction of age. Every Wednesday evening at nine o'clock in my 
apartment we have our so-called edification hour, in which we read and 
discuss the Concordia formula with each other. All those who attend the 
supper contribute to the congregation's coffers. That they make a great 
effort in doing so, indeed, that they sometimes give above their means, 
has already been said before, but is still true today. For example, a maid 
who pays 23 marks a month pays 
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($5. 75) earned, several times a year 12 marks (H3.00) to the church 
treasury and 2 marks (50 cents) to the mission treasury. 

Our members live scattered all over the city, some in suburbs of 
Berlin. In addition, we have a family in the city of Posen, which is served 
by me quarterly, and an eighty-year-old old man in Frankfurt on the Oder, 
whom | care for in church on my trips to Posen. The latter spends his old 
days with his son, who is the pastor of the regional church in Frankfurt. 
So last winter | found myself in the strange situation of having to serve 
Holy Communion to the father of an uninspired preacher in his apartment. 

Luther's words have also been fulfilled in us, that when God builds 

his church somewhere, the devil puts his chapel next to it. For some 
weeks now, a so-called humanist congregation, a society of freethinkers, 
has been holding its meetings in the same school where we have our 
church hall. This has already brought us the harm that recently two people 
who wanted to join us strayed into humanistic idolatry. The other day 
these people naively offered us to unite with them. They wanted to come 
to us twice a month, and the other times we should attend their meetings. 
This imposition shows clearly how little one has an idea of what an 
Evangelical Lutheran Free Church is. We are summarily counted among 
the sects. When some time ago, in a society, in answer to the question at 
which church | was pastor, | declared that | did not belong to the national 
church, | was told to my face, "O, you are a sect pastor!" Another time | 
was asked if we were related to the Salvation Army. 
At the moment | am again suspected of being a tool of General Booth, 
namely in Wilhelmsdorf in Pomerania, about twenty miles north of Stettin. 
Eight weeks ago | received a letter from a brother minister in lowa in which 
he told me that quite a number of people had left the national church near 
his home because of a dispute. He told me to try to win some of them 
over to our Free Church. The very next morning | traveled to the parents 
of the pastor in question and inquired about those who had left. There | 
learned the following: The parish, to which the G. family also belongs, is 
at present under a pastor who is said to repel people greatly by his proud 
nature. For years, | was assured, he has no longer taken care of the 
villages of Kénigsfelde and Wilhelmsdorf, but has been represented here 
by a vicar. On average, three to four people from the two villages, which 
numbered about 600 souls, went to church with him. For a long time now 
the church bell had not been rung at the beginning of the service. The 
new sexton had declared soon after taking office that ringing was not part 
of his duties, and since no one cared about it, the ringing of the bell on 
Sunday was a thing of the past. The reason for the resignation of the 
Wilhelmsdorfers was this: the aforementioned proud pastor had only 
been entitled to demand 4 marks for baptism, but he had demanded 6 
marks, two for wages. After he had collected signatures from a number 
of good friends for a petition to the Consistory, he asked the latter to grant 
him the wages by means of a petition. 
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set. From then on he had intervened with violent measures and had 
wanted to force the disputed 2 Marks. In a complaint to the Consistory 
about such tyranny, the Wilhelms villages lost. So a number of them left 
the church. | now asked my friendly host to lead me to those who had left, 
since | would like to preach to those who had already been pastors for four 
years. This request was granted, and the next day, a Sunday, we went to 
Wilhelmsdorf, where we first went to see Mr. L.. | explained to him briefly 
who | was and why | had come, and asked him to give me two rooms in 
his house to hold services. After some consideration and questions, he 
promised me that he would see to the preparation of the rooms, and at 
our request he even joined us and escorted us to his neighbors. So the 
three of us went from house to house and invited the people to the service 
to be held over three weeks in the apartment of Mr. L. Everyone promised 
to come. Some, of course, had all kinds of reservations at first. One of 
them immediately asked me where | was going to get the travel money. 
When | replied that he should let me take care of that first, that | wanted 
absolutely nothing more from him than that he come to the service, he 
calmed down. Another did not want to engage with us at all at first, but 
kept on working quietly while we talked, saying only briefly, "Yes, | know 
the church." Asked what kind of church he thought | belonged to, he 
replied, "The Salvation Army." 

September 8, for which | had announced the first service, was 
approaching. When | arrived at Mr. G.'s the day before in K6nigsfelde and 
asked if anything significant for our cause had happened, | received the 
answer: "No, only that people have been saying here in the village these 
days that the Salvation Army will preach in Wilhelmsdorf tomorrow. 

Early the next morning | went with one of my attendants from Berlin 
and Mr. and Mrs. G. to Mr. L., in whose house everything was already 
ready for the service. Soon it had become nine o'clock and thus the hour 
appointed for the beginning had arrived. But still no one had appeared. 
After about ten minutes two men arrived. At half past nine | asked if we 
didn't want to start, since no one seemed to be coming. "We'd better wait 
a little longer, Pastor," was the reply from one of the last to arrive, "people 
aren't so punctual here. My wife wants to come too." Again we waited a 
quarter of an hour, but in vain. Then it was suggested that people be 
specially invited again. Said, done. Mr. L. and | went in this direction, the 
others in that, and "néthigten sie hereinzukommen." On the way we 
learned the reason why no one had wanted to come. Some people had 
made it clear to their neighbors that even if | came for nothing at first, they 
would eventually have to pay at least my travel expenses, and that it was 
an expensive thing to always have one's pastor come from Berlin. It would 
therefore be best not to get involved with me in the first place. That made 
sense. But the devil was not to have the victory over us. We hurriedly 
invited Mr. L.'s closest neighbors again, and when we finally began our 
service at eleven o'clock, there were still a few people present. 
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25 listeners had gathered. | preached to them about the Gospel of the Sunday and then 
gave a longer speech. As | learned later from my patrons, after the end of the service those 
present had expressed their satisfaction with what they had heard and said that they had 
had a completely different idea of our cause. 

Over a fortnight, church services were to take place again. Mr. L. took it upon himself 
to register it with the police (for it is the law here in Germany that every assembly must be 
reported to a competent authority at least 24 hours before it is held). Already after a few days 
| was informed by Mr. L. that the official did not want to grant permission for our service, 
because he first had the opinion of the Consistory in his hands, and that would only arrive 
on the next Thursday. Possibly our meetings could be forbidden. But God graciously helped 
us over this difficulty. A few hours before | left for Wilhelmsdorf on Saturday, the news came 
that our service had been permitted. So | traveled with a relieved heart to my new field of 
work and visited several families in the evening. The next morning, however, only 16 
listeners turned up. After preaching this service, | continued my home visits in the afternoon. 

Last Sunday, 29 September, Praeses Willkomm took my place. Unfortunately, 

however, only eight souls sat at his feet. Wilhelmsdorf is a hard trampled field. One can see 
here how true it is: "You cannot serve God and Mammon. Some of the people are drowned 
in avarice. They overcome their curiosity to listen to the "Salvation Army" for once; they curtly 
refuse the friendliest invitation, fearing that they might be caught in our nets, and then it 
would cost a few pennies. It has already come to such a pass that people no longer make 
any secret of their avarice. They do not make the excuse that they cannot come because of 
urgent business, etc., but say outright that church service would incur expenses. They would 
rather not have their daughter, who is already nineteen years old, confirmed than come 
closer to us and thus put themselves in danger of paying a few pennies in travel expenses. 
Then the people are for the most part completely brutalized. They make fun of the most 
sacred things. A pastor is nothing more than a hypocrite and a swindler to many. 
But Wilhelmsdorf, | see rightly, is not a hopeless field either. | have met two families 
who still have their prayer book and use it daily; one reads a sermon every Sunday, and 
especially several women feel that the previous church conditions are unbearable and long 
for a change. Several people who still belong to the national church have also come into 
contact with our cause and have said that if we gained a foothold, they would also leave and 
join us. Three families are very much inclined towards us and last Sunday not only expressed 
to Praeses Willkomm their wish that | should continue to serve them, but also certainly 
promised to join my congregation. God grant that they may keep their promise and thus 
become a mustard seed that grows and becomes a tree set for blessing. 


But now to the conclusion! As the dear readers of the "Lutheran" know very well, it is 
customary to make all kinds of requests in reports about missions. | do not want to make an 
exception. But | have only one request on my heart, which is admittedly a very urgent one. 
Itis: "Dear brethren, pray for us, that the word of the Lord may run and be praised, as it does 
among you," 2 Thess. 3:1.

America. 

What kind of pastors does the church need? The Christian Register, a 
Unitarian paper, discusses the fact that Presbyterians have seen a great decline in the 
number of theological students. The Unitarian paper sees the reason for this in the fact that 
the pastors are still expected to preach the "old beliefs" while the young people are beyond 
these "old beliefs”. To this it is to be said: The church can only use such pastors, young and 
old, who preach unadulterated the "old doctrines of faith," namely, that Christ is the Son of 
God, that by his deeds and sufferings he has reconciled men to God, and that men, now as 
before, are saved only through faith in Christ. The apostle Paul says he preached only Christ 
crucified, 1 Cor. 2, 2. Any minister who will not preach this is too much in the church. F. P. 

The Christian Church and the State Schools. In reference to the attempts of the 
Cleveland School Board to introduce a little religion into the State schools, the " Independent’ 
of New Z)ork says: "It is impossible to teach religion in the State schools without violating 
the principle which underlies our American institutions, and the Church should be ashamed 
of itself which asks the State to relieve it of the duty of religious instruction."

It is reported that a church fellowship has 
been formed in Chicago with the name "The Church of Man". The name has been chosen 
to express that in this church it is not God and God's grace that is to be glorified, but man 
and man-power. One thing is certain concerning this church: God does not dwell in it! God 
is a wonderful God. He, the high and lofty One, who dwells on high and in the sanctuary, 
dwells on earth only with those "who are of a contrite and humble spirit,” Isa 
57:15. 

Fortune-telling. The Norwegian "Kirketidende" of October 9 reports: "Mrs. C. J. 
West, wife of Mr. C. J. West of the ‘Duluth lron & Metal Co.., visited a fortune-teller 
about seven weeks ago, while in Chicago, in the company of a number of friends, who told 
her that she had only thirty days to live. Although Mrs. West at first ridiculed this divination, 
it had made a deeper impression on her than she cared to confess. This impression 
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was intensified when a friend told her the same fate by cards. Two days after, Mrs. West 
complained of indisposition and traveled home to Duluth. The best physicians were 
consulted, but in spite of all her skill, Mrs. West died on the last day of those fatal four weeks. 
Dr. Graham, one of the attending physicians, says that the fortune-teller undoubtedly 
exerted such an influence on Mrs. West's mind as to bring about her death. - It is incredible 
how widespread the art of divination is, even in so-called Christian countries. It is a fact that 
some businessmen do not embark on any venture, large or small, without first consulting a 
fortune-teller. Some consider it a kind of pleasure to have their fortunes told by gypsies or 
by fine fortune-tellers dressed in the highest fashion. This, however, is a dangerous game, 
because it is condemned in the Word of God. Now and then, therefore, God allows an 
example to be made, as in the present case. These are very serious words: Lest anyone be 
found among you who makes his son or daughter pass through the fire, or a diviner, or a 
diarist, or one who listens to the cries of birds, or a sorcerer, or a conjurer, or a soothsayer, 
or an interpreter of signs, or one who asks questions of the dead. For he that doeth these 
things is an abomination to the Lord 


The various youth societies in the sectarian churches of our country (Young 
People's Society of Christian Endeavor, Epworth League, Baptist 


Young People's Union, King's Daughters, etc.), several of which again held 
large meetings last summer, often cause their congregations considerable distress. Th 
"Sendbote," a Baptist paper, writes of this, as follows: "Among our English brethren th 
question is at present being discussed, "Is the youth club movement a failure?’ From th 
many and varied discussions there is a sharp difference of opinion. The affirmative sid 
points out that the Youth Society shows a tendency to proceed too independently of th 
congregation, to elevate its meetings above those of the congregation. The young peop 
behaved as if preachers and congregations were only there to conform to their wishes an 
orders. It is said that many so esteem the prayer hour of the Youth Society above th 
evening service on Sunday, that they remove from it to go for a walk, and the like. It 
claimed, in short, that the Youth Club is weaning the young people of the church, and serving 
to weaken them rather than to truly further the work of Christ." Quite true. Youth clubs that 
do not submit to their congregation, but want to do church work and hold worship meetings 
independently of it, will only be detrimental to their congregation and church. As certain as 
it is that a congregation must take care of its youth, especially of confirmed, adolescent, 
young people of the most dangerous age, it is also necessary that all work on the youth be 
done and remain within the framework of the congregation in order to avoid evil 
consequences. LF; 

Female preachers. More and more in the church circles surrounding us, people are 
moving away from the scriptural word that women should be silent in the church and not be 
allowed to teach publicly, 1 Cor. 14, 34.35. 1 Tim. 2, 12. For the number of female preachers 
is constantly increasing and has already far exceeded the number of 1000. The 
consequence of this is that people are becoming more and more accustomed to this 
mischief, which is punished by the word of God, and it almost causes a sensation when a 
church fellowship rejects women into their proper confines and takes a stand on the woman 
question. This the Cumberland Presbyterians did at their last annual meeting. Since it has 
been done repeatedly and also in 
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As it had happened this year that some presbyteries had sent women as delegates to the 
General Assembly of this church fellowship, it decided by a large majority to instruct the 
presbyteries not to send any more women representatives in the future.

The frivolous loosening of the marriage bond, which according to God's will only 
death shall separate, happens more and more frequently, as a glance at the proceedings of 
the courts teaches. The "Independent" reports that the state of Indiana issued 27,671 
marriage licenses in 1900 and that 4699 divorces were pronounced during the same period. 
Thus there is more than one divorce for every six marriages. In Marion County, Ind. which 
includes the capital at Indianapolis, 2363 licenses were obtained and 626 divorces, thus 
One divorce for less than four marriages. In Indiana, divorces have doubled in less than a 
decade. In some other states, as we know, the situation is no better. But how much the 
welfare of the state is undermined when family life is so endangered and destroyed is 
obvious. Therefore, the individual states should also make better use of their sovereign 
power and improve and tighten the lax divorce laws, so that those of their citizens who are 
not Christians and do evil may fear, Rom. 13, 4. LR 


Abroad. 

In the Philippine Islands, the translation of the Holy Scriptures into the languages 
spoken by the few civilized tribes has begun. First of all, the Gospels are being translated. 
The work is being done on behalf of and under the direction of the great American Bible 
Society. - The aforesaid society, in the last year under review, recorded an income of 
$391 ,382. It has distributed 1,554,128 Bibles, Testaments, and individual Biblical books at 
home and abroad during the period referred to. During the 85 years of its existence, 
however, ithas brought 68, 953, 434 copies of these writings among the nations of the earth, 
and during that time has received $30,605,390 from Christians in our country. Only through 
this high income was it possible to translate the holy Word of God into so many different 
languages, to print the translations and to distribute the books.

Two large Catholic meetings took place recently, one in Osnabriick, the other in 
Taranto, Italy. And it is significant that at both of them the Catholic press was discussed at 
length. In Osnabriick no particular cause for complaint was found, but it was decided only 
to remind all German Catholics of their duty of honour to support the Catholic press 
vigorously in every way. No Catholic house should be without a Catholic newspaper. Also, 
public attacks on the Catholic Church are to be brought to the attention of the readers in the 
Catholic daily papers, together with well-considered refutations. In Italy, on the other hand, 
one is not satisfied with the state of affairs. The Catholic newspapers published there are 
few in number and also very few in content, so that many Catholics read papers that are 
opposed to their Church. This is deplored by the Roman correspondent of the Catholic New 
York "Freeman's Journal," who also points out that a good Catholic press in Italy and 
elsewhere is only made possible by sacrifices of money. In the United States, too, Catholic 
circles are constantly working to establish well-edited Catholic daily newspapers in the 
larger cities. The papacy knows and considers just what tremendous power the press, 
especially the daily press, has in our days. 
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press, and therefore protects its interests on this side as well. We 
Lutherans, too, should keep this fact constantly in mind.

In France, as is reported, about 350 priests have left the Roman 
Catholic Church within the last fifteen years. Since most of these then find 
themselves completely abandoned, a special relief organization for 
priests who have left the church has been founded in Paris for some time. 
This organization sees to it that those who have left the Roman Catholic 
Church can choose an honorable profession or, if they so desire and after 
a long, thorough period of examination and preparation, prove to be 
capable and reliable, can be trained as Protestant preachers. Thus quite 
a number of former priests are now either in preparation or already in the 
service of the Gospel.

A strange proof of God's care was experienced some time 
ago on the part of the successors of the well-known orphan father Georg 
Miller in Bristol, England. Miller, who died on March 4, 1898, was moved 
by the misery of the English orphans, thousands of whom were housed in 
penitentiaries, and since 1836 he had founded one orphanage after 
another, in which he housed thousands of children. Of the millions that 
were necessary for this, he did not ask for a penny from people, but 
expected everything from the Lord and always received what was needed 
at the right hour. As a result of various adverse circumstances and 
influences, his foundations were in serious distress during the time 
following his death. But just when the need had risen to the highest level, 
they received a bequest that brought them effective help for some time. 
Almost one and a half decades earlier (1886), a rich testator had 
stipulated that a bequest amounting to almost -100,000 should be paid 
out to the orphanages in 1900 - at the same time as the difficult situation, 
of which the man could have had no idea at the time. The annual report 
of the Mullersche Anstalten notes in connection with this message: "This 
is from the Lord. The terrible war in Africa, the terrible famine in India, and 
the turmoil in China naturally diverted interest from the Institute. But the 
Father in heaven foresaw that even in this time the 1700 to 1800 
fatherless and motherless children would be fattened, and has abundantly 
and gloriously provided for all." And the "Evidence of Faith," from which 
we take this, adds, "Forsooth, a glorious verification of the Saviour's 
saying, Matt. 6:32: 'Your heavenly Father knoweth that ye have need of 
all things.'" L. F. 

Good news continues to come from Uganda in Africa about the 
rich blessings in the heathen mission there.

A blessed churchgoing. 


Jerome Weller studied law in Wittenberg during Luther's time. In 
addition to diligently pursuing these studies, he also read the ancient 
Greek writers with great zeal and chose the mocking Lucian in particular 
as his favorite and model. But what happened? One Sunday he also 
wanted to hear Dr. Luther, driven less by a desire for salvation than by 
curiosity. He came just in time, for Luther had chosen Marc. 8, 36.37.: 
"What good would it do a man if he gained the whole world and suffered 
damage to his soul?" as a text, and he punished in 
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He then gave examples of how God has at all times punished scorners and mockers and 
made them pay for their "Lucian folly". He then gave examples of how God has at all times 
punished scorners and mockers and made them atone for their "Lucian wantonness". This 
serious sermon was very moving to Weller. Only now did he awake from his unbelief and 
security. He made up his mind to study theology from now on, and for this purpose he read 
the Holy Scriptures with the greatest zeal. After two years it went so well that Luther took 
him into his house and to his table, loved him like a son and kept him with him for eight full 
years. Weller became a very blessed instrument in the hands of the Lord as a teacher, and 
especially through his writings full of glorious evangelical comfort, the power of which he 
himself had experienced in so many spiritual trials. Behold, thus the Lord can bless 
a‘irchgang. 


How it was before the Reformation nm the schools, 

describes the well-known song poet Nikolaus Hermann in a preface to his song collections 
thus: 

"When | think back to how things were in churches and schools in my youth and 
before, and how they were taught there, my hair stands on end and my skin shivers, and | 
cannot leave it unsatisfied and unaccused. And it would be desirable that the present youth 
and pupils should know only half of what the poor little pupils had to suffer at the same time 
in terms of misery, suffering, frost, hunger and sorrow, and how they were taught and 
instructed so badly and incorrectly. Again, | say, if they should know, they would lift up their 
hands and give thanks and praise to God for the great blessings and gracious times in which 
they were born. 

"For in the common schools there was such barbarity and incorrectness in teaching, 
that many a one lived to be twenty years old before he learned his grammar and understood 
and could speak a little Latin, which, however, sounded against the present Latin as if it 
were an old rumpelscheid or straw fiddle against the very best and most definite organ; 
which one could easily testify and prove with the unlearned priests, who at the same time 
numbered many thousands. Moreover, the poor boys were so burdened and tormented with 
singing that there was hardly time enough to prepare and sing over the chants, even if 
nothing else had to be taught in school. And often the boys had to freeze to death in the 
church for three whole hours of singing at night during a matins in the hard, cold winter, so 
that some of them had to be crippled and unhealthy for the rest of their lives. The poor 
children who sang to the tune of "Parteken" were real martyrs. When they had been 
sufficiently martyred at school and had frozen to death in church, they had to go to the inn 
first of all; and when they had sung something with great difficulty in the rain, wind, and 
snow, they had to shove it down the throats of the old bachantes, who lay at home on the 
bear-skin, like a dragon, and they, the boys, had to be muzzled and starve. On the other 
hand, the bachants were supposed to instruct them and repeat with them, and often they 
could not SCamnuM. declinir, they had not learned the Magister and musa. And as 
the teachers and schoolmasters were, so also the schools were commonly the nasty, ill- 
mannered houses, that Butteleim, Schindereien and hangman's offices were nothing but 
castles and palaces against them. 


were. In such nasty, filthy houses, in the midst of cats and mice, fleas, bugs and lice, and 
what the Brusalia were more, the dear youth had to be educated, who were once to give 
teachers and rulers. 

"All this would still have gone on and been tolerated (for it does no harm to the youth 
that they suffer and try something, it is for their good in old age, and also something good 
very seldom comes out of the little ones who are brought up so tenderly), if it had only been 
better with the teaching, and the children might have come to the knowledge of God's word 
and of our Saviour, and not have been so miserably drawn and consecrated to idolatry." 


For everyone. 


Recently a strange little book came into my hand. | could hardly read two of its ninety 
pages, but they all spoke a powerful and edifying language. On the title-page it bore an open 
Bible, over which the sun shone in full brilliancy; beneath it was written, "The Lord's word 
abideth for ever." This little book is published by the British Bible Society, and contains the 
saying, "Thus hath God loved the world," in nearly three hundred languages. 

Even for the scholars well versed in ethnology, even for the warm missionary friends, 
there will still be many foreign names and completely unknown characters in this list. 

This is quite a different group of peoples than the well-known Parthians, Medes and 
Elamites etc. of the first Pentecost, which the schoolchild is eager to describe correctly. If 
one reads only a few pages of the superscription: Acra (language of the Gold Coast in Africa), 
Ainu (Japan), Albanian (Balkan Peninsula), Amharic (Abyssinia in Africa), Aneithum (on the 
New Hebrides, Australia), and as they are all called, one gets a tremendous respect for the 
sum of work and devoted love that was necessary to translate the Holy Scriptures, or at least 
parts of them, into all these often still unfinished languages. A map of the world attached to 
the booklet indicates in red numbers the place of residence of the various peoples; the word 
of our God has already been carried deep into the high mountains of Asia, into the burning 
desert of Africa and into the rigid ice of the farthest inhabited north, yes, even to remote 
islands. 
Is it not written clearly under this map: "For all"? And pondering the tangle and great 
diversity of languages on earth, A landscape far to the east appears before us. On a wide 
plain is gathered A great, vividly excited throng, One plan, One thought occupies them all. 
"Come, let us build us a city and a tower, that we may reach unto heaven, that we may make 
us aname," Gen. 11, 4. But into the tumult a voice sounds from heaven, an answer to the 
sacrilegious, heaven-storming wantonness, another come: "Come, let us go down, and 
confound their language there, that none may hear another's speech," v. 7. And it happens. 
The bond of language unity is broken, and as if blown away by the storm, men scatter over 
the earth. But then another, a glorious picture appears to our spirit: An angel comes down 
from heaven with an eternal gospel to preach to all who sit and dwell on the earth, to every 
nation, race, language and people, and this gospel reads: "God so loved the world that He 
gave His only begotten Son, that whoever believes in Him should not perish but have eternal 
life," John 3:16.

These delicious sermons, which are not to be found in any local collection of 
Walther's sermons, appeared for the first time in 1882 with a preface by President 
O. Willkomm. It said: "Grains of gold' were not named by the author of the following 
sermons, but by the undersigned, to whom they were kindly given for publication at 
his special request. And he is sure that the reader will find the title justified; for these 
sermons are drawn from the casket of the divine Word, of which St. David says: 'The 
judgments of the LORD are more precious than gold, and much fine gold’ (Ps. 
19:11.), and: 'The law of thy mouth is dearer unto me than many thousand pieces of 
gold and silver’ (Ps. 119, 72.)." In the preface to the unaltered second edition, 
Praeses Willkomm says: "What attracts in Walther's sermons is chiefly that he does 
not offer beautiful phrases or witty thoughts, which leave the soul empty, but the 
eternal, ‘certain’ truth of the Word of God to blessedness, which alone is able to quiet 
the conscience and comfort the heart. It is a praise of the free and universal grace 
of God in Christ, which recurs again and again in these sermons of Walther, after 
they have awakened the consciences by describing the universal ruin and the utter 
inability of man to do good. And so they serve for God's glory and poor sinners’ 
salvation." We cannot give a "better" recommendation than this to this little book. It 
is really as it says. And especially the present ten sermons are, in our opinion, 
particularly excellent. Five are on the Gospels of the Church Year (Christmas Day, 
the 4th Sunday after Epiphany, the Sunday of Misericordias Domini, the 24th and 
25th Sundays after Trinity), and the other five are on Confirmation, a Mission 
Festival, a Synodal Sermon, and two Reformation Festival Sermons. May the 
booklet, which, with its pleasing decoration, is also well suited for a gift, be a blessing 
to many, even in its second edition.

The Church has also been given a whole series of counsels concerning 
its preaching, counsels which, to be sure, have varied greatly according 
to the standpoint taken by the counsels themselves. We hold fast: What 
the Christian 
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What the Christian church has to preach is not really a question. What 
the Christian Church has to preach, neither the Church itself nor any man 
in the world has to determine. What the Christian church is to preach, 
what it is to preach until the end of time, what it is to preach in the 
twentieth century, is prescribed for it once and for all, prescribed by Christ 
Himself, the one Lord and Head of the church. The church is to preach 
his - Christ's - word, as he has given the same in Scripture to his church. 
"IEye abide in my speech," saith he himself, "ye are my true disciples, and 
shall know the truth." The church is built upon the foundation of the 
apostles and prophets, that is, upon Christ's word, which he spake by the 
prophets and apostles. Therefore the rule applies to all teaching and 
preaching in the Christian church until the last day: "If any man speak, let 
him speak it as the word of God." 

But still more! In order that the church may not go astray with regard 
to what it has to preach until the end of time, Christ himself sums up his 
word in the holy Scriptures, that is, he gives the points in which his word 
is briefly summarized. There are several such passages of Scripture. One 
such is also our text. It reads: 

"And JEsus said unto them: Thus it is written, and thus Christ must 
suffer, and rise from the dead the third day, and preach repentance and 
remission of sins in his name among all nations." 

Therefore, if we ask: 


What should the Christian church preach in the twentieth 
century? 


that is the answer based on our text: 
1. repentance, 
2. forgiveness of sins. 


Now let me elaborate on that a little more from God's Word. 
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1. 

"And JEsus said unto them: Thus it is written, and thus Christ must 
suffer, and rise from the dead the third day, and cause repentance to be 
preached in his name." So the Christian church is to preach repentance 
first. Repentance: what does that mean? That is, the Christian church is 
to say to all men, "You are all sinners before God, and because of your 
sins you are subject to the wrath of God and to eternal damnation. 
Recognize this fact, be terrified of God's wrath, humble yourselves before 
God, throw yourselves into the dust before the majestic, holy God with 
the confession: | am a sinner worthy of condemnation. This is what the 
Christian Church has to say first of all to all men without distinction, even 
to the people of the twentieth century. 

Is this really true? Is this what the Christian church is to proclaim to 

all men without distinction? Is there no difference among men at all? 
There is a difference among men. There is a difference among men 
before the earthly judge, in the field of civil life or the state. In this field 
there are two classes of men: civilly respectable and civilly vicious, those 
whom the civic law must punish, and those whom the civic law finds not 
punishable. And this is a great difference. The bourgeois respectable 
people find - under God - the supports of the State. For the real pillars of 
the State are not the wealth of its citizens, not a great army and a strong 
fleet, nor even extensive commerce, but the real pillars of the State are 
the righteousness and honorableness of its citizens, that is, that the 
citizens in their intercourse with one another do not harm one another, 
but act honestly and truthfully with one another. On the other hand, those 
who are vicious, that is, those who lie and deceive in their intercourse with 
their neighbors, touch their property and honor, and use violence and 
oppression, are the destroyers of the State. So great and important a 
difference is there among men in the field of the state. Civil justice, then, 
is much to be commended. God wants them too. God also rewards them 
in this life with temporal goods. God always sees to it that the honest, 
industrious people get through the world best after all. 
Nevertheless, the Christian church must preach repentance to all men 
without distinction, not only to the vicious, but also to the civilly 
respectable. The Christian church also calls on the respectable: repent, 
repent before God, recognize yourselves before God as sinners worthy 
of condemnation. If they say, "We need not repent," "we can stand before 
God with our righteousness," we say to them in Christ's name and in 
Christ's words, "The publicans and harlots may well enter the kingdom of 
heaven sooner than you." Cause: in God's judgment, in God's sight, who 
would have us to have a pure heart, vain pure thoughts, vain pure words, 
vain pure works, even the civilly righteous cannot lift up their eyes to 
heaven, but have cause to beat their breasts, and say, "God, be merciful 
to me a sinner." In short, before God's judgment there is but One clave of 
men: sinners. "There is here no sub 


difference,” writes St. Paul, "they are all sinners and lack the glory they 
should have in God." 

But one continues to interject: We live in the age of human progress. 
We live in the age of invention. We have railroads, steamboats, 
telegraphs, the wonderful electrical engineering, and many other things. 
That is true. And it is also true that many people take occasion from this 
to rise up before God and refuse to repent. But the Christian church also 
has to say to all inventors, great and small, and to all those who exploit 
and use these inventions, in the name of Christ: Repent, before God you 
are all sinners. Do you really and seriously think that railroads, telegraphs, 
and all inventions that have been made and are still being made can wipe 
out even one sin before God? Therefore do not be fools, but repent. 

One says at last: "It is true! After all, everyone must agree with this 
in his heart and conscience. But why do you want to preach this? That's 
a way to offend people. Most people don't want to hear that. That is how 
the Christian church does bad business in the world. To that is to say, the 
Christian church is not there in the world to tell people flattery, but the 
truth, the whole truth. If everything lies, the Christian church is not to lie. 
Nor is the Christian Church there to do business in the world's behalf, but 
to carry out Christ's commission to the world. And that is: Preach 
repentance to all men in my name. Repent! Repent, ye rich and ye poor, 
ye civil righteous and ye gross wicked. Repent ye all. Humble yourselves 
before God because of your sins, and be guilty of the wrath of God and 
of eternal damnation. May God prevent us from ever being unfaithful to 
the commandment of Christ, and from becoming liars with those who 
pretend to people that they are so advanced that they no longer need to 
repent, but can stand before God with their wisdom and righteousness. 


2. 

But with the preaching of repentance the message of the Christian 
church in the twentieth century is not yet aligned. The Christian Church 
must also preach forgiveness of sins in the name of Christ. The Christian 
Church has two things to say to all men: 1. you are all quilty before God; 
2. there is forgiveness of sins for all of you with God. By God's law you 
are all condemned to death. Through the gospel God proclaims to you all 
the forgiveness of your sins. Where does this forgiveness of sins come 
from? This is the secret of Christianity, which has been hidden in God 
from all eternity, but has been revealed to us through the gospel. Christ 
purchased the forgiveness of sins. Our text says: "Thus it is written, and 
thus Christ had to suffer and rise from the dead on the third day. "God 
has given Christ, His incarnate Son, to be a Savior for mankind. Who kept 
the divine law for men, and suffered the punishment which men ought to 


suffer. "Truly He bore our sickness and took upon Himself our pains. He 
is for our miss- 
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wounded for the sake of it and crushed for the sake of our sin. The punishment is upon him." 
This was fulfilled at Calvary 1900 years ago. Burdened with all men's sins, Christ sank into 
death and the grave. Then when He rose again from the dead on the third day, He brought 
to light a judgment of acquittal for all men. As St. Paul briefly sums it up when he says, "Christ 
was given for our sins, and raised for our righteousness." Behold, therefore it comes to pass 
that forgiveness of sins is now preached in Christ's name among all nations. Christ is behind 
it, Christ's substitutionary atonement. 

But there is fierce opposition in our time, even within the outer limits of the Christian 
church. "Wise", "advanced" people think that in our time one should not preach forgiveness 
of sins in Christ's name. They want an "undogmatic Christianity," as they express 
themselves. The meaning of this learned-sounding way of speaking is this: Do not preach 
that Christ is true God and true man in One Person; do not preach that Christ by His vicarious 
life, suffering, and death propitiated God's wrath; do not preach that one obtains forgiveness 
of sins by faith alone in Christ's merit, but preach: on faith nothing depends. Whether a man 
believes in Christ or in Confucius or in Buddha or in Muhammad is all the same. Let every 
man seek to do right, to amend his life, and he will go to heaven. These are fools that speak 
thus. And the Christian church should not listen to them. Confucius did not die for our sins; 
Buddha did not die for our sins; Muhammad did not die for our sins. But Christ died for our 
sins. Therefore, every child of man who would have forgiveness of sins must believe in Christ 
as his Savior. As Christ himself says to the Jews, "If ye believe not that | am he"-that is, 
Jehovah appearing in the flesh, your Saviour-ye shall die in your sins." "He that believeth 
on me hath everlasting life." John testifies, "He that believeth on the Son hath everlasting 
life; he that believeth not the Son shall not see life, but the wrath of God abideth on him." St. 
Peter testifies, "There is salvation in no other." God from heaven testifies of Christ, "This is 
my dear Son. . ...whom ye shall hear." Therefore these are fools and deceivers who counsel 
the church that in the twentieth century it should remit men's faith in Christ as the only Saviour 
of sinners, and encourage men only to a moral life. Our own righteousness is at best sufficient 
before the earthly judge. It only saves us from state prison, but not from eternal damnation 
but brings us into eternal damnation if we trust in it. As Christ expressly declares through his 
apostle, "They that deal in the works of the law," that is, they that would stand before God by 
their morals, by their works, "are under the curse," that is, they are not saved, but damned. 

Another party within the church says: One must preach forgiveness of sins in the 
name of Christ, of course. But somewhat differently than before, in accordance with the 
human 
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Science. These know neither what is gospel nor what is human science. Human science is 
quite good in its own field; it may search the heights and depths and where it can reach. But 
to Christianity, to the doctrine that God's Son became man, reconciled God's wrath, and that 
men are saved only through faith in Christ, no human science can reach; this doctrine did 
not grow in the field of human science, and therefore cannot be measured by the yardstick 
of human science. As St. Paul says of the gospel, "Not the wisdom of this world, nor of the 
rulers of this world, which pass away... but, as itis written, Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, 
neither have entered into the heart of man, which God hath prepared for them that love him: 
but unto us God hath revealed it by his Spirit." The gospel, the forgiveness of sins in Christ's 
name, is a divine greatness revealed from heaven, which only human unreason takes the 
liberty of corrupting. He who will not leave the gospel of Christ unchanged, let him keep his 
hands and mouth entirely off it. 

And people in the twentieth century need the unchanged, old, unadulterated gospel. 
We need not further discuss the question whether the people of our time are greater or lesser 
sinners in comparison with earlier centuries. They are at any rate sinners before God, 
ordinary sinners, that is, sinners who have earned eternal damnation before the holy God. 
So they also need a proper, unadulterated gospel, the preaching of the forgiveness of sins 
in Christ's name. Even in the twentieth century no man gets a good conscience until he 
speaks in faith, "The blood of JEsu Christ, the Son of God, makes us clean from all sin." 

But, as we are admonished here, you do not have the applause of the world with this 
sermon. We know that. We know from Scripture that Christ crucified is an offense to the 
Jews and a foolishness to the Greeks. But with this preaching we do the commission which 
Christ gave to his church, and with this preaching we save many everywhere. Therefore, by 
the grace of God, let us continue in this preaching, preaching repentance and remission of 
sins in Christ's name among all nations, and saying with the apostle Paul, "lam not ashamed 
of the gospel of Christ: for itis the power of God, which causeth all to be saved that believe.” 
Amen. 


Our East Indian Mission. 
Good news from Missionary Freche's June report. 


1. baptism of three boarders. 

Probably all missions in India have boarding schools. Orphans, half-orphans, children 
exposed to bodily depravity because of depraved parents are admitted to these schools, 
baptized there, fed and given a Christian education. When such children are grown up, they 
usually form the nucleus of the Christian- 
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communities. For this reason our mission has rightly turned its attention to] that she knew her Saviour and what he had done for her, and that she 


such boarding schools. But it is also a peculiar thing with these schools: 
where there are already large boarding schools, the influx of children is so 
great that the missionaries feel compelled to reject them; but where there 
are no such schools yet, but a beginning would be desirable, there are no 
children to be had. Thus, despite all my efforts, | have not been able to get 
a single orphan in Vaniyambadi. Already in my earlier work in Chingleput 
*) | did not succeed in collecting children from the poor district. 
Nevertheless, a beginning has now been made in my ward. 

One evening | said to my parial teacher that | would be inclined to 
start a boarding school if | could only get poor orphaned children. After a 
few weeks he took two days' leave, and when he returned he brought an 
old grandfather with three granddaughters, introduced them to me, and 
said, "These three girls are quite poor; their mother died years ago, their 
father has emigrated to Natal, the grandparents are now supposed to feed 
them, but have scarcely the necessaries for themselves; so now these 
children are exposed to begging from house to house and from village to 
village." These girls are aged eight, five and three, distant relatives of the 
teacher and actually only came along for that reason. | accepted them. 
About a fortnight later we dressed them in new clothes so that they looked 
quite cute. But in order to baptize these children, they had to be legally 
signed over to our mission. If this is not done, they cannot be baptized as 
long as they are under age. Otherwise, the missionary would be punished 
by the government in case of a complaint from the relatives. The relatives 
could also come and take the children away if they wished, without the 
missionary being able to raise a serious objection. 

| had already had a conversation about all such matters with the 
Collector of Salem six months earlier and was somewhat informed. | still 
made further detailed inquiries. The next of kin are the natural guardians 
of the children, in our case the grandparents. These have to hand over the 
children to the mission in writing and voluntarily, which is noted separately, 
for baptism and education. Of course, two or three witnesses must sign 
this document; if the witnesses are also relatives, then so much the better. 
A simple sheet of paper is sufficient for this, but it is safer if it is done ona 


government's stamped paper. | effected this transcription of our three 


foster children - on a Stamped paper in the last week of June, and so from 
then on nothing stood in the way of their baptism. The children now 
belonged to our mission, and the baptism of children should not be 
postponed unnecessarily. Therefore, the baptism was scheduled for June 
30, the fourth Sunday after Trinity. Weeks before, | had already taken the 
taller girl to the catechumen lessons, so that she would listen and answer 
as much as possible. On the Saturday before the baptism | had another 
conversation with her, in which | convinced myself,

believed in him. Her two little sisters also clasped their black hands and 
prayed the Lord's Prayer without reproach. 

So now the day of baptism dawned. My wife first dressed the girls in 
new clothes. She put a cheap, but quite nice looking pearl necklace around 
their necks and some cheap glass rings around their wrists. You have to 
have been to India to know what a little jewelry means to the natives. In 
the morning service after the sermon, the holy baptism took place. | had 
arranged it so that all the children present, including our two boys, stood 
in a semicircle around the dew table, the girls to be baptized at my ropes. 
Behind the children stood the adults, my wife and Nathan *) were 
godparents. It was a poignant hour, a blissful day for the baptized, so 
happy, kind and friendly that they won all our hearts. About an hour after 
the service, they all gathered back on our porch where we handed out 
candy, rolls, and plantains to everyone, adults and children alike. That was 
a joy! Before they left again, they sang several Tamul Christian folk songs. 
In the afternoon service we thanked the Lord with all our hearts that He 
had come among us and done such a gracious miracle for our three 
boarding school girls, that He had given them faith through Holy Baptism 
and received them into His Kingdom. "He hath not forgotten them that sat 
in darkness." May he now abide with his new Christian children, keep them 
always faithful and true to his glory, and one day help them out to eternal, 
blessed life. It should also be noted that the oldest girl is called Sarah, the 
second Rebekah, and the youngest Rachel. 


Two new boarders. 


The father of the three baptized boarding-school children, who has 
emigrated to Natal, has another brother in Totalam (North Arcot District), 
who leads a wandering life with his wife and four children; he makes music 
and begs in this way. On the 24th of June this whole family stood outside 
our windows, looked in and asked me to take some children from them. 
The father said he did not know how to feed them on his wanderings. | 
should educate and baptize the children. He himself, together with his wife, 
would like to become Christians if | had work for him. My teacher knew 
him, of course, and confirmed the truth of his statements. | had to tell him 
that | had no work for him. The teacher also did not believe that he would 
work even if | wanted to employ him, because wandering was in his blood. 
| decided to take the boy of ten and the girl of nine from the family. Of 
course, | insisted that they be legally signed over to the mission 
immediately. 

Before this happened, however, the father had all kinds of concerns. 
He had heard that | wanted to send these children to Europe. (I told him 
that | did not have the money for me and my family to go to Europe, let 
alone to send black children there.

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could. Then he thought all day about the belly question. His only grief was 
that he would henceforth have no use for his belly from his children. Just 
as a farmer raises his oxen so that he may benefit from them, so the 
heathen raise their children so that, as soon as they are able to do work, 
they may be of use to them, the parents, and they themselves may go idle 
and be fed by their children. At last | said to him: "If ever children support 
their old parents, then it is especially the Christian children who do so. By 
the way, you can take your children with you again, | don't need them. 
There is no compulsion here; it is pure goodness on the part of our mission 
if it accepts your children." When he heard this, he relented and asked that

witnesses. The children themselves wanted to stay, the parents went their 
way again. Since the children are already older, they must first be taught 
well before | can baptize them. May God put his blessing on these children. 


3. catechumens. 


God has given us catechumens again. They are a family of tanners,

And now we are in the fourth trouble: the daughter of my 
catechumen, now twenty years old, has been married since she was 
seven years old. Some time after the wedding her parents learned that the 
husband already had another wife. But they found their way in; after all, 
many a man in India has two or more wives. In the course of the years

in this village. Also, my teacher and the teacher of the London Mission 
went out and in this village a lot. Finally this family was won to become 
Christians. First the man and his twelve-year-old son came with the 
teachers to ask me to teach baptism. But how was this to be done? It was 
clear that they would have to be taught by me every day for months. But 
then the man had to give up his job - he was working in the tannery of a 
Turk in Vaniyambadi. He assured me that he would be able to resume his 
work after his baptism, that he was not looking for money, but only for 
blessedness; he only asked for a livelinood for himself and his family 


children. This man is seldom seen, does not feed his wives, my 
catechumen has always been with her parents, never with her husband. 
This man is a scoundrel, he is everywhere and nowhere; after long years 
he comes once to his wife and to his parents-in-law, and then disappears 
again for many years. That is why we now want to rid this woman, our 
catechumen, of this man, which should not be too much trouble. | will now 
inquire in detail how this is to be done. Then we will look for a proper man 
for her to become a Christian, and then they shall be married by me. | have

Because | put the school under the control of the government, a teacher who had 
been properly trained as a teacher was desirable. | found such a teacher in a young Brahmin 
with good credentials, and after obtaining the consent of the brothers, | hired him with 8 
rupees salary per month. 

My school on the compound has also been examined by the schoo 
to be placed under Result, that is, to be supported by the government. 

My parial teacher is also studying with me with the catechumens to become a 
Lutheran Christian. This young man, under God's blessing, will be a gift not to be despised.

Synodical Assembly of the Western District. 


From October 16 to 22, the Synod of the Western District met in Obermeyer's 
congregation in St. Louis. The synodal sessions were opened on the morning of October 16 
by a service in the magnificent Zion Church. During this service, the Honorable General 
President, Prof. F. Pieper, preached on Luc. 24, 46. 47. On the basis of these scriptural 
words, he explained in a simple, plain manner how itis still today, at the beginning of a new, 
twentieth century, the sacred duty of the church and of the ministry of preaching to proclaim 
first repentance and then forgiveness of sins in Christ Jesus, our Savior, to sinful mankind, 
in spite of all real and supposed progress in science and culture. 

In the afternoon the Synod members gathered in the old Zion Church, where all the 
subsequent meetings took place. The synodal address of the honorable District President, 
P. J. Bernthal, was based on the words of the Apostle Paul 1 Cor. 15, 58. It was a hearty 
encouragement to the assembled brethren to become ever more zealous in the work of the 
Lord. This zeal should be all the greater in us, since it is not only the will of the Lord that we 
build the walls of Zion with joy, but also the blessing of the Lord according to His certain 
promise cannot fail to come. 

In the morning sessions that followed, the Honorable General Vice-President, Father 
C. C. Schmidt, spoke on the topic: "The Christian Faith and the Gospel. The theses were as 
follows: "I. The Christian faith is this, that a man takes to heart the clearly recognized truth 
of the Gospel and confidently trusts in it. Il. The Christian faith has its existence from the 
gospel. Ill. Christian faith obtains all that the gospel promises, especially the forgiveness of 
sins and eternal blessedness." The exposition of these theses was exceedingly instructive, 
and is a 
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right armoury against the fundamental heresies of old and new theologians, who seduce 
and murder the souls of simple and inexperienced Christians by their seductive writings and 
words. But as instructive as this paper is, it is also comforting. It deals, after all, with faith 
and the dear gospel, the good news of the grace of God in Christ Jesus. Oh, that all the dear 
Christians of our Synod would take up the Synodal Report, which will appear in the course 
of time and contain this paper, and read it with all diligence and attention! They would 
certainly not put it down without having increased in knowledge by the grace of God and 
having been established in their faith. 

In the course of business, the Honorable General Praeses informed the Synodal 
Assembly that the buildings decided upon by the Synod of Delegates in 1899 had been 
completed, with the exception of the training school in Addison. However, the latter is now 
also being tackled. In the General Building Fund there is still a deficit of $8000.00 for the 
new buildings, but this could easily be eliminated if all the Synod congregations that have 
not yet collected anything for this fund would raise even one collection for this purpose. 
Following this announcement, he then called upon the assembled brethren, pastors, 
teachers and laymen, to work in their congregations so that in the coming years many godly 
and gifted boys and young men would be sent to our institutions, since otherwise our dear 
Lutheran Church would be in great need. 

In response to a petition from the Southeast Missouri Special Conference, the Synod 
decided to also establish a fund for poor students and to have it administered in accordance 
with a regulation it had drawn up. Father Mariens, teacher Papke and G. Schafering, all from 
St. Louis, were entrusted with the administration of this fund. Father Wangerin reported on 
the support fund, which is not a "support fund in the manner of a secular support fund", but 
a true love and poor fund, from which sick pastors and teachers or their needy widows and 
orphans are supported. At present, 9 widows and 17 orphans are supported from this fund. 
Since this fund has a deficit of $182.00 and winter is just around the corner, urgent help is 
needed. Necessary for the whole year are $ 1240.00. 

The Commission for the Inner Mission of the District was able to report on the blessed 
progress of this work, although in some places the devil puts great obstacles in its way. Two 
mission places have become independent, others have moved a little closer to 
independence. The 33 mission parishes and 96 mission stations of the Western District are 
spread over the states of Missouri, Arkansas, Tennessee and Kentucky. It is to be lamented 
that in the work of the Inner Mission there has been a frequent change of preachers of late, 
and the hope has been expressed that in the future young preachers will not be called away 
from their missionary posts without special need. The state of the missionary treasury is at 
present gratifying; but since large disbursements will have to be made in the near future, the 
Commission asks the dear congregations to support this treasury also in the future. 
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to be covered in the future by abundant and regular collections. It will 
require about $6000.00 in the coming year. 

The report of the Honorable General-President about the mission 
work in Brazil, where God has opened a wide door for us, was especially 
pleasing. Father Broders, the pioneer of this mission, warmed the hearts 
of the Synod members for it through an interesting lecture on the church 
conditions in Brazil. Also for this vineyard of the Lord more and more 
workers are desired. The PP. Kretzschmar and Obermeyer seriously 
encouraged the synodal assembly to continue their involvement in the 
negro mission. Especially in this mission the power of the gospel shows 
itself in a clear and unmistakable way. 

The city mission in St. Louis is in need of a new force, so that 
through it even more blessings can be bestowed than before, and the 
synod decided to wait no longer with the employment of a second 
missionary. In like manner, the Lord of the Church has also given his 
divine prosperity to the work of the mission for the deaf and dumb in St. 
Louis and two neighboring cities. A fine opportunity was afforded the 
Synod guests on Sunday afternoon to attend a service for the deaf and 
dumb in sign language at Zion's Church. There would be much to tell 
about these last two missions, too, if space permitted. But the Synod 
guests will not fail to tell orally at home what they have heard and decided 
during these days. 

Due to the resignation of the former, faithful President of our District, 
Fr. Résener, who urgently needed rest and recuperation, the election of 
a Vice-President had become necessary. This fell upon Fr. Richter in 
Washington, Mo. In place of the present President, Fr. Bernthal, Fr. 
Wangerin was appointed Visitator of the St. Louis District, and in place of 
Fr. Friedrich, who has been transferred to Missouri, Fr. Klein in 
Chattanooga was appointed Visitator of the Oft-Tennessee District. 

In conclusion, the Synod expressed its heartfelt thanks to the St. 
Louis congregations who had hosted them for their hospitality, and to the 
Honorable Speaker for his sterling work. The next District Synod will meet, 
God willing, in St. Charles, Mo., during the second full week of October, 
1903. May the Lord continue to prosper the work of our hands!

From our Synod. We have a small congregation consisting of 19 voting 
members in Birmingham, in the state of Alabama. The congregation also owns 
a little church built with our own funds. This little church, however, is now 
outside the city limits, because since its construction the city of Birmingham 
has expanded in other directions. The Mission Commission of the Southern 
District is of the opinion that the sister congregation in Birmingham will only 
be able to carry out its missionary work properly - especially by establishing 
and maintaining a congregational school - if it is helped to have a local church 
within the city. This requires a contribution of about 3000 dollars. The 
Southern District wants to collect for this purpose in its own midst. The Mission 
Commission of this district, however, feels compelled to ask for support from 
other districts as well, and has obtained the endorsement of the General 
Support Commission for its request. The undersigned also gladly draws the 
attention of our dear Christians to the needs of the congregation in 
Birmingham, because he knows that they are glad of every opportunity to 
serve their Saviour with their earthly goods for His entrance into the world. In 
recent times, church locales have been procured in quite a number of places 
through general contributions from our dear Christians, in which the beatifying 
gospel is now being preached. - Very pleasant news has recently arrived from 
Brazil at the General Commission for Inner Mission. The "Lutheran" will report 
more details in due time. What we are especially lacking are workers. Ask the 
Lord of the harvest to send laborers into his harvest. - The undersigned 
received through Mr. P. M. Tirmenstein, Logansport, Ind., from the estate of 
Blessed Maria Steinmann, $50 for the Fort Wayne Institution and $50 for the 
Negro Mission. The sums will go through the General Treasurer to the 
respective funds. F. P. 

A church building fund, from which poor missionary congregations 
receive interest-free loans for church buildings, has now been established in 
most districts of our synod. This branch of the missionary work is growing 
more and more. For example, the Eastern District, as the "Zeuge und 
Anzeiger" reports, has already been able to support 23 congregations from its 
treasury with about $18,000 for their church construction. Other districts have 
also been able to strongly support the missionary work through their church 
building funds. Nevertheless, it is necessary to continue to collect for these 
funds everywhere in the districts. For only then, when a larger capital is 
available, will a church building fund fill itself again and again by repaying the 
money lent out, and be able to serve other needy congregations. In addition 
to incoming collections, which naturally support this missionary work above 
all, loans to the church building fund can also be a very valuable service to the 
church. This is also done, and the Commission of the Eastern District 
communicates the following letter in the aforementioned newspaper from a 
young Christian woman who has placed the savings she has earned through 
hard work at the disposal of the Hiilfsfonds: "Since | have saved a few dollars, 
| would like to send them to you as a loan for the HUulfsfonds. | wish it were 
more; but God can and will also place his blessing on the little, and he will do 
so. Enclosed you will find the appeal for 80 dollars." If all the districts will be 
quite zealous for this church... 
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lf the church building funds were collected and worked for, many places where a church 
building of their own is necessary for a mission to flourish would be helped in the right way.

On the pernicious influence of political newspapers, which spread abominable 

things against God's Word in their columns, the "Gemeinde-Blatt" of the Hon. Wisconsin 
Synod writes, among other things, the following: "This 'Eingesandt" (in a Milwaukee political 
newspaper) "puts in a word for abominable things, which just in our days find the danger and 
the tribulation of the church, namely for Spiritism, respectively Christian Science. There 
is talk of soaring up into the spirit realm, and immediately as a thing sanctioned by God in 
Scripture and something for man to strive for. What is now said about the making possible 
of such an ascent into the spirit realm is much more dreadful. Namely, this ascent would 
succeed if man succeeded 'in being absolutely pure in his mind,' for ‘then he would feel 
himself one with God and would feel that he belonged to unity and that he was absolutely 
indestructible. Three terrible lies against Scripture are written in these few words and 
spouted out as deadly poison against all those to whom they come before the eyes: first, the 
lie that man comes to absolute purity of soul in this life; the lie that our own purity of mind 
n 
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brings us to unity with God, by which the doctrine of justification is rejected; the lie that ma 
belongs to unity and is absolutely indestructible, by which the difference between God an 
the creature is abolished and man himself is made God. This is the All-God doctrine, on 
which Spiritism and Christian Science are founded. It is further said in the "Sent In" 
that a man who has not yet attained the highest state of purity should strive for it constantly, 
as would be in accordance with divine law, and then he could quite well lead a life in the 
spirit kingdom already here, before his spirit permanently leaves the body, thus temporarily 
leaving the body and taking the ascent into the spirit kingdom. Especially in our time, it must 
be denounced when a newspaper, which probably also reaches church, that is, Lutheran 
circles, allows room for such horrible lies against Scripture in the form that has happened 
here. Without blinded Christians here or there already being inclined to such lying doctrines 
of spiritualism, there are nevertheless many who cherish unhealthy views about perfect 
sanctification to be attained, about fellowship with God and immersion in God and absorption 
in God, whereby such anti-Christian talk as in the 'Eingesandt' can nevertheless become 
dangerous." So much for the "Gemeinde-Blatt.” Verily, numerous and manifold are the 
dangers by which the Christians of our time are surrounded’. Nothing helps but that they be 
well armed with God's Word. They must get used to always judging and evaluating 
everything they read in the newspapers according to God's Word. F.P. 

The Lutheran General Council, which includes 10 synods and is the largest 
Lutheran church body in this country after the Synodical Conference, met from October 10 
to 15 in Lima, O. Theses on marriage and divorce were presented and discussed in part. 
The newly formed Oregon Synod was received into the Union. A detailed report was given 
on the various missions, the German, English and Swedish Inner Missions. It was revealed 
that the Swedes of the Augustana Synod have 150 missionaries serving 350 mission 
stations. $100,000 was spent for this mission. The heathen mission among the Telugus in 
the East Indies was discussed in particular detail, since abuses have been going on in this 
mission for several years. As a result of the consultations, the long-time missionary Schmidt 
was dismissed from his post. 


Arbeilsfelde and an experienced man was sent out for several years. The mission carried on 
by the Concil at Porto Rico was placed under a special authority and detached from the 
heathen mission. The Lutheran Bishop Scheele of Sweden, who is in America on a visit, 
attended some of the meetings as a guest. Rev. Dr. Ranseen of Chicago, a member of the 
Augustana Synod, was re-elected president. L. F. 

A Baptist preacher in Tennessee, Rev. Ira Estepp, was recently put on trial by his 
church fellowship and suspended from ministry because he had not baptized his daughter 
by immersion but by sprinkling her head. This was because she was terminally ill, wanted to 
be baptized, and immersion was impossible because of her condition. But the father had 
thus violated the church order of the "United Baptists," and his license was revoked after 
he had held a respectable position for 15 years. That is how fanatical these people are when 
it comes to observing their statutes of man. For according to God's Word, it makes no 
difference whether baptism is administered by sprinkling, pouring or immersion, as long as 
it is only baptism with water in the name of the Father, the Son and the Holy Spirit. The story 
will have an aftermath in the courts. L. F.

The small Free Church congregation in Berlin, which was the subject of a lengthy 
report in the previous issue of "The Lutheran", decided at its last meeting to henceforth forego 
$75.00 in support from America. The pastor of the congregation adds the following words to 
this announcement: "May God bless our dear fellow believers for their past help and make 
them willing to continue to provide us with gifts in the future, until, God willing, we become 
independent in the not too distant future. 

The missionary E. R. Baierlein, who had been in retirement since 1887, died on 
12 October in Clarens-Montreux at the age of 82. He was sent to Michigan by the Leipzig 
Mission in 1847 and worked there among the Chippewa Indians, founding the Bethany 
Mission Station and translating catechism, prayers, songs, etc. into the Chippewa language. 
The older members of our Synod will remember his missionary reports in the "Lutheran." In 
1853 he was called to the mission field in the East Indies, and labored there among the 
Tamuls until the year 1886. He described his work in America in the book: "Im Urwalde. With 
the Red Indians."

In the Regional Church of Hanover a pastors’ association has been formed, whose 
members, as is said in the congregations, are determined to resign their office if an attempt 
is made to introduce the Union in Hanover. On this the "Kreuzblatt" remarks that it is "a 
strange sign that in a church which as such calls itself Lutheran, a special Lutheran pastors’ 
union is formed. One would think that the entirety of all pastors would have to represent this 
Lutheran pastors’ association. But we have known for a long time that it is not so". And it is 
more than questionable whether these pastors would really leave the national church if the 
union were to be introduced by the state. For, in fact, union has long existed in the Lutheran 
Church of Hanover; false prophets, false-believing pastors stand in the pulpits there, after 
years of false-believing professors have trained the young theologians at the State University 
in Géttingen. And yet the faithful Lutheran pastors in Hanover remain year after year in the 
same church with these false teachers and do not obey the command of the 
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But | exhort you, brethren, to watch for those who cause division and dissension apart from 
the doctrine which ye have learned, and to depart from them," Rom .

In order to get even more money za pope wants to celebrate his twenty-fifth pabst 
jubilee for a whole year. It is to begin in February 1902 and last until 1903. For this 
celebration, as the Catholic "Germania" reports, the following program has been drawn up: 
1. pilgrimage to Rome. The "Holy Father" has the grace to receive pilgrimages and 
deputations from all the D écesen of the world in a solemn manner in the months of March, 
April and May 1902 to celebrate the beginning of his 25th year of reign. The Italian railways 
will grant the same significant fare reductions for pilgrim trains as in the Jubilee year 1900. 
2. Spiritual Pilgrimage and Jubilee Donation. All those Catholics who cannot personally hurry 
to Nom to pay homage to the "Holy Father" are asked to participate spiritually in the 
pilgrimage, especially through fervent prayers for the Pope and the Church. Furthermore, 
they should contribute to the celebration of homage by donating money or gifts which they 
give to the pilgrims. 3) The Episcopal Ordinaries are again strongly recommended to include 
in their daily prayers the prayer "Oremus pro Pontifice nostro Leone" ("Let us pray 
for our High Priest Leo’). 4. itis requested that a penny collection be held for the "holy father" 
in all the parishes of the world. In order that everyone, even the poorest, may participate in 
this special tribute of love to the sacred person of the "Vicar of Christ," it should be a penny 
collection, the gift of the individual being only five pennies or ten pennies. 5 The gift of honor: 
he golden tiara (papal crown). Collections are to be held in all dioceses for the acquisition of 
a gift of honor for the "holy father" in the form of a golden tiara adorned with precious stones. 
This tiara, the sacred symbol of the Papacy, is to be solemnly presented to the "Holy Father" 
by the Central Committee on the eve of the Jubilee Coronation Day. 6th Decorations. The 
"holy Father" has also had the grace to give the Committee the authority to confer upon those 
persons of each diocese who have rendered special service to these works, upon the 
proposal of their diocesan bishop, a certain number of the Crosses of Merit and Medals of 


Merit "Bene merenti" (To, and to propose from each diocese to the Cardinal Secretary 


of State a candidate for the Papal Cross of Merit "Pro ecclesia et Pontifice” ("For 
Church and Pope"). - So reports the Leipzig "Allgemeine Ev.-Luth. Kirchenzeitung". L. F. 
The relic business of the Roman Church was again shown in its true form the other 
day. The English Cardinal Vaughan had obtained from France some "genuine" relics of St. 
Edmund, a medieval Archbishop of Canterbury,’ who is buried in France. With great pomp 
these relics were received, and the rejoicing was increased by a letter of congratulation from 
Pope Leo. Soon afterwards it was found that these relics were not at all what they were 


supposed to be, and the Cardinal acknowledged this. The Review and Herald correctly 
notes that this would be true of all "holy relics" if their true history were known. They are all 
frauds that are practiced with these relics; and even if they were really genuine, their 
veneration would be and remain an abomination against the first commandment. _L. F. 

A portrait of Joseph, the foster-father of the Saviour, was written by the French 
Jesuit Mercier. As we know, the Scriptures tell us little about Joseph. It tells us of the dream, 
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Joseph had before the birth of Christ, Matth. 1, 18. ff., mentions him in the story of the 
Saviour's birth, Luc. 2, 4. f. 16., likewise at the presentation of the Lord in the temple, Luc. 
2, 22. ff., at the flight of Jesus to Egypt, Matth. 2, 13. ff., and finally at the temple visit of the 
twelve year old boy, Luc. 2, 41. ff. Later Joseph's name is no longer mentioned, and he 
probably died soon after the last mentioned event. What else is told about him is 
unauthenticated tradition and tasteless legend. Nevertheless, Mercier has written a book of 
350 pages about Joseph, and the episcopal ordinariate in Minster has approved the work. 
The "Lutherische Kirchenbote flr Australien" (Lutheran Church Messenger for Australia) 
reports the following sentences from it: "Joseph possessed the stature of a well-shaped man; 
his bodily dimensions were in all proportion." "Joseph possessed all authority in heaven and 
onearth." "Jesus, Mary and Joseph signify the Trinity on earth." "Joseph is the Savior of the 
Savior." - This is nothing but a shameful blasphemy of our Saviour. L. F. 


An indictment. 


Under the title "Hinter eisernem Gitter" (Behind Iron Bars) a book by Pastor Dr. H. 
Seyfahrt, a former prison preacher, has been published, which contains many explanations 
about the causes of crime. The author rightly emphasizes that the wrong way of education 
of foolish parents often enough gives the first impulse to the later criminal career of a child. 
Among his charges there was once a twenty-five year old convict, physically and mentally 
highly capable, from a good family, who had been sentenced to twenty years in prison for 
serious burglary and the like. At the preacher's request, he wrote down his life story. Doesn't 
what he says there about his upbringing read like a shattering indictment of his own parents? 
He writes: 
"| was my parents’ favourite and was spoiled by them even as a child; | was a 
boisterous, wild boy who liked nothing better than to play silly tricks. How often | chased the 
girls, how often | shot in people's windows with my crossbow, for which | do not remember, 
however often complaints about me came to my parents, ever having received so much as 
a blow. My father often said, ‘Punish him yourself if you catch him, | can't run after him.’ Once 
| even completely ruined the summer house of an innkeeper with some comrades by 
smashing all the windows and even throwing the chimney down from the roof. There were a 
few blows at that time, but they were soon forgotten. The tendency to waste was also taught 
to me as a child, so to speak. | received a little pocket money from my parents as a child, 
and | also received many a penny from my grandfather. | was never asked what | did with 
the money, and always used it for useless things and trifles. | was also made vain, in that | 
always had to have the most beautiful things, and | always got them. How happy my mother 
was when | had a nice suit again. | remember that she often said: "Now you can be proud 
again, you have the most beautiful suit in the whole town. 

"My parents meant well in their ways, and my mother especially could not deny me a 
wish. As long as | can remember, | never heard a word of prayer in my parents’ house, nor 
was | once urged to go to church. My father | have also only completely out- 
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My mother went in now and then, but seldom enough, because she usually didn't have the 
time. My parents went to communion once a year, but - | know this for sure - only for the 
sake of the people, not out of need. Neither of them knew how to say a word of prayer before 
or after meals, when getting up or going to bed, and they considered it superfluous and 
unnecessary. | can still remember very well from my childhood that my parents made much 
fun of a man who lived in our neighborhood and thanked God before and after meals, 
regularly attended church and all the more rarely the inn, and belonged to the most well- 
behaved of the community. | myself first saw praying in the penitentiary!"

The office of the elders and overseers in our churches is a very important 
office. They are appointed to be the sheath for the pastor of the congregation; they 
are to stand by him and help him in the direction of his difficult and responsible 
office. It is therefore not unimportant for the right edification, for the right 
advancement of a congregation outwardly and inwardly, what kind of men it has as 
overseers. A congregation should see to it that it always elects godly, faithful, but 
also sensible and sober people to the office. And those on whom this office is 
imposed by their brethren should make every effort to administer it properly and to 
become more and more skillful in their office. Here is offered to our dear 
churchwardens a booklet which will assist them in this. "One of the most important, 
difficult, and frequent duties of the overseers," says the booklet itself (p. 5), "is 
undoubtedly the exhortation of such members of the congregation as they know to 
have become slothful in Christianity, or to be in some particular sin." For the 
discharge of this duty, often so difficult, this booklet seeks to give guidance, and 
indeed gives it. It shows what an overseer should reproach from God's Word to a 
sluggish churchgoer, to one who is lax in child discipline, who attends church 
meetings very carelessly, who participates in the services of false believers, who 
has joined a lodge, who is intemperate in the use of strong drinks, who is stingy or 
unforgiving, who conforms to the world, and how he should refute their possible 
objections. There are, as may be seen, all those cases considered which are most 
common in our churches. Our rulers will certainly be glad to have this booklet at 
hand, and will be able to learn from it many things which will make them more skilful 
in the exercise of their office. But this booklet is useful not only for them, but also 
for other Christians. They will read it through with profit when they have to perform 
the duty of fraternal exhortation. G. M.

To the new church year. 


The order of the church year, as observed in the Lutheran Church, 
is not a divine, nor even an apostolic, but a purely ecclesiastical institution. 
In place of the Old Testament holidays commanded by God, which had 
pointed as shadows to Christ and had all been fulfilled and taken away by 
him, the first Christian church, in the freedom acquired from Christ, soon 
established our present New Testament main festivals. The ecclesiastical 
celebration of Sunday, the celebration of the Feast of the Feast of the 
Solemnity, the Feast of Pentecost, and the Feast of Christmas, without 
legal compulsion, early came into general acceptance among the 
Christians of the first centuries in the order indicated. In the narrow 
framework of the ecclesiastical year, the whole history of our Lord's walk 
on earth was told in its 
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main features before the eyes. The church year began with Advent, the 
time of preparation for the joyful celebration of the birth of our Saviour, and 
it ended with the last Sunday of Trinity. What an abundance of divine 
revelation lay between Advent and Advent for the Christian community! In 
the time of the Reformation, the sects, with incomprehensible zeal, 
rejected this institution as papist. Luther, on the other hand, retained it in 
its main parts as a good and Christian one, after having purged it of some 
antichristian excesses. And our pastors and congregations do not feel the 
observance of the church times with their fixed lections, the epistles and 
gospels, as an imposed burden, but adopt and follow them as healthy 
church tradition and always welcome the beginning of a new church year 
with sincere joy. 

So now, with the first Advent, we too enter the cycle of a new 
ecclesiastical year. Like the end of a civil year, the end of the ecclesiastical 
year calls us to serious reflection and conscientious self-examination. 
Throughout a whole year we have had Sunday and daily opportunity to 
hear the Word of God in church and home. God has called out to us in His 
written and preached Word, "This is the way that ye go." He has made 
known His holy will in the law, revealed our sins, punished us, and 
threatened us with His consuming wrath. In the gospel he has set Christ 
Jesus before our eyes as the perfect Savior of the world, and by his Spirit 
in the Word he has provoked and drawn us to living faith in him. He has 
offered unlimited free grace to us all, pleading, "Be ye reconciled to God!" 
Christ came to us wonderfully with his true body and with his true blood 
under bread and wine, to assure us of the forgiveness of our sins, to 
strengthen us in the faith, to comfort us in the cross, to steel us in the 
struggle, to assure us of eternal life. He has called out to us: "Put on the 
old

Renounce the ungodly nature and worldly lusts; be renewed in the spirit of your mind, put 
on the new man, which is created after God. Grow in all things in him who is the head, 
Christ." 

How have we received the word of our God? Must God complain, as he once 
complained of Israel: "They are a disobedient people, and lying children, who will not hear 
the law of the LORD; but say to the seers: Ye shall not see, and to the watchers: Ye shall 
not see us right doctrine; but preach us softly, behold us deceitfulness," Isa. 30:9.? Has the 
stern chastisement of the law, has the sweet consolation of the gospel bounced off our 
resistance, our stony hearts? Do we draw near to the Lord, but only outwardly? Did we keep 
up the appearance of a godly being, but deny his power? Were our Bible readings, our 
preaching, our church attendance, our communion, our membership in the church, our 
avoidance of the world, our zeal in godliness, our participation in works of love, in short, our 
whole Christianity only a matter of custom, a consequence of education? Then we were 
dead alive! 
How many a church year have we already lived through! How often have our hearts 
been moved by reading and hearing the Word! How frightened we have been at our 
foolishness; how we have rejoiced in God our Saviour! But has such a gracious work of the 
Holy Spirit also produced a lasting, lasting effect on us? Have we increased in spiritual 
wisdom and understanding? Has the knowledge of our original sin grown deeper and 
deeper, and the faith in Jesus Christ our Lord greater and greater? Have we become 
masters of the Scriptures, having by habit exercised senses to discern good and evil? Can 
we point to pieces of the old way, which by God's grace we have learned to restrain and put 
away; can we point to fruits of the Spirit, in which we have walked and increased? We were 
taught the Word; did we also share it with those who taught us? One cry for help after 
another came to our ears from afar and from near; did we also give ear again and again, 
undaunted and willing? In short, may we say in truth, "I reach forth unto that which is before. 
| pursue," Phil. 3? 

Such and similar questions are not superfluous. A Christian, a minister of the Word, 
a Christian congregation, must diligently consider them, if spiritual security and eternal 
destruction are not to follow. Therefore the apostle cries: "Try yourselves, whether ye be in 
the faith; try yourselves," 2 Cor. 13:5. And what time would be more suitable for a sincere 
examination of conscience than the very turn of the church year? 

He who does not take it lightly with such self-contemplation, who does not summari 
disregard every question of conscience, but who, with heartfelt prayer, seeks to recogniz 
his nature and deeds before the face of God, will soon look back with deep shame on th 
church years that are drawing to a close and on the church years he has experienced in th 
past. He will find how weak, how small his knowledge, his faith, his love, his struggle, hi 
self-denial, his willingness to sacrifice, his spiritual growth have been. 
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that he was often, like the foolish virgins, about to fall asleep without oil in the lamp. 
That we might for once become quite sober and open our eyes about ourselves, lest 
God should seize us and say of us, "My people are gone, because they will not learn," Hos. 
4:6. The new church year in particular calls us, as to retreat, so to repentance, to new 
resolutions, to greater faithfulness. 
The new church year brings new grace. God, for Christ's sake, has not yet tired of 
sending his word, of coming to us himself, of blessing us. Already the Advent hymns point 
to the blessed message of joy: "The Savior is born to you today." Soon we go up with Christ 
to Jerusalem and behold him in his martyr beauty on the wood as a guilt offering for many. 
Soon we hear again from the opened tomb the angels’ testimony: "He is risen and is not 
here," and we see the firstborn of the dead, raised by the glory of the Father for the sake of 
Our justification. Soon we are hastening with the Lord to Bethany, and looking after Him with 
adoration, as He enters into His glory, now to appear before the face of God for us. Soon 
we are witnesses of the outpouring of the promised Spirit upon the disciples, and we know 
for certain that God has made this Jesus, who was crucified, a Lord and a Christian. And all 
this and much more God will let us know again in the coming church year, because he 
earnestly desires our salvation, the salvation of all people, because he wants to awaken us 
to faith, keep us in faith, make us fruitful in good works, and finally present us before his 
@ 
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face with joy. Also in the new church year the Lord comes to his church. He alone will b 
her master, his word alone shall govern her, under his banner alone she shall contend, i 
his service alone she shall walk, under his leadership alone she shall overcome. He will not 
forsake his church. He will dwell in her and walk in her, he will teach her and comfort her, 
he will build her and multiply her, he will shield her and preserve her, and at last he will 
clothe her with white garments. He will give all overcomers the right to sit on his throne. This 
is God's precious promise also for the new church year. 

This promise is yes and amen and applies to all. There is no one in the departing 
year who is so far from the Lord that he does not want to bring him near; no one who is so 
ungodly that he does not want to convert him; no one who has sunk so low that he does not 
want to raise him up; no one, however sinful, whom he would not purify; no one, however 
weak, whom he would not strengthen; no one, however fickle, whom he would not fortify; no 
one, however despondent, whom he would not encourage; no one, however sorrowful, 
whom he would not comfort; no one, however barren, whom he would not make fruitful. All 
men he includes in his merciful love. You too. 

O therefore let yourself be found, enlightened, cleansed, strengthened, preserved, 
saved! Perhaps this is the last church year you will enter; perhaps your last year as a 
preacher, church member, congregation. It is, after all, the last hour. Today, tomorrow, the 
Lord is already breaking in with your death, with his last day! Because he greets you so 
kindly, give him thanks; because he beckons you so warmly, follow him! 
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And if thou hast been long in his service, abide with him. In his 
fullness thou hast grace for grace! 

Is that what you want? Yes? God give his blessing! 
| give thee anew, my God, body, soul, and heart for an 
offering: Awaken me to new faithfulness, And take possession 
of my mind. There is not a drop of blood in me that will not, O 
Lord, do thy will. 
Let this resolution never waver, O God, Father, Son, and Holy 
Spirit! Keep me in the bounds of thy covenant, Till thy will shall 
cause me to die. So live | thee, so die | thee, So praise | thee 
there for and for.

Something about keeping preachers and teachers. 


2. 

We have seen last time who of all men here on earth is obliged to 
maintain preachers and teachers, namely: every one "who is taught with 
the Word". Today we go a step further and ask: What should these do? 
or: How much should they do for the preservation of preachers and 
teachers? To this St. Paul answers Gal. 6:6, "He that is instructed in the 
word, let him impart all manner of good things unto him that instructeth 
him." The hearers are not to regard the impartation of good things to their 
preacher as a payment to him, much less as an alms or a support to him. 
No! It is their sacred duty to communicate all kinds of good to their 
preacher. As a preacher is to impart spiritual goods to his hearers, so the 
hearers are to impart earthly goods to their preachers for this service. 
Preachers and listeners are to stand in such a reciprocal relationship. 
God's Word teaches us this also in other places, e.g. 1 Cor. 9:11, where 
St. Paul says, "If we sow spiritual things unto you, is it a great thing if we 
reap your bodily things?" Likewise Luc. 10:7, where our Lord Christ saith, 
"Effet, and drink what they have." There the mutual right relationship 
between pastor and audience is indicated: "Effet and drink what they 
have." Those who make a good living in the church should keep their 
teachers and preachers in such a way that they make a good living with 
them. And let the poor so keep their preachers and teachers, that they 
may be poor with them. Gladly and willingly shall a preacher limit himself 
in every possible way, and joyfully endure poverty, if his congregation be 
small and poor. It is a disgrace for a pastor to eat and drink what his 
congregation does not have. But on the other hand, when the prosperity 
of a congregation increases, when it cannot be denied that the members 
of the congregation are advancing in earthly affairs, becoming more and 
more wealthy, then such congregations should not provide for their 
teachers and preachers in such a way that they can only keep their heads 
above water in a makeshift way, then they should no longer remain at the 
old rate which they had adopted when they were poor and small, then 
they should increase the preacher's and teacher's salaries, namely 


not merely with $20.00 or $25.00, but in such a way that preachers and 
teachers really eat and drink what they, the church members, have. It is 
not a godly state of affairs when the members of a congregation have 
more than their daily subsistence, are perhaps even prosperous and 
become more and more prosperous, but pastor and teacher remain as 
poor as they have been from the beginning, yes, perhaps have to restrict 
themselves more and more because the family has grown. Let not the 
churches ask, How much do our preachers and teachers need to live with 
yours, but let them keep their preachers and teachers as puny or as good 
as they are themselves. Just as a pastor should gladly bear poverty with 
a poor congregation, so a prosperous congregation should gladly let 
preachers and teachers share in its prosperity. No one should do more 
than he can afford, for God does not require that; but he who does not do 
according to his ability deprives preachers and teachers of what belongs 
to them according to God's will. Therefore it is not a godly condition when 
members of the congregation live in large, comfortable and spacious 
houses, but let their preachers and teachers stay in small, unsuitable and 
poorly built apartments. 

Let us now, God willing, apply these general principles to our own 
circumstances next time and try to make practical use of them. 

Finally this: When St. Paul says, "He that is instructed by the word, 
imparts all good things to him that instructs him," he continues, "Be not 
deceived; God is not mocked. For whatsoever a man soweth, that shall 
he also reap," we see from this that this admonition of the divine word 
must be taken seriously. St. Paul points the Galatians to God's judgment 
and retribution. God, who has eyes like flames of fire and knows well who 
is rich or poor in the congregation, looks carefully at the preachers’ and 
teachers’ salaries of every congregation and will one day pass judgment 
on them. He also takes care of every preacher and teacher, whether they 
are satisfied with what the congregations have, or want to eat and drink 
what they do not have, and thus become a heavy burden and burden for 
the congregations. He is careful to see whether his preachers and 
teachers administer their ministry only for the sake of shameful gain or 
from the bottom of their hearts. 

Help God that we all, preachers, teachers, and congregations, may 
also in this piece speak, "Speak, O Lord, for thy servant heareth," that we 
may also in this piece let God's Word be our "foot lamp and a light" in our 
ways, and that with great delight and joy, out of love and thankfulness to 
our heavenly Father, who has blessed us so many years "with all manner 
of spiritual blessings in heavenly goods through Christ." Alb. B-r. 


t P. Z. M. Hahn. t 


As announced by the "Lutheran" of his day, Father Johann Michael 
Hahn, pastor near Lincoln, Kansas, died suddenly of heart failure in 
February of this year. At the request of the relatives of the deceased, a 
friend now sets up a small memorial to his friend here. 
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Johann Michael Hahn was born on 17 May 1826 in Niederoberbach in Bavaria and 
received Holy Baptism on the following day. His parents were Adam Hahn and Eva Maria, 
née . Lang, members of the Lutheran Church, simple farmers. In Sommersdorf he attended 
the weekly school until his confirmation and then the Sunday school until 1845. He was a 
gifted boy and in both schools a diligent pupil, as the report cards show. Growing to 
manhood, he learned the blacksmith's trade. In spite of good schools and churches 
overcrowded on Sundays, there was unfortunately a lack of Christian seriousness almost 
everywhere in his hometown. The worldly spirit had at that time penetrated almost all families 
and was not punished even in the pulpits. Finally, the Lord raised up "awakening voices," 
men who recognized Joseph's harm, deeply lamented it, and testified against it. Pastor Lohe 
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in Neudettelsau was one of them. Their testimony and their cry was not in vain. Around th 


time God also came to the large Hahn family through the sudden death of the father of th 


s 
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house, who fell from the barn and gave up his spirit after four hours. This was a tremendou 
sermon of repentance for the family. The young people, into whom another spirit came, and 
who therefore went out from the world, soon found themselves together, though they lived in 
different parishes. They pulled out the old books buried under rubble and dust to search for 
the one thing that every soul needs; spiritual songs were sung, prayers were read, and 
appointments were made as to which of the faithful pastors they wanted to hear the next 
time. And no distance was too far for these young people, these lovers of the divine word, to 
reach such pastors. On Sunday morning at two or three o'clock, depending on the length of 
the way, one was already on the way to church, on foot of course. On the way home they 
usually talked about the sermon they had heard. Among these young men was also our cock. 
Around the same time, Father Lohe was looking for pious and gifted young men for 
his missionary institute, in order to train them further for the holy ministry in America, in Fort 
Wayne, Ind. The descriptions of the plight of the church, the call from America: "Come over 
and help us!" and Father Lohe's search for puffing people moved our cock to lay down the 
blacksmith's hammer. Full of desire to learn the heavenly wisdom and then to lead souls to 
the Lord Jesus, he entered Léhe's institution in the summer of 1851, remained there until the 
spring of 1853 and then went to America, to Fort Wayne. His discharge certificate reads: "To 
the missionary pupil Joh. Mich. Hahn, it is hereby attested that he attended the local 
nstitution from the summer of 1851 until the spring of 1853. He promises to become a useful 
nstrument of the Lord for the holy ministry of preaching, due to his good gifts, his persistent 
and great diligence, his thoroughly praiseworthy conduct, combined with Christian 
determination of mind and reliability of character. He is therefore dismissed by us for the 
purpose of further training in the Seminary of Fort Wayne, North America, with the best 
wishes of blessing for his continued prosperity." Thus Hahn came to Fort Wayne in the year 
1853. After passing his examinations well, he received a call from a congregation in Franklin 
County, Mo. and was ordained there May 7, 1854, by Blessed P. F. Wyneken and installed 
in his ministry 
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introduced. After two years the congregation at Lake Creek, Benton Co, Mo, called him to 
be their pastor; to them he served fifteen years. Then the congregation at Staunton, Ill. called 
him, and he also served them fifteen years. At last he accepted the call to his last church at 
Lincoln, Kans. and again he was pastor here fifteen years. Forty-seven years, then, he 
served the Lord in his church, to his end, as he had desired. 

On June 15, 1856, he entered into holy matrimony with Louise Schnetzer, 
stepdaughter of Mr. Christoph Sauer in St. Louis. For over forty years he lived in happy 
wedlock with his surviving wife, whom God also blessed with nine children, eight of whom 
still survive their father. 

The deceased was a faithful and conscientious pastor and pastoral caretaker to his 
congregations, who sought nothing but the glory of God and the salvation of the souls 
entrusted to him, who also led the lambs of Christ in the school with faithfulness and care to 
the green pastures of the divine word. In humble recognition of his sins and his unworthiness, 
he, as a poor sinner, placed all his hope in the grace of God in Christ Jesus, which was his 
nly glory; and it was this grace that he always preached to his congregations. Even his last 
sermon on the gospel of the laborers in the vineyard, which is written out in full, but which he 
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could not preach because a blizzard kept the people away from the church, is a prize of 
God's grace and an earnest warning not to receive grace in vain. A longtime ministerial 
neighbor in Kansas writes: "Hahn often extolled the self-experienced grace of God..... In the 
summer of 1900 he was ill. When | visited him, he told me of his illness and how he had so 
abundantly experienced the gracious help of God in it, and in speaking of his person, he also 
came to speak of his spiritual life. Yes," he said, "| was once a true Pharisee. The good Lord 
graciously preserved me from grievous sins in the course of my life, and then when | saw 
others stumble and fall, easily drew the Pharisee: "I thank thee, O God, that | am not like 
other men," drew in upon me; but, dear brother, the faithful God has also made me know my 
great misery of sin, and long ago the publican, "God, be merciful to me a sinner," drew in 
upon me, and | know that through the blood of JEsu Christ | have a reconciled God." In this 
faith, and therefore in the grace of God, the blessed cock remained to his end." The same 
brother minister writes still, and it may find place here, "At our pastoral conference held in 
the spring of 1899, Hahn had a paper on the word: 'Avarice is a root of all evil’. At the end he 
remarked, among other things, as follows: My dear brethren, we preachers too must be on 
our guard lest we fall prey to the avaricious devil. How readily he stirs up thoughts in us, 
especially when we have large families with relatively small incomes: How will you get by 
with your family? What will you live on when you get sick, or in your old age? - or other evi 
thoughts, and tries to heap worry upon worry in our hearts, and thereby lead us to avarice.’ 
And with tears of gratitude in his eyes he continued: '| have experienced this! The good God 
has given me a numerous family, and my 
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The income was only moderate; how the devil often troubled my poor heart; but, O thanks 
be to my God! at my prayer, the most gracious God delivered me from the devil's cares, and 
behold, today my children are all grown up and have their good livelihood, and | have always 
had food and clothing for them as long as they have been with me, and to my Saviour's 
question: Have you ever been in want? | too must answer, Lord, never none! Therefore, dear 
brethren, "the word of the Lord is true, and what he promises he certainly keeps." Do not be 
anxious, and do not become a prey to the devil of avarice!" 
Father Hahn was a faithful, fatherly friend to the brothers in the ministry. When he 
met with them, he liked to talk with them about things concerning the Kingdom of God and 
was "on fire". He diligently attended the synods and conferences and took a lively part in the 
negotiations. He also very gladly attended the mission festivals. 
nhis house he was a righteous householder, who loved his wife and children dearly, 
and with the former brought up the children in discipline and admonition to the Lord. 
n the last years of his life he suffered a lot from heart constriction and respiratory 
distress, but he attended the Sunday services until the end. One week before his death he 
was overcome by dizziness and fainting at school. The pupils were frightened; but their 
pastor soon recovered and calmed the children. After a few days he related this incident to 
his wife. The latter said, "O, if only this does not happen again! This may be your sudden 
death!" and he replied, "O, that would be a gentle, quick death; such death | would well have, 
and praying and kneeling | would die." Some time before, as he was taking leave of his 
daughter, who was going to California, he said to her, "If you ever hear that your father has 
died suddenly, only firmly believe that he has died blessed and is with his Savior." And 
quickly and suddenly he died, and kneeling and praying. On the 4th of February of this year. 
soon after noon, he goes out to water his horse at the well. Soon after, his wife sees the 
horse running to the stable without a master; she opens the door and sees her husband 
s 
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kneeling by the well, his head resting on his arm on the edge of the trough of arms. She cal 
0 him - no answer; she hurries to the well - and finds him dead. Suddenly, kneeling an 
praying, God has called him from his work in his vineyard to the sweetest rest of heaven; 
with the greeting, "O thou devout and faithful servant, thou hast been faithful over a few 
hings, | will set thee over many. Enter thou into the joy of thy Lord," he received his servant 
at the gate of paradise. 

The funeral service took place on February 6, Fr. Jacob addressed the bereaved in 
the house on 2 Cor. 12,'9. and K. Obermowe preached the sermon on Revelation 3, 7-13 in 
the church. The mourning widow and Fr. H. F. Gronemeyer, son-in-law of the Blessed, 
together with his wife now escorted the dear corpse to St. Louis, Mo, where, on February 8, 
after another funeral service, she was given a Christian burial. At this service, at the home 
of a son of the deceased, Father C. C. Schmidt offered a prayer and preached the funeral 
sermon in his church. Burial took place in the Concordia Lutheran cemetery. 
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His small branch in Shady Bend, Kans. passed resolutions of condolence on 
February 17. These read, "We have lost by this death our faithful pastor, father and minister, 
who was always most earnestly solicitous for our salvation, and for the Christian education 
of our children." A memorial service was held at Staunton, Ill, February 17, Rev. G. Kuehn 
preaching on 2 Kings 2:11, f. 

May the memory of the departed remain with us in blessing until death shall unite us 
with him above.

With this seventeenth volume, our great and beautiful edition of the "Sammtliche 
Werke Dr. Martin Luthers" has come very close to completion. Since volumes 18 to 20 and 
22 have already appeared earlier, only the 21st volume remains, which will bring Luther's 
letters, and which will then be followed by the register volumes. After it was decided to 
publish the work in 1879 and the first volume appeared at Christmas 1880, the work has 
continued without faltering and a new volume has been placed on the Christmas table 
almost every year. Certainly, all owners of individual or all volumes of this edition will rejoice 
that this important work, which involved quite significant production costs, is now nearly 
completed, and all members of our Church have reason to be thankful that through this 
edition the incomparable writings of the Reformer of the Church, who like no other teacher 
since the time of the Apostles has taught biblical truth and punished error, have been made 
accessible to many. The right gratitude, of course, will be shown above all in the fact that 
these writings are diligently used and read and the treasures contained therein are lifted. 

And the present volume, with its rich and varied content, is intended as an invitation 
to do so. As the title indicates, it contains all the documents that belong to the history of the 
Reformation, and its content closely follows that of the two previous volumes. 
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the volumes. As these brought the numerous writings and documents against the papists 
from the years 1517 to 1524 and 1525 to 1537, so now this new volume offers the conclusion 
of these writings from the years 1538 to 1546, the year of Luther's death. This is followed 
from column 1512 to 2224 by documents on the history of the Reformation, which are related 
to the trades and disputes with the Reformers. The end of the volume is already formed by 
some of Luther's letters, to which reference is made in this volume, and a 22-column 
comprehensive, by the editor of the entire volume, Prof. A. F. Hoppe, compiled with great 
diligence "VerzeichniB seltener oder veraltetter Worter in Luthers Schriften". 
Of course, there are even more important volumes in the entire edition of Luther's 
works than this one, which should be acquired and studied first and foremost. We recall only 
the delicious "Catechetical Writings" in the 10th volume, the great "Church Postil" in the 11th 
and 12th volumes, the excellent "Home Postil" in the 13th volume, the thorough 
interpretations of the First Book of Moses (1st and 2nd volumes), the Gospel of John (7th 
and 8th volumes), the Epistle to the Galatians (9th volume). Certainly, those who do not yet 
have or know these works of Luther should first reach for one or the other of the volumes 
mentioned. But this too is certain: Whoever wants to get to know the great time of the 
Reformation in detail, after he is already familiar with its main features, will find the relevant 
most important documents in this volume. And quite apart from this, our volume contains 
several of Luther's larger and highly significant writings, which alone are worth the price of 
the whole volume. We mention only: "Against the Papacy of Rome, founded by the devil" 
(111 columns), "Against Hans Wurst" (Duke Henry of Brunswick) (68 columns) and the 
"Warning to those of Frankfurt to beware of Zwinglian teaching" (17 columns). We will 
discuss the first of these writings in more detail. 
"Against the Papacy at Rome, Founded by the Devil," published on March 26, 1545, 
only eleven months before his death, is not only Luther's last, but also his most powerful 
testimony against the Papacy, as both friend and foe admit. The occasion for this writing 
was that Pope Paul II had written two letters to the German Emperor Carl V. to the effect 
that, in order not to fall into Eli's sin, he must reproach the Emperor, as his dear son, because 
he was not only plunging himself into the greatest danger of his soul, but was also bringing 
the Church into confusion through the Diet of Speier of 1544. (The Diet of Speier had been 
very favorable to the Protestants, and the Emperor had promised that at another special Diet 
the whole matter of religion would be settled in a proper way). It was not for the emperor, 
the pope asserted, to call a general church assembly, but for the pope, the head of the 
church, etc.). *) Luther, in the beginning of his writing, opposes this with strong words and 
announces that he now wants to have a

| would like to write a detailed treatise about this, first, whether it is true that the Pope of 
Rome is the head of Christendom, as he boasts; second, whether it is true that no one can 
judge, judge, and depose him, as he roars; and finally, whether it is true that he has brought 
the Roman Empire from the Greeks to the Germans, as he proudly boasts about it. The first 
part of the writing is obviously the most important. There, at the end of his life, Luther once 
again comprehensively states what he had maintained and justified all his life, namely, that 
the papacy had so exalted itself through its own presumption. It was not Christianity, in which 
God dwelt, that had instituted the papacy, for it had existed for centuries without the papacy. 
Nor is the papacy, as it claims, instituted by the word of Christ, Matt. 16:18: "Thou art Peter, 
and upon this rock | will build my church, and the gates of hell shall not prevail against it." 
The true rock of the church, Luther explains, is rather Christ,on whom the church and each 
individual Christian is built through faith, and Peter is therefore himself called the rock-man 
according to John 1:42, because he had recognized the right rock. The keys of the kingdom 
of heaven, which the pope claimed as the successor of Peter and which he so shamefully 
misused for his tyranny, were not given to Peter alone but to all disciples according to Matth. 
18, 18. Like Peter according to Joh. 21, 16, all the other apostles were supposed to feed the 
church. But this shepherding did not consist in exercising violence and forcing Christianity 
under themselves, as the pope did, and as it was the business of the Turk and the devil, but 
in serving Christianity with the preaching of the gospel. Thus it is nothing with the claimed 
and arrogated sovereignty and rule of the pope in the church. He was rather the prophesied 
antichrist of 2 Thess. 2, 3. ff. who sat in the temple of God. This "man of sin" has completely 
filled the world and especially the church of Christ with false worship, blasphemy, unbelief 
and lies. Therefore, Luther explains in the second part, there can be no doubt whethe 
anyone has the right and duty to judge this pope. Just as everyone who is baptized must 
renounce the devil and all his nature and all his works, so also every person who is baptized 
is made a judge of the pope and of his god, the devil. Finally, it is also a lie when the pope 
boasts of having turned the Roman Empire to the Germans, as history proves. 

It is precisely in view of this harnessed pamphlet, in which there is no lack of mockery 
and scorn, that Luther has always been reproached for his way of fighting. However, the 
fathers of our synod, when this writing was reissued in "Luther's People's Library" in 1873, 
said the following about it: "Luther was reproached because of his violent, coarse, ironic way 
of speaking. But if one considers with whom Luther is dealing here, not with a minor, 
harmless error, but with an unheard-of abomination that plunges all of Christendom into the 
abyss of destruction, not even with someone who errs out of weakness, but with an arrogant, 
insolent, malicious enemy, then one will not only have to acquit Luther of that reproach, but 
also confess it, 
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that he has among his predecessors and on his side an Elijah who 
mocked the Baal apostles and a Paul who attacks the false apostles with 
bitter irony. Nor did his harsh words flow from a heart filled with venomous 
hatred for the person of his enemies, but with holy hatred for the ungodly 
nature of them. ... . The best theologians of our church have approved 
the nature of his polemic in this writing. One of them, Franz Buddeus, 
explains himself as follows: 'Among the last writings with which Luther 
fought against Pabstism, the little book "Wider das Pabstthum, vom 
Teufel gestiftet" (Against Pabstism, founded by the devil) undoubtedly 
stands out. It is written in a sharp style, in which, however, one must 
admire the highest and a truly divine zeal.’ The Elector, John Frederick 
the Magnanimous, spoke very aptly of this writing: Dr. Martinus has a 
peculiar spirit, which does not allow him to be measured in this or in any 
other way; he has undoubtedly not used the same evil words without any 
special cause; he is also peculiarly aroused against the papacy, so that 
he should push it to the ground, and his opinion is not to convert the 
papacy, nor is it possible, for which reason good words are not necessary 
to him. His opinion is to make it so known that everyone will become 
aware of the abomination of the Pabstacy and know how to beware of it." 
(25th and 26th Vol., p. 4 f.) 

Luther's sharp writing is certainly a powerful, irrefutable testimony 
against the antichristian papacy, which to this day appears with the same 
heresies and presumptions as in the days of the Reformation.

Relief Fund. In the synodal address of the President of the Illinois 
District in 1901 it says: "A report which the synod always has presented 
to it and which could be called the report of mercy and love is the report 
of the support commission. In it we are told how the synodal care for the 
orphans and widows of preachers and teachers is going. We hear mostly 
dead figures, but how loudly do not these figures speak! The support fund 
is not a kind of life insurance, but a real love and charity fund. When a 
preacher or teacher in our synod accepts an office in a congregation, he 
renounces all worldly means to earn money. Since he now devotes 
himself exclusively to the service of his congregation, it is actually the 
responsibility of the congregation to provide for the survivors of its 
deceased preacher and teacher. And this is also recognized by every 
Christian congregation. But our synod has grown so fast, and mostly on 
poor congregations that could hardly support their living preachers and 
teachers. So at first the preachers and teachers joined together in a 
society and voluntarily undertook to give such contribution as was 
necessary to accomplish the purpose of the society. But as the number 
of widows and orphans grew, the preachers and teachers alone could not 
provide the necessary support. So the congregations came to the rescue, 
and now the support has become a synodal matter. That so many widows 
and orphans had to be cared for 
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should not lead us to lament, but rather to exclaim: 'Praise be to God that 
we are allowed to care for so many! It is said that when the pious 
Laurentius was once called upon to give up the treasures of the Church, 
he presented the widows and orphans of his parish to the pagan emperor 
the next day as their treasures. As a result, he was roasted on the grate. 
But he had not meant to make a joke. He knew that the widows and 
orphans were really treasures of the church, since such needy people are 
channels through which God's blessings are poured out on us. Let us 
continue to supply this treasury also with the necessary gifts!" - Have you, 
dear reader, given anything for this caste in the year now ending? 
"Prayer, and it shall be given unto you,” saith thy Lord JEsus. "And what 
he pledges, that he surely keeps." Yea, "he that hath mercy on the poor, 
let him lend unto the LORD; and he shall repay him with good again."

From our Synod. For the building of a church in Salem, the 
capital of the State of Oregon, an appeal was made for the help of the 
brethren in other Synod districts. The Lutheran Messenger of San 
Francisco now reports that the new church was dedicated on November 
3. The church has room for 200 people and cost 1800 dollars, including 
the interior furnishings and the building site. The consecration report 
closes with the words: "May God now continue to bless this church, that 
it may serve in truth to build up many souls to a spiritual home and a holy 
priesthood." - At this year's Synod of the Oregon and Washington 
Districts, the question was also discussed as to what the new District 
could do to train as many teachers as possible from its own midst. The 
discussion was not without fruit. The "Messenger" reports, "Three pupils 
from St. Peter's parish at Blooming, Oregon, have entered the high 
school at Milwaukee, Wis. this year. Father Splice at Sherwood is also 
preparing several boys from his parish to enter our institution at St. Paul, 
and Portland also hopes to furnish several young high school boys next 
year." It is this that is natural. As soon as Christian congregations are 
formed in an area, there is an area there from which to draw future 
teachers and preachers. This is also the case in Oregon and Washington, 
and all along the Pacific coast, so far as there are churches there. It is 
also advantageous in more ways than one, if not all teachers and 
preachers have to be imported from the "East". - From the California and 
Nevada Districts comes very gratifying news from individual places. The 
young congregations at Berkeley and at Crockett (near San Francisco) 
have begun the building of their own churches; the congregation at Lodi, 
San Joaquin Co. has nearly completed the building of a new church.

The Evangelical Lutheran District Synod of Michigan, 
that part of the old Michigan Synod which remained faithful to the Synodal 
Conference, now belonging to the General Synod of Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, and Michigan, assembled at Monroe, Mich. from the 17th to 
the 22nd of October. The greater part of the sessions were occupied by 
doctrinal proceedings, the subject of which was the doctrine of the sacred 
office of preaching. Three pastors, two teachers, and one congregation 
were received into the Synodical Union. The missionary activity of the 
small synod expanded. The former president, Rev. J. Klingmann, having 
resigned from the synodical association by accepting an appointment to 
a congregation in the Wisconsin Synod, Rev. Lederer of Saline, Mich. 
was elected president, and Rev. Moussa of Manistee vice-president.

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The Lutheran General Synod of our country has for 
years been carrying on a rather important mission among the Telugu 
people, an East Indian tribe neighboring the Tamuls. The annual report 
of this mission contains the following information: The number of 
members has increased by 1522, and the total number of Indian 
Christians in this mission is 20, 486. The work continues to expand. The 
number of new villages and towns, in which a beginning was made during 
the year, amounts to 78, the number of all villages, in which preaching 
takes place, however, amounts to 607. The hospital in the main station 
Guntur fed 7169 persons. To the maintenance of the institution $10, 200 
were contributed in India. All this work was done by seven American 
ordained missionaries, seven women missionaries, and 448 native 
assistants, including school teachers. The report also emphasizes that 
during the time of famine, the great work of love that was done on the part 
of the Christian countries for the starving drew thousands to the Christian 
religion. Of course, not all who convert to Christianity in such times of 
need prove to be reliable, faithful Christians. As in America and Europe, 
so also in the heathen countries, people often approach the church for 
the sake of earthly advantage and bread.

According to God's Word, every local congregation has 
the right to choose and appoint its Own preacher. That is why our 
good Lutheran confession in the Schmalkaldic Articles says: "Where the 
church is, there is always the command to preach the gospel. Therefore 
the churches must retain the power to demand, elect, and ordain church 
ministers. And such authority is a gift actually given to the churches by 
God, and cannot be taken away by any human authority of the churches, 
as St. Paul testifies in Eph. 4, where he says: 'He ascended on high, and 
gave gifts unto men.’ And among such gifts, which are proper to the 
churches, he numbereth pastors and teachers, and hangeth upon them 
that they should be given for the edifying of the body of Christ. Therefore 
it follows, where there is a true church, that there is also the power to elect 
and ordain ministers. ... Here belong the sayings of Christ, which testify 
that the keys are given to the whole churches, and not to some, but to 
persons, as the text says: "Where two or three are gathered together in 
my name, there am | in the midst of them," etc. Lastly, this is also 
confirmed by the saying of Peter, when he says: "Ye are the royal 
priesthood. These words actually concern the true churches, which, 
because they alone have the priesthood, must also have the power to 
elect and ordain church ministers." (Muller, "Symbolische Bucher," p. 341 
f.) Against this divine order the pope violates, who has robbed the 
congregations of their right and their power, has usurped all authority, and 
sets the churches priests and bishops according to his will. But the 
Methodists and the Methodist Albrecht Brothers and similar sects also 
violate this teaching of Scripture. With them, the bishop or the so-called 
"Preeminent Elder" assigns the preachers to the congregations, and the 
congregations must obey his order and accept the preacher who is 
assigned to them. This unjust, Papist manner often avenges itself, and 
the bishops and elders complain that they often obtain no satisfaction, 
either from the preachers or from the congregations. One such complaint 
is found in the "Merry Messenger," the organ of the Albrechtians. There it 
says: "No one would rather have the preachers stay than the Aelteste, 
because such changes of preachers very often have the most unpleasant 
consequences for him. He is supposed to be the man who knows how to 
fry the sausage on one side so that it pleases the preacher and on the 
other so that it pleases the congregation, and because he does not 
always succeed in this, 


he is not only criticized, but often also rebuked and scolded." That is why 
in this circle, too, people are coming more and more to restore the rights 
of the common people. L. F. 

The Adventists, as we read in the "Luth. Kirchenzeitung", have 
recently been proclaiming again with great certainty and determination 
the soon coming return of Christ to judgment. As this sect has always 
been especially active in spreading its false teachings through 
missionaries and writings, so also now messengers are being sent 
everywhere, especially to the northwestern states of our country, to 
preach the end of the world as imminent. These missionaries teach that 
the Supreme Court in heaven brings a million cases to judgment every 
day. So far it has dealt with those who died in the past, but this work is 
now nearly finished, so that the day of judgment for those who are still 
alive is at the door. - We Lutherans, too, remember the end of all things 
and proclaim the doctrine of Christ's return to judgment, especially when 
the end of the church year and the Advent season with its texts especially 
admonish us to do so. We pay attention to the signs of the times according 
to the instruction of the Lord and His apostles and seek to recognize and 
heed them. Matth. 24, Luc. 21, 2 Thess. 2, 1 Tim. 4, 2 Petr. 3. But we also 
know from God's unmistakable word that "no one knows the day or the 
hour, not even the angels in heaven, not even the Son, but only the 
Father", Marc. 13, 32, and that it is also "not our duty to know the time or 
the hour which the Father has reserved for His power", Apost. 1, 7. 1, 7. 
And we reject the nonsensical, fanciful opinions of the Adventists, which 
have no scriptural ground, and are directly contrary to the Scriptures, and 
in this piece also abide by the saying, "It is written.” L. F. 


Abroad. 


How things are going in our East Indian mission is 
communicated to the readers of the "Lutheran" from the monthly reports 
of the missionaries. You will also know from these that we have had a 
young missionary there for almost a year, A. Hiibener, who first has to 
learn the difficult Tamul language. However, a few excerpts from a letter 
to the director of our mission, Prof. F. Zucker, show that he is already 
beginning to work in the mission. It says, among other things: "In the 
whole time of my stay in India so far | have experienced nothing but good 
things and much love from God and men, and | have much reason to 
thank the Lord. Thanks to your kind approval of my stay of several months 
in the mountains, | have not yet had the opportunity to suffer from the 
climate, as | have not yet been exposed to the great heat. And now, after 
such delicious rain has fallen, it has already become considerably cooler 
here, and the climate promises to become more pleasant from week to 
week with the coming season. My health (about which you kindly wish to 
receive a report from time to time) is also as good as it can be under these 
favourable circumstances. | hope that after | have acclimatized myself so 
gradually and, God grant, safely, | will from now on be able to work hard 
even in the hot months. Next year, if Brother Mohn is able to go to the 
mountains, | will probably have to take over his station for a few months, 
and | cannot tell you how much | am looking forward to finally being able 
to begin proper missionary work. | hope that this vicariate will be of 
particular benefit to me, as | will be placed among the teachers, students, 
servants and pagans without any help or interpreters and without any 
European entertainment. Perhaps | will thus be shaped into a Tamulian 
missionary. It is a pleasure for me now to be with brother 
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We had the opportunity to go to the pagan sermon in the evening, which, according to our 
different time schedules, can only rarely happen in the afternoon. Last Saturday we made a 
particularly interesting trip to a temple four miles from here in the lonely jungle, where a large 
idol festival was taking place. Brother Nather, contrary to his first expectations, had excellent 
opportunity for heathen preaching, and with admirable power and perseverance he talked for 
hours almost without any interruption. ... In Vaniyambadi (Missionary Freche's Station) and 
in Ambur (Missionary Mohn's Station) | was occasionally allowed to share in the glorious days 
of rejoicing at the last heathen baptisms there. Since | could now understand the main thing 
at the examinations and services, | felt especially happy during them.... For some time now | 
have begun to keep school a little. | read the Gospel of Luke with the older boys and repeat 
the Catechism and Proverbs with them. By frequent questions | try to convince myself 
whether they understand what they are reading, and | must say that | can only be very 
pleased with my boys. They are very well behaved and show great freshness. | am very fond 
of them all, including the fidgety one, to whom | have given a special place of honour directly 
in front of me. From the very beginning he had the tendency to sit as far away as possible. 
The fact that | cannot say so many things to them properly, as | would like to from the bottom 
of my heart, is quite difficult for me. In any case, | myself derive the main profit from the 
lessons... ."

The departures from the Pabst Church continue steadily in European countries. In 
taly, for example, thirteen new evangelical congregations have recently been founded. 
Among those who have converted to the evangelical church are also seven Roman priests. 
Thus the evangelical cause is gaining more and more respect. And when it was proven that 
one of the most famous Catholic preachers in Italy, by whom everyone was enthusiastic, took 
his sermons from Protestant French sermon books, this also served to promote the 
Protestant cause. Similarly, it is reported that the Italian Jesuit Father Chiari, who worked as 
a Catholic missionary in Abyssinia and in Kurdistan, came to the faith through the Augsburg 
Confession. He had translated this Lutheran confession into Chaldean and Turkish in order 
to fight the Protestant mission in the Orient. This preoccupation with the glorious creed, 
however, brought him to the knowledge of the truth of salvation. He converted to the 
Protestant Church in Berlin and now wants to preach the Gospel to the "Muhammedans. 
Thus the Gospel is constantly winning victories in the midst of the darkness of the Pabst.

Every American priest who 
has the courage to be independent feels disgust at the way the great Catholic Church was 
run in these islands. These people did not stop at any crime they committed in the name of 
the church. They seduced the young and the innocent, enforced it to kill those who resisted 
them, robbed the ignorant by making them tremble with the horrors of the purgatory! Their 
only business 


was to raise money, not to spread religion. | have used rather strong language, the 
correspondent continues, but | give you my word of honor that | have not exaggerated in the 
least, and | also want to say that | am notin the least prejudiced against these people. | have 
said nothing, for the sake of play, about priests having families and raising children. This is 
of course a violation of their vow of celibacy, but they should never have promised that. They 
have generally been kind against their families and are raising their children whom they are 
not allowed to acknowledge. The country is full of children who are proud of the fact that a 
‘Friar’ is their father." Thus the Roman priesthood shows itself in a land where it has hitherto 
ruled alone and unconquered, and where the light of the gospel has never shone. __L. F. 


Sunday and the servants. 


nalecture on the life of the deceased General von der Tann, Pastor Ostertag wrote 
the following: "The bells of one of our Protestant churches in Munich are ringing for the 
service, and out of a stately house on LudwigstraBe steps, at his side his noble wife, the 
General, who in his youth in the Danish campaign and afterwards in the adornment of his 
white hair was much called the leader of the Loire Army and possessed a rare popular 
popularity, Baron von der Tann. Although the rain, so frequent on our plateau, was also 
pouring down on this Sunday morning, the General went to church on foot, so as not to keep 
any of his own from the service. He was followed by the servants, among them the Baron's 
coachman, who was distinguished by his heartfelt love for the heathen mission. For General 
von der Tann, the fulfillment of the words spoken by Duke Ernst the Pious was always 
decisive: 'Rulers cannot answer for keeping their servants from church!" But how few 
sovereigns there are who "think" this rightly and act accordingly! 


Old Lute. 


Over the sea he had sailed, eager for fortune and gold. In his youthful vigor it had 
seemed easy to him to win the treasures of the world. 

"When | return home from the gold country, mother," he had said, "you need not 
trouble yourself any more with machine-sewing-then you shall live again in a fine villa, and 
drive a two-horse, as you used to do." 

She had answered him: "My son, you know that when your father lost everything 
through his daring gambling on the stock exchange and then went out of life in despair, | 
learned to seek other treasures that no one can rob us of: 


In my heart's reason Thy name and creed alone 
Sparkles all time and hour, On that | can be glad!" 


"Yes, Mother, you are pious, but it takes more to live." 

The mother sighed. "Alas, he has his father's nature. Let it not come to such an end 
with him, my God." And she let him go into a strange land, with much prayer. 

Year after year passed. Very seldom came a short, cursorily written letter with the 
main content, "When | have become rich, | shall return home." At last there was no news. 
But the mother prayed day and night: "My God, let him come home to you!" Then she went 
home herself. - 
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Advent, the blessed time, had come again; all the bells of the great city were ringing 
it. The sick in the halls of the hospital listened, some with joy, others with inward anxiety. 
Sounds of bells awaken "old lutes." There is plenty of time to "remember" on the sick bed. 
"Old sounds" can make a man's heart very happy, but also very sad. 

The sick man, over whose bed "number 5" is written, who has lain in fever for weeks, 
just now opens his eyes. He looks about him as if searching. "Mother!" he calls hastily. He 
glares at the nurse. "Mother, why are you not here? Why am | lying here? Why, why?" he 
murmurs, and turns away. Quietly, the nurse moves away. She goes into her quiet room 
and takes a packet of "medical records" from the writing box. Quickly she has found what 
she is looking for and goes back in to the sick man. 

"The doctor has allowed you to read a little," she says kindly. "Here is something 
quite beautiful with clear, large print," and with that she lays the selected sheet on the 
bedspread for him. Mechanically the invalid reaches for it. "Why?" shines out at him in red 
letters. Beneath it he sees a cross, entwined with a wreath of thorns, verses beside it-a 
hymn. He reads. Old lute, old lute! How they touch his heart. This is the song he last heard 
from his mother: 

In the bottom of my heart Thy name and cross alone 
Sparkles all time and hour, On that | can be glad! 

And on he reads the song to the end and turns the page. There is a saying that 
speaks of gold. His heart was set on gold, for gold he left home and mother and neglected 
her, and she died over it. Gold was his burning desire, but still he returned home with empty 
pockets - why, oh why all this misfortune to him? 

And he reads the answer to his "why" from the little sheet. It is as if the writer of the 
paper had looked into his heart and life. "More precious unto the Lord than gold, O son of 
man, is thy soul, which he must purify in the fire of affliction." "The word of the LORD is more 
precious than gold, and much finer gold: it is sweeter than honey, and the honeycomb." "The 
blood of JESUS Christ, the Son of GOD, maketh us clean from all sin." "This is ever certainly 
true, and a precious word, that Christ Jesus is come into the world to save sinners." 

Blessed medical journal! It did what it was written to do. The mother's prayer had 
contributed to it and the "old lute".

He said aloud, "Call upon me in time of need, and | will save thee, 
and thou shalt praise me. "* And twelve bells sounded at once from St. Matthew's tower.

The synodal address of this report emphasizes the idea that the present world, 
viewed in the light of the divine word, is itself a sign that the end is near. In the same 
it is said, for example: "The world has always been ungodly ; but such pronounced 
and pronounced filiation of God as prevails in our day, such general contempt of 
God and His Word, such idolatry of men, such denial and mockery of all that is 
divine under the appearance and name of science, such destructive criticism of the 
Bible even among such as call themselves Christians, the world has not yet known. 
People have always sacrificed to the great idol Mammon; but such mass sacrifices 
as are made to him to-day, such gigantic monopolies, such mass strikes, such bitter 
struggles between laborers and employers, such feverish hunting for money and 
goods, such worship of possessions, have not been experienced before. Men have 
always indulged in hedonism; but the world has not yet seen such a craving for 
pleasure, yes, such a rage, such a greed to enjoy life, such a life of well-being as in 
our time, such a refined enjoyment of life for high and low. The world has always 
paid homage to the arrogant life; but such love of splendor, such addiction to shine, 
such worship of success, as we perceive today, is unheard of. It is a sign of the last 
day." The subject of the doctrinal proceedings was, "Equation and Coupling with the 
World:" 1. That a well-established church rejects it, because it is forbidden in God's 
word, because it gives offence, and because it is pernicious to Christians; 2. How a 
church does this, namely, by instruction from God's word, by church discipline, and 
by abundant presentation of the goods of the gospel. The Missionary Commission 
gave an account of the labors of the twenty-five missionary preachers of the district.

Wild branches on the tree of our community schools.

The teachers in our parochial schools have a high, responsible and 

difficult profession. For what is their task and their profession? It is not 
only that they instruct the children entrusted to them in certain branches 
of human knowledge. It is not merely that they teach the children all the 
knowledge they need for this life. It does not consist only in making the 
children capable and able by their instruction to exercise their earthly 
profession or their profession as citizens of the country. More is required 
of our parochial school teachers. In addition to worldly knowledge, they 
are to instruct their schoolchildren above all things in the word of God. But 
their instruction in the Word of God is to be an educational one. In their 
teaching they are not only to address the intellect, but are also to have an 
effect on the heart and mind of the children. They are to educate their 
children to become Christians. They are to strengthen them in their 
Christianity, to establish them more deeply, to increase their Christian 
knowledge, and to strengthen their faith. Together with the parents, our 
teachers are to work so that the old man with his lusts and desires will die 
out more and more in the children and that, on the other hand, the new 
man will gain an ever more glorious form. Together with the parents, our 
teachers are to work so that the Word of God becomes quite dear and 
delicious to the children, so that they will always look to it as their guiding 
star in their later life. This is the great task set before our teachers. 
But this high task is at the same time also a difficult one. By nature, 
children have no time to learn the Word of God. How often is there not a 
lack of proper attention in the teaching of catechism or biblical history! 
How easily are spiritual and divine things forgotten again because of the 
unwillingness of the old man! How often also in

How the old Adam rebels against Christian discipline and order in the 
"baptized Christian children"! How does the corrupt nature of the original 
sin show itself in all kinds of naughtiness, sins, and disobedience! How 
difficult, then, is the office of our teachers, who in their profession have to 
struggle daily with the outbreaks of the flesh and with the natural 
unwillingness of their children to listen to God's Word! Parents, therefore, 
cannot sufficiently thank Christian teachers who have made it their 
business to educate strange children for heaven. Already Luther says in 
one place (St. L. Ausg., X, 454): "This | say lately: A diligent, pious 
schoolmaster or magister, or whoever it is, who faithfully raises and 
teaches boys, can never be rewarded enough, nor paid with any money." 
And further Luther says: "And I, if | could or had to leave off the office of 
preaching and other things, would prefer no office but to be a 
schoolmaster or teacher of boys. For | know that this work, next to 
preaching, is the most useful, the greatest, and the best, and | do not yet 
know which of the two is the best. For it is hard to subdue old dogs and to 
make old husks pious, for which the preaching ministry labors and must 
labor much in vain; but the young little trees can be better bent and pulled, 
though some also break over it. Rather, let it be one of the highest virtues 
on earth to faithfully pull up the children of strangers, which very few and 
almost no one does with his own." In this way Luther emphasizes the 
office of a Christian teacher. 

Unfortunately, this high and difficult office is held in low esteem by 
many, as Luther complained: "It is still so shamefully despised among us, 
as if it were nothing at all, and yet we want to be Christians. The low 
esteem in which the office of teacher is held, however, manifests itself in 
many ways. For one thing, the parents of the schoolchildren, instead of 
working hand in hand with the teacher, work against him and make his 
hard work even harder. This work against the teacher is done especially 
by the fact that the parents 
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either reprove, belittle, or speak contemptuously of the person or the work 
of the teacher in the presence of their children. How often does it not 
happen that the children, when they come home from school, are 
questioned by their parents about the teacher, and that then the parents, 
if they do not like something about the teacher or his work, drop all kinds 
of mocking and derisive remarks about it before their children's ears. This, 
however, is a very wild and evil branch, which should and must be cut 
away. For the school cannot flourish in a community through such 
mockery on the part of the parents. This deprives the child of the 
necessary reverence and respect for the teacher, and the teacher himself 
is made miserable in his work. A single mocking and derisive remark 
about the teacher, which the child hears from the mouth of his father or 
mother, can completely destroy the teacher's work. 

It is true that even our teachers are not yet perfect. They also have 
their shortcomings, faults, and infirmities. One teacher is often unduly 
harsh and strict. At the slightest naughtiness or inattention he punishes 
the child, sometimes mercilessly. The stick has little rest with him. Another 
is too indulgent and too mild. He almost always sees through his fingers, 
so that in consequence of his excessive mildness and indulgence all order 
in the school ceases. A third lacks patience. If a child cannot grasp, 
understand, or retain something at once, he becomes impatient and 
scolds and threatens, so that the child is completely intimidated. A fourth 
is easily annoyed when things do not go as they should at school. He then 
begins to rumble and finally works himself into such a state of excitement 
that there can no longer be any question of a successful lesson. A fifth is 
sometimes so enraged by his anger that he treats the children unjustly. A 
sixth is in the bad habit of calling the children all kinds of insulting names. 
A seventh has the bad habit of making a distinction among the children, 
preferring some to others, indulging some children in everything, and 
treating others all the more harshly. 

It should also not be denied that here and there a teacher may be 
found who lacks the proper fidelity in his office. It may well happen that a 
teacher does not prepare himself properly for his day's work. It may even 
happen that a teacher does not always observe the necessary prudence 
in his private life, that he lets his evil flesh run wild, that in his intercourse 
with his pastor he does not strive to be at peace, and that in his 
intercourse with the members of the congregation he appears brusque 
and proud and lacks the necessary friendliness. All this may be the case. 
But will anything be improved if parents reproach teachers in front of their 
children, if they revile them and increase their faults, defects and 
infirmities? By such conduct the evil is only made worse. By such conduct 
on the part of the parents the children are only induced to lose sight of the 
fourth commandment and to neglect the commanded obedience, 
reverence, and respect. 


against the teacher is not to be observed. But the parents themselves sin 
against the eighth commandment. How often are not the complaints of 
children against their teachers unfounded! Parents act unjustly when they 
judge the teacher immediately on the complaints of their children. And if 
the parents must once suppose that the teacher has treated their children 
unjustly, or that he has been guilty of this or that mistake, or of this or that 
overhaste, the parents should excuse the teacher and make everything 
right. And if the children come again and again with the same complaints, 
or if the parents themselves notice infirmities or bad habits in the teacher, 
they should reproach the teacher in a friendly manner and speak to him 
themselves. And every Christian teacher will also listen to such reproof 
and, if it is justified, will also gladly accept it. He will say with the Psalmist, 
"The righteous smite me kindly, and punish me; it shall do me as good as 
a balm upon my head." And with God's help he will endeavor to put away 
his faults and bad ways, that in all things he may be a right example to the 
children entrusted to his care. But when the children see that their parents 
properly respect the high and difficult office of their teacher, when they 
hear the praise of their teacher from the mouths of their father and mother 
instead of rebuke, this will again have the influence on the children that 
they will make an effort to honor the teacher and to be careful and decent 
in school. This will make the teacher's work easier, and the result will be 
that the school will flourish and prosper. May all parents, therefore, take 
care that they do not treat the person or the office of their Christian teacher 
with disdain in front of their children, but may they always be careful to 
work hand in hand with him; then God will also place his blessing on their 
school. 

The disdain for the high and difficult office of a teacher is also shown 
by the fact that a congregation provides its teacher with only the bare 
necessities for his physical support and sets his salary as meager and 
scarce as possible. However, there are some congregations in our synod 
that can only manage to maintain a school teacher in addition to their 
pastor by making the greatest sacrifices. Such congregations, whose 
members are themselves very poor people, can of course pay neither 
their pastor nor their teacher a large salary. We are not talking about such 
congregations here. But the congregation, which is well able, does not act 
beautifully and rightly if it takes no steps at all to increase the small salary 
of its teacher. It is not right and Christian for a prosperous congregation 
to measure the salary of its teacher at the most meager and scanty level; 
rather, it is only a wild branch that should and must be cut away. 

What impression does it make on a teacher who knows and learns 
that members of the congregation are increasing their business from year 
to year, buying one town lot after another, or acquiring one farm after 
another, when he now hears in the congregational meetings that his small 
salary is brought together only with the greatest effort, and that just the 
wealthy members talk rather of reducing the salary than of increasing it! 
With such ver- 
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lf he does so, he must come to the conclusion that his work is but little valued. The word of 
the Saviour, Luke 10:7, is also well written for school teachers: "Eat and drink what they 
have, for a laborer is worth his wages. Thats, if the congregation is poor, the teacher should 
be content with what the congregation gives him of its poverty. If the members of the 
congregation live in huts, he should also be content with such a hut. But if God blesses the 
members of the congregation more and more abundantly with earthly blessings, then the 
members of the congregation should also let the teacher enjoy them. 

The members of the congregation should also consider that the office of a teacher 
necessitates many expenses that another person in his profession does not have, and these 
expenses require money. For example, a teacher needs books to continue his studies. He 
should also keep a few journals that pertain to his subject. Even if it is not necessary for him 
to strut about in silk and silk, he cannot appear at his school in a brown working coat and 
blue overtrousers. He should be able to appear before his children in decent and clean 
clothes. The community also expects the teacher's family to be clean and properly dressed. 
In the same way, the teacher's home, if not splendid and ostentatious, should be neat and 
tidy. In the evening the teacher must study in order to prepare himself for his school work 
and to increase his knowledge and understanding. If he wants to do this, he cannot gather 
around the family stove with his family members, but must have his own stove in his study, 
which causes him special expenses for wood or coals. In order to further his musical 
education, he should own an organ or a piano. He must purchase sheet music. All this costs 
money. Finally, a schoolmaster also suffers from illness. But how bad is it for the teacher 
who, even with his family in good health, has to be careful to be as frugal as possible, if he 
now has to pay for the expenses of the illness out of his meager salary! Should not every 
municipality that is able have the good sense to provide the teacher with a salary that frees 
him from food worries and allows him to spare a penny? A Christian teacher does not do his 
work for the sake of money, but for the sake of God; but God has also laid upon him the 
duty of providing for his family, and to furnish the means for him to support his family is the 
duty and obligation of the Christian church. He should not be compelled to look for side 
earnings, but should devote all his time and strength to the school. A teacher will also be 
able to carry on his profession with a much happier and lighter heart if the congregation, 
even in earthly matters, so places him that he can well provide for his family. Therefore, dear 
congregations, do not always ask: With how little can our school teacher get along? but ask: 
How much does he need so that he and his family are well provided for? And if you earnestly 
desire, you will be able to carry it out. But if you provide for your teacher in earthly matters 
as is proper, you also show that you value and respect his office and his work.

A wild branch on the tree of our community schools, which should finally be pointed 
out, is the little willingness of some communities to do something for the preparation of the 
school grounds or for the furnishing of the inner school room or for the acquisition of teaching 
materials. In recent years, however, some communities have built beautiful and appropriate 
school buildings and equipped them with the necessary teaching materials. But in many 
communities litle has been done in this respect. If one enters the schoolyard, it looks 
desolate, barren and neglected. Not a tree has been planted. No care is taken to ensure 
that the square and its outer buildings look clean and tidy. After the lightest rain the children, 
as soon as they step out of the schoolhouse, have to wade through deep dirt and muck. The 
schoolyard looks as if it belonged to no one. One gets the same desolate impression when 
one enters the interior of the schoolhouse itself. Four dirty walls, which the brush of a 
whitewasher has not touched for a long time, stare back at you. Some of the benches are 
badly attached to the floor, or they even limp on only three legs. The stove has not seen a 
swan ina year andis all red from embarrassment over its appearance. The floor also leaves 
much to be desired. And if one inquires about the teaching aids: Wall maps, reading boards, 
or dictionaries, there is little or nothing to be found. It costs the teacher a long, hot battle in 
the community assembly every time before he receives permission to purchase something 
of this kind. Dear communities, see to it that you also take care of your school in this respect. 
Keep your schoolroom clean and tidy. See to it that the interior of the schoolroom also looks 
nice. After all, it is your children who have to spend five or six hours a day in it. Also give 
your teacher willing permission, if he deems it necessary, to purchase one or another 
teaching and instructional aid. Yes, let us more and more cut off and remove all wild 
branches from the tree of our parochial schools. Let us be careful to lift up and promote our 
schools in every way. Then, with God's help, this tree will grow and blossom and bear fruit 
that is pleasing to God and dear to men. Fr. St. 


Our East India Mission. 


Pandaram's baptism. 

When the Honorable Dr. Schwan sent Missionary Nather and me again as 
messengers of the Gospel to the heathen Tamuls in the East Indies in 1894 in St. Charles, 
Mo. on the occasion of the Synod of the Western District, he did it with the words of the Acts 
of the Apostles, Cap. 26, 16-18. 26, 16-18. So we were sent to a difficult battle, the battle of 
light against pagan darkness, of God's grace against Satan's power. How wonderful that 
God should use poor, sinful men as instruments in this battle, men who are by nature quite 
incapable and unfit for it! As messengers and instruments ordained by God we have 
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brought the light of the gospel to the blind Gentiles in our places, offered 
and presented to them forgiveness of sins and the inheritance of eternal 
life in the words of the sermon, told them that the chains of Satan were 
broken by Christ and that their souls were bought with great price, that 
their Saviour was reaching out to them with desire to refresh them in his 
kingdom with eternal, imperishable goods. - We were no novices in the 
work when we were sent to the Gentiles the second time. We knew from 
God's Word and from experience that the Gentiles do not immediately 
open their eyes when the light is brought to them, that they do not 
immediately accept with joy the heavenly goods of grace. Oh no, they 
prefer darkness to light, they hate it, Joh. 1, 5. The heavenly goods of 
grace are less than nothing to them. For all their thinking and striving is 
expressed in the three questions, "What shall we eat, what shall we drink, 
wherewith shall we be clothed?" Matth. 6, 31. 32. They are completely 
drowned in the earthly sense; their sense is enmity against God and 
everything divine, Rom. 8, 7. Therefore it is a miracle of the almighty, 
divine grace, of the almighty mercy, when a heathen soul opens its eyes 
of faith. 

We were, as | said, not newcomers when we took up the work again. 
Therefore, we did not expect that the heathen would immediately flock to 
us, but were prepared for many years of patience and much struggle. But 
when day after day, week after week, month after month, year after year, 
the heathen darkness does not want to give way to the light anywhere, 
when the heathen again and again hostilely close their eyes to the light, 
when they reject not only the messengers but also God and His heavenly 
treasures with indifference, contempt, scorn and enmity, then the 
messengers often want to lose heart, their hands want to become loose 
and their knees falter. Yes, the pagan darkness almost wants to darken, 
even extinguish the light in the messengers themselves. 

But that would be a bad king who would leave his messengers in 
the lurch. Shall our king and saviour do this? Never! But He says: "All 
authority in heaven and on earth has been given to Me" and: "Behold, | 
am with you always, even to the end of the age", Matth. 28, 18. 20. He 
can and will protect His messengers and protects them not only against 
the external enemies - that is the lesser thing - but also against Satan and 
his army. By weak and frail instruments the Lord snatches the prey from 
the infernal enemy, that is, souls bought at a high price by the blood of 
Christ. Therefore every soul of the Gentiles, whose eyes are opened by 
the grace of God, that it sees the bright light of God's grace in the face of 
Jesus, 2 Cor. 4, 6, is a comforting proof that God's word does not return 
empty, but does what it was sent to do, Is. 55, 11, namely to bring light, 
salvation and eternal comfort to the souls enslaved by the darkness and 
power of the enemy of hell. 

Therefore it was no small joy when the third of my young teachers, 
named Pandaram, also reported for the break. It seemed that he never 
wanted to open his eyes to the light of the gospel. His parents had 
forbidden him to become a Christian. Since Pandaram is smart and gifted, 
he always learned all the lessons impeccably. But from his answers it 
could be felt that inwardly he was against the 
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Christianity resisted and did not want to know anything about it. But he 
always paid sharp attention. So | repeatedly noticed that he was struck 
when we came to Pharaoh in the biblical story, who hardened his heart 
and was therefore hardened by God, he and his servants. | noticed a 
strange turnaround in Pandaram during Devarekkam's baptism class. He 
was accessible during the religious instruction and | could clearly see that 
he was inwardly concerned. So | was not very surprised when he came 
forward for baptism on September 6. His parents had also let go of their 
objections to such an extent that they no longer put anything in his way. 

Pandaram came to my school in the spring of 1899 to study further 
with me than was possible in the pagan school he had been attending. As 
he learns extraordinarily easily and quickly, | was able to employ him in 
December 1899 as a substitute teacher alongside Devasachajam. 
However, he took part in the religious as well as the secular lessons | gave 
them, as before. Thus it came about that | had already gone through the 
catechism with him twice when he registered for baptism. He also took 
part in our singing lessons, in which we practiced chorales. In the Sunday 
service he sang and prayed with us, said the Creed with us and knelt down 
with us during the prayer of confession, in short, he acted and walked like 
my two newly baptized. Therefore, there was no longer any need for long 
preparation for him. But | took him before me alone for another month and 
sought to deepen his Christian knowledge. 

On October 5, | examined him in the catechism and in the biblical 
history of the Old and New Testaments before the brothers Kellerbauer 
and Hubener, who were so kind as to come here as baptismal witnesses. 
In the two-hour examination Pandaram showed that he had acquired a 
good treasure of Christian knowledge, although only the most important 
points could be touched upon in the two hours. 

On 6 October - the 18th Sunday after Trinity - the baptism took place 
in our new school building. Since we also hold our services in the school 
building, the new building was built solidly and covered with tiles on the 
advice of the Conference. It looks quite nice on the outside and inside. At 
the same time it was inaugurated by the baptismal service. In addition to 
Missionary Kellerbauer and his wife, Missionary Hibener and my wife, a 
number of young men and school children came to the service along with 
my four young teachers. Also a crowd of old women, who receive a small 
alms after the service, showed up as usual. Thus we had a full house of 
worship. After the entrance prayer and entrance song: "Morning Glory of 
Eternity" etc. we held the full, beautiful Tamul liturgy. As the main song we 
sang: "Valet will | give thee” etc. with the beautiful closing verse: "Write my 
name on the best" etc., which is so fitting for a baptism day. 1 Tim. 1:15 
was the text for the sermon. After the sermon, the first, sixth, and seventh 
verses of the baptismal hymn, "Thou people that art baptized," etc., were 
sung, and the baptism administered. Pandaram had chosen the Christian 
name of Njanamuttu (Wisdom Pearl) for his baptism. At the close of the 
beautiful, refreshing ceremony we sang, "Let me be and abide thine," etc. 
Of Pandaram's five brothers, whose 
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four attend our school - the youngest is still too young - all bright and talented boys, the three 
older ones were present at the baptism service. The third, who looks most like Njanamuttu 
and may be nine years old, beamed with joy. The fact that the beloved eldest brother, who 
is also his teacher and is held in great respect, formed the centre of our celebration obviously 
caused him great pleasure. 

In the afternoon my three newly baptized came together to my parlor. Brothers 
Kellerbauer and Hlbener were kind enough to give them a word of exhortation and comfort; 
they also gave the newly baptized Njanamuttu a Tamul hymnal to commemorate his 
baptismal day. 

It is a joy that these young people are opening themselves to the light of the Gospel, 
especially since there is also hope that by God's grace in the course of time the younger 
brothers and sisters will also find their way here. A younger sister is also learning from 
Devarekkam in our school. But they live in the midst of pagan darkness, their eyes and 
hands are still weak. How easily the darkness can darken their eyes again and make them 
blind, how easily salvation can slip away from their hands. Therefore | ask you quite urgently, 
you dear Christians here and there, remember now and then quite earnestly in your 
intercession these first weak newly baptized here. If God remains with us with his pure word, 
with his grace and his blessing, and gives us and you patience and faithfulness, then many 
a heathen soul will certainly still be converted to God from the power of Satan. God himself 
gives us hope through these firstfruits, through which he also begins to fulfill his great 
promise to us here, that his word will not return empty, but will do what it is sent to do. 

God will be gracious to us and give us his blessing; 
His face to us with bright light Illuminated to eternal life, 
That we may know his work And what he loves on earth, 
And Jesus Christ salvation and strength Be known to the 
Gentiles And turn them to God.

The Weimar Bible Work. 


"Search the Scriptures, for ye think that therein is life eternal: and it is they which 
testify of me," John 5:39. With these words the Lord commanded all His Christians to read 
the Scriptures devoutly and diligently and at the same time indicated the unspeakable 
blessing of such Bible reading. In the Acts of St. Luke we are told of the Christians of Berea 
that they received the word of Paul with great willingness and "searched the Scriptures daily 
to see ifitwas so," Acts 17:11. 17, 11. They are presented to us as examples that we should 
emulate in our daily Bible reading. In obedience to such instruction of the Lord and 
stimulated by such an example, we seek and follow the example of the Lord. 


Christians now also search in God's Word, and there is probably no house into which the 
"Lutheran" enters that does not also contain a Bible. May it also be used faithfully in every 
home! Streams of blessing will come upon a family whose members are diligent, attentive, 
Bible-readers eager for salvation. In their Bible they have a treasure more precious than 
gold and much finer gold, sweeter than honey and honey germ, Ps. 19, 11. It is the word 
that is spirit and life, the word that makes their souls blessed, Joh. 6, 63. Rom. 1, 16. 

As certain as it is that a Bible belongs in every Christian home, it is also desirable 
that in the homes of our Christians, in addition to the Bible used for daily home worship and 
private worship, there should also be an interpretative Bible in which the true meaning of 
Scripture is succinctly stated, every word of Scripture is applied either for teaching or for 
punishment or for correction or for chastening in righteousness or for comfort, and any 
difficulties that may exist in a particular passage are solved. Certainly, the holy Schrist is so 
clear and so plain, that even the simplest can learn the way to blessedness from it, without 
any interpretation. It is a light, 2 Pet. 1, 21. The word of Scripture is sure and makes the 
foolish wise, Ps. 19, 9. It also already instructs the children to blessedness through faith in 
Christ, 2 Tim. 3, 15. But the Christian should not always remain a child in understanding, 1 
Cor. 14, 20, but become a perfect man, Eph. 4, 13. 4, 13. He should not be satisfied with 
knowing just as much from God's word as is absolutely necessary for salvation, but he 
should desire to penetrate deeper and deeper into God's word and to understand better and 
more thoroughly what God has revealed in it. He should also always be ready to answer to 
everyone who demands the reason for the hope that is in him, 1 Petr. 3, 15. He should be 
able to test all teaching and preaching against the Scriptures and investigate whether it is 
true as it is preached to him, Apost. 17, 11. 17, 11. He should be able to say to his preacher, 
like those Samaritans to the Samaritan woman: "We do not believe now because of your 
words; we have heard and read for ourselves and have known from the Scriptures what the 
saving doctrine and truth is, Joh. 4, 42. 

That is why the teachers of the Christian church, the preachers and theologians, 
have always been anxious to provide Christians with Bible explanations, Bible works, in 
order to support and encourage them in their Bible studies. And as one of the very best 
Bible works, our pious forefathers left us the so-called Weimar Bible, which, in spite of its 
quite significant size, was published no less than fourteen times between 1641 and 1768, 
translated into French and Italian, and has always been highly respected and widely used 
in the Lutheran Church; it was reissued 24 years ago, especially for the Lutheran Church of 
America, has been much used within the Synodal Conference, and is now before us in its 
third edition. 

In announcing this third German-American edition, we have already briefly 
remembered the origin of this Bible work, which was planned by the pious Duke Ernst of 
Gotha. 
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and on which more than twenty Lutheran theologians worked under the 
leadership of the greatest theologian of his time and one of the most 
important theologians of the entire Lutheran Church, Dr. Johann Gerhard 
who was as thoroughly learned as he was childlike and pious. (Cf. the 
"Lutheraner" of February 19 of this year, p. 57 f.) We can therefore go 
straight into the contents of the work, which in the edition before us 
comprises 1892 pages in large quarto format. The crown of it is of course 
the excellent interpretation of the text, carried out in such a way that the 
Lutheran translation of the Bible is printed in bold type and a longer or 
shorter interpretation of the verse in question is placed between the Bible 
words in ordinary type. Below the text, again in a different font, there are 
marginal glosses and quite literal translations of the Bible word from the 
Hebrew and Greek basic language. The reader sees at a glance what is 
Bible text and what is interpretation, and yet he always has the 
interpretation right next to the Bible text, usually in short, carefully chosen 
and considered words, so that he is really enabled to penetrate the 
meaning of Scripture. It cannot be said, however, that the interpretation 
in this work of the Bible has always and in every single passage reached 
the actual meaning intended by the Holy Spirit in the words He has given. 
There are also some passages in which the doctrine of authority and of 
Sunday (according to the manner of some Lutheran theologians of that 
time) is not presented as it should be. Likewise, passages dealing with 
the election of grace, such as Rom. 8, 28. ff, are not interpreted as Luther 
and the Concordia formula correctly interpreted them. Nevertheless, what 
Blessed Dr. Walther says in the preface to this new edition, based on 
many years of use of the work with a large chorus of the most enlightened 
theologians of our Church, remains true, namely, that in this interpretation 
of Scripture we have "the core and marrow of the pure and clear 
understanding of Scripture given to our orthodox Church." Walther goes 
on to say: "For two centuries already, this work of the Bible, as a 
household gem inherited by thousands upon thousands of families, from 
generation to generation, to children, grandchildren, and great- 
grandchildren, has produced and preserved a pure and healthy 
understanding of Scripture in the German Lutheran Christian people, has 
taught and accustomed this Christian people to regard all ‘their own 
interpretation’ (2 Pet. 1, 20.) as a poison of eternal death, and to accept 
only such an interpretation, in which Scripture is explained from Scripture, 
and thus has brought about a blessing that is quite incalculable; We 
therefore praise it as an unspeakable grace that God has allowed this 
incomparably precious inheritance of our truly scripturally learned fathers 
to be distributed to us, their children, now anew, in this our last afflicted 
time, where under the weighty slogan of progress and deeper penetration 
into the whole of Scripture, the German Lutheran Christian people have 
their old faith in the Bible partly shaken, partly completely robbed." 

But also apart from the actual interpretation, this Bible work contains 
many beautiful and valuable things. First of all, there is the just mentioned 
preface by Walther, which tells about the origin of the work. 


The first part is a preface by the well-known Lutheran theologian E. S. 
Cyprian, which he wrote for the excellent edition he organized in 1736.

Cyprian, which he wrote for the excellent edition he organized in 1736, 
and finally the preface written by one of his main collaborators, the capable 
Lutheran interpreter of Scripture S. Glassius, for the very first edition of 
1641. This is followed by "a_short_ instruction on how to _read_and 
understand the Holy Scriptures"; a guide "on how to read the whole Bible 
in one year"; and Luther's "Preface to the Old Testament". Only now 
follows the text of the biblical books, each with Luther's masterly preface 
to it. Before the individual books there is a summary of the contents, before 
the individual chapters there is also a summary of the contents, and at the 
end of the chapters there is always an edifying application. This goes 
through the entire Old and New Testament, after the latter is also 
introduced by Luther's preface. Then also at the end there are a number 


of valuable and very welcome additions. First a double "Chronologia. or 
Time Register of the Old and New Testament" and the genealogical tables 
of the Maccabees and Herodians. Then follows a "Harmony of Gospel 
History," that is, an orderly and continuous account of New Testament 
incidents, arranged according to the four Gospels. This is followed by an 
"Index of the most distinguished pieces of doctrine of the Christian faith 
and life," with the Bible passages belonging to them, an "Explanation of 
foreign names," and an "Explanation of old and unknown words." This is 
followed by a comparison of Jewish and biblical months, measures, 
weights, coins and cubits with ours, a list of the most distinguished sayings 
of the Old Testament, which are explained in the New Testament, and 
finally a clear presentation of the "Order and Context of the Holy 
Scriptures". All these additions also serve the understanding of the 
Scriptures. 

Included are a number of good artistic supplements: the pictures of 
Luther, of Prince Frederick the Wise, under whom the Reformation began, 
and of Duke Ernst the Pious, from whom the plan of this entire Bible work 
originated; furthermore, about 20 beautiful pictures from the famous 
Schnorr picture Bible and about 10 colored biblical pictures, several maps 
of biblical countries and places, and a well-organized family register. 

The external decoration, printing, paper, binding, is very good, in the 
most beautiful edition available to us with gilt edges, full morocco binding 
in the richest ornamentation and gilding of covers and spine, nickel-plated 
border and just such clasps downright magnificent. We have not seen a 
more beautiful bible here in the country and can not think of a more 
beautiful gift bible than this work, if one looks at the interior as well as at 
the exterior. If the price of this magnificent edition ($25.00) is too high for 
you, you will find three other editions: one for $18.00 (20 pictures, several 
coloured pictures, imitation morocco leather binding, fully gilt, gilt edges), 
one for $15.00 (12 pictures, leather binding with gilt title and gilt edges) 
and one for $18.00 (12 pictures, leather binding with gilt title and gilt 
edges). 
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for $12.00 (without pictures, bound in leather spine). The text is of course 
the same in all editions, and likewise the above-mentioned valuable 
additions are found in all.

Lutheran Preaching and the Anglo-Americans. The 
"Gemeindeblatt" of the Sister Synod of Wisconsin writes: "In a Chicago 
secular newspaper we read that highly educated religious-minded English- 
Americans who know the German language often prefer German services 
to English services, because German services speak more to pagans. The 
reason for this is probably not merely the language. In the English 
sectarian churches the hearers of the sermon usually get to hear shallow 
talk from the field of rational speculation about God and divine things, 
morality, political and social questions of the day, or one-sided emotional 
excitement is worked upon, which quickly evaporates. All this cannot 
satisfy a human heart seeking truth about God and divine things, about 
the relationship between God and man. Only the truth revealed by God 
Himself, the Gospel as the power of God, can give certainty, comfort and 
peace. In the Lutheran churches the pure word of truth is preached to 
souls, of the law as well as of the gospel, and the hearers receive 
something certain, sure for their hearts, which gives them support in life 
and death, the pure gospel." Yes, would that the Lutheran Church would 
not hide the light which God has graciously given her under a bushel here 
in this country, but would rightly prove herself to be a city upon a hill.

General Council and English Mission. We read in the 
"Lutheran Herald": "According to a resolution of the General Council, the 
Church Extension Society will hold six mission conferences within the next 
two years to promote interest in the English native mission work. The 
Conferences are to be held at the following places, and to last two days: 
at La Croste, Wis. on the 10th and 11th of December; at Chicago on the 
12th and 13th of December; within the limits of the English Lutheran 
District Synod of Ohio on the 17th and 18th of December; and besides 
these in 


Pittsburg, Philadelphia, and New York." Among the objects to be 
discussed at these Conferences we find also the following, "Prominent 
Cities as Mission Fields, e.g., for the Chicago Synod, Chicago, etc.," 
"Western Mission Fields." The General Council still seems to suffer from 
the idea that it is called to provide for "English" missions even in the 
Synodical Conference area. This is a gross misjudgment of the calling. If 
the Council means well for the Lutheran Church, it will stay out of the 
Synodical Conference area. Its attempts to establish itself in this area are 
tantamount to trying to transplant the slovenliness common in Eastern 
synods, e.g., the neglect of parochial schools, into the West as well.

The 
"Lutheran Church Bulletin" of Philadelphia, which is published within the 
General Council, writes: "The 'Church Bulletin’ of the lowa Synod writes 
in its report on the General Council meeting: 'Education was also 
discussed in detail at the Council. But what is to be thought of the 'in 
depth’ from our point of view is probably evident from the fact that in none 
of the reports before us does the word ‘parochial school’ even appear.’ 
Unfortunately, that is so. The General Council does not even recognize 
its very most important task." As long as a church community still lets its 
youth grow up in the religionless state schools, it cannot say that it is 
really serious about church work.

How unabashedly pulpit fellowship with false believers is 
practiced and may be practiced within the Lutheran General 
Council is shown by the following occurrence, which is by no means 
isolated. The "Luth. Kirchenblatt" published "by a number of pastors of 
the General Council" reports: "In Rohrerstown, near Lancaster, Pa., the 
new Lutheran church was consecrated on November 17 by P. J. 
Darmstatter. The presidents of the Synod and Conference preached the 
sermons of celebration on Sunday. On Tuesday the Reformed Rev. T. 
Derr of Lancaster preached, on Wednesday the Mennonite Rev. A. 
Wenger of Millersville, Pa. and on Thursday Rev. McGurie of 
Rohrerstown." Rev. Darmstatter belongs to the ministry of Pennsylvania, 
and the presidents mentioned are thus the officers of the oldest synod of 
the General Council. So also at the recent meeting of the General Council 
at Lima, O., distinguished delegates preached in pulpits of false-believing 
churches. Such occurrences clearly show how deeply the un-Lutheran 
practice has taken root there; for according to God's Word and Luther's 
teaching, Lutheran pulpits are only for Lutheran pastors, and false 
prophets are not to be invited to preach, but rather to beware and guarded 
against. Such occurrences, however, may be remembered by those who 
think that there is no difference between "Lutheran" and "Lutheran," 
between the Synodal Conference and the General Council. L. F. 

The Campbellites, or Disciples of Christ, are showing a lively 
interest and zeal in the work of the Gentile mission. When they held their 
annual meeting in Minneapolis, Minn. in October, the treasurer reported 
an annual income of $611,000. Over 300 persons are engaged in the 
service of the Heathen Mission. - On the other hand, the Presbyterian 
Mission Board complains of the lack of young men willing to be sent out 
as Heathen missionaries. It has therefore addressed a letter to all 
"Presbyterian" seminaries, requesting the professors to urge Gentile 
missions upon the theological students whom they are training for the 
preaching ministry, and to awaken in them a greater desire and love for 
it.

Next, as to the "blessing" spoken of in the second resolution, our wish 
can only be this: God save our President and our whole country from the "blessing" of the 
Pope and his accomplices!

How the papists continue to despise and blaspheme Christ's Incarnation and merit, 
and instead idolize His mother Mary, is shown by the following excerpt from a speech by the 
Jesuit Abbot Lefévre in Montrouge (Paris), which the "Allgemeine Ev.-Luth.

They have seen him suffer all that can be 
suffered: he has been bound, scourged, crowned with thorns, nailed to the cross, and man 
has continued to fear God. So then between God and us there was need of a mediator, a 
creature, a mother." Then he adduces the word of JEsus crucified to his mother, and 
continues, "Let us fear nothing, then; we have a mother who loves us, more than the 
tenderest mother her child. To her we will go, if we do not say to God: ‘Our Father, who art 
in heaven’. to pray, and she will convey to God a prayer that will always be heard." - The 
angel exclaims at the birth of Christ the Saviour, "Fear not; behold, | proclaim unto you great 
joy," Luc. 2, 10. The whole multitude of the heavenly host sing in their song of praise, "Glory 
to God in the highest, and on earth peace, and goodwill toward men," Luc. 2, 14. Isaiah says 
of the suffering and dying Messiah, "The punishment is upon him, that we might have peace," 
Isa. 53, 5. Paul testifies of him, "He is our peace.... and has come, proclaiming peace in th 
gospel," Eph. 2:14, 17. And the papacy asserts: "No peace has been established throug 
Jesus Christ, but men still fear God, and must do so if they do not take refuge in Mary. Th 
true antichrist! LF, 

By the new law on associations recently adopted in France, the Roman Catholic 
orders, Jesuits and others, have been forced to emigrate and seek a new home. But they 
are not wanted anywhere, not in Spain, not in Switzerland, not even in stock Catholic 
Belgium. And it is precisely the Catholic religious orders in these countries that are resisting 
the establishment of new branches for their brothers. There are already enough friars there, 
and the natives are afraid of competition from foreigners. They know from themselves that 
wherever these faithful sons of the Pope set up their headquarters, they gather great riches 
from the Catholic population. In France, however, one is usually very glad to see the 
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"pious fathers." Much worse, of course, than the avarice and rapacity of these orders is their 
lying and deception in matters of doctrine. L. F. 

At a mission meeting in Geestemlinde, the mission director Haccius gave a moving 
report on the misery of the Hermannsburg mission in South Africa caused by the war 
there. The "Allgemeine Evang.-Luth. Kirchenzeitung" reports the following in its penultimate 
issue: "The new century brings even greater tasks than the past ‘mission century’. After 
undreamt-of victories on the mission field in the previous century, the new one begins almost 
on the entire battle line with obstacles and difficulties that must redouble the efforts of the 
local mission institutions and their friends. In Port Arthur the Danish Mission is expelled from 
the armies, in India the plague is lurking, in Asia the Muhammedans are festering against the 
Mission, in West Africa under the Assantes the Basel Mission is shaken, and in South Africa 
the terrible war is turning the flourishing area of the Mission into a desert. Our Hermannsburg 
Mission is largely gone. Only twelve missionaries remain at their stations, cut off from all 
intercourse with one another. On the western border of the Transvaal the war is now at rest, 
so a letter may get through there through the kindness of an English officer or the cleverness 
of a black man. Bread and meat have been unknown for more than a year, the unappetizing 
food of the Kaffirs must satisfy hunger, and there is no stuff for suits. These brothers do not 
know the first thing about the rest of the mission. These stations are in a miserable situation, 
but the missionaries are still alive and thank God that they can at least remain in their stations 
and serve their communities. But others are dead, imprisoned, some of them dragged to the 
camp in Pretoria, or they are left with empty Boer houses for rent, where they have to maintain 
themselves, partly at their own expense. These poorest have lost everything. The hardest 
loss is the precious books, the valuable records and reports. Everything burned. The wards 
with storehouses, dwellings and churches partly burned or completely destroyed, partly 
robbed of all woodwork. What the war hordes of the English left standing is forfeited to the 
African destructive forces of the torrents or the white ants. Uninhabited houses crumble faster 
in Africa than here. Fields and gardens are devastated. Missionary Schepeler calculated the 
damage at his station Berseba at 38,000 Marks already one and a half years ago. But now 
the communities! Without their shepherds they are exposed to all the horrors of war! Imagine 
the picture when a horde of unruly English soldiers attacks a mission station and its 
community. The poor weak girls and women! What dangers of immorality, temptations to 
apostasy, challenges to the faith in taunts and blasphemies, which the unfortified Gentile 
Christians must hear. Some things Redner could only touch upon in the presence of women. 
But from other reliable sources we know that the sunk English regiments endanger South 
Africa by venereal diseases. It is this lamentation that stings most deeply in the hearts of 
missionary friends. Add to this the fact that the pastorless Christian communities are being 
taken in by the so-called Ethiopian movement of the blacks. The Negroes of America are 
stirring up an emancipation of the black Raffe among the African blacks, which sets itself the 
task of becoming politically and religiously free from the whites, and pursues this goal, full 
independence and autonomy of the black Raffe, by all means that incite hatred and contempt 
of the whites, up to racial warfare. What has already been done in this respect 
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The extent to which this has happened is entirely beyond assessment. 
Hitherto the Mission has been less touched by this movement among the 
blacks, which has been going on for some years. Now that the herds are 
without shepherds, the door is open for these immature and dangerous 
efforts. The long war also casts its shadow on the mission in India and 
Persia. In India the Hermannsburg missionaries have voluntarily given up 
ten percent of their meager income to help the needy brethren in Africa 
and their congregations. Already the Indian stations are insufficiently 
staffed, and the grave question arises whether this mission may be further 
shortened. The little mission in Persia can only be further supported by 
gifts specially designated for that purpose." Such unspeakable misery is 
this terrible visitation, war, wreaking upon the Church. L. F. 
"White Slavery.” The French government has invited the other 
European powers to send delegates to a conference to discuss ways and 
means of suppressing the most shameful slave trade imaginable. In the 
midst of Christendom, hundreds and thousands of girls are sold every 
year by devils in human form to other countries for a life of shame. The 
Conference is to discuss the existing laws and make proposals for their 
tightening and for uniform action by the individual powers against the 
unscrupulous agents and sellers of human beings. The German Emperor 
has already made known his great personal interest in this course of 
action. It has only recently become known that a regularly organized gang 
has been constantly selling Polish women to the Argentine Republic. In 
Hungary and Bohemia, too, this dreadful traffic in human beings 
continues. Again and again English girls from good families are lured to 
Holland, Belgium and France. Even in the heathen countries this 
trafficking in girls is extended from Europe. Just now, for example, a 
moving plea has come from the Indian city of Bombay to the Christian 
circles of Europe. It concerns a successor for the missionary Helm 
Richardson, who followed the unfortunate white women and girls who 
were sold to India by such human traffickers and who are being ruined 
body and soul. Helm Richardson died recently, and now they are looking 
for a replacement. It is characteristic of the origin of these poorest of the 
poor that the successor is supposed to be able to speak German and 
French as well as English. L. F. 


How horrible it is to deny the truth you know. 


A man by the name of B. had been attending church with us from time to 
time for a number of years and had his children baptized and confirmed 
with us. So he sent a child to confirmation classes again last year. Even 
during the months of instruction, B. came to church more often than usual, 
even regularly at last.

This he regarded as a judgment from God 
for his unfounded resignation. | met a wailing figure. He was walking up 
and down, exclaiming, "I am lost; | am damned!" | tried to prove to him 
from many passages of Scripture that Christ had done enough for all, that 
is, also for his sins; he should believe the word of God. But he said, "This 
very word | have rejected; therefore God also has rejected me." Thus and 
similarly he continued to speak until he became quite mad and spoke 
incoherent things, being a picture of terror and despair. Two days later, 
when he had become calmer, he took comfort after all, and died a penitent 
sinner. 

It is a terrible thing to fall away from the recognized truth. Only with 
great difficulty was this one saved. That was a special grace of God. To 
him be glory and praise forever and ever!

A Christian house. 


When a young man goes out to lift up his eyes to the mountains from 
which help comes, and the gracious Saviour bows his face and gives such 
confidence in his mercy that the soul cries out, "Yes, you are mine and | 
am yours!" then a marriage is made more glorious than any other. It is the 
covenant which the only begotten 
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from the Father to the sin-weary soul. She brings him her sins; he gives 
her himself as a bridal treasure. A young man betrothed to God will be 
careful not to look with lustful eyes at the charms of the Canaanite women, 
who captivate him with their lust for the eyes, their carnality and their 
arrogance. If it is God's will that he enter into marriage, his Saviour will 
give him a Rebekah who will leave her home and parents with a devout 
heart to live with the one whom God has chosen as her support in life and 
her guide to the right fatherland. 

Children of such marriages, like all men, will be sinners from the first 
breath of their lives; but even before they are born, their parents' prayers 
for them go up to God; with their mother's milk they suck in love for their 
Saviour; their babbling mouths learn to pray to him and to speak of him. 
May manifold afflictions bend the parents, they find unity in prayer, in 
bearing the burdens, in bringing up the children. This unity, with God's 
help, makes them able to weed out the weeds where they appear and to 
scatter fertile seeds in the soft soil. 

When parents have thus, by daily continued prayer with their 
children and for their children, and by diligent reading and meditation on 
the Word of God, brought their children, under God's graceful assistance, 
to recognize and confess the corruption that dwells in them, to bend their 
knees in silence, and to seek forgiveness and grace through Christ's 
blood, then the Spirit that proceeds from the Father and the Son educates. 
The parents, if it please God, may go confidently to their graves; their 
children have found the disciplinarian who, unique in his kind, makes of 
accursed Adam's children God's children and fellow heirs of JEsu Christ.

Such parents may 
be acquainted with all the writings on education, and may be highly 
educated on the outside; they may strive to bring up their children well, 
but they will not prosper, for they are a vineyard without a fence, 
accessible to all vermin and wild animals, and inwardly alive with 
devouring worms. If here and there a little dream should form, the vanity 
of parents knows how to boast of it until it withers unripe. (An old 
schoolmaster.)

For the Feast of Christmas. 


"God is love," so all Well cries out to each other in this joyous festive 
season. In the churches of all communities, in the newspapers of all 
parties, even in the shops of the world's children, one may hear and read, 
"God is love." It has become the fashion in many instances to speak of 
the love of God, especially at Christmas time. But how few understand, 
even to their salvation, what is said in those words! 

Yes, "God is love itself, and its essence is vain, pure love, so that if 
someone wanted to paint and meet God, he would have to meet such an 
image, which would be vain love, as if the divine nature were nothing but 
a furnace of fire and fervour of such love, which fills heaven and earth". 
(Luther, St. L. ed., IX, 1682.) 

How much God is love is understood only by those - and only from 
afar - who, in deep anguish of heart over their need for sin through Christ, 
have glimpsed the merciful heart of the heavenly Father. 

If someone wanted to point to the work of creation as a proof of 
great divine love, one would have to agree with him without reservation. 
For God did not create the heavens and the earth with all their armies for 
his own sake, but for the sake of mankind. 

If anyone were to point to man as a testimony of God's goodness, 
he would have to agree. For God, with his own hands, built man above 
all other creatures in the most marvelous way, endowed him with 
marvelous gifts of body and soul; indeed, God created the first man in his 
own image. Man was to resemble his Creator. In the creature the divine 
qualities of the Creator were to be reflected. Here and there man was to 
be eternally united in love with God. Just also from the creation of man 
God's love towards him shines brightly. But all this is only like a shat- 
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The love of God is revealed to us in the redemption of Christ. 

We human beings ourselves thwarted God's thoughts about us. 
Through the Fall, we broke away from God and voluntarily chose the devil 
as our friend and Lord instead of God. What a terrible change took place 
with us! We remained human beings in body and soul, but we lost the 
glorious adornment of the divine image and gained the mark of the devil 
instead. Down to the innermost marrow, down to the most hidden instincts 
of the soul, man was deeply corrupted. O dreadful fate! Gone was the 
right knowledge of God, gone was the desire for good, gone was the 
strength for obedience, gone was all spiritual life, gone was the hope of 
blessedness, gone was fellowship with God, gone was heavenly peace 
and heavenly joy. But there was spiritual darkness, there was enmity 
against God's commandments, there was lust and power for all evil, there 
was spiritual death, there was the judgment of damnation, there was the 
fellowship of devils, there was hellish torment and pain. What words can 
describe how miserable the human condition was after the fall! Because 
of one man's sin, eternal and temporal destruction had befallen all his 
descendants. In spite of his love, God, for the sake of his righteousness, 
had to pass the sentence of eternal judgment on all the apostate children. 

When once high and holy angels had departed from God, he 
condemned them in righteous wrath, bound with eternal cords of 
darkness, to the judgment of the great day. Should he not now also leave 
us humans in our self-chosen ruin? Certainly, we deserved it a thousand 
times over. No creature, and least of all we men ourselves, could hope 
that we would be helped. 

But now open your ears and your heart! Behold, God, the offended 
God, rejected of us, seeketh to save. He looketh from heaven upon the 
children of men, to see if any man be wise, and seeketh after God. Is 
there not one whom he might appoint to help? No, not Moses, not Samuel, 
not Elijah! They all go astray. Each looks to his own way. How can they 
save, for they themselves are in need of salvation? 

He looks among the angels. They are pure, powerful spirits, ready 
to serve. Is there not One who could serve? No, not Michael, not Gabriel, 
not cherubim nor seraphim. They are finite, created spirits who could not 
even redeem their fallen fellow angels - how could they intercede for man 
against the eternal God? 

Then must men be abandoned to their sad fate of eternal 

damnation? Yes, they must, as far as they themselves are concerned, as 
far as the angels are concerned. It costs too much to redeem their souls. 
But they do not have to, if God, the loving God, is in question. 
God himself provides counsel. If no creature in heaven and on earth can 
save, he, the Creator himself, will save. God himself wants to atone for 
the iniquity of men. God is to reconcile the world with God. But how? He 
wants to become a man, wants to take the flesh and blood of men to 
himself, wants to unite the sinless human nature with his divine nature, 


wants to be God and man in one person and thus intercede as God-man 
for men, his brothers according to the flesh. If death came over all men 
through one man, then life is to be brought to all men through one man. 
As aman of God he wants to submit to the eternal law of God and acquire 
eternal righteousness; as a man of God he wants to submit to the floods 
of the righteous wrath of God and pay the penalty of human transgression. 
Thus he wants to redeem men from death and from hell. He wants to 
clothe them with his redeeming righteousness and present them cleansed 
and sanctified to God. In him they shall become new children of God and 
heirs of the heavenly kingdom. Through him they will be renewed as new 
creatures in the divine image and will be transfigured to their original 
perfection before his throne. 

But what person in God is to take upon himself and accomplish the 
high work? Who else but the Son? By him was created in the beginning 
that which is in heaven and on earth. Through him also shall be acquired 
in the end that which can unite heaven and earth. 

But he is the only begotten Son! Will God pass away his only child, 
and even for those who hate him, who gladly remain in sin and death, and 
want no Savior at all? Will God sacrifice his only begotten Son for the sins 
of his enemies? For there is nothing lovable in man, but in the eyes of the 
holy God only abomination upon abomination! Why then will He give His 
Son to die for such? O abyss of divine mercy! God wants to redeem the 
hated through Himself, through His Son, without all their merit and 
worthiness, solely, solely out of love, out of fatherly, divine goodness and 
mercy! Who can grasp this, who can comprehend this? Truly, God is love! 

In the fullness of time God sent his Son, whom he had provided from 
eternity to be the Savior of the world, also to carry out the divine counsel. 

What the ancient fathers’ flocks' highest desire and longing 
were, And what they prophesied, Is fulfilled to glory. 
The Word became flesh. In the womb of the virgin mother, the Son of God 
took on our flesh and blood. 
God lowers the majesty, His incomprehensible being, In 
a human body. 
The holy one who is born there in Bethlehem is God's Son. The God of 
Israel has come to visit and redeem His people. "The love of God toward 
us was manifested in this, that God sent His only begotten Son into the 
world, that we should live through Him", 1 John 4:9. 

Yea, the Son of God hath brought forth the glorious work. What | lost 
in Adam and Eve by dying, Thou hast chosen for me, Jesus, by life and 
suffering. Good God, all my woes and troubles are ended when thou 
art born. 

Now we are no longer offended at his lowliness, for we know the grace of 
our Lord JESUS CHRIST, that, though he may be 
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rich, yet was he poor for our sakes. Now we no longer grieve at his cross, 
for we know that Christ redeemed us from the curse of the law when he 
became a curse for us. Now we are no longer dismayed at his torture, for 
we know that the punishment was upon him, that we might have peace; 
by his wounds we are healed. Now we no longer shudder at his tomb, for 
we know that by the grace of God he tasted death for all, that we might 
live through him. 

Therefore, O blessed Christmas message: God Himself has taken 
the decision for our redemption; God Himself has also appeared and 
accomplished the redemption! God is love! Happy is everyone who 
believes this! He has passed from death to life. 

Well, then, | will cleave to thee, O JEsu, And though the 
world should cleave in a thousand pieces; O JEsu, to 
thee, to thee only, To thee alone | live, From thee, from 
thee alone, My JEsu, | fall asleep.

Something but the retention of preachers and teachers. 


3. 

"He that is instructed with the word, he divideth with all good things 
to him that instructeth him." This word of God, as we have already seen, 
says two things: first, who of all men here on earth shall contribute to the 
maintenance of preachers and teachers, namely, every one "who is 
taught with the word;" and secondly, what or how much those who are 
taught with the word shall give of earthly goods to him who teaches them, 
namely, according to his ability, so that a pastor with a poor congregation 
may gladly bear poverty, but a wealthy congregation may gladly let its 
pastor share in its wealth. This is the rule and guideline of the divine word 
for the preservation of preachers and teachers. 

Is this rule and guideline now being followed in our synod? If we 
consider the congregations of our synod, we may put them under the 
following heading: 1. real missionary congregations, that is, 
congregations which are really too poor and too small to maintain their 
pastor themselves; 2. congregations which are so placed in earthly affairs 
that they can maintain their preachers and teachers, and which therefore 
ought to maintain them; 3. congregations which are prosperous, and 
whose ministers of the Word should therefore be better placed; 4. 
Churches which are prosperous, and whose ministers of the word ought 
therefore to be better placed; 4. Churches which are large and prosperous 
enough to maintain pastors and teachers, but which still have not made it 
further than a pastor. Under one of these points every congregation with 
its pastor and teacher is probably to be accommodated. 

(1) Real mission churches are those churches that are really too 
small and too poor to maintain their pastor themselves. God has given us 
quite a number of these, and since there are now many in all of our 
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If the inner mission is carried out in the same districts, we find these 
congregations scattered not only in the north and west, but throughout 
the whole country. These congregations are really too small and their 
members too poor to be able to raise a pastor themselves. But their 
pastor must also live. Therefore, you other Christians, help gladly and 
willingly that such pastors receive food and clothing, so that they can 
continue to serve the poor and small missionary congregations. 
Considering how long they have studied and how much they have spent 
on their education, they work under great self-denial. God bless them for 
it and keep their courage and joyfulness and give them one day in eternal 
life a crown of honor in which a special diamond sparkles, by which every 
blessed perfected one can recognize: these are the ones who served the 
poor, small mission churches in great self-denial, although they could not 
even give them their daily bread, and who would have been "hungry," 
"thirsty," and "naked" if other Christians had not had mercy on them. 

(2) Churches that are placed in the earthly realm so that they can 
exalt their preachers and teachers, and therefore they should also exalt 
them. When the Lord Christ Luc. 10 sent forth his disciples into the 
villages and cities of the Jewish country, he said unto them (w. 4-7.), 
Carry no bag, nor pocket, nor shoes; and greet no man in the street. 
Wherever you enter a house, first say, 'Peace be in this house!’ And if 
there be a child of peace there, your peace shall rest upon him: but if not, 
your peace shall turn again to you. But abide in the same house, eating 
and drinking what they have. For a labourer is worth his hire." From this 
we see that a preacher of the gospel should take his living from those to 
whom he preaches the gospel, consequently that every local Christian 
church should maintain its ministers of the word. Hence Paul also writes 
to the local church at Corinth, "Have we not power to eat and drink?" 1 
Cor. 9, 4. Indeed, he means to say, we have power to eat and drink, that 
is, to demand our living, and that from you to whom we preach the gospel, 
for the Lord "commanded that they which preach the gospel should feed 
on the gospel," 1 Cor. 9, 14. And now the apostle proves by many 
reasons (vv. 7-14.) that every local Christian church should receive its 
ministers of the word. It is not, then, as if the whole body of Christians 
should receive the whole body of ministers of the word together; no, 
God's rule and order is, that every local church should receive its own 
respective preachers and teachers. The preachers and teachers are to 
receive their living from the churches they serve. Now if a church is so 
placed by God's goodness in the earthly realm that it can maintain its 
preachers and teachers itself, then it is its sacred duty to do so. It is not 
God's will that such a congregation should think that the pastor could get 
something out of the missionary treasury. No, they, the local church in 
question, should receive their pastor, they and not others, if they are able 
to do so. For Christ saith unto his servants, Luc. 10:7, "Eat and drink what 
they have," "they" to whom ye minister the word; and it is un- 
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obedience to God's word and ingratitude to the gospel, when a congregation allows God's] And give desire and willingness everywhere to provide the ministers of the word with what is 
word to be preached, but does not want to give the preacher the necessities of life, but thinks] necessary for their livelihood, so that through God's grace every congregation that is so 
placed in the earthly realm that it can maintain its pastor itself may also do so from now on. 


that the missionary treasury can do it. 

Such a church would act just like the church of Corinth, to whom Paul wrote that he 
was "lacking", 2 Cor. 11, 9. and to whom he further says that he "robbed other churches and 
took pay from them", v. 8. so that he could preach to them. This is certainly not to the credit 
of Paul to the Corinthian church. Nor is it a glory to a church even now, if it does well in earthly 
things, but lets its pastor also suffer "lack," and he also has to rob other churches and take 
pay from them. For what is in the missionary treasury also comes from other congregations, 
which have sacrificed it for such fellow believers as are really too poor to maintain their pastor 
themselves, but not for such congregations as could very well maintain their pastor 
themselves. 

Furthermore, when pastors receive subsidies from the missionary fund, it is not 
actually the pastors who are supported, but the congregations concerned, whose duty it is to 
maintain their pastors. When a congregation receives support from the missionary fund, it is 
doing a work of mercy for it. A work of mercy, however, should only be accepted by a 
congregation from its fellow believers who are really too poor to meet the expenses of their 
congregational budget themselves. Therefore, before a congregation asks for a contribution 
from the missionary treasury, it should first consider whether it can claim mercy and whether 
it is responsible before God and the church to ask for and receive missionary funds. 

Finally, consider this: If a congregation is in such an earthly position that it could well 
maintain its pastor itself, but it nevertheless asks for support from the missionary treasury, 
then the cause of the mission itself will naturally be harmed. For the more missionary funds 
are needed by such congregations, the more the mission in other places must be restricted, 
and perhaps in some cases abandoned altogether. As every reader of "Lutheran" knows, our 
missionary chests are always in need, and our dear missionary commissions often do not 
know where to get what they need. 

As surely as the missionary commissions in the "Lutheran" and elsewhere must 
acquaint the Christians of our Synod with the needs of our inner mission, and as surely as 
they should confidently ask them in God's name to offer their sacrifices for this caste again 
and again for the sake of Christ and His kingdom, so surely should all congregations on the 
other hand, which by God's goodness are so placed in the earthly realm that they can 

aintain their pastors themselves, do so gladly and willingly, and always be and remain 
indful of their holy Christian duty. 
May the Lord give us the necessary joy for this. He who has the hearts in his hand 
and directs them like streams of water, let us all rightly recognize how much we have to thank 
or the precious preaching of the saving gospel, how thereby our souls and those of our 
hildren are built up to eternal life.

hannes Philipp Wambsgan8 was born on 19 December 1823 in NuBdorf in the 


beautiful Rhine Palatinate. His parents were farmers, respectable people, by whom he was 
strictly educated and accustomed to good order. Of course, God's word was not used much. 
But it was the custom in the house to pray before and after meals, and also in the evening 
when going to bed. The schooling that Philip enjoyed was excellent - secular. But he had to 
miss a whole year because he was ill; in general he had a weak constitution.

"In 1850 several Christian families in Erlenbach were preparing to emigrate to 
America. They persuaded me very much to travel with them. The doctors had already 
advised me to take a sea voyage. So | decided one day before my departure to go with 
them. | quickly went to NuBdorf, discovered my plans to my father and, although with a 
heavy heart, received his consent and the necessary means." - 

Here is a passage. From now on, dear reader, you shall hear only very briefly of the 
further fate of him who has certainly become dear to you. 

Through Wichmann in Cincinnati, WambsganB8 entered the seminary at Fort Wayne, 
Ind. in July 1850. "There," he says, "I found the pure Lutheran doctrine for which my heart 
had so sought and longed. | found a church and a fellowship which, with all its doctrines, 
could say with certainty: Behold, thus teacheth the Scriptures. This is God's word, and 
therefore undoubtedly divine truth, by which the heart becomes firm and certain in the faith. 
- |was an overjoyed man to have found this divine treasure. For until then | had been little 
acquainted with the whole Lutheran doctrine and with its confessional writings." 

After WambSganB passed his examination in March, 1853, he answered the call of 
a small congregation at Fairfield Center, DeKalb Co, Ind. The congregation consisted of 12 
families. In salary he received $48.00, 15 bushels of wheat and 25 bushels of grain annually. 
He lived in a small log house and - was happy and contented and never went to bed hungry. 
He was also now dating a godly virgin, 


Elisabeth HeB, and lived happily ever after with her. 

Here follows again an own narration of the deceased. 

"| had," he once related, "during my tenure in DeKalb County, also two preaching 
places to serve. To one of these belonged exclusively German Pennsylvanians. They called 
themselves Lutherans, but were so in name only; of Lutheran doctrine and practice they had 
purely nothing. But they were nice people. You only had to be friendly with them. What they 
liked least were the ceremonies of the Lutheran church. They didn't like the crucifix and the 
biblical images at all. They thought it was all Catholic and wrong. | made every effort to teach 
them a better understanding. But it was in vain. When | had convicted them by God's word, 
they usually answered: "Well, Parrer, you are right, but | am not. 
"So once again | had a conversation with a number of these people in a house about 
the above subjects. But even when | had caught them this time, the end of the song was: 
‘You're right, Parrer, but | don't like it. Now Washington's picture was hanging in the parlor. 
| used this to convict her with her own doing. Pointing to the picture, | said to the landlord: 
‘Kriegbaum' (that was the man's name), 'who is that? Oh, that is Washington,' replied 
Kriegbaum. Who is Washington?* | asked. No, Parrer, don't you know him?' said Kriegbaum. 
‘Don't you know that America has been freed from the English?* 'So,' | said, 'why do you 
have his picture hanging here in the parlor? Oh, | have it only to remember him by, because 
he gave us our liberty.’ | said: - That's good, Kriegbaum, that you have Washington's picture 
for a memorial. But tell me: Has not the Lord Christ set you free from a greater bondage? 
Has he not redeemed thee from sin, death, the devil, and hell, and purchased for thee the 
blessed adoption as a child of God? And thou thinkest it unjust to hang up his image for a 
memorial? Should not he to whom thou owest all things be allowed to have a place beside, 
or rather before, Washington?’ - This had an effect. For now they said, 'Parrer, you are right.’ 
But they did not add, ‘But | don't like it." 

After our WambSgan8 had been in DeKalb County two and a half years, he 
answered a call to Adams County, Ind. that was in August, 1855. In 1863 he accepted a call 
from two churches in Dodge County, Wis. In 1874 he became pastor of the church at Adell, 
Sheboygan Co, Wis. There he remained until the year 1895, when, owing to his age and 
especially to a head ailment which increasingly afflicted him, he resigned his pastorate and 
removed with his faithful companion to Decatur, Ind. to live with the only daughter still living, 
the wife of Rev. W. Schmidt. Having become a widower, he visited his sons who were all in 
the preaching ministry, but Decatur was his real home. There he also died. 

His death was like his life: that of a child of God justified by Christ's blood and assured 
of blessedness. 

His son Philip writes the following about this: "| was granted to sit at his deathbed for 
hours the day before he went home and to talk with him. Among other things, | asked him if 
he still prayed a lot. 
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Then he looked at me so strangely - | will never forget the look - and said: "No, Philip, | don't 
pray much more, | don't pray much more at all. | only pray three prayers, and | will tell you 
what they are: 
When | shall depart. Depart not from me; When | shall die, 
then come thou forth; When my heart shall be most 
troubled, Then pluck me out of the anguish of thy fear and 
pain. 
Christ's blood and righteousness, That is my ornament and 
robe of honor, With this | will stand before God, When | enter 
heaven. JEsu, to you | live, JEsu, to you | die, JEsu, | am 
yours in life and in death. 
| say this every morning and evening to my dear God - and so dotum.' Then, as | sobbed 
with emotion, he said to me: 'O Philip, how easy the dear God has made dying for us men! 
If we only have Jesus and know that he has purchased heaven for us by grace, then we will 
die blessed. Don't forget to preach this over and over again to your people." 

And his son Friedrich writes: "The brother thought that Papa would have to suffer for 
weeks and left. Two hours later the good father had suffered. He had, as you know, chest 
congestion, had to cough an awful lot and gasp for breath. The misery grew worse and 
worse. Papa could hardly bear it any longer and sighed constantly: ‘God, help me! The nurse 
was just about to prepare a hot potion for him, when he became quiet. When she looked 
around more closely, he was dead." - 

By the grace of God, the man who had fallen asleep was a man after God's own 
heart. He relied on the grace of God in Christ, which was offered, promised, and given to 
him in the gospel and sealed by baptism and the Lord's Supper. His faith was a power of 
God in him and drove him to serve God without fear and without hesitation. Wrong his whole 
life long. In his dealings with church members and friends he was cheerful, serious, frank, 
honest, loud, and cordial. In Christ he loved his neighbor. Therefore he feared no one, but 
also hurt no one unnecessarily. In his pastoral and friendly intercourse he possessed the 
unsought refinement and wisdom that flows from love in Christ and that gives every man 
true nobility, the right nobility, the only worthy education. Whoever knew him better and 
whoever was himself a child of God, must have loved him. In all the congregations he 
served, therefore, he was most beloved and honored in this right sense. His friends knew 
that they had in him a true, thoroughly honest and reliable friend. Yes, a man after God 
own heart. He himself, however, considered himself a bloodless sinner, but rich, rich, rich 
Christ, in grace. 

Thank God that he has now been allowed to go home! Who would not want to grant 
him that? 77 years, 9 months and 12 days in this pit of misery - that is more than enough.

And if all pastors, according to the order, send in their reports in full 
immediately after the New Year, not only can the Yearbook appear earlier, but also much 
work can be saved. Likewise, the district presidents, the directors of the educational 
institutions, the chairmen of the mission commissions, and the directors of the charitable 
institutions are requested to send in their reports at the proper time. LsFi 

A debate about the lodges took place on October 16 in Gohner, Nebr. Our Lutheran 
congregation there had been called upon by the lodges that were rooting there to defend 
their position against the secret societies in a public debate. The following is reported to the 


"Lutheran" about the course of the debate: The lodges of the Ancient Order of United 


Workmen and the Modern Woodmen of America had conceded that the sacred 
Scriptures were the only rule and guide in matters of faith and doctrine; they had also chosen 
as their advocate a preacher, P. E. Overman, of Potwin, Kansas, a minister of the Christianer 
sect. The Lutheran congregation was represented by P. O. T. Lee, of Northwood, lowa, a 
pastor of our Norwegian sister synod, who is especially versed in this matter, and intimately 
acquainted with the secret societies’ own writings and rituals. A large crowd had gathered, 
from far and near, Lutherans and lodge members. A distinguished Mason had rushed from 
as far away as Indiana. About 20 pastors and a number of teachers from our Synod were 
also present. The theme of the debate was that secret societies were detrimental to the 
welfare of the church, the welfare of the family, and the welfare of the state. Father Lee 
opened the debate and proved from her own writings that the Lodges are communities with 
religious ceremonies and customs, but that the religion of the Lodges is not taken from the 
Holy Scriptures, but is the religion of the natural man. According to the Scriptures, man is 
saved by grace alone, for Christ's sake, through 


The lodges, on the other hand, condemned Christ and his merit and taught the pagan 
righteousness of works, and therefore also blessed everyone who acknowledged a higher 
being and lived an outwardly honorable life. Because the religion of the lodges is a false 
religion, these secret societies are a hindrance to the church, and a Christian must not 
associate with them, but avoid them. - Hereupon the opponent was given the floor; but he 
did not dwell at all on this first point, but took up the second, and began to praise the 
beneficence of the lodges. He sought to prove that the secret societies had already done 
much good, that they were indispensable to the family, that many a poor woman had been 
saved from hardship after the death of her husband by the money of the lodge, etc. In his 
reply, Father Lee stated that the secret societies were not useful to the family, but only 
harmful. The men would be taken away from the family and spend their evenings in the lodge 
meeting instead of in the family circle. The Lodge dues would have to be paid punctually, 
and this money and whatever other expenses were necessary for the Lodge and in the 
Lodge would be taken away from the family. For many men the prospect of the life insurance 
sum would be an occasion to squander their money. Above all, however, there would be 
nothing to do with all the supposed benevolence of the Lodge. The much-vaunted "love" of 
the Lodges was, according to the Scriptures, not true love, but only a business; for the 
suffering, the sick, and the aged found no reception and support in the Lodge; if the dues 
were not paid on time, the sum insured would not be paid out, etc. Yes, joining the Lodge is 
a very bad business. For many secret societies have themselves given proof that they cannot 
exist for long, but must sooner or later become bankrupt. Of the numerous lodges that have 
existed in our country up to now, more than 200 have already gone bankrupt, and many 
families who had relied on lodge insurance have never received a cent of the money 
promised them. - The third point, after the debate had lasted about two and a half hours, 
could not be discussed. The success of the debate, however, was that not only were many 
Lutherans strengthened in their position toward the Lodge, but also that the eyes of many 
Lodge members were opened. Would that many people everywhere would recognize the 
deceitfulness of the Logos from the Scriptures. L. F. 

Infant baptism, the divinely ordained means of receiving little children into the 
fellowship of the Christian church, is, as is well known, less and less appreciated and 
practiced in American church circles every year. In their place, in our time of association 


mania, they are now putting a - baby club, called a "cradle roll." This comes about, as the 
"Lutheran Herald" informs us, in the following manner. A record is kept of all children born 
within a congregation; on their birthdays and other occasions they are specially 
commemorated. And when they have grown up a little, they enter the next higher 
association, the "infant class" of the Sunday school. When they have passed through 


the Sunday-school, then come the Christian Endeavor Societies and similar 
societies; and above all these societies it is quite forgotten that the Christian church is the 
proper society instituted by God, and is held to be the church for the sake of societies. The 
institution of the "cradle roll" is also described by the "Lutheran Evangelist," 
published in the General Synod, with 

recommended with great zeal. There, too, infant baptism is coming more and more into 
decline, because baptism is not regarded as the bath of regeneration, and it is not supposed 
that even little children can believe. L. F. 
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A rapturous sect, founded and spread by the "evangelist" 
Sanford, is doing its mischief in Maine. Among its articles of faith is 
immersion, which is practiced with fanatical zeal. Thus, on December 8, 
from Sanford, 30 persons were submerged in the icy waters of the 
AndroscogginFlusies in Maine. The ice floes had to be pushed aside so 
that the bath could be completed, and even children were put under the 
water. A woman who had been submerged in the same river eight days 
earlier has since died of a cold. Sanford now also wants to go to Europe 
and promote his sect there. Even if a sect teaches and does such perverse 
and nonsensical things, even if it endangers and ruins the life and limb of 
its followers to no avail, it always finds new disciples. So deluded are men 
who do not allow themselves to be guided and instructed by the guidance 
of the divine Word. LF; 

Mormons. From the east of our country it is again reported that 
the Mormons are very active there and are gaining many followers, 
especially in the large cities of New York, Brooklyn, Philadelphia, etc. Two 
thousand of their "missionaries" are said to be at present busily at work in 
the United States, sixty in New York State alone. These have a definite 
commission to go about and make themselves known to individual 
families, and where their doctrine somehow finds favor, not to let up until 
a "conversion" has taken place. These "missionaries" also have their 
sights especially set on German Lutherans, and only recently have we 
again become aware of how, by their outwardly inconspicuous 
appearance, by their harmless-sounding, smooth words, by their skill in 
twisting the Scriptures, they have confused weak Lutherans at mission 
posts and induced them to apostatize. A warning, therefore, will not be 
superfluous in some places. L. F. 


Abroad. 

In Japan, where for a time Christianity was very much favored, 
but where during the last decade a change had occurred and Christianity 
and all foreign beings were met with indifference and hostility, a change 
in favor of the Christian religion seems to be taking place again. We read 
the following in a MisfionSblatte: The Japanese Christians of the various 
Protestant confessions, in union with their missionaries, took the 
beginning of the new century as an occasion to make special efforts to 
spread Christianity. The Central Committee of the "NijisseiLi IsL“oasucko" 
Association, founded for this purpose, uses the rich funds placed at its 
disposal to publish a journal which records all the progress of the pro- 
Christian movement. As it reports, in Tokyo, the capital of the country, 
public reading meetings have begun to be held in one of the great 
theatres; Christians are also to go from house to house in every district, 
explaining the Bible and distributing pamphlets. One result of this is that 
the Protestant churches of Tokio are crowded night after night. 5000 
inhabitants of the city have already declared their willingness to become 
Christians. The missionaries who have been working in the country for 
some time are reminded by the present movement of the revival in 1883, 
which increased the number of Protestant Christians from 5000 to 29,000 
within six years. Of course, the progress of Christianity is now also 
keeping the Buddhist priests awake. They have recently started a counter- 
mission. The Oriental Buddhist Association, founded in Tokyo, has set 
itself the task of spreading the teachings of Buddha throughout the whole 
of Japan, indeed, all the Eastern countries are to be reached through the 


Buddhism, which one wants to purify from certain abuses and excesses, 
should be civilized. For this purpose, Christian missionaries are imitated, 
Sunday services with public preaching are held, pamphlets are 
distributed, and so on. It is something similar to the counter-mission of the 
Indian Brahmins. - If only it were everywhere the fair gospel that is 
preached in Japan under the name of the Christian religion! L. F. 


Small instructive stories ans LntherS writings. 


Some stories, which should make the word of God Joh. I, 14.: "And 
the word became flesh", quite great for us. Luther relates: "One reads that 
it once happened that one stood, a coarse ruler and felt, when these 
words were sung in the church: Et Homo factue est (He, Christ, became 
man), and neither took off his beret, nor bowed his knees, nor showed 
any honor to them, but stood there like a stick (since otherwise the whole 
crowd of the people had knelt down when these words were sung in the 
Patrem [Nicene Creed], and prayed devoutly). Then the devil came to 
him, gave him a muzzle so that his face fell, cursed him horribly, and said: 
‘That the infernal fire may burn thee, thou rude ass! If God had become 
an angel of my nature, as | was, and one sang, 'God has become an 
angel,’ | would not only bend my knees to the earth, but my whole body; 
yes, | would have crawled ten cubits deep into the earth: And thou 
wretched man standest there like a stick or a stone, and hearest that God 
is not an angel, but is become man, and like unto thee; and thou standest 
there, and risest up like a log of wood; whether it be done or not, it is like 
unto faith, that the holy fathers, by such examples, have exhorted the 
youth, how great and unspeakable a thing it is, that the Son of God is 
become man; and that we opened our eyes, and considered such words. 

Item: | have read more such examples, that one, when he could not 
have rest from the devil, marked himself with the cross, and said, "The 
word was made flesh," or, which is the same thing, said, "I am a Christian;" 
and the devil was cast out, and smitten, and he had peace. And | believe 
it to be true, if he spoke these words out of a believing heart. With long 
disputation one does not gain much from him, but with short words and 
statements, as: | am a Christian, of the flesh and of the blood, whose 
name is the Lord Christ, the Son of God; take thy bite, devil. He will not 
stay there long. For it is certain that when a man is in the greatest 
temptation, he will keep the word: 

If a man could speak 'Et Verbum caro factum est’ (‘The Word 
became flesh’) with right faith and strong confidence, he would certainly 
be saved from his trouble and distress. For where there is a believing 
man, the devil must shun this word. And | have often read and seen that 
many of them have spoken these words in the greatest distress and terror: 
Et Verbum caro factum est’, and with their hands they have made a cross 
before them, so that the devil has departed from them. For faith in these 
words was so strong that it overcame the world and the devil. How else 
does one read another history or legend, that the devil at a time when this 
gospel of John began from the beginning? In principio erat Verbum' (‘In 
the beginning was the Word’), was read, stood there motionless, and 
listened, until the word: 'And the Word became flesh,’ then he 
disappeared. IT may be fictitious or it may have happened, it is 
nevertheless the 
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Know that whoever speaks or contemplates these words from the heart in a right faith, the 
devil must surely flee him. Otherwise the devil may well suffer God's Son to be a light and 
life to men, and laugh in his heart that men will not accept it, as John said above (v. 11.). 
But here all his thoughts are dashed in two: God's Son became man." (St. L. ed., VII, 1651 
ff.) A. S.

Obituary.
